We have with great ifnpatience i*ead your letter of the 2G‘’* of August ’87 
to our President and Councill of the Fort, & are grieved to see how you trilled 
away time upon ^frivolous pretences, lost the season of going to Chitlcgam, So 
engaged our Forces in unh(iatl>fu]l places to the loss of the lives of rnmy of om- 
worthy Countrymen, &4o the irreparable dishonour of our Nation & the ruin 
of our trade in Bengali, if dur worthy Generali on the other side of India had 
not steadily pursued our*Ordersj.& thereby reco^'cred the reputation to our King 
& Nation which you losj; by disobeying or neglecting our orders. 

It is a vanitio for you to fancy that your prudence or subtilty procured at 
last those goods terms you obtain’d of Abdull Sumud when y ou & our fiji-ces 
M'cre, by your errors afonjsaid, reduced to that low condition you were in upon 
the Island iligiley. It was* not your wit or contrivance hut God Almighty’s good 
providence which hath alwaies graciously superintended the affairej.of this 
Comp"' particularly by the success he was pleased to give our Generali on Surrat 
side in takoing the elVects of all the Jiloors, Mocha, Bussorah & Persian Fleets 
which were of a prodigious value and caused a deep stand of trade in all the 
MoguU’s Dominions, for that neither Banians, Armenians, Egyptians, Turks, or 
Persians would give out any money to t^e numerous poor people of India to set 
them on work, nor indeed had they wherewith to do it, because all their effects 
wens actually or in danger of being ‘carried into Bombay, Thi^fatall disap- 
pointment of the whole Trade of India cfius(.‘d insurrections & an ■ universall 
lan^cntation So cry ,not only of the Natives but of tbo other Nations aiuresaid, 
“Peace with the English or wo must all starve,” ^ffthis caused the ilojjull himself 
out of his kuowu.humane benign disposition So love to mankind to send Cossids 
So Dak chowkie in haste to llctigall & all places to make up the Breach, So one of 
his greatest Princes to Surrat in such manner & with such express instructions 
tliat the English should remaine contended 

From hence w^ do rationally conclude against iltc opinion of our Agent 
M’ Charnock that if you had immediately according to the King our So- 
vereign’s orders & our owWproccedettdii'ectly for Cliittegam wliilo our Forces 
were strong So vigorous, the Mogull would hav(! ^pneentejj to j:)ur holding So 
keeping that place in amity with him iiptwithst-anding we kngw it i§ very 
dear to him & w'onld have granted you the fairer & the h»ttcr^ terms. But 
since, it hath pleased God that? as liis Provitlenco overwilesr ?ill things in the 
Awarld as well small ^nd gi'<jat to determine this warfare otherwise then vre 
designed, ho are not now willing suddenly aftt;r thel|)aeifi<!ation to ei\|«s.into 
any new warfare with the Mogull, hut to hold all his ^overuouvs & people 
strictly to the terms lie hath agreed witli us, & nfiver to suffer any fresh injuries 
from them, ^pr which purpose wo deSire you to inako us a speedy & full returns 
as possibly you can of ouu grostt stock in your bauds & hasten in., all our old 
debts, keeping in the Country as small a stock a'S is possible, for certainly it was 
our great estate lodged in their Country which gave them the Confidence to 
abuse at the rate they did formerly, together 'with an, opinion infused into 
their minds by the wicked Interlopers & tiiat Faction, that whatever Faction, 

that whatever injuries they did were so fond of their Trade that we would 

never revenge it, or so poor and impotent that we niould not do it:, 

TTe have now .wrote a respectfull Letter to the /Mogull & intrusted our 
Generali with the management of it, of which letter you Jiave a copy enclosed, 
whereby you will observe our endeavours to mend your faults & obtain that 
by fair means which you neglected when you had swords in ypur handsk It will 
bo your part to advise our Generali what plaq^tpaay be best for our shipping, & 
may not reasonably be requested of the Mogull, who we doubt riot but will 
•allwaies keep his Peace with us while wo maintain our trade at Bombay & 
keep tliat place in a such strong p^ture of Defence as we have resolved to do 
with God’s assistance • 
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You mus[ keep yourPicars* & ail that deal with you under the same sub- 
' jection that the Duteh do, not spare the Chawhuck t vvherc tliere is cause for 
it, for it a most egrej'iojis folly to think that people bred up in slavery can 
bo managed without severity 

Though our Agent bo extreamly to blame in the matters before roecited, 
& it may he for want eff use, is not so fitly cpialilied for martiall a [faints, yet 
we will believe he is an honest man & being so Avill doubto his care & diligcnice 
ill makoing amimds in the course of our trade for tlio errors he eommitteil in 
Warfare, & thendorc wo will hear him out in liis eornmand, & in tlie place we 
have set luni, wo require all persons of whatdi'gree soever under him and all 
otlier English in Ihugall to pay him that duty & respi^ct which is due to the 
Chief of their Nation in that Country dureing the ahstaice of our Generali, who 
may in due time, visit those coasts, & we doubt not ‘will iind our Agent in 
all mereautile affaires doserveing that trust \vc have committed to his eliarge 

We have writ our Generali President & 'Counei\ of Port George to 
supl^ you with a competent number of Eaetors & Writers, & wo intend to 
send you hy the next ships ten llospitall J3oys for Writers, Avhieh we would 
have you keep strictly to their Duties as the Dutch -do, & for wdllfull ni'gleets 
or faults to punish them or any others under our Agent & Couneill in the 
same mattner, w*e haveing no less authority from our soven.-ign tlien the Dutch 
liavc from there sovereigns, to keep all that servo us in due obedience to such 
superior as we liave set over them 

Raw Silk of IJimgall is much fallen in price & therefore you must get at 
least 20 p 0*: abated of the old rates or otherwise send us va-ry little, & not 
any at all of any other sort, letter or nunSbar, than what is eontahual in our list 
of whicli take speciall notice 

Your Taffaties are a nolde commodity, of which you can never sepd us 
enough, being well made & well bought ^ 

Your Vdear Sliellaek of Cossimhuzar is likewa'se a sure commodity, ]K^ 
thoughtful industrious l.o proeuro. & send up all you can •thi.n-eof, hut send 
us no Turrnerick on any terms whale v^er, for wo have enough allready hy us 
to serve Europe for four or live years 

For other particulars of commodities we ref err you to, our list or raemoriaU 
for that purpose, whk'dt we have drawn with great irireunispeetion, & w'ould 
have you pursue it with mori^ care & punctuality your ])r«,“de(;essois did 

This ship the Chamlois ivirry no stoedv expressly \lii*ectod for your place, 
but considorabi'S stoek for tht. Fort, so rnneh wheri‘.')f as our Generali Ih-esident 
may think you need we hav'c iml'M’ed them to send dow n to yon, it wlien we 
have full advices from you, Sxc shall determine what more to send you directly, 
or by way of For^ S‘ Tjcorge 

Wc would have youjbe restless in your requests to the Nabob mint 

at ifugiy, Imt not to sjicnd our money at tliat Durbar so profusely as fornuiriy. 
But baycing wrote t^r Gcneisi.ll Presidemt at the Fort more fully eoneern- 
ing this matter, we h*ope our Gen(>rall may. proimre better terms & with less 
expence from the Mogull himself than you can from the Nabob :, 

Yoo^ seizing and sending* up Davis to the*3.^or£ w^as one of the wisest and 
best of your actions, & we eomnumd you highly for it> tlio* by a mistake in 
Judgement, our Ib'esj^ent blamed you for it, keep up our power So your 
own, & you preserve your honor & all things will go well, but where the reins 
of Government are slack nothing can prosper 

Look in a most especfall manner to the sorting of our goods, that is the 
life of our Trade; in any failure of that kind w^c would have you never pardon 
the offender but turn him instantly out of our service of Xvhatever quality of 
Degree ho ho, & tru§t not wholly to any others in that matter but see all you 
can & as often as you can possibly with our ow'n eyes, & what you cannot see 
yourself by reason of other business, of distance, of place, examine afterwards 
yourself h}^^ opening some of theO;alcs & inspecting the quality of the goods, 
& where you find persons just* and faithfull as M' Peachy was at Maulda ^

a free Alercliant at his own discrc.'tioii

A'ou must likewiso njipoint some jirdjicr person to he our Attorney Generali, 
Avho is to exhibit com])lMints to our Courts of Admiralty against all othmders as 
ho shall ho diveeted Ijy you after tlio manner used in Bombay, of Avhieh Ai'- L(;y 
hath soon something •there. Si will sec more of the methods of our Said Court & 
<>Jll<,'ers belonging thereunto at Fort S’- George as he' returns to you by that 
])la{re :, 

We have directed him lik(!Aviso to bring vou from the Fort an abstract of 
all the receipts of our BeAUU'suo there, that you maiy (rolle<.rt tha same thor(i so 
far as reas<mahly you can in Avhieli pur Agi'ut will do us a singular Service, 
and if you can't reacrli up to the Fatterii of the Fort in regard of^. the different 
circumstamjcs of that placa.', you may lioAvevcr Baiso Avha't lievenuos the Butch 
do in BengaVl after ttuar luetliods, & mor<i avc will not desire of you 

AVc hope you Avill so manage that place or Tovvn'of Ulahurreah wATdh you 
have articled for tliat it may in time become a famous and well ^oA'-erned 
English colony, and render unto us & our Succ(\ssors a^ considerable revenue 
which may go far towards defraying the ohai’go'of our Sloopes in the Ganges 

The late despatches of our ships from the Bay in former times’ has Ix'on an 
unconeeiveablc dammago to us, avo liope our Agent now he is d(?livered from 
these perplexities he was formerly engaged in, & from the controul of his 
secret & peevish enemies of liis own Council], & tlie underhand dark & mali- 
cious suggestions & designes of the Interlopers to obstruct the course of liis & 
our honest Servants affairs, Avill he in condition to lemonstrate that ho is a man 
of business and dispatch in all Alcrcantilc affaires as well as of Justice & fide- 
lity to his Employees 

Keep all our Servants in strict obedience to our Buies & to a soIkw A'crtu- 
ous & frugall conversation, Sc now you are at some ease, read over again many 
of onr former Generali Letters in wliieh probably you may find some usi'fnil 
instructions of precepts which wc may now forget to remind you c^f, aud you 
might OA'^erlook in your late confusion :, >

Gov' of llugly especially Avould have layM hold 
of. the opportunity of fraustratiug their designs by his letter to the Nabob and 
Dunn, contrary Avhereof h<,i Avrotc in their endeavour for so largo a sume cf 
moiK'y ^ee. have lately promissi'd him of 20,000 ilup\, 

unsiiceessfull in all our attempts, both at Dhaeca and Hughly, the King’s 
Huan proving their, friends against all arguments Avee could alle(lg(5 to 
y'- contrary, and hath given them a pejrwannee for the trade of their Ship}) and 
Voyages on paying a pescash of Rup" 3,000 ; they had much advant.-ige of us 
in one res}K'et by roaseu of the .Hhaeca factory Avas av'*' drawn before (’atchpole 
arrived Avhose main argum* Avith the Huan Avas that the lit. lion*''’ Com})any 
had .10 8hi})p8 yearly oiiiue into'this King’s dominions and j)aid but liup*' 3,000 
yearly j)iseash, and they AA'here Avilling to gms so much for one shipp. Our 
Vaequeel })resented them in tlic Nabob’s liurhar, in so much that the Nabob 
would giAm one EevAA'amia and the Nabob been a man of spiritt he would have 
put an end to that Dispute, for it is not customary for Huans to give their 
Pervvanuas in such publiok affair Avithout first getting the consent of 
the Nabob, and ' his PerAvanna. hath first the Chaup, neither the 

Huan’s pervvanna of any value or use, if each of them bee displeased and if any 
more Interlopers arrive, or these Jjeroaf ter, they will bo as forrtunate as 
they were at first. 


The IStli August Avee thought it very opportunely to put in Execution a 
warrant Avee had rece'’- from Efort S'- George concerning a messenger who 
had unlawfully taken possession of a house next. ajoining to the Inter- 
lopers, and in order thereunto wee sent our Serjant Avith 20 Soldiers and 
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Seamen to Hn^ly to seize liis persons and iako cliarge of the house, for wee 
licard he liad talcen the Interlopers protection, and our maino dosigno in sendini^ 
soo many Soldiers was to iuterupt tlieir business and trade, by 
the Gjovernin'^' and make them believe tln're arc somethinET 

intended against I’itt’s person, that thereby it miglit have b<jen entr»;d in y 
*Waacha to y*" Nabob and Duan 

to oppose Pitt by force which in all pro- 
billity would have put a stop to their proceedings, for neither the Nabob nor 
Duan would bave'given them any countenance or permitted tliem to trade bad 
such a story been entered in the Waacha. That wee d(Jsigii to quarin l Lor this 
the Duan was all along afraid of, and prevented him from giving them a perwan- 
na sooner, but the ouely man wee have reason to suspect that provaviited this 
fair and good designe Avas MutLradoss, who told the Gov*^ hy- our sending soc 
many men in arms up uwas chiclly to Hrighten them, and that he liad sindi an 
interest w'*' us here would sooiie gett them retralled and sent away. On tlni 
Serjant's first arrivall with soe many men it put the whole citty info r..*con- 
sternation and messenger was seized and the house taken possession of vv*'* out 
the least oposition, hut as “heo was coming to us with a guard, in tlieir way as 
they passed by the Interloping Shipp severall jMuskett Balls waaa tired at t heui 
from said shipp, and the hoate hailed on Board and followed with their Ship’s 
J?innficc with men in arms (as your Hon'* will Peeve mon? at lai-ge hy the 
guard’s deposition in our Dyary of the month of August), on advice whereof 
wee delivm'tal them a protest hy two of your lion'* Sew'" and sent Cormell 
up with 82 Seanu'u more to joyue ivitli their Sergtint ami mmi allready at 
Itughly in case of any violence that mij^ht he olTercd hy them iii retaking the 
house, "for they had tlirctencd to oppost^ us by fore<?, and had about 40 men in 
armes in their house to command tiee.ation, and in a small 

timq’wee received their answer, a refusal both w*’'' are entered in our Dyary ’s 
in August w ith sevt;rall otlun* things relating to .the alfair for yo"" Hop” perusall, 
their husine.ss goe on but slowly and belLves it may be the latter end of Inter" 
before thay can dispatch their business t6 leave Beugall.

The Nabob of Pattanaa, Buz'zurgh Omeed Cawne dyed lately a hitter 
enemy to yo' ilon*" affaires ever since the warr, the Injury he sustained by 
the Loss of a shipp and some goods in those troubles made him irrciioucilabltt 
to his death. • 

There is hopes of Mr, King’s enlargement and of liberty to trade their, 
soe that if occasion arise w^ee may send up an Englisluuau to buy salt Petre 
for your Hon'* shipping, the quantities your Tlon®’ require from us being not 
procurable in Ilugly. ^

But ■their last Letter Coni])lains of tho disl urljance oeea- 
sioned by the llehellion of a Knsa, and expected from the arrival 1 of the 
Interloper the Antilope, Bdw‘* Clyoes Supra Cargo, in the middle of August, 
concerning both, w'"'' \vee*doubt lUit, but your lion" will rectdve frum Ihuigall 
a particular aeco* by the Russell Lrigot. The advice wee have received is in 
the Letters from Bengalf, Nos.* lS-4, & 218, 222, by w'’'' it ap|K‘ars that the 
llasas forces have tfikta; possession of Ilughly fort and the Cliaukeys upon 
the llivt'r to Muxadahud so that no goods could passe by tlunr leava?, the Dutcdi 
assisted tin.! Moors aud regained Ilughly IVort, but tho mast" of the Vajssell 
that <iame last from Bengali sais that the llasas men hath rtitakeii it and there 
doth not yet appear an aianey of tho king's to subdue them, so that how farr 
they will proceed or how long continue ma.st" of Avhat they have. is uncertain ; 
that w“‘ respects your Hon"* affair’s is the present security of the fl'aCfory, the 
Carrying on the Inva'stment and y*' fortifying of the ffactory, the Agent ajid 
Couueill seem to have taken the most prudent method for those purposeis in. 
IMaintaiuing a friendship with both partys in such a manner as that the llasa 
doth not suspect them and yet the Naliob sends them thanks for tluur Assistance 
ag.ainst the llasa. It will ho diflhmlt fof them to carry on such a Pollicy' long 
A\ ithout being neet'ssitalf'd 1)y one accident or other to declare for one party, lU 
w''* case AVf'c have advisj^l tluun in our Letter of the 2iul I’lct'' (cony 
Avhereof comes herewith) to lake the p.art of the Moor’s Goverunier.t, 
so far as will et)usist Avith tlieir present •safety, Becau.se is anoru 
ju’ohahle y' they Avill at last subdue the llehell. Thou those' Avho have 
assisted him must fall under the Lye C)f the Government and if they have 
hnilt :uiy thing like a fortilicatiun, it Avili he observed and ])rohahly will either 
h(? demolished or must hoe maintained by force, Avhereas y** huildiug.s of those 
aaIk) have assisted tin?.

that the Dutch have acted mol’e like l^>liticians preserving a better interest

December and of January last who arrived in safety with .us for which 
God h(j prais(’d, and we are very well 8atisfi(,'d with j^he jj^hole condnet of 
our atl’airs umhu' your management desiring you to persist to scad all unfaith- 
ful and extravagant persons in their expenses to the fort, (Sorpora cum causa, 
to bo there judg(!d or acajuitted, and if otiier Captains sUaII refuse as CaptaSn 
Sftuth did^to comply with your order's, let us kuow their names as you did now 
and they shall no more servo us. ' 

2. Your Shellaek will come to a great market; provide what more you 
can thereof speedily to prevent the Interlopers getting any of it now or here- 
after. 

3. Meuthadas wo find to be the very mau you take him f6r, and you 
may accordingly mako use of him as you judgt? it serves for ourintenjst and 
uot otherwise. How his goods sell compared wiki others of the same sorts and 
prices you shall know particularly w'hen our sales are over. 

4. Your design hf improving our revenue is a ’most acceptihle and natural 
service, and we desire you to pursue it hy all the 'prudent methods you can. 

6. Wo approve of the fortification you have .made and wish you to 
strengthen it by degrees as you can without any public offence to the country 
or y* gx'eat men. 

6. We have wrote to our President and .Councill at Fort George 
that we are so .well satisfied with your H<;ting.s in our affairs this and some 
years past that we will have no alteration made in yoiir Councill, none added 
to you, nor none removed out of your Couucill by any order, except uud^er 
the hands of the Governour or Deputy and 13 lof our Committees, and therefore 
we desire M' Beard (who has written to some of his friends that . he intends 
for Eugland) that he would for our service suspend that resolution. 
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7. You liave done c^strabrdinary wtdl in reducing the out-factories since 
you can do our business better at Ohuttanuttee (which is our own town) 
which will in a little time ’render the place populous, and thereby increase 
oar revenue, and by saving the charge of out-factories you will have 
5 or (5,000 £> value, the more to invest, which is the point of most concern to us 
especially while wo are haunted with Interlopers. 

8. You say you have accounted with Koja Surhad and paid him y® balance 

3,131 rupees 10 ans, and there remains only to account witli him for y“ in- 
birest due t(j us, for his not bringing in liis goods in time. ^ Wee think you 
had done Ijette.r to have deducted that matter from the baliance before you had 
paid it unto him. , 

9. We now proceed to new matter and to save the labour of repetition 
We send you inclosed copicis of our list to our Generali S® John Gayer and of 
all the material yiapers belonging to that packet, by which you will see a 
strange face of things hero, and if you could see ours likewise you 'would see 
that, we avi! less dismayed at this catastrophe then we were at the nimbling 
Interlopers, Avell knowing that when things are the worst they must mend ; and 
believing by our long <;xperience in the ICast India trade that two East India 
Companies in England can no more subsist Avithout destroying one or y® other, 
than two ‘Kings at the same time reign in the same Kingdom, and that avo 
don’t intend to cross the eudgells to the new gamesters you will ('asily observe 
by tlic groat number of ships and great cargoes we resolve to send to all places 
this ensuing season. 

10. The principal end of hastening out this sliip the NorthnmbeHand 
Galley is to acquaint our servants aboal'd* AAoth our resolutions of sending out so 
great a stock, ’v\duu*ein Ave arc steadfast, not doubting of the means of procuring 
so much r(?ady momiy by the usual proper seasons our ships should be ready 
to take it in. 

11. As* to that Clause in ‘our letter to the General concerning providing 
goods beforehand, that Avbich most irqmediatcly concerns you^is that you have 
gruff goods enough, lacks, and such as are to he had on your side of India,* but 
more especially, and which was our first intention in w riting that clause, we 
recommend to you the providing of a great quantity of Raw Silk and Elorotta 
Yarn before hand or agreeing for it, if ymr have not jnesAUit money to pay for 
it, Avhicli we believe you have not but may have uiion Interest, and do noAV 
think it is Avorth our while, that is until our ships atrivo AAith you. Tlio reason 
of our ]>rcssihg this paragraph so homo upon yon is because the crop of silk 
failing in France, Italy, and 'Turkey we concludc'^ Raw Silk must continue a 
commotlity of gre;4jt price as, it is now i^i all parts of Europe. 

12. Y^out ad vise -if you had money beforehand you could provide those 

extraordinary sorts of goods Avhieh avo AA'rite for and Avldch aftiu' our mon^iy 
arrives you have not time to give out money for this, aau knov\^ is a great 
truth, but in ancient times Avheu money Avas much more plentiful with the 
Company than it is. now, avo never thouglit it our Interest to haA'^ij a stock be- 
forehand in Bengali or anywhere else, Avherc we Avere not satisfied or had no 
confidence iij our Servants that wore in most pOAver., The case is now altered, 
for wo can trust you •entirely and you are in .a good measure fortified, but there 
is a 3‘‘ accident intervenes which is a try all of skill you may call it if you 
please, a Civil Battle Jictween lis and the new Company, and tAvo or three years’ 
strife must end the controversy, for the old or the ncAv must give way. Our joints 
are to stiff to yield to otir juniors. We are Veteran St)ldiers in this Avarfare, 
and if our servants aboard in other places do their parts as well as we are sure 
our good General Sir John Gayer and you will do your.s, we don’t doubt of 
tho^Victory, and if the rbst of the world laugh at us to .see Avhat pains wc take 
to undo one another we can’t help it, it is no fault of ours, we think avo are 
Aipon our OAvn ground, we h.ave a Charter and when the three years are out, Ave 
have not bnly a property in all ouf Revenue.s and possessions aboard, but also 
the same Act of Parliament foi* ol,5(3()0£ per annum trade as our new mer- 
chants, which call themselves the new Company pretend to have, and if you 
bhy up tlie silk as aforesaid you will very much disappoint them. ‘ 

13. You must observe and we accordingly mention it in this letter, that 
you may note the alterations made in y® list of goods to be provid(?d now sent 



you are very few, viz\ instead of 40 tons of Raw Silk we say now 100 tons, 
meaning if you can get it, instead of 15 tons of Florotta yarn, we say now 40 
tons instead of 5,000 Dimmityos, we say now 15,000 pit;ces, to which we add 
for your information that Clyne in the Interloping ship Antelope bought a 
great many of them in the Country two or thrcf? days journey above Ballasore 
which turned to a very, good account and were fine and white, but wo don’t 
prescribe to you that particular place, but that you should buy them where 
you can get them best, whitest and cheapest. 

14. You need not think yet of settling a new factory at Patana, for by 
what wo can observe by your list we tliink, you have Petre enough already to 
serve all our designed next year’s shipping. 

15. We command hnd strictly charge you to dispatch all our ships in y 
four months time y^'.we may pay no demurrage, and we shall never admit of 
any excuse in the breach of this order. 

IG. Send no sail cloth, Avhito or brown, from your place on any jTiT;tonee 
whatsoever nor any more bolts of Canvas or Cotton Yarn or other goods pro- 
hibited in y® list of goods 'sent you by our shipping, or in y® directions or obser- 
vations on the said list accompanying these, so commending you* and pur alTairs 
to the guidance and protection of the Almighty.

Otir last "was of y' 28"' February with all neiiossary advices to that time 
as those give to this, which ooitios by the Carvxtr copies, wlio brought us coppy 
of your letter to them ivhose unhappy cpiarters greatly troubled and surpri/.cd 
us, having a few days befdre received advice from Callieutt tliat his Excellency, 
&,c. had aijcoinmodatod all dilTerenees to an honorable advantageous peace with 
a jiaper signi^d to coppy I’d" the articles of Agreement Avhich we doubt was only 
a treacherous design of tlio faith h^ss Nabol) to defy our friends aud Stock into 
their possession, liowever w'c hope the more rigorous course you have now rc- 
isolvcd oil will atfoctually I'cduce them to a just complyance, aud the Moguls 
grant of a geiun-all full Fliirmaund for tlie 11' llon*hle Company better and 
move secure Settlement of their i'actories aud trade witiiin his territories which 
now near inidude all or will doe sliovt time, noe forces being able to oppose 
liis conquest tlio’ they may a littl^ielay it. As for our late warfair in Jlen- 
gall under the conduct of Capt® William Jloath, it has no other success then 
the return of all the It' Ifordhle Com|tany’s Ship])s, Servants aud Stcok from 
thence where they acted little of consequence more then the rash assalting 
Eallasore with the loss of about 20 men, designing to fetch of a few people and 
goods Ihero, wdiich they anV'ctcd as to part of the goods, much of them being 
liiirut u])on the allarm of their landing, hut the men iviu’c all but two carryed 
prisoners up the countery heyound thei** reach or power borne, since w’e Inu'eare 
cairyi'd captives to Dacca where with M' Eraddill and M' Eyres they remain 
under confi nement. 


Captain Heath with liis Fleet aliout to saill and 200 soldiers saylcd from 
Dallasore to Chettagawm Avhere they attempted iiothing hut a visit aud Sur- 
vi'igh, and tinding it to forccablo and unteanablc for them they' peaceably 
saih'il thcnco for Arracaii w'hcre after refreshing their and some short treatyes 
with the King, «fcc., they returned hither the t march, who we have since dis- 
posed the best Avay our enndition and circumstances would pormitt; but for 
your Excellency’s fuller satisfaction tve have sent you the best account Ave can 
gett from Capt" Heath, A;c., of that negotiation, also our Generali to the 
iloii/ble' Company, Avhcrciii we liaAm particularly recounted all transactions 
Avori liy their Hon* notice, to which we humbly referr you, desiring aftm* your 
]icrusall you please to forward l.hem to tlieir Hen® by tb(> lirrt opportunity, 
which probably may arrive tliorc before the Williamson via AVest Coast. 


Tiie greatest troubles avo at present labour under is, the scarcity of goodfi’ 
which arc not ^irocurahle on this Coast, the countery being so much desolated 
liy the late famine and continued AVarrs that it cannot be ex[)ected to replenish 
in some years, so that it Avill be a groat dillieulty to procure ladeing for the 
Shipping home, but w^o shall doe Avliat is possible to be done, but we hope to 
pick up a ladeing to dispatch one Shipp in August or Scptemlicr and possibly 
another in January, hut for the rest there’s litth? hopes, but from the West 
Coast if your Excellency, &c., can think of any better cource, pray give us 
your orders first. 

The Princess, Cap*” Haddock, wo hare Ictt to the ’’Jews for pgs, 15,000 
freight for Amoy, and. send the Defence, Cap*’’ Heath, upon the Ilon’lde Com- 
pany’s account (if they approve it) to lado Sugars Tunage at Macau for Persia; 
the Williamson and Resolution for tlio West Coast, tlio J’ersia Merchant wo 
designed for England, had she not most imhappely blown np in tlie lioad there. 
Justly what accident W'c cannot learn, all tlie men aboard which were about 
47 souls Avero sadly lost in the fatal misfortune. Captain Erangwing and 10 
of his men were .saved by being ashoare, and thq’ ’tAvas a dreadfnll loss yett it 
happened there W't;rc only 20 piggs of lead of jtheir Hon''* aboard, and but little 
else of others. 


Wo doubt the late troubles in Bengali and with you (if they continue) 
will suddainly bring some on this place, it being already the discource and 
threads of the Mogull’s Camp (about 40 miles distant from us) to assault us, 
but we are well prepaired for defence both in men, provision and ammunition. 



hat we hope they will still he civill and continue the friendly correspondence 
we hare hitherto maintained. 

IVe” should gladly see or hear frora the Generali, and cannot hut wonder 

att the long silence, hut are inclined to believe it pro<!eeds from the

Wo haVte an account by the last Irish Post that the Panther and the 
Catherine frqm Benjar and tfie Europe and from Bombay arrived the (.»"■ Instant 
at Galloway, they parted company some days before with the Oley Prigott 
from Chpa the Pheenix and Jane from Benjar, and tho Uorshave separate 
Stock Ship which Vfo hope to hear by next Post arc also in Port. By letters 
from these Ships we understand that the Settlement at Benjar w^as destroyed 
by the Natives, and our Shifis Blenheim and Carleton were returuial to Bata- 
via, whereupon wo have sent the liecoeery to the Bay which was designed for 
Benjar what -Stores sho has on board you w ill see by her Invoice, such part of 
them as are pro])er for you make up, of the rest send to Madrass, The Tonnage 
of thi s Ship is more than we ii? tended yon, and we can’t now send her a larger 
Stock, she being at Splthead, we hope howiiver you wdll do wuth her as w'eli fis 
you can, either in employing her on freight or returning her to Europe the 
next season.

come Winter Ships winch wo would avoid all we can, for many reasons we 
oould tell you Mauritius is now deserted by the Dutch, so that if they should 
go thither they have no defence and are likely to be exposed to an Enemy. 

If yon can’t dispatch our latest Ships in all February keep them till 
October followirif? in the Country ; employ them on Voyages if you can tlint 
they may be earning something, if not, let them ly in Port and come hom(‘ 
with the Dutch Irora the Cape, unless cei'tain advice of a Peace, in which case 
they may make the best of their way for England, or unless they have other

A letter from Joseph Hendrick Calderman the ATaster of the said Sloop, 
dated Eort St. David the 7^'' Instant, giving an account of himself, the Sloops 
Owners, The intention of her voyage and of her being taken l)y the Lincoln 
and Lklgehaston and by them carried to Eort St. David. 

A translate of a letter of this day’s date* from Sied Kazy Cawn (a relation 
of Sujee Cawn, late Nabob of Muxidavad, who arrived a few Aveeks past from 
the Bay and has since res‘ided iii our Town) giving the President an account of 
his having hired the Sloop at^ Calcutta to bring up his family and their Iho- 
visions, and offering to pay double the value; of the Sloop and her cargo if it 
should appear that either of th(;m belonged in any Avise to the J'^reneh. ’* 

The copy of the examination and Journal referred to in Captain Blake’s 
letter b(;ing also read, the President proj)oscd to the Board to consider of the 
conso<|uonees that such an affair as tliis might draw aft(;r it, and how far or in 
Avhat rnaniu'r it may become us to act in, or take notice of it, after Avhat our 
llonoralde ]V1 asters have heeii ph.*ased to tell us in their SO*** paragraph of the 
2P' Marcli 1713. In debating this point the Boai'd could not without concern 
reflect on the inconveniences and difficulties the Iloiiorahle ConAjiany's affairs 
and their Servants abroad may sooimr. or laf er he draAvn into by ]»rizes taken 
in India by virtue of let ters of Marqiu;^ though its hoped the President having 
an 0])portunity of discoursing Sied Kazy Cawn in pereon on tho present 
inshinco may prevent any ill effects from it, hut as to the Quesfion it Avas 
unanimously agreed, that tho aho\-emcntioried })aragraph absolutely discpxalifies 
us for judging of the Ix'gality of prizes, and donsoquently restrains us from, 
takiug any cognizance of this matter. ,

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my Employers, so I have leff her with M' Ilinde till he receives advice from 
you, aiid in case your Honor shall find her a prize, I leave it to you to dis-

to M.eeteer, a Gentii at Beiigal, Hlaek Jeinedar of Calcutta, that she is freighted 
hy a Moorman, one who went to Bengal from Madras npon Cajdain Itunnie and 
is r(*turned to Madras upon some other'ship. He has aboard belonging to the 
Vessel a Syrang, ti e-ook an<l eleven Lasi-ars, also a Centu and his Servant, 
who h<? says has charge of the eargoe, that the Master sigin*d no hills of lading 
and has none aboard.

'Dni Neutrality .of your road I readily allow, never intimded r.lu' least; viola- 
tion of it, and that it was not violated by my otVicevs is fully ju’oved by your 
wn confession. You own tho French Ship fired two shots at the King’s Frigate 
when she was going into your I’oad and steering to anchor in such a manner as 
could give no room to susjioctany design of attacking the Freneli Ship, but those 
sliots, you say wei’e,llred as a signal, a very oxtraordinai'y manner of making 
signals indeed, and I 'suppose tho several volleys of small arms which slie fired 
AvhiletVje Irrigate was anchoring were also Signals and not intended to do any 
harm. I am afraid Sir, it will appear that if you intended to maintain the Neutr.a- 
lity of your road, you did not take the proper method as tho French Captain had 
])ut liimself undi'r your proloction, and could he protected fiy I’lolhirig but my 
rospe'ct for the King i>f Denmark’s Flag, should have st'dcUy enjoyinl him 
to trust to your protection, and not tiro unless ho Avas at!tually attacked..

Tho second, Frigate Avas malerod 
to anelior Avithout, seeing so smart a fire from flic Fort on the first Frigate 
stood in to succour her, and soon after he had given his tire, yours aiAl that of 
the French Ship ceased. The Frigates theii lot off till the insolence of the 
Frenchman in firing into a small unarmed boat obliged them to gl^e another 
•before tliey could take possession. 

Upon the whole Sir, it must be plain to all impartial persons tl at the 
English broke not the Neutrality nor had any intention to break it The 



Froncli Ix'^ari tho liostiliticis they broko the Neutrality and bad you been really 
Neuter )a:)urscdf, you would immediately have fired at the French ship not at 
the Eiii'Jish who never fired a gun till called upon by the Law of Nature to do 
it in their own defence. 

I did not write my letter of the 30‘’' past till I was fully satisfied. I had 
r(\asoh to complain of your partiality, and the ac^count sent me by the Captain 
;uid oflieers of the first Frigate has since been confirmed by tw’o young Gentle- 
men of this Ship Avho were on board the Frigate by accident ^and no ways con- 
cerned iu^or accountable for wbat was done. Tlioy assured me the Fron(;bmau 
was firing bis musketry iuto the Frigate, one or two shot from the Fort passed 
between the Frigate^s man and Mizen masts and tins before she fired even one 
Musket. That some shot from the Frigate went on shore is very possible, but 
that it was not tho direction or intention of the officers you may believe, as I 
have assured you they had my orders to make no return to your fire, but I will 
not go so far as to say that the seamen finding your shot coming thick among 
tliein may not liave returned some. In short Sir, I continue to think that your 
partiality or neglecting to take proper precautions f^r preserving the Ncur.rality 
oe^rasioneil tlve French to break it, and therefore you alone arc accountable for 
all that has happened, Avho instead of resenting properly tho beliaviour of tlie 
French Captain attempt to justifie it by poorly pretending that all the shot 
fired into the Frigate w'ere not designed to offend, hut only meant as signals, 
and then unjustly endeavouring to fix the bveanh of the Neutrality on the 
English tiiougli its evident they never intended to commit any hotilitios in 
your road, and you may imagine t,hat if I had been inclined to violent 
measures, I should have gone to work in another manner. 

I am surprized you could think of laying claim to the ship as a Wreck. You 
say she was desertiul by her Crew, was it liecause they were afraid of drowning 
her, did not tho English drive Ihem out of her and take possession immediately. 
vT'hc ship dnd all that was taken out of her, after she attacked the King's Fri- 
gates under your cannon without any sort of reason is absolutely the property 
of the Captors, and from you I expect a fair and full account of all that was 
.carried on shore tlmt Night, and that the whole as^well as the ship he preserved 
as English proxierty to bo disposed of as I shall direct.

Command of Capt. John ITollond. Our Men made a stand for some time near 
the Points of Tevenepatam & Patehcre-e, The Plnerny being five times the 
Number of ours, liut b(‘t\veen one & two our Troops inarch’d forward to the 
Hanks of Penniar River, 'I'he Enemy being on the other Side, Sc immediately 
the P'ield Pi<*C(*s tir’d very briskly on both Sides. Hetwec'n 4« & 5 the Enemy 
press'd hard npon/nir Troops who‘did not give way but tir’d briskly their 
small Arms, but in the Dusk of the Evening, ours being a small body in com- 
parison to the Numhers of the Enemy, could .not keep the Field all Night, so 
were oblig’d to retreat into the P'orfc which they did in good order & brought 
all the Artillery with them, & by this means left tlio Enemy to proceed as 
they pleas’d. , 

The Officers upon coming i'n, report their People in general behav’d very 

reiiort ll.eir Pcoplr have bftliav'd very Wcll, & COllId liot do morC thuil they 'did 

well. with such a Handful of rmm against the 

Force of the Enemy, being as they believe at least one thousand Europeans 
besides Topasses, Coll'rees & Seapoys altogether about two thousand. The say 
they had but little assistance from the Peons & none from the Moratto Horse, 
they keeping at a great distanee & would not come near our Horsemen, that 
they stayed as long in the Field as they could with Prudence, & report the 
Enemy to have acted cowardly in not advancing soon upon them; They believe 
tlioy must have done the Enemy some damage as the Field Pieces were final 
between 0 & 7 linndred times, on our side W'e have only one Topass kill’d, 3 
Pluropeans wounded & a few Peons.

The nnfortuntite occasion of this unexpected address from us is to advise 
your Honours of the Los’s of your .valuable Settlement of Madrass which to 
our Unspeakable Concern is now in tlie Possession of our Eneniys the Pn.Mich, 
As the Gentlemen there fS|U‘rn to think the absence of His Majc'stics*S(inadrou 
(which they no doubt depended upon for Assistance) greatly (;ondaced to tViis 
Misfortune, AV(i shall give an account of what we knou’ for eeriaiuty of their 
Motions only; and leave your Honours to foiau Judgement without Presuming 
to give any of our own. * 

The 29”' April M' Uarnet departed this Life at — Place when nll^ the 
Ships were here or near us, but the Winchester, Lord Thomas llcriie who Ivas 
expected daily from Bombay and arriva;d 25”' Alny, from which time Captain 
Peyton wlio tluui Commanded the Squadron as Senior Captain, detenuinod on 
going to relit his Ship, the Medioay, which Ava.s very leaky at Tranconxilay Bay 
on the Island of Zoylonc and to take the whole Squadron Avith him. The 30”‘ 
your Honours Shi[) iha Pniicess 3J ary arrived on whome we had Orders to send 
to Madrass what hales we had ready’ and to receive from Lord Thomas Bertie 
Sixty (00) Chests of 'I’reasnre hronght from Bombay on your Honours Account ; 
to k(;ep what we wanted for the Use this Settlement and to send remainder on 
the Priucees 21nry hut not to (h'tain. hc,r longer in our Hoad then the Squadron 
staid there. In Pursuance of wliich wo k(‘pt Sixteen (10) Chests hero and loaded 
the rcinaindei* on that Ship, and prevailed on Captain Peyton to stay till the 9tli 
June, hut it liapniug to blow very’ fresh at tliat time we could not load more 
tiien two hundred and Twenty two (222) Bales whicb as it has since proved was 
very fortunate. I’Ik! 0”' she sailed for AIrtdrass under Convoy of His Alajesties 
ship tlio JArely as did the r<‘st of the Sijuadron for Tranet)malay. On the 17”’ 
Captain Pt^yton wrote AP Ilindc from Naga])alam that as they were just got 
to the Bay, tlu' Prevtotds Mow Sprit was sprung and She could Cary no sail, for 
which r< ason they were obliged to Bare away for that , Place iii order to r(dit 
her and .then Sail for 'rrancomalay. On the 25'" at day Break from the Mast 
head Negapatam Hoad they made several ships in sight and found them to 
he (9) nine Evench Ships bqt tlio AA'iuds being very light, they eou’d not get 
up witli each other till half j’fist four in the Evening, at AMiich^ time a,n En- 
gagement began and lasted till al>out seV<m when it grCAV dark. The Next 
Morning they AAa!r(^ near one another and continued so all the day. At Eoni; 
in* the afternoon Captain Peyton summontHl a Councell of W'nrr, wlioi’c it w;is 
agreed not’to Engage the Enemy hut to proceed for Traneonialay Bay, as tlie 
Eronch did for Pondicherry and arrived there the 27”‘ : In the, English Sqiia- 
di'ou were fourteen killed and forty six Avounded, but not .one killed or hurt 
on the Medtoay. On the Eremdi side we cannot learn the j)artieular.s for any 
certainty, their Squadron consisted of the Achilles, a Seventy Gun Ship, Six 
Company’s Ships and Two Country ships. The Aehillrs Avitli three of tluMU 
left Europe together in April AV'as twelve months. Two of them were return- 
ing Ships detained at the Islarnls for this purpose?, and *11 reinforced as much 
as they cou’d there. Captain Peyton kept the Squadron at Trancomalay till the 
hegining of August when he came on the (k)ast anil appeared off Negapatam 
the 6”'. The Erench S<iuadroTi consisting of EigVit Sliips, (one being gone to 
Bengali and is since lost in that Hiver Avith Two hundred Sc Eighty, (280) 
Europeans) AVeighed from Pondicherry the 21)'" Jujy for the Southward, and 
near then in that Hoad, stood out to meet tlie English Squadron which stood 
to the Southward from them, and the En.mch tlum returned, the 7”' both 
Squadrons did the same as likewise the 8”' & 9”' : The 10”' the Eliglish dis- 
appeared, on which the French returned, and* on the Hi" anchored in Pondi- 
cherry Hoad. The 17*" the Eight Ships weighed for Aladrass Hoad where they 
arrived the IS*" and Fired on the Princess Mary, which was returned from the 
Ship and from the Fort. Ilach ship gave her a broadside as she stood to the 
North Avard and another as she returned, and then stood to the Southward again, 
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Wo ai’c sine informed they had two motives for this Expedition, One w-as to 
make a Elea with the Country Government that the English Committed the 
lirst llostillities ashoar, and the otlier to see if Captain Peyton wouM come to 
our assistance or not. The ‘iJV* Captain Peyton with the Squadron stood into 
Pullical Hoad where he sent his Lieutenant AP' AVeeinis on board a Vessel in the 
Jload Avho was tlvere told of all the Circumstarjcesof their attacking the 2'rrncess 
Mart/ and of their then b<!ing between Aladrass and Pondiclierry, on which he 
disappeared, and has never since been heard of, or from by any of the English, 
though tlieir has no lost or Pains been spared for that purpojjo, as may easily be 
imagined from the Since meliancholly situation of affairs on this Coast. The last 
letter that was received from any one belonging to tlu^ Squadron was from Captain 
Peyton to Goverjp Alorso dated the •t"' August wIumi he was just come out 
from relltti ug. This unhappy conduct so animated our Enemys tliat they d(!ter- 
mined on attacking Fort George. AV^c call it unhappy because it bastruely 
been sad in its eonsequenees, though what reason Captain Peyton could have 
for this Proceeding we know not. A(*cordingIy the 2‘' tlic French squadron 
AVei'glual again from. Pond ich cry. The 4*’’ they landed their Alen at St. Thome 
and tliereai louts, and the hogau the attack chiefly depending upon their 
shells. Tfio 10"‘ the Town surrender’d but on what Terms as weave not per- 
fectly Informed, avo shall not presume to trouble your honours Avith Flying 
lleports. We are pretty Avell assured there arc as yet no dVrins eornplyecl 
AA'ith, mid that Afousieur l)e Preminit is gone tliere fiann Pondicherry to cem- 
mand the Gariason. Tlic 2‘‘ Instant the si'Amiu French ships in the Road 
liaving taken what quantity of money. Goods, Ammunition and Stores they 
thought pi’opcn' Avcrc to sail the fP for Pondiclievy, and irom thence imme- 
diately hitlK'r to attack this Place, hut it pleased God that night and the next 
Alorning it HIgav' so hard as to P'oundcr the Dnc Uc Orleaax, tlua'r second Sliip 
in force, & Two more, the Jchilles of Seventy Guns, the Commoders, and only 
Ship of Considerable .Force either cut UAvay, or lost all her Alasts, ns did the 
fliree others, so that twelve hundred (1,200) men have perished, and the whole 
Squadron is Utterly disabled, and tboir Design against this idace render 
Inipracticabh? for the Pr(‘Son.t, tliougli it is the opinion of most of our 
Ollicers that had they come, Ave slioidd haA^e taken up more of their time than 
they had to spare.

'What th(^ terms arc wo know not hut they are very 111 kept hy IMouseiur 
Dupleix, the Governour oP Pondicherry, who sent out Three hundred (.300) men 
to surprize them on the Way, which they did and liavp carried them all Prisoners 
of War into Pondicherry. Tlie Three Ships that avo advisd ahove to he sailed 
from Pondicherry are returned Avith Tavo of the Disabled ships, so that they 
are noAV in that Road and the ofliug Five ships cdmpleatly Rigg’d and Fh’^o 
Disabled besides small vessels. Wo are with the utmost Fidellity and Respect,

W(^ have not been so foytu- 
Uate as.to receive either Letters or Succours from Bengali though so near us 
and to Windward, and we have laam very Importunate in our i.etters on this 
occasion, The only alterations in our favour Siiuio Ave Avroloi you last is that, 
we luive prevailed av''' the (country Government to detdnre in our favour and 
in Consc<pienco of it the Nabob .sent his Son Mahmod Ally Oawn with ahf)ut 
Two thousand ..'lorso to our assistance tlie hegiiiing of last month, notwith- 
standing Avhic.h, the French thought Proper, the 8"‘ Ultimo, to com<*. again.st us 
with their whoh; Force from I’ondichery when avc made the best Defence aah? 
Avere able, and notw'iMistanding they got as far as tluj Garden House W'e had 
the good Fortune on the 0"' to drive them out and compel them to a very Pre- 
cipitate Retreat. In Avhich they had Killed and AVounded hy the best accounts 
"We can get, Upwards of a'hundrcdand scA'cnty of their soldiers, they left behind 
tAvo mortars, all their Ammunition & Camp Furniture, Jdvery thing they 
brought hut the Arms ‘they bore, our Los.s Avas A^ery inconsiderable. Tlio 20"' 
We are advised tluw^ litt(‘d out a Force by sea to .surprize us that day but 
Providepee disappointed them, some of their Boats Avere drove ashoar and 
their ammunition all spoiled, yvliich reduced them to a necessity of laying 
aside their Design and putting hack into Aria Copaiig River: The We 
had a skh mish by Land, Ave again obtained an advantage over them, and 
bad we cv'eii then been .succoured your Honours Affairs would have been in all 
humain-probabilliry Restored in a great measure If not altogether. The Nabob 
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was so well disposed towards us, but as yet wo have not bad a lino or any assist- 
ance from Bengali since Madrass was taken, now k’ months. The Nabob’s 
Bldost sou, Mahoti/. CaAvn, is now joyned by bis Brother, and tlm Expoucre of 
the Camp Amounts to Upwards of Six thousand Rupees 'll:!- day, and (hey 
with reason grow Extrearnly Impatient and wc fear will Quit our Interest, 
if some ships do not appear soon to assist us. Shipping of all Nations have 
long since been on the Coast, and to our great concern .and Uneasiness hour 
of the Ereruih S»iuadrou. are returned and are now at rondicherry, one of 
them the Cantuur\ best ship they have in India, ami Eivo more* ships in 
that Road, ill all Nini;, and it is that Itenders our Scituation so jireoarious, and for 
which reason we simd this away in a hurry to Tranqnebar least we should be 
besieged and deprived of an opportunity of so doing.

Madrass desireing us to send the Proper Orders as they Cou’d not to the Northern 
Settlements & Sliipping, We directed the Gentlemen at Vizagapatam to send 
what bale they had hither, Provided any of your Shipping* Called there under 
Proper Convoy, and at Ingeram to send them likewise, provided they had not 
already sent them to Bengali as the Gentlemen there *liad fidvised them, but to 
act descretionally in Case of any Enemies appearing, as then there was none at 
each Place, they have about (800) Eight Imndred Bales wliitc and Brown and 
we have about Seventeen hundred (1,7^0) which «w^e wash w^e may have 
Tonnage for.

Since closeing ‘the above* we have News from Vizagapatam by a Boat 
arrived at Pullicat that M* Ih’ince there has sent Saltpetre and Rice for 
the use of this Settleuient. That the Kent was arrived there for theirs and the 
Ingeram Bales and sailed again for Bengali the 25^ Ultimo. That the 
Medway had carried away her main mast in heaveidg down, that six ships 
wouM bo ready to sail the Neeps between the fall and change in December, 
that they waited witli great Impatience for ComSdore Griff en’s arrival. Since 
this M* Prince writes that he has news, the Commodore arrived the 7"‘ Decem- 
ber at Connika near 'Ballasore, that we imagine the 6 : ships must have joyned 
in 5 or 6 days after that or that vre may expect to see them every hour on the 
Coast, by this it is plain the' Geqtlemen at the Bay have not had the least 
thought of us, nor have we yet received a Letter. We hope it' will bo possible to 
keep the Nabob in humour a little longer. If that can be done, or any metho<l 
used to preserve this Place till we are succoured, we hope in our next to advise 
your Honours that Madrass is in your possession-, again on reasonable Terms. 
Some Expeuco must be depended upon when such largo Negotiations are

To tlie Honodtable Courf. of Directors for Affairs of the Honourable United Company of 
Mercliants of England trading to the East Indies ; 


Since our last A<;eount of the melancholy Situation of this Settlement 
which must Certainly have appeared to he very Precarious, We Imd tlie mis- 
fortune to he reduced’to almost inevitahlo Dangpr, for as our security chiefly 
depended on the assistance of the Moors, Wo wore soon brought to the utmost 
Extremity by being abandoned by them :• notwithstanding ail the arguments 
and Persuasions that could possibly he used on our parts to Continue them in our 
Interest, but the long delay ot our ships with the uncertainty of their coming 
at nil, and the frc(|uent offers and proposals they received from th(5 French, 
which arose to five Lack of Rupees, made all our endeayours prove fruitless, as 
we could'by no means thinkof making such offers, and if we could, they would 
have still outbid us, having this advantage of us, that if tliey did not perform 
their Promises, they could not ho on worse Terms then they were, whereas Wo 
must literally have performed all ours upon the w’bolo. On 'the ijjth February, 
both tiieir armies deeampM, leaving us Avtiolly to ourselves ? In which desti- 
tute Circumstances the French, on the last of February, came oufr of Pondi- 
elu!rry, and^on the 1st March made another attempt upon us by Land, fringing 
witli them a Force considerably superior to any yet sent or we could equal in 
more than a Quarter part. Ncvertlieless on their approaching near the Bounds 
We sent out all our Peons, with one hundred Europeans Military • two 
hundred Topasses, and some Artillery to repel 1 them if possible at least 

to to their Entrance for awhile in hopes of doing tlie^ some mischief, 

and that every hour might produce something iit our favour, which as Provi- 
dence ordained, it answ'cred our intentions so well, that thougli wo could not 
defeat them, our party engaged them so warmly, that we Imd the good fortune 
to keep them from Crossing Punniar River all that day, and to do them consider- 
able Damage, hut night coming on and our people’ no ways equal to keep 
the Field against such a Superior Force were constrained to retire to the Fort, by 
which means, the Enemy had an open Feild all that Night, when, and on the 
2^ in the morning early they March’d with all their Troops to the Garden 
House, from whence it would have been impracticable for ih 5 to have drove them 
away, hut it happen’d very fortunately before they had Time to raise any Bat- 
teries, or to do much damage in the Bounds, We had the inexpressihloMoy and 
satisfaction to discover Nine Sail in the offing, Which proved to be His Majesties 
Sjjuadron under the Command of Commodore Griffin, this for us most Wel- 
come Sight made them quit their Quarters and betake to Flight imraedeately, 
which they did so speedily that though we had Eight hundred Men landed with 
the utmost Expedition by the Commodore in order to cut them off in their 



Retreat, yet tliey were got so far on their way, that it was in vain to pursue 
them, altlio; their Stay at tho Gardens was very short they took care to do as 
inu(;lr udsehief as they could in the time and burnt several Houses about tho 
Bounds,, but as these .T)amag<js are nothing in Coinjtarison to tlie ill conse- 
q lienees that might have atteiuled us had they eoiitinued longer for even one 
day more, We have reason to Bless God for ajipeaiiug thus once more so mani- 
fest ly and ci’itieally in our favour. 

* * * . * 

Wo .find from several instances in our late Misfortunes lliat the Kaboh 
and other Principal persons of this Country are of suclv an oxtream lucrative 
Disposition, that tlua-e is no hojies of fixing tliem stodfast in our Interest by 
any other method hut hy tlie Force of Money, & that they are so exceeding 
.■\vari)ious (oeeasioned by the largo Proifers* they have received from tho French) 
that nothing less than Lacks will go near to sadstie them:, 

f - These are such large sums beyond wh.at we think in our Power to dispose. 
<if, that, we never Attempted to make them Any sucli Oilers, hut as a means to 
oneoiiragti them in our Cause, We have several times promised them in General 
Terms l liat your Honours will not he ungratefull for any substantial Service 
we may receive from them, which with some small presiaits vve may make as a 
Idedge of our sincerity, We hope will have the desir’d ciTect & procure their 
assistance when requir’d. 

I'lie Presents that we made them whilst the Nabob’s two Armie.s were En- 
camped without our Bounds for near three Months at an expeuco of upwards 
of six thousand TSupci's Day in our Defen<:o, did not amo‘ to above fortv 
thousand (10, 000) llupei's which in Cimiparison to tlic Service they Avere of iii 
defeating the P’ronch in their attempt upon tiiis jilace on the 0^’’ of December, 
wc are of njiinion you will allow to he veryiuconsidevablo. & therefore ])ersuade 
ourselves it will meat wilh your approval, wc endeavoured to k<’ep them longer 
Avith us for our Security, as AA"e daily expected lfi,s Majesties Squadron, & M’ 
Hituh' olfer’d them two tliousand (2,000) Itupees Day to stay only ten days, 
hut he could not ])revail on them: 


Most ]»art of tlie Military that could escape out of ]\Iadvass Ikia'c come here 
Avliom we have taken into Service : 

The 01Ii.ecrs are all with us, who olfering tlicir Service, as avc vA-ero much 
in Avant of them we have eontiuucd them in their former Comini,'<si<)ns, and the 
Lieutenants having heliav’d A'cry well here in tlio two Actions Avith the Jhiemy, 
we take the liberty to recommend them to your Honours to have Captains 
Commi.s.iiou.s Conferr’d on them :

Tlie number of ^lilitary in this Garrison we think necessary to represent, 
was at all times very insufiieient for tho Defence of it and is mueh more so at 
this jnnetion, our Enemy’s Garrison at Pondighery being sosupmaor to us, they 
can sally out a thousand Piuropcans at any time, and commit any damages 
they please about us, for want of a proper number to oppose l liein, Ave therefore 
request yon Avill take this into your serious Consideration & that you will 
supply us with as many as appear to be necessary :

We ave infinetely concerned among other misfortunes to acquaint you 
that all the Books and Papers relating to your Honours Att'airs at Madrass have 
met with the like PMe of that Settlement, and are iu possession of the P’reneli,

renders us at a groat Loss to fiiul out the Several Credits that are due to you. 
In which Circumstance, we shall make it our .Husin<‘ss from time to time to 
get the best insight of by examination of the Conicoplys* who are now begin- 
ing to come here daily, and whatever Baliances vac can lind out sliall he duely 
received and accounted for :

The prorcedings of the Frencli both at Madrass and Pondicherry have in 
General been so Cruel and Inhumane that they seem rather to imitalo a I’er* 
sceution than a Warr, they have refused the Commodoi’c to excliauge a sitiglo 
Prisoner notAvithstanding the seyeral th<>y owe us, and we liave some of theirs, 
and on a sudden drove away all the Women and Children that had Liberty to 
stay at the Mount, plundering Wiciu of every thing they had, and aftc'i wards set 
Fire to their Houses, and this at a time when tlu^y Avere pn'jauing to eonu^ 
against this place : 

They have been A^ery busy in fortifying the Avhite Town in Madrass and 
have nearly destroy’d the Black ; 

By the best Ac^enunts avc learn from their own people that have'desertf-tl 
here, they have 1800 liiuopeans in Garrison at Pondicherry', & about 400 in 
Madrass, besides a largo number of P«‘ons & Coffrevs at each pla(‘e. Indeed 
they hav'C so many people that we may hope tlieir Numbers alone Avill tend to 
their desirAictions, as they are alr<*ady in great senreity of Trovisions. 

We are not at presents in a thorough Canaeity to juake any material 
attempts against them, hut us soon as n'e may he Ix'tter enabled by a ri'iiiftu’ee- 
ment of the Squadron or otliei’AA'ise, lyp (rrillin has assured us that no indnstiy 
or endcav<jurs shall wanting on his Part to revtmge our past injuries to tho 
utmost ill his PoAver ;

** As soon as our Ffirces nanc landed from the Flerd they immediately en- 
campM to tho Hastuard of (be (lardori house, where they Continued till all the 
Haggagc ’an.d tlu‘ Train was landed, when your Honours Troops under the 
Commaiid of Major Lawraiice joyned them, and the 8tli lilt' : they set out 
for l*ondiuhorry but w»'re obligeii to make very short mandies on account of 
iheir Baggage. Tliat it was tlie 12"‘ before they got to a small Hort of tlie Enemy 
named Areaeopang about tliree miles to the Southword of Pondicherry, which 
was so wi'll fortified by fascine Batteries and other works they had thrown up 
there that it was the 39"' before they got possession thereof. Whilst they wc're 
befonj this place the Enemy oik* morning attacked our Trenches upon wbieli 
our p('Oj>le gave way and very unfortunately our bravo ilajor & one Captain 
Bruce of the Independent Companies, by their people leaving them, were made 
prisoners. And we should have suffered Considerably bad not Captain Holland 
(from wbomo we arc afraid w'o* shall havm no more service this season as he has 
rec^eived a muskod shot iu his sliouldei;) wdth a great deal of briskness rallied our 
peo|>le, who upon giving one smart fire drove the Enemy cpiite away and took 
several Prisoners. We have since received a letter from the M.-ijor who says be 
ree'‘: no hurt iu the action, and that they meet dxtrearn good treatment. We 
have also been so unfurtunate ns to loose Mr. Jolm Hallyburton to whom, as 
we before acquainted your Honours, we had given, a Commission to by Lieute- 
nant of the Troop of Horse, and .of which lie was, very deserving, for he took 
infinite trouble in disciplining tho 'JVoop and shewed himself very active in the 
field, It was l)^ one of our oy n Si'poys that bo had the misfortune to be killed 
Avbo shot him itp<3n his reprimanding, him for some offence of which tho poor 
CentlonmnuJied the next day. And tlie Villain did not live so long, for his Com- 
r(}des that stood by liim cut him to jiicn'ss immediatrly.

The 2^)th. — We roc(*ived a letter from Edward Eyles, Esq., <fcc.. Council at 
Cossimbuzar, dated the 19tb instant, advising of their Laving sent En.sigii 
AIc.]veion Avitb all the Military that are able to travel, one hundred and I'lfty 
Biixorries,' four tield-jiieces, and a largo quantity of ammunition to Catway 
with orders to the Ensign to make enquiry in wliat state tbo ih.'et really was, 
and to endeavour to secure all the gdods he po.s.sihly could ; that they would 
have ajjain apjilied to the Nabob to assist them w'itli the forces gone that Avay 
in prot(*etii)g their goods wbieb be readily consented to do, and ordiu’s were 
sent ac(!(n*dingly ; that, they have great reason to <!omplain of Ensign English’s 
conduct for not waiting at Placey and advising j?hem of the opposition he met 
with before w'o <*anjo to that place whereby^they could easily have sent him the 
above mentioned reinCoreoment and supply of ammunition, as well as have 
directed him bow to act; and tliat luid be stayed another day at Piaccy as 
Tuttorooly Cawn wa^j marcliilig with a large force towards Outway, they pre- 
sunu' tlu! Morattocs would have retreated inland on their approach, and left 
him an Qpen passage; and though the accounts theyMiave received differ in 
many cirenmstanees, yet all agree that the Ensign, by the encouragement the 
Morattoes gave him of passing quietly, went out of deep water and a place of 
{jtic in original ) lie might have defended himself till be was reinforced, and by 
placing too much <*onfidoncein their pretiiiidi'd insurances left l^is lAidgcrow and 
put himself in their power. That as tliey had reason to think fronj thesy continued 
accounts the Ensign was guilty of great raismanagemeiit, they thought proper 
to send Ensign M<;Koion to take the command from him. That their vAcqueels 
have informed them that ten horsemen belonging to Jiellaray have arrived at 
Patna to dmnand the reason Shumsheer Cawn assassinating Tindehamud Cawn, 
wdien lie knew that Bcllaray was coining to receive the Cfliowte^ the "Nabob 
bad agreed to pay him. T’hat the Nabob told the vacqueels that as Jiellaray 
was now within a few days’ march of Patna, be should sbo|’tly set out for that 
plaiiC, and advised them to take care of themselves, as he expected the Morattoes 
would, on his leaving the city, be all round them. They tluu’cfore beg of us to 
send tliem as large a reinforcement as can possibly bo spared from Calcutta on 
these approaching troubles. 

Yesterday we received another letter from the gentlemen at Cossimbuzar* 
dated the 21st instant, enclosing copies of the examinations of three soldiers 
and the Jemindar who went down with Ensign Englislx concerning what had 
happened in the passage of the fleet between that place and Cutway. That 
they endeavoured to send a person from thence to the Morattoe General to try

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if he could by any moans obtain reparation for the same ; but as such a design 
could not be executed there with secrecy enough to prevent its coming to the 
Nabob’s knowledge, and the man intended to be sent being afraid of his anger 
deedined going, they leave it to us to pursue such measures tlierein as wo think 
best. That besides what the l lon’ble Company lost, the treasure and goods with 
the 'fleet belonging to private gentlemen amounted to about D. M. Its. 35,000. 
That being informed the Morattoes had left Cutway and carried everything 
away from thence, they thought proper' to recall the Ensign and Military 
they sent thither. That the Nabob still continues there under a very great 
dilemma, for should he leave the city to go and assist Bellaray against Shumshoer 
Cawn, the whole body of Moratto(;s are gathering together, and advancing this 
way, in order to march into Mnxadavad on tljc Nabob’s leaving it. That the 
forces which were lately at Placcy returned to Mnxadavad and the Morattoes 
are near at hand. That a small party of them'was at Chunepoor Garden, but 
did no great damage. That in tliis situation they hope we will reinforce their 
gSfrison as soon as possible and send them up a sufllciency of ammunition, for 
sineo w^hat has happened at Cuhvay the Morattoes may grow less timorous of 
the Eurdpe,ans* valour and make an attack upon them. That it being very 
uncertain whether they may be able to senil down any more goods with safety, 
and the merchants refusing to let them be sorted unless they absolutely 
agreed to take them, they tliouglifc proper to let them aloue till they received 
our directions concerning them. That they, the mercljants, hope we will please 
to order them to ho taken (though they are delivered in so late), as they were pro- 
vided upon account of tlnur last year’s contract, and they will bo very great 
sufferers by the Company if they are not, because they cannot dispose of them 
anywhere else. 

At the same time we received a letter from Mr. Hcnery Kcllsall, Resident 
at Ballasorc, dated the 13th instant, enclosing chargfes, general and cash 
account for January, and advising that the Tappies' on the road to Ganjam 
being grown so exceedingly indolent that l»e has called tliem* in being convinced 
that our packets may be forwarded much faster by Cossids,^ for should they he 
, longer upon the road than is customary ho can punish them on theii’ return 
which is impossible to be done w’ith the Tappics as the pair that arrives there 
always lays the blame upon those at Cuttack. 

This morning wo received another letter from’ Mr. Hcnery Kcllsall, Resi- 
dent at Ballasoro, dated the 18th instant, enclosing invoice of Sanuoes' laden on 
the sloop Andrew amounting to Ballasore current Rs. 788-16-9. 

The 85th inaf ant. — We received a letter from the Worshipful Charles Floyn, 
Esq., Depqty Ggvernor, &c.. Council at Fort St. David, dated the 5th instant. 
That they are sorry they had it not in their power to send us a supply of treasure 
last yeai, hut hope we will believe they reserved no more to themselves than 
was absolutely necessary for the expense of their gandson, which they thought 
deserved to be maintained at almost any charge, and they have some expect- 
ations 'that the event hereafter will justify their measure ; wlierof ore they 
cannot help remarking that the concern we expressed to find that no money 
passes their port'is equalled by .their surprise that to observe none ever returns 
from ours, for they must look upon the twenty-five chests of treasure we liave 
sent them as a very slender supply compared with their wants, by which they 
will be again plunged into the utmost difficulties should any accident detain 
their outward-bound shipping longer than the mouth of March ; and we may 
cjisily judge of the uneasiness of their situation in such circumstances with so 
large a squadron of King’s ships in the road unsupported by credit ; that reflect- 
ing upon this coolley must awaken our strictest attention to their preservation 
and safety, wherefor.they shall leave it to our judgment how far it would he

proper to send them a further supply of twenty »fiye chests of treasure, 
though they should not hereafter- have occasion for it, in \vhi(;h case wo cannot 
suffer much hy their sending it back again recoined. That they must also 
recommend the Northern Factory to our care, who will he in great want without 
our assistance as wo are utterly incapable of giving them any ; and an invest- 
ment of calicoes from Vizagapatam and Ingcram would certainly bo agree- 
able to the Hon’ble Company, and hope we will excuse them in giving their 
opinions that thos^ settlements at 'present in point of trade ought first to 
be considered. That they will demand from the Commander of th« Bombay 
Castle the deficiency of ‘the copper short deliv(*red and advise our llon’ble 
Masters thereof ; that the Princess of Wales arriving on that coast so very 
late they could not send her to take in the Redwood at Durassapateni, nor 
could they prevail with , any of the country shipping to do it, but will take 
all o[)portunitie8 of sending us rf quantity, but iteauTiotbe done in time, for the 
shipping now with us ; upon the broadcloth being landed there, the AVareliopse- 
keeper reported several of the hales to he damaged, upon which an order was.

That on ilio 4th tluj 
Waricick arrived there and brought them our letter of the 10th ultimo. They 
hope to despatch lu'r for Europe about the* 12th instant, when the Commander 
shall have the necessary directions given liira for his further proceedings. That 
eiielnsed is their indent for su,tidries they are very much in want of, which they, 
dc^sire us to .supply •them with by the return of the Golchester^ who will sail 
from thenee in two or three days. , ♦

I. am now going to Patila to destroy 
my enemies and transact some other affair-s which has occasioned a delay.

their writing to him would avail but little. That they have applied to the 
Pliousdar of Muxadavad about the cloth, and have recovered five pieces of the 
stolen cloth, and that he has assured them of his best endeavours to get the 
rest, that they likewise sent them word by the vacqueels that an order was 
gone for the goods which were on hoard the same boat to pass without further 
stoppage.

This morninj^ we received a letter from G(‘.orge Pattlo, E.sq., &c., gentle- 
man at P.atna, dated the 18th ultimo, sdting forth that the money they paid 
was not to 'a regular Government, hut to a rebel, at the head of 50,000 men 
who had been guilty of tlie most unpardonable villainies in the uunaler of the 
Subah and the plundering the city, and to such tli<!y were compelled to pay 
tliose suras for the ransom of the factory whuth otherwise would l»ave suffered 
the same fate with the city. That this wa.s the use to the Compauy’s 
affairs which they drew IVom the payment of those suras, 'fhat tljey paid the 
l(Rist, escaped the best of the three Eur<i.y)eau iiatioiis, some of the French gentle- 
men having assured them that tlu'y were forced to pay 15,000 ru|)ec.s upon that 
occasion, which was considerably more than they paid, and by the Dutch 
Vacquocls, his report they paid more Ilian douhle that sum besides the lieavy lo.ss 
they suffered on their Futtuji factory Iwung pluudi'red*. That avc j:nisapj)ro- 
honded what they wrote about the Dutelimen wanting to take Ormiehuud’s Petre, 
for they interfered in no contract irliatever. That the Diiteh Chief, fond of 
his good bargairi, asked them to lake their share of it and to pay the money 
.immediately, to wliieh they replied that they must refer it to the gentleiium at 
lloughley and us ; but as tliat offer of Ormieliund’s caine'to nothing, they need 
trouble us no mort^ eoycerning it. That the troubles have rendercal it impos- 
sible for them to .sell any kind of goods as yet, hut hope they shall before lh(!y 
leave the ydacc', which caninjt he till the river is open, for which purpose tluw 
are providing boats, but should they be unable»to sell anything, tliey shall 
bo at a loss liow to discliarge the notes standing out against thou amongst the 
Shroffs to tlio amount of fifteen thousand (15,000) rupees, as also for money to 
defray the 'expenses occasioned by their I’cmoval. They tlierefore hope we will 
find means to supply them with tw'enty-five thousand (25,000) rupees; and if 
there should he any overidus, they will pay it to the Dutch agreeable to our 
directions.

Governor and Council nor any particular gentleman in Calcutta will admit of 
any of the Military or seafaring people belonging to their ships entering into 
our service, and should be glad that we would publish tins to the inhabitants of 
this town; and in such case they would sign an agrocment, for certain years or 
during thepre.seiit year, for delivering np the des(!rters on botli sides, with such 
clauses and conditions as may b«i iliouglit proper and necessary. That the 
a.ssistanee ivc may lend them iu ease of need ought, in their opinion, to consist 
of such number of people furnished witli the necessary ammunition and 
artillci’y as shall ho requisite to prevent those of Chaiidernagore from any 
attempts against their fort, an<l which Messrs. Bellamy and Drake arc sensible 
of. That' they desire us to let th<!m know as soon as possible whether we 
choose to partake of Deepclmnd’s Petre, and in such case to assist them with 
the necessary money to pay for it, and proceed iu procuring it. But if we don’t 
approve of the purchase, they will take the Petro on their Hou’ble Masters’ 
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Account They also take the lil>erty to reiterate their instances of the 11th 
Mav and 25th June concerning the delivery of the refining coppers unto their 
ffcntlemen at Patna, as well as concerning an order to our gentlemen there, to 
receive our proportion of Potre to which they have not been as yet favoured 
with an answer.

Hon’blc CharhiS Eloyer, Esq., Ercsid<‘nt and Governor, &c., Council at Fort 
St. David, Aatod tlie 10th June, wherein tlicy write that tliey doubt not long 
befor? this the Lveeh/ must have arrived with us by whom we may have been 
acquainted wdtli their reasons for being so long silent, and not having sent 
us any treasure, that they have noiv a quantity coined into rupees whiidi they 
will forwaril to us by some of the IIon*blc Company’s sliijis as soon as they are 
informed of everything being safe here, and that the Frenirh rteet is not come 
this Avay, for as yet tliey have h.ad nq further acc^nint of them. That on the 
17th May at night llis Majesty’s squadron being saili'd to the northward 
in search of the mierny they had a visit of a party consisting of about two 
thousand men fr/nu Pondicherry, Avho about a quarter past nine made an 
attack upon Cutldalore. But they, having before ri'oeived intelligence of their 
hitentiou, took care to strengthen that place with a detachment and ga\a^ them 
so warm a reception that hefoi'c t<!n they thought proper to ri^tinr with the 
loss of about thirty Jhiropeans and lifty sepoys, hi'sides a great nuinhor that 
desi'vted, and others that were wounded, and that not one of their men 
rei'civcd the. hrist damage. That of the Company’s sl.ips de.signed for the 
Coast Ibis year are arrived the lAipicinfi, Senrhorotujh, Tixke of JJor.sctt Tf^of/er, 
and JZerc/uvViY?, the hit ter having been at the Capo, which place she left tbo

imagine the coast is clear, an<l as the gentlemen there Avrite pressingly to have 
tiieiv indent per ColcJutder complied with.

That they have sent u.s three 
different Europe packets, by the ships Medmay^ Prize, Essex mid William.

That they took away 
the throe sailors, one of which is called George Jansen, a Dutch man-boi’n, ha\dng 
wounded a man jee and a peon, so that the latter fell overboard and in all 
appearance droAvned, and the former died there of his wounds ; and desire that 
AA-e Avill give the Nelhevlaiids Company, aa'Iioso colours has been scandalized by 
the Violence Committee, a due satisfaction (Avhich they hereby demand) by 
ordering the malefactors to he punished in a most severe manner, that others 
may be terrified and constrained from undm-taking the like, or any other violence 
against their boats, obliging them therewith to put such means in practice as 
siiall he necessary for the safety of the boats and the Company’s servants 
who may go and come on them. That they also demand of us to deliver them, 
the aforesaid Jansen as AA'ell as another sailor called Hurmanus Hordonk, aa'Iio 
deserted the 25th ultimo, from their ship Cost Capelle, and is at present in our 
Military.

Hon*blis Sib and Sirs, — Bursuant to your orders of the 14th November 
to survey and sound the river and to make report thereof, I appointed tho 
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Hlermaid bound to Calcutta and Belvedera sloops with Messrs. Aston, Portman, 
Smith, and Penatz to go with me upon this occasion, and proceeded as 
follows : — 

17th,~— In the morning weighed from Calcutta, and sounding all the way 
doAvn to Tulia anchored tluire for the night. 

iSth . — Weighed and sounded on the hack of Tulla Sand and from 
thence all the way down to Rogues River, where we anchored. 

lOlh , — In the morning weighed and ran dow'n to Channel Creek and 
cross the E. hy W. Channel, sounding all tlie way, from 
whence seeing two ships at an anchor at Jugely made the best 
of our way down to them. Found one to he the Honourable 
Company’s ship .Lapicing, and the Skcccss Galley. As neither 
of them had pilots, put one of my .assistants on board each, 
after wliich that same evening worked up to Jvidgereo with 
the Herniaul and Calculta sloops, 

30th . — Weighed and worked back again over tlie E. and W. Channel 
and up to Rogues River in company with Sd. sloops. 

'3Ul . — In the morning w'eighed and worked up to Tulla in company as 
above ; here met the Grampus sloop with William Erags, Pilot, 
W'ho I oi‘d(;r(*d to accompany me to assist in souiuliug in the 
room of George Portman, Pilot, who had charge of the Zap- 
whig, 

33nd . — Weighed and sounded tiio channel of Tulla and over the James 
and Mary Sand, after which anchon^d in the narrows, hut 
•weighed in the night and run down to Rogues River, whero 
anchored again. 

33rd . — Weighed and' from tliencc sounded the E. and AV. Channel 
again heiug near low water and down Kidgeree, Avhi'ro an- 
chored for the night, 

34th . — In the morning weighed and sounded all the tunv channel at 
Coucolly, where met the flood, anchored at high water, 
weig.he.d again, and sounded all the way down to Earebulla head, 
wliicli heitig as far as necessary from hence returned with the 
pilots.

Itemnrks . — Ry the most accurate remarks I could make from the above 
proceedings, and comparing with my assistants, I find no sensible alteration in 
the river since tlie, last survey. Concolly, only excepted, where is a good navi- 
^gablo channel opened within the buoy of the flat of the shore preferable either to 
‘the ouhward channel, commonly called the new channel or tlio old channel of 
Concolly, Mdthout the buoy the shoal water going through not exceeding a 
short mile, whieli^is about 15 feet at low water, Eefore there is water enough 
to anelior wdtli a ship of draft, it is proper to give the buoy a good berth without. 
There is a buoy wanting to the shore ; but as wc had none in readiness, 1 
imagine the Hutch will supply that defect. 

The E. and W, Channel is much the same* as last year. I <io not 
think it safe crossing over upon an ehb-tido with a ship above 16 feet draft. 
For ships above that draft it is necessary they should wait a leading wind to 
carry them over the shoal' part of the flat before the •water is anything fallen.

Hon’ble Sir and Sirs,-— Last night a great number of seamen belonging 
to the Company’s ships assembled together in a tumultuous manner ashore, 
headed by the boatswain of the Lapwing threatening to destroy His Majesty's 
subjects under my command, to cut the ship adrift and set her on lire, upon 
which 1 sent for a guard to protect the people then ashore, which was refused. 
Two of my officers who were repairing on board, were met by them, but beaten 
and so ill-treated that their lives are despaired of. I therefore demand imme- 
diate satisfaction for the great insult offered His Majesty’s ships and subjects.

This morning we received a letter from the Ilon’ble John ITughens, Direc- 
tor, &c., Council at liouglily, dated, 13t.h instant (N. S.), by the bands of 
Messrs. Brisden and Pyle, tAVo gcntlcrncu of this Council, advising that the 
Ercnch at Cliandevnagorc have by force of arms taken possession of their Com- 
pany’s garden, whereby they have broke the neutrality of the Ganges. They 
therefore thought proper to inform us of the whole of this affair by th<\se gentle- 
men that we might act accordingly. 

These gentlemen informing us that the Director had addressed the Nabob 
thereon — 

Agreed, that the President do mention it in his Arzdaz’ to the Nabob and 
acquaiiit him of the neutrality being broke by the Ereneb, and as the Dut(fh 
are our allies, from their acting in that mann(*r Avith Aliem, avo haA'o reason to 
apprehend they would do tlie^same by us wlien in their poAver. 

Agreed, that Ave likewise Avrite to the gcntlenren of Iloughly to advisee them 
of the stejjs that were taken in this affair, and that aa’^c shall al\A\‘iys ho ready to 
enter into any measures they may jud^e necessafy, as Ave s\iall vsteein any act 
of violence committed by the Ercnch here to affect equally both n.ajlions. 

* Agreed, also to write to the gtmtlemen at Cossimbuzar to enclose the Pre- 
sident’s Arzdaz to the Nabob, and to direct them to assure the Sett's that aac 
shall do all we can to keep up a fair correspondence Avith them by doing all 
that is in our power to serve them.

JOhe Bth instant. — Wc received a letter from the Worshipful Wadham 
Brooke, Esq., Chief, &c.. Council at Cossimbuzar, dated the 2nd, advi.sing 
that a Chubdar ^ from tlui Nabob came to their Eaetory with a Terwannah 
for the Hon’blo President copy whereof is enclosed, witli an inventory of 
the cargoes of the two ships of which restitution is required, not only in regard 
to them, but of things of value belonging to the Nabob. That this Terwaiinah 
probably may be sent to stop the clamours of the Armenians, for it is thought 
upon the pi'csent exigency of aflaii’s, that the Nabob will not pursue violent 
measures, but that he may be k<*pt in temper upon pretty easy terms, at least 
till a more favourable opportunity o(T«;rs. Tliat ho has heard of a fine Arab 
horse that is to be disposed of in Calcutta, ivhioh, it is believed, will be very 
acceptable to him. That tlicy have pressing demands made on them for an 
annual present of 3,600 Siccas to Ilodjce that used to be given him on 
account of the sugar aurungs,® which, though it does not concern the Company, 
must be complied with before they expect a currency to business.

Translate of the Nabob's Perwannab to Govekkor Barwell, received the dtb January 1749. 

The Syads, Moghuls, Armenians, &c.. Merchants' of Houghly, have com- 
plained that laaks of goods and treasure with their ships you have seized and 
plundered, and I am informed from foreign parts t|iat ships bound to Houghly 
you seize on under pretence of their helongipg to the French. The ship be- 
longmg to Antony with laaks on board from Mocha, and several curiosities 
se^t me by the Sheriffe of that place on that ship, you have also seized and 
plundered. These merchants are the kingdom’s benefactors ; their imports and 
exports are an advantage to all men, and their complaiiits are so grievous that 
I cannot forbear any longer giving ear to them. 



As you were not permitted to commit piracies, tlieveforc! I now writ© you 
that ot.'- 1 ‘eceipt of tins, you deliver up all fhn mereliauts’ goods and elTects to 
them, as also wliat appertains unto me, otherwise you may be assured a due 
chastisement in such manner as you least expect.

Yolv Exeelleiu'y’s Perwannah 1 have retaaved acquainting me that the 
Syads, Mogluils, and Armenians, merchants of lloughly, have complained that 
we have siuzied and plundered laaks of goods and treasure on their ships with 
the enrit)sii ies sent you by the Sheride of Al'or_iha on Antony’s ship, directing 
the goods and ships belonging to them, with what fy^iiertains to Your Excel- 
lency, he inmicdiately mturned, to which I heg leaAai to reply : These actions wercs 
not doni‘ by me nor any servants of the Com[)any ; ncjr is it their business. 

. Commerce is wliat we pursue, which brings into your country from Europe 
treasure ^iml enriches the kingdom, taking nothing luore from lienee than the 
prodtico of the earth. This is our soh^ employment. I have hefori? adilressial 
'N'our •l'>xeell<‘ncy vi'ry particular oi\ this matter, and now repeat it, that the 
liaglish and French Kings being at war have? both sent from Euro[)e ships of 
larger l‘orc(‘, under the cominanil of noble Generals, who seized on all ships that 
fall in their way lielonging to each othev*s nation, and search every ship with 
foreign colors and passes in order to dtibict tlic common dciioits of morehants to 
carry on their trade, and wlierc! any detection of this kind is made, the ships 
become prizes by law. This praetiec, 1 am informed, these merchants have 
been detected in by their own. hooks found on hoavd th.e shii)S so seized. Your 
Excellency will therefore please to observe by their own h;ul eonduet they have 
brought the evil on themsidves and now (mdeavour to east the scandal on us.

This morning we received <a letter from Thomas Frcahe, Esq., Chief, S'js,, 
Conncdl at .Dacca, dated Kith instant, acknowhalging the receipt of the hroad- 
clf)tbs and pe^rpots as also three pieces of superiino, and three pi<!ces of tinc5 
Allihatties sent them for inspection; we having taken notice that there -was not 
the difference of Bs. 10 between those two sortincnts whieli they have ex.ainined ; 
and doubt not hut we on cx.aniiuation Avill find that the lino Allihatties may 
a|)pear in the outwan-d fold near ns good as the superfine. Yet as they are Cut tall 
goods, wc Avill tind them fall short A’ory (amsiderably in the inward folds, which 
is not the <*a.s(; of the .snpertine, tlu^y holding their goodiu^ss pretty equal 
thvouglumt, besides tluwe is the dilTererM;c of 150 threads Ixdween the superiino 
and fine ; that the seer hand eounaes ? .are agreeable to their musters and in- 
structions in their lists of investment, and the Nainsooks* wc*. Avill tind are four 
annas per piece cheaper than .any sent last year exee])t sevamteen pieces that 
went at the olnse of the' s<?ason. That Juggat Setts Comastah had deinandod 
the payment of wh.at duc^ frf)m tlna Company to his master there in the strongest 
terms, the whole amountitig to Rs. 1, 03, 8G0 declaring ho would not l)o put olT as 
he has heeu for two yt?ar8 past, and as ho Avas sensible that it was liot in their 
poAAau* to pay it, that he Avould take bills on us, Avhich tlu^y hope wc Avill take 
into consideralion, as’dlie uon-eompliauec of bis demand may be of ill conse- 
quence to the Company’s there. TIic Ramnomat being’ nigh, when he informs 
them his master must have. ii. That enclosed are their scA'eral papers and ac- 
connts from June to the SOth ulthno, as also from the 30th December 17 17 
to 30th December 17 IS, wrote fair to he sent homo as usual and the Jugdea 
account current. That they have. rcc(;i\’'cd information of the Dachar’s not only 
having taken Mutchulkas from all the tradesmen aiid Bodafs, not to have any 
transactions Avith them, hut from the Moody’s not to supply them with noces-» 
sarins and provisions, Avhich occasioning a kind of mutiny amongst tlicir 
soldiers and peons, tlie Chief and Council Avas obliged to send a mes.sage, 
that if provisions were stoppetl, they must get them Avherever, they could, 
for it was better to die lighting than starving. Upon whiclr a small aUoAA'auco 
Avas suffered to be brought in, but they expect in a day or two all provisions will 
be cut off when there will be a mutiny, not only on that account, hut on account 
of their aiTcara which they have not whcrewithffl to pay. So that in ease we 
have any regard for them, they hope we Avill as soon as possible stipply them 
with men and money suffioiont to make a proper defcAnco there heoorning 
Englishmen, or else to make a handsome retreat. That our answer they wait 
with impatience. That all the Ohowkies from thcnco to Backergunge arc full 
of people to prevent any supplies being sent them. 

This morning wo have received a letter from the Dutch Director, &c., 
Council at Houghly, dated 1st Eohruary (N. S.), advising they haA'e heard, wc 
hav^e received news of a cessation of arms, of the trutli of which they desire us to 
inform Mr. Phyle, the bearer thereof, that they may act accordingly in the 
despatch of their ships.

The 2Sth ultimo .- — AVe received a letter from the Worshipful AA^iidham 
Brooke, Esq., Chief, &c., Council at Cossimhuzax', dated 24th, acknowlcdf^ijs the 
rc:eei])t of ours of tlic IBth, whereby they find the Armtmians in Calcutta are 
t'ntirely satisfied witli what we had done and xvrote in their helialf. That this 
rulviee'they <?ommuuicated to Caroolly Bej^, who seemed pleased therewith, and 
advised them to ojet ns to i>vocuro it under tlieir own hands in an address from 
Ihi'in to the Nabob in Persian, to whom lie said he would undertake to transmit 
it. ITiat this it is’ thought may be of considerable service in the pve.sent jiosturc 
of alTairs, and doubt not but we will cause the Armenians to comply thei’cwith. 
That Avhat they wrote in theirs of th(5 fith in respect to satisfying the Arme*' 
Ilians is no more tllan t!ie constant language of the Durbar since the dispute 
began, and as the satisfying them was looked upon as a.fhing impracticable and 
Avliat would never be complied with, the Setts therefore advised a sum of 
money to be given the Naholj*as the cheapest and quickest manner of ending 
this husincss ; whctlu'r theh^advicc xvas right or not, time will only evince. That 
the general opinion of the Nabob’s distressing the •Company’s alfairs is that ho 
•wants to get a sum of money from each party, and that ho ■w’ill not fail of it in 
tlu; end. That what sum he wants from the English is uncertain, ’hut it wa'-.f 
the common opinion some time ago that about Its. 50,000 xvould liavo composed 
matters, hut as they before wrote to us, offei’s must be made first on one side 
before they come to any certainty in regard to what he expects, ‘That our Bill 
of Exchange for twenty-three thousand and four hundred Sitica llupees’(28,400 
Sicca Rupees) has been accejited, but not received on account of the difiiculty of 
bringing it into the Factory. That they are obliged to bribe the forces on 
their Factory to get in fr.esh provisions.

leagues of Cuttack ; that be expects hourly the ncAvs of Meer Shebeets and Augn 
Sheriffs being delivered into the Nabob’.s bauds hy their own zemindars. That 
the woods are all filled with the Rajab’.s people, so that few or none of the 
true Mahrattas will bo able to return .to their owu country. And requostiug 
the annual flags to be sent him as there are none to hoist. 

The 37th . — We received a letter from Ballasorc, dated the 1st instant, re- 
porting that some of the people sent to follow the Nabob’s army are returned 
with news of his having entered Cuttack.

.surrendered themselves to the Nabob, who immediately cut olf their heads.

Translate of the paper delivered into Council by the Armenians was now read :ii. the TJoard. 

Tho Prosuleiit says that what is assorted by the Armeiiiaus in the fore- 
sointr address is a falsehood, for that he did not order them directly out of tho 
place, but only threatened them, in case they did not sign the paper, they would 
deserve to be turru^d out. 

'Fhe Armenians attending the Board wore asked wbat satisfaction tbey 
would H'ive ns in regard to setting aside* the disputes with the Goveniraent, and 
being also asked to sigu tlie paper to the*Nabob, declare tbey will not sign that 
or any other. 

I’bis rofn.sal of the Armenians putting a stop to any liopos of accommo- 
dating the dispiitc with the Nalxd), and throwing onr'dependance entirely on 
tlio Nabob’s favom:. 

The President tbereforo desires the opinion of the Board bow to proceed 
with regard to the Armenians. 

The Board is of opinion that we ought to acquaint the Armenians that in 
ease. the Com})any pays anything occasioned by the complaint at the Durbar, 
if tbey do not conseiit to repay tho same, u'e shall, aft'er the expiration of two 
months, withdraw from tbenr the Company’s protection and dismiss them the 
town. ' 

The Armenians were hereupon called in and acquainted therewith. 

Mr. William Kempe is of opinion that the staying two months may impede 
thei Company’s business, so far as to prevent our getting a tonnage for the* 
shipping, therefore they ought to be forced to satisfy the Nabob immediately,’ 

Agreed, that avc now nrite to Cossimbuzar and acquaint the gentlemen 
there, that we could not prevail on the Armenians to sign a paper lo the .Nabob, 
that they were satisfied with our proceedings on the capture of tho Judda and 
Bussora ships. That we have wrote to Mr. Eelsall at Ballasore to endeavour 
to procure an order from the Nabob for a cleajsmce to ouv business, and direct 
that they will use tlieir endeavours to procure such clearance either through 
the Nabob’s favour, or else on easy terms, for which purpose we permit them 
to otfer as far as fifteen (16) or twenty (20) thousand rupees.

Council at Cossimhuzar, dated the 11th instant, advi-sint;’ that 
they fear the refusal of 4110 Arpieaians to si^n the paper we tendered them, will 
cause a longer delay, and a much greater expense to the Company bi!fon> 
matters can he brought to a conclusion, than if they had* complied with our 
rcque.st. That Caroolley Beg has often called upon them for such a dcadaration 
•under the Arnnmiaus’ hands whitih might, have procured an aecommodation on 
niorc modoiiato terms than th<iy can hope for. That our ])ermission toolTer as fai- 
ns 1.5 or 20,000 ruju;(}.s ho applied to the 8(itts and Bii’ahdull, hut nmh'.rstand 
from lliom that, nothing can ho done in our favmr till the arrival of the Nabob 
at Aliixadahad., That they coneeivo the sum wo’ have limited them to give will 
ho too small (if tin? Nabob should f.avor thorn so 'lar as to tnko nutliing for 
himself) for t he forces put .over them, and will ho rejected with itontcmpt, and 
therefore should ho glsid to know the utmost extent of what we intend to givt? 
in order to' expedite this hu-siness as soon as possible upon the Nabob’s arrival. 

The 17lh . — AVe received a letter from. Mr. llmiry Kolsall, Resident at Balla- 
soro, under dale the 9th in.sta nt, advising tliat the N.ahoh arrived there the three 
(lays before, ' Tha}. he met him the same day and delivered him the Prc.sident’s 
letter, which he desired him to p(‘ruse, as also to giv(^ him leave to return the 
next day, which he consented to, and told him ho was re.solvod to bofriemd the 
Ihiglisli, and desired him to transport his ammunition and cannon to Calcutta 
with tin? greahist o^p(!(lition, the roads being so bad h(j could not carry them 
with him. That thp next morning he returned and ix^presented to the Nabob 
how prejudicial this stoppage of husinc.-ss would ho to his revenues as well as 
the Company. Tliat unless he imnuxliately w'ilhdrcw his forces, it would ho 
imjiossihlc to do any Ini-sinciss this season. That he asked liim if we had over 
traasgros8(^*d in taking ships witliin his jurisdiction, and said that if the men-of- 
war who t(]pk the ships in di.sputc had done an unjustifiable act, Arcot w^as 
the place to stick redress’ at. That it w'ould ho impo.ssiblo for ours, or any Com* 
])any in the world, to hold it out, if he, on whose favour we solely depended, gave ' 
ear to evtry thing that was .said to our prejudice. That he staid with him for 
some hours, and he stymied not at all displeased w ith his freedom in representing 
the aJl'aiv to him, and giving him a horse and a dross, told him to go. That on 
asking him what we were to expect, he made this austver: On his arrival .at 
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Muxadabad, he would finish tlife affair. That enclosed was a letter from the 
Nabob to the President.

1 am extremely well |)leas(>d our Olilof at Bullasoro, Mr, Kelsall, has Tendered 
liimself agrc'oahle, and e.steem ruyselt- j^rcatly obliged by the favours you have 
been pleascal to confer on him. The *pananqucen, bamboo, and other things 
that Your Excellency (!ommitted to his care arrived on a sloop, -which sloop 
with those things on hoard I immediately despatched to lloughly Sheik IlydaU 
luben Phousdar ; what still remains at Ballasore, on thein arrival here, shall bo 
also forwarded to lum,. * 

I now congratulate Your Excellency on your return in safety to Muxad- 
ahad from chastising the Alalirattas, Avho, I am informed, retired with loss and 
.shame before your conquering army. 

The bad consequences attending onr Company's affiiirs fi'om the unjust 
complaint.s of the ArnT<jiiian.s and others to Your Excellency, is beyond expres- 
sion. To add still more to our misfortune, the hardships -we suifer from the 
forces on our. Cossimhuzar Factory, is without precedent, distressing u.s in 
our credit as well as in every other manner tho most disobliging ; by which 
it appears thQ complainants act rather as open enemies to our country than 
humi)le petitioneV.s for justice witli Your Excellency, they w'-ell knowing the 
. Company are not aggressors, nor was it iu our power to prevent the accidents 
that have happened, which. I have before taken the liberty to remonsttato 
to Your Excellency, and. I do now again assure Y^our Excellency, that had 
they been iij any manner concerned therein, I would have taken care yon 
shonld'uot have been troubled with any complaints, but should have complied 
with whatever had been agreeable to Your Excellency’s justice.

Received a letter from the Hon’ble Duval D’Leyrit, Governor of Ohander- 
nagoro, &o., Council there, dated 19th September 1749, importing tlndr uneast- 
nes.s for having no other motive to renew their corre.spoudence, which the war 
broke oil, than by complaining of the, insults offered to their colours by His. 
Majesty’s ship llaricinh and by our soldiers opposite to Barnagore. TJiat they 
were extremely surprised to hear that our man-of-war obliged their ship, the 
Brillutnl, to salute; her and lower her flag, and that she likewise fired u'Jirm two 
of their sloop.s and forced them to pull down their colors, w’hich acts of violence 
they can’t help protesting against, hoing absolutely contrary to the conventions 
passed between our respc'ctivo Sovereigns, as also to the custom and neutrality 
of the Ganges. That a third sloop with Freneli colors having on board effects 
belonging to their Company to a (ionsidcrable amount was attacked as she w’as 
passing Barnagore by many boats with soldiers, who boarded her sword in band 
and searched her. That they are persuaded this last insult was committed con- 
trary to our orders, and hope that wo will punish the aggressors, as such like 
disordm'S will bo of the utmost ill conse<iuonc9 to tlie commerce of the two 
nation s. 

Agreed, that wo write in answer thereto that we are extremely sorry they 
should have occasion to com[)lain of the behaviour of the ofDcers of our JfCing’s 
ships, who arc not under our direction. Tliat we have made all the cn<|uiry in

The Consultation of the lOth being wrote fair was now read, approved, and signed. 

This mornins? Ave received n, letter froui the Worshipful R. Eyles, Estp, 
Chief, &c.. Council at Cossimhuzar, dated the 18th October, advising tluit the 
Nabob being somewhat r<‘Govei’(;d from his late illness, had a Durbar the 1.5th 
at night, Avhen the Armenians Avere present, and on their expressing tlu;msclves 
satisfied in regard to their losses hy the English, the Nabob gave orders publicly 
for a currency to our business, and the forces to he taken olf the Factory. 
But when the Durbar was oven-, Hook(‘m Bog gave them to understand by the 
Vakeels that before those orders could he executed, the lls. 1,20,000 must 
he paid or security given for it ; tliat they’ had some days before directed the 
Vakeel to Avait upon the Sdts and sound them in regard to supplying them 
Avitli what money they miglit Avaiit on this oet;asion, h\it (;ould never g<it a 
positiAm answer from them before the dispute Avitli thfi Nabob was ended, when 
they sent the Vakopls to them again to re(jucst they Avould advance the money. 
That at first they made the grt'atest dilHculty to ooraply Avith their reqiu'st, 
notwithstanding they assured them it should he paid out of the first money 
that came up. That after veprescTitiug to them strongly the ill-consequences 
that would arise to thft C()Tnj)any’s alVairs in case their business Avas not cleared 
immediately, they send Ruyd.nss, their Gomastah, there to t.alk with them fur- 
ther about it, Avho complaiuc<,l heavily of our not having paid them anything 
this seasOTA of the large debt the Company owed them at that Factory, not- 
Avithstanding so much treasure had been imported hy the several ships lately 
arrived, aiid then told them they could not let them have ihe money unless 
they would promise to pay them three laaks of xmpees as soon as their J)oats come 
up.. That they told Ruvdass they could not answer this without first Avritiug 
to us about it, hut if the Setts Avould furnish them A\'itU the money they had 
then occasion for, tlu'v Avould Avrite to us to supply with as much as over we 
could spare, which should he all paid to them, but this being no way'satisfactory, 
he then demanded of them to giA O iq> a Bill of Exchange they had on his 
master’s house for 23,000 sicca rupees, the four chests of bullion remaining in their 
Treasury, and to draw a hill on us for two laaks of .sii^ea rupees (2,00,000) directly, 
which they agreed to, on his promising to advaiAce one laak and 50,000 sicca ruj)ees. 
That they are much concerned for tlic loss of so much time as passed between 
the day they accommodated this dispute and procuring the PerAvannahs, but as 
it is owing to the Dussgrah holidays and the Nabob’s indisposition, joined Avith 
their sIoav manner of proceeding at the Durhar, and trouble the Setts gave in 
furnishing them with money, they hope we Avill not impute the delay to 
their neglect. That the PerAvannahs for ITougliley and other places are Avrit- 
ing OAit, and Avhen they receive them, they shall be forwarded with the utmost 
expedition. That Mr. BroAvn having some business in Calcutta, requests our 
permission to come doAvn for a fmv days.

this Coast are far from feeling its good Eifccts; Nay; on the contrary are 
move Einhroiled then they were even during the War, all owing to tlie Wiles 
& Artificies of Monsieur Dupleix, the French Company’s Governour of Pondi- 
cherry, who has so hitter an Enraity to tin; English, as not to he able Ik refrain 
from* sln;wing it by committing Acts of Hostility in an underhand manner, 
though he will not venture to declare openly against Us as your Honours will 
see by tho following Sketch of his late proceedings. 

No sooner was M'- Dupleix certain that tho Preliminary Articles of the 
Peace were certified & he free! from any Apprehensions he might bo under 
of an Attack, but one Chuuda Sail) (formerly a Mows General), who, upon 
the Nabob bis m:ister being defeated, had retired into the Mountains & there 
liv’d in obscurity & whose family had taken refuge in Pondicherry, & were 
in that place during the t\'hole time of the Seige, began raising Men in the 
Country to endeavour to dispossess Anaverdy Cawa the then Nabob ; & get 
the Government of tlie Province for himself. 

M' Dupleix pretended to have, no concern in the Matter but sent out all 
the Seapoys in tho French pay to join Chiinda Saib under the Colour of his dis- 
eliarging thorn to lesson their Expences the Men engaging them to serve 
him. J3ut w'hen Affairs wore brought to a Crisis the Mask was thrown off, 
& ho publickly avowed tho Cause of Chunda Saib & sent out f 00 of the best 
lbirop(.*ans in the Garrison of Poudicherry witli a Detachment of Artillery to 
join him as Anxiliauir. 

Soon after this junction Chunda. Saib forced the Nabob to a Battle, wbereiu 
by the assistance of the French who gave the turn of the scale, the Nabob hixa» 
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self killed, his whole Army defeated, the Conscciuenee of which has been 
Chuuda Saib taking upon him the Government of this Province as Nabob by 
an illegal Pirraaund procured from Mustapa dung, without the knowledge or 
consent of Nazar Jung. 

The first act he did after arriving at this Dignity was the recompencing 
his good Allies by granting tliem 4-2 Villages of the Villaiiour CouUtry 
which lay all round this Settlement, & by way of reward to M*" Dupleix in parti-

3. We ar<^ preparing to dispatch the Eastcourt and Bombay Castle, and 

hope to got them away sometime iu February. • . 

4. Before any bales were laden on the ship she was duly surveyed and the 
Captain’s request with the Master Attendant’s report comes eii(:lo.sed, as also 
Captain Weston’s requests for saJtpi'-tre laden on the Exeter. 

5. Your Honours having ordered tem tons (10) of turnierick to be sent 
you, M e have laden on hoard t his vessel on Chart er Party terms to be shot loose 
m the bold, the Captain having first (roriscnted thereto. 

G. Enclosed in this pa(;ket no send Captain Weston’s request for men, upon 
M'hich we sent for th« Commandant to kr\ow if any could b(i spaii'd him, 1o 
Mdiicli lie replied that ne could not sparci any. * 

7. In our addre-ss ])cr Sirallow m’c advised Your Honours of Messrs. Black- 
ford’s and Bellamy’s* not having wrote us for some time since, when n-e thought 
proper to order one of tin; gentlemen of Dacca to repair thither, and the Chief 
and Couiuul theiaj dispatcliod Mr. Pearkes on that service, mM»o inspected in that 
matter. 

8. In a l(?tter from those gentlemen under date the 13th December they 
represent to us their having wroie by the way of Dacca the 27tli May last, as 
by duplicate enclosed acknowl(?dging the receipt of the treasure per Pinnace, 
as likewise triplicate of an invoice amounting to five thousand two hundred and 
seventy-six rupees and three annas (R5,27G.3) ; that they foru'artled the original 
to the gentlemen at Dacca, who acknowledged the receipt and dispatch thereof. 
The "duplicate whereof M as likenviso forwarded, all M’'liich letters to their, great 
surprise and concern they found had miscarrual. That their silence and neg- 
lect to foiMvard the account current has been occasioned by the long .sickness of 
Messrs. Blackford and Bellamy, who have been much indisposed ; they at the 
sanie time sent us the account sale of the; bullion by which we might observe 
that a gain arose to Your Honours thereon, which they hoped would he acc(‘pt:- 
ahle, they having disposed thereof at two hundifed and ton* sicca rujiecs (210) 
for tM'o hundred aud forty si(!ea M'eight (210), and iftforraed us, should m^c have 
occasion to send them any more, they believed they should he able to dispose 
of it at nigh the same price. 

' 9. In the same letter they acknowledged the receipt of twenty thousand 
rupees (20,000) sent them by the gentlemen at Dacca, part of which they 
had invested, aud requested us to send down a lack of rupees to go on ivitli 
their investment in the months of February, March and April, as then the cloth 
will be better, there being hut few buyers. 

10, They likewise advised that the mugs and rqbbers who have done great 
mischief about that place, Dacca, obliged them, to keep the Pinnace till the 8th 
of that month, when they dispatched her as likewise a boat of goods amotinf- 
ing to twenty-three thousand eight hundred and fifty-one rupees fourte^ij annas 
and nine pie (23,861-14-9). Both goods arrived safe the 12th instant, and con- 
sist mostly of brown cloth, and arrived too late for chinting this year. 

• At Jagdoii. 
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11. Our mereliants on the 31st December representing to us that the 

Xabob’s action upon the complaint of the Armenians, Moguls, «&c., about two of 
tlioinships been taken, had ordered peons on all tlieir Gornastabs at the Aurungs 
and stopped the boats wbudi were bringing dowm their goods, we came to a re- 
solution to threaten stopping tin; Armenian ships from passing our fort, the 
season being too fur advanced to wait for redress ; and then din^cted the gentle- 
men at CossimbaXiar to inform those Armenians who complained at the Darbar 
thereot ; and we bad hoj)es these threats, might have been of use, l)ut were in- 
formed afterwards that tlio ships, on wbieh their goods weVe, had fallen down 
the riv(^r before. , 

12, Under date the 2iid instant, tin* gentlemen at Cossimbazar enclosed us 
copy of a pcrwannali, and at tin? same time advised that the Nabob bad heard 
of a fine Arab horse to be disposed olf in Calcutta, whiph they believed would be 
very acceptable to him. Copy of tbo translate of the Perwannah and the Presi- 
dmit’s re])ly we herewith send for Your Honour’s notice. 

*' 13. The gentlemen at l)ac<‘.a in a letter dated the 8th instant advised that 

positivQ orders arrived there from Muxadavad to put a stop to their business 
in general; 

•li. In reply to the above letters we acquainted the gentlemen at Cossim- 
bazar that we sli.ould not be against their keeping the Darbar easy if to be done 
on reasonable terms, and sent them tin; horse which they informed us would be 
agreeable to the Nabob, to lay hohl of a proper opportunity to present it to 
him, and to the gentlemen at Dacca that wo should have l)een glad they had got 
away their bales, as they write a full stop is put to their business, which wo 
hope will be shortly cleared from the Pnisident’s answer to the Nabob’s per- 
wannah for that purpose. 

15. ’rhe Export Warehouse k(!eper informing the Board the 5th instant that 
the merchants can bring in over and above their contracts about one hundred 
and sovernty bales (17<i) of dilferent sortments of goods, vis., Coopees, Cossaes, 
Cossajurali, Hummums, Mulrnuls, Santipore Mulmuls, Cossa jurab, do. do,, 
fine Nillacis, Soosios and Terrendams, and as at this juncture they maybe service- 
able to Y’our Honours and of aid to our tonnage, w(; agreed to accept the same, 

16. Under date the inth October the gentlemen at Bombay advised us 
that they bad received information that the niessenger tlnjy bad sent to tbo 
Sou Hajalj to obtain redw'ss for the seizure of Y'our Honour’s raw silk, was 
arrived tliei'e, but were tlu?n unac(piainted with the reception he met with, or 
whether it qill have the desired effeet. 

i 

17. By a letter bearing date the'lSth instant, the gentlemen at Cossimbazar 
-acquainted us that our boats were stopped at Syclabad, and that they had in- 
formed the Armenias of our threatening not to permit their ships to pass tliis fort 
which had not then the wished-for elTect ; that what silk and silk piece-goods 
they should bo able to procure this season would bo in readiness to bo sent 
down by the 8th‘ of next month wdiich they presumed we would send a strong 
party to escort, which party was accordingly ordered in our Consultation of the 
23rd instant, and the gentlempn at Cossimbazar advised thereof. 

18. The 11th instant the zemindar acquainting* us that the road on the 
wharf to Sootamally Market was washed away by the river, whereby Your 
Honours’ revenues arising from that bazar suffered great prejudice, we ordered 
him to rebuild the same by taxing the merchants who lived thereabouts in 
proportion to their ground. 

19. We herewith transmit Y^our Honours the account revenues from October 
1747 to October 1718, also an account of tin; losses and gains in the zemindary 
for three years past*. 

20. ‘In our addresss per Stcallotc Snow, we acquainted Your Honours that 
we were in w'ant of covenant(‘d, servants for carrying on the business of your 
ollices, wdvic.h we again take the liberty to request you will supply us with, as 
also to enclose the. petition from Messrs. William Powney and John Wood to ‘bo 
entertained here as such, they having a.ssisted in your offices some time past' 
without any gratxiity. 



21. The gontlcmen at Jugdea having mentioned in their letter to have 
sent their account current bj tlio ^ay of Dacca, and the same not being come 
to hand, we on the 24ith December wrote to them as also to the gentlomitn at 
Dacca, to forward the same with the utmost expedition, and then ordered the 
Accomptant to bring up the books of this Presidency without it, which account 
current arrived since on the 2ard instant. 

22. On the 5th instant the Accomptant laid before ns the account earnings 
of Your Honours’ sloops to the 3()th April last, with their several open accounts 
current, which having boon carefully examined and the Master Attendant con- 
‘•ulted in regard to the pres(?nt value of each sloop, which being inserted and 
the dillVrence wrote oil to profit and loss, the accounts were closed. 

23. Tl>c Accomptant laid before ns the 9th instant the merchants’ accounts 
nniio 171*5, whereby it appearing that a transf(‘r from H/adokissen Cawne’s 
fiecount for five thousand nine Imndred and fifty-five rupees seven annas and three 
pie (5,955-7-3) to laickicond Scat’s account was wrote hack to the other merchants’ 
account in that sett, which account they refused signing, alleging that Lucid * 
cond S('at never acquainted them thereof, which he on the other hand asserte«l 
he did, upon whudi the question wa.s put whether wdien aiiy one of the sett was 
brok(*. the whole body is answerable to make good the balance, and particularly 
in this case whetlier it shall stand to tlie inercliants’ names as it does now in 
Your Honours* hooks, or bti transft'rred to rjnckicond Seat’s account, wlien wo ail 
agreed that it should stand to the s<n'eral mercliants’ names as it was, and the 
increhants were ac<5ordingly (wdered to sign their accounts. 

21. The ICth instant tlie Accomptant acqtiainting ns that he Avas then upon 
striking the l)alance of the (hmeral Jlookss and that it was impossible for him 
to proc.ticd tlun-ein till tiio affair was settled Avith those merchants for whom 
Bulram Cotmali Avas .security, and having received a petition from Bulrarn 
Cotrnah in relation thereto, co[»y whereof is endowed, we took the same into 
4 *onsideratioa the 19th, wlien the majority of the Board being of opinion that 
he ought to make good the balance due from his sett to Your Honours, imme- 
dlatfdy Ave ordered the Accomptant to transfer the brdanccs due from them to 
his account, which transfer, if not suflicicnt, Ave shall d(;mand the balance of 
him. ifoAvcvcr, avo tpjvc the liberty to mention to Your Honours that we look 
upon the allegations in his petition to be matter of fact, ,&nd therefore not un- 
worthy of yoAir consideration. 

25. The 20th instant tl^e Accomptant brought in the profit and loss article, 
the halaiicc then being ten lack, twenty-three thousand five hundred nnd seventy- 
nine rupees fourte^n annas aAid nine pie (10,23,579-14-9), Avlijeh ^exclusive of 
the loss occasioned by the Morattocs plundering of the raw silk and. increase 
of ii>ter(‘st, appears to be much the same as last year. 

26. The gentlemen at Dacca in a letter dated the 16th instant, in ansAver 
to our remarks on their investment of Avhich Ave advised Your Honours in our 
address per Lapwing ^ write that though the fine Alliballies may appear in thfj out- 
ward fold near as good as the superfine, yet as they ore Cuttall* goods, they fall 
A'ery considerably in the inward folds, which is not the ease of the supi rfine, 
they holding their goodness throughout, besides there being the difftjrcnce of one 
hundred and fifty threads* (160) in those sortments. That the Seerhandconna 
are agreeable to their musters and instructions in their list, of inve.stment, and 
that the Nainsooks are four annas per piece eb'^aper than any sort last year 
except seventeen pieces* which were despatched at tiui close of the season. In 
the same letter they advise that the Government have not only put a stop to 
their business, but have taken Mutchulkast from the Moodys nut to supply 
them with any provisions.

14. Your Honour’s ship the Prince TFillictm, Captaiu^William Webber, i.s 
now under despatch from IngcUio for Suratt and Bombay, having on hoard 
sundry gruff goods aud .broad-cloth amounting to onedmudred and twenty-five 
thousaud four hundred and seventy-six rupees and three pies (l,26,47f>-0-3), 
exclusive of freight which amounts to sixteen thousand three hundred and 
thirty-eight rupees fourteen annas six pie (16,338-14-6). 

15. We have now the pleasure to advise Your Ilonourjj of the safe arrival 
here of the Sommeraet, Captain Tolson, who acquaints us that he parted with 
tlie Pelham Indiaman twelve degrees (12) to the southward of the line. 

16. We have received Your Honour’s commands of the 37th June 1748, 
with copies of your orders under date the 9th March and 18th May preced- 
ing. In obedience thereto Captain Nathaniel Jacobs was this day dismissed the 
military service aind the charge of his company conferred on Captain George 
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Minchin, who came on the same sett, till the arrival of Major Moseman, when 
Your Honours’ regulations for the military and artillery shall be punctually 
observed. 

17. We beg leave at present to defer replying to the other parts of your 
commands by this ship till the dispatch of the Bomhay Castle^ which ship is 
detained for the arrival of the Cossimbazar goods which we expect in a few 
days. 

18. Enclosed is invoice and bills of lading of sundries laden on board the 
Eastcourt amounting to seven lacks and eighty thousand rupees (7,80,000). 

lO." The State of Dacca Factory not being yet arrived obliges us to send 
Your Honours an open account current of this Presidency Which we shall 
transmit closed by the Bombay Caatle. 

20. Mr. Edward Eyles who dispatches this vesseFfrom Ingellio will advise 
Your Honours of the necessaries from thence.

TO— THE HON^BLE THE COURT OP DIRECTORS 

for* the affairs of the Hon'ble the United Company of Merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies. 

May it please Your ^Honours, — The gentlemen at Fort St. David 
having advised us that they intend despatching two of Your Honour’s ships to 
Europe in September and conveyance now offering to the coast, we lay hold of 
the opportunity to enclose Your Honour’s duplicate of our last address under 
date the 25th of Februaiy per Bombay Castle which ship was dispatched by 
Mr. Edward Holdon Cruttenden from Ingellie the 2nd of March, when she 
drew 17 feet 6 inches water forvrard and 18 feet 3 inches abaft. We shall now 
proceed to give Your Honours an account of your affairs under our manage- 
ment since that time ranging the same under the usual heads ; and 

First, concerning Shipping. 

2. By the Hawke sloop built for the service of this Presidency which 
imported hero the 27th of February last from the coast, the President and 
Council there forwarded to us Tour Honours’ commands by the Tarter 
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Alaii'of-war and Velham Indiaman^ which bein" opened wen* found to bo the 
same as tliosc received per Somerset. 

3. In their advices l)y that sloop they acquainted iis they were then coin- 
in‘’‘ the bullion received per Tarter and Pelham, into rnptM's, ril'toen chests 
Avhei’(;of they sent us by that conveyance and li f teen more by tlie Fort 

:i country-ship th(*n bound to this port, and at the same tiin<‘ they requested 
us to send them a largo supply of petre to keep in store for any occasion that 
might otter. • 

4. On the 3vd of Mar'^h the Fort IFilUam arrived hero with tin! fifteen 
chests of. treasure mentioned in the foregoing advices. 

Xi. Your Ilononrs’ ships, the Royal George ixmX 7?7/.o^/«, were dispatclied from 
hcaico to tlie coast tlie 23rd of Fehruary, and the Buxey informing us on tlie 
30th of March, that part of the rice designed for those shijjs was lost in the 
Avay down. An account whereof he then laid before us amounting to two 
thousand four hundred and ten rnaunds (2,110). We sent for tin? manjees and 
neons b(‘longing to the boats on which this rice, was laden, who on exatnination 
declared tluur boats were overset in a hard gale of wind they met with as they 
were going from Ingellie ereck on hoard their ships. 

G. Mr. dVilliam Fytch<?, store-keeper, acquainting us that Captain Browne, 
Commander of the lioinhay OasHe, carried away an anchor from lng<']li»‘ 
amounting to five hundred and fourteen rnpe(;s tifteen annas (611 15), and 
producing his inate’.s receipt f<ir it, -which his attoiaiey refuses to take and dis- 
chavge, we now transmit the same to Your itouuurs to be adjusted with his 
owners. 

7. The 0th of May we receiA'cd a letter from IMr. Edward 'IV'ddeman, chief 
mate of tlie Kdghaston, advising of his arrival at Cnlpee, of the death of Captain 
.John Hereford, and of a violent storm which happened on tlie coast the 12th 
of April. Copy of- his lett<‘r we herewith send Your IJouours. 

8. As Mr. Ted(h;man in tlie said letter esteemed it necessary that the 
Fdfihastoif should eoine up to town to be repaired anddesiri'd u.s to send him an 
anchor and eahle to Cnlpee, W(^ gave him jierrnission to bring lier up aeeord- 
ingly and ordered tbo Storc-keep*‘r to supply liim with a cable and anchor. 

t). On the 23rd of May th^? Fdghaston Ix'ing arrived at town and having no 
objection to the capacity ov character of Mr. Edward Teddeman, the chief mate, 
we ordered our Secretary to repair on board to euiitirm him in the coinuiand. 

10. Under drite the 8th of April the .gentlemen at E’ort St Dfivid wrote to 

ns that thc'y had agreed with the owners of the Success, a countrysUip, to call 
in at Durassapatam in her iiassage to the bay and take in such part of thn 
redwood we had wrote for as she was ahh', and that they would send ns an 
account as soon as they were furnished with tlie receipt that the master had 
orders to give for the quantity he took in. She arrived lierp the ‘3rd of IMay, 
and the Captain di livored us one himdrcd and eighty-ono pieces (181) weighing 
factory maunils three hundred and eighty-six and live seers (38G-6), of which 
Ave advised the gentlemen at the coast. • 

11. By the Fssex, a eo untry sli ip, which imported here the 29th May from 
Fort St. David, the Piesident and Council advised us of tl?e arrival th(‘re of Ifis 
Majesty’s ship the Syren with fifty (50) chests of treasure (consigned to us 
which they took out to enable them to send the ' Felhatn and Somerset to 
China. .A.t the same time they forwarded Your Honour’s commands of the 
21st J uly. 

12. Under date tbe28tb of May, the gentlemen on the coast forwarded the 
invoice of the roilwood per Success and promised to send* us a further supply 
as opportunity offered, requesting at the same time that avo would fuiyiish them 
with four thousand hags of saltpetre (4,000) for their kintladge by the earliest 
conveyance. We replied thereto under date the 14th of June and advisetl 
tiiem of the arrival of the Fdgbaston here, and if any of Your Honours’ ships 
should go thither in August or any of the countryships should take it on easy 
terms, we intended to supply them with what saltpetre wo could spare ; that 
we bad observed they had received the fifty chests (50) of bullion designed for

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the service of this Presidencsy per Syren of which we were in hopes to have 
received some part, hut our expectation being disappointed, we greatly feared 
it would prove very prejudicial to Your Honours’ investments and desired them 
of taking all opportunities of sending us some supply. 

13. The President and Council of Bombay in a letter dated the 11th of 
May advised us of the arrival of the Prince IVillinm there willi the consign- 
ment of broad-cloth, iron, gunneys and twine, which were then landing. That 
as they esteemed it too late in the season for her to prociced to Surat, they 
would. land her freight and ti'aiismit suitable directions to the Chief and 
Factors there to get the persons to whom it was*consigned to consent their 
sending it thither by the first good conveyance that olTercd; they wrote us at 
the same time that the returning of the Prince IViUiam to us was uncertain 
as it depended on the sotting in of the monsoon, howtfver tliey direct('d Captain 
Webber to get his ship in readiness - to proceed as soon as the season would 
permit, in such case they would consign us a cargo of cotton, 

' Id*. Your Honour’s ship, the JSlizabeth, Captain Wills Conunandev, imported 
here th-O 3rd insbint from the coast, being sent from thence l>y the. Admiral to 
carry up stores for the s<|uadron. By her the Governor and Conricil there 
favoured us with the agreeable news of the arrival of Yo>u* Honour’s ship, the, 
Qrifjin^ there, aud then requested a further supply of two thousand hags of salt- 
petre (2,000) per Edgbaston aud Elizabeth as they had ohiaimMl h-avo of the 
Admiral for it to be laden on board them. In consequoiu.’c wliert'of we ordered 
the Warehouse-keeper to lade two thousand bags of that commodity on hoard 
the Elizabeth. 

Secondly, concerning Goods erom Europe. 

15. On the 3rd of March wo took into consid(u‘ation the. diKj)r)sal of the 
bullion aud treasure then lying in tlie warehouse, and eame to the following 
result : — 


To pay 17 chests of bullion to Futtielnind, 

12 do. of rupees to Padnoy merchants, 
. 7 do, of bullion to those morchahls. 


who provided ready money goods and six chests of bnlli(tn to S<5rrikisna, to 
reserve five chests of bullion for Cossimbazar, five. hosts for Dacca and four 
eJiests of rupees for Jugdea, and onlered the same to be disj)osod of accordingly, 
but Futtichund*ij gomastah r('f using to take it at the rat.(5 he formerly used to do, 
and desiring to have it delivered liim by the weight of tbe sit’ca rupee, we 
ordered bis reque.st to be complied with, it being a custom at Cossimbazar. ■ 


16. Tbe gentlemen at Cossimbazar by a letter receivaxl from them the 
13th of Juljy informing us that the Seats advised them of their intentions to 
send j hjiir gomastah to settle their accounts, and therefore they desircid to know 
what part of the above seventeen chests of bullion was paid on account of that 
Factory with the price and weight of it ; that as the Seats woirld not permit 
them to endorse fropi olf theirriraterest notes the amount of the forty chests of 
bullion delivered them in Calcutta in March IT-IS without a deduction of one 
per cent, thereon, thety apprehended they w'ould likewise demand one per cent, on 
what we paid them in March last account of that Factory, and therefore desired 
our orders thereon, as they seemed absolutely determined not to give it up, and 
they feared a dispute with them at this junctui’e may he attended with very 
had consequences ; in reply thereto, we directed them to inform the Seats that 
if they insisted on having the one per cent, deducted, we should choose rather 
to bring tbe whole to the Calcutta account. 

17. On the 20th March wo ordered the damaged goods then laying in 
Your Honours’ warehouse to'he sold at public outcry, and notice to be given as 
usual, the account sales thereof comes in the packet. 

18. The Import Warohouse keeper informing us the 19th June that there 
were scVeral pieces of broad-cloth laying open in the-godown, and esteeming it 
a proper season to dispose of the poppinjny broad-cloth belonging to Your 
Honours, we agreed to put it up at outcry the 19ih instant on the established 



terms, and public notice was affixed at the Fort Gate as usual, but were obliged 
to defer the sale on account of tlic badness of the weather till the 22iid iushiiit, 
when wo agreed to put it up at the following prices, viz . —

19. Your Honours muU herewith receiv'c the account of what then sold, but 
finding no bidder.s for the red poppinjay and blue at the foregoiiis' prices, wc 
came to a resolution of trying those sortnients again at outcry the 2 Lth of next 
moiitli, together with the woollen goods per fFalpole as also those designed us 
per Brit-innia should she arrive by that time, of which we have given public 
notice as usual. 


20 Tlie 6th instant the damaged stores were survej'cd by the* Board 
and put up to sale the 13th following as per account thereof herewith trans- 
mitted Your Honours. 


Thirdly, concerning Investments, 

21. The Export AVarehouse-liceper lays befoi’e the Board the 20th March 
an account of the damaged goods in that warehouse Avhich by order of the 
Board were put up to sale the 20th April. The account sales * Your Honours 
will receive lunewitli. 

22. On the 20tli March we forwarded the list of goods to he provided at 
Ballasorc to Mr. Henry Kolsall, with orders to comply therewith as near as 
possible and at the same time scut liirn a chest of rupees. 

2.“?, The gentlemen at Cossimhasar having wrote to us very pressingly foi' 
money, and particularly for the five chests of hullion we designed sending 
th(;m. A\ c under date the 30th March transmitted them our reasons lor 
alt, (.Ting our intentions^ which were that we esteemed the. charges w^(mld run 
vtu'y high in sending a large party of guards Avith so smnH a sum of treasure 
that we were then endeavouring to procure a bill of exchange, w hich Ilarn- 
kissen Seat having obtained for twenty-three thousand four hundred Sicca 
Ils. (,23,100) on the Gth Apial, Ave foinvarded the same. 

21. On the 12th nltinio w^e received a letter from the' gentlemen of 
dugdea accompanying one hundred and thirty-throe (138) bundles of brown 
cloth "and three tuctacs of Avhite which Avere dispatched from thence the 9th of 
.January and arrived safe. 

Eourtiily, op the trade of India and tueuein any transactions with 

THE Government. 

25. In our address per Bombay Castle wc accjuainted Your Honours of the 
situation of alfairs at Covssimbazar on account of the Armenians’ complaint at 
the Darhar about the capture of the Judda and BiissoiaU ships, and that there: 
w<as then no likelihood of soon obtaining a clearance to our business. It is 
with the utmost concern that we are to inform Your' Honours that this stop, 
page to the currency of trade has ev'er since and does still continue, and ju 
order to convinee Your Honours that avo have used all methods that could be 
thought of to bring the Nawab to temper, Ave shall now proceed to give your 
honours a particular account of our proceedings Jierein from^time to time. 

26. On the thii*d of March wo directed the gentlemen at CossimJ)azar to 
apply to Ilookum Beg and the Seats to induce them to assist us in finishing this 
affair, which, if they should he able to effect, Ve should not look upon a small 
present of about two thousand rupees as thrown aAvay ; they informed us by 
letter the 22nd of that month that they had made the applicatidu directed, 
but were told by those very persons that without a present to the Nabob it 
would be impossible to obtain a clearance to business, that the Nabob was then 
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oncnm])«>(l a little flistatice from tlui city with an intent to go in a few days on 
so.qe <‘X[>edition them unknown which, if trin;, they were apprehensive the 
Ntoppa-^e would continue till his return. 

27. As we were at a h^ss to judge Avhat presents the Nabob might Avant, 
they not being explicit on that head, Ave wrote them in rc'ply that \V(? could not 
enter upon a" full discussion thereof till the Darhar Ministers gave them a 
delinito answer. 

28. Under date the (ith April the gentlemen at Cossimhazar informed us 
tiiat Carooly Beg earner to their h’aetory and told them the Nahoh expected they 
Avould satisfy the Arnumians without any furtlu'r delay, and for the pres<!nt has 
ordered two hundred horsem<*n and two hundred Huxeri(;8 to he (piartered on 
that Factory, that ho himself Avns come as a mediator Ijotween them and the 
Armenians, and would do them all the good ofluHis in his power. The Seats 
also arh ised tlieni to make up this affair with the Nabol) m soon as possible, 
that the longta- tliey deferred it, the more money tlu^y mud, pay, hut what 
sum would he suirun'ent for this tlicy could not learn, nor till sonic advances 
were made by us; and under date the lOfch following tluw wrote to us that tlic 
icmipdur avIio commanded the forces put over them being dissatisfied at tludr 
not paying him and his people as usual, gave oi'ders by beat of drum prohibit- 
ing all* niaiuuu' of provisions from coming into their factory. 


20. In reply to the foregoing, we .acijuainti'd that Your llononrs haAdiig 
taken notice of t he large sums of money Avhich have hcim extorted and paid Tlu^ 
Nabob, and having freipiently complained tliercof ns great leaks to yonr estate, 
Ave could not make any advauces on such an affair as tl.is, Avherein Your 
Honours had nothing at all to do; and wo thenvforo directed them to find out, 
the Nabob’s views and ends in indeuvouring thus to distn?ss the Company's 
affairs Avithout any manner of reason when w(^ should he the better able to 
take our nuxisurcs’, and tolU them it AAmuld he also A'cry noiiessary to find out 
Avbat would satisfy tbe GoA^iumment ; that in regard to the thretits and \eiunts 
of t he jemiadar ami soldiers set upon their Factory, they were not to he il'garded 
as they signified little to the decision of tin* main question. 

80. Mr. AV'^ake and Council of Bombay informed ns by hdter of the 18th 
of January that the. messenger Avhoiu they had sent to the Sou Ha ja about Yonr 
Honouis’ raw silk tvdiieli was plundered by the Morattoes was nd-urned, hut 
without any written answer from him, and from his trilling excuses they had 
no hopes of redress for the loss Your ironours t^uslained therein, hut as the 
ollieer avIu) made the seizure Avas expected to wait on him shortly, they intended 
in such ease to remnv tlndr address<;s. 


81< The gentlemen at Cossimhazar by the advice of the Carooly Beg under 
date.tlie 2tlh April desn-ed us to procure a paper signed by the Annenian.s 
who resided liere by Avay of an address from them to the Nabob in Persian 
expressing their sarisfaction at what aa'c had done and Avrotc in their behalf ; 
that tills, it war, thought, miglit he of considta-ahle service in the then posture 
of affairs; that the general opinion of the Nabob’s distressing Your Honours* 
affairs was In; Avants to get a sum of money from each party ; that it Avas thought 
some time Ireforc -about fifty* thousand (50,000) rupees aa'ouUI have composed 
matters, hut hid'ore they can come to any certainty in regard to wlrat he ex- 
jiects, offers must -first he m.ade on our side, and on the 4th May they forwarded 
t wo lettiirs, one* from Nnnadges Mahmud Ceewue to the Nabob with his answer 
thereto, Avhereby.wi? might perceive that the Nabob remained seemingly fixed 
in doing Avhat he called justice to the Armenians. 

32. In consequence of the above letter we ordered our Secretary to draAV 
up a paper for the Armenians to sign when translated into Persian, and advised 
the gmitlemen at Cossimbazar that when the Armenians had signed thereto, we 
should, forward it to them, hoping it, might prove satisfactory. At the same 
time we directed them Avheu they heard any reasonable proposals made to advise 
us thereof as it was irnpossilile lor us to make any offer. 

33. Mr. Henry Kelsall by a letter dated the 5th May advised us of, the 
Morattoes being encamped within sight of the Kuttack Factory, and that the 
Nabob’s forces were distant but 3 cose from that place; and under date the 
Sth following he Avrotc to us that Nilla Puudit AAuth the command of a strong 
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party of tlie Morattoos Horse were encamped close to the Factory, and that their 
puttin'? olT the idunderinj? of that place till the next, mornin!? was thesavini? of 
it, for as their horse entered the town the Nabob appeared and immediately 
sent part of his forces over the river and pursued them and i?otu}) with them in 
a very small time ; that what their loss was In; could not h^ai’ii, the reports being' 
various; that on the Nabob’s arrival Ins sent the Vaequeds to him for permission 
to vvait on him, wliich being granted, he met with a very gracious roccptioii 
from the Nabob, wlio asked him if ho had been to visit Mcerabih, hut on 
informing him that ho liad not, ho se'emed exceedingly well fdoased and told 
him when he rcturnecl rvliatever ho asked sliould ho granted. 

3t. On roeoipt of thosb letters, we wrote to Mr. Kelsall that we wcr<* 
pleased to observe the gracious reception he mot with from tho Nabob, and as 
the troubles at Cossimhazav still continxied, w^e would luive him visit him again 
and deliver him an Arsdast from the President which we then transmitted him. 

TJ)id<.‘rdatet1ie 19th May he w-rote to us that the Nabob was eneamjx'd 
within three leagues of Cuttack, and that he hourly ex])i?ctcd to Inrar the nevvs» 
of IVI eerahib’s and Anga ISlierill s being delivered into tho Nabob’s hands by 
ihoir own Jemiudar; and two days follcAving ho advised us that sonni of tlur 
people whom he had sent to follow the Nabob’s army were returned with tiic 
nous of his having ontercid Cuttack ; Unit on his approach Aleerabib with the 
Marat lot's lied ; that live of the head Jtimindars surrendei'ed themselves to the 
Nabob, Avho immediately cut olf their heads ; that no judgment could at that 
time ho formed lioAV long tlnj Nabob would stay there, as l)ulul)ram and Mir 
JaH’r to l)oth of whom tjlfeved tlte Nahohship having refused it, as they 
doubted ntd. but the Atorattoes Avould rcturji nt'xt season. 


oO. As wo liad not rceeiv'ed any r'lieoutagement from Cossini bazar concern- 
ing the clearaiAce of t)Air businc'ss, and Air. Kelsall being near the Nabob, avc 
direoled liim to use lus utmost endeavours to get an order from him for tin? 
olearanee thereof; in order for Avhich to repi’esent io liim that this alfair Avas as 
pr<'ju(licial to him ns to A^our Honours, and if he stopped the business much 
ionger it Avould be impossilde to do any this season, which clearance if he could 
procure we doulded not hut Your lloiiours Avould esteem it a service done you. 

37. U'he Arnumians having deli\a‘red us an address in Persian, -we ordered 
the same to he translated and took it into consideration the 1st of .Tunc Avhen 
they atbmded the Poard and Avero asked to sign tho j)aper 'to tin; Nabob Avhieh 
tliey Iheu deelajt'd they Aiould not. Copy of tlie pafier drawn up for the Ar- 
meni.'sus to sign as also tliT'ir address to the Poard we now enclose to Your 
Honours. 


:i8. This refusal of the Armenians putting a stop to any hopes of ae- 
eonimodating the dispute with the Nabob and throAving our dependaned entirely 
upon“liis favour, tho Pre.sidcnt aske.d the opinion of tlie Board liow to pro- 
ceed AVitli regard to the Armenians. AYhen wo are of opinion they ought to he 
accpiainted that in case Your Honours AV’^ere obliged to pay any money to the 
Darhar if they do not consent to repay the samt^, Ave should after the expiration 
of two months withdraw from them Your Honours’ protcotion and dismiss 
them the toAvn. And the Armenians wei'o accoi’dingly called in and acquainted 
thercAvith. Mr. William Kempe then gave it a^ his opinion that the staying 
tAvo months might impede’ Your Honours’ business so far as to pi'cvcnt our 
getting a tonnage for yt)ur shipping, and therefore they ought to bo forced to 
satisfy the Nabob immediately ; we at the same time AArrote to the gentlemen at 
Cossirabazar and advised “them of the Armenians’ refusal as also of our orders 
to Mr. Kelsall for obtaining from the Nabob a clearance to Your Honour’s 
business, and directed them to use tlieir endeavours to obtain such clearance 
either through the Nabob’s favour or else on easy terms,* for Avhich purpose we 
permitted them to offer as fifteen or tAventy thousand rupees* (20,000). 

39. The gentlemen at Cossimhazar in reply to tlie foregoing, under date the 
14ith of J unc, Arrote to us that they had applied to the Seats and Biramdutt, 
from whom they understood that nothing could' be done till tho arrival of tho 
Nabob at Aluxadavad, and that they were of opinion the sum we limited t^em to 
givh would he too small (if the Nabob should favour them so far as to take 
nothing for himself) for the forces that were put up over them and would bo 

131 e. i>. 
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rejecled with contempt, and therefore they should be s^lad to know the utmost 
extent of what we intended to give in order to expedite this business as soon 
as possible ou the Nabob’s arrival at Muxadavad. 

•10. Mr. Kelsall, under date the 0th ultimo, wrote us that the Nabob arrived 
there three d.ays before, to whom he delivcu'ed the lh’esident*s arsdnst ; that the 
Nabob told him he was resolved to befri(*nd the English and desire him to 
irausport his cannon and ammunition to Calentta with tlie utrno.st expedition, 
the roads being so l)ad he eould not carry them with him ; he then obeytul our 
orders in repi'cseiiting to him how prejudicial this stoppage would be as well to 
his I’cvonucs as to Your Honours’ investmemt, and asked him what we were to 
expect, to which the Nabob replied he would finish^ the atlair ou his arrival at 
Muxadavad, and then gave him a letter for the Eresidtmt. 

11. We then WTote to the Gentlemen at Cossimbazar and enclosed them a 
copy of Mr. KelsaJl’s letter, whuli gave us hopes that they would he able to 
a(;commodate matters on the Nabob’s return without exceeding the former sum 
dixuited for that purpose any great matt<M’. 

42. Under date the 10th instant, the Gentlemen at Cossimbazar advised us 
of the Nabob’s return on the 7th, when they sent their Vacqueels to wait on 
him, whom he asked if they had procured the Kaudjee Nomina from the 
Armenians in Calcutta, to w'liudi they replied in the negative and gave for 
reason that the Armenians were fearful to give such declaration under their 
hands, lest they should he obliged to pay the choute ; that the Nabob then said 
ho would give them a Mutchulca under his own hand not to take a rupee from 
them, and asked them if Mr. Kelsall was arrived agreeable to a promise made 
]»im when at Ballasorc and Sj^oke much in that gentleman’s commeudation, 
from whence th<‘y judged that he would be the most aeeeptablc persou that 
could he sent him to extricate Your Honours from those troubles. 

43. In consficpiencc of the foregoing letter wo ordcitsl Mr. Kelsall to pro- 
ceed to Cossimbazar and advised the Goutlerneu thcr<^ that tlu*y might sc'ud him 
to the Darhar, after which to acquaint us from time to time how' tliis att'air 
Aveut on and what probability there might be of success. AV'’e sent biui at the 
same time a paper delivered us by the Armeniaus w'ith a trauslat(; thereof in 
J’evsian to makti sucli use as they might see advantageous. Cojiy of the said

44. Mr. Edward Eyles, Jomindar, acquainted tlio Board on the 13th of 
March thatdiii had used all moans possible to get the merohauts to acqui(;scc to 
an order of Council for makitig a Avharf to the road leading to Soota Loota 
Bazar, Avithout Avhich it Avould he in dang(jr of being quite Avashed away^ next 
rains ?.nd thereby extremely prejudicial to Your Honours’ revenues arising from 
that bazar, hut to no ellcct. W'e ordered him tlieo to repair the srmio out of 
Your Honours’ cash, aud that tlic merchants’.accounts current should be debited 
for that amount.* 

•15. Kogometro and Monickdutt, two Banians wliom we ordered to inspect 
llanmnnt Bos(?’s hooks, reported to the Board that he Ai'as Avilling to pay the 
annual two thousand riqitjcs in part of his debt, hut not being then in cash he 
requested us to ae,cept of a transfer to Otterarn’s Haduey Accountti wliich we 
agreed to, aud in east* he should fail in making such annual }»aymeut, we shall 
prf)cecd agi'eeahh^ to your directious in the thirty-first paragraph of your 
orders per Somerset. 

Sixthly, concrkning Factors, Writeks, Officers, aisd their Accounts.

•46. On the 28th February Lieutenant Sanderson with thirty-five soldiers 
of tlie Bengal detachment arrived here in the Jlaick .sloop from Fort St. David 
and on the 3rd of March Lieutenant Usgate with eighty men under his com- 
mand imported here in the Fort'WiUiam^ one of our country ships. 

47. The same day Major James Moseman with Captain Lieutenant Martin 
Bennet and Lieutenant David Clayton arrived here and were presented at the 
head of tiie Alilitary and their Commissions read. 
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48. Major James Moseman on the 3r(l of March took his scat at the Board 
as third agreeable to Your Honours’ ordtirs and was thcMi dirceti'd to inspect the 
<Tiinroom crew, and advise the Buxey when he thought it Avould be jieccssary to 
stop their pay as tho Artillery Compajiy was to be formed therefroin ; they were 
accordingly dismissed the 15th following. 

40. We ordered Mr. Boger Drake, Military Storo-Keep(;r, to enter on his 
office the 20tli of March, and for that jnirpose direct'd liitii to i*ee(dve from the 
&, Store-Keeper General and Gunner the stores, tte., hclouging to tho Military, 
the receipts for vvhicji were signed in Council. 

50. Captain Thomas Kenwick addressed tho Board by letter on the- 20th ot 
March requesting us as wo had presented Captain John Holland to the command 
of his Company, and the tw o new' raised Cornpanii^s w'cre commanded by the 
officers from Europe to order him his rank agreeable to his Commission as 
Captain and to succeed to the first vacancy whicli we complied wdtli. 

51. On the 15th of March Mr. Charles Denuot, one of Your Honours’ cove- 

nan ted servants, departed this life of a flux. , 

52. We w'rotc to the gentlemen at Cossimhazar and Dacca the 20th March 
and directed their Commanding Officer to transmit the IMajor a retuiTi of the 
number of military at those |)lrices, inserting their names and tho Company’s 
to Avhich they belonged, as also to transmit us a list of all their Ordnance whe- 
ther great guns, mortars, royals, coliorn, pattararoes, expressing their several 
lengths and weights w'ith their dimensions at the base, trunnion and muzzle, 
wdiicli they have since complied witli. 

53. The President on tho 30th of March ae(|uainted the Board that he had 
received a letter from Mr. James Blackford advising him that he was so much 
imlis])osed at Jugdea that it w'ould he necessary for him to come to Calcutta 
to recover his health, and Mr. Thomas Bellamy having d<\sircd leave to <juit 
that Fatdory, wo theif agreed to take into consideration the next day who wore 
prop<u' ])ersi>ns to s<md thither in their room to carry on Your Honours’ Imsiuess, 
and then w'c appoirit;ed Mr. William Watts Chief and Mr, l^eter Amyat Second, 

51. -Major Moseruan having Jayed Ixiforc tho Board on the SOtli of March 
a list of iru^alids Avho were unfit for s(u'vic(% at wdiich time w'c tliori onlered the 
liu.vey to form a peusion list in the charges general, and allow' the Europeans 
eight rupees per mensem and the Blacks four. 

55. iMajor James Moseman departed this life of a’ fever on the 3()th of Ayu’il, 
vvhcrel)y a, .seat at this Bgard becoming vacant which was filled up by JMr 
Edward JloJdcu Cruttenden on the 4th of May, when w(? ordt'red Captain 
llohert Hamilton to atd as Commandant of this garrison, and a Captain’s Coin- 
mission to be drawn out for Captain Tliomus Eeriwick to command the fifth 
Company. 

50. The Command of a Company here becoming vacant by the death of 
Captain John AVhitirig wdio departed this life of a fever on the 15tli of May, 
Ave ordered a Captain’s CommLssion to he drawn out for Captain ' Eieutenant 
Martin Bonnet. 

57. On the 2i'tli of tho same mouth Captain Commandant Robert Hamilton 
departed this life of a fever, Avhen we ord(‘red U Commandant’s Commission i > 
bo draAvn out for Captain John Holland, as he AA'a.s next in standing and bore 

*a Commandant’s Commission on the coast, and at the same time agreed to give 
liim the monthly allow'ance of a Member of the Board in consideration of his 
superior trouble in the hare of the garrison. 

58. Limitenants David Clayton, Thomas Sewell and Ensign Chase sent in 
their petitiom to the Board on the 29th May, sidting fortli that on entering into 
Tour Honours’ service they w’orc theu promised that all right of succession to 
vacancies should he conferred on no other officers than those at that time pro- 
moted, and requested that they might succeed thereto accordingly, which peti- 
tions we took into consideration, and then agreed that the old and new officers 
should succeed to vacancies as they happened, ’turn and turn, and that the Com- 
mand then vacant should ho conferred on Lieutenant Charles Butterwicke, who 
had the command of the military at Dacca, to which place we sent orders for 
him to return to Calcutta. 
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50. On tho 12tli of June we ordered a Captain’s Commission to be drawn 
out for Lieutenant David Clayton to fill up tlie vacancy occasioned by tho 
df'ath of Captain Martin Bcunct, who departed this life of a fever and flux on 
tlio (llh of tho month. 

()0. Mrs. Chatharine Hamilton, relict of our late Commandant, petitioned 
us ou tho IDth of Juno for an allowance for herself and family, which we took 
rnto consideration the 20th and then ordered the Buxiiy to allow her the same 
IS the. widow of Major Hunt I’eceivcd, Ks. 35 per mensem. Copy of her 
pevition we hereby transmit Your Honours. ,

01. AVe have now the pleasure to congratulate Y^onv Honours on the safe

67. Agreeable to Your Honours* orders wo took an oath to bo true and* 
faithful to Your Honours, and shall wudte to our friends in England to give 
the usual security. 

68. AVe Jiavo acquainted Mr. James Irwin that Your Honours tliought 
proper to employ him in your service? as a junior merchant, for which favour he 
desires his humble thaiiks to be returned Your Honours. The covenants de- 
signed for him to execute wert? omitted to be sent per Walpole^ but he has our 
ordei’s to write to his friends, to give tho usual security. 

69. On the 21st instant, Mr. AVilliam Ffytehe, as Major Moseraan was dead, 
desired his seat as third of this Board agreeable to Your Honours orders’ in the 
h.ttli paragraph of your commands per Walpole ; wdien the President asked the 
opinion of tlie Board thereon, the majority of the Members thinking he ought 
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to li's seat as t.liird till Your Honours* pleasure was known. He was ailiuitted 
tlicreto .•urcordincfly, and tliovo ordered to take charge of the "oneral books as 
also of the Export W'arc-houst; till the arrival of Mr. Teake. 


70. As Mr. M atts hoiii"; taken into Council ocx;asioiied a now ap}')ointni(?nt 
of a chief of Jugdea, wc appointed aMr. VYilliam liailie Cliicf, and on Mr. Petro 
Ainyat’s request to stay luu-e ou account of liis healtli, w(; a[)pointed Mr. 
diaries Stafford Playdell Stxxind of that Factory and oidered tliein to set out 
tliither with all expijdition. 


71. As tlie Governor .and Couneil of Fort St. David indented* for six 
tlionsand hags of saltpetre to he sent thorn, wo wrote them wo should eornply 
therewith, and oixhnx'd two thousand hags to he laden on hoard the FAizahelh of 
which quantity the Cajitain could only take in tiftcen hundred, and as Your 
Honours in the seventh [laragrajih of your orders per Tavistocka positively for- 
hid us to purchase more saltpeh’e than what might he necessary for the 
CharU'r Parly kintladgc? of your ships, as you had a large (piaiitity therc(:«f 
ill your warehouses at home and wawo in expectation of more, and as you 
directed that tho.se ships whose Cliartor Parly kiiitladge <;onsisted of iVon and 
stones should not have any saltpeti’e laden on hoard them, we came to a.

transmit the same to Your Honours hy the next conveyance. AYe then asked 
Ca})tain Cush if he could get his ship in. readiness to proceed to the coast, to 
which ho roplif'd lie would use his utmost endeavours to sail as soon as possible 
after we had laruh'il the wine and stores designed for the use of this phiee, but 
on unlading bis ship, he informed ns l>y letter that lie found a great many 
drains in her sid<rs which made it requisite to caulke tliem all round, and tliat 
having sprung two topVoasts and broke lior main yard, it wxmld b(‘ impo.ssiblo to 
get on the coast hefove the monsoons set in. * 

71. Hereupon we resolved to return Your Honours, the <S'//mr;. TlieTryalto 
tlu^ coast, from w'hcnce she importcil here the 3rd iusfant, liaving pas-sod by I he 
settlements of Vi/agapatam, Ingeram and Guiijam, for Avhicb^ plrxres she bad 
some bales and tn^asure ou board. On account of iiard gales of wind, tlie Captain 
informod us, ho m<‘t w itb off J)cu Point, which set him so far to the’ east want 
that lie (*()iild not V(*acli any of those porls, and for this purpose have d:-recled 
the Masti'r Attendant to be as expeditious as possible in caulking of her and 
.g(‘tl ing her in roadines.s, w’heii W'e sliall send her to the coast, with w'hat- 
Madeira wane site can take on hoard, and shall order the Ma’ster to call 'in at 
V'i/.agajiataiu with the money and bales designed iiiither. 

7o. As soon as the troubles are over, wliicb ^ve hope soon to accommodate 
we sliall set about Your Honour’s investments when, the strictest regard shall 
Vie paid to Your Honours’ orders tliereon. , 

7G. Omicliund on the arrival of the treasure per Walpole informed us by 
letter lie bad entered on his own account into engagements for so considerable a 
part of your investment as seven lacks of rupees, and hearing the Frenc 
are supplied with money, should any part arrive at tlio Aurungs before he w'as 
able, to supply bia correspondents, be feared his contracts w’ith them would be 
ill-cornplicd with, therefore requested us to pay him two Jiundred thousand 
Arcot Rs. (2,00,000) on his last year’s balance, whereby ho hoped to obviate all 
dilRculties, and to be able to deliver in to the amount ho told us he ctfntractcd 
for ; we then ordered him a lack of Arcot Jiipce.s, and since on the aotjounts 
being laid before us of what was due from Your Honours to the merchants, the 
3r(l of July, wre ordered him six chests of bullion on the balance in his favour, 
and 15 per cent, to be paid the merchants account the balance due to them. 

77. AVe shall pay due regard to Ycur Honours conferning’the dispatching 
of your ships home this season, and in order to lighten your expenses for dead

freight, we liave wrote to the gentlemen at the coast to lose no opportunity o£ 
supplying us at least four hundcred ( tOO) tons of redwood. 

78. We ivipiest Your IToiiours’ pennis-sion to defer replying particul.arly to 
the other parts of Your Honours’ commands lately we received till our next 
afldress, and in the interim we assure Your Honours tho utmost regard shall bo 
paid thereto. 

79. Our Presid(mt, Adam Dawson, Esq., embraces this ojjport unity to 
return Your Honours his most humble fhanks for the favour you have been 
pleased to (•onfer on him, and begs leave to assure you that he will exert himself 
to tlio utmost (»f his power in the management of 'your aflaira, hoping thereiu 
to give Your Honours satisfaetit)n and thereby to merit your future regard. 

80. Tlie other gentlemen of Council whom Your Honours haA'^e thought 
pro])er to prt^iuote, desire leave to return you their most humble thanks.

MADRAS RECORDS. 

The muniments at the Madras Central Record Office are of unusual Interest 
and importance. The most ancient Record relating to the British Empire in 
the East is a letter dated 26th July 1630, preserved in the archives of the 
Bombay Record Olficc. The most ancient muniment in the Madras Record 
Office is a letter dated 1670. The first volume examined by me were letters 
received during the year 1678-79 at Fort St. George. The condition of the 
paper is so bad and the ink has so spread, that I found it almost impossible to 
decipher it. There are some important letters from Bengal. 

1862. An important I.etter-book, paper decay(;d, ink has spread. No binding. 

Letter from D.'icca, Important. LcttiT from Surat. 'I'o Cliild, 23th April 1682. 

As the primary object of my visit to Madras was to examine all the papers 
relating to Clive, I first asked for all records relating to Fort St. David, as Clive's 
earliest service was in that Settlement. For many days it was impossible to get 
any trace of these documents, but, shortly before my departure, a few volumes 
were discovered in a corner of the office. They consist both of Letter-books 
and Consultation-books. The first Letter-book contains despatches to the Court 
from 17th October 1746 to 17th December 1748. in one of the letters we have 
an announcement of the arrival of Colonel Stringer Lawrence, one of the earliest 
and most illustrious of our Indian heroes. 

“ Fort St. David, February 13th, jy4y. By the Winchester, which arrived 
here the 13th ultimo, came Stringer Lawrence Esq., whom your Honour appointed 
10 be Major of the Forces on this Coast. On the i8th the Military Forces of 
the Garrison were drawn up, at the head of which he was presented with a Com- 
mission- 

“Your Honours direct that, in regard to Major Lawrence’s allowances, they 
be on'the same footing as Major Knipe enjoyed. VVe must take the liberty to 
acquaint you that that gentleman having borrowed money of the Company in Eng_ 
land and dying soon after his arrival in Madras he received no pay there, nor can 
we get certain information of what was to be allow'cd hiju. We have, therefore, 
settled his salary as Major at /'300 per annum, and pagodas 50 per month for 
other aHow'ance.s, besides £yo per annum as third in Council, which we hope 
Vour Honours will approve of ; and we must assure you he takes a great deal of 
pains in training up the Military and making the several dispositions necessary ; 
already this Garrison is in better order than could well be expected, considering 
the short time that gentleman has been with us.” 

“As our enemies are furnished with a troop of horse, by which they have 
greatly the advantage of us in sending out parties thereof, that make frequent 
incursions near our limits and the adjacent villages, we have thought it ab- 
solutely necessary, with the opinion of Major Lawrence and several' of the 
officers, to raise a troop also in your service, and have granted commissions to 
Lieutenant Gringins and Mr. Hallyburton to act as Lieutenants, and one to 
Ensign Cheesborough to be a Cornett, these being the properest persons^ We 
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have only been able to provide horses and accoutrements for 30 men, but we 
daily expect more horses from the country, and hope, in a short time, to make 
up this number, one hundred.” 

The following relates to Major Lawrence being taken prisoner at the 
attempt to capture Fort Arcacopang (1748) : — 

“ As soon as our forces were landed from the fleet they Immediately en- 
camped to the eastward of the garden-house, where the^y continued till all the 
baggage and the train was landed, when Your Hojjours' troops under the com- 
mand of Major Lawrence joined them, and the 8th ultimo they set out for 
Pondicherry, but were obliged to make very short inarches on account of their 
baggage; that it was the 12th before they got to a ;pmall fort of the enemy’s, 
named Areaeopang, about three miles to the southward of Pondicherry, which 
was so well fortified by fascine batteries and other works they had thrown up 

* there that it was the igth before they got poss(‘Ssion thi;reof. Whilst they were 
before this place the enemy one morning attacked our trenches, upon which our 
p(;o[.)le gave way, anti very unfortunately our brave Major and one Captain Bruce, 
of the Independent Companies, by their people leaving them, were made prison- 
ers ; and Ave should have sufh'red considerably bad not Captain Holland (from 
whom we arc afraid we shall have no nnn-e service this season as he has receiv- 
ed a musket shot in his shoulder) Avith .a great deal of briskness rallied our 
people, who, upon giving one smart fire, drove the enemy quite away and took 
several prisoners. We have since received a letter from the Major who says he 
received no hurt in the action and th;it they met Avith extrt.-me good treatment. 
W^e have also been so nrdortunate as to lose Mr. John. Hallyburton to Avhom, 
as Ave before acquainted Your Honours, we had given a Commission to be Lieu- 
tenant of the Troop of Horse, and of Avhich he was very deserving, for be took 
infinite trouble in disciplining the troop, and shewed himself very active in the 
field. It Avas by one of our sepoys tliat he had the misfortune to be killed, Avho 
shot him upon his reprimanding him for some offence, of Avhich the poor gen- 
tl(*inan died the neyt day, and the villain did not live so long, for his comrades 
that stood by him cut him to pieces immediately. When Ave had got posses- 
sion of Areaeopang, after a stay there of a few days they marched round to the 
Avestward and arc since gone to the nortliAvard, Avhere they are landing their 
heavy Artillery* and carrying on their approaches.”

■ The Honourable Board give the folloAving cogent reasons to their ma.stcrs 

for not obeying their orders AA'ith regard to the prohibition of alloAving any 
Roman C-atholic Church on the Settlement. 

* I 

” Your Honours’ orders relating to our suffering a Romish Church or their 
priests Avithin our bounds shpuld have been immediately put in execution, but 
after some consideration we found it woulil be attended Avith very ill consequen- 
ces at this juncture, having 529 Topasses in garrison ; and were we to turn the 
two priests out not one would remain Avith us, and aa'o beg leave to advise Your 
Honours the Officers assure us they behaved very Avell'in all the actions against 
the enemy, particularly in the last at Cuddalore, of which Major f.awrence was an 
eye-witness, and it was his opinion (although he is not here to confirm it) that 
we ought not to run the risk of losing such a part of the garrison, whom we 
think must be attached to this place; by living long in it and the greatest part of 
them having families here. ' We have not lost one by desertion, wdiich could not 
have been prevented from some of the outposts had they been so Inclined. 
The enemy at Pondicherry would have gladly received them, which would have 
distressed us very much ; upon the whole, we hope we shall not be censured for 



not complying with this order, as we are of opinion it would have proved of the 
higliest ill consequences to have put the same in execution at this juncture, when 
wc are much in want of men. But as soon as we are furnished with a sufficient 
number of Europeans we shall not then hesitate at putting your orders into 
immediate execution." 


In the next letter mention is again, made of Major Lawrence being made 
prisoner, and the attempt made to exchange him. 

“ In our letter by the Benjamin of the and September a triplicate of which 
we now enclose, we acquainted Your Honours of the mislortune we had met with 
in losing our Major, who w^as taken prisoner by the enemy at Areaeopang, as also 
of the fate poor Mr. l lallyburton met with. In the several skirmishes since with 
llie enemy, Licutencant Browne of the Bengal detachment has been killed and 
Ensign Wright of the Bombay delachrnent, and by the enclosed return you will * 
observe tbc number of men we havt; lost on this expedition. There is. an ex- 
change of prisoners on foot belween the General and M. Dupleix who is very 
ready to exchange all but Major Lawrence, as he is justly well acquainted with 
tluMise th.'vt gentleman is of to us; hut as the General has returned him for 
answer tliat, unless he is exchanged, none of the rest shall but be sent to Europe, 
<ve hope', that may have an effect upon him and induce him to favour us with the 
Major again. Ca plain Morgan having laitl down on account of his age and 
infirmities, Captain Holland acts at present as Commandant, being pretty well 
reco\ercd of the wound he received at Areacojiang. 


The next scries of letters examined by me were Public Itngland, i6th January 
i74<‘^toi2th February 17.49. I'lie following extracts show that these letters 
throw light on the history and usages of the time. 

In the first ii.-tli'r \.e are informed of the news of the cessation of arms and 
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the restoration of tli<^ prisoners^ inciuding Major Lawrence*. 

‘‘ Tin; day aftiw tht.r receijjt of’Uie m-ws of the cessation of arms, &c., and His 
Majesty’s Proclamation thereof, General Boscawen sent an answer of the .same to 
M. Dupleix, whereupon Major Lawrence and Captain Bruce .tluu’ was taken 
prisoner with him, wes'e permitted to givir their paroles and come hither, ^intl upon 
the arrival of llie t avourite v<\\\\ them, tlie 7th instant, who brought a eonfirmaliun 
of the same, all the prisoners they had ihtae belonging to us were sent hither, and 
the Major has again taken charge of the Garrison which we had delivered to 
Captain Holland as being the oldest officer (Captain Morgan having laid down 
the service on account of age and infirmities) and constituted him Command.ini, 
at the same allowances as were granted to Captahi Gibson, .but he having now 
delivered up the same again and there being at present no prospect of any 
further action here, he purposes to proceed to Bengal by the first conveyance 
that offers to take the command of the Company Your Honours have ordered 
him there. The vacancy made by Captain Morgan we filled up with Mr. 
William Henry Southby, who was a Lieutenant of Marines in His Majesty’s 
Service, upon the General’s recommendation of him for the same, and that made 
by Captain Gringins being appointed of the Troop of Horse, ps Mr. John Serirn- 
sam was the next Senior Officer, we gave him the Company, but with this pro- 
viso that should Your Honours not think proper’ to continue the troop, he 
should resign the same to Captain Gringins asfain, and in his room have ap- 
pointed Mr. James Cope, a Lieutenant as well as Adjutant as an encouragement 
for the pains he takes in disciplining the Military, and we are informed that is 
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the post he bore when in His Majesty’s Service ; being in need also of an officer 
that had some knowledge in the Train duly, we have given a Commission to one 
Peter Nost, who bore the station of a Bombardier in His Majesty’s Train of 
Artillery, and has been bred up in that branch from his infancy, though at pre- 
sent he acts as an Ensign of the Military, but we purpose shortly to remove him 
to our Train of Artillery and make him a Lieutenant, which, wc hope, will meet 
with Your Honour’s approbation. 

“ As the private men that were in Cuddalorc, when i^ was attacked by the 
enemy, all behaved very well, and it was probable we should .soon after have an 
occasion to try them again, to encourage them to act in like manner we made 
them a present of a couple of sheets each ; and no fault having been found with 
the sepoys that were there, and the heads of them wp presented a few yards of 
broadcloth, and to their people to the value of a rupee each, and a turban or sash.” 


The following is a notice of the raising of the first troop of cavalry in the 
Madras Ph;sidency. 

“ Of our having raised a Troop of Horse in Your Honour’s service you have 
already been acquainted w'ith, and sve must now assure you that we find it of in- 
finite service as it is to be relied on, which cannot be sai<l of any peons that can 
be hired, and the number of them that we were obliged to keep before (the ex- 
penses of which will fully discharge that of the troop), we shall shortly dismiss, 
as we have found them of very little service on the late expedition, and had we 
been without the troop wo should have labouitrd under great Inconveniences, 
which will, in ease of any stoppages of goods going or coming from the country, 
soon remove the cause and 'more expeditiously than any peons. Therefore we 
hope Your Honours will think proper to continue the same; General Boscaw'cn is 
of opinion also that the continuing the same will be more for your interest than 
a number of peons (which must be done if the troop is abolished), having but a 
very mean opinion of those people from what he saw of them on the expedition. 
He has also been so kind as to give us his advice, concerning the establishment 
thereof, which w(* have followed, as Your Honours will observe by our consult- 
ations. Cons. 24 th October. The cost of the hfjrses that have been bought 
for tli<r sanie amounts to nmeteen thousand four hundred and twelve pagodas, 
six fanams and lifly-tive cash, 19,412-6-55.” 

The next passage refers to the capture of Madras by LaBourdonnai, and 
its restoration to us by the Peace of Aix-la Chapelle (i749)* 

I 

‘'As we. imagine, an address by the way of Bussorah may possibly reach 
'S'our Honours before any of the shipyung that will piocecd for Europe next 
month, we thereft)r(! now despyiteh this to Bombay, to be forwarded from thtmee 
by the first, opportunity, and have the great satisfaction to acquaint Your 
Honours that (ieneual Boscawen took possession of Fort St. George on the 2 1 st 
instant, which occasions universal joy among the late inhabitants of that place, 
who thronged there in great numbers immediately on h 6 isting the English Flag, 
though all the art the French made use of could not induce them to return 
while th<>y were in possession, and the attachment they now show to the English 
gives them no little mortification. The condition wc have received it in is, 
indeed, v<try indifferent, the French having undt*rmined the fortifications and 
rifled it of all the useful and* valuable stores, the particulars of which we shall 
iran.smit Your Honours with our ‘next advices.” 


J'he Board proceed to mention that, owing to the ambition and intrigued of 



Dupleix the Settlements of the Company derived " too little advantage from the 
F*cace.” 

“By the Hon’ble Rear Admiral Boscawen, who purposes to leave us to- 
morrow, you will receive this address, and it gives us the greatest concern to 
think that we should have occasion to represent to you that, notwithstanding the 
Peace concluded between His Majesty and the King of France, your Settlements 
on this Coast are far from feeling its good effects ; nay, on the contrary, are 
more embroiled than .they were even during the War, all owing to the wiles and 
artifices of Monsieur Dupleix, the French Company’s Governor of Pondicherry, 
who has so bitter an enmity to the English as not to be able to refrain from 
showing it by committing acts of hostility in an underhand manner, though he 
will not venture to declari; openly against us, as Your Honours will see by the 
following sketch of his late proceedings. 

“ No sooner was M. Dupleix certain that the preliminary articles of the 
I’eace were certified, and he freed from any apprehensions he might be under of 
an attack, but one Chunda Saib (formerly^ a Moors General who, upon the Nabobi 
his master, being defeated, had retired into the mountains and there lived in ob- 
scurity, and whose family had taken refuge in Pondicherry and were in that place 
during the whole time of the seige) began raising men in the country to en- 
deavour to dispossess .Anaverdy Cawn, the then Nabob, and get the Govern- 
ment of the Province for himself ; M. Dupleix pretended to have no concern in 
tlie matter, but sent out all the sepoys in the French pay to join Chunda Saib 
under the colour of discharging them to lessen their expenses, and the men 
engaging them to serve him. But when affairs were brought to a crisis the 
mask was thrown off, and he publicly avowed the cause of Chunda Saib, and 
sent out 900 of the best Europeans in the Garrison of Pondicherry, with a de- 
tachment of Artillery to join him as auxiliaries. 

“ Soon after this junction Chunda Saib forced the Nabob to a battle, wherein 
by the assistance of the French who gave the turn of the scale, the Nabob him- 
self was killed, and his whole army defeated, the consecjuence of which has 
been Chunda Saib taking upon him the Government of this'Provincc as Nabob by 
an illegal Firmaund procured from Mustapha Jung without the knowledge or 
consent of Na/ir Jung. 

“ The first act he did after arriving .at this dignity W'as the recompensing 
bis good allies by granting them 42 villages of the Villanour Country, which lay 
all round this Settlement, and, by way of reward to M. Dupleix in particular, the * 
following towns and their revenues have been given to him and his relations, 

vis , ; —

Corbrlong to M. Dupleix. 

T’orto Novo to Madame Du])leix. 

Aterupara to Monsieur D’Antel, his byither-in-law. 

St. d liome to F'adric D'la’I’urilication, a relation of 
Madame Dupleix. » 

*' So that we are surrounded in such a manner as for the French to have it 
(entirely in their power to’stop our trade or debar us from any supplies of provi- 
sions from the country, and we have great reason to believe, from what has 
already happened, they will not be wanting to make use of this advantage. For 
the Padrie’s zeal being either warmer than the other, or his prudence less, could 
not help discovering himself by forbidding, on the severest penalties, any sort of 
refreshments gmng to Madras through or out of his xlependencies, and 6y insult- 
ing us in other respects, insomuch that at last we were obliged to apply to 
General Boscawen for his assistance, who immediately sent and took the Padrie 
prisoner, and is bringing him to England to be disposed of as His Majesty shall 
think proper.” 
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The following refers to the efforts nuide by the Board to fortify Fort St. 
George. 

. “ W'e have eoinpleled the stono-wotk on the north side of the fort and 
al)Out Inilf finisfied the lune.tle to tlx; (;ast and west, the latter of which is now 
proceeding on in a gradual manner, and \vi; judge the completing of them and 
filfing up the* co\ered way will be suilicient to einph)y <'ur workmen till we have 
the pleasure to receive your further commands on this head, and, in the interim, 
have only to assure you that the constant and sincere r/'-gard we have always 
had for Your Honours’ interest will oblige us still ^to continue our utmo.st care 
and industry to prevent prilting you to the least unnecessary’e.Npense in all the 
progess we may make herein.

7'he Board then proceed to shew the wretched condition in which Madras 
.was restored to the English. 

“ ^'our Honours liavc Ix-r n already informed in an address we made you 
overland, th>* .^oih August, that your Settlement of Fort St. George w-as restored 
to us on the sist of that month, we have, therefore, here only to acquaint you 
that the condition in which it was delivered was so extremely bad that we appre- 
hend it will require to be entirely new* fortified, all the walls and bastions being 
undermined in such a manner that they must, in all probability, fall down in the 
ensuing monsoon, and it is n-presented by His Majesty’s Engineers and all the 
fjiii'klayiws that they are no ways to .be repaired, neither are tliey in the h^ast 
capable of be.iring any cannon upon them, on which last circumstances we have 
been obliged so far to deviate* from voiir directions, as to ptamil a platform that 
was b<“gun by the Freneh to be finished, a.s we are informed it tends greatly to 
the present security of the place, and we hope Your Honours’ w'ill not be displeas- 
ed thereat, as we conceived it to be absolutely necessary. As our Engineer is 
gone, we cannot at this time send you a plan thereof, but wall endeavour to gel 
one prepared with an estimaW'of the expense in readiness );.o send by the january 
ship.” 


The following extract relates to a quarrel wliieh look place between Clive 
and the Re\d. .J'rancis Fordyt:e. There is no mention of tliis quarrel in the 
biographies of Clive. It is possible that the account of a quarrel bt tween Clive 
and an otheer is a distorted version of this affair. Mill states that at Madras : 
” His turbulence, though he was not ill natured, erigagt d him in quarrels with 
hi.s equals.” The Board at St, David, liowever, remark : “ Lest the same should be 
to Mr. Clive’s prejudice, we think it not improper to a.ssure you that h<* i.s gene- 
rally esteemed a very quiet person, and no ways guilty of disturbances,” 

“A complaint ■ having been brought before us by Mr. Fraucis (''ordyce for 
an a.>.sault that was made on him by Mr. Robert Clive, a due enquiry was made 
by us into the same, in the course of which it appearing that Mr. cordyce had 
given groat provocation for such prce**edi-.:g by iia.ving frequently scandalised 
his character in a most insufferable manner; and being further acquainted that 
he had, at several times, taken great liberties in his conver.sation in making use 
of many unhecomiug reflections on the rresident and all the Members of the 
Board. In consequence of this his aggression and disrespect, together with 
the many, instances w'e have , had of his insolent and meddling disposition, we 
came to a resolution of susperidiqg him Your Honours’ Service; and be.sides the 
reasons already given for our so doing we might still add that he was in general 
renyuked to bo extremely negligent, remiss in the several duties of his functiohs» 
particularly In the burial of the soldiers and seamen, which part of his office he 
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scarce ever attended, notwithstanding he had been twice or thrice rebuked by 
the President for not doing, and which neglect had at length begun to create 
great discontent in our Military. We therefore presume that, upon a due con- 
sideration of all these circumstances, Your Honours will coueur with us in the 
measures we have taken herein, in which dependance we shall onlv add, as it is 
not to he doubted that Mr. Fordyce will set forth his own story to Your 
Honours, and h-st the same should be to Mr, Clive’s prejudice, we think it not 
imi)ropcr to assure you that he is generally esteemed a very quiet person, ;md 
no ways guilty of disfurbaiices.” 

The following extract relates to the attempts made to form an effective 
Company of Ariillcry. • 

lh(! Com|)any of Artillery remains as yen very incomplete ; having found it 
very dinicult to procure persons qualifioMl fur that service, we endeavoured all. 
we could to prevail on tliose in His Majesty’s Train to enter with us, and as a 
great encouragement to induce them thereto, we agreed, as thoi pay dire’eted in 
your new Regulations was somewhat less than is allowed in His Majesty’s ser- 
vii:e, to allow 4 pt^r diem more to each gunner, and to give one slulling per diem 
to all Matrosses, but all would not tempt them and not above twenty-six came 
over to us. 

“ Upon the strenuous advice, and recommendation of Major Lawrence for 
the still continuing some of our Topasses in the service, in order to rclie\(; the 
Europeans from duty in the violent heat of the day, w(.; have therefore, for that 
reason, as likewise upr)n consideration of the small stremgth of our Garrison, 
been eonstrained for the prest.nt to deviate from Yolir Honours’ directions there- 
in, and liave accordingly entertained them at 10 per diem, which the Major 
iudires to be a proportionable pay to the Europeans till you are pleased to direct 
th(.' contrary.” 

'I be Government of Fort St./)avid express an opinion that instead of Madras 
remaining a Subordinate Settlement it should be made again ‘‘the Presidency.” 

” Since our last address to Your Honours, under the i8th ultimo, by Admiral 
Boscawen, finding ourselves in a quiet and undisturbed possession of Fort St. 
Geosge, and judging that it will be again a place of great trade and ’business*, 
and that an investment may be shortly commenced, provided proper encourage- 
ment is given to the merchants and inhabitants of that place, we have taken into 
consideration the directions Your Honours were pleased to give us thereon in 
looking upon that place as a Subordinate Settlement till further orders, and to 
send such persons there as are necessary to invite and encourage trade,’ and ac- 
cordingly, in consultation, vye appointed Mr. Richard Prince," Deputy Governor, 
Mr. Ricnard Starkie, second, Mr. John Smith, third, Mr. XVilliam Smith King’ 
fourth, and Mr. John Walsh, fifth of Council, who will proce*ed for Madras socm 
after this ship’s despatch. 

” As Fort St. George is much better situated for despatch of business of all 
kinds than this place, we take the liberty of recommending it to Your Honours 
to make that place again the Presidency. ’’ 

The next volumes I examined were those containing the Consultations held 
at Fort St. David. 

Sf. David, February jy48-4g . — ” A letter from Mr. Robert 
Clive read, as entered hereafter, setting forth that, as he is informed the Revd. 



Mr. Fordyce, some days since, preferred a complaint to the Board against him, 
he therefore requests they will examine into the cause of the said complaint for 
his justification, whereupon the Secretary is ordered to summon the Revd Mr. 
Fordyce to attend on Friday next, at 9 o’clock in the forenoon, when it is agreed 
to hold a Consultation to examine into this affair, and that he bring with him 
such persons as he thinks necessary to prove wdiat he has to allege against 
Mr. Clive, who is also ordered to give his attendance at that time. 

“ I have been informed that the Rcrd. Mr, Fordyce, some days ago, pre- 
ferred ^ complaint against me to Your Honours, &c., &c., this therefore is to re- 
quest that Your Honours, &c., will be pleased to examine into the cause of the 
said complaint for the justification of

Mr Clive’s deposition. 

That being at dinner w'ith Messrs. Dalton and Worth on or about the i 6 th 
day of February, at Bandipollarn, they told him Mr. Fordyce had said to a 
gentleman in public company that he was a scoundrel and a coward, and that 
he had shook his cane over him in th“e presence of Mr. Levy Moses. Mr. Clive 
further says that, some time before this, he had been informed by Captain Cape 
that Mr. Fordyce did, in conyersation with him, threaten to break every bone in 
his skin, and he says that these repeated abuses so Irritated him that he could 
not forbear, on meeting Mr. Fordyce in Cuddalore, to reproach him with his be- 
haviour, which he told him was so injurious he could bear it no longer, and 
thereupon struck him two or three times with his cane, which at last Mr. 
Fordyce returned and. then closed in with him, but th;ft they were presently 
parted by Captain Lutas, who happened to be by*. Mr. Clive further observes 
that he is not the only person who has been abused and calumni.ated by Mr. 
Fordyce, who had also a.spersed the character of Mr. Joseph Fow'ke by saying 
ho was a ikirk ^designing villain, that he would slit his nose the fir.st time he 
met him,yind that he had knocked him under the table at the Governor’s. He 
further says, Mr. Fordyce had told Captain Dalton at Mr. Beloches’s that if 
everybody would discourse the Governor in tl>e manner he liad done it would 
alter affairs greatly, and that he had talked to him till he made him quake or 
shaktl in his shoes, or words to that effect. Mr. Clive also says, Mr. Lind.say 
told him he had heard Mr. Fordyce say that Mr. Bulklcy was a scoundrel and 
a cow^ard, and that he had ‘jhook his cane at him as he had done at Mr. 
Clive. Mr. Clive further says he threatened to thrash Mr. Bourchier, and that 
he had declared to several people he had taken away gentlemen’s swor.'ls before 
now, and would pull off his canonicals at any time to do himself justice, and 
lastly, Mr. Clive says, Mr. Lennox told him that Mr. Fordyce was generally 
shunned and detested, both at St. Helena and the West Coast, on account of 
his meddling disposition, which rendered him disagreeable and obnoxious to every 
one. 

" ROBERT CLIVE.”

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“A letter from Mr. Robert Clive read setting forth that as the Revd. Mr. 
Fordyce, whose malicious deposition {sic) is well known, may endeavour ^11 
in his power to misrepresent him to his Hon’ble Masters at home, he therefore 



desires that we (who are the best judges of his behaviour) will represent him in 
such light that he may not suffer in their good opinion, which it’s agreed to com- 
ply with, being well convinced that Mr. Clive is not at all addicted to creating 
disputes, but of a quiet disposition.” 


The following extract notes the resignation of his Commission by Clive : — 

Mr. Clive appointed Steward. 

” Mr. Robert Clfve having returned a few days past from Fort St. Qeorge 
whither his Quarter Master’s employ obliged him to proceed with the Commis- 
sary’s, his travelling charges are therefore ordered to be paid, and as he is desir- 
ous of resigning his Commission, and being entertained in some Civil employ 
it’s agreed that he be a’ppointed Steward, and to take charge of that post the 
ist of next month, and that Messrs. Westcott .and Wynch, accompanied by 
Messrs. Smith and Clive, examine the account, remains of provisions, and gar-» 
rison stores, and report to us the condition they may find them in.” 


Mtnules of Consultation at Fort St. David, l6th March i'/46-47. 

” Air. Robert Clive having behaved as a volunteer in the late engagement 
and requesting to be entertained an Ensign, the same is granted him, and a 
Commission ordered to be drawn out accordingly.” 


Extract of letter frotn the Council at Fort St. Giorge to the Cotinctl at Fort 

St. David, dated J/st fanuary Tygl’gS. 

'• In our letter of the 2ist Instant we informed Your Honours, &c., of the 
Deputy Governor’s having wrote to Captain Kilpatrick for a particular account of 
the disbursements for all the money he has drawn on us ; ip answer to which he 
informs the Deputy Governor, that he has passed his accounts with Captain 
Clive to the time that he marched for Conjiveram, and that as his accounts 
since arc not properly stated, and he is now moving to Wandawash, he hopes 
you will please to excuse his not sending them until his return to Arvot.” 


Extract of letter from the Council at Fort St. George to the Council at Fort 

St, David, dated 24th February iygi-g2.

” Yesterday morning we received your favour of the 19th instant by the 
Sloop F'ortune, on which came Captain Chase, who landed soon after with the 
party of men under his command, and in the evefting marched out in order to 
join Captain Clive, who was at Warrapancam. By a letter the Deputy Governor 
received yesterday from him, and he w'rites, further, that the enemy upon his 
approach retired with great precipitation to Chingleput. We have sent out Mr. 
Hinchley to join Captain Clive in order to his proceeding to Arcot to supply the 
place of Mr. Wilson.” 
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The following extract from a Consultation, dated 22nd July 175 *» notes the 
restoration of Clive to the army ; —

“ Mr. Robert Clive who has lately been very serviceable in conducting sever- 
* al parties to camp, offering to go without any consideration of pay, provided we 
will give him a Brevet to entitle him to the rank of a Captain, as he was an 
Olheer at the seige of Pondicherry and almost the whole time ol the War, and 
distinguished himself on many occasions, it is conceived tlnit this Officer rvjay 
be of some service, and, therefore, now ordered that a Brevet be drawn out and 
given him.” 

The following extracts deal with the services of Clive during the famous 
relief of Arcot. 

Monday, the jgth Angust. — ” The Board being of opinion that a diversion 
in the Arcot country will oblige the enemy to withdraw part of their forces from 
Trinchinopoly and put it in our power to attempt something that Avay, now agree 
that Captain CUv(j be sent with a party of all the Europeans we can possibly 
spare and some sepoys for this purpose, and that he proceed on the Wager to 
Fort St. George, where he is to be reinforced by all the men tliey can any 
ways furnish, and march immediately towards Arcot, and the President is now 
desired to write to the Deputy Governor to acquaint him" with the intent of their 
coming, and to rccoinmend it to him to despatch' letters to the several Killadars, 
&c., to engage them to bring in their troops to his assistance, and to forward 
the design all in their power. 

2gtli AngiPot lygr- — ” The President acquaints the Board tliat a consid<T- 
alion that many accidents with regard to the party gone out with Captain Clive- 
' ought require immediate orders, he has desired Mr. Prince to give them on any 
such occasion, without waiting for directions from hence, as a d(day of that sort 
might be of the worst consequence. The Board concurring in this opinion 
cannot but approve the step he has taken. 

4th September President lays before the Board the letters 

from Captain Clive, the first of which advises th.at he entered the Fort of Arcot 
and hoisted the Nabob’s colours there, the ist instant, without any opposition. 
That the merchants and inhabitants expressed a great deal of satisfaction on 
his arrival. Tliat he has a prospect of succeeding in .our design and bringing 
the greatest part of the country to Mahomed Ally, that he shall lay in as large 
a stock of provisions as he can procure in the Fort, which he shall then be 
able to defend against a consider.'ible force. The second advises that many of 
the Killadars havo offered to admit him into their forts, and the country in 
gcfieral .has declared for Mahomed Ally, that he hears a few horse and foot 
are getting together near him and intends to march out and disperse them, 
rhat he shall proceed to Vellore to sound the inclinations of the Killadar 
tht,r(;, and if he finds him in the enemy’s interest, use his utmost endeavours 
by promises and menaces to bring him over to ours, as he has a large body 



of troops In fiis service, and will tlierofore be a vast support to whichever side 
i!C takes. 

ThursJny, t2tli Sepieinbet'. — “The President lays before the Hoard a letter 
from Captain Clive, dated 7th instant, advising that finding the Killadar of 
Tirnmerie was in the enemy’s interest he marched out the 3rd instant with a 
part of his forces to frighten him into terms. That on the road a body of t iorsc 
and Foot with a few French Coffrees and two pieces of cannon met him. But 
he soon obliged them to give way ; •that the Foot retreated to the Fort and 
the Horse got into topes about it; that thinking it imprudent with hi;; small 
party to attempt anything against the Fort with so considerable a body of the 
enemy about it, he returned to Arcot, and on the 5th marched out again with a 
larger force ; that he then found the Horse and Foot drawn up in a tope with 
a piece of cannon to oppose him, but he soon drove them from that post and 
from a steep bank to which they retreated ; in doing this he had 3 F'uropeans 
killed and 2 wounded. 'I'he enemy hereupon got into the fort, and he went 
dose to the walls, and sent a threatening message to the Killadar, whjeh was 
not regarded ; he then threw several shells into it, but this also had no effect 
as Chunda Saib’s son-in-law was come to his assistance with a 1,000 foot, upon 
which, finding it impossible to compass his ends, he returned to Arcot. That 
the Killadars are most of them gone over to the enemy’s side, perceiving that 
our force is not so formidable as they at first apprehended. That Hying parties 
ol horse arc continually scouring all round him which prevents his getting in 
provisions so fast as he could wish, and that he has not been able to collect 
I Fanam of contributions owing to the disaffection of the people and the want 
of a c.ijjable l>lack fcdlow to manage them. 

September — “ The President acquaints the Board that Captains 

Richards and Kilpatrick and Captain Lieutenant Murray, arriving from Camp 
some days ago, were immediately put under arrest to be sent to Europe agree- 
ably to our Kosolutiou; but Captain Richards is since dead, and Captain 
Licuienant Murray fov.nd means, the 24th instant, to make his escape to Pondi- 
cherry, where it is said he has. got a commission. , 

“ He also informs them that, 'agreeable to bis orders mentioned in last Consul- 
tation, Lieutenant Innis arrivcul from Camjj yesterday \vit!r a party of one hundred 
and thirty men. As the Lancaster is going to Madras in a da^ or<t\vo, agreed 
that they be sent on her and the President is desired to write to the Deputy 
Govt’rnor to acaiuainl liiin of it, and to direct him, in case Captain Clive should 
l)e in want of a reinforcement, to send him the necessary assistance. 

'/til October . — “A petition from Captain James Kilpatrick read as entered 
herealter, setting forth the deep concern he is under from the imprudent step he 
has taken, and promising, if we will grant him pardon, to behave in future to our 
satisfaction, Mr. Eyles at the same time soliciting in his behalf and acquainting 
the Board that he has talked wath him on the subject, and finds him so thoroughly 
convinced of his error that he could venture to answer for his future behaviour. 
Thereupon the Members of the Board, except Mr. Pigot, were of opinion that 
the rigorous measures we have taken on this occasion and the arrest Captain 
Kilpatrick has been under for some time, will be a means to discourage anything 
of the like nature hereafter. It is therefore agreed that Mr. Eyles’ request bo 
complied with and pardon granted Captain Kilpatrick^ but that he be called 
before us and severely reprimanded for his offence, and told that we expect the 
favour we have shewn him will engage him to avo’id an error of the like nature 
hereafter, and to behave in a manner suitable to the station he bears. 

• “The President acquaints the Board that Captain Clive w'rites him. he has 
had several skirmishes with the enemy, killed a great many of them and spiked

up some of their cannon, but that they have now gathered about him in such 
numbers that he has no hopes with his small force of effecting anything more 
than keeping the Fort of Arcot, which he is in no doubt about as he has got 
three months’ provisions in it. Agreed, therefore, that the party we sent to 
Madras on the Lancaster be ordered to join him with as many sepoys as can 
be* got together there, and if after this he finds the enemy superior, we think 
it most prudent for him to return, as it will be only an unnecessary expense to 
maintain the Fort of Arcot if the whole country is in obedience to Chunda 
Saib a;id pays him the revenues, and the President is desired to give him 
orders to that effect. 

21 st October 1751. — “ The Presidemt lays before the Board a letter from 
Captain Clive advising that he is invested in the Fort at Arcot, where the enemy 
arc cannonading him. That unfortunately two of his 18-pounders are disabled 
by the shot from their battery ; he ivas going to mount the last he has. That 
*he has three months’ provisions and thinks himself able to defend a breach 
should -the enemy make one. His only apprehensions, therefore, are his peoples 
falling down through fatigue ; that he thinks no less force than 1,000 Blacks 
and 200 Europeans can attempt to relieve him, as the enemy’s situation is 
strong and their numbers increase daily ; if, therefore, we c.innot furnish such 
a body, he gives it as his opinion the place should be evacuated as soon as pos- 
sible, as it must fall when his provisions are expended. Mr. Prince wTitlng that 
if he can have fifty men more from hence he shall be able to send out the 
party Captain Clive thinks necessajy. Ordered that number be immediately 
detached to Madras with some sepoys, and the President is desired to direct 
the Deputy Governor to despatch the reinforcement to Arcot as expeditiously 
as possible. 

iSth November 1751 . — "Sundry letters received by the President from the 
Deputy Governor of the I3lh, enclosing one from Captain Clive to himself of the 
9th, and copy of one to the Deputy Governor of the 6th instant, giving a de- 
scription of his sitnat'ion, and that the enemy had made ‘two large breaches in 
the walls which he was fortifying in the best inanner he could, and was not 
under the least apprehension from them unless thi^'y should make a breach of 
one-half the Fort. That he had received a summons from young Chunda, to 
w'hom he rdturued an answer, and let him know that neither threats nor bribery 
should hinder him from doing his duty. 

1 

22nd November J/Si- — “ A letter received by the President from Captain 
Clive of the 13th advises the enemy’s having early that ?norning attacked the 
breaches they had made and behaved with the greatest resolution, but as he 
had intelligence of their design and was prepared for them, after an action w'hich 
lasted a full hour, they retr»:ated with the loss of at least a hundred and fifty 
men and two Jemaidars of note. That the attack, w'as made by the Coffrees 
and Blacks in general, who were intoxicated with arrack and opium. But he is 
of opinion the reception they met with will deter them from such attempts 
again, and they had left their camp and cannon with some baggage and a great 
qjiantlty of grain. A letter of the 18th mentions his being in possession of the 
Forts of Timmerie, Colloway, and Coveree Pauk, the Killadars of w'hich were 
so intimidated at the repulse that had been given to young Chunda that 
they readily admitted our people within their gates, and at the former, where 
young Chunda had retired after his being defeated but retreated from very pre- 
cipitately on Captain Clive’s approach, he found a considerable body ; that 
he intended proceeding in conjuiiclion with the Morattas towards Velloore to 
endeavour to get some money of Moortas Ally. But does not design coming 
to any rupture with him, and only to prevail on him to espouse our cause. 
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25th November 1751.-^^^ The President lays before the Board some letters 
received from Mr. Prince and Captain Clive of the 20th and 23rd giving an 
account that the Morattas had left us and were plundering the whole country, 
and it was reported that the French and Chunda’s Agents were tampering with 
them about deserting our interest; that if it should prove so Captain Clive 
was of opinion he should be a match for them in the Field with Captain Kfl- 
patrick’s detachment, and in four days after had hopes of leaving Arrot Fort 
repaired and provisioned, when he intended to put also some Military and 
Sepoys into Timmene, which is extremely strong, and that Mr. Prince judged 
a present to the Morattas at this juncture might be the means of securing them 
to us. But the Board being of a contrary opinion as it would have too great an 
appearance of our being principals in the matter, and will be leading our'^Hon’ble 
Masters into an expense, with but little hopes of gaining anything by it. IPs 
therefore judged necessary for the present only to be upon our guard, and not 
put to much confidence in them; but that they may not think we treat them 
slightingly a watch, a pair of pislolls, and a few such articles be sent the 
General with a letter of compliment. 

2nd December 1751 . — “ Several letters received from Captains Clive and 
Kilpatrick. One of the 24th ultimo from the former advises that a party of 
Chunda’s had surprized the Morattas in the night as they were returning to join 
him, and killed some of them, which he could not but look upon as a fortunate 
circumstance for us, as they are without doubt greatly exasperated at it, and all 
apprehensions are removed of their design to leave us; that he was in expect- 
ation of Boojangrow, the Moratta General, joining him that day, when he should 
set out for Velloore; and had information Morarey and the Mysore Kin<»*s 
brother were on their march to Arcot with a large army. One from Captain 
Kilpatrick’s of the 25th ultimo advises the receipt of Mr. Prince’s letter men- 
tioning the importance of Conjeeveram to us which both Captain Clive and 
himself who had consulted about it were well convinced of, but judged it an 
imprudent undertaking at this juncture, as the enemy were near and superior to 
them, and would liave it in their power to raise the siege^ which they must be 
obliged to carry on if they had any design to take the Pagoda, as the walls were 
very high and faced with stone, or else block up Arcot again. However, he 
only offers such as his sentiments on the occasion and will follow^any orders 
he may receive on that head. He also -gives information of the Morattas 
being-returned, and that Captain Clive had marched with them that morning 
towards Velloore in hopes of meeting the enemy and bringing them to an action 
in which should we meet with success he is of opinion they would abandon 
Conjeeveram. 

gth December . — “ Several letters received from Captain Clive read giving an 
account of his having made sundry efforts to meet .the enemy and bring them to 
an action, and on the 2nd instant receiving advice that they had decamped and 
were proceeding to Aranie and had been joined near that place by 50 French, 200 
Sepoys, and 300 Horse, he marched that evening and came up with them 
the next morning about 1 1 o’clock, and at 12 came to an engagement with them 
which lasted till 5 in the afternoon, when they were totally defeated ; that they 
kept viewing our people at a distance till dark when they disbanded and young 
Chunda rode off with only 500 horse; that several others and sepoys had 
taken shelter that night in Aranie Fort, and that on threafening the Killadar 
he had promised to deliver up all Chunda’s effects; that the Morattas have 
taken a great many horses, bullocks, &c., and he is well assured the enemy 
lost, full a hundred men, and that our killed and wounded, Military and Sepoy.*5, 
amount to only 22. That he is now in hopes of making further discoveries, and 
after he has settled matters there designs proceeding to Conjeeveram, and can 



now retire with pleasure, having left Captain Kilpatrick the open country and 
no one to oppose him. From whence as it may be concluded that Captain 
Clive intended returning soon, it’s thought proper to recommend to him not to 
be too hasty in that resoluticn, for though the enemy are now dispersed, as 
there arc many forts in the country they can take refuge in, they will in all 
likelihood soon gather together again and annoy us especially if we should 
retire immediately, and the President is desired to write to Captain Clive on 
that subject. 

s-^rd December //j/.— “ Several letters received from Captain Clive of the 
i8tli which give an account of his being in possession of Conjeeveram Pagoda, 
the enemy having abandoned it in the night, and though he had a strong party 
within sixty yards of the gate where they escaped, ,he knew nothing of it till 
above half an hour after they were gone, by reason of a high wall built before 
it for its defence, and mud bank behind which they made off; and received the 
lirst information from Messrs. Rew’ell and Glass, who had been most igno- 
mlnoifsly, treated by llie Commanding Officer, tliat w;is a Porlitguese and had 
once ordered Mr. Rewell to mount the breach to sec if his presence would stop 
our lire, but he thought better of it. 

“ Further advising that the Morattas were gone quite off, and every one 
walked on foot for the convenience of loading his horse with plunder, as soon 
as which is secured he understands they have orders from Morarey to proceed 
to Tiichinopoly. Wherefore he has only to send a strong detachment to Arcot 
and 'I'iimnerie and alter demolishing the fortilications at Conjeeveram to march 
w ith the rest for Trivelore and Poonamallcc.”

rjth November — “General T.etter from the Presidency of the 4th in- 

stant informs us likewise of the President’s having advised the Deputy Governor 
by letter of having sent us a reinforcement of 350 Sepoys and 50 Europe.ans 
under the command of Captain Kilpatrick, and that one of the boats on •which 
the sepoys came stopping at Allapanne the French made them prisoners; this 
supply of men, with what came under command of Lieutenant Innis, is the 
iiimost the President says they can assist us with, and wdiich they imagine w'ill 
be suOicitait lor the purpose in hand, 1 hat tliey have been informed that upwards 
of two lacks of Rupe(“s b.Miig collected by Mohomed Ally’s Agents at Tripoly 
whicii they order us to endeavour all wc can to secure. Captain Clive writes 
iroin Arcot that lie is blockailed and nnalile* to act, and therefore we are to be as 
oxpotiUiou.s as possible in relieving him, as by delaying we shall give time to llie 
> iierny to gailier strenglli. The Prc.sident, &c., also orders us to credit Malio- 
nu’tl Ally’s accounl for all the money which wc receive from Tripoly, and to 
'!el.)it him for the di.sbursenu;nts. Also to enlist 300 sepoys for the security of 
l^jonamallec .iiul St. Thome durin.g these troubles. 

“ Gem ral Letter to tlie HonM»le President, &c., Council draw n up and siinied 
in answer to their of the 4tli instant, acquainting them of- Captain Kilpatrick’s 
arrival hen-, the- 30th ultimo, with .a party under his eomma’nd exiarpt those mad<- 
piisoiurs .it Allapanne; also that 5 cbclingas witli Field carriages and iMili- 
taiy stores were got on this side of Sadrass, and that w'e have sent mu.s.soolahs 
to tow thi-m hither. That with regard to the Tripoly money, the Deputy 
(losa-j-nor acquaints us that as soon as Captain Clive has marched, with his 
detachment to Arcot, Sampatraw, the late Nabob’s Duan, appointed a person 
to act for Mahomed Ally at that place in order to secure the money collected 
at the Pagoda; at the same time, Bommeraw', one of the considerable Polyg.ars 
there, sent (1,000) one thousaml peons under pretence of assisting ‘him, 
blit no sooner was he advised of Captain Clive’s being blockaded than he wrote 
a letter to the Deputy Governor and another to Sampatraw acquainting 
them that he had received a menacing letter from Chunda Saib about his 
assisting Mahomed Ally, and by several expressions he pkiiiily discovererl that 
he determined to side with the party that was most likely to be uppenno.st; 
upon which the Deputy Governor thought proper to send the Bombay Jemmin- 
dar with 60 of hi.s best sepoys and two hundred peons (200) to try if they 
could bring the money aw'ay, and finding that Bommeraw was not to be relyed 
upon they thought it would be running too great a risque to attempt it; how- 
ever, Mahomed Ally’s Agent has found means to remit to Sampatraw to the 
amount of thirty-tw-o thousand five hundred (32,500) Rupees and five \housand 
(5,000) Pagodas, which shall be brought to account of Mahomed Ally as the 
Hon’ble President, &c., are pleased to direct, and if Mahomed Ally's affairs 
take the least favourable turn we flatter ourselves we shall be able to get the 
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remainder of that. Yesterday the Deputy Governor received a letter from 
Bojangaw, brother to Morarey, the Moratta General, advising that he was arrived 
at Arcot and had surrounded the Camp with his Army, and stopped provisions 
of all kinds from getting to Cimnda Saib. That he had taken forty oxen (40) 
and two camels (2) load of ammunition going to the camp. He desired the 
party we intended to send to the relief of Captain Clive might join him as 
soon as possible, when he makes no doubt of being able to destroy their 
whole force, upon which Captain Kilpatrick has been ordered to march with 
the detachment under his command and to proceed direcl'iy to Arcot. 

26th November 1J51 , — “ General Letter from the President, &c.. Council 
(Fort St, David’s) of the loth instant, stating that they are glad the Morattas are 
arrived at Arcot, aiid that we have dispatched a party^of men under command of 
Captain Kilpatrick to the relief of Captain Clive. That they arc advised that 
Chunda’s friends are endeavouring to alienate them from Mahomed Ally’s 
interest, therefore they order us to act with the greatest caution, and to recom- 
mend ihe same to the Officer abroad.

“ General Letter to the Hon’ble the President, &c., Council in answer to 
the above drawn up and signed, acquainting them of our having received their 
favour of the i8th instant, which we acknowledged by letter of the 22nd. That 
Captain Kilpatrick arrived at Arcot the 15th instant. But the day before he 
got there Chunda Saib’s people attempted to storm the Fort, but were 
repulsed with great loss by Captain Clive, leaving all their Artillery behind them, 
upon W’hich Captain Clive sent out a parly under command of Lieutenant 
Bulkley, wdio took Tinnevery Fort; that Chunda Saib’s son is encamped near 
V’ellorc, and that Captain Clive, by a letter to the Deputy Governor of the 20th, 
is marched out and has encamped himself between him and Arcot, aj)d that we 
expect to hear of an action every hour: that the Deputy Governor has also re- 
ceived a letter from Bojangraw’, brother to Morarey, Gcniaal of the Morattas, 
wherein he confirms all that Captain Clive mentions as to the situation of the 
camps and of o\ir post. We assure their Honour, (See., v.'e shall use all the en- 
deavours we can possibly to engage the Morattas to Mahomed Ally’s interest.”

“The Presidept acquaints the Committee that intelligence was received on 
the i6tb .instant of the taking of Calcutta by the Moores on the 20th June, in 
consequence of which it having been resolved in Council to send as large a force 
.as can possibly be spared from hence to make an effort for the re-cstablishment, 
he despatched orders the 17th instant to Captain Pye to march higher with ‘the 
army from Conjeeveram. 
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Letter from Mr. Charles Frederick Noble Read. “ I look on old Omy Chand 
as the man in Bengal the most capable of serving us if he has a mind to it, 
though considering the ill usage he has often received from the gentlemen of 
our nation there (who have generally sacrificed the Company’s welfare and 
nation’s honour and glory to their private progress and interest), we can scarce 
hope for his favour without the hopes of retrieving what he may have lost by this 
unhappy event, and being better treated in future, may prevail with him. Whe- 
ther he had any hand in the present affairs or not I cannot say : he was intimate 
with the Nabob and all the Court.” 

i6th October. — “ This morning Vice-Admiral Watson sailed from this road 
for Bengal with the following ships under his command, vis.^ His Majesty’s 
ships Kent, Cumberland, Tiger, Salisbury, Bridgwater, and Blase (Fireship) 
and the Hon’ble Company’s ships Walpole and Malboro having on board Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Clive with a detachment of land forces.” 


Shortly after the fleet had sailed for Madras, intelligence of a French Avar 
reached the Madras Government, and it was discussed in Council whether, ac- 
cording to the Provisional treaty, the news should not be communicated to Pon- 
dicherry.

" It being stipulated by the 8 th Article of the Provisional Treaty that which- 
ever of the two nations shall receive first answers from Europe coircerning the 
Truce shall communicate bond fide the said answers to the other nation, a 
debatt: arose whether the advice of the war ought or ought not to be trans- 
mitted to Mr, DeLeyrit. 

” As the declaration of War is doubtless to be esteemed a definitive an'swer 
to the Truce, in strict conformity to the before mentioned article, notice of it 
should be sent to Pondicherry, but it is necessary dirst to weigh the conveniences 
and inconveniences of such a step. We are yet uncertain whether Mr. Lcyrit 
has received the news or not. If he has, he thinks it unnecessary to communi- 
cate it to us. If ht; has not, our giving him public notice without being in a 
capacity and in readiness to enter upon some action will expose our weakness, 
and can only serve to make the enemy more alert in attacking such places as 
lie most open to their insults, particularly the Company\s Northern Settlement. 
It is agreed therefore not to advise Mr. Leyrit of the war, and further if Colonel 
Aldercron should again mention the necessity of reading the beclaratiqn at the 
Head of the Troops, the President is desired to represent to him that it may 
be of bad consequence to do it until we know that the news has reached our 
Nor.thern Factories, w'hich being in a very weak state will require time to provide 
for the security of the Company’s effects in readiness against any emergency.

“ The enemy having marched this morning from the Mount, and appeared 
about day-break upon Choultry Plain, our army after about two hours’ 
, cannonading, returned into garrison, and the enemy encamped upon the spot 
• where our troops were last night about a mile and half to the southward of the 
Fort. 'At- the same time their advanced guards were seen at the Garden House 
and Chebauk, the village just on the other side of the Bar. From these motions 
it appearing to be the enemy’s design to form immediately the siege of Madras, 
and the Board being of opinion that the necessary orders for conducting the 
defence cannot, without great inconvenience and delay, be debated on aTid issued 
by the whole Council — it is therefore unanimously agreed to leave the conduct 
of the defence to the Governor, who with Colonel Lawrence is desired to take the 
assistance of the other Field Officers and the Engineer as often as may be re- 
quisite, and immediately to issue the necessary orders.” 

*' Consultation^ iSlh February 1759- 

“ The Council having at the commencement of the siege delegated all their 
authority to the Governor that so the Publick Service might not receive any pre- 
judice by the delay which must have necessarily attended the assembling the 
Council upon every, emergency, that danger being Happily passed by the 
Retreat of the enemy the 17 th instant, the Counfcil again resume their proper 
functions, the President assuring them of his grealeful sense of the confidence 
they were pleased to repose on him, and the whole Council at the .same time 
acknoMdedging ;vith thankfulness the good effects of his activity during the 
siege.” .

“ Journal of transactions during the siege of Fort St. George, began the 12th 

December 1758.

” In order to dispose the garrison with spirits and as a Reward for the 
Bravery, it is resolved to publish to them in case the enemy shall be either de- 
feated or compelled to raise the siege, the sum of fifty thousand rupees shall be 
divided amongst them five days after their defeat of retreat, following in this 
promise of reward the example of the Hon’ble Company, who have thought two 
thousand pounds not too large a recompence to the seamen of any of their ships 

who shall make a good defence wdien attacked and repel the enemy. 

/ 

Wednesday, the 20th. — This being the day appointed by the Charter for 
Mayor and Sheriff annualfy elected to enter on their respective offices, the 
Council assembled as usual, and a message being brought that the Mayor elect 
and Sh.eriff are ready to take the oath, they are introduced with the other mem- 
bers and officers of the Mayor’s Court, and the oaths of allegiance and office are 
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first administered by the President to Charles Turner, Esq., who was chosen the 
5th instant and then to Mr. Henry Eustace Johnstone, who was the same day 
elected Sheriff both for the year ensuing. 

“ It having been always usual upon this occasion to salute the new Mayor 
with nine guns, nine guns were shotted upon the Royal Bastion and pointed at 
the enemy’s quarters and works and discharged in honour of the new Mayor, 
and it is hoped with good effect on the enemy, 

Thursday y 21st. Important Sortie . — " By this sortie the enemy has been 
thrown into a general commotion, besides the good effects such sallys may 
have on our sepoys by enduring them to danger, the enemy’s people are harass- 
ed and fatigued and their works retarded.”

Friday, the 22nd , — The Intelligence received this day is as follows ; — 

“A Company’s peon who was of those placed as Tappios on the Pulicai 
road, w'as seized by the French the day they invested Madras, and has worked 
for them as a cooly ever since, this morning found means to escape and gave 
the following account. That the enemy have a Battery of four guns by the 
seaside completed and the guns mounted ; the face of the Battery is in a circu- 
lar form, so that he judges some of the guns will bear upon the road and some 
enfilade the oast front of the town. From that Battery a Breastwork is thrown 
up to Tombey Chetty’s house, behind which, on this side the old ditch, another 
Battery for six guns is almost completed, and three guns are brought up and 
placed in the ditch in readiness. The Breastwork is continued from this Battery 
to Peddanigne’s house close to the burying ground, where another Battery is 
begun intended also for six guns as he judges. From thence the Breastwork is 
continued to the canal lately made by our taking out clay for the works, and 
m^ar that thfiy have cleared out a space where they keep their magazines of 
stores and baggage, &.c. That they began to work three days .ago behind the 
old Hospital near the back of Sumpatrow's house in Peidanigne’s pettah, but 
liaving had five or six men killed there by the cannon from the Fort they have 
not continued that work, but in the other street at the back of the old Hospital 
fronting the north side of the new Hospital they have begun and are now busily 
employed upon a Circular Battery of six guns. This peon fui'ther reports that 
the regiment of Lornain lay by their arms last night in the great Bazar Street of 
Wddanigne’s pettah, and that Fisher’s Hussars and the rest of their horse were 
in the street adjoining. Th.at the Battalion of India arc quartered near the 
Portuguese Church and as far as Cachelly Pagoda. That the Croffrys .arc in the 
Company’s Garden, and Lally’s Regiment in the old Pagoda further north 
called Mallezar’s Pagoda. That Mr. deBussy is gone with throe hundred 
Europeans to join Raza Saib in order to oppose UJsoff Cawn? 

Saturday, the 23rd . — “ The firing was kept up last night very briskly, as 
for some nights past, upon the enemy’s parallel as well as upon the other parts 
where we were informed they are at work. Their parallel seems to be but little 
advanced, but the French dispersed. 

As it is reasonable to think that public demonstrations of joy upon occa- 
sion of victory gained by Colonel Ford might have a good effect by raising the 
spirits of our people and producing the contrary on the enemy, it vvas therefore 
resolved to put the whole garrison under arms and to march them into the 
covered way, which it w'as supposed would alarm the enemy and bring them to 
their front post, and so expose them the more to our shot, and then to fire 
twenty-one guns into different parts of their quarters and works, and give three

running fires from the covered way of the whole garrison, which was executed 
accordingly. 

• Sunday, the 2^th . — “Yesterday a soldier was tried by a General Court 
Martial for locking his piece at his Serjtant and threatening to kill him and 
received sentence of death which was executed this day. Severe examples being 
thought absolutely necessary at this time to prevent disorders at the garrison 
which might prove fatal. 

■ 

'jTuesday, the 2nd . — “ The French cannonading during the day. Most of 
the shells were directed at the houses and a great many at the Governor’s 
quarters in the Fort House ; two fell in it and broke through the first terras and 
twelve or thirteen others fell in or upon the building o'f the Inner Fort. 

, Sunday, the yth January . — “ The enemy threw^ many shells in the night 
and at day-break began to batter with their cannon; their shells all this day 
contimled* as before to be directed chiefly at the houses by which many are 
already in ruin. Their fire from Tally’s Battery was from seven cannons and 
seven mortars, and from the -Lorrain Battery from seven cannons and one 
howtz as yesterday ; they also opened another Battery this morning to the left 
of the Burying Ground, from whence they fired with two pieces on the left face 
of the North Lunette. The damage done to our works by the enemy’s fite is 
not very great. The embrazures and platforms are more impaired by our own 
cannon than b)' their shot or shells* the greater part of which flew into or over 
the Town. A working parly of loo men are ordered to repair in the night with 
sand-bags the damaged ernbeazures on the old North-East, the Demy, the Royal 
and Pigol’s Bastion, and too sepoys to get up two twenty-four pounders in the 
place of two which have had their muzzles knocked off on the North-East Bas- 
tion. The enemy’s works appeared to be much disordered by our fire. They 
cea.sed firing about six this evening, and our w'orking party in the covered way 
can plainly hoar them repairing their embrazures and platTorrns. We have had 
one European, one Coffree, and one sepoy killed this day, and two Europeans 
and throe sepoys wounded. 

Monday-, thq 8th . — “ The enemy ceased firing last night about sunset and 
began to, throw shells again between eleven and twelve and continued so all 
. night ; they also began to fire from some cannon about two o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and at daylight they began to play with the same guns and mortars and 
in the same direction as yesterday with the addition of two guns more from the 
Buryi'ng Ground, 'so that their battery at that place now consists of four guns. 
The damage done to the works this day is much more considerable than yester- 
day, the enemy have low'cred their embrazures, having piadjably observed that 
many of their shots flew over. A working parly of too Fiuropeans and two 
Companys of sepoys^are ordered to repair the damage done to the works. 

f 

Friday, I2ih January . — “ Pursuant to the Resolution taken yesterdays a 
sortie was made this morning to the .southward. Major Cholmondely Brereton 
who commanded the sortie reports that half an hour after four o’clock this 
morning he marched from the covered way with one company of Grenadiers and 
a detachment consisting of three ofiiccr.s three serjeants and eighty-three pri- 
vates with four hundred .sojVjys. When his advanced party arrived near the 
Bar they were fired at by some sepoys the enemy had placed behind a trench, 
who then retired immediately. He then advanced through the topes into a lane 
which leads to the Governor’s garden house, and there a trooper who was 
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advanced before the party brought him word that the enemy were posted at the 
end of the lane and had one gun pointed the way our party was marching up ; he 
thereupon gave orders for the advanced party of Grenadiers to move up briskly 
which the)r did, and gave their lire at about thirty yards’ distance from the 
enemy. The enemy then fired their gun which was charged with grape, and 
then abandoned it, and we took possession ; the enemy being quite dispersed, 
our people were drawing off the gun when the Commandant of sepoys brought 
word that there was another gun pointed towards the bridge leading to the 
Island and desired leave to draw it off which they did. The numbe r kilh-.d and 
wounded of the enemy’s not known. VVe took prisoners one olhcer (the 

Chevalier de a Lieutenant of Lally’s Regiment) and four private men. 

Our loss will appear by the report hereunder. 

I ^th January . — “ Lieutenant Charles 'I'odd, Commandant of Sepoys, 
reports that the sepoys’ arms and ammunition are in very bad ordc'rs, and in 
general their oliieers so ignorant of anything relative to military affairs and so 
totally L'liacquainted w'itli discipline, that there is great dilliculty in making 
'.hem understand the most simple occasional orders. 

igih January. — “ It being judged from tins intelligt lux- that tlie enemy’s 
design to make some attempt this night the intended sally was couiiterm.and- 
ed and all the garrison ordered to lay under arms at their several alarm posts. 

/.///j February . — *' I’eforc the, moon rose the enemy advanced a galrion.ade 
about 30 feet in front of the stockade under cover o( the bank of the glacis, and 
formed a traverse with a diret't communication behind it to the stockade. Ibis 
work was discovered by the light of the moon about 9 o’clock, and a constant 
fire of musketry, round and grape, was kept upon that part the whohi night, and 
at day-break the old guards of the demi-placo of arms and fascine Battery 
sallyed out and entirely ’destroyed the work the enemy had done in the night 
wiilioul any other accident on Our part than two men slighfly wounded. 

i()t!i t ehrunry. — “ As soon as it grew dark three lights were hoisted at thi* 
Flag Staff as a mark for tlie ships to come in ; by about 8 o’clock at night tin' 
six ships anchored in the road, and to ihe great joy of the garrison, pro\H.‘d to be 
His Klajcsty’s Ship Queenboroiigh, Captain Kemperfelt, and the Company’s 
Frigate Revenge, with the Tilbury, Wtuchelsea , Prince of Wales, and lit itaunia 
having on board six companys of Colonel Draper’s Regiment. Mr. Bybus, one of 
the Council, went oft with a letter from the Governor to Captain Kemperfelt to 
compliment him on his arrival, and to desire him to land as many of the soldiers 
as he can to-riight, and Colonel Draper wrote off to Major Mpnson to the same 
effect, it being apprehended that it Mr. Lally does intend to make any push he 
will do it this night before our succours can come to our ‘assistance : all (he 
garrison, the Company’s servants and inhabitants were therefore ordered under 
arms and continued so the whole night at their several alarm posts, and about 
two comp.anys w'ore landed from the ships in the night. A constant fire was 
kept upon the enemy's trenches which they sometimes returned and threw a few 
shells in the beginning of the night, but none after i i o'clock. About midnight 
three deserters came in separately from St. Thome, and report that the^ French 
entirely .abandoned that place, and left several morfars .and some stores behind 
which were sent there to be embarked in boats and sent to Pondicherry. That 
thei^ outposts have been ordered to join at the powder mill, and that the enemy 
intend to raise the siege and march off before day-break. 
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lyth February i^S 9 > — “ About three in the morning the enemy set fire to 
several large piles of wood in the rear of their guard battery, and as soon as the 
day broke it appeared that the enemy had abandoned their trenches and batterys 
and were retreating, and about 9 o’clock in the morning they blew up the 
Powder Mill at Egmore. 

“ In the enemy’s hospital were found 44 sick and wounded soldiers without 
one person to attend them. Mr. Lally’s sudden march may account for his leav- 
ing these people behind, but nothing can Justify abandoning them without leaving 
a line <:o recommend them to our care. They hovvever found humanity in their 
enemy which was denied them by their General ; immediate orders w'ere given 
that the same care should be taken of them as of our own people, and the greatest 
part have since recovered. The enemy’s prccipitate^retroat prevented the des- 
truction of the Black Town, which was fully intended as appears by Mr. Lally’s 
letter of the 14th February. The hou.ses in general have suffered notwithstand- 
ing considerable damage as well by the loss of doors, window's &c. w'hich were 
useful to the enemy as by our shot and shells. The Company’s garden house 
and the houses belonging to the European inhabitants in the environs and at the 
Mount have suffered a severe fate ; all of them are greatly damaged ; some have 
only the walls left, and nothing but want of time prevented the total demolition 
of every^ one. 

“ In 1759 the Council again resumed their proper function.”

Smith despatches, that the Cumberland arrived here on the 14th in the evening 
in a very distressed condition but being able to get round Point Palmira s and 
very sickly, an extreme want of provisions having only six days’ rice and sugar 
at hall^ allowance for the slopes company, of w'hich two hundred and sixty-six 
were down with varrous disorders, but the worst was the scurvy, two hundred and 
eight being afflicted with that disease, and many must have died had they not 
been speedily sent on shore, 

“The Chief has informed me a war was declared against France, the 17th 
May last, which news, I hope, will get to Mr. Watson’s hands soon, 

Bandarmalanka, 21st December—^' Mr. Bussy is lying with his camp at 
Beeswara, and I hear gives out that upon the first hostilities committed by us 
either by sea and land he will annoy us all he can. 

3rd January ” Resolved that the colourmen of the sepoy companys 

have only six rupees a month confirmably to the Book of Military Regulations. 
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2ylh January lys^. — “ Two letters received, dated 25th May, by the Secret 
Committee of the East India Company. One of these is to give advice of the 
declaration of war and direct notice to be sent to Admiral Watson and to all.the 
Company settlements. The other directs that Captain Brohier be sent to Bengal 
to fortify Fort William if the \\orks here do not indispensably require his 
presence.

The following letters received by the Ship Sally from the Select Committee 
at Bengal and Robert Clive, Esq., with a journal of military operations, are now 
read : — 

Letter from the Select Committee at Bengal — 

“Though no persons can have a higher* opinion of the integrity of Colonel 
Clive tlian we have, or would more readily acquiesce to his judgment for con- 
ducting any military operations by land which may occur in the course of this 
expedition, yet we cannot conceive by what authority you have assumed a right 
in giving that gentleman the powers you have done, and (herein treating us in 
the light of a subordinate notwithstanding you have admitted and addresses us 
as a (iovernor-in-Council. 

“To John Brohier Informing him that either yoursel-f or Mr. Call should 
proceed to Calcutta. We desire fherefore that you will consider the present state 
of the works at this place and acquaint us with your opinion whether it be most 
proper for you or him to go on that service. 

From Captain Brohier . — “ I beg leave to represent that it is of the utmost 
importance to the Company’s welfare that the works of this place be completed 
in the most expeditious manner possible, and that as they will take up at least to 
the latter end of August to finish them, I conceive my presence is ahso^utly 
necessary here to do it. 

“ Fort David certainly is in a better condition 4han this place, and Mr. Call 
might be spared to go to Calcutta ; but in case of a siege he is the properest 
person at St. David to direct what is to be done in the defente of it, being best 
acquainted with the strength or weakness of the several parts of that place, and 
as he has seen all the mines carried on, he must know how to make use of them 
better than any other person can do who has not had that advantage ; he is 
carrying on the south curtain which, I hope, will be fiiushed this summer and 
then the fort will he secure and safe on all sides. 

% 

“ The Committee are as much surprised as concerned to find ^hat the 
gentlemen at Bengal upon so secure a re-establisliment of their affairs have 
not by this opportunity returned any of our troops. The tediousness of the 
passage which is mentioned by Colonel Clive as the only reason for his not 
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roniln^ up appears to be very insufficient, for the April passage is very much 
better than that of August.

“ Last night 1 ret eiv(;d your favour of the 30th ultimo, since which we have 
had a most damnable brusli and suffered considerably, as you will see by' the 
enclosed list of the killed and wounded. 

“ No man here ever saw so brisk an action whilst it lasted, and I must do 
the officers and men the justice to say that they behaved with the most 
undaunted resolution and bravr-.ry. ‘ 

Attempt to capture Madura. — “ I have this moment received a letter from 
Captain Calliaurl desiring me to acquaint you, gentleman, that he made an 
attempt to escalade a weak part of Madura Fort, which was rendered fruitless by 
their ladders breaking down, occasioned by' tlie men’s too engerly mounting; 
however, he had the good forturm to return safe to his camp without the loss of 
a single man. 

As the works necessary' to be raised atl^engal will require that the ground 
be Iryed and well piled, I must request you will gratit me the liberty to carry 
with me the boring tools which were brought out by' Mr. Robins for the pur- 
pose and are now at St. David, as also the engine I have made here for driv- 
ing plle&i ^ 

“ I imist request also the favour of carrying with me cither Christopher 
Mackliu or John Dyer, European Master brick-laycrs, as they are accustomed to 
line iuit tvorks, and will be useful to forward the service there, as I am informed 
the people at Bengal are entirely unacejuainted with our method of working.

D’Auteuil were no sooner crossed the 
Colleroon than a di'tachment in the dusk of the evening marched and took 
possession of Wariour I’agoda, at which place they yet remaiu, I'jhindering 
cattle and everything else lliat comes to hand, nor is it in my power to check 
them in ihe least while out of cannon shot from our garrison ; the greatest part 
of their Dattalion, with artillery and baggage, moved up the island to the topes 
at whi«'h place they t rosst d ; where next they intend to march and what 
schemes are in view a few days will show us ; it’s said they have 50CJ Europeans 
besides above 100 flussars mounted. • 

” I advised Captain Calliaud from the first notices of their coming, and 
wish with all my hc’art he was returned, that wc might not be idle spectators, 
wliile our enemys are breathing not but destruction to us all. Tliey will be 
mistaken, and should they offer to make an attempt on our garrison, Monsr. 
ft Auteuil will, 1 laMcy', meet with a reception that may cool his courage, how- 
ever so warm it may be.

Letter from Captain CalUaud. — “ 'J'iie night after my arrival the French 
raised the siege and recrossed the river.” 

Letter from Captain Brohier, who lieing on the point of funbarklng for 
Bengal, represont.s the works ntost necessary to be completed at: Madras, loth 
June 1757. 

1 2th Jane 1757. — ” W(‘ enjoin yon strictly to take particular care that the 
troops uiuha- your commaud do not at any time oppress or injure (he inhabi- 
tants of the country either on their persons or eflecls. Their peace and security 
is ind(;c(.l to lie one of the first objects of your attention. 

16 th June i757- — “ ddie Ship Marlborough being under di.spatch for Ben- 
gal, I agreed that letters be wrote l)y that opportuniiy to tht: gentlemen of llu^ 
Select Committee the're, Admiral Watson and (Colonel Clive acciuainting them of 
the French having raised the siege of TiicKinopoly upon Captain Calliaud’s 
succeeiliiig in throwing him.self into the Fort, and of the news we have lattdv 
received tliat our l''aclorics at Ingeram and Maddepollam ate taken by llu; 
French, and otir apprehensions that Vi/agapalam may undergo the same fate 
should Monsr. Bussy bend his force that way. 

“ And as Vi/.agapatam is a settlement of very considerable value to our 
Hon’blc Masters, as well as for the quantity of cloth it provided, a.s in con- 
sidt-Tation of its-helng now the only inlet to the northern countries left in our 
possession, we are in opinion that it is necessary to secure it by all means 
possible against the attack of the emuny. But as the superiority of the French 
in this province, and the unfinished state of our foriilicaiions, will bv no 
means suffer us to weaken ourselves by any detachments from hence, and as 
vessels have* fre<inently been known to leave Bengal early in July and make their 
passage to Vizagapatam, it is agreed to write to Crdonel Clive directing him 
to embark as many of the men which are destined to he returned to the coast 
as he conveniently can on board such vessels as ho may be able with the assist- 
ance of Admiral Watson and the Select Committee to procure ; and dispatch 
thmu early in July-with directions to land at Vizagapatam, if the state of that 
Settlennait should render ig necessary, recommending at the same time that he 
leave Bengal himself with the rest of the men that are to be returned, so early 
that he may be able to call at Vizagapatam on his way hither, and give such 
assistance as he may see necessary to the Company’s affairs there.

“An alliance with the King of Travancoo^ might prove of much atWantage 
vo th(! Company’s affairs and secure the peace of those parts of the Tinncivelly 
country adjacent to his limits, and as it appears by hi.s above letters lo the 
President that he is not averse to adjusting hi.s claims on some districts of that 
country, it is agreed that a letter be wrote lo the King of Travancore 
acquainting him that if he will send us a fair statement of what has happened 
in relation to them, we will compare it with the e^H^ounts \vq rc-ceivc from the 
Nabob and settle the affait’ in an amicable manner. In tlie meantime tliat we 
desire nothing may interrupt his old friendship with the* English, and that 
until affairs are settled the countries may remain as they are, to which purpose 
he should send orders toliis oHicers to cease all hostilities, as we have done on 
our part. Ordered accordingly, that a copy of the King of Travancore’s letter 
to the President and his answer be transmitted to Captain Caliiaud, that he may 
do whatever he shall see necessary to establish a good understanding between 
us and the Prince. * 

2gik June 17^7^ — Letter to the King of Travancore . — “ A whole kingdom is 
not to be considered where our friendship is concerned ; how then can a few 
villages cause any difference between us. Until the agreement is settfed let

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everythin^ remain upon its present fooling and no disturbance be committed on 
either side. 

22 nd September 1 757 As Ilis Majesty's intention in ordering Colonel 
Aldercron’s return home is undoubtedly to remove the inconveniences which have 
been occasioned by his exerting a scparati; authority, it would be conforming in 
the most perfect manner to those orders and intentions if he would himself lake 
his passage on the first vessel which will-bt; the Prince Henry Packet. And as 
we apprehend that the conduct of any military operations may still be under diffi- 
culties if he stays, although so large part of his regiment is delivered over to the 
Company’s olficers, it is agreed to give him our opinion of the intention of his 
late orders, assuring him at the same time that he shall be provided with the 
best accommodation possible if he chooses to proceed by this conveyance. 

Letter from Colonel Ahiercron.—" I have ri;ceived your letters; in answer to 
the most mattuial part of it I am to inform you that His Majesty’s orders are to 
bo implicitly obeyed by all ollicers in his service without daring to presume to 
form any judgment of Ilis Koyal intentions, and am also to acquaint vou that it 
is my indispensable dut}'^ to be the last man of my regiment that embarks. 

“ I shall impatiently wait your information of the numbr^r of officers and men 
that can be accommodated on board the Prince Henry Packet, that I may 
without delay give orders for their embarkation in obedience to His Majesty’s 
commands signified to me by the Secretary at War.

“ I observe in your letter of the 30th April you have some hope.s of part of 
this Ultlc squadron being k it in India till the arrival of .some men-of-\var Irom 
Kuglaiid ; and that you .have founded your expectation.s on Mr. Fox’s .inswer 
to the memorial presented to His iSLijcstv by the Comp.any. 1 must eonfe.ss I 
• an di.seover no reason in his answer for your expecting such a request as you 
li.ive made me to be complied wath. '1 he orders I have r<'celvt;d are 10 the 
' line purport as what Mr. Fox told the Company. That is,instea<l of my relum- 
ing ill tlie beginning of this year as I Wcus before direc ted, I ainVirdcK d to con- 
!inuo»six moiulis longer and then proceed with the squadron under itiy eoin- 
uiand to England, and <"u3 the time then limited me is no'V expired, surely 1 
cannot he justified by iny orders in leaving nnv ship behind me ; indeed from youi' 
expression of stick ships of the si/ua<it o>i as may be in a fit cottdiiioti to re./jiitit, 
1 should imagine you had forgot liow many ships there w’ere, and the condiiion 
they were in, when I left Madras. Kenf you may remember, was so very weak 
and in such a bad condjlion as to rentier her proceeding te» Beng.d lia/.uduu-, 
without reducing her to a 40-gun ship and taking out gre.iL part t>f her stores 
to ease her in a sea. The service the Kent has since been employ^ed on in this 
river has quite demolished her, and rendered her incapable of ever being made 
fit for His Majesty’s service again. This loss reduces the squadron to only three 
ships of force and two frigates, and not one of them can be supposed to be in a 
condition to remain in India after having been three yeass in the country except 
the Triton, and she alone could be of very little service to v;ou if 1 had powcf 
to leave her behind me. As for the Bridgewater she has by an unlucky accident 
of parting her cable struck, it is supposed, on the Hook of an anchor, which has 
occasioned so large a leak that she must be laid ashore ag<iin ; what con- 
dition she may be found in I can’t judge, but her leak now is very consider- 
able. 
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“ When you seriously have considered the state and number of the squadron^ 
and the words of my orders, I presume you cannot think yourselves justifiable 
in asking for any part of the squadron to remain, and 1 am persuaded you can- 
not be surprised at my refusing your request. 

“ I hope to be able to call upon the coast in my way to Bombay, but as that 
will depend upon the time of my sailing from hence, which is very uncertain, 
the pilots seeming to decline to lake charge of the ships till the freshes are over, 
f therefore can say nothing positive about it, for which reason I shall leave the 
troops behind me. 

" I am perfectly well satisfied with Captain Townley for complying with the 
request you made him, and think he acted very prudently in so doing. 

“ I was much concerned when I heard the loss o‘f Vizagapatam, but much 
more so W'hon 1 knew the wliole garrison were made prisoners of war, as you arc 
thereby deprived of the use of so many men at a time you are so much in want 
of a reinforcement. It’s well 'i'richinopoly did not suffer the same fate. 

“ We hourly are in expectation of hearing from the coast of the arrival of a 
luirope ship. A Dutcli .ship is lately arrived in the river from Batavia, but she 
brings no intelligence of any squadron coming into the Ea.st Indies, either 
J'inglish or French.

“ I am*extrcmely concerned to inform you that Mr. Watson was taken 
ill of a ffever, the I3tli,and died the i6th instant. I make no doubt you will share 
in the general concern w hich is show’U very deeply at this place by people of all 
ranks and conditions. 

“ I have nothing in particular to add, but refer you to Mr. Watson’s answer, 
dated the 1 ith, to your letter to him of the ;'rd, and shall be glad to be able to 
get out of this river at a proper season to call at Fort St. George in my way to 
Bombay. 

“The time of complying w'itli Ilis Majesty’s orders of returning t.) England 
with the squadron is expired, therefore must proceed as soon as the ships can 
be properly refitted for the passage; but at tlie same time assure you that 
while the short time I have to remain in this country will permit, shall on all

“Your letters, dated the 8tli and 9th instant, directed to Admiral Watson, 
came to my hands the 22nd by the Triton, My dispatches sent to you, dated 
the iSth of last month, returned here yesterday, the sloop they went in beinj; 
disabled in the latituds of 15® oo'\ 

“ This goes by the Watson sloop, and duplicates by the Triton, who is 
dispatched to look out for Commodore Steevens, and will call at Pulicat for any 
intelligence you may have lodged there. 

“The arrival of the French squadron at Pondicherry has altered the measures 
1 purposed to take with His Majesty’s ships; therefore, have resolved to remain 
here at least till I can have further intelligence of the strength and destination 
of the French squadron. Fort William not being in any sort of condition to 
defend itself against any number of the enemy’s ships, and the Cumberland very 
leaky, shall endeavour to careen her here, and be ready' to proceed on the coast 
so soon as the season will permit. 

“ If the French are so formidable as to be able to make an attempt on Dorn- 
bay, 1 hope you will be able to inform mo of it. From the manner of their equip- 
Hu nt at their departure from Pondiclu rry. as wadi as by information from the 
Chiefs of Anjengo and Tellicherry, in case they should go round to the Malabar 
Coast, and at this season ef the year, I do not apprehend they will attempt Fort 
St. George or Fort St. David. 

“ .As the junction of the squadron appears at present so very necessary 
-hall be glad that Mr. Steevens will proceed to Ballasore road as soon as 
possible and hope the Cuddatore sloop has joined him with your intelligence.

Gentlemen, 

‘‘ We have received your letter of the 8th instant and are extremely con- 
cerned ; it is not in our power to assist you with the return of any of the troops 
in Bengal. The necessity of keeping every' man we have is fully explained in 
f'ur letters of the 13th August. Upon receiving intelligence of the arrival of a 
French squadron upon your coast, w'C thought it absolutely necessary to send 
the Directors and Council, officers, civil and military, and inhabitants of the 
late Colony of Chandernagore to the coast to prevent thqir assisting in any 
shape the French squadron, should they proceed thi*} way to make any .attempt 
on our settlement. The Restitution is freighted by the Board for that purpose, 
and the amount of that ship indemnified by the Company in case she should 
be tkken in her passage to Pondicherry, or detained by the French on her arrival 
there. We beg leave therefore to recommend your endeavouring to settle a 
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cart(;l for that ship with the Governor and Council of Pondicherry before her 
arrival, to prevent the Company’s sulTcring the loss of R45,ooo which lliey have 
cMi'.iged to make good to the owners in case she is taken or detained as before- 
mentioned.

“1 .addressed you from Mux.ad.abad the 12th Instant, in readiness for the 
Marlhoroiis^h, who was in the point of sailing for the coast with several otner 
vessels, when the Revenge brought an account of the arrival of the French ships 
at Pondicherry. She was soon followed by the Triton with your favours of the 
8th and 9th instant. 

“ The uncertainty of the force of the French ships prevents Mr. Pocock from 
resolving what measures to pursue — whether to proceed to Bombay or refit 
here. The arrival of the Duke, which we impatiently expect, will probably 
enal)le him to determine. 

“ Mr. Andrews is arrived here from P»andarmalanka, which he left the 14th. 
The news of our success at Muxadabad had reached there some days before, 
and 1 conclude must soon after have been known in Madras, tliough the Patta- 
mars 1 dispatched should have been intercepted. Unfortunately the sloop that 
carried the duplicate advices sprung her mast in a violent storm off Vizaga- 
patcan and is returned. It is with great pleasure. I understand that the troubles 
at Golcandali have obliged Monsr. Bussy to march that way.' 

“The affairs of this Province continue in quietness. Nothing has occurred 
since my last except the arrival of the detachment from Patna.

“It is with the highest satisfaction the Committee receive the accounts’ of 
so astonishing and happy a turn in the affairs of the Province of Bengal, and 
although many advantages might have been obtained on this coast had our 
troops returned in April, yet we are perfectly sensible that none could have 
accrued equal to the good consequences which have attended their stay in 
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Bengal. If, therefore, it is reasonable to judge by consequences, the Gentlemen 
of the Committee at Bengal and Colonel Clive may well say we did not consult 
the general cause when we so much pressed the return of our troops ; byt as 
this is not a fair way of judging, we rather choose to refer to the letters which 
we received the 28th April from those Gentlemen giving an account of the taking 
of Chandernagore and particularly Colonel Clive’s letter, which mentions the 
execution of many parts of the treaty made with Surajah Dowla, shows not 
the least reason for suspecting that he* had designs contrary to that treaty, nor 
on our part the least shadow of an intention to commence hostilities} again. 
Such was the state we had to judge by. There was not to us the appearance 
of an enemy in the Province of Bengal except those few French who has 
escaped with Mr. Law fr^m Chandernagore. In such circumstances in Bengal, 
and far inferior to the French on the coast, we doubt not but our Hon’ble 
Masters will think we could not too frequently, nor too pressingly, recommend 
the return of some part of our troops. 

"It would be doing injustice to the memory of Admiral Watson not "to have 
here recorded the sensible concern with which we receive a confirmation of the 
news of his death. Mis bravery and the disinterested zeal with which he under- 
took every service that offered for the benefit of the Company are characteris- 
tics by which he will ever be remembered in India. 

" By the vessels arrived from Bengal we have the pleasure to hear that they 
met the Warxotek, Captain Webb, going into the river. 

"Captain Calliaud advises in a letter to the President, dated the 15th in- 
stant, that Chettoput was taken by the French the 14th in the morning by assault 
and escalade. That the loss of the enemy is computed to be five hundred men 
killed and wounded, Europeans and Sepoys. Some reports mention the next 
design to be against Arcot, others say against Tinncvclly. 

Ordered, that Captain Calliaud do examine what provisions are in the 
Nabob’s magazines at Arcot. and that he be directed to keep the garrison con- 
stantly stored for three months. » 

% 

" As the garrison of CJiingleput has now above one hundred Europeans and 
five companies of Sepoys, and as that place is near at hand to be relieved from 
hence in case of necessity, it is ordered that an officer and thirty men with 
one company of Sepoys be sent from thence to Arcot, and that. Captain 
Calliaud do advise Captain Gardener when the roads are safe. 

"The Triton man-of-war being sent up by. Admiral Pocock purposely to look 
for Commodore Steevens, and ordered to wait only twenty-four hours and then 
return to Bengal, agreed that a letter be prepared with all expedition to Ad- 
miral Pocock acquainting him that we have no intelligence of Commodore 
Steevens ; that we have lodged a letter at Atch*een recommending him to pro- 
ceed to this coast as soon as possible ; that we shall now A^rite to Bombay and 
forward one copy of his (the Admiral’s) orders to Mr. Steevens to join him at 
Ballasore. But as Mr. Watson’s passage to this coast from Bombay in Decem- 
ber was only one month, and Captain James from Bombay to Ballasore at the 
same season near five months, it is agreed to recommend to the consideration 
of Commodore Steevens whether he can reach Ballasore before Mr. Pocock 
leaves it, in which case we should be glad to see him here on his way, as it may 
be a means of the more speedy junction of the two. squadrons. • 

“ Agreed also to write to Admiral Pocock, the Gentlemen of the Committee 
at .Bengal, and Colonel Clive of the success of the French against Chingleput ; 
that we are yet unacquainted with their further designs, remarking to ‘them in 
general that as many concurring reports give room to apprehend the French will 

E 
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be further reinforced in December or January, it will be necessary that all the 
protection and assistance be given to this coast. 

“ Colonel Aldercron having ordered some of those officers and men of the 
Regiment who do not chuse to remain in India to embark on the Tavistock for 
Bombay in order to be provided at that place with a passage to Europe, as 
the two ships dispatched from hence cannot accommodate the whole, it is 
ordered therefore that a copy of the Court of Directors’ letter to the President 
and Cpuncil and of the Secret Committee’sletter to the President and Committee, 
dated the ist of February last, relating to the embarkation of the Regiment for 
Europe be transmitted to the Select Committee at Bombay, and that they be at 
the same time informed that the method intended to be practised here is only 
to give the Commanders of the Ships orders to receive them on board as Charter- 
party Passengers. 

“ Agreed also to acquaint the Select Committee at Bombay and the Chiefs 
of Anjengo and Tellicherry of the advices received since we wrote last. 

“ Ordered that another letter to the Secret Committee advising of the 
Resolution in Bengal be prepared to be sent to Bombay by the Tavistock and 
by Pattamar, to be forwarded from thence in the most expeditious manner to 
England.” 

After reading the above volumes I examined some of the military bundles 
which contain many letters of interest. A letter from Clive contains the follow- 
ing 

6th ^uly 1‘J56 . — ” Fort St. David. It is recommended to us particularly to 
avoid hazardous enterprises : were hazardous enterprises ever undertaken by 
men of prudence but in desperate circumstances, and can there be more effec- 
tive tnethod, though if to save her settlements from the hazardous enterprises 
of our enemies, than by the vigorous assistance of- His Majesty’s squadron'' 


As I was 6 nly fourteen days at Madras my research was not as extensive 
as I could wish, but I trust an opportunity may be afforded me to resume the 
investigation of the Madras Records. The Records I found were neatly 
arranged and w-ell protected from damp and dirt. The most ancient muniments 
have„ however, suffered from past neglect and must perish or become utterly 
undecipherable in the course of a few years. Tht^y should be at once printed 
in the same form that the ancient Bombay and Surat Consultations and Letters 
have been printed .under my 'editing in the Selections from the Bombay State 
Papers (Home Series). Selections Irom some of the more ancient Madras 
documents have already been printed but they arc too meagre to be of any 
use to the historical student. Something approaching to a facsimile is wanted 
for him. 

In conclusion I may be permitted to express my obligations to Mr. C. H, 
Dautre, Superintendent, Government Record Office, Madras, and J. S. D’Cruz, 

of the same, for the* assistance they rendered me in my research.

For on the 10‘'* or 17"’ Ultimo, he 
waited on the President and Strenuously desired that the affair might be heard 

Pronpecling* rfilnt.*. to tbo Affair between M'. beforC llim aud tllG Geilth'meil ol CoUUcil, 
Fordyce A M'. Clive. Saying y‘ if such things wore taken no

Fort William, May 1750. 

To — T ub Hon'bl? Adam Dawson, Premlent and Governor and ComiciL 

IJon’jble Sik a>ii> Siits,— Pursuant to your orders of th(‘ Kith instant for 
soundin" tlio river and layini^ the buoys, I repaired on board the Merniaid 
sloop the 20t.b ; the other sloops appointed to assist on tliis oeeasion won^ tlio 
Jlawke a.x\i\. two hired sloops, and Pilots, Messrs. Ashton, Smith andCraj'j:' with all 
the masters and slooj)s’ pc^ople that were from other duty, and in condition to go 
down the same day weighed, the wind southerly and worked down to Pudge- 
Budge where we anchored towards evening. 

The 21st, about noon, weighed and sounded down to llyapoor Sand, the wind 
vci'y strong at S.S.W.; wo run up again to Myapoor, where we anchored towards 
cveniiig. 

The 22nd, weighed again about noon, tin; wind continuing as a[)ove ; wo 
sounded from Myapoor through Hyapoor Heath, Hog Itiver, Fulta; over the 
Jamc'S and Mriry S:md, the middle ground of Cookerahutty, and down to the 
upper part of the Diamond Sand, where we anchored towards evtming. 

The 23rd in the morjiirig Aveighed again, wind at S.S.W., strong gales ; met 
the Hood oir Chingary, where we anchored at noon; weighed again and worked 
doAVU to llangafnlla, Avhero Ave anchored for the sloops to wood. 

The 24th, at noon, \A"cighed, the Avind as ahoA'c, and sounded to Channel 
Creek and across the E. and W. channel, and took particmiar notice how the 
huoy of the Mizon lay, Avhich was laid in Nov(;mher, by the last year’s l)earings, 
AvhieJi Avo think proper should lay and not bo moved until further oc(;asiou ; wo 
AA'orked down to Khedgorie and anchored in the evening. 

Tlio 25th, about 2 in the afternoon, weighed from Khedgerie and sounded 
through the passage CoweoUy ; we laid a huoy ou the N. W. extremity of the 
middle ground with the folloAAun" bearings : the uppermost of the bamboo hushes 
west, loAver point of Khedgerie N.N.E. in about 10 feet at low water; wo 
anchor<;d, the flood coming in, two miles beloAV the buoy. 

The 20tli Aveighed about noon Avith w’inds as al)Ove, very fresh and a great 
sea, and sounded all the Avay down to the broken ground whore avc laid a buoy 
Avith bearings as follows : Ingillie Tree N. W. ; liuraraorks of Saugor S.E. to 
S.E.-iE. in about 20 feet at Ioav Avater ; tlie .sloop Avliieii we placed at the Barrabulla 
bead, bearing S. S. W. ; here abreast of the buoy sounded over the tail of tho 
middle ground and across the channel, of which we shall take further notice in 
the general remarks, and tlie flood coming in, wo anchored. 

The 27th in tho morning Aveighed and made several boards before the flcjod 
came in, and anchored again a little short of tin} Barrabulla Head ; about noon 
weighed again, and Ave having the buoy intended to boTuid at the Fairway, 
aboard tho Mermaid, I ordered one sloop over towards th^Long sand, the better 
to got a sight of Saugor and to bring it to bear N.E. of them, and anotlior 
sloop to lay at the tail. of the Barrabulla for marks; Avben the above sloops 
were in their proper stations and showed their signals, we took their bearings and 
laid tho huoy of the I’nirAA-^ay, viz., eastraost sloop or Saugor N. E., AAX‘stmost 
sloop or edge of tho Barrabulla N. by E.^E. in. about 23 feet at low Avater. 

Memark the Ist.— In our above proceedings have found no sensible alter- 
ations in sounding till we came doAvn to the E. and W. channel, where to the 
south-eastward of the buoy of the Monow, Avherc was last year 9 or * 10 feet at 
low water, is not above 6 feet ; that in crossing over, care must bo taken not 
to haul to the S.E. of the buoy, but round it to the westward in coming up ; and 
if a leading wind, and can see Channel Creek trees, keeping them E.N.E. or 
betwixt that E, by N. is a good leading mark over the flat till you come into 
deeper water, or even quite over. 
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Jieniark Ihe 2nd . — The paissage of Cowcolly is much tlie same, water as last 
year but somewhat low'er down, as may he perceived by comj)aring the bearings 
of the buoys this year with the last. 

Remark fhe 3rd . — bhoin the buoy of the broken ground eastward over the 
tail of the middle ground is 3 fathoms at low w’ater ; and from the buoy w’estward 
quite across th<‘. channt?l found, but 3^ fathoms, and this wShoal water contuiues 
down to the Barrabulla Head about 4 miles, where it is not safe for a ship of 
large draught of water to anchor on an ebb tide. 

Tl\e Calcutta sloop that returned up wdth Mr. Scott the pilot sick, the 
18th, I had given orders to Henry Walters, the Master, to proceed immediately 
down again to the road, but after leaving the town myself, finding it necessary 
to keep her to assist in laying the buoys, I kept her until we had laid the buoy 
of the Eairw’ay, and discharged her this evening to proceed pursuant to order. 

The 28th we, with the Uateke and Mermaid, bore up for Ingelleo, it being 
quite necessary to repair the damage received to their sails by the boisterous 
‘weather wo had agoing dowm, wluire I left them the 29th in the morning w'ith 
orders to Mr. Ashton and Smith to repair into Ballasorc road as soon as the wea- 
ther should permit.

36. Your Honours were advised by the EHznhelh of Ihe Capital of the 
Kingdom of Tanjour being beseiged and drove to great streights by the French 
in conjunction with Mus^apha Jing and Ohunda Sail), and the little possibilitv 
there w^as if not succoured by Nazar Jung (wdio was daily oxpc'cted) of its 
being able to hold out much longer; soon after that ships dispatch, on the 
news of bis having entered the province and detached part of his army for the 
relief of that place, they broke up the siege and returned in so 2>t*ccipitate a 
manner that they left the major part of their battering cannon and ihortars 
behind them, btisides the loss they sustained in the siege by sickness com- 
puted to be near five bundled Europeans. In their retreat they suffered little 
though continually harrassed by the Morattas detached for that purpose by 
Nazar Jung, and got into Pondicherry about the time he arrived at Arcot, who 
after somi' stay there bent his march to Tervedy twenty-five miles to the 
westward of this place from whence he sent a vackeel to the late Pj-esident 
demanding assistance of such force as could be spared to act in conjunction 
with him against the common enemy, wlio by tliis time had again taken 
the ficdd and encamped about twanity miles to the south- ivest of Poiidieherrv, 
and by the ilispositiou they had Inad<^ seemed resolved to stand jin engagemenV! 
There'number was about one thousand Europeans,* two thousand Seapc\ys and 
Colfrccs, with a largo train of Artillery; also lifteen thousand Horse, belonging 

M,u.h. Mustapha dung and Chuuda Saib. 

Accordingly orders were given to Captain 
Cope to march from Trichinopoly with the detachment under his command, 
CoMMi." IS.*'- .Marr.i.. Major Lawrance shortly joined the 

ormy with what tri^ops t;ould Im* spared 
from this garrison, soon after v'bich the whole army marched towards the 
Consi" 31 “ March. * French, Avho after a day’s cannonading at 

too gri’at a distance to do any damage re- 
treated oiKic more in so iirecipitato a manner as to leave tmi idiares of cannon 
and tw^o cohorns, being the major part of their train, behind them ; the. people 
belonging to wdiich were cut to pieces. The Morattas pursued them as' soon as 
they had notice of their flight hut with little elTect, and they again got safe 
into Pondicherry. Mustapha Jung, who drew his jiarty from* Chunda Saib, 
the next day threw himself at Nazar Jung’s feet, was immediately ordered upder 
confinement and still remains so. After the retreat of the French and Chunda 
Saib Nazar Jung encamped at a place called Waldoor, about seven miles to thi> 
westward of Pondicherry but did not elmsc to jy^proach nearer, Ma jor Law% 
ranee and M’. Westcott having informed him our troops could not act in any 
shape against the French where they were principals, whi^h must be the case, 
were they to advance into their bounds. In this oucampment he continued a 
month, when decamping^ for Arcot ho requested our trbojis might accompany 
him but the gentlemen insisting^ on having the grants of the Punoomalee 
country given them before they stirred, he w'cnt aw\ay without vouchsafing them 
an answer, on which the Ambassadors seeing the little dependance there was on 
him and the great expence the company were at in keeping the troops in the 
field, they were ordered to return hitherwhere they arrived the 22'"* April. 

37. Not long after the return of our troops and Nazar Jung's hein^ arrived 
at Areot, the French in conjunction with Cjmnda Saib marched out again, 
ravageing and laying waste the country which they put under contribution 
whereever they came, and at length arrived at Tervedy, which after some resist- 
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ance they took, and from thonce detached a party to Chellemhrum situated about 
twenty-live miles to the south-west of this place, wliere after having plundered 
thfe suburbs, demanded a large sum from theUavildar promising not to molest the 
pagoda, whicli they had almost received, wheu Mahomud Ally wrote to the late 
President aequainting him of the above circumstances and moreover that the 
Prench were entrenching themselves at Tervedy which place they were also forti- 
„ , „„„ - fving, assuring him of a sannad was being 

drawn out for us for the roonamaleo coun- 
try which was lodged in the hands of a substantial mcrclfant at Arcot and to he 
delivered to us on his commencing his Nabobship Av^iich would be in September ; a 
copy he sent for tiui Governor and Council*s perusal and at the same time a bill of 
cxcliange for twenty thousand rupees to defray the expences of our troops for two 
months in lieu of the revenues of Poonamalce for that time;. The above circum- 
stances being duly weighed, and tlie French having declared that they were resolv- 
ed to make Cbunda Saib Nabob against all opposition, which if they had accom- 
plished would most certainly have bocm of the worst consequence to your affairs, il 
was determined that our troops should once more take the field and act in conjunc- 
tion With Mahomud Ally who was coming from Arcot with a body of Horse and by 
that means put a stop to the rapid progress of the French andOiinnda Saib, who 
were spreading destruction wherever they came. AceordinglyCaptaiii Cope march- 
out w'ith six hundred men and a field train on the J une, and joined the Nabob 

of the west-ward of Tervedy, from which place the Fremdi retreated leavirjg a 
garrison within, as also from beforeOliellumhrum without receiving the stipulated 
sum. Since our troo[)s continued encamped till the middle of August, Avhen find- 
ing there was little probability of coming to action, the French and Cbunda Sail) 
being again come out and encamped within a mile of them to the northward 
of Tervedy, and considering a state of inactivity could be of no manner of 
advantage to the Nabob’s affairs and only a heavy charge to your llonours, 
as his people could never bh induced to make an attack and was out of our 
power to do, and the officers and men daily falling sick, Major l/twrauce with 
the advice of Messr* Starke and Powney, who were tho only Acting Council on 
the spot, recalled tho troops who immediately came in. A few days afl;<;r the 
French embraced the opportunity, fell upon the Nabob’s army, whicli they 
dispersed, burnt bis camp, and be with such part of his scatt<;red troojts ns 
could be gathered together retreated to Gingey, evhithcr ho was pursued by the 
French ; but not eliusing to trust himself in that fortress, went further inland 
aud tho French possessed themselves of tho stronghold of Gingey.

9. W e have acquainted your Honours with the late revolutions by the 
death of Nay-ar Jung and the steps wc liad taken induced thereto from the‘ best 
judgement we coubl then make, by what we could learn from the camp before 
Pondicherry ; though this treachery was agreeable to the disaffected party 
in Nazar Jung’s <*amp wlio had been bribed by the French, yet when it was 
perceived a French seithanent was become the metropolis of the province, 
every thing was Governed by their Councils, the treasure and jewels mostly 
}) 0 .ssesscd by them, and several large districts were to be granted, it occasioned 
a great discontent and murmuring and it w'as whisp(;red that as soon as Mus- 
tapha Jung should have j)assed the bounds of this province it ^yould break out 
into a flame. Sensible of this he engaged a French escort and had marched as 
far a« Rachooty, a country under the Government of the Cuddapah Nabob, 
about five days distant from Arcot, when we learn from our Vackeel 
at Arcot, that Cuddapah and Cundanorc Nabobs first slicwed their resentment, 
Alustapha Jung having contrary to his promise marched through their country 
by which means it became subject to the plunder of the "Morattas. They 
seized some French Horse and stoped their ammunition which brought on a 
general engagement wherein Mustfipha Jung and part of the EVcnch were 
killed on one side, and on the other the Cundanoro and Serranah Nabobs lost 
their lives. Nizam Ally Cawn, Nazar Jung’s brotlier was proclaimed; ho is by 
slow marches proceeding to Golcondah. ’Tis said the frieii'ds of the Cuddapah 
and Cundanoro Nabobs are raising forces to oppose him. What effect thi^ 
may have on the Arcot province we cannot say. Nizam Ally Cawn is a youtl 
of eighteen years, several of the French party are near him, and whether t<t 
exterpatc the wdiole family of. the Nizam would not be acceptable at Court is a 
matter of speculation. Mahomed Ally Cawn is safe at Trichinopoly, who we 
have advised to push his interest at Court and raise trotjps to oppose his 

nemies. , 

10. It is a satisfaction to us to observe to your Honours that the measures 
we have pursued have at least prevented the province from falling entirely 
und^r French Councils, and vras it in the power of the country Government to 
settle their own affairs, we might now hope to see the country once more in a 
flourishing condition, but this not to bo effected ; *tis with concern that with

part ol the province they find necessary to their interest without the least 
regard to the laws of nations. The late action has no doubt given a check to 
their selu'mcs, hut they are still resolved to support Chuuda Sail) in his pro- 
(entions to the Arcot Govormnent, and will j)robahly insist on the places granted 
them by Mustapha .lunir which will he the occasion of further troubles. We 
can only beg leave to i’efer your Honours to our request on this subject.

ITon’ble Slit & SiJis, — Pnrsnant to yonr Honor, &C5., orders of tlio 22nd 
nltimo, 1 woii^lu'd Ironi Calcutta tlic 2Jjtli ultimo, with the Mermaid, Orantlmai 
and .7/c/e/'c* sloops, and Messrs. Ashton, Smith and llobcrtson. Pilots; the Calcutta 
slf)op being in company, where w'a.s ]Me,s.srs. Pinatz and Crummys, Pilots, 
orderiul to inalfo tlie hc.st of their way to Balasore road, but she happening to 
ground a litth' hrlow Surrnans garden, we lay hy her the rtnnaining part of 
the el)l), and she got olf with the Hood. 

The 25tli, in the morning, we weighed, having tlie lathn* part of an ebb tide 
with the wind out of the Eastern Board a light breeze, but it freshening 
towards low' w'ater. IVi? ovQihauled the w hole Hood and hy high water was 
down to Ingilli, having eaielully sounded all the way here and the wind 
hauled I'ound to tlm soutliward ; that we boarded all the w'ay dow,u to the Fulta, 
and sounded clear through the channel ; and also, when it was near low ivater, 
run up aback of the Fulta Sand called the Western ClianneJ, Iiaving the three 
sloops in a line ahreast, aud made some boards dow'n again tin? sauie channi'l, 
but the flood coming in, wo anchored at Fulta about 0 in the afternoon ofl‘ tlie 
Dutch Banksauls. 

• 

The 20tli, at noon, w'oighed from Fulta, the wind fresh, southerly; w'c .stood 

over into the Western Channel and boarded through and so procet'ded dowm, 
sounding all the way, till about 4 in the aftornooi\ anchored at Jtogues River ; 
squally, rain, thunder and liglitening for about two hours in fhc night, waaghed 
and went dowm to Rang-a-Fulla for the sloops to wood. , 

The 27th, at noon, weighed from Rang-a-Fulla, the wind very fresh at 
S.S.W. ; sounded down to Channel Creek, and across the East and West Channel, 
and laid there a buoy on the S.W. extremity of the Mirson for crossing over 
with these bearings : — 

Channel Creektrees N. E. to E. f E. 

Gullingham Island W. Point N. E. to N. 

Kedgerio hightrees W. ^ S. 

Lower point of Kedgcrie S.S.W. ^ W. 

in about 18 or 19 feet at low water, the flood coming in about 6 in the after- 
noon, wo anchored a little below the buoy, and the night- tide got into the 
Kcdgerie road. 
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Tlic 2Stli, at noon, weighed, wind fresh at S.S.W. ; drove down with an 
easy sail to Cowcolly ; here is a buoy laid belonging to the Dutcli ; laid near the 
extremity of the flat of tlie shore with the following bearings 

Kedgerie point N. to E. | E. 

Uppermost Bamboo Bush W. S. 

in about 18 or 19 feet at low water, from hence this same tide we boarded 
down in sight of the buoy of the broken ground, and then bore up to lay a 
buoy at Ingilli, with the following bearings, the — ‘ 

Bamboo Bush, N. E. f E. 

Ingilli trees, N.N.W. W. 
in fathoms at low water for a loading buoy. 

From the above proceedings I have found no sensible alterations on the 
soundings till wc came down in tlio East and AVest Channel ; but before I speak of 
that it may be proper to say somewhat in favor of the channel aback of Fulta 
Sand, as the other channels are so very narrow that the eddes reach from the 
shore right over to the sands ; that after half flood, with a strong tide, it is not 
practicable to get through without a stiff leading wdnd; therefore it is the 
pilot’s opinion (that were with me) as well as my own, that the Western 
Channel, coming up with the flood, is much the safest ; and that it may be more 
frequently practised, it may not be impertinent to give the necessary instruc- 
tions to those who, for want of opportunity for satisfying themselves herein, 
may still be doubtful. 

Being off New Town or thereabout, haul over to the month of Jasore lliver, 
so as to leave the shore of New Town a little open to the point of the said river 
to avoid a shoal in the mouth of it, as this brings the next grove of trees below 
Hog River, on the point ‘opposite the village of Fultii by the time you have 
Jasore River fairly open ; this is a good leading mark till you begin to open 
Fulta Creek, then haul over towards Fulta to avoid a flat extending from the 
said point to near mid river ; the shoalest water entering the channel is near 
abreast of the upper point of Jasore River, which is about 20 feet at low water, 
and that only for a cast or two, and then you fall into 4 or 5 fathoms ; tlui 
deepest water is to the shore, but you will meet with some overfalls as 4, 5 and 
6 fathoms, but not less than 4, until you epme to haul over to, the westward ; 
then and 3 fathoms according as you borrow upon Fulta Sand. After being 
fully entered this channel and the wind should be in the eastern bank, you 
may safely harrow upon the Sand as you think convenient. 

The alteration in the East and West Channel referred as above, is occa- 
sioned by the Merson (extending further over to the westw'ard, and Kkewuse 
somewhat higher up for the bearings of the Thawtinark, where w'e have laid 
the Buoy is altered a point of the compass, and the head of the middle ground 
is cbifted near the same in proportion. 

After laying the Buoy as above at Ingilli, went into the river where Mr. 
William Vicariy, Pilot of the Fort Sf. George sloop, came on board and ac- 
quainted me that the 20th instant April be anchored at the Buoy of the broken 
ground, being on bis way dowm to Balasore road ; the wind that night from 
the E.S.E. to S.S.E. blowing very bard; that both him and the Master Attend- 
ant were on deck till 12 o'clock, then laid down to sleep, giving the charge to 
Pallison, who bad the watch, to keep a good look-out^ and to call him if occasion 
required ; that betwixt 2 and 3 in the morning he was surprised out of bis sleep 
and almost thrown olf bis cot with a stroke the sloop gave upon the ground. 
V\ heu he got upon deck he found the cable parted unknown to the watch ; that 
she took several heavy strokes and struck off her rudder, w’hich cannot be found 
since and as if was about- high water, she beat up near the Sand banks, about 
3 miles below the point' of Ingilli; that when the water bad ebbed from her, 
he got all the sails and arms and people’s provisions from her ashore and made 
a tout, expecting the next highwater might make her a wreck ; and that whilst 
they were there in this situation a party of Morattoes horse surprised .them, 
w'hen they happened to be dispersed, and plundered their tent of all the arms, 
cut the sails all to pieces, went on board the sloop, as she was then dry, and 



plundered and spoiled whatever came to their hands, dani^erously wounded one 
of the Europeans on the arm, and carried the boatswain off to their camp, 
which was about -4 or 5 miles off from the place, but afterwards sent him back 
again. 

The 29th. — Wo bad the wind so strong at S.S.W. that forced the Calcutta 
sloop into this river for shelter, having broken the ring of one of their anchors'. 
I ordered them one for the room of it out of the Mermaid. 

This afternoon I went by land to the Fori St. George, taking witli me 
Messrs. Ashton, Smith, Robertson and Vicarry, with all the Europcians belor.iging 
to the four sloops under arms*; we had about 1.‘5 miles walkover the strand from 
our landing at the lower point, I found her as highting as the spring tid<!S with 
the surf could lift her, and having made herself a dock about 3 or 4 feet deep 
on the sands her gripe wa^ twisted all on one side, her seragg much battered, and 
the sheathing off in several places, but for want of proper materials to r(*move 
the sand could not see any further: at this time the low-water mark was near 
half a mile without her. 

The 30th. — Smith, a seaman, and some lasears belonging to the ,Fort St. 
George, quitted her this morning, alarmed, as they said, by the Morattoes, on 
which I thought it expedient to know w'hether their commander was privy to 
the mischief they had done, and to the end dictated a letter to him and sent it 
by a messenger to his quarter, but the answer did not reach mo till the morning 
I arrived in town, when it ivas brought me by one of our choaky boats, and the 
same morning delivered to His Honour without knowing the contents. 

The first of May I called a survey upon tlie Fort St. George, present 3 
pilots — Messrs. Ashton, Smith and Robertsoh, who reported their opinion so near 
my own sentiments of the matter, that I am doubtful u’hether, after all the 
charge and expense in getting her off, she will bo worth the money, for she is 
an old sloop, and must have a thorough repair the ne:tt year, had not this accident 
happened to her ; and moreover not one good quality belonging to her ; neverthe- 
less, I am of opinion that a trial may be made at ,a more favourable season 
when less surf ujjon the shore, and in the mean while to get her masts, kintlage, 
and (?vei-y thing out of her in which time bettor judgment may be formed. 

Tim 2nd in the morning I gave orders to Messrs. Smith and Rolxirtson to 
proceed into Balasore road t\'ith the Grampurs and linioke sIooj)s. The 
Calcutta sailed y<?sterday, pursu£<at to orders given at town, and my longer stay 
here could bo of no consequence, 

I came away in the forenoon and arrived in town the fourHi instant.

Tiio Consultations of tlie 20th and 21.st being wrote fair, was now read, approved, anil signed. 

By the Dragon we received the following letters from the Hon’ble Thomas 
Saunders, Esq., President and Governor, etc.. Council at Fort St. David, the 
one hearing date the 21st May, advising tliat the gentlenum at Tcdliclierry havi" 
Tvo’ote them their prospect is so good that if their superiors at Bombay approve 
of it, llioy would dispense Avith a ship from that side, that they have not lionrd 
anything from Bomliay on thi.s subject. Tluit they observe the Dragon is 
ordered to be despatched from hence to Europe, but to touch tliore for advices, 
in which case if the SOO hales are not sulU<Ment, they will lx; able to fill her up 
there, and as the Hou’ble Company has directed those ships that have lioen 
longest abroad should lie despatched homo first, they depend upon our sending 
the Briltminia to them as early as possible to be despatched from thence with 
a full lading in September for Europe, and desire us to put on Board the 
Cfutrfcrpartg tonnage of red wood and saltpetre, which will very much contribute 
to lier (jarly despatch from thence. 

The other, dated the 30th May, advising of their haA'ing sent us the full 
amount of the Dragon's ti'ea.S'aro in Arcot rupees, as per invoice and hill of lading 
enclosed ; tliat since writing the foregoing letter, the gentlemen at Tillicherry 
have advised tlieirf of tluur having received orders from their superiors to buy 
no ]>eppe,r, except uniler 90 rupees per candy, which being impracticable, has 
obliged them to desi.st from making any further purchases of that article ; there- 
fore, unless they should receive contradictory orders from Bombay, they will not 
liave the quantity they before Avrote them to put on board any ships tliat 
might ho sent from tliat side. That as the di.sturbance8 in the country still 
subsist, the only manner left them to prevent the French from overrunning it, 
is the collecting so large a force as possible. They have been induced, it being 
apparently so for the ITou’hlo Company’s interest, to detain the 22 recruits 
designed us by the Dragon^ as they shall also what more may be sent out for 
tliis place, which they have heun the readier engaged to, as they shall have so 
many opportunities of sending them to us as soon as they can possibly 'spare 
them.

Mr. AVilliam Mackeit acquaints the Board that two clays ago he hoard Mr. 
Bodloy say iu the ll<3gi.strar’s oirice, iu the presence of M(;s.srs. Baldrtek, Goddard 
Irwin and Western, tliat lie know the sum of Its. 2,000 Arcot was paid hy 
Mr. Ormo on account of getting the administration from the Mayor’s Coui't of 
t ’aptain Lloyd’s estate; and <.‘110018. Mr. Irwin being sent for, says that he heard 
Mr. Bodley say that Mr. .Jackson employed him as an attorney to get him the 
administration of Ca]i.tain Lloyd’s eiVcots ; that he accorditigly applied to the then 
jMayor, Holiert jMassey, Esc[., who told him that there werc3 three or four bidders 
for that administration ; and that he would not relinquish it without an equi- 
valent, or words to that purpose, judging his share would come to about 
Us. 2,000 ; and that Mr. Bodley declared he himself did not, directly or indirectly, 
n'ceivo th(3 Bs. 2,000, and only received Rs. 300 from the executors on account 
of outcrys he made for Captain Uoyd dc'ceased in his lifetime. 

Mr. W eston being sent for, says that he was in the Court and not in his 
ofllcc wdieu th(3 g<mtlemen wa'nj discoursing there about this alTair ; hut a. day or 
two hfdore, he lu'.ard Air. Bodh^y say, that he was sorry this affair was made for 
the sake of the memory of Mr. Jackson. 

Air. Goddard being sen't for, says that about two or three days ago, as they 
were talking of this affair in the Registrar’s appartment, that he heard Mr. 
Bodley talk a good deal on this subject, but does not remember ithe particulars, 
and judges from the w'hole he said, he knows a good deal of this matter. Being 
asked *if he heard Mr. Bodloy acknowdodge the ivccipt of this Rs. 2,000, or 
absolutely deny it, replied that he cannot, and therefore will not charge him 
Avith it ; and as to the conversation in the Registrar’s office, he remembers no more 
of it. 

Mr. Baldriek heing sent for, says that, in discoursing in the Registrar’s office 
about the Rs. 2,000, Messrs. Bodloy and Goddard were talking about it, and .‘is 
to further particulars he did not take any further noticy than hearing Mr. 
Bodley say that he received Rs. 300 for serviiics done, on which he looked into 
the account and found that sum charged therein. • 

Mr. Erankland acquaints the Board that on Saturday last he was at Mr. 
Bodley’s house, Avhen Mr’. Bodley told liimthathe heard his name w'as mentioned 
in the general letter in regard to a bribe given, to which he replied that his 
name was not mentioned, but that there was notice taken of Rs. 2,000 Arcot 
given as a bribe to some members of the Court, upon Avluch he said ho would 
tell him the "whole affair in substance as folloAvs : That he was at time 
employed by Mr. Ormeas his attorney, who told him he was ’desirous of getting 
the administration of Captain Lloyd’s estate, for Mr. Jackson was afraid if it 
should fall into the hands of the Mayor’s Court that his sister would be a 
sufferer ; that he there promised Mr. Ormo all assistance in his power, and went 
to i^r. Massey about it. That Mr. Massey told him he had calculated Avhat 
his share of the profits of the estate would amount to, Avhich would he Rs. 2,000, 



and as he looked upon this as his right, ho did not choose to relinquish the 
administration. 

• That then Mr. Kodley waited on Mr. 'Jackson, and in the presence of Mr* 
Ormo told him what had passed at Mr. Massey’s, and on considering of this 
allair they agreed that it would he for the advantage of the Mrs, Lloyd to pay 
this lls. :2,000, which ■w'as accordingly given to Massey, and that Mr. Bodley 
declared that he did not partake of any part of this money. 

Mr. Bod'ey being sent for, says that ho was employed in his capacity as an 
attorney by the late John Jackson, Esq. decesased to apply for and obtain the 
administration of Captain Lloyd’s estate u'hich Mr. Jackson desired him to use 
his endeavours to get, as he had a regard for tlio family and proposed no 
advantage to himself by either taking the commission or interest; but, on the 
other hand, wanted to make the most of the estate foy those concerned Avhich he 
ajjprehended would suller greatly in the point of the commission and interest, 
should the administration fall into other hands, or even ho taken by the Court; 
that in (•omplianee with Mr. Jackson’s request ho drew up a petition and waited 
Avith it as usual on the Mayor, Robert Massey, Esq., with whom falling into 
discourse about Mr. Jackson’s intentions and the reasons th<?rc were to induce 
lum, the JVIayor, to grant M r. .Jackson the administration, Mr. IVIassey replied 
there wen' several eomiictitors for it; among the rest some of the memhers of the 
Court, naming Messrs, (iodilard and Young, wdio w'ere resolved to have it in 
their ow'n hands, and that for Ids coming into the same measnres, ho was to 
have about Us. 2,000 for his share of commission, interest and advantages that 
should be made thereon. That therefore if Mr. Bodley could induce him to 
relinquisli so handsome a sum which w^as a perquisite, ho should then esteem 
him a better lawyer than he had hitherto done, and concluding his discourse 
w'ith telling him the administrations should be granted w'here it was most for 
his own interest to grant it. That this ho I'cpresented to Mr. Jackson w’ho, 
complaining of the hardship, said w'hat must he done in this aifair ? That the 
estate is likely to suffer greatly, or to that effect, that Mr. Bodley believes 
afterwards Rs. 2,000 wore given to Mr. Massey, there being a charge of that 
sum as lent Mr. Omre in the account delivered into Court by Mr. Jackson as 
administrator.

My Friend Mr. Dawson — 

I have honrd from lloughley sometime past news that Mr. Acton and

lloughley, and design to lay in the road to stop this river and sioze the Mus- 
sulrit'.cn sliips on this account. I have already s,ent per\Vannahs to you and the 
other European nations, which hy tliis time must be arrived with you, since 
which I have received your answer back hy which I find my intelligence is true; 
l>ut wliat you writes that th(j Company have ordered you not to make war in 
these ])arts with any European nation is very wron^, for in time past, in Sujah 
Cariii’s time, tins Ihiglish and Dutch chiefs botli entered into metliods for de- 
stroying the German chief and engaged him to join with you, on which account 
tins German Chief ahsconded ; now you will write me so different a story it is 
not right or reasonable. If the Germans come hero, it will he v<‘ry had for all 
the European, but for you the worst of all, and you will afterwards repent 
it, and 1 shall he obliged to stop all your tnule and business, and shall get an 
order from tl»o King for so doing ; it will he proper for you now to consider of 
your trade from Patna and Bengal how', if these troubles happen, you arc to 
carry it on ; therefore, take care that these Gei'man ships do not come into the 
road, or stop tlic way ; do you act in such a way and such a manner as to 
punish them before they anave in the road. 

In doing this, you and the other European nations, will deserve my favour: 
this he assured of. I shall take care to be near you as I am coming to hunt 
about Culwah. 'J'lio 20th of the Ramzan.

Whatever injunctions you arc ])lcascd to lay i\pon us, it is without doubt 
our duty to observe, and have accordingly giv(>n orders to our pilots, who go in 
the roiui to hKng in our ships, not to take chai gcof any of theirs, or show them 
the way on any account, .and do not doubt but that the Dutch and French have 
done the same. God forj)id that tliey should come tin's way, Imt if that should he 
the case, I am in liope that through your uprightness they will he either sunk 
broke or destroyed, and under which the Company’s business will always 
flourish.

That agreeable to the direction of the Board, he did not agree to deliver up 
his own jiajiers. 

Iknng ask<‘d what papers the Governor .and Council asked him for. 

Ilis own pai'crs. 

Being asked if the room which those gentlemen broke into was looked, and 
by whom. 

Heplied that thostj genthninm'had put a padlock on that room. 

Btving asked if there was not another lock put on that room afterwards, 
and by whom. ^ 

Answerc'd that there was another lock put on whilst he was abroad, but 
found on enquiring, when he came homo, it was put on by Mr. Hanson’s order. 

Being asked since he had only tin; Governor and Conncil’s orders for deli- 
vering U[) tin; Company, how (;amo lie to deliver up the hooks and papers, the 
property of ethers. 

Answered. — He had no Company’s hooks and papers, from wlnmcc could 
he get them. 

Being asked if on tin; 2Tst November, the day on which the Governor and 
Council calk'd him before tliem, he did not tell tliem he had the books of 
accounts of tl/<; Company at home, and separate from all otlnn’s. 

Answered. — He did not remember hr gave such an answer. 

Being asked how many years ho had l)(;cn in the service, whether he did 
not answer 0 years, hut h<; had only 5 years’ accounts and jxipers. 

• Answered that he did tell them that the Banksaul or dock head papers 
for 1*7 K) were burnt, hut that ho had the rest in his possession. 

Being asked if ho did not deliver the room where the accounts were lodged 
to those gentlemen. * 

Answer('d. — No, he did not, Imt his servants opened the door, and the gen- 
tlemen locked it np after putting the payiers in. 

Harachund Tagoor being calh'd as another AvitnQss by Mr. Hanson, informs 
us on oath that two writers went to Santoso*s house, and lituling another pad- 
tock on tlie door whieli ivas sliut, enquired who ])ut it on. 'J’hey were answered 
by thoCom])any’s Pyko who was there, by Mrs. Hanson’s servant ; that then they 
took a si iek out of {he Pyke’s hand, and endeavoured to open that door ; but 
finding they could not do it, they then went to another door, broke it open, and 
brought the hooks away. . 

Bridjoomohun, another witness, declares on oath the same as Ramchuud 
Tagoor. 

Umleram, another witness, declares on oath to the same effect. 

Bisi umdass, another witness, declares on oath to the same effect. 
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"William Woolhead, upon oath on Tuesday, the 26 th November, botwoon the 
hours of eleven aud twelve, he was informed that two of the Company’s 
servants were gone to Santose’s house to fi'tch away Mr Ranson’s papers, from 
thence that he was going to Santose’s house, and met Warren Hastings and 
Harry Smyth, the two of the Company’s servants just come out of the housii 
with a great parcel of papers and hooks, part in their paiamiuens and srnne in 
hands of coolies; that he asVsd Mr. Hastings what he was doing, he answ(‘red 
that he was fetching away the books*. That he then asked him hy whose 
authority. He auswc,red hy order of the Governor and Council. That he, then 
asked him to show his orders.* He replied he could not show them, hut that he 
had seen it wrote in the Consultations. 

Being asked ndio told him they were Mr. Ranson’s books. 

Answered.— He heard the news from sundry peons. 

Being asked whether they told him they were Mr. Ranson’s, Saiitoso’s or 
the Company’s books. 

Answered. — They were gone to bring Mr. Ranson’s books from Santoso’s - 
house. 

Being asked in what capacity lie served at present. 

Ausw'cred. — As Mr. Ranson’s Book-keeper. 

Being asked whether he knew if Mr. Hanson had any books at Santose’s house. 

Answered.— No. 

Being asked if he keeps the Company’s dock head accounts, and from whom 
he receives them — Santose ? 

Answered. — Yes; ho takes the account* monthly from the Banian, or his 
servant. 

Being asktul if he knows of Mr. Ranson’s hy,vlng any other dock head 
accounts than that which he takes from his Banian. 

Answered. — No ; he knows of none. 

Being asked if he knew or heard why those gentlemen Avere obliged to 
break open tlm door aud bring away papers. 

Answered — He neither knew or heard. 

Being asked whether he knew if Mrs. Ranson sent to put another key 
upon the door. 

Answered — Yes, she did. 

Being asked whetlu'r he knows or heard whetlier the people.she sent were 
opposed in putting on the lock. 

A »s wer ed — N o . 

Being asked if he heard or did not that any other door was broke open 
besides that where the papers were put in. 

Answered — No ; he did not. ' 

Being asked whether ho heard the door was broke open after Mr.s. 
Ranson had put the padlock on, or before. 

Answered — Afterwards. 

Mr. Ranson being asked if he has any more, or anything further to say, 
or any more witnesses. 

Answered — No. 

Messrs. Smyth and Hastings being called before us, declare that in conse- 
quence of their orders from the Governor and Council to secure Santose’s papers, 
they went with Santose to his house, aud received from him and his servants 
those papers and hooks which they locked up in a room qnd set chowkeys 
thereon ; that sometime afterwards having heard tjv'at Mrs. Ranson had put 
another padlock on the door, they repaired thither, and not finding the peons 
there, whom they left as cliowkeys, they broke open another door of the same 
room, and brougitt away the papers, in order to secure them, and deposited them 
in the Secretary’s Office, where they now are. 

It appearing to us to he a malicious prosecution, and that Messrs. Hastings 
and Smyth were in possession of this room and had a lock and key on before

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they broke it open ; and that the books and papers were delivered to them by 
Santose and his servants for the Company’s use; and it likewise appearing to us 
that tliose gentlemen had no other intention by entering of said room than to 
rt'oeive the Company's books and papers : Wo are therefore of opinion that they 
have acted aceoiding to the orders given them and in consequence of their duty • 
and therefore they do hereby stand acquitted of any illegal act in this affair.

The Oth in.stant we received a letter froto the VV^or.shipfuI William Fytch, 
Esq , Chief, &c., Conneil at Cossimhuzar, dated the 2iid instant, advisin*' of 
tint arrival of ltosS(.da Noody Caun, the Dacca Ntihoh at Afuxedavad, and of 
their oiThn's to the Vacqueel to apply to the Nabob for a perwanna to him on 
hi.s return to Dacca, and to prevent hi.s imjx'din" the Ilon’hle (’ompany’s busi- 
ness at that factory in future, and put a stop to his un just proceeding's. Tliat 
tlun'r merchants h.ave only brought into their cottah nineteen thousand pieces of 
STunnahis and gave them hopes but of about fifteen or sixteen thousand more, 
which will not amount to half the quantity contracted for, their reasons for 
whitdi they transmitted as under date of the 30th October, since which time 
they have not been wanting in their endeavours to increase the quantity as 
much as possibh?, but they gave them no ho})os tliereof ; tliat the remaining silk 
and silk ])iecc goods come in but slowly, of which their mendiants promise to 
didiver in about 570 bales and chests to complete this year*s investruent ; tliat 
enclosed is the account current, dated tlie 30th April 1751, of the disbursement 
on account Calcutta sugar merchants, the balam;e nhereof being Duss Mass 
rupf(;s 5,382-10-3 under the head of grain .and provisions, wjiich arises from 
stores laid in for some years past on account of the Morattoes ; tlicy desire our 
orders for w'riting the loss arising therism off to profit and loss, having sold the 
remainder since April last for D. M. lls. 501. 

That in reply to the several p.aragraphs per the IIardwick(i they have 
been unable to get any information wlietlicr the Armenians n-.siding undiq* the 
Hon’hle Company’s protection were concerned or not at the Durbar on tlio 
complaint lodged on account of the capture of the Armenian ships ; that they are 
of opinion they cannot employ a more proper person at jiresent to give tiu'm 
intelligence of what passes at the Duvliar, Shan Kis-sendeb their vacqiu'el, he 
being a man of great interest, or prejudice to the llon’I^Ie Company’s affairs, 
wherefore they esteem it for their interest not to show distrust of liis lideJity ; 
hut will not neglect to procure from time to time what other intelligence they 
possibly can of the designs of the Government that they ai*e concerned to inform 
us ; that they fear the balance duo to the Company of lls. l,7ff, 211-9-0 from 
sundry merchants, from the year 1714 to 1747, may be esteemed on the whole 
almost as bad debts, not more than Rs. 26,667-2-9 having been recovered, on 
account those balances ; and that for the gunnah account, i\jino 17 la, as upon 
strict enquiry they find that most of the merchants arc citlicr dead or run 
away from Cossimhuzar, and those who remain are not in a capacity to discharge 
the several debts, or at least very small parts of them ; however they are endea- 
vouring to recover what they possibly can from those mcrchauts who still 
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remain, though they have hut little hopes to get in any considerable part of this 
large debt ; none of those merchants being .at present employed in the Ilon’ble 
Company’s business, but assure us that they will take care the Hon’ble Company 
do not suffer by their merchants in future. 

That they will observe the plan laid down for the management of the 
business of the Export warehouse as far as the nature of their investment will 
admit of ; that the dearne.ss of raw silk and silk piece goods for some years past 
they find is owing to the Morattoes constantly entering the Bengal, plundering 
and burning the people’s houses, and destroying the chief rurung, from whence 
the workmen have tied to distant parts and nob to any malpractice in the 
gentlemen there; that their Doctor, Mr. William Forth, came out Surgeon of 
the TFinchehea, Anno 1743, and a mate being wanted in the Hospital at the 
request of Mr. Bradyll atid his Council, Captain Baron permitted him to stay 
for that service, in which he remained four years, w'hen a doctor being wanted 
there ho was sent up, and having behaved well, they heg leave to make favour- 
able mention of him; that on their endeavour to recover from the merchants the 
balances due to the Company, they find tliere ai'c some who are willing to pay 
such part as they are able, hut on doing that tl>ey desire a clcaiantte froju them 
of their wdiole debt, alleging that such indulgence would encourage them to 
discharg<5 as much of their balances as possible, w'hich otherwise will not do 
even in part, and as several methods have already been taken by the former 
Cliiefs and Council, with some of the most considerable of those merchants to 
very little purpose; they are of opinion if such indulgence can be granted, it will 
be the means of retiovering some part of this large debt, wdiich they fr^ar w’ill 
never be done, as otherwise the merchants being too mneh out of their power, 
as woll as out of the Ilon’ble Company's employ, and desircj us to send them our 
llesolutions hereon as soon as possible, as one of their merchants has Lately 
offered to pay them a considerable part of his balances on the above conditions.

Hon’blr Sir and Sirs, — It is with the utmost concern that I am under 
this necessity of addressing Your Honour, &e., on a subject of this nature where- 
by not only myself but others concerned may suffer, and as I am given to 
understand from common report that Your Honour, &c.*8 reasons for your late 
proceedings are founded upon two most scandalous papers, of neither of which can 
I have a copy, neither am I made acquainted who are the authors, iu order for 
my defence, 1 therefore now take the liberty to set my case in the clearest light I 
possibly can. 

As Master Attendant, the Company allowed me a salary to be paid monthly, 
and also lifty rupees per moiuli for proper servants to act under me in the exe- 
cution of ray oflice, such as I sbould think fit to appoint. My predecessor. 
Captain Henry Watts, w’a.s upon the same footing, and that since the latest 
Regulations from the reports of the Committee of Shipping, Anno 1743, brought 
out by Captain Henry Watts birnself, I never heard that any "President, &c.. 
Council have at any time ordered or appointo'd any particular baniau or other 
servant to act under iue on the Company’s account, or on any account whatso- 
ever; but on the contrary the Master Attendant was at liberty to choose his own 
servants and pay them their wages, and as such, doubtless, is answerable for their 
conduct. 

I further beg leave to take notice to Your Honour, &c., and that I am 
under no covenants with the Ilon’ble Company, but was entrusted by them to 
execute the office of Master Attendant only, and to furnish such stores for the 
use of th^iir marine, and under such restrictions as they thought proper to men- 
tion in their Instructions, so that in this case I am no more than a tradesman 
to the Company to supply their marine, witli such stores as shall be indented for, 
and likewise to find timber and plank and all other materials that may be re- 
quired for such repairs, as shall, from time to time, be wanted for the use of the 
said marine, both which stores and materials for repairs are bought and purchased 
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with my own money, and not by any cash advanced rno by the Company at any 
time for such uses, or to defray such charges of the said inaVinc ; but, on the c.on- 
trary, I have advanced, and have boon always advancing, cou.siilci*at)lc sums for 
the llon’blc Company’s service, one month under another, more or less according 
as the sloops. See., have reriuired; and Your Honour, &c., cannot but bo .sensible 
that I have often siipplh'd considerable sums of money for their service when 
both their cash and treasury were <lelknent, purely that their allairs might in uo 
w-is(; suffer hy their marine being out ot repair, unserviceahle, or out of eomli- 
tion, to answer the <*nd8 purposed, Avithout any eonsideratiou of interest ; and 
I must also observe tliat I haA’o been obliged to keep a vei*y large stock in trade, 
wbieli now is an incumbrance to me, in order for my more readily and spee<lilv 
serving their marine as occasion required, Avliich Avouldnot admit of any delay— 
all which 1 make no dohbt, but wlien Your Hononr, &c., sliall please to take 
the same into consideration, it Avill manifestly appear that no s('rvant employed 
by me in the executing the business of sunplying the Company’s marine can be 
liable on any pretence AvhatsocA'cr, or arc in aiiy Avays ansAA'erabli^ to tlie Com- 
]>any for any act or acts relative thereto. Uni. that all or any charges <}f mis-* 
conduct or otherwi.se commitl<;d hy them must, fall on me, tlieir JM aster. 

And furthermore, as all the stock, both at the Dockyard and iny own Ilank- 
sauls, are my sole property, au-d in no manner of wise appertaining or Ixdonging 
to the Hou’blc Conn)any, 1 hunihly presume that all such books that are kept 
by the* Banians, my servants, cannot la? d<^cmcd any other than hooks coiKan’o- 
ing the issuing and selling my said stock in trade at either of the al)ov(‘ ])laces; 
and therefore such hooks of course belong to me only, and not to the Conipany. 
As a coroboration of Avbat 1 now remonstra.te, humbly 1)eg leave to refer to the 
Company’s standing orders with regard to their eovaaiantcd sorvmits, Avdieri* it i.s 
expressly said that the Company do n<it look upon any Banian Avhat.ever as 
ansAvcrablc to them, hut expeeting all or any daiyages that they may sulTcr 
hy tin? Banian.s to be mad<i good by that covenanted servant under whom be 
shall act, as in the late case of Wadliani lirookc, Bs(j. 

And as I humbly conceive, from Avhat ha.s been offered, that my Banian is in 
no Avista liable or answerable th(‘ Company but to me, his master and em[>loyer, 
deeming iiiysclf aiom; ansAA'erablo to them in a fair and legal proceeding, i)ut 
not, as 1 concciA’^e, by any extra- judicial means in order for self-eonviction, so c()il- 
trary to the liberty of a Driiish subject ami tlic knoAvn laws of tlu^ land. 

And I further Ix'g htave to take notice to Your Honour, &c., that as 
Ramsuntosc;, my Banian, is bound in sOiMirity to me for my stock in trade, 
A\diicli amounts to a very large sum of money, that by his ])rcyent confinement 
and imprisonment it will hedi'emcd he is no longer liable to me, from the, day 
of his* arrest hy Your Honour, &c.’s ordm-s, for my deficiencies, losses, and em- 
bezzlements, and other damages that liave alr(.‘ady, or may ber(*aftcr, occur for 
w’ant of his due aud proper attendance, the discharge of the trust so x’cposed in 
him. 

As I have now in tlu^ most plain and ample manner set forth to Your 
Honour, the hardships I labour under, by the unjust misrepresoutatious of 
bad men, whereby I not only suffer in your regard, but gre.atly in my fortune, 
vyhicli I now submit to your candour, humbly requesting that tin? }»eons and 
what other arrests may noAV be on my servant Harasunfose, may bo taken off 
and bo discharged upon proper security given for bis apjicarance at such 
time as required, and as*sueli, I now tender myself, aud am Avith the greatest 
respect.

that they intend to blockade it, there is eight Months Provision in the place, the 
Rains are setting in and Chunda Saib distress’d for money to pay his Army ; 
should he he able to surmount these dilBcuUys there is nothing left for IMaho- 
mud Ally hut to make the best terras he caii — as ours and tlie Nabob’s Force 
are not able to face them in the field — The greatest disadvantages w'c have and 
to labour under is tlio indolence & the apprehensions tho Nabob is continually 
under from the French and his want of money, the last Wo are in hopes of 
removing by being able to collect some of the Revenues belonging to Arcot, tins 
King of Tan jore remains neuter, and that of .Mison; has sent a Force who aro 
now near Triehenopoly ready to join the Nabob, should Chunda Suib prove suc< 
cessfull both these Country’s.

Captain Gingins having wrote us with the addition of this 
Force he shoud be able to defeat tho Enemy, We therefore immediately 
ordered fiaptain ‘Cli'-e to march, ho took David in his way, and whilst he 
was replacing his Military S-t "res arrived Ship Bnrrington, Major Lawrence at 
liis ri'quest had the Command givtm him, he set out for Trichenopoly the 
ISfcli Mareh, met with nothing to impede him ’till within a small distance of 
the enemy, they mareh’'' out but were obliged to retreat and the Major joined 
the Army under tiie M'alls of Trichenopoly, a good distressed for provisions, 
possibly somewhat disappointed.

Duplcix honour’d us with a Letter setting forth he had l.liat momi'nt received,

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should havo Triohonopoly. Wo have groat reason to doubt his peaceable inten- 
tions and rar.hor coneludo ’tis to gain time and concert measures for War.

9. As a Jlasis for this peace We must insist on the Nabob’s en joying his 
Government in every respect to the full extent ns formerly, our Allies the Ivinas 
of Tanjoro and Mysore must he included, the French must quit those plac(>s 
th(3y have possessed themselves of, that annoy us, the Nabob may gratify them 
wdth others if he pleases, the jirisoners to be released on eoudition not serve 
more against the ^ahoh, these are not unreasonable demands ami such as pos- 
sibly if the Nabob’s Army comes inf.o this province and the 'French receive no 
great reinforcement from Europe they may agree to but otherwise wo doubt it. 


10. Should a peace bo concluded the French will then have an oyiportn- 
nity of employing tlieir Troops in the other jiarts, Metebh'patam and Diu 

Island will immediately their care, and Telliolicry will be reinforced, 

notwithstanding the Nabob’s success has bc(;n beyond oxyiectation yet i\ flairs 
remain very unsettled and arc liable to very groat change.

as much as tluar AtVairs would adinit, reinforced their Didacliment with Salabat 
.ling, the great advantages of a Train and small Force of Enro])eans havi^ in 
several Instanees In^en V(!ry Ev ident, (jiauziMle Cawn’s Army is greatly superion r 
in number hut hns no European Train, should they come to an accomodation 
Salabat .ling will ci'rtainly support tlio Intcriist of his Allies: these are the 
dilficultys we apprehend and shall endeavour to remove.

us to assist Nabob Mahomed Ally, and advising us that lie had no Authority to 
give, nor the other to demand Triebinopoly, the same has been wrote to the 
King of Mysc)i‘(‘ ordering him to desist, as we found this an intricate AiTair, 
it was judged most [iriidmit not to conc;ern ourselves in it : wo therefore wrote 
the King of Alysore that w() yiere Alerchants, Allies to the Cirear and not 
principals, that we could not pretend to interfere in things of this nature but 
should be glad could wc any ways be Instrumental in reconciling the dill’erenco 
as Alediators, and always maintain a strict Friendship with livn, bo still per- 
sists in bis denuind, tbe Nabob beyond doubt made him a promise of it but the 
other* well knew be bad no power to do it nor could bo expect to enjoy it 
peaceably. Tbe King of My.soro is inmensely Rieb and possessed of large 
Dominions, The addition of this Province would make him too [lowerfull. The 
King of Tanjore ivhose Country is adjoining would immediately he swallowed 
up and ruin’d.

4. ;Mcss’*- Taylor and Westgarth ivrite us that the King of Pegue had 

granted the fornu'r Privileges and a Factory at Syrian where they hah hoisted 
his Bvltanniek Majesty’s Colours, that lie disswaded them from a Settlement at 
the Negrais alledging the uinvliolesomeness of its*situa1.ion, however that they 
should have it in preference to all other European Nations his ]Maj<!stv’.s pro- 
mise may possibly be only to amuse us.

Lawrence may return to Europe, Gentlemen of different Sentiments may in 
future he appointed to succeed to it. We with submission requc'st your Hbnours 
explanation of some particulars relating thereto. In your Xlegulations Avhicli 
we regard as the only Rule for our Conduct you are to direct that the Major is 
to recommend to Vacancys to be approved by the Governour and Council, that 
no Officer be superseded Avithout just reason for it. The. sense of this is Ave 
think very plain, hut if it should ha ppeu that the naming of all officers should 
have the Construction put upon it to imply the absolute appointing them Avith- 
out reserve, this (tho‘ we shall never put that Construction on it) may occasion 
some disputes, it sometimes happe-ns an officer of particular Merit might ho an 
exception hut oftener passion, prejudice and private Interest may di(!tate, and 
here ’tAA'ould be the highest Injustice to supercede an officer avIio had equal 
Merit, besides an innovation of this nature would bo an inlet to a total sub- 
version of all regulation and we think a great discouragement to the whole 
Corps. 

7. You will please to observe by Major Kinneer’s Letter some doubt in 
regard to his Rank, and this may be carried still further, your Clut?f and 
Residents at Subordinate Factorys arc in general in Stations below the third 
in Council, it would be highly unreasonable that an Officer, a perfect stran<>‘er 
to the Affairs of a subordinacy, should put things out of their regular Chan- 
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nel and lake upon him the managment of affairs he knew nothing of, and yet 
this was hinted at. 

8. ’Tis your particular ord(?r that the Cpmraandor-in-Chief when at the Presi- 
dency or the Major shall have a Seat in Council as third and debate on Mili- 
tary Affairs, We arc greatly obliged to you for this Assistance in a branch 
where it cannot he sui)posed Wo have any extensive knowledge and shall 
always embrac<'! it in disciplining the Alilitary, the Stores necessary for it, tin*, 
manner of attacking places, and the disposition of tho men in the Field, arc so 
directly the Province of an olhcer that it Avould be madness to interfere 
in it, hut upon weighing the several Circumstances and^ different Interest of 
the Governments, surely each Gentleman from His Experience can give his 
opinion, and it may happen that a Military oliieer who possibly might not have 
this Expei'ionce shall refuse to follow orders, this would give us infinite uneasi- 
ness in a coujitz’y where ollhsers are not easily replaced. , 

9 Though it is tlu; Custom in Europe For each oflicer to receive pay of his 
whole Company it n:ay he attended with ill Convenience, We have no reason 
to imagine any thing, now, hut all men are not of the same Complexion, 
It*, may (;ertainl_v he said that it admits of an opportunity of abusing the 
!Men, *and- this camn)t so well he when each man lajceives his pay at the 
pay Table. 

10. It would be of great service if every Subaltern who r<'c(nves a 
Captain's Commission contract to serve five years and all officers si^nt out of 
Eui'opc the same, this is no more than your Covenanted Servants do. Ml 
Chahbert came out to Command otio of your Swiss Companys, he tliinks fit 
to return, ho will make a good Vo 3 ^age. if what is i'epf)i’ted is true that his 
Lunitenant M' Gaup has agreed to give him a handsome Gratuity for the 
Company, and yet ho has been of no service to your Affairs. 

11. Thongli we shall constantly put your Orders in E.xfjcution arul take 
all measures AVe judge for ypur inter<!st as well as reject such as We juflg<^ 
detrimental, yet to prevent ill convenioncys we r(;quest your Honours will 
please to he plain as possible in giving ns your Sentiments and orders upon 
these particulars, that every man may clearly know and cons<Miuently must 
do his duty, * Tis a very Common Jienmrk that the Life of an oHie<'r is so 
habituated always to carry Command tliat it may sometinies chance not to be 
Concuri*ent wdtli Civil Affairs and if care is not taken to prcjvent it and Govern- 
ment .supported in the execution of your Orders, Confusion must be the Con • 
.sequence, the avoiding of wliich is the only inducemgnt for our troubling you 
tvith the foregoing Paragraphs.

We shall now proceed to the Affairs of this Continent w'here the whole 
l^mpire seems to be in a Ferment. 
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12. ]?rom Delhi We hear of a RehcHion fomented and headed by the 
Grand Vizier Munsoor Ally Cawn who formed a Design of dethroning the Em- 
peror Aclimud Cawn, Son to Mahonjed Cawn, who reigned wlicn Shaw Thomas 
took Delhi, this plot was discovered to tlic Emperor by his Bussey Amadal- 
raulluck just at the Time the Vizier’s People \v(*re entering the gate of the Cita- 
del, and by this means his Scheme proved abortive. A Conference ensued but 
terminated without any Accommodation, and the Vizier was degraded from his 
several Posts in the Government, the next Morning he raised Batteries, and 
some shott were exchanged, Conferences were again renewed but camo to no 
Conclusion. The Vizier ordered the City to be plundered, the Damage sustained 
hereby is said to ambunt t()*Seven Carouts of llupccs. By this time the Em- 
peror had Collected Forces suflicient to drive him from tlicncc, several Skir- 
mishes ensued afterwards in which success generally f(Ul to the Emperor. 
These Advices the 22ud ,SepP last, & when wrote both sides were making 
Preparations for War : — 

13. The Morattoes pretend a Right of receiving a Chout or Tribute of one- 
fourth Part of the Revenues. This Right is founded on Power and therefore 
often contested, when they have a superiour Force they exact more, hut sometimOfS 
are forced to be contented Avith less. The intestine llruils that noAV subsist give 
too favourable an opportunity to be neglected by these Free Rooters who are 
in most Parts of the Empire ravaging, and raising Contributions. On Gauzedc- 
Cavvn’s March towards Auruiigabad he was accompanied by the Nana who is 
the Sou Rajah’s Chief (jcueral, after the death of Gauzede Cawn he had a skir- 
mish AA'ith Salabat .ling’s Array who came to an Accomodation with him by 
the Grants of Jagueers to a considerable Airio\mt, Me then took the Rout of this 
Province. "We I’cceivcd Letters from him acquainting tis ho Avould join Nabob 
Mohomed Alice and had reason to expect he w'^ould, as we w(5re informed from 
Gov' Bourchh'r at Bombay ho had received several Letters from him to the 
same Purpose, he came near our Confines but proceeded to the Mysore Country 
where he committed Hostilities till the King purebiasod a Peace for 25 Lack of 
Rupees. Wc wrote to him by our Vackeel, his Reply Avas that urgent Affairs 
pressed a R<'turn to his Country but that wc might depend on his coming back 
after the Moonsoon, thus in 8 months with very little Trouble hut maVching 
over a large Tract of Land he has acfiuircd 2 Carouts of Rupees and is we hear 
safe at Ponnah. 

14. Salabat Jing after the Accomodation with the Nana had Leisure to 
attend to his own Affairs wdien the measures to be taken were brought on tho 
Carpet, tho French used their utmost Efforts to persuade him to march to this 
Province but the several Omrahs opposed it strenuously and prevailed on him 
to go to Aurungahad where and in its Neighbourhood he has Continued. Jea- 
lousy, tho evcrprevailing Passion of Eastern Princes, hsis led him to shut up 
his Brothers Nizam Ally and Sydoo Sheriff in the Fort of Dowlatahad whero 
they I'emain confined. By wliat we can learn ho has been, and is greatly dis- 
tressed for money to pay Ins Army. A circumstance happen’d which promised 
favorably to the Nabob’s Alfairs. Sidoo Lascar Cawn, an Omrah of great 
Repute Avho had been in Disgrace was restored to favour and had the solo 
management of his Affairs. This Omrah we are told is Avell aJfeeted to Naboh 
Mahomed Ally Cawn and greatly disapproved Salabat Jing’s* Attachment to tho 
French. There seems to us a probability in this Report, as very soon after their 
Troops were dismissed and came to Hydrobad ; but a differbnee arising between 
Salabat Jing and tho Nana they are since recalled and have been strengthened 
by several Detachments* from Pondicherry, to form these no means have been 
left untried (as we are informed) to debauch the English and Swiss Prisoners 
and several of the latter have been prevailed on to enter into tho French Service, 
this seems a little extraordinary as M' Dupleix has repeatedly declared ho 
considered them as Hostages not as Prisoners. It has been reported 
Gauzede Cawne*s Son bad recoivetl a saned for the^Dccan, b’ut tho Troubles at 
Delhy have prevented his march this way. 

16. The French arc in possession of Metchlcpatara, Diu Island, and Narse- 
porQ and are endeavouring to get grants for the whole Countries of Chiokakull 
& Rajahmundrum as they have also attempted for this Provinco where M' Dupliox 
has introduced Mootas Ally Cawuas Salabat Jing’s Gov' in the room of Chunda 
982 F. u. 
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Saib, and acta liiraaclf by a Patent whereby he saya the whole Province has 
been intrusted to his management. 

. 16. At the Dispatch of the Oodolphin, Your Honors were advised the 
Nabob’s Army had made an unsuccessful attempt on the? Enemy who Avero en- 
trenched so strong that it was dangerous to oiler to attack them. This was 
succeeded soon by a very Melancliolly Affair. Captain John Dalton who hatl 
always advised us there was four months store in Tricheuopoly, wrote us tlu^ro 
was only 15 days and his Garrison, already weakend by the Loss of two Subal- 
terns and near seventy men was more so by a Party of Sepoys who had been 
detached abroad and having their communication cutt off wj'ro unable to return. 
These circutnstances made immediate lleleif necessary and JMajor Lawrence 
march’d with his whole Force wlicn the Enemy having none to oppose reap’d 
considerable advantages Trivady whostj Defence were not the strongest was left 
under the Command of Capt" Chacc, his Garrison consisting of about 170 men, 
the Enemy attempted to makes a Lodgement in the adjacent Villages and were 
repulsed. This success prompted Capt" Chace with too little Circumspection to 
Venture a Party of 70 men and 2 Subalterns too great a distance who wore all 
Krtied*or taken Prisoners, the Enemy advanced their works against the Place, 
the Remainder of the Garrison woi‘e under no Command, released the French 
Prisoners and the Place surrender’d, the officers and men being carried to 
Pondicherry. Chellumbrum where wo had sent a small Detachment to the 
Phousdar’s Assistance fell next into the Enemys hands, and Vcixlnchilam where 
wo had a small force Avas also taken by them. By which means all that Part of 
the Country was and continues in the Enemys hands. Captain Sanderson at 
Arcot contrary to f>rder8, sent a Party so near Velore that they were routed, 
Lieut. Smith with some of the men being carried Prisoners to that Fort. Major 
Lawrence took the Rout of Tanjoro and paid a Visit to the King who gave him 
a handsome Reception Avith Promises to join the Nabob and assist in relieving 
Trichonopoly, but it was not.till after a second Visit that he sent his Forces, 
several skirmishes have happened in Avhich the Nabob has been successful! and 
the 21"* of last month a General Action vtdth their Avhole combined Army who 
Avero routed, about 70 French killed 100 with 7 Officers taken Prisoners and 
as many sent wounded to Pondicherry. The Nabob and Pollygars are vc?ry 
delatory in putting the necessary Store into Trichenopoly which as it is an Affair 
of the utmost consequence. We are obliged to do ourselves. The last Advices 
of the IP’* from Major Lawrence mention, that the Army Avill winter on the 
Confines of Tanjore, but this we cannot be certain of^ as his must depend upon 
the Enemy’s Motions. 

17. The Nabob, by the unsettled State of the Province, unable to collect 
the Revenues, has not fulfilled his contract with us in defraying the Expences 
of the Troops (which amounts to near a Lack of Rupees Month) for. some 
time, though Ave believe he would do it if his Affairs Avere settled. Yet we think 
this an uncertainty and a Burthen too great for us to bear, and if we do not 
the French will immediately have the Province, His Debt is near twenty Lack, 
this is a large sum. The Revenues indeed of the Company’s new Acquisition 
amount to near two Lack Annum.

Monday, igth — To the Deputy Governour and Council of Fort Sr. 

George directing them to be as expeditious as possible in putting on board the 
Madeira Wine, to send us the shott and deliver T.inga Chitty’s people the lead 
as above agreed on, a*nd advising thxit a party goes on board under the com- 
mand of Captain Clive on a design which the President will communicate to the 
Deputy Governour. 

sist October lysi . — The President acquainting the hoard that the Deputy 
Governour has desired to have our directions for what supplies it may be nc.-ees- 
sary to furnish Captain Clive attd his detachment with, it’s agreed that in our^ 
next General Letter to Madras the gentlemen be ordered to supply -him* with 
whatever he may indent for, and to carry the amount thereof to account under 
the head of Mahomed y\lly Cawn. 

4th November /^J/. — " Letter to Fort St. George acquainting them of the 
number of men sent with Captain Kilpatrick, and that one boat with Seapoys 
putting a shore at AUumparra were made prisoners by thi; French ; recommend- 
ing the securing the money that has been collected for the Nabob at Tripoty, 
and the using .all possible expedition to relieve Captain Clive at Arcot, directing 
them to enlist three hundred Seapoys for the sccqrity of Poonamalee and St. 
Thome, to continue to provide materials for their fortifications.” 

iSth November t44i ffom the Deputy Governour and Council of 

Fort St, George, dated the 12th instant, advising the arrival of Captain Kil- 
patrick there the doth ultimo, with the detachment under his command, except 
those made prisoners at AUumparra, and that they had sent Mussoolas to tow- 
tip the Chellingas with military stdres which were on that side Sadras.s. 

That concerning the Tripoly money all the precaution pos.sible had been 
taken for the security of it, but as soon as Captain Clive was blockaded, Borne- 
rauz, o,ne of the most considerable Folligars in that part of the country who 
was sent to guard it, wrote to the Deputy Governour and Snmpetrow that he 
had received a menacing letter from Chunda Sahib about his assisting Maho- 
med Ally, and from several expressions plainly discovered his intentions to 
side with the party likely to be uppermost, which had induced them to send a 
strong party of Seapoys, with the Bombay Jemmidar to endeavour to bring it 
away, but as a strong bod}' of Chunda’s was posted in the way, and Bomerauz 
not to be depended on, they thought it too great a risk to attempt ; however, 
Mahomed Ally’s agents had found means to remit to Sampetrow, (thirty-two 
thousand five hundred 32,500) rupees, and (five thousand 5,000) pagodas, 
and should affairs take the least favourable turn, they flatter themselves, they 
shall recover the remainder. 

Further acquainting us with the Deputy Governour’s having received a letter 
from the Morratta General, who was arrived at Arcot, and had advised him 
that he had surrounded the town with his army, and stopt provisions of all 
kinds from going to that of Chunda's, and had intercepted a quantity of ammuni- 
tion that was carrying thither, that he had desired the party they designed 



sending to Captain Clive’s relief, might join him as soon as possible, when he 
did nol doubt of destroying their whole body, upon which Captain Kilpatrick 
had been ordered to proceed to Arcot directly. 

They also inform us of their appointing Mr. St. Paul to the Secretaryship, 
Mr. Walsh continuing in an ill state of health, of their strict adherence to our 
orders for the provision of the bricks and chunam and getting their cloth cur’d, 
and the observance of such advices as may be forwarded by the President to 
the Deputy Governour, and enclosing a repost fromethe Warehouse-keeper 
relating to the sale of the Hon’ble Company’s rice remaining on hand.

The Hon’ble THOMAS SAUNDERS, Esq., 

President and Governour and Council 

at Fort St. David, 


Hon’ble Sir and Sirs, 

Our last letter was of the 25th ultimo, since which 
W'e have been favour’d with yours of the 4th instant. 

Captain Kilpatrick with the detachment under his command excepting those 
made Prisoners at Allamparva arriv’d here upon the 30th ultimo. 

The five Chelingas with Field Cariages and Military Stores being got on 
the side of Sadrass, We have sent Mussulahs to tow them hither. 

With regard to the money collected at Tripoty, the Deputy Governour ac- 
quaints us that as soon as Captain Clive march’d with his Detachment to Arcot, 
Sumpatrauz, the late Nabob’s Duan, appointed a person to act for Mahomud Ally 
at that place in order to secure money collected at the Pagoda ; at the same time 
Bommerauz, one of the most considerable Polygars in that part of the country, 
sent one thousand Peons under pretence of assisting him, but no sooner was he 
advis’d of Captain Clive being blockaded than he wrote a letter to the Deputy 
Governour and another to Sumpatrauz acquainting them that he had received a 
menacing letter from Chunda Saib about his assisting Mahomud Ally, and by 
several expressions plainly discovered that he was determind to side with the 
side that was most likely to be uppermost ; upon this the Deputy Governour 
thought proper to send the Bombay Jemmidar with sixty of his best Seapoys and 
two hundred Peons to try if they could bring the money away, but a party of 
Chunda Saib’s Horse and Seapoys being posted in the way, and finding that 
Bommerauz was not to be relyed upon, they thought it would be tuning too 
great a risque to attempt it, however Mahomud Ally’s Agent has found means 
to remit to Sumpatrauz to the value of Rupees (32,500) thirty-two thousand five 
hundred and Pagadas (5,000) five thousand, which shall be brought to account as 
Your Honour, &c., has directed, and should Mahomu'd Ally’s affairs take the least 
favourable turn, we flatter ourselves that we shall be able to get the remainder. 

Yesterday the Deputy Governour received a letter from Bajamgrovv, 
Brother of Morarow, the Maratta General, advising that he was arrived at Arcot 
and had surrounded the town with his Army, and slop’d provisions of all kinds 
from going to that of Chunda Saib’s ; that he had taken forty ox and two camel 
load of ammunition going to their camp ; he also desired that the party we 
intended to send to the relief of Captain Clive might ‘oin him as soon as possi- 
ble, when he makes no doubt of destroying their whole* force ; upon this Captain 
Kilpatrick has been ordered to march from Poonamalle with the detachment 
under his command directly for Arcot. 

We shall observe your orders relating to the providing of Bricks and 
Chunam and curing our cloth for the January despatch, and we shall ^Iso duely 
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observe such advices as the President may at any time forward to the Deputy 
Governour as though they were wrote in a general letter. 

Mr. John Walsh by his ill state of Health being really render’d incapable of 
going through the employ of Secretary, We have agreeable to )'our permission 
appointed Mr. St, Paul to succeed him, enjoyning assiduity and secrecy to him 
as you are pleased to recommend.

Hon’ble Sir and Sirs, 

Your favour of the i 8 th instant we received the 21st, 
since which we have wrote to you and at the same time forwarded our Consulta- 
tions for last month together with the usual papers. 

In regard to the Tripoty money, we can only say the most of the Polygars 
have been in the interest of Chunda Saib, so that it was impossible for us to 
have come at it by forcible means, and therefore have been obliged to rely upon 
Mahomud Ally’s Agent for the management of this affair ; if he has deceived 
Mahomud Ally by appropriating the money to his own use, or suffer’d Chunda 
Saib’s Agents to carry it off, the fault is not ours, and the utmost we can do (in 
case the remainder of the money should not be remitted us) is to endeavour to 
get that man here under some specious pretence, and then to oblige him to give 
an account of his transactions ; but if that cannot be done, we shall order the 
Seapoys to seize him, take charge of what they can find, and fight their way 
through with it. 



We have rectiivod from the Deputy Governour such part of the Tripoty money 
as had been paid him by Sumpatrauz ; he also delivers in an account of the 
several disbursements made by Sumpatrauz for Seapoys’ and Ptions’ Wages and 
Batty, which we have ordered the Paymaster to discharge. The Deputy Govern- 
our likewise informs us that Sumpatraiiz has received another Bill for iive thou- 
sand Rupees, which will be payable in a few days, and that he has advanced 
out of his own money to the Buzar People that accompani’d Captain Kilpatrick 
to Arcot sixteen hundred Rupees which the Import Warehouse-keeper is ordered 
to repay him. 

Captain Kilpatrick arriv’d at Arcot the 15th instant, but the day before he 
got there Chunda Saib’s people attempted to storm the fort, but were n^puls’d 
wath great loss by Captain Clive, leaving all their Artillery behind them, upon 
which Captain Clive sent out a party of men under command of Lieutenant Bulk- 
ley, who tookTimrnery Fort. Chunda Saib's son is encamp’d near Vellore, and 
Captain Clive by a Letter to the Deputy Governour of the 20th instaiv^ is 
march'd out, and has encamp’d himself between him and Arcot, and we expect to 
hear of some action every hour. The Deputy Governour has also received a 
letter from Bajamrow, Brother to Morarow, General of the Marattas, wherein he 
confirms’all that Captain Clive mentions as to the situation of the Camps, and of 
our part we assure Your Honour, &c., we shall use all the endeavours we can 
possibly to engage the Marattas to Mahomud Ally’s interest. 

The Export Warehouse-keeper delivers in the account of Rice that is here 
belonging to the Honourable Company, as docs also the Store-keeper the List of 
Stores supplied the Vizagapatam Bar Boat, both which we enclose for Your 
Honour and inspection. 

The Commissary of Stores has now delivered in the Account of Shells 
wanting of the Invoice by the Chclingas^ which is but one hundred and ten, he 
having received eight hundred and ninety. 

Ensign Rockart having been killed lately in the action at Trivitore, the Pay 
master and Secretary arc ordered to seal up his effects until you are pleased to 
give us directions relating thereto. 

Wo request Your Honour, &c., will favour us with orders as to the receiving 
the Rents of the Farms, whether they are to be paid us in Fatiatns only, or in 
Fanam^ and Pagodas as is mention’d in the Cowle.

Sundry Letters from Captain Clive to the President are produc’d to 
the Board and I'cad and tlie most material part of them as follows : The first 
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is dated the 2"'* Instapt at Arcot, gives a piorc particular account of the late 
action, and that he had left a party to watch the Trisoners at Covrepauk, 
that liaving intelligence, some money, . Elephants and all young Chuuda’s 
Baggage was left at Vellour Pettah, li(i liad sent to demand them of Moortaz 
Ally Cann and intended proceeding thither the next moi*ning to look after 
them, and after refreshing his People a little should set out for this place. 
The second dated the T*** Instant that he is on his march hither, and on his ap- 
proaching Chetteput, young Chunda retir’d toGingee and from thence to Pon- 
dicherry, that he was encamped to the Eastward of Gin gee, and hop’d to be 
within ten or twelve miles of Pondicherry to-day. Tho last dated yesterday, 
that he should immediately dispatch a letter to Limitenaht Grenville at Arcot 
to send the Cannon, to Port S' George, but -was apprehensive the dilliculty 
he found himself in transporting tlicm thither from Covrepauk -would prevent 
his getting Cooleys to draw tliein’; that judging it uanecessarj’^ on account of 
tho enemy’s defeat ho had not dispatelhed any men to Madrass and was then 
encamped on the ground where Nazir Jung was cut oil, in commemoration 
whereof a very fine Choultry Avas erected, and a Village, which Monument of 
Villainy he designs destroying and expected to he here the 11"'.

The Military being very Avell refresh’d and the Stores for the Camp all 
r(*adY, ordered that the Forces mareli to-movrOAV evening to join the Army at 
Triehi nopoly, and’Major Lawrence act[uain ting the Board that it agreeable to 
them he pvirposes proceeding witli the Troops and taking upon him the Com- 
mand of tlie. Avhole Avhen he g<d.s there, the Board entindy concur therein and 
his instructions being accordingly draughted out are read, apjjrov’d and ordered 
to he transcrib’d. Copy whereof follows 

To Stringer Lawrence, Esq., Coinniander-in-Cliief of the Company's Forces in India. 

Sir, 

Having appointed you to the Command of the Troops at Triehinopoly, you 
will prbcewl there Avith. the Heinforcoinent now put under your direction; 
The situation of the Nabobs as well as tlie Emmiy’s Force you Avill .soon ho 
aequaintiid Avith by the represimtation of the Olficcr on Command, the former 
must he greatly superior. We Avould by all means have you press an engage- 
ment as soon as possible, this we are strongly induc’d to from a certain know- 
led^m that they have applied to Salabut Jung for a strong Reinforcement which 
may be reasonably expected to arrive soon as well as their Ships from Europe. 



should you prove successful, very prol)ahly the enemy must ahundon their 
Cannon, &% which by all accounts is considerable ; The passions of tlie Moors 
arc ever fluctuating, their friendship and alliance not to he depended on. Mm* 
iherelore, after providing in a reasonable manner for the sc'curity of Tiiehino- 
poly, think it would be prmlent to send them to Deve Cotah as the leaving 
them there might prove a disadvantag<! to us ; Should the enemy have address ■ 
enough to secure a lletreat, you will be mindful that our Garrisons here and at 
Fort S‘ George are weak, and take such measures as may prevent them doinu' 
harm to our Districts; The Nabob’s allies consisting of sevt'ral Countries whos«‘ 
Customs are greatly different ^rom ours, we must particularly recommend you 
as much possible promote a harrauoy. \Viit(? ns (ronstantly the material that 
we may give you the proper assistance. Or» your departure from Trieliinopoly 
you will leave such a Force as you judge necessary for the security of t hat pla<;(‘.

The President lays before tlu; Board for their perusal twm Letters he has 
received from Major Lawrence and one wn*ote to him sinct? he left us ; th<* 
coil tenU of which are as follows : Of those from Major Lawrence dated 25" 
and 26“* Instant, that he liad sent Captain Clive on his being near Tanjour to 
wait upon the King, who treated him very handsomely, gave him great assur- 
ances of his regard for the Company and hoartine.ss in the present allianc<! 
and expressed a desire to continue always upon the .same good terms with the 
English. That he had been inform'd Chunda’s Camp was reinforced wdth a 
hundred Europeans, seven hundered Seapoys and four Camels loaded with 
money, which addition he is of opinion docs not yet make 'them formidable. 
That he should make what haste he could to Trieliinopoly w’hon lu? shall giv(^ 
his opinion of the enemy’s situation and the designs on them. The purport 
of the letter to Major Lawrence dated the 29‘‘* is, that it was reported a party 
of a thousand French and three hundred Seapoys were at a small Fort between 
Wolconda and Wootatoor and ten French and a hundred Seapoys had been 
detach'd from Pondicherry to them.

the fornier are dated the 30"‘ [Jltimo and and P*‘ lusfatit, "ivinjj an 

ae(!ount that there liave been several skirmi-shes with the enemy who by all 
accounts have sulTerM considerably, that Aulem Cawn, a Principal man 
annjno: them is kill’d, and that they had thought proper on meeting with a 
liith; disturhantai from us to remove to Syringam Island near tlie Pagoda and 
were encamp’d on the banks of the Caldcroon, that he intended distressing 
tliern tis much as possible by sending Captain Clive with a v<!ry considerable 
l-’orce to Sauioycveram, a place in their rear to intercept all Convoys and pre- 
vent their getting olf that way, and should continue himself at Trichinopoly to 
observe their motions and give them all the disturbance in bis power from 
thcnee, that two E’rencb Prisoners had been taken, and three deserters from 
them were eonic over to us, from* whom they hiarnt several move had the same 
intentions. That as he found the want of Battering Canmm lie desigin^d send- 
ing for two to Dovecotali with some Shott and Powder which he hopes will 
b(' approv’d of. Ihrpresenting he is in great distress for moru'y, the Nabob 
having none, nor will tho King of Mysore lend him any, wherefore thinks it 
highly necessary some expedient should he found for supplying him for tin? 
s])oedy payment of the troops, and in tlie interim lie will (mdeavour to get what 
he can from Buekun jeo; Requesting information if it would ho attended with 
any detriment to the Company’s aiVairs to send threatening Letti^rs to the Poli- 
gars to deter them from assisting the enemy as they ree(‘ivo all their provisions 
from Terror and Worriarpollam, and mentioning his having appointed Lieu^nant 
Ripingtou to the (Irenadier Company, which he hopes will meet with approba- 
tion. The jmrport of the letter to the Major dated the 9th Instant is as follows : 
that Mr. Cockell will write a threatening letter to the TV^orriar of Worriarpollam, 
whose int<?rest it is to regard it. That Sumpetrow having received certain ad- 
vices that seventeen thousand Uorse are detach’d from Aurangabad to the ene- 
my’s assistance wliieh seems probahU^, an engagement is necessary as soon as it 
«‘an he elTocted with prudence; To ])ress the i'iahob for raoni^y who told us the 
King of Mysore; would furnish what we advanced for him, and to intimate the 
imp<»ssihi]ity of carrying on his affairs without it, which meets with tho Board’s 
concurrence.

and proceeding iji form, but as lie is perswaded they can’t stay long hi‘ dc’signs 
w^atching their motions and, making their situation as uneasy as possible; 
That Captain Clive (lad taken a place with a very considerable (piantity of 
Paddy in it called Lalgoody of great consetjuence, Avlioreby their Provisions 
were all eonvey’d to them, of whie.h lh<^y are now in tin; gr(N*itest want, as 
.Deserter.s report. Tliat they had iutelligenee a Party from Pondicherry con* 
sisting of twenty Prene.h, two hundeiaal Seapoy.s and as many Horse were 
arrived at W'^olloondah with tliree Liicks of Itupcios and a quantity of Ammu- 
nition where they stopped on the News of the. Capture of Lalgoody ; 'L’liat 
the roads are so well invested with our poo[>ie there is the greatest reason to 
hope, the men and Convoy will Fall into our hands if they march, which their 
want of money must force them to attempt.

The Camp Correspondence since lust Consultation is produced and consists 
of viz'. : — ■ 

Two letters from Major Lawrence with copy of one from him to M'' Cockell 
advising that Captain Clive had received information a Party of the enemy 
were at Outatoor with Provisions and money on their March to St'ringham and 
set out to attack them, but they being apprized of his coming went hack, 
whereupon ho made a forced Mai’ch and returned to his Post atS amoyeveram ; 
That the enemy’s Army having intelligence of his being set out, but no news 
ot his Retreat made an attempt with a strong party to possess themselves of 
Samoyevei’ara, wherein they not only luckily mis<;arried but all surrendered 
Prisoners at discretion to- Captain Clive, in number two Officers and sixty-four 
])rivate Men, Europeans, besides which five hundred of their Seapoys and 
several Europeans were cut to pieces by the Morattas in atttunpt.ing to escape. 
That 600 of Arms and two Colours were taken and among the Prisoners were 
twenty-two Englishmen, Deserters, with one Kels.al who had been made an 
Officer and was ordered to be instantly hanged witlj tke llircar that bad been 
their guide. They liketviso mention that above halt’ the enemy’s Eorce is des- 
troyed, and the rest so cooped up that they cannot escape which has induced 
the' Nabob to write to Clmnda and M' Law to surrendc’r themselves Prisoners, 
otherwise when they fall into his hands he Avill give them no quarter. That 
they are continually harrass’d by our Troops and ho (the Major) hopes soon to 
advise of their total overthrow ; hut as they keep close to the Pagoda and 
would not Stir out when our Forces march’d across the Island a few days before 
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to conduct Captain Clive’s Prisoners to Trichinopoly which was done with a 
design to di*aw them out to an engagement. He imagines they are determined 
to continue in that situation, and as their.numbers are much reduced, and their 
provisions may last them a long time, nothing can be attempted against the 
place without Battering Cannon, hut should they endeavour to get off, he is 
.perswaded he shall be able to give a good account of them.

Prom Captain Clive advising "that ho came up with tho enemy on the 
Banks of the Calderoon w.here ho is now encamped, and after cannonading 
them briskly oblig’d them to retreat with precipitation, thereupon h” 
attacketl Pitchunda Pagoda which after a breach was made practicable sur- 
rendered at discretion. The garrison consisted of one Captain, four Subal- 
terns, a hundred Europeans, fifty Topasses, two hundred S(japoys with three 
Pieces of Cannon and two Cohorn Mortars, that the next day, fifteen hundred 
Horse and some Seapoys being the remainder of Chunda’s Camp came over tons, 
and all their accounts agree that the whole of tho enemy’s Force left at the two 
Pagodas does not exceed, three hundred French, five hundred Seapoys and 'one 
hundred Horse.

Two letters from Captain Olivo, the first advising his haviug taken 
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Wolcondali and in it Moils : Dantcnil, three other French Officers and fifty 
Europeans, three hundred Seapoys, three hundred Horse, four Pieces of Can- 
non, two Mortars and a largo quantity of Powder, Ammunition and WarliHo 
Stores, that lie proposed to leave a Canison there and march that Evening for 
Trichinopoly. The other giving us tlie agreeable News that Chuuda Saih, 
the night before was taken prisoner. 

Two letters from Major Lawrence, the first dated before Syringham the 
1st Instant, acquainting us of Captain CJivcs success against Wolcondali and 
of Chunda Saib*8 being taken, that the Nabob had Summoned M' Law, Com- 
mandant at Syringhara to surrender, who offered to leave his great Guns on 
condition of being allowed to inarch out with the Honours of War, but tin; 
Nabob insists on their being made prisoners, and has sent a letter threatening 
to put every man to the sword if the Pagoda he not delivered up by the next day 
at noon. That M" Dantcnil and the other Officers had obtained" leave to go to 
Poiuticherry on their parole not to serve against the Nabob for one year uulc.ss 
exchanged or ransomed; tlu; other dated the 3'‘‘ Instant, advising the sur- 
render of Syringham on condition that the Officers he permitted to go to Pondi- 
cherry on their Parole and the Soldiers to remain Prisoners of War hiit to he 
k(*pt at Cuddalore ’till they can be sent to Europe.

The former, it seems, to engage the latter in his interest, enter’d into an agree- 
ment to deliver up Trichinopoly and its Dependencies to him as an Indemnity 
for his charges and recorapence for his assistance with which agreement the 
Mysorean now demands a punctual compliance, and on the Nabob’s evading it, 
refuses to march with his Forces.

The President acquaints the Board that ho had concerted with the Nabob 
measures for reducing Saudet Bunder Fort and Changleput to his obedience 
which they are of opinion will greatly contribute to the tranquility of the 
Country about us, as 'these places give the enemy opportunities of making 
frequent incursions into our Villages of Poonamallee, S‘ Thomd, «fce., and 
tliat the Nabob had promis’d (if the Plan be approved) to send a Detach- 
ment of his Troops to join ‘what Forces we can assemble without weakening 
the grand Army and attempt the enterprize, whereupon it is debated how 
far we can be assisting them in as the French Colours are hoisted on the 
former, and it being considered that although these places are now in possession 
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of the French, yet as they hold them only by right of Conquest, without any 
Cession, Legal Grant or Phirmaund, the Nabob’s natural claim to them as Gover- 
nour of the Carnateck Country remains unimpeacliM and in this lisjht wo are. 
of opinion that we may agreeable to the Law of Nations or rather the custom 
of Europe (not to mention the example shcw'd us by the Ereuch in attackimc 
Arcot and Coitaddy where our Colours were Hying) without infringing the lab^ 
Treaty of Peace between our Sovereign and the French King, assist the Nabob 
in consequence of our alliance with the Circar in recovering these places. 
It is therefore agreed that Captain Clive with what Forces can be spared from 
this Garrison and such as cran be drawn together from Poonamallee, proceed 
to join a Detachment of the Nabob’s Troops and in conjunction with them 
undertake the Siege of Saudet Bunder Fort.

The Letters from Captain Clive give an account of his being before 
Saudet Bander Fort, that ho had reconnoitred it and judged its situation very 
strong, however he was preparing a Battery which would shortly be finished ; 
that Lieut. Cooper with a Detachment having taken possession of a house and 
Garden about half a mile from the Fort, part of the Garrison made Sally, 
upon which his wdiolc Detachment, except a few Volunteers, fled and left him 
wounded in tlie enemy*s possession who carried him into the Fort. 

The President’s Letters are 

To Major Lawrence acquainting him with the advices received from Cap- 
tain Clive, and that if the Nabob would move towards Waldour, it might 
prevent the enemy sending any supplies to Saudet Bander, that the Troops 
have taken possession of the proper places for an attack, and the Battering 
Cannon are gone. 

To Captain Clive advising him that Lieut. Smith with a Detachment from 
Poonamallee is ordered to join him, and that the Battering Cannon with 
Ammunition will be with him as this day.

Captain Clive advises tliat Saudet Bander surrendered to the Nabob’s 
Forces the 19*" Instant on the following terms the Commanding Officer 
and Europeans to have leave to go to I’ondicherrv with their arms and elTects, 
the Topasses and Seapoys without Arms, and the Officer not to serve against, 
the Nabob for one year. That early the’next morning a body of three hundred 
men of which ten were Europeans witli two pieces of Cannon appeared in 
si'rht who were sent to the relief of the Port ; that he had attacked and defeated 
tlumi, and taken the Commanding Officer, eight Europeans and above half the 
Party Prisoners with the Cannon and Ammunition ; and having left a Garrison 
in the Port, he marched from thenc<5 witli the Nabob’s and our E<)re<!s to Cliang- 
leput where he arrived the 22“'* and finds the place very strong but that it 
is overlooked by a high Hill, wdiere he proposed to mount a Battery and was 
was in hopes of reducing it in a little time.

&c., for carrying on the Siege, and particularly one dated yesterday wherein he 
directs that in case tho Nabob^s people should finish the affair, he send in the 
heavy Cannon and all belonging to them, hut the President acquaints the Board 
that recollecting Major Lawrence may probably liave occasion for them he 
wrote this morning to Captain Clive, that as there is reason to suppose Changle 
put has by this time surrender’d, the first thing to be done is to examine the 
Port, repair the Breach and take an account of the Stores, then leave a moderate 
Garrison there and return to Saudet Bander and regulate what is necessary, and 
that it would be pi’oper to write to Major Lawrence at Wondivash to know if 
he wants the heavy Cannon.

Bamparts of which are sixteen feet thick, a wet ditch faced wdth stone sixty 
foot wide, quite round, the outward Port and another half round the inward 
one, that the repair of the breach was immediately set about, and having left a 
sufficient Garrison and regulated other matters agreeable to order he has set 
out for Saudet Bander on his return hither, that he had wrote to Major Law- 
709 F. D. 
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renco about the heavy Cannon and received answer that matters will be made 
up amicably at "Wondivash, therefore concluding they will not be wanted has 
ordered them liither judging that if the Major should have 'Us on. for an y 
against Chetteput he may have two from Arcot which is rauchjnearcr than 
Changleput.

Tlie Book of Standing' Order laying on the Table. 

The 19th inatani . — Rcccuvcd :i letter from Nicholas Clerimbault Chief, urul 
Council at Dacca, dated the ll<th September, containing their answer to tin- 
several remarks on their investment, 1751; a[>prt‘hending the severe eomplaint.'- 
on the bad quality and exceeding higli prices of tlie flue and supeTflne Alli- 
ballies, must regard some sort not sent from Dacca purchased from the merchants 
in Calcutta and elsewhere, as it will appear on referring to tho invoices sent, 
tiiat to former years the prices are ratJier less than increased. That account 
of the emulation of the French lately settled, and that the country cotton has 
continued at an extravagant high price for near three y^eai’s past, they have 
Ijeen obliged to be less severe in prizing the fine *eloth of all sorts and have 
been necessitated to take more the lower letters of the tine cloth than they 
should have done to prevent the Company being disappointed in quantity ordert'd, 
and this answ'er they request may be applied to all the sorts of tine cloth pro- 
vided there. That they will in future transmit us their reasons either f<w 
.sending but a part of several articles, omitting some entirely or sending more 
of others than are ordered, and in relation to tho Alliballii*s, the deficiency" of 
the fine and overflow of superfine w"as oc;casioned by the Delolls* and Picarsf 
being deficient in the former, and in lieu bringing in an overflow of the latf»w, 
w’hieh had they not aoceptc;d of must have left them considerably more indebt- 
ed to the Company than they thought prudent. 

A^ the same time w'e received a letter from the Gentlemen at .Tugdea under 
date the 27th ultimo, advising that agreeably to what Mr. Baillie w^roh' us 
under date the 13th from Dacca, they applied there for a proper Dedoll to ]>re- 
vent the continual inconvenience and impositions; the Kon’ble Company’s 
affairs suffer from the ruined circumstances of their Delolls, and as no Deloll of 
credit eh uses without a removal of their factory to undertake the ma.nagom« -nt 
of its business, so they must again recommend this point to our consideratitm.

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l?y tlie Oxford wa received a letter from the Gentlemen at Fort St, George, 
(iftted the I4th August, enclosing invoice* and hill of lading for eighty chests of 
(reasnre, and advising of their intentions to send us some redwood, but Captain 
.Stevens acquainted them that he should be obliged to stow it upon the Madeira 
■ wine, and appi'ehend(Ml its weight might be prejudicial to the casks. That they 
intended to put on th(i Vernon and a quantity, but as thos<‘ 

sliips had both been aground they feared that such an additional weight might 
be too great a strain to tliem. 

Jty her w'e also received a letter from the Gentlemen, at Madeira, dated the 
28th .January, enclosing invoice and bill of lading for 150 pipes of wine con- 
signed to us. 

By the Oxford wo likewise received a packet fropi the Hon’ble the Court 
of Directors which being opened was found to contain the papers as inserted in 
the list. 


IteMil th« general letter per Oxford, dated the 22nd November 1751. 

By the IP’^atfer we recenvod a letter from the Governor and Council at 
Bombay, dated the 12tli August, enclosing invoice and bill of lading for 600 
liales of cotton and 10 chests of treasure, and desiring us to send them per 
Hector 12 or Ij.^OO hags of the best .saltjwtre procurable. 

By the Hector, anotlun* of the lloii’ble Company*8 ships from Bombay, the 
Governor and Council there wrote us under date the 15th May that they had 
laden on board her 0 1 bales of broadcloth, long ells and irnbossed cloth import- 
ed there by the Streatham wbicii .they found impracticable to dispose of there 
to advantage, likewise 519 bales of cotton and 20 chests of treasure as per 
invoice and bill of lading enclosed, and advising us tiiat Captain Toddrill, their 
Commodore, falling in with the Portugue.so fleet in which was a ship that did 
not hoist any colours, and upon enquiry finding she liad not any pass, he 
determined with the advice of Captains Hindman and Mason to bring her to 
Bombay for their examination and decision. That upon the strictest enquiry and 
the several papers delivered in upon oath they found the ship was called Mary 
belonging to Mr. Irwin, &c., owners at Bengal, and the pass was taken from them 
at Tillecherry, the reasons for which they were then unacquainted W'ith. That 
they agreed to send her to Goa whither she accordingly sailed and w’as there 
delivered to Mr. Bod ley. That Mr. Bodley represented to them she was in so 
leaky a condition that the Commander would protest against him if she put to 
sea. Upon wl,ucli they ordered her to be surveyed. That upon the whole they 
cannot forbear to mention Mr. Bodley’s behaviour in endeavouring to avoid thts 
fleet wiiich he knew to b(? English, and w'hoso signals he ought to have obeyed, 
together with the eircurnstance of the ship’s being without a pass, indispemably 
obliged their Commodore to bring her into port. 

That this has been attended with a very groat loss to the island, as the 
Viceroy of Goa thereupon detained the Hon’ble Company’s Hetch, the Drake, 
a countryship and a number of small craft. That thus having stated the 
several facts as tliey occurred to them, they leave it to us to determine wiiether 
Mr. Bodley’s behaviour does not merit the severest reprehension as he has 
been tlie cause of so great an affront being put on the English flag by the Vice- 
roy «f Goa, and a loss to the inhabitants of that place, and his behaviour to the 
Master Mr. Craig, so far as appears to them, is unwarrantable and void of all 
humanity. 

By another letter from the gentlemen at Bombay, dated the 10th 
August, they iiitorra us that just as they were going to give Captain Kirwan 
his dispatches he acquainted them that he could not then proceed on aeco\xnt 
of the weather and near approach of the monsoon, wherefore they thought 
proper lo lade a laack of the treasure designed by the Hector on board the 
Wager. ^ 

Ordered Captains Stevens Kirman and Hindman to follow all such orders 
as they may receive from the Import aud Export Warehouse-keepers for unload- 
ing and loading their ships. 

Ordered the Secretary to titinsmit a copy of the Hon’ble Company’s standing 
orders relative to the Commanders of their ships to Captain Stevens.

Tiiat Metro admits his tir.st charge of the farms, the ciremnstanec^s of wliieli 
considered lie thinks tairries a taeat proof against him in everythiiig else, as 
;M<*tre. ther«Mn <'onfes.ses the grossest deceit .and fnand, for if he is captible of 
insinuating to the ..lemindar that so nnieh is the utmost that lie can get. for the 
farms, and at the same time clandestinely takes tlurm to himself at sneli price 
in the name of the tlnvd ])er.son, and then iinmediately farms them out again »)n 
his own aeeount at an .advarua', s.ame of them of I'veii 100 pen* cent., lie inaycon- 
furmnblc to tlie strictest ctpiity bo «A)ncluded capulde of anything e]s«>. 

Tliut Metre has dra\vu a long .and speeious answt.'r to the second eliarge, 
touching sei-v.anis’ wages converted to Ids oAvn use, in which answer he give.s a 
particular detail of tlie service and sitiuation of each. On which Air. llolwell 
remarks,; that supposing Metn?’s own .assertion and the evidenee of Honelie- 
ram to Inave any credit giv^eii to them it proves no more than that th<‘ i7 Pyki’s 
were employed in Metre’s si'rvice and p.aid aunnally by the Coinp.any ; th.at tkev 
might he ready for their .siawiee possibly once in a twelve month ; rliat any 
of thmn or the Buxeiaes wia’e employed .as spies is not probable, for where was 
the necessity of keeping tliat eliarge in the dark as the Com[)any might hava* 
been debited on that account without specifying the names of the spi^^s as is 
the case at present; hut the whole of this didail is at once proved to he .a cli.ain 
of falsehoods and imposition.s on producing the cutchery cash-keeper’s hooks 
•whore he finds eight 13u.xeries’ wages and o rupees filched from the second’s 
allowance of a ponsway* and 8 rupees the wages of Bonclienam (wliich Metre 
say.s with*Tillucki*am’s wages was paid to his Persian writer) has beim actually 
paid by Metre’s order to Mr. JCeuipo for tliose two years jiast. in regard to 
Kissengose, Mucketdram, Mundell, Bamasaseal Dutt, and K.ameluirn Tagoov. 
Those of tlio oldest standers in the service of the cuteliory deidari? they never 
knew these people engaged in any service for the Company, and thirteen more the 
Committee is sensible, were re.ady to prove the same, to which Mr. llolvicil fur- 
ther remarks that neither of them appeared to pay liirn the usual sulamt, or 
receive the usual present on his taking the .sent in the ontehery, which t hey would

of>r(aiT\ly have clone liad they been servants of the office. On the whole Mr. Hol- 
wcdlseos no reason to rcciode from tliis cdiarf^e against Metre and must still insist 
on the behalf of the Company that it is cionsistent both with common sense 
and eommon eciuity to conclude this fraud in the servants’ monthly pay has 
been continued in one shape or another from the period of his having power 
to commit it. Metre observes to the Committee that there is a balance due ot\ 
account of the bang, caulkers and tobacco farmers of Es, 1,000, W'hich lu‘ 
must make good. On ^A'hicll Mr. Ilobvell observes that tdiis confession Avould 
never have c.s(;apcd him had he not known the dofieiency of currency, Ils. 7,219, 
on tlic farms had heou laid before; the Presidcuit* the day before. That JMetrcj 
should 1)C obliged to pay the money einlx'zzled by Cosscram Metre Air. 
llolwcll thinks cannot he este'cmred a hardship as he stands ecpuilly a(;countahle 
for any emhev, 5:10111011 ts of his late head writer Diai’am Gliose, for it was strictly 
his duty to see all monies collected paid into the Eodar’s hands otherwise lie 
kneivs not how he rceeivcxl 111 rupe<;s a month from the Company. Touching 
the tine levied from Aloideb, and said to ho paid Air. Kooper, Air. llolwell 
I'CMfiai'ks that ho iloes not hero enter into a vindication of Air. Kooper furtlier 
Mian to.say it is a very easy matter for Alctre to throw dirt on a gentleman wlio 
is not here to justity hiinseJf, hut that as the affair relates to Es. SOO which 
was .srrietly the Conifiany’s duo lie thinks it ineumhent on him to point out. 
contradietions in ATetro’s defence, as he still thinks him aeeountable to the 
Company for that sum, for the following reasons : First, the head Pyke’s evidence 
is flat au'ainst Air. Kooper’s having received this money knowing that it was 
h'vied ; .se<‘Ond, the evidence of Euiramped shows ho was tampered with by Din- 
vam Cl hose to asst'rt this money was paid to Air. Kooper; thirdly, Diaram Ghose 
eon fosses he told Air. llolwell he kept no account of that Es, 600 ])aid to Air. 
Koojier, and swears he kcejis no ueeonnts of such lines at all, w’^hereas <an 
aeeonut under the title of a lottery of such fines under his own hand is produced. 
Tlierefore wlint truth is tlij:re in any part of this man’s evidence? Fourthly, 
in Sustedass’ account in the cash keeper’s hooks the Es. 2,000 wliieli stands to 
Air. Koop<;r’s name in the lottery book appears liere likinvise, and appears to be 
brought from other eutciiery hooks produced, and his account of Sustedass is 
from Alareh to October, and Aloideb’s* house, ajtpears to he sold the first of Alay. 
Now Gungaram the packer’s fine np[M:‘ars in this account, .and why not Aioideh’s, 
if it had been paid to Air. Kooper for Diaram Gliose, Rs. 200 of that line was paid 
to the cash-keeper amongst other sums. Fifthly, as Gungaram’s fine is parti- 
cularized in tlie cash-keopor’s hooks, would not Aioideli’s likewise apyienr there if 
ever any [lart of it passed through his hamls to Air. Koojicr, or tola’s head haniaii 
Susteilas.'j on his aeeonnt. Aletre objects to the cash-keeper’s hook as not. being 
the cuti.diery liook, wliich he knows to he iitti'rly false, as tliat hook is kept no- 
where hut in thecutcliery and particularly contains the account of Avage;:j paid to 
all the servants of the eutidiery and otliet accounts relative to the olliee. Mr. 
lloUvidl does not s.ay it may not contain the cash-keeper’s own accounts, hut it 
happens very unlucky for Aletre, that the very ac<;oant he pitched upon to 
prove this, points out anot her of his frauds, the account of Alonick-Soor, in 
whose name; the Com jinny has been defrauded by about Rs. 9 per montli from 
Rs. 17 to to 1710, Its. 312-1.5 paid to his father Churn Soor, and he thinks he 
will scarcely he hardy enough to say thi.s nian Avas ev<;r in the service of the 
Company. But to n'turn to Gung.aram’s line, Air. lIolAvell begs leaA'e to give 
the -Board his conci'ption of tho.se transactions, and if they apjiear to them in ' 
the light it does to him, it will apjiear likewise very probable Mr. Kooper 
might r(;eei\'e the Es. 2,000 entered in the lottery book Avithout knowing by 
Avhat iniquitou.s means it Avas collected. It is universally knoAvn tliat from Air. 
TCooper’s first entrance in the office he abridged the power of Aletre, who wo 
may reasonably supjiose Avould m'glect no moans of regaining his influence; a 
jiresent he judgeil tlie readiest Avay, hut could not prevail on himself to give it 
out of hjs own pocket, therefore vv'ays and means must bo thought of. Ojpii- 
chand’s .silk was stole luckily at this juncture, and Gungaram is fint;d Rs. 400, 
wdiicli, instead of being brought to the credit of the Cof«pftny» appears to ho 
converted to this purpose, and Basdeb Coyal is said to be fleeced of a double *■ 
dussatary* amounting to Rs. OOO more, but without the other Rs. 1,000 the 
pi’es(;nt will not be Avorth tlie jemindar’s acceptance, therefore the poor servants

totally out of his senses about the beginning of May and for sonu*. time before ; 
tliat lie could neitlun* bear the sight or name of Oovindrain Mi*tre, t herefore how 
iinprohahle it is ho should receive Moideh’s line ; that Metre eoinplained to 
Mr. Dawson Mr. Jlolwell admits, but at th<f same time begs leave to observe that 
it was greatly in jMetre’s power to trump up any charge o\' that Uiiul.and give 
it a specious colouring l^y a thousand evideucos that were then at hi.s devotion ; 
and tliat he did not want resentment against Mi*. Kooper at that jum fure is 
very well known to ev(>ry inenib(*r of this Hoard. On the wliole Mr. ilolwell 
submits these circumstances to their candid determination. 

Uead the Proceedings of the Committee relative to tlie farms and bazars, 
by Metre for the ye*j.rs 1710, 1760, and 1761, and on taking the same under 
consideration, Mr. Jlolwell veqneslcal the previous cpiestion to he put, whether 
Metre was from tlie nature of his ollice in trust in liehalf of tin; t'oinpany, when 
Mr. Mackett gave it as his opinion that, tlie jeraindar is chielly and filnnist 
solely in trust for the Company and Metro as a servant under him. 

]Mr. h’rankhind looks upon tlie jeniindar as the sole person in trust. 

Mr. Uecher is of the sani<; opinion as Mr. J’h*anklaiid. 

Mr. Maiiingham looks upon him in trust for the Company suhordinato to 
the jeniindar. 

Mr. Cruttenden is of opinion that tlie trust of the oflTiee is ri'posi'd in the 
jeniindar and he looked upon JMetre no more than, a scrv.ant under him. 

The Prosidmit looks upon Midrc to Inivo been entrusted from the nature of 
his otriee with tin* management of the whole revenues. 

Tlie majority of the Board is of opinion that ]Metixi is not ia trust to the 
Comp.any from the nature of his ollhie. Mr. Cruttenden in consequence of Mr. 
Holwi-irs question roi^uests the opinion of the Board whether Mi.d re had a right 
to he ;i piiridiaser with others or not. Mr. M.'iekett is of opinion that he, as 
well as the jeniindar and every other man in ilu; settlement, has a right. 

iMr. Ifrankland s.ays that it appears from the Proceedings of the Conimittco 
that those farms wore sold with the knowledge of the Govi;rnor, and jeniindar 
for the time being, and as ivas nov'cr forbidden to purchase he is of 

(q)iniun that Afetre li.ad a right with their consent. 

.Air. Becber is of the same opinion as Mr. Prankland. Mr. Afnninghani is 
of opinion that he had an equal right with other purchasers, it having been 
made known to the Governor and jemiiidar and previous notice being likewise 
given of the sale. Mr. Crntleiideii thinks he had a right. 

The J’re.sident is of ojnnion ho had a viglit to purchase puhliely, hut not in 
a secret manner. 

Air. AleGuire, Secretary, acquaints the Board that; on his waiting upon 
Air. Dawson hy their order to know if At(*tre acipiainted him of the time for 
selling those farms and of the prices lie could get for them hef-ire the tinio of 
sale. Air. Dawson aequainted liim he had received such Intclligeuce from Metric 
as likewise from the jeniindar. 

The majority being of opinion that Aletre had a right to purchase, the 
President put the following, question : — 

AA'hethcr Aletre, hy his own confession of having made above the profit of 
the farms as sjiecified by Air. Holwell for the years 17t9, 1760, and 1761 is not 
answerable to the Hon’ble Company with intere.st calculated thereon fi’om the 
end of those years. 

Mr. Alackctt is of opinion as it does not appear that Metro intimidated any 
person from purchasing the farms, and that during tho.so three years he farmed 
them, it was at an advance price, and as there has heeu no order that Aletre 
should ^not be as free to purchase as any other pez'son, and Metre having by one 
huzar lie does not think him accountable for the gains on the others. 

Frankland is of the same opinion for the foregoing reasons, as it does 
not appear he purchased them secretly, and it being the opinion of the Board 
that net hj^ a right to purchase, or he concerned. . 
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Mr. BecTier Cor the same reasons is of the same opinion. 

IVCr. Mannin<;hain can only answer this question by the following repi*e- 
«ej\tation. J)uritig the time he was in the oliiee of jeminclar only one farm 
fell in to be renewed or re-sold, Govindram Meti’e duly apprized him of this 
abov«j one month before the expiration of tho old pottah or contract. Mr, 
Mauningham likewise acquainted Mr. DaAvson, the then Governor therewith, as 
did also (Jovindram Metre; afterwards public notice of a month w’as given by 
Mr. Mauningham as jesmindar that, the lease of the said farm Avoukl ho 
renew'ed and sold to the best bidder, lie likewise endeavoured j)uhliely .and 
privately himself as well as by his servants to piocuro l^idders for the same for 
th(} ensuing year at an advance price. 

Tho sum it sold for the last year being Bs. 3,000 several persons offered, 
morehants and otlu'rs, from Ks, 3,000 to lls. 3,500, hut not oiui would acquiesce 
to have tin? contract in his own name. A short time before the lease had 
oxiuvcd a banian oficred lls. l-.OOO, upon which Mr, Manningham acquainted 
Meti'O that such a sum was olfon?d, hut in consideration tliat the last farmer 
might have outstanding dtsbts ho ac<iuu;seod with his having the option of 
the farm for lls. 4,00i), that being the highest offer he couhl obtain, at the 
same lime it being known to Mr. Manningham that Metre in tho name of 
another was tlie real farmer the preceding season. He accordingly agreed 
to give Us. 1,000 for the said farm tliis season, av I nch Mr, Manningliam (!on- 
sented to and acquainted Mr, Dawsou therewith, thinking it an ad\'antageous 
advance on behalf of tho Company, and that n * higln'r purchaser offered, iiot- 
Avithst.a ruling the utmost pains he took for the space of six Aveeks, and as in 
tills instance IMctre was tho farmer and known to he such both to the (lovevnov 
and jernindai', though in an otlieu person’s n.amo, IMr. Manningham is 1herefor<^ 
of opinion (on this [»riiiciple that the Gov'ornoi* and jemindar were acquaiotcil 
therewitli) tliat ilctre is not accountable for the advance or gain on those 
farms let by him to others, for whom he Avaa security to tho Company. 

Mr. Cvutteiulcn is of opinion, and that IVom his having si'rved in the olTiec. 
of jemindar, as tho sales of the farms Avero made at Iho public cntchery 
and of oonse(]ueiic»' free for every one to buy, and as tlu;re has been no order 
to his knowledge that did not entitle Metre to an equal right to ])Urehaso as 
AVi'll as any other, that ho has a right to any advantage he may fiaAU' made in 
purirhasing tiic same, especially as it noAvliei’C appears that he ever intimidated 
or prevcut(;<l others from buying them, 

'I'he President says that through the course* of the enquiry into jMetre’s 
mauageineiit of tho farms it ajipi^ars to him that M<d,ro has had tlu; disposal 
theri'of at sricli prices as he himself thought proper to limit by his artifice 
and dominion over tlu; black iuhabitatits, so much tliat tlicre has lu>cu a hare 
probahilily of any j(Mnindar or other covenanted servant to have true know- 
ledge of that hrancii of the rcAamues, whereby ho Avas perfectly assured of 
making a profit. TIuTcroro is of opinion he should immediately refund to tin- 
Ccnipany tho gains made on the uhovo three years’ purchase, Avitli interest 
thereon. 

'riie majority is of opinion that Govindram Metre is not accountable for 
any gains or other advantages ho made on the farms for those three years.

the inhabitants of tVie town >nado the revcnue.s rise so much as they have done 
lately : therefore it is not possible for me to give a iwsitive and certain answer to 
your question, as all things sold in that manner dc^pends often on people’s 
opinion of their worth h(ung more than ap))ears, and other reasons too long for 
me to enumerate here; but the reason of tins sudden rise at present appears to 
me owing in the first and greatest part to the great famine and scarcity of all 
kinds of necessaries of life that Your Honour, &c., arc stsnsible lias been to the 
greatest degree this seasort, and what has not been known for these sixty years 
past, for it arose to so dreadful a degree that many of your inhabitants have 
perished within the town with hunger, a truth well-known to every one. I 
humbly presume your Honours, &c., are acquainted tliat the duties Jioro ai'c 
levied on tlie gross .sales, and those duties are mostjy on the necessari(?s of life, 
the consumption of Avliieh must be nearly equal, let. the price be what* it Avill. 
If cloth is dear a poor man may put off the buy i rig of a new coat until the 
price falls ; but for victuals, when hunger presses, every one must buy, if he 
has money to purchase it. Therefore it is plain, if the consumption is pretty 
near equal at all times, that when the price is high, the duties being so much 
per oent. on the gross sales, they must at that time amount, to a much larger 
sum than when the sales from their .cheapness did not produce so large a sum 
iia F. D. 
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of money. ]3ut to explain this affair more to Your Honour, &c., T take the 
liberty to subjoin hereto a calculation of the difference that the prices of 
•grain, &o., necessaries will make in. the duties which are farmed* of the 
z<nuindar.

By this account Your Honour, &<■., will observe the incrediblu dearness of 
many sorts of the necessaries of life w'itbin the month preceding the sales of 
the farms, though the 1)uyers might think their prices might not keep up for 
tlic wltole ensuing year; yet from the present dearness and tlie had prospect of 
the expee.ted crops of grain from the, great rains having overflowed the country 
enough to drown whatever expcctcjd crops of grain planted in the low grounds, 
the j»iirchnsers of the farms might with almost a certainty foresee great dear- 
nc'ss likely to ensue,. This I look upon as the gr(‘atest reason for tlu; present 
rise f>f the farms, besides which it is well known many of the head merchants 
hrouglit large (|uantities of rice in the place for the use of their numerous 
fajnilies without paying any duties, as likewise others (by custom of many 
years standing) introduced large quantities into the town for ex[)ortation wliicrh 
till within a year jiast never ])aid any duties to tlui farmers, and th(*y h(;ing 
ordered to he taken olf this last year Avill make very considerable increase of 
lU’olU. in the farms. Tluis 1 have endeavoured to satisfy Your Honour, &e., 
to a question you ploasid to ask me, and hope it will meet with your approval, 
and that you will rerneinher that all things sold by public amdion rneids rises 
and falls that there is as little account to he given’for as there is a certainty of 
their <-ontiuuauee. All I. can assure Your Honour, &c., for certain fact is, that

The S8th ultimo . — We received a letter from the geotlemcn at Dneoa, 
dated the 22nd November, enclosing tlie Consultation from August to Novem- 
ber inclusive. Charges, general, Cash Accounts, Treasury Accounts, and Muster 
Tlolls tor J uly, August, and September, and hope to be able to despatch to u.s 
in about 15 days a parc;el of cloth on the Hon’ble Company’s account. At 
the same time wo received a letter from tlie gentlemen at Jugdea, under date the 
16th November, in reply to our remarks on their inv('stments, and doubting not 
what they wrote to us last on this point w'ill be entirely satisfactory; as a rise 
so very material as 35 per cent, in the cloth, when at the same time tliey have 
suffered none to us, though perhaps not so much as might in reason be oxpeett'd, 
for in counting the threads, they have seldom found a dcliei(;ncy of above 100 
to their Factory musters, aMd this is far from l)eing equal to the late extraor- 
dinary rise of cloth ; and as also, considering the; gr<!at clog their Delolls are to 
their business by being obliged to satisfy their creditors to squeeze money 
from all hands they can by that means, notwitlistauding the regular advance 
of r<*ady money whieli they have for carrying on their investment, hardly 
buy of the Aveavers hut at least partly on tru.st ; and as tliis is an incon- 
venieixce to the Avoavers, so it occasions their supplying them Avith cloth 
inferior to what it otherwise might be. As to the defect in sorting they must 
observe, that in their coarse cloth, wberoin the smallest inequality is visible, 
many sorts might be made tliereof, though tlie standing custom of that Factory 
has ahvays hem but two. As to the torn cloth (wliicli tJie Dcdolls arc by' contract 
obliged to take off), they shall endeavour to get it changed, though, , as these 
people are no ways responsible through, their bad circumstances, so ttio eIVccting 
of this will probably be difficult. Tiiat in regard to the rcmoA^al of their 
Pactiny, Avhen Air. Baillie was at Dacca, the gentlemen made no objection to 
Mutlubguuge, though they now a})piebend it to be Avitliin their district, and on 
the Avholc an improper jjlace for them to rcmoA’^c to ; so that they shall hoav seek 
out a place which they may approA’^e of, and at the same time may he proper to 
conduct the business, and Avhen fixed on shall write to us more particularly on 
this subject, that as tlio time of the Mugs draw nigh, they request us to order 
the pinnace to bo with them by the end of next month for the safe conveyance 
of their cloth and a chest of good powder with a lanthorn or two. 

The 30th ultimo . — Rcceh'ed a letter from the gentlemen at Cassimbazar, 
dated the 25th, advising f hat they cannot get gun carriages made thei*e either 
so cheap or good as in Calcutta, all kinds of artificers being employed by the 
Nabob, and iron work very deal’. That Samuel Millechamp being considerably 
in debt to several merchants, those Avho are debtors to the llon’ble Company, 
on his dpmise the Chief apd Council in behalf of the Company and to secure 
them took charge of bis effects, sold the same and brought tlie amount to his 
credit in their books being D. M. Its. 1,153-8-9, where it still remains, as no 
regular demands have been yet made, but they are daily liable to them.

Sir, — In a small time after the long boat went away there came in a boat 
which they had taken from the shoi'e Jackson, Griffin, Asher, and Blair, who de-

oflicer or foremastman in the ship with large clubs in their hands that dared to 
oppose them, and Aslnu- had l»is on the gunwale, but on iny snapping a pistol 
at him which missed lire he let his chest fall overboard and lost it. Jackson us<?d 
very ahusiv<! language and swore he would knock me down if I hindered him 
from taking himself or aTi\ thing he want(;d out of the ship, and Crifliu to he 
through my body. Now 1 s('eing they were aetnaJly intentioned to mutiny, and 
Jackson tin* head of them, liretl a hall at him but missed him on which he 
threw an iron holt at me which struck mo but did not mttch hui't, but 
Jackson swore if I fired again at him he would go down and blow the ship 
up, hut that 1 look care to prevt'iit by placing peo])l* to take care of that 
place ; hut I heard him say that he would blow ship and every body to hell 
rather than as he called it he ill used, and Crippin run into the gun-i’oom ‘which 
was then opem. lie being at work in the bread-room and seized on two 
j»oleaxes, but the gunner took them from liim, so you see that Jackson and 
Crippin were the two ringleaders, though Asher and JJlair were very abusive; 
]>ut at last we got them (pd»‘t and after that they four with. Matthew Tulip 
went into the boat and swore when they were put off they intended to come up 
to you for th(;y w<‘r<' resolved ou what they told me on Sunday which was to 
have no new l)(<atswain.

Tbe Considtalion of the 14tU being wrote fair was now read, approved, and signed. 

Received a letter from the gentlemen at Dacca dated the 7th instant, en- 
closing the state of their factory to the 30th ultimo. 

Received a letter from the gentlemen at Jugdea dated the 3rd in.stant, add- 
ing as a further reason for the badness of tlieir cloth that of the thread, exclusive 
of which the increase which their baftaes suffer in their price may he esti- 
mated at 30 per cent,, and as under this inconvenience with that as before 
mentioned to us of the bad circumstances of the deloUs it is impossible for 
them to keep their cloth up to its old musters, so rather than suffer its fabrick 
<o be spoiled so as perhaps to be unfit for the use it is designed, they rticom* 
mend it to us to permit a rise of 10 or 15 per cent, in the stated prices of their 
cloth, and by w’hich means they shall be able to remedy that defect in it com- 
ydained of by the Council for these eight or ten years past ; and as this w'as 
granted to the factory in the Hon*ble Company’s directions received about four 
years ago, so they do not doubt our making a proper allowance in this point, as 
it is now so much more necessary. 

Received a letter from the gentlemen at Dacca, dated the 11th December 
enclosing an invoice of 76 bales and a bundle of musters, account the Tlon’ble 
Company and advising of their having forwarded their goods. 
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Captain Cook6 sent in a letter retjuestin^ us to supply him with nine guns, 
he being obliged to throw the like number overboard when his ship struck, 
on the Island Mayotta — 

Ordered the Millitary Storekeeper to comply with his request, and that his 
letter be entered after tliis Consultation. 

The Zemindar lays hcifore the Board the state of the revenues — 

Ordered them to lay on the table for the consideration of the Board.

Hon’blb Sib and Sirs, — Our hon’ble employers having in many parts of 
their lists of investment and general orders by the ships this season complained 
greatly of the assortment of goods from hence, and inequality thereof in one 
and the same bale, we beg leave to trouble Your Honour, &c., with a few 
observations on this head, that our sentiments through your means may be 
transmitted to our Ilon’blo Masters for their notice and confirmation should we 
be so fortunate to merit their approval in the method we shall take the liberty 
of pointing out to rectify in some measure the error complained of. In order that 
this may appear in a clear light and show the necessity of it, wo shall with 
your permission subjoin the manner in which goods are usually sorted, prized, 
and emhaled in the cottah. 

So soon as the merchants bring their cloth into the warehouse the whole 
is examined by the sorters and sorted into the different letters peculiar to the 

112 F. D. 
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spccu's of cloth, and in this marnior every merchant’s cloth is prepared for the 
prizing, and divided into such a number of tokes or pai'cels having the mer- 
cJinnt’s name affixed thereto wlio provided the same. 

When the goods are thus prepared three pieces from every separate parcel 
and from every letter of each sortment of goods arc promiscuously drawn by 
the young gentlemen who are assistants in the warehouse, whudi three pieces 
are carefully examined by the warehouse keeper and his assistant, and the 
middle! pieces of the three in point of ‘goodness is then fixed upon by the ware- 
house keeper and the inerehant who provided the cloth as the piece by which 
the goods are to he prized by the Governor and Council,^ and on the goodness or 
defect of the middle piece so chosen depends the price of the goods to the 
merchant. In this maniier each middle piece of each sortment of cloth and 
(!very letter of said sortment is drawn and fixed upon as the price by which 
sai<l parcel is to be priz(al by the Governor and Council in the prizing day, when 
they are compared and examined with the muster contracted upon and prized 
by the Governor and Council according to their ctiualling or falling short of 
such musters. 

After this the cloth is en\balcd, the method having been to pack every 
merchant’s cloth that is priz<*d at one piece in the same bale, by which uuiaiis 
a bale is often composed of cloth belonging to several mcrehanis Avhieli have? 
been provided by their separate gomastalis (or- agents) at dilTcvent aurnngs 
and sorte<l in. the warehouse by different hands; by whicdi m<*thod though caeli 
si‘paratc jiareel of cloth is never so well sorted in regard to itself, yet tin; fab. 
rick of every aurung having its pecxiliar qualith's, will not pa-rmit of tludr 
being p)aekcd in one and the same bale without an inequality appearing. ‘Sonu^ 
aurung.s being noted for the fiucivjss of their thread in which case the cloth 
thougli flue will appear thin, whereas the cloth from a different aurung of a 
coarser tlu’oad by being struck clo.ser and equal may in all prohaljility bt; a 
superior p)iece of cloth, as'every piece of cloth of the same fahriek and breadth, 
though provided at different aurungs, ought to he composed of an equal number 
of threads. 

Another material reason why the pieces .should not wholly determine the 
manner of packing arises from the uncertainly of the pieces themseha's, for 
according to the method before set forth of ehnsing the prize pieces by draw- 
ing tlu’(M'. ])romiscuously from each p)arcel, it may happen that a superior 
parcel of cloth, as there will always remain in pacli letter several degrees of 
g(jodness, though not sufficient to alter the letter, will be lower jnized than 
another pnreel rather inferior by the chance of drawing the price pieces. For 
instance let three pieces be drawn from two different parcels of cloth, wc will 
sup])ose tlie pai’cels ci]ual in number though not in goodness, yet if by chance 
of drawing from the lir.st parcel one of.the three pieces prove of the first degi'eo 
and the otl)cr two of the lowest, the middle piece will of eonsequenec b(i but 
:ui (nferior piece, and the paia'ol he prized accordingly ; yet if from tlu? inferior 
parcel the pieces draAvn should prove two of the first degree and one of the 
lowest, the middle ]jicee will prove a superior piece of the parcel (which may in 
genera] only equal the inferior of the former parcel) and bo prized at tl»e same 
price, on which. account these two parcels will be paekc'd together and a great 
ineriiiality arise in one and the same bale, it being impossible to preserve one 
standard in so great a variety of cloths though of the same fabrieks, provided 
at dilTerent aurungs and sorted here by variety of hands. 

Being desirous to remedy this defect and give our honourable masters 
all the satisfaction in our power, w’e have made various trials since the 
coming in of the goods this season, hoping by some means to succeed and give 
them satisfaetiou iu attending to tbo duties of the warehouse and .discharging 
to the utmost of our abilities the trust they liave been pleased to repose iu us. 

'I’lio soot romalls and gurrabs being tbo only cloth hitherto brought into 
the warehouse iu any quantity wo have had them sorted with the greatest 
strictness and (thouiih not usual with coarse goods) resorted them the day 
before the prizing, yet after they Avere prized, notAvithslanding all our cafe, 
when they ivere prepared for packing according to the usual method we still 
found a very great irregularity in llie bales and which must bo the case nn? 
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f/voidably, while a regard is only had to the prices, for the reasons already 
assigned in this address by the manner of drawing the prize pieces. 

This proving incITectnal wo made, another eiTort with the soot romalls 
prized the 13th December, by resorting the wiiolo parcel alter they had been 
jrt’ized, thougli at the same letter into one parcel, and then diatiugnisliiug their 
dilTercut degrees of goodness by making three paiax'Is under eacdi letter, ruid in 
this manner prepared them for packing, when there ap{)carcd a rau(^ll gri'ater 
equality in the different sortments of each -letter than by any other method w('. 
could find after repeated and different trials. To every parcel thus re-sorted 
now valuation is affixed,^ calculated from tim varions prices at which the several 
merchants’ cloth was prized of the same letter by the Governor and Council. 
But for a more distinct explanation of this'w'c beg leave to subjoin an abstract 
of the soot romalls a.s prizetl that day, and an abstivnd of their prices when I’c- 
sorted after the prizing, by which it will appear this metliod no way aifeets 
or alters the real amount given to the morchants for their cloth or will occasion 
any difference in the general books, but rather fix a more equitable value on 
the goods Avhen packed for Europe. 

That this manner of assorting the investment may create an additional 
trouble to the warehouse keeper and his assistant, is a consideration of very 
little w<'ight, provided it may answer the intent of our Honourable emjdoyeis 
and nnnedy a defect they liave repeatedly mentioned. The expense atteiuling it 
Avill he t rifling, an increase of a few more sorters whose wages will he fully «a)m- 
pensatod if this raethoil should prove satisfactory. At least we hope the trial 
of it for a season will not be displeasing. The only ob jection that appears to ns 
at present is our not b<!ing able by this method to write in the hale note the 
morfdiant’s name who provided the cloth, as lii^cwise the sorter who sorted the 
parcel. Those are still preserved in the prize hook in the usual manner, atid will 
ho transmitted as enstomary, hut as the cloth is now re-sorted after the prizing 
by ditferent hands from those who first sorted it and adiale probably composed 
c)f as many dilferent merchants’ cloth as there are pieces in the hale, it would 
he in a manner impossible to comply Avith our honourable masters* orders t)ji 
this head, except by writing the merchant*s name on every separate piece of 
cloth brought into the warehouse. But w’c hope this will not be deemed any 
neglect of our duty and flatter ourselves the re-sorting the cloth in this mann<’r 
by dilferent hands Avill ho a further check on the sorters and obviate likewiso 
any undue iutlueneo or eouneetiou tho merchants may have Avith those people.

Several 
branches of the duty belonging to the office of Master Attendant absolutely 
require a knowledge of iaaritiine affairs, viz., surveying and sounding the 
river, laying the buoys, surveying of ships on variety of octiasions, reporting 
the condition of the sloops, making of jiilots, master.^, &c., and judging of their 
qualifications, all which are essential parts of this office and must if no seaman 



fills tlie same be entirely at the discretion of a Deputy, by which means the 
clieciv intended on the Vilots, &c., M ill Ixi considerably lesson<Ml, when the head 
of tlic otTu'c cannot judge of their merits or demerits hut through the medium 
of a Deputy, for 1 presume it may he allowed without derogating from the 
merits of any person that none hut a seaman can judge of tVie several parti- 
culars above mentioned. That advantage may acau’uo to the Company hy one 
of the Members of Council being appointed to fill this vaeaney provisionally, 
I tViink the advantages to the Company would bo equal for, as I will suppose, 
the man so appointed to he a person bf integrity, w<; may conclude the hopes of 
the llon’hle Company’s favour and preservation of his employ, together with 
a regal’d to his own character (a consideration *for evtjr annexed to honesty) 
Mmuld render him sufficiently attentive to the duties of his office and the inter- 
est of his employers. 

That the expenses of the Marine are exceeding heavy is very certain, as 
also tlie great consumption of stores may bo liable to many abuses, hut how 
tins can ho Ix^thu* regulated than hy a seaman he cannot couceive, for no 
member of the Board can so well judge of the several indents made for the 
service, of tlie sloops, &c., their propriety or consumiition, as a person versed 
in tlie affairs of this nature, and who ought strictly to examine the same, and 
pass great part of his time at the dockhead to inspect narrowly into theso 
particulars, as likewise to visit and examine every sloop and hudgerow be- 
longing to the Company or employed in their service. 

Thai the post of Master x\.tteridant is attended with a certain and fair gain 
is well known to every one, as likewise several members of the Board have 
no perquisites or advantages from their posts, but at the same time he humbly 
com.HHves a nomination of this nature would with more propriety come from 
our Hon’hlc Masters, who may priibably be displeased with our taking this or any 
other employ to ourselves without their previous consent, espotnally in the 
present instance, as their commands may in a few months arrive in answer to 
the supersession of Captain Ranson, when they may possibly think it necessary 
to regulate tliis office in a different manner. The President for the reasons sot 
forth by Mr. llolwell sees no impropriety in appointing a member of the Board 
as Superintendent of the Marine till the Company’s pleasure is known and there- 
fore approves of Mr, Cruttenden being appointed.

Air. John Wood sent in a petition to the Board .setting forth that lie was 
surprized to hear w(3 rofu'^^ed signing a pass for a vessel of his last Council day ; 
that as the vessel was now almost ready to sail, he must again request the p.‘is.s 
may be granted ; that he begged leave to observe the Ilon’blo Company had 
thought proper to allow him all the privilege's of a free merchant in India, viz., 
to dwell at cither of the Fresideneys with free liberty to use any trade or eoin- 
inerce in the way of a merchant within the limits of their charter. That the 
objection ho had heard of free merchants not being entitled to a pass is unh'ss 
lie goes to sea himself, was groundless, especially if it is considered that it seems 
equally cogent against a Company’s servant liavitig a pass when tlieir indentures 
wei’o impartially compared ; .that as the giving Dustick to a free mc'rcliant is 
annulled, if granting a pas.s is also refused, the privih'ge of a fi-ee merchant is 
reduced to tliat of a foreigner or indeed of the meanest black fe|low, avIucIi he 
humbly presumes was never intended by the lion’hle Company Avhen they 
granted those Indentures ; that a great and unavoidable loss must happen if 
this pass is refused, Avhi(?h he thinks he 'ought not to sustain, and therefore he 
hopes Avc shall but think it reasonable to comply witli his rcquc.st and grant 
him a p.ass for the Bonetta Ketch. 

Having duly considered the content.^ of this petition, the opinion of the 
Board was thereupon required, when — 

Air. HoIavcH gaA'e it as his opinion that neither Mr. Wood or any free 
merchant is entitled to a pass by the t('uonr of their Indentures, for if that is 
admitted, a free merchant by lending his name only without any capital of his 
own and by tho assistance and concern of the natives may always set voyage.s 
afoot, to the utter dostructipn of the trade of the Settlement in general and a 
certain injury to every gentleman in the service, AA'hich he is convinced Avas never 
the intention of our llon’blc Masters. He thinks besides that tho foieign 
Trade of tlic Settlement is uoav become by miieli too general to the injury of 
each individual, and calls loudly for every laudable and just measure in our 
power to restrain tl»e same within necessary bounds*. The Indentures of a free 
merchant in liis opinion entithjs him only to the same liberties and indulgences 
of trade enjoyed by tho natives under the Company’s protection, which indul- 
gences he thinks are very extraordinary, and that restraining them from passes 
by no m<;ans excludes them from trading to any port AvitUin the Company’s 
limits. 
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Mr. Eyre is of tlie same opinion as Mr. Ilolwell. 

Mr. Mackett is of opinion that free morebants from the tenon r of tbeir 
Indentures have a rij^ht to a pass when the Board ean grant one witlioiit pre- 
judice to the Ilon’ble Cotnpany's affairs 'or to their Settlement in general. 

Mr. Erankland thinks that the intent and design of free JTKirchanta* 
Indentures is to grant the persons indulged with them by our llon’ble Masters 
their leave and protection to reside in India, and to entitle tluan to all the 
liberties and indulgtmces of trade to all parts and ports of India as enjoyed by 
t he natives under their protection, and that they are tlie’^persons meant by our 
llon’ble Masters to have their leave for residing ‘in Indja appears from tbeir so 
freqivmtly ordering us to send home all such as are not entitled to their pro- 
tection, hut ho does uot conceive that Mr. Wood by the tenonv of his Indentures 
is either entitled to dustiok or a pass as lie is plcasecj to think he is, hut that 
the powan* of granting them is hy our Ilon’hle Masters lodged in their Presi- 
dent with the advice of Ilis Council, for every free m<;rcbant entitled to a 
pass might always with the greatest <?ase procure voyage to be set afoot 
to the utter deslrmdion of the trade of the Settlement in gener.al and a certain 
injury to every gimtleman in the service, which ho is convinced was never the 
intention of our llon’hle Masters, and he is confirmed in this bis opinion by our 
Hon’ble Masters’ letter of tlm 17tli June 171S, where they are pleased to grant 
the indulgeneo of enjoying the benefit of the duslicks to their own immediate 
covenant'd servants, luir can lie conceive a ]»ass (which is a thing of .so great 
coiise(| Hence and of wliieh wo havi? lately sei'n so ill an use made with r(:'gard to 
the Mary, and as I lie Board no longer ago than the J)th Octolx'v found it 
necessary to lay the granting them under great restruitions) ought to be granted 
to any person but with the gn'atest caution, raueb less than every ])ei'Son that 
has the Company’s protectiou to reside here has a riglit to (lemaiid them by 
being entitled to them as his dues. 


Mr. Becher is of opinion that as the Company have thought proper to 
grant Mr. Wood the privilc'ge of a free merchant, by whos(^ Indentures tb<?ro is 
the same privilege of trade as a Company’s servant which they have since 
restricted in relation to the dusticks and fringht, but as they hav(', never forbid 
their having a pass, he thinks he has an undoubted right to one. 

Mr. Maiiningbam gave it as bis opinion tliat (vven allowing free merehant.s 
entitled to demand a pass, yet he presumes the Pre.sideiit ami Council have a 
diseri'Iionary power of granting or vofusiug'the .same as circumstances present, 
and entirely agrees with Mr. liohvcll in his reasons for tiu' neiicssity of bring- 
ing the foreign trade under some proper limitations, lie likewise begs leave 
to refer to tim minutes of Council under date tlio bth October, which was 
founded on a belief that some improper uses had been mad(^ of passes ; the trans- 
actions on hoard the Mary ou the Malabar Coast last season will likewise 
demonstrate the necessity of our beiug more cautious and circumspect in the 
use bf this x)rivilego. 


M.r Cruttenden is of opinion neither Mr, Wood or any free merchants has 
the title to a pass, hut a right from the Board, as the footing Mr. W’ood’s letter 
puts the present aiTair on, would be giving up the trade of the Settlement to 
the absolute prejudice and ruin of the Uonoiirable Company’s Co^mnanted ser- 
vants, a presumption he cannot without a further explanation from liome think 
they are indulged with, and therefoi'c does not consent to comply with the 
contents of Mr. "Wood’s letter. 


The President is of opinion that free roerchan'fcs by the tenour of their 
Indentures have a title to a pas.s, hut that it is in the breast of the Board to 
retain the liberty of their trade if thought prejudicial to the Settlement in 
general. 

The majority of the Board being of opinion that no free merchants are 
entitled ’to demand a pass ’as their right — 

Agreed, that no pass in future be granted to any such ; and 

Ordered the Secretary to put up our resolutions at the Fort Gates in writ- 
ing; hut in consideration Mr. Wood may have been in an error not believing

Last Coinieil day I beard with much concern that a pass presented on my 
account for the Bonetta Ketch to tife Gulf of 1 ersia was refused to be 

sign’d. But ns the vesstd is now alnio.st ready to sail (most part of her enrgoe 

being on hoard or ready to sliij) oil), I must again retiuest that, the pass may*’ be 
granted, and as I apprelumd tin; refusal was entirely owing to some error in 
my way of applying for it, or to some wrong information, give me leave to 
observe first that the Ilon’blc Company have thought proper to allow me all 
the privilege of a free Tnerchant in* India, dwell her.e or in Bombay 

or Madras, with free liberty to use any trade or coranienio in tlui way of 
a merchant, or otherwise in any commodity, and to and froxn any ports within 
the limits of their charter. 


That trading in the way of a merchant or otherwise seems plainly to imply 
either to act as a principal ashore or to go to sea as a Factor, Supercargo or Coui- 
mander. 

That therefore the objection (which I have heard) df a free merchant 
not being entitled to a, pass except he goes to ssa himself is groundless, 
especially if it he considered that it seems equally cogviit against a Con>pany’s 
servant having a jiass when their Indentures are impartially compaml. 

That though by my Indentures T am seemingly entitled to request dusticks 
for inland trade and to carry freight to any port in India, yet as I am by the 
same covenant subjected to any other regulations the Ilon’blo Company shall 
think fit to make, and as I am informed they have prohibited free merchants 
303 F. B. 
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from bavin" clusticlcs, and given all freight entirely to Your Honour and Coun- 
cil, I entirely relinquish both one and the other. 

That thus far T tliougt it incumbe^nt upon me to offer to Your Honour, 
in regard to matter of right, to whieJi let mo add to the consideration 
of Your Honour and the Board tliat it is not niy ease alone that is now deter- 
mining but that of all Irt'o merchants. 

That as tin; giving dustieks is annulled, if granting a ])ass is also refused, 
the privilege of a. free jnendiant is redmaal to that of a foiangner or indeed 
of the meanest black fellow, viz,, only to, trade in the Company’s land 
tlusticks or to go to sea if th(!y have interest enough, which they all can do, 
and which I humldy presume is a much narrower hound than was oven' 
intended by the Hon’ble Company for free merchants; ’tis indeed reducing 
it to almost nothing, wborcas the Hoji’hle Company that grants and those 
who sollicit and rc(fciv(i those Indentures think them valuable; let me add that 
a great uuavoidablo loss must happen if this j[>ass is refused wliieh, I think, 
I ought not to sustain, 

I.will trouble Your Jlonour, &c., no longer, but only beg what I have here 
urged may be kindly considered, and then 1 Hatter myself Your Honour, &e., 
will tliink it very reasonable to grant ray request of a pass for the lionettu 
Ketch to the Gulf of Persia, which will particularly oblige.

Mr. Peter Amyatt being returned from the dispatch of the Chesterfield 
sent in a letter to the Boaixl reporting bis proceedings therein, and informing 
us that on his return he ni(?t with a severe gale of wTnd off the River Itulda 
which drove? the Cossr Budgrow (in which ho went down) from her anchors 
upon a Icc-shor, whore they were obliged to leave her. .t\nd that lie was aft(;r- 
wards informed the Lion Budgrow (who could not reach the ship) was 
aground on Kcdjeree Point. *• 

Ordered, his letter be entered aft(?r this Consult.ation ; and , 

Directed tho Superintendent of the Marine to send down proper assistance 
to recover those Budgrows if possible, 

Ilaving taken into consideration Mr. HolwclPs motion of last Council day 
about sending a junior servant to Patna Factory, we are of opinion the send- 
ing any one or two persons thitlier can he of no benefit to the Company, hut 
on the contrary make us liable to tho exaction of what these country people 
term yearly presents.

Narraton Biswass being asked how he came by those pieces that were 
found on him, replied that a mangee brought him bundle of cloth which he 
advanced him 180 rupees upon, but had never examined the cloth, nor knew 
that it belonged to the Company.

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The Mangce being then called in waa naked, where ho got this cloth and 
•why carried it to Naraton Biswass, to which he answered, that he found it off 
Barratola, brought it up here and carried part of it to Naraton Biswass’s house 
(who was his neighbour). That he took up of him Rs. 180 on that account, 
Ils. 80 of which and 10 pieces of cloth ho divided among his dandies, which 
they afterwards sold to ^veram and Monderam for a trifle. 

As it seems very clear to us that Naraton Biswass would never have ad- 
vanced any money upon a deposit from a Mangee without first examining if it 
was of a value equal to what he lent, and therefore could not avoid seeing the 
Company’s mark on the cloth, which case he ought to have given proper inform- 
ation to the Warehouse-Keeper. * 

Agreed, he be flned the value of the cloth found on liim if he does not 
within the space of a month trace out where the ren^aindcr of the cloth left on 
its way from Dacca is, and in such a manner as to be by us recoverable.

The Con.snUation of the tiSrd instant being wrote fair, was now read, approved, and signed.

Coja Wazeed’s Gomastah heing returned to Uughley, one Ilurruckcband, a 
resident of thi.s place, attended the Boaril in liis behalf, and acquainted us that 
he had received an answer from his master in relation to contracting with us 
for sa.lt,pctre wnth orders to agree for the delivery of 51,000 rnaunds at Cal- 
cutta between the months of September and January at tlio rate of Arcot Rs. 
ri-l i per Factory maund. Tliat Coja Wazeed wanted no money to be advanced 
Iiefore the delivery of the petre, only interest for the amount from the day of 
making the contract ; and that he (Iturruckchand) would sign tho Teep for 
it on tile usual terms with tho penalty in case of failing in the contract. 

Omichund was then sent for and informed of the purport of Coja Wazeed’.s 
olfers, and asked what he had to say thereto ? To tVhich he replied — That ivhen 
he first made application to Wazeed for this petre, he could not by any mean.s 
engage him to dispose of it under Arcot Rs. 6-2 per Factory maund, Avhich he 
acquainted the Board of, and offered to have the contract drawn out in his name 
for a considerafion of 2 annas in tho maund. Since that time tlie President 
(with great difficulty and some expense) has prevailed on Wazeed to sell his 
pette rit A. Rs. 5-14) per Factory maund, which Wazeed by letter had informed 
him of. As this transaction has saved the Ilon’ble Company a great sum of 
money, and might have an appearance to his disadvantage, he was willinc' to 
forego the consideration of 2 annas per maund, which he had before demanded, 
and contract for it at A. Rs. 6-14i per Factory maund, or even for Joss if we 
thought proper (Ibougli he should be a certain sufferer), that he might obviate 
any suspicion of his collusive dealing. 

Hereupon we acquainted him that as the President had gone so far and 
prevailed with Wazeed to contract at Rs, S-l-A instead of Rs. 6-2, we expected 
he would still lower the price if he desired the contract to run in his name. 
He then replied that he would provide tho petre at A. Rs. 6-13 per Factory maund, 
though hy that means he should be a sufferer. 

AgreeA, wc consider bis answer next Thursday. 

Ml. John Zeph, Holwell desires the consideration of the Board to a letter he 
lays before them, complaining of the insolent behaviour of Mr. John Wood in 
taking Mohunpursaud from his custody hy a warrant of the Mayor’s Court, 
when ho was executing our orders in compelling Mohunpursaud to abide by 
Mr. Manningliam’s award or pay the penalty of his arbitration bond. 
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Ordered the said letter be entered after this Consultation, and directed Mr. 
Wood to attend us immediately. 

Mr. Jolm Wood attending tlie Board pursuant to our orders, was asked by 
what authority he took Mohunpursaud from the Zemindar’s custody and im- 
prisoned him in his own house as sot forth in Mr. IlolwoH’s l(‘tter ? Ho 
replied that Mohunpursaud came to bis house without being sent for, and in- 
formed him he was taken into custody by the Zeunindar, and ordered to pay a 
sum of lls. 3,000 on account of a dispute between him and a Bytau Arerchant ; 
that the scandal of being sent to the Cutcherry would oblige him to leave the 
place, as it would be impossible for hirn to show his face after such an igno- 
miny. Upon whi(;h he bid Mohunimrsaud go into his compting house, and as 
he was largely indubt^,:^ to him, ho tliougbt himself obliged to take every legal 
method in bis power to secure liis own property, and therefore shut the door of 
his compting house and took tlio k(5y in his pocket and went directly to tin* 
Mayor’s Court, wher(j he affiled a bill of complaint against Mohunpursaud, and 
obtained from that Court a Avarraut to arrest his person. That the assertion of 
bis having locked the door of his compting house was false ; nor did Mr. Hoi* 
well’s peons once demand the man of him. Tliat if he had done an illegal ac- 
tion, ho was ready to answer it at the Mayor’s Court if ho Avns prosecuted. 
Upon being asked if he did not know that Mohimjmrsaud was under the arrc'st 
and custody of the Zemindar’s peons ? He deuiod it at first, hut afterwards 
replied, he was not to know that. 

The Zemindar’s peons AV'ero then called in and interrogated before Mr. 
Wood about this transaction, Avho guAaA the following account ; That after 
Mohunpursaud Avent into Mi*. \Food’s lumse, they Iavo had sonic private dis- 
course together, and soon after Mr. Wood thrust him into his eomptiiig house, 
locked the door and carried th<j key Avit h liim. That as he Avas going to tl.e Coint 
House, tlioy ran after him and demanded IMohunpursaud might he di!li\'ered 
them, Avho replied that Avhoever pay him thirteen or fourteen tliousaml rupees, 
Avliich he owed him, should have him. 

Mr. Wood being desired to AvitlidiuAV, AA'^etook into consideration the .vhole 
of his behaviour in this ti'ansaction, and are of opinion it has been highly in- 
solent and in contempt of the authority of tliis Board; and as such an nnprei^e- 
dented manner of acting roquii*es the severest example should be made of him 
(to deter any others in future from doing the like), and having forfeilc'd by this 
proceeding all iudulgenc<^s and pri\dlcges allowed him by the llon’hlc Com- 
pany in his Indentures as a fj;ee merehant— 

Agreed, therefore, that he he directed to prepare to relurn to Europe hy 
the first shipping of this season, and that in the meantime engagijs himself in 
no fresh transactions of trade of any kind Avhatever ; and 

Ordered the Secretary to acquaint him of our determination and direct him 
to pay an obedience thereto.

Hon’ble Sill & Sms, 

In obedience to your commands on Consultation of the 18th instant 
touching Mr. Manningham’s aAvard of arbitration in the ‘dispute hetAveen 
Abdel Nuhby Cawn and Mohunpursaud, I scut for the parties the next 
day and explained to them the purport of the award and your orders 
to me to put the same in execution, then gave Mohunpui'saud two days to 
determine whether he woul(( abide by tlie award or pay the penalty of three thou- 
sand Arcot Rupees submitted to hy both parties in their bonds of arbitration. At 
the expiration of the two days he came to me and made (what appeared to me) 
evasive and trifling objections to his complying with either, however, as I had 
taken a fresh sufficient security for his appearance, I thought there was no 
material objection to indulging him Avith a few days* further consideration, hut 
not hearing more from him, I sent one of my Jommantdars on Thursday last to 
signify to him, unless he submitted to the award or penalty (with Your Honour, 
&c., further orders therein) on Saturday, that I Avould absolutely imprison him. 
On Saturday morning about 8, he came to me and told me he would not 
comply with either, on which I ordered him to ho immediately imprisoned in

the Outcherry, and delivered him. to the custody of Manoola Jemmantdar, who 
gave him in charge to two of the Cutcherry peons. As they were carrying him 
away, he requested I would indulge him in speaking two or three words with 
Mr. J ohn Wood as he passed to prison, to which I assented, and gave orders 
accordingly, hoping Mr. Wood might ddvise him to conciliate the affair. The 
peons carried him directly to Mr. Wood’s house, where after some discourse 
apart between Mohunpursaud and Mr. Wood, the latter took Mohunpur- 
saud by the hand and thrusting him into a room, locked him in, telling my 
peons that whoever would pay him lis. 13 or Rs. 14i,000 which Mohunpursaud 
stood indebted to him should have him. Then taking the key proceeded (as 
1 am informed) to the Town Hall, and filed a complain^ against Mohunpursaud 
in about that sum, and obtained summons and warrants to issue against him 
before eleven the same day. IIow far the authority of the Hon’ble the Mayor’s 
Court can be supported in snatching a prisoner froni a judicial power delegated 
by the Emperor of Indostan (over his own subjects) to our Hon’ble Masters, 
is a matter 1 shall not now discuss, because touching Mr. Wood it is not in 
point, as he had no sanction from that Hon’ble Body, when he exerted the 
insolent stretch of private authority represented above, of taking my prisoner 
out of the hands of my officers and locking him up, not only in contempt of 
me and my office but in higher contempt of Your Hon’ble, &c., whose orders 
he, Mr. Wood, knew I was then putting in execution, a procedure it is my duty 
to lay before you as meriting in my opinion your highest resentment.

and signed. 

Ordered, the Warehouse-Keeper to deliver out goods bought at outcry to 
the amount of C. Rs. 12,121 ; Omichund’s account'being debited that sum. 

Upon resuming tlie consideration of contracting for saltpetre this year 
on the Hon’ble Company’s account — 

The President requested to lay before the Board (previous to their final 
determination on so important a branch of the investment) the reasons which 
had induced him to engage so far in endeavouring to procure that article from 
Coja Wazeed himself, whose property it is, and which still incline him to have 
the contract made in Wazeed’s name. Ho begs leave in the first place to 
observe to the Board that Ozuichund demanded in our Consultation of the 
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April A. R8. 6-4 tor tho Factory maund. which bein- a very extravagant 
demand, he resolved to try every means to reduce that price, which he has at last 
effected with much pains and difficulty, by promising on liis part as much as lav in 
his power that the contract should be m^ in CopNvaxeeJwm^or^ 
his Gomasteli s, who has consented to giVeit at A. Rs. 6-14 per Factorv maund 
and who 18 ro-ady to enter into the same penalty in case oHlefault on his mrt 
as IS customary; and as no money is required to be advanced before the delivery 
ot the petro or till we are in possession of some part thereof, therccan be no 
greater risque of the contracts not being complied with, than in contracting 
with Omichund, as it is undoubtedly the owner’s interest to forward any articles 
we purchase of him to Calcutta with the utmost expedition, and not onlv that 
but move in his power, by his influence at the Darbar, to obtain a clirancc 
from any impediment of the Government’s than any merchant belonging to 
this place. The President further premises that Omicliund’s views in olferin- 
It (after its being reduced six annas in the maund from the first offer made 
this year by himself ot that article) one anna per maund cheaper than Wazeed 
must be to maintain his great power which has been hitherto, he conceives^ too 
extensive, and therefore making the contract with him will be still addins thereto 
as the President ^nnot but imagine Omichund will make his boast (sliouhl 
he carry bis point) that the President was not able to succeed in this affair 
by which Coja Wazeed will for ever after be closely linked to Omichund and 
hearken to no propositions from any one else in the purchase of any articles 
proper, for the Company’s petre being not the only one he is supplied with 
from Patna, hut turmerick, tincall, and cloth likewise, all which articles our 
Hon bio Masters stand in need ot and it is but reasonable to imagine the prices 
will be regulated by Onuebund s knowledge of our wants of such articles ; for 
111 this 01 pc'tre it is plain how much he would have deceived us The President

Mr. Byre thinks we ought to contract with him that will give it on the 
most reasonable terms. 


Mr. Mackett IS of opinion that if Coja Wazeed apjioints one of oiir mere 
chants his Gomastah to enter into the usual bond, as wo sliall then be secure 
in obtaining the penalty in case of failure, and no money be advanced till the 
petre is delivered, that we should wntract with him ; and as VV^azeed is to supply 
the petre, whether the contract is in Omichund’s name or another, he thinks th*e 
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security of lin ving the pofre the same, and thinks likewise one anna maund too 
trifling to contract with Oniichund contrary to Wazccd’s inclination. 

Mr. hVankland is of opinion that contracting with any of the Government’s 
people is extremely precarious, and that as Omichund has already offered it at 
one anna cheaper, and may still lower his price, he thinks it will be most for the 
Company’s advantage to contract with him. 

Mr. Becher thinks that Coja A¥iizoed*s being a Darbar officer is a very 
material objection against contracting with him at any rate, and he likewise thinks 
it is our business to contract where avo can get it cheapest. Nevertheless, as he 
thinks, there is an appearance of reason in Avhat is setfOTth by the President, If 
the peirc is to be ])rocAired on the same terms that Ornicliund will give it and 
one or two merchants of substance will be securities to the Company for the 
Wazeed’s performing the contract or paying the penalty in case of failure, he 
tlien is of opinion the contract should ho made with Wazeed, otherwise w'ith 
Omichund endeavouring to lower the price if possible. 

Mr. Manjiingham is of o])inion the contracting with Coja Wazeed for salt- 
petre ought rather to he avoided for the following reasons : Coja AVazeed has al- 
ways been regarded either as an officer of the Government or intimately connected 
therewith. The contracting therefore AAuth a person in such a station is not 
agreahle to our Ilon’ble Master’s orders. 


It is w-ell known Coja AVazeed has been long attempting to engross the whole 
Patna trade, Avhorefor(^ instead of adding, it is the interest of our Hon’ble Em- 
ployers rather to prevent his gaining the command of that extensive trade as 
the prejudice will he manifest fn our provision of saltpatre, cloth, &c., orin 
re-settling that Paetory whenever the Company apfirovc thereof, for when once 
the trade is in his hands, \vc may he well assured of every artifice in liis power 
to iiitGU’rupt our intercourse AvitU that part of tlie country. On referring to the 
Consultations of 1751, March the 7th, it will he found the first offer of saltpetre 
that season from Omichund was at Arcot Rupees 6 per FacAovy maund reduced 
to Arcot llupees 5-1 1 tlie JlOtli May, and the contract concluded Avith him at 
that rate, the 2 M b July, for 86,000 maunds, and notwithstanding the Governor 
and Council Avero aecpiainted by Omichund, the 8th July, that the petro be- 
longed to Coja AVazeed, and if the contract was made in his, Omichund’s name, 
lie was to have an .alloAvance (on Wazet’d’s liiip'tcd price) of two annas per 
maund in (jonsid (nation of the risk and penalty ho Avas liable to on failure of 
the contract, yet it Avas esti^erned the Company’s advantage that the contract 
should he infide Avith Omichund oven at an advance to avoid any transactions 
Avith AVaz(?od. Mr. Manningham b(;iiig at that time a Member of the Council, 
assented thereto ‘for the reasons then olhired, AAdiich being still in force, he thinks 
the contract should be made with Omichund this season especially as his offers 
are more favourable than those of Coja AVazeed. 

IMr. Cruttenden is of opinion Avith Mr. Becher. 

The President thinks wo ought to contract with Coja AVazeed for the reasons 
already by him s(it forth. Upon Avhicli we sent for Omichund and asked him if 
he would low'or the price of his petre, to which ho answered that ho was willing 
to give it us for one anna in tlu^ maund less than Coja AA^azeed and the sarar^ 
(luantity. But he could not reduce it any more as he must be a prodigious 
sufferer if he did. 

Hiirruckehund, the constituent of AA^azecd’s Gomastah, Av^as then called in 
and asked if Coja AVazeed’s Gomastah would agree to sign tlio Teep jointly with 
anotlier responsible p(?rson.* His reply to which Avas that he could not admit of 
any person’s becoming security for bis Master, but if we were dubious of his 
performing the contract or CA’^ading the penalty in case of failure, he was ready 
to deposit in our hands a Company’s interest note to the amount of the penalty 
as a security for complying Avith the tenour of his contract. 
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Agreed, we consider further of this affair and determine it next council 

day.

To THE Hon’ble Roger Drake, Esq., President and Governor, &c., Council. 
Hon'ble Sir and Sirs, 

I’ursuaut to your orders of the 23rd ultimo for sounding the river and 
laying the buoys, I repaired on hoard the Mermaid Sloop, the 27th. The other 
sloops appointed to assist on the occasion were the Orampusy Hawke, Galcutta, 
and Bclvidcira, and Pilots, Messrs. Smith, Pinuatz, Vieeary and Moor. The 
same day about 2 in the afternoon weighed with a strong gale of wind south- 
erly, leaving the Belvideira behind to bring the buoy down after us ; it not 
being quite ready when we w'ent away at half past 3 in the afternoon at Goven- 
naporc ; the Grampus in working down split her main Dibb and was not able 
to pro(!eed any further before she had bent another. This evening had a hard 
squall of wind and rain from the nortli-west. 

Saturday, the 28th. At noon weighed with the first of the ebb ; wind south- 
erly ; a fresh gale ; sounded through 'fanner’s reach, hut the wind blowing so hard 
could not keep tlie sloops in their stations to sound, so came to an anchor in 
the lower part of the reach. This evening had a very hard squall of wind and 
rain from the westward. 

Sunday, the 29th. Early this morning weighed ; wind northerly, and sounded 
with the latter part of the ebb to Budge Budge, where about 9 meeting the 
flood anchored ; about noon weighed with the first of the ebb ; wind southerly ; 
sounded all the way down to the lower part of Hogg River sand, where we 
auchoi’ed in the evening. 

Monday, the 30th. In the morning weighed ; wind northerly, and sounded 
through Eulta reach with four sloops abreast and down to new town, wliere 
meeting the flood we worked up again over Eulta sand and sounded the western 
channel ; and about nine anchored abreast of the Dutch BauksauL Here we were 
joined by the Helvideira with the buoy. About noon weighed with the first of 
the ebb; wind southerly ; sounded the James and Mary and down to Hughly 
River point, but finding considerable alterations, stood back and sounded it a 
second time and found the passage at the lower part of the sand shifted, which 
I shall take further notice of in the general remarks. At sunset we anchored 
abreast of Dean’s Town. 

Tuesday, May 1st. At daylight this morning weighed J wind westerly, and 
with the latter part of the ebb, sounded round the Diamond sand and down to 
Culpee, where meeting the flood about 8 ; anchored at noon ; weighed with the 
first of the ebb and sounded down to Channel creek and over the east and west 
channel with five sloops abreast and round our buoy that was laid last year on 
the N.-W. point of the Mizen sand, and finding it to lay very well for the old 
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channel, but we have found a new channel broke out through thcMizcn sand to 
the westward of the old one, which I shall take further notice of hereafter. 

Wednesday, the 2nd. This morning weighed and sounded over the flat at 
Kedgeree, and with the first of the flood, up through the aforesaid new channel 
as high as the buoy of the Mizen, whore we anchored. About noon weighed with 
the first of the ebb, wind southerly, and sounded down crossing the spit that lays 
between the aforesaid new channel and the old one and through the passage at 
Cowcolly, where we have a buoy that was laid last year on the north end of the 
middle ground and lays very well, ohly wants breeming. This evening worked 
down to Ingellec sounding all the way as we went, and at night run into the 
creek in order for the sloops to wood that were ordered for the road. 

Thursday, the 3rd. All this day the sloops were employed in wooding and 
setting up their rigging, and in the evening dropt down to tlie creek's mouth to 
be ready to go out in the morning. 

Friday, the 4th. At dayliglit this morning weighed, wind southerly, and about 
7 anchored in Ingcllce Road. At high water weighed with the first of tlie ebb and 
sounded down to the broken ground and round our buoy that was laid last year ; 
found’ it to lay very well, only wants breeming, after which worked down to the 
Fairway with the Met'maidy CalouUa and Hawke (the latter having the buoy on 
board to be laid there), having ordered the Grampus over the edge of the Long- 
sand and the Beloid&ira to the lower end of the Barrabulla for marks. . About-fi 
in the evening laid the buoy at the Fairway with the following bearings : the 
sloop on the edge of the Longsand or Sangrer, N.-E.; the sloop to the west- 
Avard or the edge of the Barrabulla, N. and E., ^-E. in about 24 feet at low water, 
after Avhich made the best of our way up to Ingelloe with the Mermaid, Gram^ 
pus and Be.lmdeira, leaving the Hawke and Qalcutia to make the best of their 
way into Ballasore Road. 

Saturday, the 5th. .About noon we anchored at Ingellee and were employed 
all the rest of the day and the tw'o following days in taking up the two buoys, 
breeming them and laying them again. 

Tuesday, 8th. This morning laid a buoy at Ingelee rvith the following 
bearings : the large tree at Ingellee N.W.B.N.; the bamboo bushes at Cowcolly 
N.B.E., J-E., and the buoy of the broken ground 8.B.W., ^-W. After having 
laid the aforesaid buoy, I made the best of my w^ay up to town, wliere I arrived 
the 9th instant in the afternoon with the Mermaid sloop, having left the Grampus, 
Mr. John Smith Pilot, and Belvideira, Beeman Sculse, Senior Master, at Ingellee, 
to folloAv their orders they had received from Edward Holden Cruttenden, Esq. 

From the above proceedings I am to remark to Your Honour, &c., that the 
flat on the eastern shore in the upper part of the J ames and Mary reach is a 
good deal washed away and left tUfe channel something wider till you come 
abreast of new town, where from a creek just below the said town down to the 
point is bore up a flat or shoal ; that in some places hath less than 3 fathoms on 
it, which to avoid you must steer down the middle of the river minding the 
edge over to the eastward so as to be about fths of the river over, when you 
come abreast of the Bluff Point, Mingo Bibby’s creek, and then borrow on the 
sand so as to cross over the tale of it before you shut the said creek in, and 
then steer down along the western shore from the aforesaid creek is filled up, 
and where there was 6 and 7 fathoms water last year is not now above 2^ and 
3. To come up through the said J ames and Mary reach with a flood tide and a 
fair wind you must mind to keep over for the point above the Ganges as 
formerly and not up the middle of the river as you did last year, for the flat 
that runs from Huglily River point is joined to the spit that runs down the 
middle of the river.. When you are past the foresaid point then you must edge 
over towards the eastern shore so as to bo §rds of the river over, before you 
shut in Mingo Bibby's cye'ek and then steer up for Hauguans Point ; keeping 
in this track you will carry from 4 to 6 fathoms water with the first of the 
flood. 

In sounding the E. and W. channel found the following alterations, vie .-. — 
Flat of Mud Point hath 3 feet less water on it than was last year, and 
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there is no anchoring on it with a ship of a largo draught of water. From this 
point down over the channel you come within a mile of the lower buoy of the 
Mizen, you w'ill carry 3| and 4 fathoms water, then you will fall into a hole or 
swatch with 40-!/5- fathoms water in it, and hath these following bearings : the 
lower or westernmost point of the Gillingham island for N.N.E., -JE. to 
N.E.C.N., the old croping trees W.C.S. From this hole there is a channel broke 
out through the Mizen sand, from 1 to 2 miles broad, and hath from 4 to 5 
fathoms water in it, till you come to the lower, where you have a small flat to 
cross with 18 feet on it at low w-ater and bears from the sandbank at Kedgeree, 
N.W., ^W. In coming up, if you would go through this channel, you must 
mind to keep the buoy that Layeth on the head of the middle ground S.W. 
from you when you ard entenjd the channel, but I would advise to follow the 
old channel till the new one is buoyed, which I presume the Dutch will do 
when they go dowm to sound. All the other parts of the river are much the 
same as they were last time of sounding, so require no more to be said about 
them.

The Consultation of the .‘list ultimo was now read, ai»pvoved, and signed. 

The President, Export Waveliouse-Keeper and Sub-Export Waroliousc- 
• Keeper, having examined (agreeable to our resolutions of last Council) tho 
HonMile Company’s General letters for some years past as well as their 
standing orders, and having from them collected our llon’blo Master’s direc- 
tions regarding the material branch of their affairs, tho investment they now 
lav before the Board, tho result of their enquiries formed into proposals (corre- 
snonding with the orders of our employers) for the merchants to contract on 
for this year’s investment, viz . — ^To contract on the old musters as usual to 
receive no goods inferior to the musters of last year ; to sort tho goods in the 
same metlmd as last year ; to advance but 30 per cent. Dadney ; to have a duo 
proportion of ready money goods; the penalties to be charged on the deficien- 
cies of their whole contracts and on the different species of goods short delivered 
instead of lumping it as formerly ; to have it in our option to refuse or take 
the goods tendered us after the expiration of the time limited in the Teops and 
to reduce the price of goods. 

The merchants being called in were made acquainted with the purport of 
the foregoing proposals, and asked if they would undertake the investment of 
tills year'on those terras, to which they answered they could not possibly accept 
of those terms without being ruined. They were then asked whether they 
would recede from their proposals of the 31st ultimo and make us any others 
that were more reasonable, and particularly if they would undertake the 
investment at a loss advance of Dadney than 85 per cent. ; they replied that 
the terms they had mentioned to us on the 31st were what they could not 
possibly recede from, especially that part respecting the advance of Dadney. 
As the proposals made us by the merchants for contracting for the investment 
are in our judgment extremely unreasonable and very inconsistent with our 
Hon’ble Mjisters* orders, whose expectations from us would be greatly dis- 
appointed should we accept of them, and as the merchants persist in their 

obstinacy and cannot be prevailed upon to recede from any part of the terms 

they offered us on Thursday last, w'c are of opinion it is absolutely necessary 
for us to {provide our investment by some other method, w^hich may better 
answer the intent and expectations of our Ilon’ble Employers, by not requiring 
too much of their estate at once and have their goods brought earlier into the 
werebouse, which from last year’s experience we are very sensible how little 
able our merchants are to effect even should we contract with them upon tlieir 
own terms. 
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Ordered, therefore, that notice in the several languages he aflixed at the 
Fort gates. That the Company's musters >vill bo exposed to view in the 
Cottali. That any person will contract with us for any of those soidincuts, 
they are to give in their proi)osals to the Export Warehouse-Keeper to lay 
before us, and if they are af>proved of, they will bo accepted. 

Ordered, likewise, that the Export AVarehouse-Keoper and Sub-Export 
Warehouse-Keeper do examine tlie General letters and standing ordtu's in 
relation to the investment, and lay before the Board our llon'ble Masters’ 
sentiments and directions on that branch of tlieir alVairs and form a method to 
provide the same, corresponding the nearest with their orders. 

The merchants wene then called in again and told they were no more tlie 
Uon*ble Company’s Dadnev merchants.

That last August hidug ordered with a party of English Troops only, to take 
the Route of Aiv.ot, on his Ai rival at C»>njeveram, He receivaai Intelligence tliat 
a fairly of Chuiida’s Horse and Si'poys were assembled together to oppose him. 
But upon liis nearer appro;i.<di they ahauthmed the Place, and on the first of 
Sepleuiher He toidc Possession of Areot Fort without the h‘ast opposiiion. 'Tluit 
on the 2d'' of iJie same month a Strong Detachment from Chunda's Army liefore 
Trichinopoly took possession of thci'Town and the Nahfih’s Palace in tin* night time, 
and on the 2i''‘ a Sally was made to dislodge them', when to his great Surprise 
li(? found himself and Party oppos’d not oniy by Mooi's but the t^rench which 
they continue^l to do the wh'»hi time th<; Place? was be.seiged, and they only (the 
f’rench) made Batteries against, Cannonaded and bombarded it, and at la-'t made 
two very Considtfrahle Breaches in the Walks. That a large W hite Flag was 
hoisti'd upon one of their Batteri<*s arul it was a constant Custom with them 
(the Trench) in the Might time to insult his Peojde, upbraid them with their 
want of Provisions, and threaten them at the same time to give them no Quarter 
if they did not Snia'endcT t he Place. That for some Days before an attack was 
made upon the Brcaclies, although the English Colours were hoisted upon the 
Fort, not tlie least regard was paid to them hut on the Contrary several Gannon 
Shot bred tl»r6 them from one of French ltatteri«;s. To the truth of which Capt" 
Clive has made Oath in Fort S'. George this P'- day of Septemlaw 1752. And 
likewise sign’d liis Name in the presenei? of Charles Bourcliier Secretary whose 
Name is also subscrib'd as a W’’ituess thereof.

per)?apa Misfortune, We have fallpn even to a Decree of not liavinsr the least 
resource left. Our first Shock was the Defeat of the Arcot Army Commanded 
at tliat time by M' Very in the absence of M' Drenier wlio was come in sick 
from Pondichery ; It wUvS a compleat one for M' Very was the first to run, and 
cry out, Every man for himself : All our, Arms and Daj'i'a!?*’ was taken. The 
Artillery consisted of 8 pieces of cannon. In short every one sav’d himself with 
what he could pick up there was no time fonEeflection. All Nijrht every man run 
liis own Way hardly knowing where they went, and at last the end of fifteen 
Days got to Pondicherry. This was the first Cheek we received hut nothing in 
Comparison with those I am going to entertain you with. The Army at Triehino- 
poly was Commanded by M' Law Lasse, whose little Experience in Military 
Atfairs, thA* a Bravo &“* worthy Man as they say, was the whole cause of our 
Kuin. He Surrender’d having seven hundred fighting Men it being in a Place 
where he could not have been taken hut by Famine, to this it is he attributo.s 
his Bed action; Others say not ; he surrender’d I say on the most base terms ; 
The Arms were delivered up, he even consented that all our Troops should h<* 
.sent to Europe, I mean to England ; Part of our Troops was carried to Tricjhino- 
])oly, part to Cuddalore, and part escaped, nay oven to tliis Day you see them 
drop in one after anotlier, sometimes at Pondicherry, sometinu^s here*; Tis 
a miserable thing to see these Wretches expose themselves to a thousand Dangers, 
and come into the French Settlements quite naked. Hoilleau, tin* Frencli 
Surgeon Major of the above army was oblig’d to take Service with the King of 
Taujour who is a neutral Party, but never fails to do ns Miscliief, for if any of 
our Prisoners escape they are forced to pass throtigh his Country, and if they 
are seen he stops them & obliges them to enter info his Service or else sends 
them hack to Triehinopoly ; This is what oblig’d Boilleau to take service 
there, as the surest Method of being soon free, and indeed all tliose that Jiave 
followed this Method have found an Opportnnify to es(;ape.

Captain Clivci then made his acknowledgments for tite Court’s favors 
and desired leave to assure them, he shouhl with the greatest readiness olVer 
any experience he may have gained and embraev) every opportunity for furthci*- 
ing their service.

Our President and Council at Fort WiUiam in Bengal. 


We sent in triplicates by the ships Bombay Hardwicke and Ehoda 

a general letter under date of the 29th of November last, one or all of which 
we hope will have come to your hands long before this, as we gavci particular 
directions to our President and Council of Port St. George to* forward those by 
the Bombay Castle and lihoda by the first safe conveyances that offered. 

2. Those letters conlained some general informations and directions and 
were accompanied by lists of investments to be made at your Presidtmey, 
packets from the Secret Cojpmittee to the President, and from us, the Court of 
Dii •ectors, to the President, Chief of Cossimbazar, Colonel Scott and Mr. Man- 
jiingham of the same date with our general Directions other particulars men- 
tioned in the lists of the respective packets, to which you are referred. 

3. We shall now, in the usual method, send you some further information 
as are necessary, together with our sentiments and directions upon the ’affairs 
of your Presidency in general, and — 

PlRST, OF SniPPING. 

4. The Bombay Castle sailed out of the Downes with a fair wind on the 
16th of December as did the ships Ilardioicke^ lihoda,. Prince of Wales, Brake, 
and Earl of Molderness on tlic 19th of the same month. 

C. The ships Prince George and Exeter, altliough dispatched at the same 
time, were prevented by some unlucky incidents from getting to the Downes 
time enough to have the advantage of the favourable wind which carried others 
aw'ay, and did not therefore sail from thence until the. 2nd of January. 

(5. Besides the ships mentioned in our last letter w-c have been under the 
necessity of taking up aiiotlicr, vizt., Dodington, James Samson, Comman- 
der, to accommodate Government with a conveyance for stores and provi- 
sions for the use of His Majesty's Squadron and Land Forces now in India. She 
is lett for four hundred and ninety-nine tons, mounts twenty-six guns, and is to 
be navigated by seventy Europeans. We have hired her for the run from Eng- 
land to the East Indies and not to return again to Europe, which wc have done 
j)urposely to avmid adding to burthen of shipping already on our hands in India. 
Aft(U' the said sliip’s arrival in the East Indies and have delivered the Govern- 
ments stores and the Company's effects and passengers, she is. to he at the 
entire disposal of the owners upon condition that she shall not be sold to the 
French or any other European nationj and thart at whatever settlement she 
shall happen to be disposed of the Governor and Council are to take security of 
the person or persons who purchase her, that they will agree to said conditiwns. 
W 0 are to pay the owners for the hire the sum of three thousand five hundred 
pounds, viz., one moiety in England, one-fourth part on her departure from Fort 
8t. George and the remaining fourth jjart on the final delivery of consignments 
in Bengal. Wo are likewise to pay lier eight pounds a head for every soldier 
and passenger. If she be detained at her consigned ports for tlie delivery of her 
cargo, moi*e than thirty days in the whole, we are to pay after the rate of eight 
pounds, seven shillings and eight pence a day for the time of smdi detention. 
This is a summary account pf our agreement with the ow ners which is intended 
for your immediate information; wTiat further shall he necessnry together with 
the Charter party and other useful papers will be sent you on the ship itself. 

7. It was our first intentions that the said ship should .carry all the stores 
and necessaries for His Majesty’s service, but the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty having intimated that there will be a wa'n^ of beef and pork in the 
squadron before she will probably arrive in India, we have permitted tlie ship- 
ping a quantity on the Eastcourt and Bake of Borset amounting to about sixty 
tons on each ship ; this has in some measure prevented our sending all the con- 
signments for the Company intended for your Presidency, which will therefore 
be conveyed to you iu the Bodington, 

. 107 F. I). 
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8 . Wc have reminded our President and (jouncil at Port St. George of the 
advantage the early arrival of the ships E^istooiirt and Duke of Dorset in Bengal 
must he to us, we expect therefore that they will be detained no longer than is 
absolutely necessary. 

9. We have carefully perused your answer to the complaints made in our 
letter of the 24th January 1763, witl\ respect to the employment, dispatch and 
other matters relative to our shipping, and we cannot help saying that they do 
not. give us a rea.souable satisfaction hut not to enter upon further altercations, 
wo must acquaint? you, that as diligent, faithful and unhiasvsed conduct in this 
hrancli our alVajirs is at all times of great importance to our affairs hut 
now more particularly so under the present load of .shipping we shall expect 
you will make it the ohject of 5 'our most serious attention and save us as much 
as possible from the exiicnscs of demorage which a contrary behaviour will 
certainly bring upon us. 

10 . It is inconeeiveahle to u.s how you could make such an inadvertent 
remark as that in tlie lii’th paragraph of your letter of the 3 rd of September 
1753, : — “Thai though we had destined six ships for coast and hay, yet our 
orders for the investments, could it he fully and in every particular complied 
with, would only he sufficient to load home three as by the calculate enclosures 
in the packet will evidently appear.*' Now by the very calculate you sent us it 
appears that the total of the investments to he made at your Presidency 
amounted to twelve hundriid ninety-one tons exclusive of any saltpetre and 
redwood, which with the usual proportions of the two last articles is more than 
sufficient for three ships ; and we must further oh.sorve to you that the amount 
of the inve.stment to he made on the coast amount eleven hundred and twenty- 
four tons likewise cxeluvsive of saltpetr(5 and redw’ood, so that you see the six 
ships destined for the coast and hay tfiat season might according to our orders 
liave been fully pi'ovided for. We call this inadvertence rather than suppos(> it 
done with a view to mislead us, and hope you Avill take more care for the futui’c. 

11. We are sensible of the necessity you w^ere under of detaining the ships 
ir'indnclsea, Moii/fort and EtizahetJi, and we f)bserve the efforts you 
made to (unploy iliem to tho best advantage ; what tlu^ twm former will ]>rodm;e 
by their freight to and from Surat cannot, yet appear, hut we are a])prehensive it 
will not he adequat(.* to their demorage ; and wliat. you lett the lilizaheth for to 
Captain Banni<*, e/j., twenty-three 1 hou.sand ruj)ees, is very far short of what 
we inustjiay hir her det(Mition ; howev(*r, a,s you appear to have <lone as much as 
you could to procure hett(‘i‘ terms we mu.Nt rest sat islied ; and in general whenever 
you are so hurthened with tomiage we shall depend upon your faithful and 
diligent endeavours for employing our shipping to the best advantage, alway.s 
remembering our roriner orders that when eireumstances are more favour.ahle 
you w'ill let or epaploy them so as to earn their demorage at least ; and here we 
must add that we still oh.serve a great haekw’ardness in you to concert with oiir 
Presidency of Port St. G(V)rge proper and timely mea.siires for employing our 
ships iiotwithstaTuliug our frofiuent ord«*rs and recommimdations for that purj)Ose. 
If W’e do not find a greater readiness in future w'C shall highly resent it. 

12. You must alw'ays ho mindful that such .ships are intended to fill up at 
Port St. George he dispatched lliere as early as possible; lhat we may not 
lay und(M* tlie difficulties w'hioh their late arrival here necessarily occasion, 
instances of which have of late lieen too frequent. 

13. As our settlement of the Neflrnis is under the management of Fort St. 
George Presidency, you must punctually observe and comply with w’hat our 
President and Couwdl there shall desire you with regard to sending shipping, 
artificers, store.s, materials, or whatever I'lse may he necessary ; and in particular 
that any ship which shall he stationed there is relieved in time to he dispatched 
home the same season, to prevent such another instance of extraordinary deten* 
tion as. the ColchesteFs, rtul wo think if you had exerted yourselves the Egmont 
might have been sent sooner to her relief. 

1 4. Y'ou must attend to what advices you receive, likewise from our said 
Presidency, w'ith respect to sending a shij) for taking in surplus pepper on the 
West Coast ; and in all voyages vvhatsoever you must be extremely diligent to 
get our shipping away in time to answer the intended purposes. 



15. The President and Co 3 ncil of Port St. George have given it as their 
opinion that cargos oC rice fo Fort St. George may turn to nt;count ])rovided 
it be good, purchased at reasonable prices, iliat there is no cmhe/zh^nn nt ami 
the full tonnage is laden, and that it is jMjssiblo for a ship which is detained 
a season in India to make three trips, between Bengal and Port St. George 
the time of loading her for Europe. AVe have recorameuded it to our said 
President and Council carefully to agreoMo this scheme!, and strenuously urge 
you to use your best endeavours to carry it cll’ectually into execution, which we 
shall expect you would co*opcrate with' them accordingly. If the ships on 
hand cannot he better employed, they have likewise intimated under the like 
circumstanc*?s th:»r. a ship or two may be employed in bringing timber from 
Pegu for the use of the fortifications at both Presidencies, which being bought 
at the best hand may be advantageous to the Company, but this likewise must 
he digest’d between you and carried into execution if the ships cannot be more 
profitably tun ployed. 

10. As you were doubtful whether the crime charged on the fourth mate 
of the Flamoufh by the crew of that ship wots for the reasons you give cogni- 
zable by you as a Court of Admiralty, wo. approve of your proceeding |io fur- 
ther in it than in binding him over by recognizance, to deliver himself up t<» 
the Cotirt of Admiralty in England to be tried if any prosecutors shall aj)pear. 

17. We have permitted Mr. William Inglis, one of your Assistant Surg(*ons, 
who by your l<\ave came to England as Surgeon of the Flamoulk, to return 
again without ])rejudic(! to his standing. 

18. When you wer(! by former orders limited to the value of the cargo to 
be laden on any shij) it w'as discretional, and on a su]>position that you lind moic 
than one ship on liand and was intended to divide the riscpie ; this was not the c*ase 
with regard to lh<> 1 L<t uioulh she \vas the onl^ ship yo»i had remaining; all tJie 
goods by the Dnrrhujlon, Fort field us Avell as that sl)ip>vere insuHicient rctunss 
f(tr the great remittances you had received, and our .<!i(liculti(‘s must he conse- 
quently obvious. In such an extraordinary case thoref on; you might have laden 
a further quantity of goods on the Flmnonth, but tin' more tdigihlc /tiethod 
would have been to have reserved another ship to have heum despatched home, 
which w'e- are satisfied might have been efTec ted by the goods you bad remain- 
ing, the assistance of a good quantity of saltpetre, and by looking moT-c strictly 
after our sei'vants at Cossirnbazar to get in. tlioir investnnmt in a reasonable time. 

10. It i.s very observable that, although you gave public notice for con- 
tracting for stores and materials for tlic service of onr ^Marine, no proposal was 
giv('n in by any person hut IMr. Cruttenden, and lie was accordingly conti'acted 
xoilh for all the coir, cables and cordage. Tlie reason why other persons did not 
offer is evident upon the face of his proposal by which it appears be bad 
monopolized those articles under the sp^'cious pretence of f.ultiUing bis con- 
tract during the time be had with your cbnnivance forced himself into the post 
of Superintendent of the Marine. If such methods are ])ursncd we can expect 
nothing but gross impositions, and if we lind an}’ future instanci's of the like 
kind, we shall highly resent tlvem. 

Secondly, of good.s from Europe, or, from one part of India to anotuer. 

20. We have consigned to you on these ships, the Fnstcourt and Duke of 
Dorset, one hundred and sixty chests of treasure, viz., eighty on eacli ship, as 
also to a large amount in woollen goods, copper, lead, iron and oilier goods 
and stores for sale and use, for the particulars of which we refer you to the 
respective invoices. 

21. The President and Couneil of Fort St. George have directions as usual 
to take out and coin as much of the bullion above mentioiu^d as you shall have 
advised them may be necessary for you, and they are forbid detaining any part 
thereof unless obliged to do so by absolute necessity, apd we hope you ^ ill not 
only receive the whole amount of the treasure by tlie.so ships, but likewise a 
considerable proportion of that consigned to our said President and Couneil by 
the ships JELardioicke and Domhay Cattle, lihoda, and Prince of fF ales. 

22. In our last letter you were acquainted that the broadcloth intended 
for you this season would be about three hundred and thirty -three bales; we 
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are now to acquaint you that we have sent you hut about two hundred and six 
bales. The report to our other ^residencies ar(j tlie same as mentioned in that 
letter. 

28. We have in general conformed to your indents as near as possible, 
which you will observe upon examinin®* the invoices ; the only material devia- 
tion is in the broadcloth; u'e send y^’U the quantity above-mentioned for the 
reasons given in our last letter, although you did not indent for any. 

24. You must strictly observe .what we directed in our last letter, with 
regard to putting up and selling out woollen goods, the liberty there given 
being to subsist no longer than until you have got olf the heavy .stock on 
hand, or tho first favourable opportunity that oITers for returning, the method 
of putting them up at an advance of fifteen per cent, upon the invoice agree- 
.able to our former orders. 

25. Your sending such a large p.arcel of your woollen goods to Bombay 
on the Whiahelsea and the Montfort without first having the opinion of the 
President and Council of that place upon such a measure, was not right, as 
we are apprehensive they have been under the necessity of i*eturning them by 
the said ship. 

26. We shall continue our Orders to Bombay Presidency to remind them of 
making you as large remittances as they can spare. We have the satisfaction 
of observing their punctuality hitherto, and tlie great service it has been to our 
affairs. 

27. As it will not answer to send raoi’e than one ship to Madeira, we cannot 
at any time order more than one hundred and fifty pipes of wine, to be con- 
signed to you, and for the reasons given in our last letter you may fall fifty 
pipes short of that quantity if, the President and Council of Fort St. George 
shall think it necessary to detain so much. 

28. The sample of gunpowder made by Captain Witherington which was 
sent to us by the Oxford having been proved by His Majesty's officer in the 
tower appears to ho of so weak a quality as to be not fit for service, and we 
observe the same complaint has been made of the powder sent to Fort St. 
George. We therefore appi'ove of Colonel Scott's undertaking the making of ' 
gunpowder as wo have reason to hope this manufacture will succeed to our 
satisfaction under his management. 

29. We now transmit for your information instructions for making gun- 
powder agreeable to tho method practiseif by the, persons who make it for the 
use of the Government, u'bich will be of great service to the persons who 
manufacture it at your Presidency and must therefore be carefully attended. 

30. Your accounts of remains of stores and indents received this season 
are faulty and defective in many articles, particularly in describing properly the 
sorts and sizes of cordage, anchors, canvas and many other sorts of stores 
which has occasioned us a great deal of trouble, and will prove sore disappoint- 
ment to you, wliicli must be avoided iu future by more cai’eful attention to the 
drawing up those accounts corrected. 

31. Ob-serving you have a large number of anchors remaining and the 
different sizes of those indented for not being particularized, we are determined 
to send none. 

32. And here we think it necessary to order that Colonel Scott and the 
artillery officers be always consulted when you are forming indents for cannon 
and all* kinds of military stores. You are to have a. due rcg-ird to tho hints and 
informations they shall give relative thereto, and they are to sign such indents 
as shall be so agreed on. 

Tiiiudly, of Investments. 

33. In our letter of the 29th of November last you were directed to make 
an early and sufficient provision of saltpetre upon the best terms you can. 
You were likewise acquainted in what manner and proportions it was to be 
laden, as well on tlie ships to be dispatched directly from Bengal as our other 
Presidency. You must therefore attend to and comply with those directions. 
And as in the present situation of our being unavoidably burthened with ship- 
ping saltpetre will greatly facilitate the dispatch of more than could without 
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a considerable proportion tlierecf to be returned home, you must lose no 
opportunity of laying in a large s*tock agreeable to our former orders whenever 
you can procure it at reasonable prices. 

34. We are satisfied with the pains you took in making the saltpetre con- 
tracted for the year 1753, and the success in consequence thereof in reducing 
the price from Arcot rupees six and foVr annas demanded by Oniichund to 
five Arcot rupees and 12 annas ; but we should have been b(;tter pleased had 
you made the contract with Ooja Wazeed w-hose properly it was, rather than 
Omichund, as it plainly appears to be the intentions of the latter to confine, as 
much as lays in his fwwer, all your dealings in this article in particular to 
himself alone, for we edn never suppose his alleged loss by this contract to 
bo fact without concluding at the same time that he will in some shape or 
other make himself amends^for it, and his excuses for asking such an extra- 
vagant price at first are no ways satisfactory. In short, it is for the interest of 
the Company to encourage as many persons as possible to make projiosals not 
only for this article of saltpetre but all others wh.atsoever, and you must 
always endeavour to stir up and promote a useful competition for conti’acts. 

36. We observe and approve of the President's conduct in the share he had 
in beating down the price of the said saltpetre ; and as it is reasonable he 
should he paid expenses he has h(;on put to on tlie occasion. You are therefore 
immediately to discharge tlie same, whatever it is; by your advices it appears 
to be about three thousand five hundred rupees. 

36. As the sale of our Bengal goods is now ended, we find it necessary to 
confirm to you the several remarks made in the course of our list of invest- 
ments on the several species of goods bought on the new plan at the Aurungs 
compared with the same kinds bought off or contracted for with the merchants. 
The sales of wTiich have answered even beyond our expectation in favour of 
the former, and was in no kinds more retnai’kable than in the Orua Cossacs, 
and Mulmuls and Dorcas Cossajura; the common sort of the two last kinds pur- 
chased at the Aurungs, sold from twenty to thirty per cent, liigher tharswliat 
are invoiced as fine bought of the merchants per Dtirrington and J>'lamouth 
at much liighcr prices. The Mumuls Santiporo in general are neither amended 
in quality or reduced in price in proportion to most other sorts purchased at 
the Aurungs. 

37. Since our said list of investment was drawn out, we have made a 
thorough inspection into the several articles purchased at our Factory at Dacca, 
and the sales have hut too well confirmed in our sentiments thereon, and in the 
persuasion that your reprimands to the gentlemen there was what their con- 
duce had very justly exposed them to. Notwithstanding our repeated com- 
plaints for these three years past in regard to the bad quality, as well as great 
advance in price of the most considerable/ articles of their investment, we find 
as much reason as ever to complain of the had quality of almost every artiple 
of their fine goods. The Seerbetties, Aliiball, Mulmuls, Tevriudarns, Nainsooks 
and Scerhandeonnaes, are in general very bad in kind, and unless tlie two last 
articles can be procumd of a quality nearly equal to what we have formerly re- 
ceived they will be quite unsaleable. It is tlio more extraordinary that we 
should be under a necessity of repeating these complaints at .a time that the 
quality of several species of the Calcutta investment is net only amended, 
but the price reduced, and must give us no very favourable impressions of the 
conduct of those gentlemen at Dacca who have been principally intrusted with 
the care of the investments, which wo shall expect you to enquire as fully as 
carefully into, and show the strongest mark of our resentment to those whose 
behaviour hath exposed them thereto. 

38. The fine Dacca Dorcas in general have proved very indifferent, inso- 
muoh that only four bales out of nine put up at our late sale would sell, and 
those at a hare advance. The broader sort of two covifis and quarter p<’i!’ Dur- 
rington went dearest of all, and would not sell. The bale of superfine per 
Flamouth and that per Durrington sold well, but so bad^ is the general quality 
of fine goods of that Factory, that unless it can be greatly improved, and brought 
up to the musters of former years, we shall be under a necessity of reducing 
very greatly our investment there. 
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39. By the ship Durrington we received wo bales superfine Mulmuls forty- 
five covids long, Nos. 1 and 2 ; some of them a e very curious, and cannot suppose 
so high a price should have been given had they not been bought or contracted 
lor on a muster of oue of the best pieces, whereas in the best bale there were 
some pieces tliirty per cent, inferior in quality to others. In the lower priced 
hale tliere was a much greater difference, as well as a greater number of very 
frayie uneven, bad pieces ; if they could be procured of an even quality, and 
without such a mixture of had pieces, they would answer, but with them we 
apprehend they will be found very unsaleable. 

40. In answer to the 20th and 2 Ist paragraph of your letter, the Flamonih^ 
we shall point out to you the several articles therein rrientioned which either will 
not soil or sell at so small an advance as to discourage us from ordering more of 
them, rAz., Allibannies, Romalls Canporo Cbarconnac, New llomalls Harnagore 
and Doosooties, twenty-four covids long and two and a half broad, ditto 
twenty-four covids long and tw'O broad, ditto llomalls, Cuttanoes and ditto 
flowered. The Carridarries of all sorts sell very ill ; those of the common sort 
called Carridarries Chicow excepted, of which kind you may send us five 
hundred pieces (500), and if the price of the common sort can ho reduced, you 
must reduce the quantity ordered of each kind pen* list of investment to live 
hundred pieces, tl>e superfine Carridarries Chico\v will not sell. 

41. The Nainsooks and Seerhandeonnaes .Tiigdca are a good kind of cloth, 
but come so very dear that they sold with difficulty at a bare advance. 

42. The Herba Lungees and Atchabannics per Flamouth sold tolerably well, 

and would have the full quantity ordered per list of investment of those kinds. 
Fine Seersuckers in general sold well, more especially tlie two bales of a n(!w 
sort. Nos. 1 and 2, per Flamouth ; the low ones sell for a hare advance only. The 
Tanjebs Sierra will answer, and shall expect the quantity ordered. Tlie 
Muimul Radge Cullubpury were tolerably good, but will not do in any large 
quantity. . 

43. The Photues of the common sort being all of one pattern sell very in- 
differently, which is entirely owing to the want of variety of chocks which is 
evident from the sale of those called the Butch sort, of which w’^e had five hales 
per Flamouthy which though bought near one rupee per piece cheaper sell for 
more than the foianer. You must therefore reduce the common sort, and 
send us as many more of the Dutch sort which contain a variety of differing 
cheeks or patterns in tl»e same bale. . 

41.. The Callapattip and Oossaos Chaundpbro are well approved of ; of 
each of those articles we would have live hundred pieces (500). The Mulmuls 
Sabadgepore are good for their price, and would have the quantity ordered of 
them per list of investment; as to the Mulmuls Santipore forty covids long and 
three broad, w6 find them of a very indifferent quality. If they cannot he pro- 
< ured of a better fabdek and more free from frayies they will not answer. 

45. The Boreas Charconne Cossajura per Flamouth proved very good, 
and sold for a great pntio, hut would be still more valuable if they could he 
made as even, but a little thinner that the checks might appear more clear and 
distinct. What we have already observed in relation to the Gurrahs, we find 
confirmed by tfie sale, that those purchased at the Aurungs have found a pre- 
ference, and those of lower prices sold equally well wdth more advanced ones of 
those purchased of the merchants. 

46. The had circumstances of the generality of the merchants employed 
in the providing your investments, their many impositions and non-confidence 
with their contracts have for a long time been so notorious, that other measures 
were absolutely necessary to be taken ; we cannot therefore but look upon their 
obstinacy and insolence in their treaty with you for the investment of 1753 as 
the occasion of one of thq luckiest incidents that could have happened to tlie 
Company ; we mean tlie laying you under the necessity of making the invest- 
ment in a new method, wdiioh from your accounts of it and tlie great advantage 
we hare in its very infancy experienced by the superior quality of the goods 
provided luider your New Regulations, has been aln^ady a great advantage in 
point of profit, and wrill, we are satisfied, he productive of much greater^ if pur- 
sued with zeal and vigour and conducted with integrity. We hope therefore 



you will convince us, by steadiw pursuing this plan, that you have our real 
interest at heart, and that thi intimations we have had of the inclinations of 
some of the Board to return to the old method again may prove groundless, 
especially as they go so far as to liint that the merchants iiave found or are in 
hopes to find a way to reconcile them again to their interest. 

47. And here we think it necessary \to recommend it to your serious con - 
sideration, wdiether the investments at the subordinate settlements may not be 
made in tlie same manner as at Caleutta, and if you tind it praeticable and as 
advantageous, you are hereby empowere<l to give directions to our servants to 
proceed upon the like plan. 

48. Although this i«ew method of sending Gomastahs to the Anrungs is 
what we highly approve of, yet it must he attendt*d to with great care, and 
in particular no one person whatsoever ought to have an undue influence upon 
the Gomasluhs. It was for that reason tiiat we «lirected in our last letter iluit 
all the correspondence with and management of them was to ho carried on hy 
a Committee to he composed of tlie Brc'sident, the second in Council, or in his 
absence the next in station to him (Major exeephid), and the Export M'arehouse- 
keepei’, which Committee is to report its proceedings from time to time .to the 
Board. Wo hereby confirm those directions,, with this addition that it is our 
meaning the said Committee is always to consist of lour persons of which the 
President and the Export Warehousekeeper and his assistant are to be three 
and one other of the Council whom you shall think the best qualified for it. 

4fi. Great care must be likewise taken not to risque much of our estate 
at a time in the Gomastah’s hands, and that they give at all times sufllcient 
and undoubted security to be answerable for what they are entrust(Ml with, 
and that notwithstanding your method of sending a Cash-keeper with every 
Gomastah who by way of a check keeps onn key of the (iash chest, yet the 
Gomastah is to be accountable for all tlie money you advance him. 

50. It was one of your n^solutions that no Gomastah should he entrustinl 
with more than twenty thousand rupees at one time, which vve think a sum 
fully sufficient if not more than necessary; hut upon an inspection of th^ state 
of tins Aiirungs transmitted to us by the Flainouth you have in many instances 
considerably exceeded that sum ; particularly it appears there was owing to the 
Company as a balance from Hurricall Aurung forty seven thousand eight 
hundred and seventy one rupees nine annas and nine pice, of which thirty 
thousand rupees was in cash and four thousand in the DololPs hands, the re- 
mainder was cloth in the godowu and in the washerman’s ; this witli the other 
instant in the said state has the appearance of too much rcniissness at first 
setting out, as you have given no reasons for so doing. 

61. Many regulations must occur to you as you proceed on this plan neces- 
sary for the better conducting it (which cannot he thought of hy us) for the 
safety of our estate, the good quality and cheapness of the goods, as likewise 
for tlie early provision of them, for all which we must and shall depend upon 
your integrity and judgment. 

52. And here we cannot help observing that had you entered upon the 
consideration of your investment sooner, we might reasonably have expecti'd 
even upon your new plan a much larger quantity of goods ; the want whereof, 
together wdth the lateness of their arrival, have much distressed us, but we 
depend upon your having made us ample amends for the disappointment by a 
large and early investment in 176 1, especially as you bad a flow of cash for the 
purpose. 

63. Your opening the cottah to receive any ready money goods made in or 
jKiar Calcutta, and your setting the weavers to work upon llomalls and other 
goods fabricated in our bounds, meet with our entire approbation, and we hope 
you will prosecute this branch likewise with the utmost vigour. 

64. It has appeared to us very extraordinary, that so exceeding populace 
a place like Calcutta is, and no doubt inhabited by great numbers of weavers, 
shoilld bVof so little immediate benefit to us. The merchants have employed 
those uielfuE people and have hitherto run away with the advantango which we 
might with equal ease have obtained. But thanks to the conduct of those mer-^ 
chants virhich has drove you to expedients which might not otherways have been 
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tbought of, you now find may sorts of goods aie fabricated within our bounds, 
cheap and of good qualities, and may be had tat the first hand as it is evi. 
dently for our interest. Therefore, to encourage not only all the weavers now in 
our bounds but likewise to draw as many others as possible from all countries 
to reside under our protection, we shall depend upon your utmost efforts to 
accomplish the same, and shall hope the time is not far off wherein we shall 
find a great share of your investment ^ade under your own eyes. 

65. The merchants’ behaviour bqs been such as to deserve no favour. You 
have therefore acted very idghtly in keeping them strictly to the terms of their 
contract by obliging them to pay the penalties they had incurred according to 
your statement of their accounts. • 

50. The utmost attention must be always had to the conduct of our 
servants at the subordinates through whose hands so great a proportion of our 
estate passes. The annual remarks we have made In our lists of investments, 
together with what appears upon the face of your letters and consultations, 
especially those received last season, show the necessity of it. At Cossimbazar 
our servants have so remarkably fallen off, in that once valuable article of 
raw silk, not to mention others tliat w'o cannot suppress the suspicion that 
miist naturally arise against their management. Our servants at "Dacca likewise, 
who for a considerable time gave us great satisfaction, have of late done quite 
the rfsverse, and we have as much reason to complain of our people at Jugdea. 
In short, we have too much reason to believe our servants at the several 
subordinates in one shape or the other unfaithfully interest themselves at our 
expense in the investment, and we are the more induced to believe so far from 
the observation we Imve made upon the Dclolls of Jugdea, complaint against Mr. 
Bayley and Playdell, which was under your examination upon the departure of 
the Flamouth, together with some hints which Imve been given us of unfair 
practices at Dacca, which we are not yet sufficiently a])prized of to mention, to 
all which add the very extraordinary instance of Mr. Wogan’s raising from 
nothing such a fortune at Dacca as it is generally reported ho has brought home, 
although so young and long in the service. Upon the whole, there appears a 
real necessity that their future conduct should be well looked after, and scrutiny 
made into their past management. 

67. We therefore hereby direct that immediately upon the receipt of this 
a supervising Committee bo formed wliich is to be composed of the President 
for the time being, Mr. Charles Manningham, Mr. Riclmrd Beecher, and Mr. 
John Zepheriah Holwoll, and in (rase of the death or absence of any of the 
before mentioned persons the President is to fill up the said Committee to 
the numherr of four with such other members of the Council as he shall judge 
best qualified Tor such an important trust. 

68. This Committee is to enquire ixto the manner of making the invest- 
ments and tlie management in general at the subordinate settlements ; they are 
likeM’i.se to enquire into the particular conduct of our servants employed there 
for some time past, now, and in future, and whether they have or do make any 
unjust advantag<rs, otid what in the management of the investment or in any 
other brandies of their employeSs, and they are to consider of and point out such 
regulation as they shall think necessary, and the said Committee is empowered 
to send for such books and papers and examine all such persons, whether blacks 
or whites, as tliey shall judge can give any information in the matters before 
them, and they are to report the facts with their opinion upon the whole to the 
Council Board from time to time. The Board is then to take into considera- 
tion the said reports and determine thereupon impartially and according to the 
best 6f their judgments, always remembering to do the utmost in their power 
to recover wdiat the Company are dofraud(?(l off. And you are further directed 
to enter all such repoYts, together with your proceedings thereupon at large, in 
your diary for our information. 

59.*Trit shall he found necessary to send any one of the Committee to the 
subordinate settlements we would have Mr. Ilolwell proceed thither, unless he 
shall represent that his absence will be of great prejudice to the Company in 
his particular employ as zemindar, and in that case one other of the Committee 
is to be sent, the President excepted.

CO. If tiic said Uommittee sRall think it necessary to have any persons in 
our service suspended, you are afcordin^ly to suspend them until our pleasvire 
is known, unless you find good reasons to the contrary. 

61. As the trust reposed in this Committee is of gi’oat imjjortancc, and their 
proct;edings will, we are satislicd, he attended witiv many good conseijuences, we 
require every meinher of tlie Council and>every })erson in our service to he aid- 
ing and assisting to the utmost of their *power to the said Committee if tlu'y 
expect a continuance of our favour. 

62. As the entrusting the conduct and management of our affairs at the 
suhordinates to people of experience is of tlie higliest concernment to the Com- 
pany, it must be obserAsed by you for the future as a standing rule or order, 
that our .set of servants at Cossiiubazai* do consist of two of your Council and 

* one senior merchant at least, besides junior .servanls ; at Daeea, of one of your 
Council, a senior merehaiitr and junior .servants, arul tliat one of the best quali- 
fied servants next below yonr Council be always appointed Chief of Jugdea 
Luekapore or wherever else the Jugdea settlement shall be moved to.

6.3. It appears very strange that the Dutch Director and Council at tlughly 
should not long ago liaaTA made tlic claim you mention, witli regard to some 
transactions with the Oshuiders in the year 173.3, if they wcm’c satisfied it was 
a reasonable demand upon ns; your not complying with the demand Avithout 
our directions was right, hut at the same time that you transmitted it to us, 
you ought to have sent us Avhat account yoii could find of it in your hooks 
and registers of that time, logother Avith your opinion upon the Avhoh?, for want 
of Avliich Ave can give you no other direction^ than that, if the demand is I'e- 
newed, you must give us the best informations yon can collect of the nature 
and justiKjss of this demand and Avait our further ox’ders. 

6Jj. We agree in our sentiments Avith you that as^tho Armenians enjoy the 
benefit of our pi'otection, they ought to pay consulage equally Avitji the 
Eurojjeans. You are therefore to continue collecting it agreeable to our former 
orders, unless you find it will be attended AA'ith any bad consequences. 

05. You must use all prudent mea.sure8 by applications to the Darbar and 
other ways to get relieved fj-om the impositions of the Chokeys planted up and 
down the country representc<l to us in your letter of the 4tli of January, hut 
at the same time you must, be extremely careful to prevent all abuses of the 
Dustjeks, that tho Government may have no pretences to interrupt tlie trade 
on that account, Avhich we are afraid they have sometime too much I’cason for. 

06. We observe your proceedings on occasion of the prohihiiling the im- 
portation of rice from Bahergu into Calcutta, and the stand ypu made against 
complying Avith the demand of three thousand rupees for a I’ervannah to take 
of the said prohibition, Avhich for the rcasorns you give we approve of, and^we 
shall depend upon your conduct to procure the free importation of grain in 
such a manner as according to circumstances you shall jAidgcj best to prevent 
the necessity and misery which miist be the certain consequences of a scaicity 
in such a populous place as Calcutta. 

67. "We do not find any other material complaint against the country Gov- 
ernment in the course of your advices now before us, excepting that \vc see 
an extreme readiness to lay hold of every opportunity that Avill afford the least 
occasion for exacting money, which we hope you will take groat care not to 
give them any real or plausiole pretences for. It requires great prudence to 
ward them off, and the keeping a good correspondence with the Nabob and 'his 
Darbar ; and giving now and then a timely present agreeable to our former 
directions, we still think to be the most likely method of effecting it. 

68. We wish tho removal from Jugdea to Duckapore may not be the effects 
of had conduct in Messrs. Bayley and Playdell. We niust therefore waif for a 
result of your enquiry into their conduct before we can give any further 
directions than we did last year; that we must depend upon your conducting it 
to the best advantage, and with regard to their proposal for farming the district 
of Luekapore on our account you did right not complying therewith without 
our orders, but you ought to have given us your sentiments whether you thought 
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it eligible or not ; and before we give our consent, you must send them to us 
very explicitly, and your opinion whether the renting that district may bo of 
any, and what advantage, or the contrary ? 

C9. Upon occasion of Mr. IIolwcll*s motion to take more effectual posses- 
sion of Patna Pactory, we find you were of opinion that ■ndthout our leave for re- 
establishing that factory it would bo Of no benefit to send a Covenanted servant 
thither, hut on the contrary w'ould nlalce us liable to exaction, and wo think 
you judged right ; although from p.7st exjjerience we shall not he induced with- 
out good reasons to resettle at Patua, yet wc shall he very glad to have your 
thouglits upon it, and therefore direct that you take this affair into your 
serious consideration and lay before us the advantages, and disadvantages that 
may attend such an undertaking, together with your opinion upon the whole ; 
and if it shall 1)0 your opiuiou that a resetthiment may be of utility to the 
Company, you are to point out the manner and method of effecting it to the 
greatest ad van ta ge. 

70. Tl)e death of the Nabob is an event that may on account of his great 
ago be daily expected, and as it is highly probable it may be attended with great 
confusion and troubles iu the province before another can he securely seated; 
we therefore recommend to .you whenever it happens to take all prudent 
measures to preserve our possessions, effects and privileges, and standing only 
upon the defence to observe to the utmost of your poAver the strictest neu- 
trality between the competitors. It w'as with a view to this event that in our 
last letter we so readily approved of Coloiud Scott’s proposals for rendering the 
sottlcraent more defensil)le ; and as it did not appear to he a Avork of time or 
much expense, aa'c hope your next advices Avill inform us it is near if not fully 
completed. 

71. We advised you by the* ships of last season that we had for a consider- 
able time been in treaty with the French East India Company for an accom- 
modation of the diifcrencfis between the two Companies on the coast of Coro- 
mandel ; hut notwithstanding our readiness to agree to all reasonable and 
hoAoiTrable t<!rms, the difficulties thrown in the way by the French Minister 
and Company, together with their usual chicanery, have liitherto prev'cnted those 
ditt'erenees from being terminated by a happy treaty ; liowcv'cr, as one of the 
Cominissari(?s still continues in England, we are not absolutely without hopes, 
it will at last be attended with succiass, for Avhich no endeavours on our part 
should be Avantiiig. 

Fifthly, of Fortifica^tions, Buildings and Bevenues. 

72. Having in our last letter being very full Avith regard to the fortifica- 
tions and works at yoiir Presidency and the mctlsods to be observed in conduct- 
ing tlunn, we ^lave at present little, more to say than what relates to the 
revenues. 

« 73. Wo haA’^o with great attention perused and considered Mr. nolweU's 
state of our revenues at Calcutta, Mr. Frankland’s remarks, Mr. HolvvelPs reply, 
and the other j)apers relative thereto, and Ave must in justice to Mr. Holwell 
acquaint you that he accounts for the mistakes which have happened iu the 
State in a manner that convinces us they were mere inadvertencies and no way 
calculated to impose upon us. That he has evidently increased our revenues 
to a very considerable amount without Imposing any new duties or oppressing the 
poor ; but on the contrary several old ones have been abolished and the poor in 
many instances relieved ; and we must as a further piece of justice to him add that 
the insinuations of his raising his own character with ns at the expense of the 
reputations of the gentlemen who preceded him in his office of jomindar are 
entirely without foundation. In short, his integrity, c-apacity and application have 
rendered him so well worthy our notice that we are determined, most heartily 
to countenance and protect him in all his endeavours to serve the Com* 
pany. * 

74. It was vei’y natural to expect, when a piece of such importance as Mr. 
llolwelPs state of our revenue was laid before you, which ns so long ago as the 
17th of Heoeraher 1752, that you should have given it a speedy and serious 
consideration in order to have informed us of your sentiments upon an affair 
of such a complicated nature, hut how great is our disappointment and surprise 
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to find yon have not from that time to tlie despatch of the Flamonth in the 
beginning of March last consid|?n’d it as a Board so as to come to any resolu- 
tions or opinion for our information, but bavo transmitted to us the remarks of 
one meiul)er only who, notwithstanding what you say in your letter of the ditb 
of January 175+, does not ay)pcar upon the face of any of your consultations 
to have been authorized to collect and majco remarks for your information, as 
ought to have boon done if you intended tp have proceeded with any regularity 
in an affair of such conse(iucnce ; and it is very obsciwable that those remarks 
were designedly, as we have reason to beli»?ve, delivered in so late in the season 
as rendered it extremely difficult for Mr. llolwell to reply to them in time to 
obviate the impressions they might have made on us to his prejudice ; but 
however well qualified TMr. Frankland may be to execute a work of sucb a 
nature, it ought to have been the business of a Committee regularly appointe;! 
for the purpose and not t^uj result of the voluntary enquiry of one person 
only ; and we shall be greatly disapj)Ointed if wo do not find you took that 
method upon the departure of the FUimouth so as that we may receive, by the 
next ship at ffirtbest a full and satisfactory account of your proceedings in, and 
sentiments upon this affair. 

75. But if you have still delayed to enter upon the examination of the 
stAto of the otfico of Jominder and the several pTipers which have passed upon 
the occasion, you are Inireby positively directed immediately to set about the 
same, in order for stating for our information the advantages and flisndvantages 
of the pi’csent plan, and pointing out what alterations and x‘(‘gulations you 
think necessary to bo made iu it as well for the advantage of the Company as 
the ease and cf)mmon benefit of the people. 

70. Wc must liero reinai'k tliat the office of Jernindar of Calcutta is of 
so complicated a nature, and the business so various and hurthensorao, that it is 
almost impossible it should he condiuded under the direction of one jxerson. 
You are thci’clbre to consider wliether it may not be divided into several branches, 
to he '.niauaged by different persons; and if you think snob an alteration may he 
of general utility, you are to point out the proper methods of carrying it into 
execution. In proposing such a division, we have a view not only to the general 
utility Avhich may hes the result, but likewise to ease Mr. llolwell as far as it 
is consistent from the heavy load of bu.sinc.ss he labours under, that we may 
have the benefit of his abilities in other material branches of our alfairs. 

77. You are lik(;wis(! to point out to us what duty or fines appear to he 
particularly grievous u|)on the poorest sort of })Oople, such as tlic duty on 
marriages which we think ouglit to he either totally abolished or levied with 
great regard to circumstances, and the duty called Etlack,* if it is necessary to 
be continued, ought to be used with moderation and greatly redressed. 

78. You must send u.s an account of your whole proceedings in this affair 

as soon as possible, and wait for our con fir. mat ion and further cohimands, except 
that you may carry into execution such regulations as sliall appear to he 
immediately necessary witliout waiting ff)r orders. ' ’ 

79. And here wo must rt'commend it to you to fix upon all the bazars and 
other the most public places iu the town, in the different languages, exac't 
accounts of all the duties, fees of office and all other aflow'cd collections upon 
all sorts of goods, provisions, necessaries and other particulars which contribute 
to our revenues, for the information of the pooj)le in general, and you must take 
effectual oai’e that the farmers’ collectors and others do not exact a pice more 
than is allowed, and you are hereby directed to transmit to us for our inform- 
ation, cox>ie8 of such publio.note. 

80. It is our inclination and intention that the inhabitants bo governed 
with mildness and equity, and not oppressed by grievous duties, yet at the 
same time the increase of our revenues in general must be the constant object 
of your care, as far as it may be 'reasonable and without oppression extended. 

81. We think the duty of five per cent, proposed to be levied on the sale 
of houses belonging to Europeans and others in the white town as mentioned in 
your letter of the 4th of January is reasonable, and we direct, tlierefore, that it 
be levied.

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82. We caJi form no judgmcmt of the reasonableness or other ways of the 
proposal mentioned in your said letter of th4 4th of January in relation to 
converting the gi'ouud rent called cowries into siccas, and raising the half-rent 
into wliole rent, because wc cannot have a sight of JSlr. llol well’s letter, wdiieh, 
altliough said to be entered into your diaiy, is carelessly omitted, and a copy 
has not been transmitted us, as it ougjit to have been. 

8:1. Although in the present eifeumstanees of the Company, we cannot 
afford to lesson our revenues unless, it is absolutely necessary for relieving the 
distresses of the poor, wo hope that only has be«'n tl»e motive for your 
taking the gunge into your hands and lowering the duty upon the import of 
grain ; and although in cxtraordi)iary east's we leave you a diserotional power 
to act aee.ording to the host of your judgment, you must always remember 
to levy the old duties wluuievor circumstanees wall .admit of it. 

84. The importation of your ships and vessels of Foreign Ports upon the 
coast of Coromandel, must wdthont doubt greatly ju’ejudiee that branch of our 
revemu's, the customs ; and the President and Council of Fort St. George did 
their fluty in representing to you the had eonsecjuences of it, and the. necessity 
of reviving the standing ordc'r of the 31st January 173 1. Although we are 
desirous of indulging all our sw^^^nts iu a freedom of trade, yet w'o will not 
allow of its being carried on in any respects to the prejudice of the Company; 
on the contrary, w hoever enjoys the benelit of our ju'otection ought to eontributf? 
as far as lies in their pow«a’ towards the expensf'S we ar() constantly ])ut to on 
that account. We therefore do most earnestly recommend it to you to take 
care that no ships or vessels belonging to yourselves, our otlu'r servants or any 
))er.sou trading under the Company’s prob-etion, <lo load their cai'gos or any part 
thereof at any ports, either Fuvopean or Moors, to the northward or soutliward 
of Fort St. George, but at Fort St. George itself, or such other factories or 
settlement, w'bich belong to us, unless very satisfactory reasons are givtm to 
the conti’ary at (‘.ither or^botli Presidencies. Wc have directed onr Presidtuit 
and Council of Fort St. George, as wo now do you, to acquaint us from time to 
time viow this recommendation is complied w'itb, that we. may show a proper 
resentment against sue.h persons, who shall be regardless of our interests, in order 
to prevent any restraints upon trade. We have laid onr posit ive command upon 
the Px'esident and Couiie.il of P’ort St. George to take the utmost care to invite 
and eneonrage trade by tlie general good usage of all persons w ho may resf)rt 
to Fort St. George or its subordinate settlements for that purpose, and in par- 
ticular by sulfei’ing them to buy and self publicly or privately as they them 
selves shall choose to deal freely and without restraint with whoever tli(;y shall 
think propel*, and tliat if any of our servants at that Presidency shall prevent or 
endeavour to* prevent such a freedom of trade on any pretence wdiatsoevcr, we 
have acquainted them they will incur our highest d.isplcasuro, 

85. And the more effectually to ’prevent all cfimhination, monopolies and 
attempts upon the freedom of trade, wc have directed our said President and. 
Council to affix up iu the most public places at Fort St. George and the several 
subordinate settlem’ents in the usual languages, publications for the notice of 
all persons, of these our intentions; that they may bo entirely freed from the 
apprehensions of being hindered, imposed upon and oppressed in their trade by 
the Governor, the Members of the C<mncil, our inferior servants or any other 
pi.'rsons whatsoever, and we have directed them to ti*ausmit to us for our infor- 
mation a copy of such publications. 

83. What wo have laid down in the preceding paragraphs must be 
observed by you and all our servants as inviolable rules for the good usage of 
traders and entire freedom of trade at our Presidency of Fort William ; and you 
are hereby commanded to give public notice thereof accordingly, and send to 
us for our information cop^ of the publications you make on the occasion. 

s • 

Sixthly and Seventhly, op Covenanted and Military Servants and 

Accounts. 

87. In our last letter you wore acquainted we had permitted Mr. William 
flider to return to his station according to his original standing. Ho took his 
passage on the Bombay Castle ^ Fort St. George, from whence he will make the 
best of his way to you by some other conveyance. 
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88. The eight young gentlolnen whom w<j acquainted we had appointed to 
be writers upon tins Bengal Establishment, viz., John Dod, Biehard Tarriano, 
John Burdett, AVilliam Knapton, Henry Lushington, George Ballard, Erancis 
Charlton, and Castle Gray, all of them proeeeded on the Hurdwicke. 

89. AVe now send you a list of the immes of such persons as hav(! our per- 
iui.ssion to reside in India, as free merchai#ts in the seataring way or otherways. 

90. Having taken into consideration the ease of the certain young engineers 
who were assistants to the late Mr. Robins, wo do agree and diree.t that they 
be immediately put upon the foot ing of coA'cnanted servants, and that they have 
the salaries and appointments of eovenautod siu-vants according to their si anding, 
that is to say, those'that landed with Mr. Robins from the day of their arrival 
and Mr. John Call from the day* Mr. Robins first engaged him, upon this con- 
dition however that they^ sllll serve us as Engineers, so long as we shall liave 
occasion to employ tlnhn in that eapadty, or until our further pleasure is known. 
They arc over and above their ap])oiMtinenls as covenanted servants to have such 
allowances as they .shall irnirit in their capacity' of ongiin'ers ; we do not choose 
at present to fix tlnun on the (islablishmeiit of any' particular Presidency as 
they are to he occasionally employed wherever oyr Engincoi'-General shall think 
them most useful, however they are to rank and t)e paid during their resi- 
dence at any of our Presidencies in the manner before-mentioned. 

91. i\lthough yo«i have caused Charles O’Hara to oxocule the covenants 
transmitted to us by the For! field asja writer upon the Bengal Establishment, yet 
we reserve lo ourselves the lihertv of stationing him at either of our other Presi- 
deneies of Port St. George or Bomb.ay as W'e shall hereafter think lit. We have 
giv<.'n directions to the Prcisident and Council of Port St. Georg(? to causes the 
other assistants to tlie Isto Mr. Roln’ns to execute covenants tl>ore wdth the like 
njservation of stationing thorn at Bengal or Bombay. Mr. OTIava must write 
to his friends to givt? tin; usual security for his performance of covenants. 

92. !Mi‘. Manningham having discharged his duty a.s standing Export Ware- 
hous<'-keeper gia.'atly' to our satisfaction, and depending upon tlie .same ebnduct 
so long us he shall continue in that post, w'hich is to be until we signify our 
ovfhTs to the contrary, you are hereby directral to pay' liim current rupees 
four thous.and a y'car over and above his salary' and airpointments as one of the 
Council, which is to commence from the time you re(!cived our orders for 
ajrpointing him Export AVarehouse-koeper, and is to continue so long as he remains 
ill that post, hut tins said allowance is to be paid on this express condition that 
it is to he in lieu of all fees, rewards or perquisites whatsoever as Export 
Warehouse-keeper. 

93. But you are hereby directed not to make the said allowance of four 
thousand current rupees to any person whatsoever who shall swiecreed or follow 
Air. Manningham in the post of Export Warehouse-keeper without our express 
leave as w'e shall not continue it hut to persons w'ho give us good proofs of 
their behaviour in it as Mr. Manningham. 

91. Mr. Holwell has highly merited our particular notice and encourage- 
ment, and the least we can do for him is to let him rise in our .service equally 
with the rest of our servants. We do therefore hereby annul and make void 
the restriction in our commands of the 8th of January 1752, by which he was 
fixed as twelfth and last of Council, and to remain so without rising to a 
superior rank therein ; and we direct that upon the receipt of Mr. Holwell take 
rank and his seat at tlie Board according to the time of his arrival in Bengal in 
the same manner as if no such restriction had been made, that is to say, next 
below Mr. Mathew Collett. But, however, it is our meaning and direction that 
Mr. Holwell do still continue Jemindar, and that he is nyt to quit that post 
without our leave. 

95. And here we think it proper to declare our sentiments for the encour- 
agement of our servants in genonal, that such of them as shall by their abilities, 
integrity and zealous endeavours to serve the Company render themselves objects 
of our favour, will certainly be taken due notice of. 

96. As it is extremely material that all. our servants in general should 
acquire a knowledge of investment, we direct that every junior servant be

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enijiloyed part of his time in tlie cottali, and 1 h;l t the Export Warehouse-keeper do 
take the necessary care to omj)loy and insti-uet thoin in such a manner as may 
eifcctually answer our intentions. 

97. Your reasons for not empioyin:; our junior servants in their turn at 
the suhor<linate settlements are uusa^israeloi y ; we therefor*; in.sist upon your 
carrying into execution the directions we gave for that purpose in our genei‘al 
letter of tlie 2l:tli of January 1759.. 

98, The account you gave of tlu; ])el>aviour of Mr. Jolm Wood, wtio i.s under 
covenants as a free merchant, was such as made it necessary to preserve the 
authority you are vest(‘d with from <‘oMteiupt to order* him to proceed to Eng- 
land, and Ave approve of your caution in giving him a year’s notice. As it 
appears you found upon a strict on(|uiry into tin; conduct of Mr. ]3odl(;y on the 
M.alahar coast, that his behaviour was highly culpable, you did right in obeying 
our coininand.s for oialering him lik(nvise home, and you may depend upon our 
supporting you in all your just and impartial proceedings against such persons 
as do not dcscrv<; the benelit of our protection. 


99. We must suppose you were fully satisfied viu'th the truth of the fact 
represmited by Mr. (loddnrd foi: Ids not eomplying with your notice for proceed- 
ing to England, and shall therefore admit it as a reasonable excus*; for that tinu*, 
but we insist upon our ri'peuiod orders being ])Lit into immediate execut ion, 
unless you can give convincing reasons to the contrary. 


100. It was and still continues neeessarv that A'oii are at all times ready to 
cheek an<l pi’cvcnt the expensive manner of living ami the sti'ong Idas to pleasure, 
whicli nolAvithstaiiding what you say to tluj contiary we well know too much 
prevails among all ranks and d<',grces of our sc'rvant.s in llengal, and we do assure 
yon that it will give us great satisfaction to lind by your action that wc. shall 
have no further n;ason to complain on this head. 

101. I'he original iiitention of having accounts laid before the Board at 
certain periods Avas that proper rmnarks should ho made Aipon them before they 
ai’e jiassod, hut it plainly appears upon an inspeidion of your consultation book, 
that you look upon the method as mere form, and avc have too much reason 
to ladieve that they do not undergo examination whatsoevm*. In order th(!rc- 
fore to prevent fi-auds and irri'gularities Avhich are and may he covered or un- 
observed by this loose rnanuer of passing accounts you are hcridiy directed to 
appoint a committee AAdiich is to consist of two, thriaj or more of the Council 
and siicli a nnniher of onr serv%*ints next the Council, as yon shall judge will 
best answer the intention. The President is to be one of the Committee and 
be yn-esent whouever he can eoiiA'cniontly. To this Coimuitteo all matters 
relating to accounts ai’e to be ridla're*! Avho are to examine and state facts 
and reijiovt tin?'' same to the Board,, •together with their o]>iuiou uyion tin; 
whole. All nn^nthly and otlier accounts yiassed at certain jieriods must likcAvise 
be''strietly examined by this Committee, aa'Iio are to rey>ort their observations uj)on 
them and give tlieir oyiinion wlndlu-r it is fit they should he pass(‘d. Every 
per.son yiresont at sucfi Committee is to sign his name to the several reports, 
which I'eyiorts are to ho read in consultation y>reA'ious to the yAussing the 
accounts tlioy relate to ; aud are to be duly entered in your diary for our’ 
observation. 


102. Committees must likewise be ay)pointcd upon the same plan to 
examine and state faets, and give their o])inion on all affairs that require con- 
sideration and attention. 

1.03. But all the rules and rlirections Ave can lay doAvn Avill he of no effect, 
nor can Ave ever expect to se*? our alfairs ynoyierly conducted, unless the Presi- 
dent for the time l/eing agreoahh! to his situation and the real intention of his 
yiostis a General Insyiectoj-and Supervisor of tlie whole Machine. Iii that light 
wo look uyjon the President, and Aveexyiect Mr. Drake Avill exert himself accord- 
ingly. We .shall then find tliat the several important yiosts Avhich have been 
hitherto conducted too indeyiendimtly Avill be yiroperly checked and controlled, 
and our servants in general will likewise be in all resyiecta kept to their duty. 
WhoaeA’'er, therefore, tbe President shall lay before you any complaints or 
observations upon tlie conduct or management of our servants of any rank or 
degree, or yiroposes any regulations for tbe better management of our all'airs in 
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general, or any particular branches of tbem,_ you are seriously to attend to 
and consider them, and apply such remedies as the nature of them re<|uires. 

104. 'Whatever directions we give to you must always l)c und(>rstood to 
extend to all your subordinate set tlmnents as far as circum'stanccs will admit, 
and you are to give the necessary orders hecordingly. 

105, In consequenee of tlie autborityMhe President is vested with, he is to 
call upon the several persons employ(‘d to see in what manner their business is 
executed, and ijrcvent giving ns such eoutinnal reasons for cornpluiat ; for we 
are sorry to say tliat almost all the books, jwpers and aeirouius received this 
season witli regard to method as well as Avriting arc faulty and slovenly to a 
degre(; that we are quite ashamed of, and plainly show the groat Jiegligoncc of 
both our superior and junior servants. 

lOG. The Consultation book in particular Is very faulty and in abundaiurc 
of respects, especially as many material paf»ers and aceounts are omitted to be 
entered and the greatest part of it so candessly copied as to be hardly logil)lo, 
and the General books have e(|ual faults to he found in tlnun. 

107. It is a Bye Law of this Com()any that t.lie Court of Direct oris shall 
annually in the month of ,Tnne cause a gemual 'stale of the Company’s alTairs 
to be drawn out and laid before them ; this is the {irineijial reason for our direet- 
ing you to send ns by every opportunity an account of your quick stock and at 
the same time bo obvious how correct tliat neconnt ought to ho to answer pur- 
poses for w'hieli it is intended. But you sent ns none of your p;:iek<'ts which was 
forw arded in Septemben- last by I lie w ay of Si . George or liy t lio Vorljicld, 

riegh.'cts that you must never again bo guilty of, and Ave must observe tliat the 
accounts in general are not so exact and methodical as tliey Avonld be if tlie 
directions aa'c formerly gave were punctually ohserv<“d and Avhich tln'reforc 
must be more carefully attended to in future. In ])articular you must make a 
memorandum at the foot of thmu of goods or inoin^ji either received or sent to 
our other Presidencies near the time the account is datc'd, as olherAA'ays the 
balance tlicrijof by being discharged from yours and not received at 1he*Presi- 
dency they are consigned to may not be accounted for at cither. 'I'his was the 
case in the accounts transmitted to us by the Oxford, tlie invoices by the Hector 
and i)nrnn<jton for Bombay being neither included in youis or the Bombay 
Accounts of Quick Stock. 

lOS. Wc last year sent you partjcular dircetions Avith regard to the manner 
of keeping your General Books so as to ri'nder them not so A’olnminous for (he 
future which you must exactly attend to, as w(> find you have pnwiously made 
some, regulations of the like kind though not exactly in the method avc iiave 
pointed out. 

109. We now forAvard some remarks made, by our Accnnntant-General 
upon your last books Avliich you ai'c to tajee due. notice of, particularly of tlie 
irregular sejicrating the invoices of Ibe, cargos smit yon into several parts and 
making as many entries in tlu5 journal as there are parts or parcels and some 
in very distant pages, a method wdiich must necessarily ocea’siou confusion and 
is liable to mistakes. 

110. Many mistakes and omissions appear in your Bills of 3!l.xch.ange and 
your advices ndative to them again this season all owing to Avant of can* and 
attention, and not giving us occasion to repeat our complaints so often ou tliis 
head. 

111. From the large sutus of money Avhich have Ixien nmiitted to .England 
by Bills of Exchange upon ais for money paid into our cash by several of* the 
Commanders of our ships, wo have some reason to suspoid. they are the jiroduce 
of illicit trade; you must tlierefore for the future oblige fwory Commander to 
make oath before you agreeable to his instructions, Biat the money paid in by 
him is iu part of his allow’cd privileges .and pj’ofits theveon, and tliat he pc'jtluT 
has taken up, or will take up money in Imlia to trade withal iu the room of it; 
upon your so doing you are to grant a certiticate for the amount. 

112. The books of standing orders transmitted to us by the Vortfield is 
very defective, and particularly for more than ten years past. We tberefoi’e 
positively insist upon and direct that you turn twenty years backward at least 
and make a careful abstract from our commands to you, not only of what are 
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tlicroin particularly termed standing orders, ^ but of whatever else shall be 
iudged to be rnl('s of condiKd, atid hei'e you are not to fail on any pretence 
wliutsoever, and that we must be assured of your compliance, you are not to 
fail sending us a copy as soon as it can be possibly completed. That this col- 
leciion must ho made with judgment it must he performed by one or more of 
your ablest hands. s 

113. All pnjjers of consequence any way relative to the Company or their 
aiTairs should ho constantly made a part of your packets, and accordingly in- 
serted in the lists. To show you how defective you have been in this parLi<;ular 
wo now send you an a<^count of such papers, only which ought to have been 
inserted in the FUtmoutliH packet as a specimen of many other omissions of the 
like nature. 

n i-. Although the olTiccrsand military recruits on the ships and 

Tinhc of Dot'sclt arc intended for your Presidency, u’o are apprehensive the 
President and Council of Port St. George will he under the necessity of 
making use of th(i liberty we have given of dc'taining them for our service on 
the Coast of Coromandtd. Under those c i rc urns tan (5es, we can only recommend 
it to yon with the assistamre of Colonel Scott to rc(!rnit and keep up your gar- 
rison in the best manner in your power until from a happy turn our affairs you 
may bo supplied in the usual inauncr. 

115. We ohservt; and approve of the method the President and Council of 
Fort St. George have agreed upon of continuing tlie detachments belonging to 
and iut(>nded for Bengal as pn^perly Ixdonging to the Bengal Est.ahlishment, 
and it would bo a hardship on the otlicers to lo.se their rank and Presidontiy by 
serving us on the Coast of Coromandel. We tliercforo direct that all the otR- 
cers as well as those sent out for Bengal as those who command the detach- 
ments sent directly by you to the assistaucc of Fort St. George, do }>reserve 
their rank upon the Beng^»l Kstahlishmont without being superseded in case of 
their return. 

ifO. To obviate a donht which lias been made, we now declare it to he 
our inttnition and meaning that the Captains of the Artillery Comp.any (and 
not the Major) is to provide the clothing for the Company in the same manner 
as the Capt.ains of the other Companies are allowed that privilege by our Mili- 
tary Begnlations. 

117. It is hut justice that the officers of the Artillery Company have ecpial 
encouragement with the I'est of our force.s. Wo therefore direct tliat they do 
succeed according to their ranks to vacancies as they happen in the ^Military 
Companies, provided you are fully satisfied of their merits and good behaviour^ 

118. If it is practicable for the Uuxerys employed in the Jemindary to 
1)0 rendered useful as a Military body under the command of Colonel Scott 
without putting the Jemiudar to difficulties in the execution of the judicature 
branch of his office, we think it a desiral)le measure. We therefore recommend 
it to you to reconsider this case and determine upon it as you shall judge may 
be most conducive to our interest. 

ElGnTHLY, CONCEllNJNG THE ClIAKTEll. 

119. With your general letter the Flamouth we received the following 
papers : — 

A complaint of Messrs. Rannie and Kelsell Elderman against Messrs. 
Goddard and Gray witli their answer and the determination of our President 
and Council thereon. Copy of the Proceedings in the Mayor’s Court relating to 
Decpchund’s deposit with a letter from Mr. Uumbleton to Mi\ Cole, our Soli- 
citor. 

Proceedings of the l^Iayor’s Court in the case of Solomon Margas and So- 
phia A ratoon. 

Jjcttor from Mr. Kelsoll and others to the Court of Directors for enlarging 
the sums cognizable by them to one hundred rupees. 

Xictter from the Mayor’s Court to the Court of Directors, wherein most of 
the pavticulax’s before mentioned are repeated. 

120. We shall consider these papers in the order wo have stated them.

121. On the 30tli of Octohfir 1753 a rule of the Mayor’s Court was made 
to oblige executors and administrators to deliver in inventories and accounts of 
the estates of the person they represented within the timers therein limited, 
which order we are of opinion was a verj^ right and proper one. 

122. On the 6th and loth November 1753 Mr. Alderman Rannie made 
other motions for the further regulation executors and administrators. The 
subject of these motions however substantially right in themselves do not seem 
to us to be so properly rules of practice as laying down rules for Avhat should 
be the judgment of the Court upon cases that may come before tliem. But 
however tliat may he, tliey Avere not questions in any particular cause then 
immediately under the consideration of the Court, but were motions only for 
the forming general rules of practice, whicli rules if they had been agreed to 
by the Court were to affect* all persons in general, and were not caleulated to 
affect any one person in particular or by namo upon questions of this nature 
and which carried are to be the acts of the Coin t. Wo are of opinion evciy 
member of this Court has a right to give his o])inion and vole as he thinks fit, 
and the Court ought not to have reeei\’'ed Air. Dumhletou’s informatioH. We 
think Mr. Goddard and Air. Gray had a right^as Aldermen to vote in these 
questions, and that our GoA^ernor and Council Avere likewise right iii dismissing 
the applii^ation that Avas made to tliem for removing Air. Goddard and Air. 
Gray from their otiieci of Aldermen on this account. 

123. As to Bipchand’s dc'posit. Air. Cole being the plaintiff in cause obtain- 
ed a deforce to have Bipeband’s d(‘posit paid* to bim with interest and costs. 
I’rom this decree an appeal AAas brought before the King in Council, upon 
bearinir Avbereof tin; deerc'C Avas reversed as to interest and eost, and upon our 
Pi’csideut and Council giving security to pay the costs of the re-hearing, our 
Prosidejit and Council haA'c a year’s time giA'en them fi*om the service of the 
Order in Council to proceed in the cause in the manner mentioned in that 
order. Mr. Cole never served Ibis order, and it screms ral.her to have l»e<'n his 
duty to have carried this oi'd<>r into execution. In the meantime Afr. Cole 
died, and his executor renounced the execution of his will, so that there is no 
representative of him before the Court, and therefore Ave are of opinion the 
Alayor’s Court Averc right in dismissing the application of our rresident and 
Council to have the deposit paid to them, inasmuch as their complying with 
it would have been an ex parte judgment vt itliout hearing Avhat could lx* said 
against it by Air. Cohi’s reprosentative. We are advised nothing can he done 
in this cause till it is revived by a representative of Air. Cole’s and our President 
and Council are served with the order of the King in Council, and then such 
])roeeedings must he had as the order directs and according to the instructions 
Avo sent with it, and in the meantime th^ deposit must he deliAiered over to the 
Accountant-General agreeable to the directions of the Charter. 

121, The ease of Alargas and Aratoon is very singular. In England *1110 
person and estate of lunatics are by the King’s prerogatiA’e under IJis Alajesfy’s 
immediate direction. A writ issues to enquire by a jury A\hetlicr the party is 
a lunatic or not, and upon being found to be so, the custody of his person is 
granted usually to one person and that of his estate to another, and the Lord 
Chancellor, who has tho exercise of the prerogativ'e in this particular, gives the 
necessary directions of the care of the one and of the other ; nothing of this 
kind is provided for by tlie Charter. In the present case a deposit is made to 
answer the plaintiff’s demaijds, and that tho plaintiff may have an ojiportujiity 
to prosecute his .suit, sufficient proof upon oath sliould he laid hefoi'c the Qourt 
of the state of mind in which Airs. Aratoon is, and an apj)lica(ion should he 
made to have a guardian assigned to defend the cause for her, and if upon 
reading this evidence and upon a motion, for the purpose oi which the plaintiff 
must have notice and be heard, if ho thinks fit* it should apywar ^to tho 
Court that Mrs. Aratoon is a lunatic or otherwise’ incapable of mstnaging 
herself or her affairs, the Court should appoint a guardian to defend the suit 
for her, and if no such application should be made on behalf of the defendant, 
the plaintiff in the cause may upon proper affidavits of the defendant’s state of 
xnind apply to the Court that a guardian may he appointed for the defendant, 
and the Court may appoint one accordingly, and may afterw’ards proceed in the 
cause as in other cases, and though a like case with the present may not perhaps 
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o(Ter a^ain, yet if it should, we are of opinion sL common appearance only should 
be (?ntcred for such a defendant as it seems to he a great hardship that a person 
under such circumstances should he obliged to give hail. 

125. We are very glad the institytion of a Court of Bequest is so agreeable 
and useful as Mr. Kelsall in his letter to us represents it to be, but we cannot 
extend their cognizance to larger surT.s than what arc given them by the Charter. 
Sinc(i however useful it might be, <there is no probability that His Majesty 
wf)uld upon any applications enlarge the sums, as all the Acts of Parliament of 
whitdi there are several for the erecting of like courts in different parts of the 
kingdom have not in any of them invested such courts* with a power of hearing 
and determining in suits exceeding the value of 40 shillings. The tTemindar 
must conform to the rules and orders we have established for the Government, 
and then we are not apprehensive any inconvenience* can arise from the exercise 
of his office. 

120. By what we have already said we have answered the greatest part of 
the letter from the Mayor’s Court ; we shall therefore take no further notice of 
it than of such parts only as have not yet been mentioned. 

127. The Mayor’s Court ‘say that they cannot find any provision made in 
cases where the bail dies, the defendant being dead or withdrawn before satis- 
faction made to a final decree, and that it is a point in question whether the 
estate of such bail is liable to make satisfaction. 

128. A person who becomes bail for another enters into a recognizance 
whereby he undertakes in a ceftain sura that if the defendant shall be con- 
demned in the suit he will surrender his person or make satisfaction for him. 

129. By this obligation the.bail and his representative and estate are bound 
to the performance of the condition of it and the recognizance is a charge upon 
his estate perfectly to Bond Debts. 

130. If the principal withdraws and the bail is dead, the heirs, executors 
or administrators of the bail must proceed against in the manner mentioned in 
the book of instructions sent over with the former Charter under the title or 
marginal note “ Manner of Proceedings against Bail” the precept against the 
representation of the bail must bo in the form set forth in that book, with this 
addition that after the recital that the defendant had not surrendered himself 
to be charged in execution, there should bo a further recital to this effect, 
viz . — 

I 

“ And wdicreas it is alleged that the said A B (the Bail) is dead, and that 
you are his e.xecutor or ad minis tratior as the case is ; these are therefore, &c.” 

131. This precept must be served and returned in the manner directed by 
the instructiony, and besides the defences mentioned therein such executors or 
administrators may plead — 

' (ht) that they are not executors or administrator ; or 

{3nd) that th^y have not assets or effects of the person to satisfy the 
recognizance. 

132. In case of either of these pleas, the plaintiff may take isfue and the 
matter of fact must be tried, and if such plea is found to be ;i^lsp judgment 
must go for the plaintiff, and execution not exceeding the surbV mentioned in 
the recjognizanco must issue against the representatives of the bail, who will be 
answerable to the amount of the assets which shall be found to be in his hands 
or to have been wasted or misapplied by him, but the representatives of such 
bail are by no means to be charged with or liable for more than the amount of 
the effects of the person they represent, and which have actually come to their 
hands. 

133. We avoided entering into the case of Sudasiebdass and Gapat Burdar; 
the proceedings transmitted are not complete, and we therefore recommend it to 
you to settle the matter between the Mayor’s Court and the Jemindar, and that 
you will as far as possible frame such rules to be observed by them respectively 
as may for the future avoid a clashing between their several jurisdictions. 

184. The Mayor’s Court say that they are at a loss how to understand that 
part of our instructions directing the AccountanteGeneral to draw upou our 
President and Council for such deposits as the Mayor’s Court shall order to be 
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paid or delivered over to the suitors as tho form of the drafts contains a proviso 
for making the same void if not complied with in a month after the date, and 
from thence form a question how the suitor is to recover his money or effects if 
by any accident such draft should notsbe complied with within the limited 
time. 

135. This provision is agreeable to thA rules observed by the Accountant- 
General of the Court of Chancery, which by the Charter we are directed to con- 
form to, and the reason to prevent such drafts being negotiated as money and 
the better to enable the Accountant-General to ke(*p and balance his 
accounts, as many inconveniences would arise if a time w'as not limited for the 
bringing in of such drafts. If the draft is not eomjdied with in due time, the 
person to whom such draft is made payable must deliver it up to the Account- 
ant-General, who must thfireupon cancel it and give a fresh one, but if a draft 
should be lost, in that case application must be made to the Mayor’s Court, and 
the party to whom such draft was made must by proper proof upon oath show 
how and by what means such draft happen to be lost, and upon making out 
their case to the satisfaction of the Court, the Court by anew order must. direct 
the Accountant-General to make another draft iji the place of this which may 
so happen to have been lost. 

136. The Mayor’s Court complain of that i)art of the Charter which takes 
from them the cognizance of disputes between the natives. 

137. This insertion was occasioned by a renresentation which in the year 
1735 w'as made to our I’residcnt and Council at Fort St. George by petitions 
in the names of the w'holc body of inhabitonts of Madras, Blirainins, Guzzerats, 
right and certain Gentoos and Moors, setting f>orth that they had laws and cus- 
toms of their own differing from those of England, and praying that they might 
he at liberty to determine the differences arising among themselves by aihitra- 
tf»rs of their own choosing, to which we at that time jfgreed, and inconsequence 
thereof got this clause to he made a part of the present Cliarter, and nn^ler the 
words Indian nativ'os we meant it to include the several persons and sects in 
w^hose names tho beforementioned petition had been presented, and wc are of 
opinion that the Mayor’s Court notwithstanding this clause may hold jdca in 
suits between any persons who do not fall within this description. 

138. We shall not willingly apply to His Majesty for any alterations in 
tho present Charter, unless yn such’ instances as are essential or very material, 
tts all applications of this kind are very difficult and attended with great expense 
and trouble. 

139. It is probable your letter in answ'er to this may furnish us with fur- 
ther observations upon tlie Charter, and ps we may he at a loss. for the reasons 
that may he offered in support of such alterations as may be proposed, wc 
desire for the satisfaction of His Majesty’s Ministers and for our own, thoj; in 
all cases where any alterations may be thought necessary in Ihe present Charter, 
you take the same into your consideration in consultationr with other persons, 
and particularly with some of the principal persons that be affected by such 
alterations^ ^lul that you enter the reason that may he offered for or against the 
alteration in yAur consultations ; and that in all cases you send us the precise 
form of tli®' clause or paragraph in the words you w’ould have it stand in any 
further grant which may be made by His Majesty in consequence of our appli- 
cation to him for the purpose. 

149. In 26th paragraph of our letter of the 24th January 1753, we directed 
the Mayor’s Court and Court of Requests to point out to us such alterations in 
the Charter as they should think necessary. But as we find that method to 
he inconvenient, we desire you will signify to the Mayor*^ Court and Court of 
Requests and to all others that for the future their applications for any purpose 
whatsoever be not made to us in the first instance, but’that they make tlte same 
to you our President and Council to the end that you may examine them, and 
then transmit them to us with your opinions, reasons and ohservations upon 
them. 

141. We have not received in any of the ships of the season an account of 
Wills registered in the Mayor’s Court which has proved a great disappointment 
to many persons who have applied for a sight of them. It most theefore be 
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your business to call upon the Mayor’s Court 6very season for all the books, 
papers and accounts nocessai’y to be transmitted to us. The Beg’ister Wills in 
particular all which are to he made part of your packets, as we shall always 
expect them to pass through your haij|ds. 

Supplement. 

142. Since what w^o have mentinned under the 3rd head, with regard to 
Mr. Wogan, we are not surprised at the large fortune he has acquired in so 
short a time, having been infornuid that he supplied the Dutch with their Dacca 
.goods, on which ho ha.s got at least fifteeir per cent.; this jrractice of furnishing 
our rivals with goods, wo have great reason to believe has beim for sometime 
past, and is at present carried on by our servants gi’eatly to our prejudice, by 
furnishing the Dutch with those very goods we ordered and were provided with 
our Dadney* and Duttunt and particularly the host in quality, which we are con- 
firmed in from the general 0 [)inion of the Dutc;b gentlemcm who come over to 
sales, w- ho all say that their Dacca goods are greatly superior to oui*s ; this 
accounts for the cause of our just, and repeated complaints of the badness of 
those goods and wdiich wo can never exp<.‘et to be remedied so long as these 
practices are continued ; we therefore positively command you to make a strict 
enquiry into this affair in particular and send us an account of your pro(5eed- 
ings therein, by which we shall he able to judge whether you have proceeded 
in earnest and Avho (if any) have been guiltj' of this infamotts practice. Wo are 
further informed that these very goods arc sent down under the protection of the 
Company’s Dusticks,:}: which could not be done without your knowledge if you did 
your duty, nor will we suffer our rivals to run away with the benetit of our dear 
bought privileges. AVe thcrefoJfe expect and require of you to take elfectual 
care tliat the Dusticks are not made use oif to cover from the country duties .any 
but the Company’s or thqir immediate servants* goods, and that you do strictly 
examine and com{)arc the goods with the Dusticks, to sec that tVu;y ai’c ddivored 
at Cakmtta agreeable thereto, and that tlicy arc not afterwards carried to the 
settlements of any other Europeans w'hatsocver. 

11.3. Since writing the beforegeing, we have t-aken \ip another ship upon 
the usual terms, viz., the Pelham, Captain George Lindsay, Cornmandc'r, burthen 
499 tons, and shall station her sometime; hence, according as circum.stance may 
make it n(;ce.ssary. . 

144. Captain Samson of the TIardwioJee upon his de])arture from the Downes 
advised us he had taken on board a young lady as a passenger from Madeira, 
whose name Vvo have since boon informed is Campbell. As lie has not our leave 
for that purpose, and as wo are appreUtmsive he intended to carry her to India, 
jf therefure she shall be landed at Bengal or at any of our settlements under 
your Presidency, you are hereby positively ordered to take effectual care that 
she is sent back to England at the expense of the owners of the Ilardwicke 
upon the first ship you shall despatch, 

145. We are very desirous that a provision should he made for the relief 
of the widows of such of our military officers who are left in indigent circum- 
stances, as likewise for sick and wounded and disabled otficers, and private men 
upon the Bengal Establishment. AVe therefore most earnestly recommend it to 
you to consider of ways and means for settling a fund for those good purposes. 
We will not point out to you what each officer and private man shall contribute 
thereto of his pay according to his rank ; and judging that you in concert with 
our principal and other officers may be better able to settle the same to the 
general satisfaction of the whole body ; among other good effects of such a fund, 
it will prevent your' sending over to us many unhappy objects whom we know 
not how to relieve as having no fund out of which to support tliom, and you are

146. We have chosen the fftllowing persons to serve us in a military capa- 

city at our Presidency of Fort William, ris., Thomas Blagg, who is to succeed to 
the first vacant lieutenancy tl»at shall happ<m after his arrival, and after those 
gentlemen who went out in the same rai\^ the preceding years have been pro- 
vided for, also Richard Geers, Henry Spel|nan, and William Hastings, who are 
to sneceed in the like manner to the first vacancies as Ensigns. Liinitcnant 
Blagg and Ensign Spelman take their passage on the Duke of Dorset', Ensign 
Geers and Hastings on tjie Eastcourl tludr pay is to commence on their arrival 
at Fort William, riz.. Mi*. Rlagg as a Lieutenant and the other three as Ensigns, 
although tluiy may not immediately succeed to the stations intended to them as 
before! nentioned. • 

147. Notwithstanding your giving commissions to the said several persons 
upon their succeeding to any vacancy, yet the giving of such commissions are 
not to determine their rank, which it is our pleasure shall bo exactly in those 
we have named them in the preceding paragrajih. 

14S. As the said persons are to roeeivo pay .as before mentioned, they shall 
happen no immediate use you must take care that they are usefully employed 
till you have an opportunity of giving tlicm commissions. 

149. You will receive by these shifis, the Enstcourt and the Duke of 
Dorset, about two hundred rtauaiits, unless they h:i[)pt;ii to he detained at Fort 
St. George agreeable to what \vc have mentioned in the prectjding part of this 
letter. In case the heforementiono'd officers shall likewise he detained at Fort 
St. George, they are notwithstanding to preserve their rank at your Presi- 
dency, according to the directions we have given in the 115th paragrapli. 

160. Having reason to be dissatisfied with the conduct of Mr. Edward 
Holden Cruttenden, we hereby direct that upon the lUceipt of this he be imme- 
diately dismissed from the Company’s service.

1. Wii write you a short lottor by tlu; Dduirar, dated tho 10l.li of Oeto- 
hor, to l>e forwarded to you, either by ld»at sliij), or by tlu; first eoiivoyaueo 
tliat ottered from Fort St. George. Slu; left Spitliead in company with tlie 
(iriffin on tho last day of that month, liaving been retarded so long by 
g(weral unavoidable incidtints. A duplicate of our said letter comes herewith. 


2. We forward this letter by the Jlarlboronghi to inform you tliat we 
liave desired our corrospond(ints at tlic Island of Madeira to load on her the 
annual supply of wines for our settlements, one hundred and fifty pi})(‘8 
wliereof are to be consigncal to Fort St. Gt'orge., and the like (piantity fo you ; 
hut \vi) have, as usual, indulged the Fr(‘sident and Council at Fort St. (ieorg<; 
to detain part of the wine consigned to you, not exceeding fifty pijtes, provided 
they are really in wnnt of it, and not othervvise. lJ])on arrival of the wjne in 


Hengal you must continue your nmtliod of havipg it carefully surveyed as well 
on board as ashore, that we may judge whether wo sullVr eitlier l)y our corre- 
spondents at Madeira, or by any cinhezzletmmts or candessnoss m tin; pcaiple 
of the ship, that we may take the necessary measures for ohtaitiing satisfaction 
accordingly. 


3. Should the (^ommaiulor and sliip’s Company of tho Mar I ho rough 
exc(.'ed the twenty pipes we have indulg<Ml thorn to carry, the surplus must b(i 
deemed illicit trade, and procerah'd against agreealde to our repeated dii-radions. 


4. W'e have taken sucdi 
wine you received by tho St.

5. The Marlborough having nothing more than tho before mentioned one 
hundred and fifty pipes of wine consigned to you, it is left to the Pre.sident and 
Council of Fort St. George, cither to send the said ship immediately to you, 
with the wine, and any other consignments they may have in readiness, or for- 
ward them by any other safe eonveyanecs; wlrether it will he best to return her 
to us, from one or the other Presidency, you, in coiujert w'ith our servants at 
Fort St. Georg<', must determine according to circumstances ; hut w'e have 
earnestly reminded them that the earliest and safest opportmiities must be 
embraced to forward to Bengal all the troasun^ lliey (;an possibly spare, in 
bullion or rupees, according to the notice you may bavt; given them. 


6. In our letter by the Jhjlaioary wo gave you a general view of flu; 
situation of alTairs btdween the British and French nations. Wo have only td add 
thereto that hostilities are carried on with vigour in America ; that our men- 
of-war in Europe take all tlie Frenedi ships they moot witl», of which great 
numbers now lay in the several ports of His Maje.sty’s dominions, but none are 
yet condemned. No declaration of war is made by either nation ; no cf)mmissious 
for privat(;ers or letters of marque have been issu(?d or graiitijd here, and far 
from any being issued by tho Fiamch Court, all British merchant sliips are 
Buffered to go in and out of their ports without molestation; however, the 
French continue to exert theniselves in increasing, with tho utmost diligence, 
both tl>c land and the sea armaments, and have drawn down a great number of 
their forces to their coasts, and it is generally believed tliey are meditating 
some grand effort; on the other hand, tho most vigourous (ncasures are taken in 
England to he prepared against all attempts, and it is with great pleasure the 
whole nation sees the Parliament most heartily * epneurs therein wpth His 
Majesty ; this being the present situation, you must carefully ohservo the 
directions we gave in our beforementioned letter by the Delmmt\ to stand

1. We write to you this seAson hy the ships Deln war and Hlarlhorotigh , 
The letter hy the llrst-named ship was dated the 10th oFOetoher, and lliat hy the 
other, th<; 3rd of Doetnuher, duplicates and triplicates wlicreof are now sent on 
the coast and China ships to Fort St. George to he forwarded to yon together 
with this letter. 

2. The Delawar and Griffin sailed from Spithead on the 31st of (icto- 
ber under a convoy, which left them in safety, and making Ihe Ijost of their 
way on their voyages tlie 14th of November in the latitude of 41°0 N. 

3. The Ila rcourl directly for China, the Mu rlho rough for the Island of 
Madeira and the coast and Bay, aud the Orfurd for Sf. Hcleua and the 
West Coast, Aver(i dispatched on the Gth day of Beeeinher. For tlie time of their 
linal departure from England, wv rt;fer to the g(!n(nal lists of the arrival and 
departure of our shipping which Ave shall cause to he s(;nt you. 

4. The ships Stormont, Godolphin, CaernarKon, and Suffiolk for tlio roast 
of Choromandel and China are now-^ under dispatch, in which \v(i have eon- 
sigjied to the Presidtmt and Council at Fort St. Georgi; treasure to a consider- 
able amount, as wo likewise did hy the Dclmoar and Murthorough ; as larg<? 
a proportion whereof as they ean possibly spare, being to lie forwarded to you 
hy the first safe eonveyances, and we hope Avill get to Bengal early enough to 
do us good service. 

5. The treasure inteudc'd to he laden on, the tw'o coast and hay ships, the 
ChofitGrJirld and fVulpola, Avill he eousigued in the usual manner to you, hut 
at the same time we must give leave to tin; Bresideut and OoumMl at* Fort St. 
G('orge to detain such part thereof as shall app^Bar I’eally nt'cessary for tlie Com- 
pany’s service at that l’i’esid<;ncy, hut no more on any pretence whatsoevei’. 

6. Wc propose likewise to make such consignments of treasure and goods 
to Bombay as Avill enable the Prc?siderit and Council to assist you Avitli large 
rcmit^auc^is iu treasux’e or hy hills. 

7. As we conclude the Britannia and Kent will ho loaded lierc from 
China, and tlio ylnson aud London will in all probability, according to the 
accounts we have lately I'eeoived, be returned to us Avith full loadings of pepper 
from the Malabar Coast. Neither you or our servants at Fort St. George will have 
moia; ships on your hands than will ,he nec<‘ssary to Ijring home your respective 
investments, eonsequoutly tlfo four ships intended this season for the coast and 
hay Avill he hut barely suHicieut for the goods, which in all probability Avill ho 
ready for them. Under this circumstance?, W'c must lea An; it to jmiir disiBretion 
and that of our Presidency at Fort St. George, to pro^xortion the loading of each 
ship, as Avell iu point of value as tonnage, by giving such a surplus as shall be 
thouglit proper, and observing tliat, if there is not tonnage suliicicjnt for your 
whoh; investment, such a pari of the courscst sort of it must ho i-eserved tlic 
following season, as Avill make room for the more A’^alualxle assortments. 

8. When wo informed you in our letter of the lOtli of October tliat avo 
should expect to receive from our several settlements in the yiBUr 1756 at least 
tAA^o thousand tons of saltpetre, and gave you directions to guide yourselves ac.cord- 
ingly in your jBurchase of that article, aa'c liave reason to believe you would ha\'e 
had a ship or ships of a former season remaining on your hands, Avhich, from what 
we have mentioned in the preceding paragraph, avo now appi-ehend will not be the 
case ; however, as Ave are desirous to receive as largo a quantity of saltpetre in 
1756 as possible, even to the amount of the said tAvo thousand tons, we /neati 
from all our settlements, if there shall happen to be tonnage for it, and if it 
ean be brought liome without interfering toy much with the more valuable 
parts of your and their investments, you must therefore make such a provision 
of that article, both for the ships to he dispatched by you and our other Presi- 
dencies as wdll be sullicient for the several sliips t6 he loaded JTomt^ givdng 
every ship such a jiroportioii over and aboA’'e the charter party tonnage as she 
can conveniently carry on the Commander’s requesting for it at the Ioav freight. 

9. Concluding that no ship can be spared to be sent eitlier from Fort St. 
George or Bengal to the West Coast of Sumatra to take in any pepper there 
the ensuing year, we have ordered our servants at Fort Marlborough to give 
the Oxford as full a loading of pepper as she can take in, and to acquaint the 
President and Council at Fort St. George with what they shall have remaining 



or may furthei* expect, whose directions they gre to follow as to the disposition 
of it, and from whom yon will receive the focessavy advices relative to such 
surplus pepper, if your assistance shall be thought necessary. 

10. The few ships you will have to provide for and the forwardness which 
we have reason to believe your investments will be in, must probably give you 
the best opportunity you ever had of giving them early dispatches, and therein 
of showing your diligence and regard to our repeated rccommen<lations on 
this head. 

11. If there shall be a considerable quantity of goods provided by you and 
the President and Council at Fort St. George more than sufficient for full load- 
ings for the ships on your respective bands, and if our own ship the Dragon 
shall happen to be at eitlier Presidency, or can arrive from Bombay in a proper 
stsason to he sent to England, wc would have Ijer loaded either from Fort St. 
George or Bengal or both Preshhiucies with such suri)lu8 investments, and con- 
signed therewith to us accordingly, taking care that she is properly manned 
and fitted for the voyage, 

12. The ships Hardinioke and Didington were freighted by us for 
voyages to India, as you have been already informed. They are not the pro- 
perty of particular ])or.sons, ivho hav^e leave to employ or dispose of them there. 
If you and our Presidency of Fort St. George shall have very pressing occasion 
for further tonnage, and either of those ships can be procured and properly 
fitted and manned for Europe in a seasonable time;, wo do empower cither Presi- 
dency to agree with the owners uj)on the best terms you can to take up either 
ship on freiglit for a voyage to England, with such a cargo as shall be thought 
proper to be consigned to us on her ; and in case of such an event all necessary 
care must he taken to acittle the* agreement as nearly conformable to the usual 
terms of the Charter party of our freighted ships as eireiimstauces will admit 
of. You are to look upon these directions as an expedient only in case it shall 
bo absolutely necessary to send home another ship, and not otherwise to be made 
use of. 

13. It was our intentions to have forwarded a list of investments by the 
ship now under dispatch, and for our better government therein had fixed our 
sale for the Bengal and coast pioc!C-goods for the 2nd instant, which was a few 
days after we received the news of tlie fatal calamity which befell the City of 
Lisbon, which by an earthquake that happened on the 1st of Noveml>or and a 
conflagration whicli ensued hath almost reduced the whole of it to a heap of 
ruins, to the immense loss of the mercantile part of EiU’ope, and of England 
in particular, though ILollaud and Hamburgh are also vei-y greatly involved 
therein. 

14. This melancholy event caused so great and immediate a stagnation in 
business, and so much alVected public credit in the negotiations of exchange 
with most parts of Europe, that we found ourselves under a necessity, on the 
pressing instaixces of many of our principal buyers, to postpone the sale, and 
whether it will he possible for us to have it ended by the time our latter ships 
for coast and hay sail is yet uncortaiu. 

16. It is however necessary that you should ho informed that our invest- 
ment will, in general, be pretty much on the foot of our last, except in the article 
of Gurrahs, in which it must be greatly lessened and restrained, as no ship 
will probably he left on your hands, and that the whole of your tonnage will 
be barely sufficient for the fine goods we shall expect from your Presidency. 

• 16. It is with pleasure we can observe an amendment in the quality as 
well as a reduction in the price of several articles of your investment. The 
goods in general purchased by the Gomastah at tlie Aurrungs arc in both 
respects preferable to those purchased by the merchants, some very few articles 
excepted. The Orrua Oossaes per Colchester are much preferable to those per 
JVinchelsea aud Egmont purchased of the merchants. The Cossacs Cog- 
maria, both those (distinguished C. Cos. and F. C. Cos.) purchased at Harrial 
Aurung are very tolerable, as are the several sorts of Commercolly Cossacs 
(Cos. C. and F. C.), and the new sort of Cossacs Chandpore, all purchased at 
tlie Jugdea Factory; the latter in particular, and the common Cos. 0. are 
much better than those per TVincheUea and Egmont^ purchased of the 
merchants. The Cossacs Burron are not so good in their kind. The Cossajura 
Mulmulls and Dooreas are very tc^orable ; thb quality of the Coincola Terrin* 



danas is much amended, as is that of the Mulmulls Ballasore purchased at 
Haripaul Aurung, but does not jpt come up to that of former years. 

17. We must do our servanw>s at Jugdea the justice to commend them, 
in having brought about an amendment iii tin; (juantity of their Baftaes. The 
Baftaes Chutty (and B. B. Chut) per Winohelsea and Egmont are good, and 
hope they will increase the cpiantity of them as well as those per Egmont^ 
distinguished and B. M„ which are of a very good kind ; of the narrow sort 
there were too many. The Ilumhums purchased at Luckipore Factory are 
very good and cheap, and some of those at that of Abidpore ; those bought at 
Havrial are much inferior. As well as you can increase those, of which we 
received two bales per Colcheater invoiced among the Dacca goods, and dis- 
tinguished thus, II. Mch. and called Ilumhums Chardoi'o. 

18. Though some few 'sorts of the Dacca goods (particularly Dooroas) are 
amended in quality, we still have great reason to complain of many others, 
as some of the Terrindams and most of the Nainsooks and Scerhandconnaes, 
which cost very high pi’ices, are very ordinary ; those of the two last kiiuls per 
Egniont and Colchester from Jugdea Factory wall not answer. 

19. The work of some of the Dacca Doopeas, especially per Egmont, is 
very good, but the sprigs are at much too great a distance, and they come so 
very dear, that we have reason to think they will not all sell at an advance ; 
and wo can but obseiwe to you, that if our servants at Dac(;a do not exert 
th(unselves in a vei’y extraordinary manner to keep up the quality and reduce 
the prices of their several fabricks, we shall be obliged to withdraw that Fac- 
tory and put the investment there more on the foot on which it is carried on 
at present with you. 

20. These general tliough short remarks c/n the goods received this year’s 
shipping wall (mable you to judge where .and in what manner you are to extend 
or restrain the several articles of your investment, though we cannot at present 
give you a complete list thereto. 

Supplement. 

21. In case it happens that either of the ships llardwicke or Eoding ton 
shall in consequence of what is intimated in the 12th paragraph be freighted 
for England, you must, in making the agreement with the owners, consider 
that it is only for a voy.age to England, and that therefore the freights 
mentioned in the Charter party of our other ships must not he the rule to go 
i>y, because those freights m full consideration for the outward as w'ell as 
homeward bound cargos.

12. His Majesty’s Squadron, with the Company’s Ships Walpole and Mai' 
horowjh sailed out of the road the 16”* October Avith the Forces mentioned in 
our Letter of the 11”*. The Company’s ship ^Protector sailed the 29^’* with one 

hundred and fifty Seapoys, and the Lap- 
21 “ October. a Private Snow frieghted for this 

service, sailed the same day with one hundred Seapoys. 


86. The Detention of this ship by bad Weather gives us an opportunity of 
acquainting you that w'c received the 12”* Instant by the way of Bombay, the 
Cony of your Letter directed to the President of that place dated 18th May, 
advising of the Declaration of War with France. We immediately dispatched 
notice to all your Garrisons and sent Pattamars to Bengali, recommending to 
Admiral Waston and Colonel Clivo to dispossess tbe French from Chanderua- 
gore if that Enterprize appears practicable without much loss. 

86. As we learn by private advices from Bombay that an Assistance of 
five lumdved men was intended to be sent from thence to Bengal wc hope that 
Colonel Clive will he able to bring hack with him near as large a Force as he 
carried away. We have directed him to return as early as possible in the 

Ensuing Year, and enforced our request 
' to Admiral Watson to call here with the 

Squadron and give a Passage to Colonel Clive with the Troops. 

87. The Fortifications to the westward being so far advanced as to render 
that side of the Town pretty secure, and the North side being nipresented to us 
to be in a very defenceless Situation, we caused a plan to be laid before us by 

^ the Engineer of such works as he judged 

’ would best and most speedily secure that 

side, which wc have ordered to be immediately sot about ; and the Engineer 
gives us hopes they may be finished in six Weeks, as they are to be raised with 
Earth in the same manner we have lately Carried on our Works to y" Westward.

By a Cottntry ship from Bengafl wo have had the ph^asure to receive Letters 
dated the 8th January from the Select Committee there and Colonel Clive, 
advising of the retaking of Fort William on the 2"'* of that month ; It was 
taken possession of by Admiral "Watson in his Majesty’s Name, and delivered 
over the next day to tlie Company’s .Representatives for the use of all such 
Persons who were Proj)rietoi-s of the Effects. A large quantity of Broad Cloth 
with about six hundred Bales of the Investments for Europe, and most of the 
Artillery and stores that were left there, were found in the Place, all which 
, have been delivered to the President and Council, conformably to the Conven- 
tion made with Admiral Watson before he left the Coast. 

****** 

22. Since writing so far we have received further advices from Bengal, 
giving an account of an attack made the (f Instant by our Troops on the 
Nabob’s Camp, in whicli a vast number of his Army was killed : The killed 
and Avounded on our side amount to sixty seven Military and one hundred 
Seapoys. Colonel Clive gives Room to hope that this success will produce gootl 
Terms of Accommodatiou. 

23. He acquaints us also that an Esplanade of two hundred yards and a 
Glacis is made round I^^n-t William, and a Hitch sunk of thirty inet wide and 
twelve feet deep. Thr(>e strong Batteries built with plank, secure the North, 
South and East Sides, and the River to the to the Westward, sufliciently covers 
that side. He coneludc.s with giving us his opinion that Fort William cannot 
he taken again by the Moors :

it necessary to he in the Field along with his Regiment and immediately set 
out for the Army, which he joined near to Chaugleput ; 

4. The complaince with our request could not have failed to he attended 
with Eminent Advantages, as the Command would in such case have devoted on 
Colonel Lawrance whose Abilities and Experience could not but have a good 
Effect, this Gentleman being however willing to promote the publick service 
on any Terms, offered to join the Army as a Volunteer and to give Colonel 
Adlercron all the Assistance in his power, and when it was imagined Tricheno- 
poly would he the Scene of Action his Intention was to join the Troops at Fort 
St. David, and proceed with them from thence.

with the greatest Hope of advptage to your affairs. The late Nabob having 
been defeated by Colonel Clive in a Battle fought near Muxadabad the 23** 
June, was cut off a few days afterward, and Japher Ally Cawn appointed in his 
Stead, who seems by our advices to be pretty -well established— The enclosed 
copy of the Treaty made with him will inform you fully of the Rights and Privi- 
leges granted to the Company, and of tho Restitution agreed to be made not 
only to the Company hut to private people for the Losses sustained last year — 
The President and Council of Fort William advise under date the ll"* August 
that 32 Lacks of old Si<;ca Rupees had been received into the Company’s Trea- 
sury in part of this Payment, and afterwards to the Amount of near 8 Lacks more 
in Gold Toys and Jewells : 

2 The Vessels confirm the News of the Death of Admiral Watson. The 

loss of so brave and publick Spirited a Commander, and one who had exerted 



himself so jealously for the Company’s Service, is a misfortune which gives us 
the greatest concern : 

3. Admiral Pocock has sent up orders for Commodore Stcevens to join in 
Balasore Road, and writes us thajj Ho shall bo readv to proceed to this Coast as 
soon as the Season will permit with His Majesty'^s Ships Cumberland, Tiger, 
Salisbury and Bridgeioater. The Kent being condemn’d will be left in Bengal 
River— yesterday arrived the Queerdjorough with Dispatches for the Admiral, 
she left Commodore Steevens at S‘ Augustine’s, the middle of August, who in- 
tended to sail for Bombay soon after thereupon. We have dispatched with the 
utmost Expedition to that place the Admiral’s orders to IVr Steevens, and wrote 
to him at the same time, that we could wish to see him at Madras on his Way if 
it is not inconsistent with* those orders, as it may be a means of the more speedy 
Junction of the two Squadrons, for M’ Watson’s passage from Bombay hither 
in December was very sho^t, and Captain James from Bombay to Balasore last 
year was near 6 Months. Wo have been very cautious in giving our opinion to 
M’ Steevens, as we are uncertain whether It is M" Pocock’s Intention to come 
to the Coast as soon as the Sliips are ready, or to wait in Balasore Road until 
joined by M’ Steevens : 

4. The Letters we have received from the Select Committee at Bengal, give 
us no hopes of seeing any of the Troops We serit there return to the Coast — 
our Letter of the 13*'’ acquaints you fully of our Strength compar’d with the 
Enemy’s, since then about 16 more men have enlisted from the Regiment. The 
rest of the Men and all the Officers except Lieutenant Carnac, to whome We 
have given a Captain’s Commission aro’prepariug to embark for Europe.

Europeans, and if I take one half, tlie garrison will be in a most defence- 
less condition, and the Military will not even then amount to the number you 
mentioned. I enclose a Return of Fort S* David Garrison and one got from 
Cap‘ Callondar of Dave Cota for your inspection. 

The Artillery Men will amount to near the number specified in your letter 
including the 25 which were ordered to join Captain Hyslop's Detachment, and 
who have not sufficient practice to be much depended upon, 

I shall always pay great deffercnce to Col. Aldercron and Col. Lawrance’s 
opinion and agree with them that 400 Men Rank and File with 60 Men of the 
Train of Artillery and 10 Companies of Seapoys will ho a suIBcient force for 
the defence of this place, but I„beg leave to ask whether they ipclude in the 
number 112 Toppasses and 37 Europeans sick and unfit for duty. I flatter 
myself they will think with me as many good Seapoys w'ould render the 
Company more service. ' 

It.was formerly a custom at the presidency to supply their Subordinate 
Settlements with the most indifferent of every thing, this charge cannot be 
laid to the President and Committee at Fort S‘ George tvho has always bestowed 
an equal regard and attention on all our Hon’ble Master’s settlements in general, 
and I am persuaded they will think this Garrison should be reinforced when 
they come to find its sti-ength with the addition of what can be spared from 
Dave Cota falls short of what they proposed for its defense. 

I must therefore offer to your consideration whether it would not be a 
step consistent with the safety of this place to desire one of the Company’s 
belonging to' the King’s Regiment might be left here, and 10 or 12 of the King’s 
Artillery Men, .in such case I will be answerable for the defence of Fort S* 
David, it can be attended with no inconveniency to our civil affairs, as I have 
the.hon’ of his Majesty’s Commission. 

You may be assjired of my assiduity and diligence in getting the 
troops, military stores, &c., embarked with the utmost expedition, tho’ I 
believe the Squadron cannot .sail in less than 4 or 5 days as Captain Hyslop 
informs me he cannot have every thing ready belonging to his Branch before 
that time. 

Mr. Watson will supply me with the stores you mention, and you may bo 
assured I will purchase nothing but what b absolutely necessary, must of the 
small articles may be secured when the danger is much nearer tlian at present. 

. Your instructions about the Seapoys without arms and the payment of 
the Lascars shall be obeyed.

Hon’bIiK Sik and SiBSt — All the provisions, stores, &c., arc landed from 
the Squadron, as will appear in the enclosed account signed by tlie Store- 
keeper. 

Three of our deserters named Tho'- Wliite, James Whitehead and Peter- 
I/)ud, were returned two days ago by Mons"- DeLayrit, and one Backman, a 
prenchman was returned by us. 

Ten men from this Garrison are missing, and there is a moral certainty 
that they are concealed on board the Squadron, 3 were detected last night in 
sailors’ habits endeavouring to get on board, I have wrote to Mr. Watson in the 
strongest terras about it, then I must further represent that if there is not 
’ some method thought of to convince the Inferior Officers on Board the Squadron 
that they will incur the Admirals’ displeasure by harbouring our men, there 
will he no end to desertions of the kind and the Compy. ■will receive infinite 
detriment from those that came on purpose to protect and serve them. 

I am sorry to inform you that through the obstinacy of the boat-fellows 
in coming on shore in the night time one of the boats loaded w'ith powder 
has been stove, 29 barrels are much damaged and 2 entirely lost, I have sent 
to secure the boat-fellows who absconded upon the accident happening. 

Being greatly in want of good drillmen for exercising the Military, I 
have apply’d to Coll. Bagshaw who has sujrply’d mo with tw'o for that purpose, 
and I shall order both Officers and Soldiers out every morning till they are 
thoroughly acquainted wuth their duty. 

All the Articles the Gov'^- has wrote for as far as this Garrison can supply 
them arc embarked except 15 of the O-ixjunders, and I am in some doubt 
whether they can be got off in time as the Admiral is determined to sail by 
twelve o’clock this evening. 

Enclosed you will receive a little sketch of what hrtieles arc sent on hoard.

I have received some intelligence, which I think may be depended upon, 
viz.y that a camel is arrived express at Pondicherry from Syallahat Jung with 
proposals for an accommodation, if there be any truth in this report (as I fear 
there is)^ you will best know what reflections to make or steps to take upon so 
important a subject, it is said Syllabat J ung is under great apprehension of 
being left to the mercy of the Morattas if the French are destroyed, and that 
he depended upon the English assistance to protect him against their superior 
forces. 

I find it was the practice of the late Deputy. Governor to send the pay- 
master a half monthly accounts of spy money expended, specifying the parti- 
cular places were such spies were stationed and how employed; the absurdity 
of this custom needs no explanation, and if you appi'ovo of it, will only make 
the country Dr. to Gash expended on Secret Services and transmitt to you tlie 
particulars of that expenco monthly, there are several unnecessary articles 
which I have struck off, and am, with respect.

Bridge and Pye, Captain Gripe, Lieutenant Marholdy, Ensigns Ellis, Kirja 
Sing wounded, Noor Bolsber is killed. 

Now to the consequence of this blow. 

The Nahab has decamped with his whole Army ; he wrote me a letter that 
he will comply with all our demands except a sum of money for the inhabit- 
ants, viz.y that’ he will put me in possession of every thing granted hy the 
Royal Phirmaund, liberty to fortify Calcutta as we please, and the liberty of 
a Mint. He concludes with desiring me to sign these proposals, and this ho 
will sign and seal them immediately ; — that he will send me a Seerpah elephant 
and jewells.

Army are already marched for Patna, and he himself will leave Muxadahad very 
soon with the rest. 

I began my inarch on the 8th and am close to Chandarnagore, the Nabab 
testifies some reluctance at our attacking this place, however I am in hopes vve 
shall not leave it behind us, the large ship I believe will move up on Monday, 
the arrival of the Bombay troops, with those on the Cumherland, and theSeapoys 
coming from the coast, will render our force considerable, and I hope all these 
disturbances will be at an end time enough for mo to be with you in Septemhor, 
before wliich I had very little hopes of seeing Madras had nothing of this kind 
happened.

The Artillerymen will amount to near the number specified in your let ter, 
including the 25 which were ordered Captain Hislop’s Detachment, and w ho 
have not had sufficient practice t<i be de])ended on. 

I shall alw'ays ])ay great detference to Colonel A dlercron and Colonel Law- 
rence’s o])iniou, and agree with them that 400 men. Rank and File, wdth GO men 
of the Train of Artillery and 10 Com[)anies of S«a])oys, will he a sufficient Force 
for the defence of this place, but 1 beg leave to ask, whether they include in 
the number 112 Topasscs .and 37 Europeans sick and unfit for duty. I flatter 
myself they will think with me, as many good tSeapoys would roii«ler the Com- 
pany mor<i service. 

It was formerly a custom .at the Presidency to supply their subordin.ale 
Settletncuts with the most indifferent of every thing, this charge capnot Ije 
laid to the President and Committee of Fort S' George w ho have always bestow- 
ed an equal regard and attention on all our Honorable Masters Settlement, 
in General, and I am persuaded they will tliink this Garrison should he rein- 
forced when they come to find its strength, with the addition of what cari'be 
spared from De.v<Jcotali falls short of what they proposed for its defence. 

I must therefore offer to your consideration, whel hcr it would not be a 
step consistent w'ith the safety of this place to desire one of the Company's 
belonging to the King’s Regiment might be left liere, and 10 or 12 of the King’s 
Artillery men, in such ease I will be answerable for the; defenetj of Fort St 
David, it can he attended with no inconveuiency to our Civil affairs, as 1 haA'e 
the honour of Jlis Majesty’s Commi-ssion.*. 

You m.ay he .assured of my assiduity and diligence in getting the Troops, 
Military Stores, &o., embarked with the utmost expedition, tho’ I believe *tlue 
Squadron cannot sail in less than 4 or 5 days as Captain diislo}) informs rne 
he cannot have every thing ready belonging to his branch before that time. 

Mr. Watson will supply me with the Stores you mention, and you may he 
assured I will purchase nothing but what is absolutely n(;cessary, most of the 
small articles may be secured w'hen tho danger is much nearer than at present. 

Your instructions about the Seapoys without arms and tho payment of 
the Lasears shall be obeyed.

Our Force is lessen’d so considerably by the Draft made for Bengal that 
it wmdd not be prudent to leave any part of the Regiment at Fort S* David, 
the Garrison of which place is now much stronger in proportion to the fortifica- 
tions they have to defend than this, which besides will probably be the first 
attacked by the French, should they have a design against our Settlements. 
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It would be doin» injustice to M’’- Watson were we not on this occasion to 
take notice of the readiness he has at all times shewn to assist in any measure 
that have been judged for the Company’s Benefit.

Land w(,*rc returned twm days ago by Mous’ Leyrit and one Backman was 
returned by us- 

Teii men from this Garrison are missing, and there is a moral certainty that 
they are concealed on hoard the Squadron, 3 were detected la^it night in Sailors 
habits endeavouring to got on hoard. I have wrote to Mr. Watson in the 
strongest terms about them, and I must further represent that if there is not 
some method thought of to convince the inferior Ofllcers on hoard the Squad* 
roil that tlu^y will incur the Admiral's displeasure by- harbouring our men, 
there will be no end to ilesm-tions of this kind, and the Company will receive 
intinite detriment from those that come on purpgise to protect and serve them. 

1 am sorry to'inform you that through the obstinacy of the boat-fellows in 
coming ashore in the night time, one of the boats loaded with powder has been 
stove, 29 barrels are much damaged, and 2 entirely lost; X have sent to secure 
fellows who absconded upon the accident happening 

Being greatly in w.ant of good Drill men for exercising the Military, I have 
applied to Colonel Brigshaw, who has supplied me with two for that purpose; 
and I shall order both onieors and soldiers out every morning till they are 
thoroughly acquainted with their duty.

Ihe 1 resident acquaints the Coiuinittoe that intellij'oncc a^as received on the 
Ifith Instant of the taking of Calcutta hy the Mfxu-s on the 20tli June, in 
consequence of which it having been resolved in Council to send as lare-e a 
Eorce as can possibly he .spared from hence to make an elfort for the rc-e-stab- 
lisbnient of that valuable Settlement, he dispatched orders the 1 7tli Instant 
to Captain Pye to march hither with the Army from Conjeverara. 

As this turn of afTairs will render us unable to detach any party to Salabat 
Jung until our Troops come back from Bengal, pr some considerable rein- 
mreements arrive. It is now agreed to write letters to Him, his Vizir Shav^ Nava* 
Oawn, and his Dew.an Alahomcd Moheen Cawn, setting fortli that our desire of 
preserving the Carnateek from the designs of the enemy has exposed us to the 
present calamity in Bengal, by the necessity we have been under of detainine 
all the Troofis intended for that place —ex plaining to them the legality of the 
Company’s right to their Settlements in Bengal founded on the Phlrmaunds of 
the Great Mogul— enlarging upon the increase of the riches and revenues which

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those Settlemonts have hrou^ht-into the Mogul’s country, and ttio vast loss the 
Company have snstaiiHul hy this unjust and violent proceeding of the Nabob 
of Bengal, which has ohlig«‘d ns to detach thitlnu* tliat very force which wo had 
prepar’d for Ills (Salahat Jung's) servi<a?, and concluding with assuranoi's that 
Avo are under the gri'atest concern for this disappointment, that we shall always 
bo glad to assist in his alVairs, and that as soon, as a just satisfaction is obtained 
from the Nabob of Bengal our Troops will return and he ready to act accord- 
ing to his orders.

It is said Salaliat Jung is under great apprehensions of being 
left to the merey of tin; Alorattas if tlu; i’rencb are destroyed, and that depend- 
ed on the assistance of the Eiigligh to protect him against their Supiaaor

‘‘pany*s Tr.ade, Possessions and llights, wherever, and n ln'uever llicy may l;e in 
‘‘danger; the powers of the Committee jiever liaving been before so fiillv. 
“explained it was imngint'd that they extended only to uegotiat ions with tlio 
, “Prinees of the Country, and Eoreigii European Nations, and to the Ojierations 
“of tl)C Troops in the Ehdd for this reason tlie eonduet; of the iuterded ex]^edi-

direetion of Commissaries appointed with full powers for the eonduet of the 
Treaties to be made with the Nabohof Bengal, or of the operations of the Eorccs 
agfiinst him, which Commissaries so appointed were Colonel Clive, Mr. .Tdhn 
Smith, and Mr. John AValsh. 

And that a letter conformably to the said Tlesolution was wrote to Colonel 
Adlercron hut no answer yet reetdved.

Major Kilpatrick has in a separate letter transmitted you a return of the 
Military and Stores now^ in the Fleet ; from ivliicU your Honor will jud'-'e 
w'hat Stores and Ammunition wall be w^auting, and supply us accordingly. 

Should your Honor not have it in your powa?r to furnish us with a 
pi*op(-i iin(l m(.essaiy ti)icc to re establish us on a secure tooting, w^o la'iincst you 
will send us the earliest notice of what wx* are to expect, as the season is far 
advanced, and our Siiips w'ill not be able to pr'^Jcced to the Coast after the 20"* 
or 25"* September.

Hon’bh3 Sir & Sirs, 

I take this the first opportunity I could possibly meet with, to have the 
honour of acquainting you that I arriv^ed in the river of thi; 28"’ Ultimo, with 
the Troops under my Command, mostly in good health and spirits. Of 
those I hear now inclose you a Return togidher with a state of tlie Military 
at Hengrrll and of tlie Ordnance Stores, 1 need not I believe inform you 
Gentlemen, of the melancholy news I met .vith upon my first arrival here, 
which you will no doubt have h(>ard before this can reach you, and with all its 
cruel circumstances from M' Manningliam. 

I left tlje Jlelavoar, which is now safely come up, on the 30"' Ultimo at the 
request of tlie Governour and Council, and found tliem the same day on board 
of their Ships in a situation not easy,‘to be described. You may more easily 
imagine the condition of those poor Gentlemen, driven out from tlieir hjibita- 
tions, driven out from all they have in the world, and what is worst, having 
l6st all or almost all that had been comraitti;d to their charge, where many 
people around them who have also lost their all, are discontimted and even 
troublesome, pretending to find fault and give tliinr opinions without showing 
that respect which they ought. I hope however when we all meet, for there 
are still three of the Council up at the French Factory, that we shall he then 
able to re-establish harmony, and take such Resolutions as will be most for 
the benefit of the Hon’hle Company, and advantage of the whole. 

■When I mention the Council, I ought to inform you Gentlemen that I 
have the honour to act here as one of the Mernhers in a manner at the desire 
of the Gentlemen themselves. For they told me that it was the Company’s 
orders, that whenever a Major happened to be with them, he should always 
take tlio third place at the Board, which I accordingly did ; tho' I lot them 
know.at the same time, th'at I never had had that honour with you, and the 
reasons which had been given for it. 

We have been pretty ivell supplied with provisions since I h.ave come here, 
which has a good deal taken off from the apprehensions of the Country people, 
who I believe, are otherwise disposed to supply us, as we take care that they 
are well used. 
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The place and sitnatlon vire are in renders it extreamly unhealthy, and 
I am sorry to hear that it will be hut more so as tluj season advances. Yet 
I don’t believe we well can move from this,’ till we have had advices from you ; 
for 1 am informed that both sides of the river downwards, and a jjood way 
upwards, are so entirely swamps*and paddy fields that it would be impossible 
to keep the people on shore : and to attack the enemy at present, though we 
were even sure to make ourselves ^Masters of Calcjuttti, would be to no manner 
of purpose in the world, if you are not in a condition to .send us large supplies 
of in short every thing. 

I have found neither men, guns, nor ammunition liere. The itielosed 
will shew you our numbers. Tiie four field Pieces you sent witii me is alf 
our Ti'ain; and the Amnuinition you sent with those is rdl w(? have got of the 
’kind. Captain Winter spared us some powder and lead with whi<*.h I have 
made up alwut fifty rounds ’a Man which is all w^e have to trust to in case 
of an attack, of which we have had some uneertain rcjjoids, particularly from 
a great armament of Boats which wti have heard they are prei)aring against 
us up the Itiver. 

AITairs are in such a situation here that 1 have entirelv triven over all 
thoughts for tbe present of returning home as I ijjteiuhal. 1 have always had 
that attachment to the llon*ble Company, w'batever disappointments I may 
have met witli, as never to have hd, any private concerns sway with me wlu're 
they were at all interested, nor would 1 ever leave their sfU’vice uuh^ss I was 
extreamly ill used indeed, at a time wlum my staying miglit be so necessary 
as it viM'y probably will be here. I was sorry H.. is true, to find this s<‘ason 
that they had not thought it proper to ])ut me on the footing that the station 
you had given me and ray services I imagined might have deserved. Hut as 
I have always had so much your good inclinations Gentlemen, I ho])e you 
will he able to re{)resent things to them in sueli a manner hy the first sltipping, 
thatthev w ill think it right to consider me in a way tiiat will be both agreeable 
to me and for my honour. 

I have the honour to be

Uon’blk Sir & Sirs, 

Little capable as I am in ray present distressed situation of executing a 
task of this kind, it yet cannot bo neglccfial consistent with my duty to inj' 
Hon’ble 15m ploy ers, and the trust last devohaal on me at their Settlement of 
Port William now tbeir’s no more, an incident I doubt not but you have before 
this been advised of by Pattamars from this City, aud possibly by our late Prt'si- 
dent from Ingilee; this conjecture however will not excuse my omitting to 
transmit you under General Heads the several gradations hy which our HonMjle 
Mastei’S have sustained this important loss; these I am to retjuest ymu will 
forward to them by the most expeditious conveyance in your power, whilst I 
refer them and you to a particular and distinct naxTatjve of t he causes and vari- 
ous accidents which contributed to our fatal catast.raj)he in those Provinces, 
which I will attempt as soon as the recovery of my health (now much impaired) 
will enable me. 

Our Factory at Cossimbuaar being given up to the Nabob, the 4“* of June 
last, (hy the most unhappy and unaccountable infatuation in our Chief and 
Council there) the foundation of our ruin w'as laid ; the accession was too great 
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to ilif^ Naliob to ho rolinqviished, and ho was sensible he must relinquish it as 
well as restore our money and ffoods seized at the different Aurun^s, or entirely 
extirpate \is from tlio hrovineo. The Cannon, Animiinitiou and Military Stores 
he beeaine possessed of at Cossimbuzar determined him to the latter, and as he 
ex[)eeted some succours might reach us from tlu! Coast, he marched against us 
with the whole Fon'O of his Army consisting by the best accounts we have since 
acquired, of 30, 000 llovse and 35,000 Foot with four hiuidrt'd Elephants of War; 
though our best ird’ormation during his approach made his Force no more than 
6 or 7,000 Horse and 12 or 15,000 Foot, nor could we, ever learn with any cer- 
tainty whether the Nabob inarclied against us in person or not, for he had cut 
off all comm unieat ion between us and the Gentleipen of Cossimbuzar (Avhotn 
wnth the (larrisou ho made prisontu’s) and our sj)ios either had not courage 
enough to ayiproaeh his army for just intelligence, or not integrity enough to* 
give it us on Iho earliest notice of his real intentioK. We made all the disposi- 
tion. in our power for his reeej)tion, tho’ I believe never was Eortress l<^ss defen- 
sihh*, etieuml)er(;d with houses close round us impossible to dest roy or pull down. 
No Fsplriinule for our guns. No ditch; no Glacis. A Ravaliu half finished 
that (lid ns more diserviee than service ; a number of lanes and avenues opening 
witli’in less than lialf musket shot of our Fort. To remedy tliese evils, advanced 
Posts were appointed, ditehes'sunlc, breast Avorks thrown up and advanced batter- 
ies raised at three ywineipal y)osts, to wit, at the Court House Plastward, at the 
corner of Griffith’s house to the NorlhxAoard, and at AP- l’onree*s Bridge to the 
Southward, and the Jail was fortitied as a further ndv.aneed Post. AVe had flat- 
tered oursrdve.s that we should have mustered lietwcen live or six hundred effec- 
tive men, Europeans and Blacks and Militia, Inliahifants, and those belonging to 
the Shi|)])ing, hut to our utmost astonishment av him our Military IloU was re- 
turned in Council it consisted only of io of the Train and 115 Infantry and 
in both only 60 Europeans, in the Militia were about 10() Armenians, who were 
entirely \>seless, and more than that number amongst the Black Militia, so that 
rn fact when the sea-faring peoyile who most of them ay>y>frared only at the first 
Muster Avere draughted off on hoard the Vessels (of Avhieh wo had in Port about 
30 sail of every Craft at least,) our Gai’risou did not consist of 250 fighting 
men. Officers included. 

On tlie 7^'* June all yivoA'isious Avero y)rohihited by the Nabob being 
brought into Calcutta by order.s to the sCA'^eral Zemindaars round us and tlic 
other side of the River ; l>ct\veeu the 30'’* & 13"' June several partie.s of the 
Nahol)’a Troops took yiossessioii of Tanner’s Fort to cut off our communication 
on thi^ Rtver froin below ; on the 11"' three or four Ships AA'cre sent down to 
dislodge them, Avithout effect ; on the 16"* Baaghazar Redoubt Avas attacked by 
the Nahoh’i^ Army, who Avere reyiulsed AA'ith considerable loss to them by .Eieut. 
Blagg and Ensign Piccard and 25 men Avith 30 Buckserries. Here two lilurojtean 
Soldiers Avere killed ; and M''' Raly)l\* Thoreshy, a hoy)eful young Gentleman, 
who with many others of the Junior SorA'ants had entered Volunteer.s in the In- 
fantry. Aiiout this time two Aloors’s Shiy)s Avero brought under our Guns which 
by Avay of ri'yn’izal wo had taken heloAA% On the 17"' all our Buckserries to 
the number of near 700 taken (the most of them) into our jiay on this occasion 
fled to a. man from out choAvkeys, and I believe deserted to the Enemy. Early 
this day our yirineipal yiosts to the NortliAvard by M’’ Griffith’s Avas attacked, 
and something latpr that at the Court House by flying yjarties x’vom the Streets 
and houses, wldlst a multitude of detached parties from the Nabob’s Army 
Were ])lundering and destroying CA'cry p,art of the Towm to the Northward; 
these two aih'aneed Po.sts were continually alarmed and harrassed this Avhole 
day and the succeeding night and day, that is to say, tho 18"', Avheu tho enemy 
brought a 12 pounder supported Avith about 5000 Musketry to hear against tho 
Jail, which was gallantly defended by a French Officer, Mons' Ea Beaurne, Avith 
F.iisign Carstairs and 32 men detached from the advanced Post at the Court 
House, and maintained until about noon, when Alons'' Ea Beaurne and Ensign 
Cans! .airs being Avoundivl, some of the Train killed, and others of the detachment 
di^^ahli'd, t he Post was relinquished and one field piece brought off with the Party. 
About 1 in the afternoon tlir enemy having takim }»osses.sion of the houses all 
round the Advanced Post at the Court House it \vas ordered to be abandoned, and 
tho same eA^eniug the like orders w'ore scat to the other two Posts to the Southward 
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and North wai’U and Piccard’s Party recalkni from Baa" Bazar. This evening 
at a Council ot ^Varit was resolved to cmbarkYhe Couijjany’s 'IVeasuro, Books, 
and the PiUropean Ivulies, and lurthcr ag)‘ec(i that tin? sliips should remain 
under the Guns ol tlie Port. JMhssrs. Alanniiuih'un and Prankland, (tlie tir.st 
Colonel, the other Lieut-Colonel of tluj Militia) conducted the, Cadies on hoard, 
and 1 understood \v(.*re to return, when they had reconciled the Ladies to tlieir 
situation, hut they never returned again, No more did Captain Idcut. Maple- 
toft, Lieut. Henry Wedderburti, Lnsign William Sumner, Charles Douglas and ' 
lloberts Halsey Baldriek, all oOieers of tl>e Militia, besides about 15 of the 
Volunteers and many of the. Militia who (le.serted tlie Port this day and tii. ^ 
succeeding morning. On the IS^'' more adv.aneed in tlie night, we liehl another 
• Council of IVar, and the Captain of the Train being ordered to make a Poduni 
of the ammunition, wo wer.e thunderstru<‘k when In; reported there was not 
full three days’ Ammnuition in the Garrison, tlie debate then turned on the 
question, whether a retreat with tin; Garri-soti atjd all Ihe Comp.iny’s ell'eets 
could, he attemjded that night, hut so much of it clap.sed in debate only, lli.al 
it became iinpracticable ’till the next, when myself ajul 1 l)(;lieve every body 
else present judged the Holreat was determiin.'d to ho carried intf* exi'cntion. 
In tlie morning of the 19"' tin; enemy were pretty quiet, ami only now ainl 
then threw a random shot at the P’ort from the Batlerii's tlu'v liad raised 


in three or four dillereirt IStaiions, Avhilst they .were busy in forming Ijodgi;- 
niont in the house round us. About 9 thL morning our Presidemt, M/ Draki;, 
Commandant Mineliin, Messr'- .Maeket, 2'^ Cai»taiu of ]Militia, Caplain Grant, 
Adjutant General, M'’ G’llara, Lieutenant of tin; Train, ])rivately withdrew out 
ol t he hack gate, do.scrted the Paetory, and embarked on lioard the S]ii[)ing, 
Avliieh imm(;Jialely weiglual and stood down the llivor, without h'aving us a 
singh; boat at the Got, or possibility of making a Gemual Ji.(;tr<!at, and this, 
he.loro any attack had been actually made on the Fort. On the Governour. 
&'■“ desertion heir.g known, the Garrison fell into the utmost confusion and 


tiunults, when tin; Gmitlianen remaining of the Council, Odurers and others, 
intr(>ated I would immediately tak<; upon me, tin; Government of the* P’ort as 
the only means ol quieting the present tumults which must otherwise end in 
the desiruetion of the whole. A Couu<;il was directly called, and M"" Pearkes 
waving hi.s right of Seniority, himself and Messr“ liyre and B.iilley appointed 
me Governor and Administrator of the Ifono’ble Company’s alfairs during the 
trouliles; in which light [ was i’e^;ognize(l by the ivhole Garrison. t im.^ 
mediately visited every Post and soon quieted the minds of the peoph; by 
assuring them they should ha^'e thr<;e chests of Treasun; divid<;d ammigst the 
Soldiers and Militia if tlu*y would doh'iid the P'ort until we could make a 
General Retreat with all the Company’s etfeets, and that I would he the last 
man that (juitted the P\)rt. At the Council held as above, \.’e suspetided the 
President and the Genth;meTi of the Council andOflieers with him from the Com- 


pany’s service, it being tin; only just pi<;ee of resentment in o\ir power for thi; 
cruel j)i(;ee of Treachery they had he(;n guilty of to the whole t/arrisou as A;;e]l 
as breach of trust to their Bmploj’crs. Wc; likewise sent an <mler to Captain 
Hague, Commander of the Company’s ship S'- Georfje stationed at Baag Baz.ar 
to weigh and immediately drop down opposite the Lane between the new 
Godowns of the Factory arid the Company’s house, these new Godowns b(;ing 
the weako.st part of the Fort and not flanked by any gun from it ; the ship in 
this station would have accomplished this service, have contributed to dislodge 
the enemy from the Company’s house, and have been under our Guns, as she was 
then the only chance we had for a General Retreat, three; or four Boats h(iing 
yet with her, M’’- Pearkes Avas so obliging as to tender himself Avith thrive or 
four Volunteers on this service and went on board accordingly, hut the Pilot 
neither that day nor the next would undertake to bring her doAvn low(;r than 
opposite Mr. Watt’s house where she was useless, to us. To return to our 
situation. The 19‘'‘ after the President’s desertion froth Council, 1 had* liardly 
gone round the Ramparts before the enemy attacked the Fort incessantly the 
Avholo remainder of the day from their Batteries and small Arms, of the former 
from the Battery we had rai.sed ot the Court House, from another they had 
erected in Mr. Alsop’s compound between the Court House, and the .Jail, from 
the third erected at the South West comer of the Park, from a fourth in the 


Reverend M’- Bellamy’s compound and from a small Battery they had raised 
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l)y tli<' Dock ; they Tirod so wi«icly I'rom their Batteries they would ziot 

liave made a breach i?i a twelve^'moritli tho’ they Tired from 18 |)OUnders; but 
their small Arms from tho Houses round us, particularly the Comjiany’s, 
(,’a|»<ain liaiinie’s and Mr Crutlemlen’s, annoyed us much, from uhonee we 
several times dislodi'ed them with u^naat slaughter, and obliged them at last to 
set (ire to them and abandon tlieiu. 'The IIT'' at uigbt our ])eo])lo bad some 
ia*eess, but were obliged to sleep on Ibeir anus. The 20"' in the morning the 
enemy formed tliree assaults at onee, against tin; North West Jtastion, the 
.North AV»-st h’utloek or Barrier, and against the Avindows of the Laboratory on 
■t-lrje «\a stern Curtain, ami attmnpted to scale to tho northward, from each of these 
assaults they wto'e heat (df with great loss to them liefore noon, and a general 
♦•os^atioii in a manner ensued for .some hours, when finding wo Lad 2o killed < 
and 70 or more of our best men wounded, and oup Train killed wounded and 
ib-serted to all but 1 1, and not two hours Ammunition left, we threw out a 
J'Mag of Trucaj towards tlie enening intending to amuse the enemy and make 
the best retreat we could in the night to the S'- GfiOi't/e, not then knowing 
that she was on a sand opposite to Omy Chund’s house, during the Barley onr 
bat‘k gale was hetr.ay<'d to the enemy in eonc<*rt 1 judge with some that 
that had deserted the preeeediag night from tho waMs and those avIio had the 
Cuard of tliat Cate, who wi-re obliged to wrench off the locks and bolts, the 
Keys being in my possi>ssion ; in this situation Ave had nothing left to resolves 
oil but to surrender at discretion. 


Thus liav(^ I transinitfed to your Honour &'■ as eircumstantial au aeciount of 
this melancholy event, as my stab; of body and mind Avill at presemt pc'ianit 
me ( ruinetl in my own private fortune as well as much injured in couslitiition 
of both), having barely strengthAo bold the pen a yet necessary period, whilst 
I advise you t hat of tlu' emmiy we killed first and last by their own confession 
bjOOO of their Troo])s and 8'.‘ Jemauldars and Ollioers of consecpience, exclusive 
of 'the Avounded. The r(;sistance avc made and the loss they sulfered so irritat<;d 
the Nahpb that be ordered myself and all the prisoners promiscuously to the 
number of about 165 or 17u to be crammed all togofber into a small prison in 
the Bert called the Black Hole, from Avhcnce only about 16 of iis came out 
alive in the morning, tin; rest being sulTocated to Death. Amongst tliose, My- 
self} Air. Richard Court, Air. Jobn Cooke, Air. Jmsbington, Ensign VVhlcott, 
Air. Burdeti, (a young Centleman V'(dnntoer) Cap'" A'lills, Cap"' Dickson, and 
aliout 7 or 8 Soldiers, Blacks and Whites ; 'amongst the dead, AlessC' J’lyro and 
William Bailley, tin; ReA^ AB' Bellamy, Alessr”' Jenks, Rev'ely, Law, Coales, 
tVs'- Uur thri'e Military Captains and 9 Subalterjis, many of onr Volunteers and 
Jnliabitants, pf Avlioin particular lists sliall be forwarded to the ITon’ble Com- 
I'any as recollection enables rne. Alyself, Alcssr"- Court, Walcott and 
Burd(;t Avere sent to tlm Camp, the 2,Y"' in the morning, there put in Irons and 
marched the 22"'* three miles to Town in the sun and our Iixms, Avith no cover- 


ing io our Jieads and hardly any to our bodies. At the Dock head Ave \AX>re 
deVained the 22"', 23’’'' and 21"', and th<; evening of that day put on board an 
*)pen boat foi- this City, destitute of a Rup(;e or any necessaries of life, on the 7"‘ 
Instant we arrivcxl here (our suiisisttmce in the Avay rice and water) and rvere 
deposited under a Guard in an open stinking Cow House, a spectacle to tho 
Avliolc City (and liardly escaped a second smothering) untill the 11"', when we 
were ronoved to the Jemauldar’s house under whoso (iustody avc were; on the 
10"' we were again r<uuanded to the Cow House, flattered with hopes of knoAving 
our ultimate fate, there avc reru.ained that night, and yesterday had our fetters 
struck <dF and w'ore once again blest Avitli liberty and freedom to go where wo 
jdeased. The Jivrmanity and friendship we received here from the Gentlemen

and Dutch I'actories Avill ever reejuire our most grateful remem- 


It 'only remains that? I inform your Honour &® that at the first approach of 
the troubles, we wrote to Chtindanagore and Hughly to join us in a cause vve 
deemed common, and pressed their assistance with men and Ammunition', the 
answer wo received from Hnghley Ava.«, that they AA'ore ordered by tlieir Princi- 
pals to remain neuter in all disputes of this kind with the GoA'erninent. E’rom 
Chandanagorc, the answer was more favourable hut of equal utility to us, for 
when we pressed them for ships and Ammuntion they gentecly refused us, and 
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pleaded tlieir own weakness. Neither were we de(iei(?nt in writini> letter affor 
letter to tlie Nabob making him every coneeskion in our powei^ of which he 
took not the least notice nor returned one Answer. 

Your Honour &' liav(; heard oT the sulTerings of the Gentlemen with me, 
which alone entitles them to tiic Ilon’ble Company’s favour, but I should do 
great injustice to Messr" Coxa-t and Walcott if 1 omitted mentioning them in 
the particular manner they merit; the formew the only oilieer of (be Militia, the 
other, the only one of the Military alive, who did not desert their Colours. ’tIic 
former has distinguished liiinscdf as a faithfull covenant Servant, and both as 
Gallant Ofluicrs. Dacca l;'aotory is giv«'n up, but .laickipore received timelr 
advice to withdraw, and have, I hear," joined our late rrosident at Ingillee.

With this you liavc copy of iny lotfer^ dispateliod por Pataniar from 
Muxadavad the 17“* ultimo, on the reprizal of Avliieh I iind a fetv errors and 
omissitms rjccnsioncd by the wretched state 1 was tlicn in, and which 1 now 
Ix'g It'ave to rectify. * 

On (he tliree Advanced Batteries being' Avitlidrnwn I’riday tin? IS"', .posses- 
sion was taken by our Troo[)s of the Churcli, and Messp- Eyres, Cruttendon’s 
the Company's and Omy Clmnd’s houses, but wen; all abandoned the next day 
(1 tliinlv after the desertion of the President, Commandant &'■), but Avill bo only 
positive as to the party in M'- Cruttendeii's house, coiimia ruled Iry Cap"’ Lieute- 
nant Smitli ; bee.ause when I Avns going round tlie Jiam[iarts aftm’ being 
appointed to the Governraeut of tlm Port, 1 discoursed with that i>arty froin 
the Curtain next to Cruttendeii's house. 

In my letter of the 17"' July, I omitted mentioning the enemy having 
made a lodgement on the Church on the morning of the 20"', but they did not 
linish tlun'r Breast Work of Bales upon ij. untill aftt;!* 12. I'Vom this Post 
which commanded every line and Bastion of the P'ort, (he enemy must have 
hetm dislodged by a Counter Lodgement upon the top of the P'actory House 
had there been Ammunition to have maintained the P’ort any longer. * 

1 likewise omitted mentioning that one of the Moor’s Ships which were 
under our Guns, was intonrled to bo taken with the S'- Georye for the General 
Retreat wo bad intonded and planned for the night of tin; i-O"', and wbicli w ould 
Jiavo been canned into execution the 19^’’ at night, bad the S'' Georye come 
down to us Avitli her Iroats. 

In my mention of the Western Gate being betrayed to the enemy during 
the Party, I did not advise that the Guard there and a great part of (be 
Garrison, Military and Militia n«sbed out the morueuL the Gate was opened 
and endeavounnl to escape ; many were kilhid, some escaped, and otliers received 
quarter. The Gate was forced by a Sergeant of the Train named Hcdolliurgb 
now in the service of the Nabob. During the Parley, the ‘Southerly ’Futto(;k 
or Barrier was deserted by the Serjeant and Guai-A there, wlio fled, and the 
enemy forcing that Barrier, found notliing to oppose tWir <;utrance info the 
I’ort, as soon as the Western Gate was forced. All the foregoing partimilars 
in this paragraph came not to iny Knowledge untill my return from MuxadaA'ad. 

I remarked to your Honour 5000 of the enemv being killtwl bv their 
own confession ; but from more certain intelligence their loss is lirst and last 
seven thousand at least. 
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I over reokonod the number of prisoners put into the Black Hole and the 
number of the dead ; the form|(b‘ boin!^ only 14-6 and the latter 123, many re. 
covering after air was let iri by opening the dooi in the morning ; and many 
move 1 doubt not mi*^bt have recovered had any means or care been taken o*f 
them. I charged the Nabob with dosign(;dly having ordered the unheard of 
piece of cruelty of cramming us all into that small prison ; but 1 have novr 
reason to think [ did him injustice, llis orders 1 learn was only general 
“ I’liat we should be imprisoned that night, our number lunrig too great to bo 
at large.” And being left to the mercy and direction of bis Jemauldars and 
]5nrkan(lasses, their I’esentment for the number of their brethren slain took this 
method of revenge* ; and indeed tliey ceased not in’sulting us the whole night 
Tho’ witnesses of liorrors which bar all description. 

I have said there was an order of Council the. 18*'’ in the evening for eni- 
harking the Company’s Treasuia*, Books and the JLadies. On I’ocolleetion I 
think the Coni]»any'a Books was not part of the Order. My mistake arose frovn a 
short conversatit)n alter Couneil l)etween AB Mnnningham and myself on the 
propriety of carrying also the Coiu])an\ ’s Books and essential j)apers oil with 
him 'when be wimt to conduct tin*. Ladies. Whether the Treasure or Books 
were <'mbark(?d I cannot say, the late Breside.nt and Gentlemen below who 
have assumed the Title and Authority of Agemts for the Company’s AJTairs are 
the best Judges. After tin* Bresident’s departure, 1 made iiujuiry alter the 
Sub-Tr(*asurer and Keys of tin* Treasurv, but in'itber one or the othc’r was to be 
found. 1 intended on the first recess to have oyiern'd the Treasury to have 
been satisfied in this partieulai ; hut that recess never came. 

I have said the enemy was reymlscd at Bang Baz.ar llc'donbt hy Ensign 
Piccard and 25 men, hut forgok to numtioii Ids being veinforeed by Lieutenant 
Blagg and 30 Men; I also omitted that the S* Ot'orge^ Captain Hague, and 
another Small V'esscll eominanded by Captain Campbell, was slatioin^d up the 
Biver to cover that Post, at the attack of which, tho enemy lost at. least 8t)0 
Men from the tire of the Betaehinent on shore and from the Shijis which 
obliged them to abandon their design of entering at that (juarter which they 
never attacked again. 

. T have more than once made mention of the ■want of Ammunition as one 
princi])al cause of tin; loss of the Scttl<*meiit, hut heg leave to remark here, 
r.hat had the quantify of Ammunition remaining be ever so great, it would have 
been morally impossible to have defended the Eort another day, (dreu instanced 
as we wt'i’C. T’or (not to mention the particulars of less moment, such as some 
of onr Dutch Soldiers being drunk, and a few worthless low fellows amongst 
the Militia, seditious and troublesome) onr Garrison by the numbei*s kilhal, 
wounded and deserted became so redticed that the duty and action was con- 
tinual and without I’elief, and tho strength of both Officers and Soldiers wore 
in Q, rnantun’ quite exhausted. I should not liavc adiled any trouble to your 
Honour &c. on this subject, had 1 not been informed that a pompous account 
of the Ammunition in Fort William when taken, has been transmitted to your 
Bri'sidene.y and to my llonorahlc Masters, by some whom I am sorry to 
say must in this ease have licen glad to act on leveling principles, or they 
would have been a little more circumspect in transmitting the Keport, which 
I hear was taken from an old Invalid Sergeant of the Train named Myers, 
and a Motross of tho Train named Miller, which account as 1 am further 
informed was given hy those peojile as the whole of the Ammunition contained 
in tho Factory at the beginning of the Siege, and indeed must be so from the 
nat'ure of things, tho* I hear it is transmitted to your Honour &c. as an account 
of Ammunition &c. remaining in the Fort when suirendered, Tliis I will sup- 
pose was hy mistake, for I would not be thought to insinuate it could possibly 
be done with design. Tho whole quantity of the Company’s Powder iu the 
Maga'/auc of the Fort‘'was at the beginning 740 maunds only ; and some 
.^juantity belonging to the Ships which as usual on their importing were 
deposited there, and a double quantity redelivered to them when sent on Service 
to Tanner’s Fort and to Cover Baag Bazar Bedouht. Four Ships I think to 
Tanner’s, and two to Baag Bazar. The former Cannonaded that Post as I re- 
member a day and night, and sent for a supply of powder which they received, 
and none was returned hack from any of them. Add to this, the powder 
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expended in the number of Shells thrown, the continued Cannonadin" from the 
advanced Balterics to the Northward and Eastward as well as from the Fort 
the and from the Fort only on the 19*'' and 20“', and it will aj)i)ear im- 
possible there could be many hour# Ammunition in the Fort when surrendered. 
Add to this, the Captain of the Traii/s rtiport in Council the 18“' which must 
surely carry greater w'eight and conviction witli it, than that of the }>eople 
abovcmentioned, supposing their lleporfc to have been as transniitt<ul, to cor- 
roborate which report of Captain L. IVitberington, I beg leave to mention 
another cireumstance that during the Enemy's three attacks made to the North- 
ward in the morning of the 20“', Bailley and the Captain of the Train came 
to mo and pressed my tlu'n' throwing oiit a Flag of Truce, the latter tellitig me 
.there was no powder left, but what was Avet ; I asked him Avhethcr tla're was 
*not enough for a fow' hours. He replied that was the utmost; I then told him 
the enemy should he first convinced wo could repulse tlumi, and that a Flag 
of Truce would he aftiwwards thrown out with a muirh b4d.ter prospect of 
success. 'J’he small quantity of powder at the beginning was the reason Ave 
could not think of blowing up the house round us, and to have pulled them 
doAAm Avould have been tAvo months’ Avork — pucca houses near as strong as tlic 
Fort itself. I'oAvder Ave made evei'v day more, or less untill the place Avas 
actually invested, but it w^as AAud and useless, and a dejx'ndenec on some Shells 
tilled with this poAvd<n‘ had like to have been the lo.ss of the North-West Bastion 
the morning of the 20“' not one of them taking. Thus on the Avholo I may 
aver to your Honour &c. that not one article in the account of Ammunition 
transmittc'd you, said to ho in the. I'kirt at tl\o time avo surreiiderecl is true, 
save that of the Avet })OAvder of Avhicli I ladicAC tlua’O was about 100 mauiids. 

Accompanying this are the seAcral Lists pvoraissed in mine of the 17“' 
Ultimo, thtw are as corread; as I at presirnt can make tluun, and are deficient in 
nothing hut in the numiier of those of tlieMilitia and otiieis Avtio quilted the 
Fort the 18“' and 19“', Avhose names I cannot obtain untill I join our seattercl 
Colony below, which 1 intend doing in a day or t avo if f can attempt the thing 
with any degree of safety having advicMj that Major Kilpatrick is arrived oil 
the Delaimr Avitli a lleinforccmcnt of 250 nu>ri.

Discourse beinq had concornin" the intended Expedition to P(*nqa11, AI 
Watson nujojumends that it he conducted in all res])ecls like tliat to Ghcria. 

It is to be observeil in reqard to the Expedition to Gheiia, Kii-fft, that IM'' 
Watson and Poco<!k were joini'd with Colonel Cliv<? and iP Jfouqh in a 
Commission for the Conduct of the Expedition. And, S(‘cOMdly, that every 
thinq takmi at Gheria even to the Guns and Arpinunition was appropriated to 
the lumefit, of the Ca|)tors, althonqli the Company w;i.s at the whole expetise 
littinq out the Armanumt, and also of repairing the damage done to his Majes- 
ty’s tSliips. * 

How far the Gentlemen at Pomhay Avere riqht to (consent to such terms 
the Committee do not take upon them to detcMunine, hut IIk'v ]n’o<a;ed to olTor 
to M/ Watson’s e.onsideration several reasons why tlu^ jnesent inbmded lixpedi- 
tion to Hengall ought not to he condu(‘ted in the same manner. * 

With regard to the first Point (the powiM’s to he given IVP Watson) the 
Committ('e repre.smit to ]\P Watson, thaf tlie pri^simt ICxjiedition to Bengali is 
intemh'd for the ri'establishment of the Company’s Ancimit Settlements in that 
Provine.e, njton tlu* former, or if possilde, a better footing; that this must be 
dom^ by Treaty with the Nabob, and •that this Tr<‘aty which rcgarils only the 
Couijiany’s Eights and Priviledqes can prop(‘rly he conducted by none hut the. 
Company’s K.epi‘es«'ntativa\s at B«*nqal. The Military part of the Expcditiouc 
l)y the success of Avhich it is hoped the Nabob will he brought to cuter upon 
such a 'rrcaty, should uiuiouhtcdly be conducted by a Council of War com- 
po.sed of Offii'crs of the Sea or Land forces, or both, acijording'to the nature of 
the undertaking; Imt the CiauI part, such' as the making of Treaties for the re- 
establishment of the Company’s llights aii<l Privih'dges, and the regulating the 
Affairs of their former Setthnnents, the Committee judge, can belong oidy to the 
Civil Servants of the Company. 

M'' Watson then do.sired to know plainly what Powers he Avas to he vested 
Avith, and Avhat services AA'e should request of him to pm-fortn upon the present 
Expedition; to Avhich the Committee answered that the Powers he had from 
His Majesty were quite suHicient, and tliat they should only request of him to 
perform such Services as may be recommended to him by the Company’s lle- 
presentatives in Bengali. 

With regal’d to tlie Second Point (the distribution of Captures) is to bo 
considered tiiat the present Expedition to Bengali is fitted out, like tliat to 
Gheria, at the va.st and sole cxpeiice of the Com[)any, but vitb dili’erent views; 
that to Gheria was to root out a Bobber who had long invested the Seas and so 
to give a future Security to tlu'ir Trade, and by th4 Capture of his piaces to 
acquire new possessions to themselves. This to Bengali is intented for the re- 
covery of the Ancient Settlements, Rights and Priviledqes of the East India Com- 
pany, Avhich have suddenly been wrested from them, and to reimburse by reprizals, 
if all other means prove ineffectual, the immense loss they have .so recently sus- 
tallied in their oAvn property. The Committee therefore think themselves 
obliged to exert their utmost efforts to secure to the Company that immediate

possession of ibeir own Sottlementa that may bn retaken, and sueb portion of 
the rcprizals that may })e made, upon the Moors, as Ilia Majesty shall be pleased 
to adjiul^e to llnnn. Accfirdin^ly the Corninittco now deliver to M*^ Watson 
in writinij titc representations resolved on laet Committee, as follows : 

— As it may be suppost'd that one or more of tint Men of War will be 
sent before Calcnitta, and the Moors driven out by her Cannon, it is requested 
of M' Watson that bo will land Colonel Clive with the Company’s 'I'roops or 
a part of them, to take jtossession a^ain of that Settlement, and whatever may 
be fonnd within the Company’s Limits as usually understood, from Perrin’s 
Garden down to Surman’s Garden, for the sole bonelit, of the Company, v.bieh 
request it is hoped will be thought reasonable as the Company have sutl'ered 
an immense loss, and are to be at the wlnde expence of the Pixpedition, 

5"'* — Should it be judged proj>er by the Company’s Ilepn'sentatives after 
the taking of Cabrutia to request the assistance of tb(i Squadron to attack 
llugbley or any other IMoors 'Town, or to make reprizals in tbo River upon 
Moors Vessels, it is hoped it will not be thought unreasonable that Commissaries 
be app<nnted on both sides to oispos.? of ibe Prizes that may be so takem, their 
produee to be deposited iintill it shall be determined by His Majesty in Avbat 
manner it should be distributv’d ; A gratuity to be given for the present at the 
discretion pf the Council of War to the Petty Onicers and Private Men, uud to 
be dtalucted out of the portion wbieb may be allotted to them. 

M’ ^^^•^tso?l assured the Committee that for bis own part In; Avas ready to 
give U|) all jn ivaie advantages for the good of the Com})any and the Pnbliek; 
but as every man in the Squadron was also coneerned, tin; proposal must be laid 
before a Council of AV'ar, wbieb be would suninion immediately and communi- 
eate tlnar (bdermination without loss of time. 

M' W'atson tlien enquired of the Committee what number of Men was 
intended to be s.mt on tbo Exp(*dition to Eeneal, in ansAver to which the 
Committee! informed him their desiy-n Avas to send four hundred iNlilitai v Rank 
and Fib’, and one hundred Train, besides tbo .l>eta(*bi;nent of the Reginuint now 
on board tlie S(juadi’on consisting of alxnit t.Avo hundred Men; but in ease that 
Detaebnumt did not proceed, then that it Avas their interdion to send six iiundrod 
Military Rank and File, and one hundred Train ; and fnrtbep that it Avas 
designed to send as many Seapoys as conveyances could bo found for. 

M’’ AYatson aecpiaints the Committee that the live hundred Europeans 
only could be distrihuteil on board tbo several Ships of tbo Squadron over and 
above the- b'etaebment of the Regiment. 

Agreed 'lo embark the Tiuroppans on His Majesty’s Sliips, .and to send by 
the Coni[)!iny’s Sliips Marlborough and WTilpole all the Seapoys they eon take 
on board and to make use of any future conveyances that may otfor for the 
embarkation of more Seapoys. 

d'be Committee then requested of Watson to land the Detachment of 
the Regiment in c.aso application should ho made to him by the Com])any’s 
ReprcMuitatives at Rengal, Avhich he readily promises, with the proviso that he 
snail liimself s«'e an absolute necessity for their service on Shore and is assured 
that th(!y shall be reimbarked upon bis call. 

Lastly the Committee debated with Watson concerning the Ilegulation 
of the Councils of War that may he found necessary to he held in Bengal and 
the Presidency of the several Otficers, in order to prcA’ent future altercations on 
that head which might interiupt the Service; accordingly the following Articles 
wore found in concert and Avitli the unanimous consent of Admiral Watson, 
Admiral Pocock, Colonel Clive and the whole Committee. 

1"^- It is proposed that at all Councils of War held on hoard His Majes- 
ty’s Ships, the Commanding Officer of the. Ships sliall preside, and call to his 
Assistance such other Captains of the Squadron as he shall sec proper, together 
Afith Colonel Clive and any other Eiekl Oflicer, 

2** That at all Councils of W'ar held on Shore Colonel Clive shall preside, 
and (‘all to his assistance such Eield Officers as he shall see proper, together 
with th(; Captains of such part of the Squ.adi’on as are employed on tlie joint 
Service. This is understood to be in the absence of any Flag Officer. 
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The two Articles being delivered to M'- Watson in writing, ho acquaijitcd 
the Committee he should lay them before tl.;e Council of \\'ar ; and then 
Admiral Watson and Admiral Pocoek withdrew.', 

Letter from Captain Alaskelyne, Commanding ArcotPort, read, advising of 
Ensign Kerr’s march for Madras, with lifty of the best men of his Garrison, 
and remarking that those Avho remain arc chiefly llecruits. 

The President at the same time acquainted the Committee that upon 
application from Captain MaskeJyue for leave to proceed with the intended 
Detachment for Eeiigal, in consideration of Ids Hank, being one of the oldest 
Captains, and of his being long de})iived of an o])portnuily of going on sei’viee 
during the last troubles by being a Prisoner of War, be bad j)ermitled him to 
..come to Madras for that puri)ose, and directed the eldest Ollieer to take charge 
of Arcot. , 

The President further acqxiai’its the Coniinitlec, that the Cowles for the mort- 
gaged Countries of seven Maganums, and Manamuugulnm expiring the JiP' July 
last, he has mad<i the necessary enquiries in order to get the most advantageous 
offers for the mnv Cowles, and that at length Mahomed Ayar Cawn had ojTered 
nineteen thousand (19,000) Pagodas for one year’s rent of the seven Maganums, 
and thirteen thousand (13,000) Pagodas for one y bar’s rent of Manamungulum, 
which, aUho’ one thousand Pagodas less for each Cowlc than lK!l'ore„are never- 
theless th(i President represents the best oilers that can be got, and he desires 
the opinion of the Committee whether they should be accepted. 

Agreed that tlie said eifers he accepted. 

Kcsolved that M'' Manningham he desired to attend the Committee to- 
morrow morning, that the Proceedings and Jlesolutions relative to the Dtmgal 
Expedition may bf? communicated to lum, and that wc may learn from him the 
more particular informations to which we are referred by the Gciitlemen at 
Pulta. . •

with tin'- tempi'r tif tin' Teiiple, and the views of tin* dilVermit Rajahs, iti*., and 
for that la ason Ix'st i|iiali(ied for the AJapagi'nnfut of whatevi'r. may he under- 
taken til ere. 

Fifthly, tlie ileslroying the Authority of the Tre.sideut and Couneil of 
Rengal would lessen tliem so inueh in the opinion i>f tin' Companv’.s Servants, 
and of all tlie Natives, tliat tlu'y wouhl bo rendered absolutely iiicajiabh; (/' 
over again traiis;ieti ng the Company’s AH’airs in tlieir dilTereut St<ations ; for 
whieb reason 

Sixthly, Tt is probable that many of the Company '.s Servants would in 
sueh ease eliuse to quit and gi> to Europe in order to lay their ease In'I'ore. the 
Court of Dir('<‘ti>rs, by wdiieh means the Company’s Atlairs might bo distixisscd 
for want of Si'rvants. 

The Committee. ]ioint.ed out to AT ATannigham that the great inducotn.ent 
of tin; Couneil to nominate Deputies for the Conduct of the .Exjiedition was, as 
appears hjr the. Minutes of the said Consultation of ilF’’ September, the abso- 
lute necessity of reserving to themselves the pow'er of reealling a jiart of the 
Troops intended to he sent to Bengal, in case of a AV*a^' with France, Jpaving 
only a sudieient Imrce for the .Defence of Calcutta : whereas the. Gentlemen of 
Bengal, was the power over the 'JVoops to be lodged in them, might determine 
that the carrying on the War in Bengal, in case a full satisfaetion liad not 
before been obtained from the Nabob, was as necessary to the C<unpanv’s 
welfare as the Defence of this Coast, and on that consideration tliey might, 
resolve not to return us any of the Troops. 
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At' Mnnnin^liam tlioroupon nssuros the Cotninittce that ho is persuaded the 
Gentlomcn of lioii'^.il will luivo/no o])j(‘(;tion to the leaving the whole Military 
autliorily with (.'oloiiel Clive, - that they W'ill pay the greatest attention to all 
that h(’ may reeoiainond during' the eourso ot the Expedition, and a particular 
regard to w liatever may be i‘e|)resented to tliein from this Hoard. Finally, M' 
Alanuii\gham desires that the Resolution of the 21"‘ Septemher may ho recon. 
sidered. 

As AF Manninghani can have hut one Voice in the Council of Hengal, his 
assurances cannot bo deemed decisive ; but in (amformity to his request, it is 
agreed to tak(Minder (hdiberat ion the question whether the Resolution of the 
21“' Septemlxn’ relating to the nomination of Deputies for tlu^ Conduct of the 
Bengal Exjaidition should be altered or not, and after a long debate in which 
on one side were urged the nsasons cnleiaal in tliQ Minutes of Coiisultation of 
2l“‘ S('pteinl)er, on the other the Arguments olTered by M' Mannigham, Sf) 
many ineonvamiences and objeadions appeanal on hotli sides, that the Committee 
could not at this Meeting jhvsidc upon the question in debate, and having sat 
’till nine at night, it was Resolved to defer the determir.ation uutill to-morrow 
Morning.

I cannot see any reason for altm-ing the llesolntion of tlir. 21" Septe/nher. 
A particular tenderness to avoid a determinatimi o.n t he authority of fh<‘ Gentle- 
imm of Calcutta has been (‘xcrled. 'the expedient of sending .l)c])nties to jjivc 
orders to the Military and to manag*; that ]iart of the C«mipariy’s prtipei ty 
which shall he sent from this settlement to .Bengali, was thought l)y me a mean 
between two extn'ines. The om>- extreme that of deelariug the Authority of 
the Gentlenu'ii f>f Ih'iigal ahsolut(‘ly null and void.

It is with gretit pain that 
I now (“ind myself obliged to declare! that when the majoiity of tliis Board 
W(M'o of opinion that tlu; .authority of the Genth'men ;»i Bengali was as valid as 
ever, I, with Col" (dive thought that 0[)inioii liable tp ohjeetions .‘unl it is riot 
minuted th.at that opinion w.as unanimous Vmt that the Majoiity' wi'ic of that 
o])iiiioM, I have never uu'f with the partieiiiar Ard, of Barliammit. relT>rred to 
by yV Manningiiam and wait with impalience to see it. But i think I can 
venturi' to say' that f know, had the Town and Garrison of ( .'ileutl.a ht'longed 
to a Briin'C instead of the East India Couijiauy, the Govemor from whom it ii;id 
licf'ti taken could n(;ver have, reassumed his Authority then' uiitill the jileasure 
of his Eiinee had hi eii known. And this Paralcll for winitof tlie Act of rnr- 
ji.ament is all I have to judge, hy, ami it inilueiiecs my' opinion so strongly, tlio’ 
perhaps i>rroueou.siy, that were 1 in the case of the Gentlemen of liengal, I 
would sooner reassume niy lost Authority' in Calcutta from the honatiou of the 
Presidenev of Madras, than I would assert it from rnv own autlioritV, as in the 
one ea.se I slumhl proceed to act from the.hest authority' I couhl'get, and those 
who invested me with it wauild he respon.sihle for the eonseijuenees ‘till tht5 
jdeasurc of my' Masters was known, whereas taking this Authority' as an indis- 
putable Bight ’fill that can hi' proved without contradiction, would subject me 
if it, should not he proved at all, to immense difliculties. 'J'liese reasons I beg 
Ic.avc to add to those w'hie.ii are fully' explained in the Cousultalioii of the 21" 
Septemher as deterniinirig me to think there is no occasion to alter (he plan 
there digested. As to the Authority of the Chiefs of Calcutta diminislii'd by 
this Deputation *as urged by IMr. Manninghuni, it concertis me extremely that 
it should be so. But in such complicated cases as these, many ineonvi'niences 
must arise, and th(3 Authority of tliose Gentlemen will nevi-r, in my opinion, he 
properly confirmed, (ill it is by the orders of our Jlon'hlo Masters from 
i’urop''.

That they be desired 
to form and deliver to Colonel (Rive a Plan for the Condiud of sneli Treaty a.s 
they shall recommend to he mado for the bos'L advantage of the Company with 
the Nabob of Bengal; and also a Plan of sneli Military (jperat ions as they 
wonhl recommend to be carried on against (be Nabob untill he shall consent to 
sneli 'I'erins as the Treaty may be eoucluded on. 

Blit as the Committee think they could not Answer putting the Company 
to the expeuce of tilting out this Armament without taking at the same time 
all possible precautions to secure to them equivalent Advantages, not merely 
the retaking of Calcutta hut the re-estahlishment of their several former Settle- 
ments with all the Priviledges gi'anted them by the (Ireat Mogul, and as thc^ 
Committee have an entire coutidenec in Colonel Clive’s abilities and that he 
will exert his utmost endeavours to caiTV this our design into full ext'cntion. 
whereas it miglit not impossibly meet with interruptions or delays from divi- 
sions of opinion among the Bengal Gentlemen, if it depended totally on 
tlieiu. 

Theroforo it is agreed th.it Colonel Clive h<i further instructed to we igh 
and consider well the .Plans he vshall roeeivo from the betoni meiitunusl SeleiT, 
(^)miuitt<;e of Bengal, and in ease ho shall judge any part of thmii not to ttmd 
to tlie must speedy and efficacious method of ohlainiiig the hojied for advantage.s 
to the Company, then to give liis best advice on the subject to those Centle- 
men, and in case their opinion;, should still liiirer, then iinally to pni‘.sii<} those 
iiK'asnros which he shall judge to be most fur the Company’s heru'lit, iraiismit- 
ting to us in a vm-y ex|)lieit manner his reasons for sucli a Pro«aM.“ding, whicli 
reasons shall he reforrial to the Court of Directors. 

. Thus the Committee are of opinion they have removed as far as in them 
lies all ohstaeles to the compleat execution of their intentions in siaiding this 
Arman.ent to Bengal, supposing that a War is not declared with Eraiua? ; for 
np('n the iirst news of such a declaration, we shall hold it absolutely necessary 
to recall all the Troojis to the Coast, exi-ept so many ns will he necessary for 
the immediaie defence of Calcutta, esteeming the certain advantages of tlu; 
Settlements and Tnland Possessions of the Company on thi.s Coa.st to he more 
worthy of attention than the uncertain liopes of regaining their Settlements in 
Bengal. 

Therefore tlio (Nnnmittec think it nccossai’y to furnish Colonel Clive with 
[ndepeiident Powers on this head also, that in ease upon the news of a AV'ar or 
other emergency it shonUl ho found necessary to veeal a part of the 'fioops for 
the Defmiee of this (’oast, and the Select Committee at Bengal sliould not 
think proper to return them upon our llopresontaiion, then that Colonel Clive 
do.htllow the orders of this Committee and proceed hither with such part of 
the Troops as shall be necessary leaving only as many as may be requisite for 
the Defonec of Calcutta. 

Mos.sr'*' Clive and Orrne being asked whether they assent to the Resolutions 
made upon the Second (iueslion, deliver in the following answ'er : 

In answer to this question, we licg leave to refer to the T"' Arti<.de of the 
Plan of Instructions intended to be delivered to the 'Deputies then, resolved to he 
sent, as entei’cd in the Consultations of the Council held Sojiternhor 2.1"'' wliich 
says ; 

“That the Deputies ho directed to re-establish the Gentlmeii of Bengali in 
Calcutta as soon sis Colonel Clive’s success shall remler it proper, and that they 
do, when the place is in a sufficient staR} of Security, put tiiose Gentlemen in 
possession of all suck part of the Company’s effects as shall remain with 
them.” 

By this Resolution wdiieh Colonel Clive and M’’' Orme then agreed to with 
the rest of the Co\mcil, it appears that they had no objection to entrusting the 
Qontleinen of Calcutta, after the service of the Deputies to be sent was at aA 
end. 
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It is now deterrainod that the Deputies shall not go; tlicrefore Messr* 
Clive and Orrne think as th(;y did tin; 21''‘ September that, in lien of Deputies 
the Getitleineii of Uongal are to bo empowered ; and tliereforo as the Resolu- 
tion of 21*’ Se))teniber is laid aside, deelare that tlnw ean think of no better 
expedient than that now resolved by the Majority of tiiis Hoard. 

At the same time they beg loave to reconitnend to tlie serious eonsiderat ion 
of the Board, that the necessary measures to b<? taken tint the (i«aitlemc‘n of 
Jiengal may enter into our Sentiments on the Seclusion of Bl under to the Com- 
pany’s use.

manner, as you shall see I’casonahle. When their Settlements are i*e-estal)lish- 
ed and the Inhabitants returned, so th.at Provisions become Plenty as usual, 
this order of our llon’blc Masters must he strictly observed.

The Pay of the Military is .settled by the Company in £ Sterling ; at Bengal 
it is to be turned into Rupees according to the Reugal .Estaldishment. ♦ 

Tlio Lascars have l)ceri paid hero in Pagodas. A'ou are to value tbe^ Pagoda 
at 8 sbs., and ri'duco that into Rupees according to the Bengal P^slablisbment, 
and you arc to advance the Seapoys and Lascars throe months Pay, besides a 
Gratuity of twtdve Rupees a man. 

Tlic Pay and oontirtgent charges of the Avbolc Dclachinent from I'lu' 
1st (»f Oclolx'r is to be carried to the Account of tin; Expedition, atid you are 
to transmit accounts monthly or as ol‘ten as you have opportunity to the Pre- 
sidency of Bengal as avoII as to us. 

Wc have agixM'd that Coloncd Clive be furnished with u Table at the Com- 
pany's Exptmec in lieu of liatta. '• 

The Ratta of the other Oflicers is already settled in Rupee.s: Tt is to com- 
mence; from the day of their iiuharkin^ and you arc to advance them two 
monllis Ratta. 

The Non-Commissioned Otheiwsand Soldiers we have agreed with VP Doidge 
to diet on board at the rate of 0 Fananis a day for each man. Ills l)ill is to be 
paid accordingly, on your arrival at Rengal, at the rate of eleven fanams 
for a Rupt;e. 

AVhen tho Troops take the field the Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
will be dieted by eoatraot at such rate as Colonel Clive shall .settle. 

For the diet of the Sepoy's and Lascars on board, wo have also agreed 
with M'- Doidge at the rate of 4 P’an*' a day each man, for which his bill is 
to be j,>aid at Rengal at th<; rate of 11 Fan"' for a Rupee. 

When the Seapoys and Lascars take the Field they are to bo paid Ratta, 
according to the Rook of Military Regulations, reekoniug.the Fanams at the 
rate of twelve to a Rupee as has been always practised here. 

Enclosed is copy of a Paragraph of the Company’s Orders to this Presidency 
by which you will observe that no extraordinary allowance is to be paid to the 
troops while in any of the Company’s Garrisons. But as it will be some time 
before the Settlements in Bengal can be re-established on their former footing. 
Colonel Clive may find it necessary to deviate from this rule, on the Scarcity 
or dearness of Provisions, 
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Mr. Thomas Mai insell proeeotls in quality of Commissai-y, All the Military, 
Soapoys, r.asoars, ArtiHoors, Cdoloys, in short overy man \vho is to r(‘oeive pay

cording to tlu; liook of Military Regulations, which should he done hv insert- 
ing tlie unmos of the Military, Seapoys, Lascars, m a liook kept on pur- 
pose, and noting opposite, to their names t he Deaths, Rromolions, D(;seriions, 
which may happen. 


Lastly you are to follow all tlu; Orders you shairi’eceive from the C«>mmitto 
at Fort S'. George for the time being or tli© Commander in Chief of the Expe-^ 
dition.

Letter from Roger Hraho Esq., 


Gentlenienat Eulta, Read as follow-s : 


To.^he Hus’BLii! Onoftoi’. Pigot E-sip' President and Governor &'• Council of Fort Sh George. 

Hon’ule Sir & Sms, 

Inclosed is duplh^ate of our address under date the 18“' Ultimo, sinee w'hieh 
Avo have rc^eeived advices from Cassimhuzar that we think proper to communi- 
cate to your Honour ivith our Sentiments and Resolution thereon. 

M'. Warren Hastings, ono of the Ilon’hle Company*s Covenanted Servants 
at Cazimhuzar and now detained at that Place hy the Nabob writes Major 
Kilpatrick to the following purport, that Snrajti Howlat is no longer Suhah of 
Bengal which is conferred upon the King of Belly’s eldest son, that the Nabob 
of Purnea (Sonkat Jung) has received a Phirrnaund from the King investing 
liim with the Nah.ohship of Bengal Bahar and Orixa under his sou, and great 
preparations are making at Muxadavad for a War with Purnea in consequence 
of tiro foregoing appointtnents, tliat the Nabob of Bannaras lias sent 6,000 
Horsemen to the assistance of Sonkat Jung, Jthat most of the Rajahs whose 
Territories lie ni'ar Purnea have deserted Surajah Dowlat, and that on the 
2'.)“' of last month a letter arrived from the Butch Chief at Patna with advice 
that the King, with his sou and Vi/ier was upon his march this way at the 
hnnd of a Eormidahlc Army, having eross(*d the River Jumna 20 days 
before with an intention first to reduce these Provinces to his Obedience, and 
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afterwards to visit all the other parts of his Dominions, that tlie Momnttas 
likewise are expected soon, it Innn" reported they have imprisoned the person 
sent to pay them their animal Ohout, nitJi whiijh they are not (amfenled, and 
that Mirzah Sallah the Nahol) of , Cuttack has joined’ them. That the ^^lhol) 
begins to he mueli troubled at the impending dangers, and his Jnmmidars seem 
not very inelinahle to serve him Avith that zeal 'which his present desperate 
circumstances require tlunr king, as they may expect to he Ircateil like Itehels, 
most of the principal ot them having a great part of tlu'ir P'ortunes, and sorin' 
their families at J^elly. That not withstriinling all this, Sunvijah Dowlat is 
raising a great Army, and extorting as niueh money as he can grt from tlie 
Itfijahs and other people that are so ujifortuuate as to lie under his powi'r not 
sparing the Eiiropi'ans. 


The above is (he suhstivneo of Hastings his in format ion, upon wh ich 
we beg leave to make the following remarks. First, that the wlioleof it is not 
affinned by the Gentleiiinn to lie matter of fact, and tliat in all prohahility 
gi‘(‘at part Cif it may he no niori! than a Ito'port I'aisi'd by the, Fin'inies of 
Souraggi'e Dowlat, next that Sonraggec; Dowlat is possessi'd of siieh imim'iisi' 
Kiehe.s, and has so large an Army on foot, that it is very possible he will he 
able to extricate himself by one means or other frran tin' dangers whieh thr<*aten 
him at jireseiit, J.asfl v, should he In* cut oil’ or expelled from his Souhahship we 
should lind imniensi? dillleullies to r<;-(‘stal)lish ou.rsolves in the l’rivile(l<;('s and 
(trauts whi(*h the Iloyal J’hirmaninl sets forth, and upon a projnn.’ and see-iire, 
footing, nnle.ss we can support our demands with a snllieient and resjieetahle 
Military Foiaro ; 'I'hese reasons we Hatter onrselves will eonvinee your Honour 
(.'i;:', ol the necessity as to the utmost of your power for rei'ovt'ving the Jlon’hh^ 
(Jomi'any’s Settlenn'iits, llights and iTivilctlges in these Provinees notwith- 
stainling the intelligence we have received from* Cazimhuzar. 


'We do not write this intelligence as a certainty or with any Intention to 
eheek tin* llesolnt ions you may come to for tln^ assisting ns, but if aou shoulil 
he preveiitefl from sending us so (‘oiisiderable a Force, as we could wik,li, and 
ha\(' v.a|uesle(l, by advice of a Rupture between the Crowns of Gia'at Rritain 
and Franee, we are t.lu'ii to desire you will then sn]>j)ly us with as larifo a 
nmnher of .Military and Artilh-ry as you may .judge consistent Avith the. safety 
of the llon’hle Company *s Possi'ssions on your Coast, that Ave may he ready aiid 
in a condition to make use* of any turn in our favor, for whieh pui-pose and in 
hopes of Y'onr Honour ».C' complying Avith our request, we are d('te'r«nino<.l to 
kct.’p the RiAa*!' till Ave receive your a nsAver and arc ascertained if Ave may' expect 
a fui'llu'r R(unr<*i’eei)n‘nt, Avilliont whieh aa'C apprcdieud it Aviil l)e imjmssiljle to 
rc-('stal)lisl) our.si'lves in Rengall. » 

AVc h('g h'ave to remark that could avc regain our Settlement during tlie 
troubles in the Counti-y, it Avould he of the utmost consequenec in reeovenhig 
onr Priviledges, Avhieh Ave should ,/intJ extremely' dillieult as well as e,xp«msive, 
if the Government should l)e settled before avc repossess our Colony ; I’his 
consideration we ilatter oui'selves Avill have its due aa eight with your Honor 
and AVC make no doubt will i nil ueuce your Resolutions for sending us as large 
a Force to om* Assistance as you can jiossibly spare from the calls on your 
Coast, and that as early as you conA'eniently can. 

Inclosed W'e transmit you the Return of Military and Military Stores now 
in our Fleet, and are sorry to observe to your Honor &• that sickness greatly 
prevails armuig them, having lost Captain GodAA'in, Lieut. Samsoji, Lieut, 
Hardman, Ensign Vonga, and Ensign Walcott belonging to this establishment, 
ami ju'ivate men now sick and dead upAvards of one hundred. 

When Captain Dogan left Bengal in the month of May, he carried away 
some freight belonging to the Moors, whieh was retained in his Sloop and by' 
us demanded of him, but he peremptorily refused to deliver it upon onr Receipt, 
which y\e beg leave to mention to your Honor that you may take proper 
Notice of his behaviour. 

Inclosed Ave transmit you a Pacquet for the Hon’ble Company Avhieh avc 
request you will forward by any Vessel that may he under dispatch for Europe 
from your Coast, and we likewise inclose a Packet for the President and 
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Council of Bombay to be forwai’ded by Pattamar or Shipping as you may judge 
most expeditious.

The F.actory is little better than a common house, surrounded • with a 
thin Brick wall one half of it not above nine feet high, our Garrison consists of 
a I.ieu tenant, 1 Serjeants, a Corpor.als, and 19 European St)lilit‘rs besides ,*i4 
hlae.k Christ ian.s, ami 60 Buxieries, A.s to the last we have little to expect from 
them, as they have almost all tlemanded leavi; to quit us. Our provisions may 
last threi; weeks or a month, hut if we are attaeked our Ammunition will soon 
1)0 exy)t;iKlt;il, and our men exhausted with Fatigue, as we liave so Imv thev 
must lie almost always on Duty. Our Factory is at the distance of near a 
ipiavter of a mile from the River, 'riie passage by Avater to Caltmlta from I t 
It) 20 tl.-iys. Tliat from Muxadavati to Dacca about four, From which ()laee 
our Enemies might receive Reinforcements in 8 or 10 days. NotAvithstanding 
the tiisad vantage of our situation, the smallness of our Garrison, aao were 
determiued to deft;nd ourselvt;s to the utmost had we been att.'n;kcd while Fort 
William continued in the hantls of the English, and to enable us to do it avc 
land planted what Guns Ave had to the best advantage, and Avilh the Assistance 
of the Soldiers thrown up Breast works, and privately jiroeurcd an addi- 
tional iiuantity of Powtli;r. But since AVe are sure Fort VVilliam is taken, and 
that AVC can’t expect the least assistance or Reinforcement from tlic Geaitlemen 
Avho arc escajieil in tlu'ir Ships, it does not appear to us that our attemj)tirjg 
to defend ourselves can be of the least advantage to our Employers, and would 
ratht;r be an act of rashness than bravery. Agreed therefore that avc endeavor 
to procure the best terms possible by means of the French and surrender our 
factory. 

Observing numbers of Armed men all around us. Ordered our Gariison to 
keep under Arms, and a strict watch to prevent a Surprize. .

East India Company. But before I proireeded, I thought it was my duty to 
represent to you tho situation you must lx? iu on this Coast in conseqiu'nco of 
the S<iuadi'oiis going to Bengal, however as you aro of opinion the being left 
entirely dosliiute, iu case of a Erenph War, and witliont expectation of any 
assistance from the Squadron for a considia-ahlo time, is a eircuinslauce 
now,, not to lie regarded, hut that it should he entirely given up for tho sake 
of 'the Sijuadron’s^ attempting to go to Bengali, I .shall immediately pro- 
ceed to Ballasorif Hoad as soon as tho Ships are eornpleated with provisions 
and water, and as tho desyiateh of this entirely depends on you, I hope you will 
give, directions for a sutliciont munher of Boats to l)ii employ’d on this Smwico. 


I shall give tlio necessary Orders to reifcive the number of Troops you 
propose sending, but I must heg Ic.ava? to observe, the request you have made, 
.iu ease the large Ships cannot .jiroceed up the IUv'’er, is of such a nature that 
I cannot by any nutans comply with it, for you must consider how very short 
of the- proper number of men tho Squadron is already by those left sick at 
S' Davids, and must also bo left here. This deficiency I am afraid will so far 
put it out of my powtn* to part with any of the troops now on board, that I 
shall ho under a nociissity of applying for a laduforcement of men for the 
service of the Squadron, f6r you must imagine, if the largest of the Ships can 
get vio farther than Balla^ore Road, for their safety, the lionourof His Majesty’s 
'Tl?lag, and for the sake of my own reputation, I can never think of suffering the 
men to he sent from them. Is it not very probable, if the French Squadron 
should arrive here, which you have reason to expect, that they having intelli-* 
gence where I am gone to, will, under the presumption of the largest Ships not 
being able to got liigher than Hallasorc Road, come there in search of me? how 
then should I he able to defend Ilis Majesty’s Ships without men ? would they 
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not become nn easy capture to tbc Fi’cncb, mid tliorcby coid.ributo to liea]> 
liuin on your AlTairs instead of beini^ of any service ? 

I believe when you bad tin's Article under your consideration, you Tvas n<»t 
acquaiutod that two hundred men tvill ])o left at the two Itospitals, add to this 
one liundrcd and fifty Lascars scut ashore for tlic 8crvic(* of the Garrison at. 
Fort S' David, when I left tliat place, and the certainty of soon having a 
number of men sick for want of refreshments while in Hallasoro Itoiul. All 
these Considerable rednetions render the Sipiadron already uiiahlo to do the 
duty they ought, and what would ho cxi)cctcd from them.

Squadron should proceed on this Service, I was ready to go with them to Balla- 
sore, and thor<^ ent^uire of the possibility of carrying them farther. But I 
olfer’d it as my opinion (whi(;h was founded on the information I had learnt of 
t^ie strength of the Place) that the fifty and Twer^ty Gun Ships would be as 
much force as there Avould he oecasiorx for. If more is thought necessary I 
will send the Sloop Avith tliem, hut I can never think of separating tAvo ShipS 
of the Jxino from only four, till some certain advices arrive from 1‘luropo ; and 
having further considered Ibis lilxpedition, 1 am a])t to think, if it is delay’d 
till the last Aveek in ni'xt month, there Avill ho a much greater probability of 
success attmiding it than if the Ships Avero to proiu'cd immediately, aslliey Avill 
then csca]ic th(^ rainy Season, AA'hieh is alloAv’d by every body to be the most 
unliAXilthy part of the year, and in all appearance if the Ships AA’ore to go 
now, one-third of their AIei> AA'onld fall siidt before there Avould he an oppor- 
tunity to do any Service. ItoAvever 1 hake the lih«;rty to mention, I think 
Advices should he immediately dispatch’d to M*^ Drake, to aeijuaint liim he 
will soon reeeiA'e all the succour from hence that can he sjiared. 

If fi'om this considcr.ation of the rainy season, or any other, that can be 
thought of, you think it necessary to assemlilo, and further debate on this 
ExxiedUion, I am ready to wait on you Avhenever you jileasc.

Force you can obtain on Your Coast, Military & Alariiio, togt'tluM’ with a sulli- 
eient Quantity of Ammunition, Cannon and all other AVarlike; Stores, Military 
& Marine;, Avhich may enable us to Re-E-stablish Ourselves in these Provinces, 
which Ave Esteem of the most Esseutial consequence to the East India Com- 
pany and trade of India in General. It is highly proper to rejn’cscnt to 
your Honour, &'% that the English here Avere Estahlished by Patent fiami the 
Grand Alogull, under AAdiose. orders all Subah-s .sliould ln‘ dependant. But as your 
Honour, & %' are well acquainted that this Province Avas overcome l)y Ally verde 
Cawn, Avho maintained his comjuest by force of Arms, so it aa^ts possess’d by 
his Grandson Avho assumed the Title of Souragge DoAvlat. AVheref ore further 
to favour our cause and just complaints for Restitution and Right to the Pri- 
vi ledges granted us by the Royal Phirmaund, AV’^e are to Request you will

& Surprising Revolution in the Hon’ble Company’s Settlements hero in Bengali,

the least Advice from any of the Gentlemen of Calcutta of a later Date than the 
9*^'* of Juno, Ave are oblig-’d to depend on the French for a particular Account of 
the taking of Fort William. We now enclose Your .llooour, &c., the account 
received by Monsieur Courtin, the French Chief here, from their Secretary at 
Chandernagore. We see no Ileason to doubt the Authenticity of it, more espe- 
cially as every material Circumstance is conlirmkl by the Moors, who have from 
the beginning assured Us that the cause of the Nabob’s Anger against the English 
proceeded from the Governour & Council having given protection to one Kissen- 
doss wlio had been the Naih of this City. He retired to Calcutta in March last 
with great llichcs, part of which are said to belong Vo the Widow of Nowagies 
Mawmud Khan, who died in November last, & whose Riches Seorajah Dow1j\^ 
claim’d on his coming to tin; Suhaship of Bengal ; p hen the Nabob sent a Per- 
wanah to demand him, Mr. Drake tore the Perwanah & threw it in tlie Face of 
his Messenger. This Insult provoked Seerajah Dowlat to such a Degree that 
they say he tofik an Oath to drive the English out of Bengal whi(di he very 
soon put in Execution as you’ll observe Cossimhuzar was delivered ivithout 
firing a Gun & Fort William only r»isisted him 3 Days. We take the Liberty to 
inclose Your Honour, Copies of our Consultations of the 27“' & 28‘'' Ultimo, 
when wo were ohligtal to surrender our Factory & ourselv(;8 Prisoners to See- 
rajah Dowlat, from whom we are in hopes to obtain our Liberty us lie has already 
reli'as’d Messrs. Watts & Collet, (fc".. If we are so happy as to get our Lilxwty, our 
present Design is to proceed to Madras when we shall depend on your Honour, 
Council's Protection & Vind assistance having lost evtnwthing ive had in 
the World except a few Cloaths. We would have sent you Copies of our Con- 
sultations & Ijctters from the beginning of the Dispute, hut as this goes by a 
Pattamar it would make too Urge a Packet. AVe design hy a Frencli Ship 
bound to Europe which is to leave Chandernagore next Month, to addxvjss our- 
.sclves to the llon’ble Cpurt of Directors & give them the best Account we are 
able of the mistiraVde State of thoir Alfairs in Bengal. As Ave Hatter ourselves 
your Honour, cV“., Council will not think us any Avay to blame in deliA’cring 
up our Factory after the surrender of Fort Willinm, avo are to re([uest your 
kind representation of our case should you have an opportunity of writing the 
Court of Dirrectors before We have the Pleasure to sei^ yon. As hy all i\ccounts 
the Rich{*s M' Di*ake, have carried off Avith them are immense. Wo hojie 
our Hon'ble IDinployers aauII l)e in some Measure indemnified for the great loss 
they must have suffer'd hy the taking their Settlements in Bengal.

Two Letters, the one dated the 30“' August, the other the 3"' September 
1756, from the President and Gentlemen of the General Council to Colonel 
Adlercron, were read; as were also the Instructions which the Colonel receivM 
from tlis Majesty. , . 

The Colonel then referr’d to the Council, whether consistent with those 
-•Instructions he can undertake to transport His Majesty’s Troop.s under his 
Command from the Coast of Choromandel to any other part of India ; and 
whether in the present distress’d situation of Allaii*s at Bengal he ought to go 
thither. 
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The Council are of opinion that the Colonel maj’', and that, in consequence 
of the application made to him by this Presidency, he ought so to do. ^ 

The Colonel then submitted to the consideration of the Council tho three 
following requests made to him by the Geaei’al Council in their Letter of the 
3'‘‘‘ September. 

That be will assure them that bn any future representation from tliem, he 
will be ready to return on the Coast should tlie situation of their atlairs make 
such a request neeessary. 

2 i«i Xliat as soon as Calcutta is retaken, tins whole prof)erty of it be' 
delivorM untoucliM to the Company’s ll(q)resentatives for tlie Company’s 
Benefit. 

3. That one-half of all the other Captui’es, wbie.h may bo made, be appro- 
priated to the Company’s benefit. 

In regard to the first request the Council are of Opinion, that (as tho 
Presidency at Bengal are acknowledged by the Gentlemen here to be independ- 
ent of them, anti as this Pre-sidency have paiticularly recommended to tho 
Colonel to liavtj the same attention to the recommendations of tho Compaiiy’s 
Itepresentatives at Bengal as lie would have to any representations made to 
him here), tlio Colonel cannot take upon him to give any sucli assurance : and 
that the two Presidencies must determine that point between themselves. 

IVith vosp(?ct to the tw'o other requests, 'I'ke Council are of Opinion, tliat 
no ajisw'er can be given hut in concurrence with the h'leet, as tlicy will pro- 
bably be concern’d in some, in not all, of the intended operations.

The Board having bad under consideration the intended Exfxalition to 
, , , • Bengal and the Advices latcJv received 

Irom Luroj)e and tlioreupoii the Question 
being put. 

Whether upon tho news receiv’d from Europe it is inojier to undertake the 
E.vpedition to Bengal. 

It is unanimously the opinion of the Board that tlie lixpedition he undt^r- 

taken, as the approach of the ensuing Mon- 
soon will oblige the Squadron to leave the 
Coast wdiether they go to Bengal or no, and tlie Rains of the same Monsoy^m 
will prevent any operations in the Field untill^the month of January, by which 
time it is hoped that the desinid Success will be obtain'd at- Bengal. 


It was then taken into consideration wdiat Ijtesolution would be necessary 
in case, during the Expedition to Bengal, New.s of a IVar with France should 
arrive, and the Coast become again the Seat of W'ar, if at that time the Succsscs 
that Wc may liave had at Bengal should not have proved sufficient to reduce 
the Nabob to a Compliance with such terms as w'ill be neccijsai'y for the securt; 
and proper reestablishment of the Company's Settlemcnt.s in his province. 

* > I 

In such case the Board are of Opinion that it would he imprudent to risque 
the certain possession of tho Company’s FlstablisJiments on this Coast, for the 
Chance of Ad^'antagea which if not obtained by that time will he attended with 
great doubt of success in Bengal, where the Company’s Loss cannot be greater 
than it is at present, and it is therefore determin* <1 that if the situation of 
Affairs in future should require the recalling of the Troops We may now send. 
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That the Troops shall bo so recjill'd ; and if the Fort of Calcutta when retaken 
shall he. deem’d with a proper Garrison tenable, that Garrison and a Guard Ship 
be left there after the recalling the Troops. 

It was then taken into consideration by the Board how far it is consistent 
with the Jtcspect duo from one Presidency to anottier to keep a Body of Troops 
sent to Bengal under our own Directions instead of putting them under that of 
the Presidency of Bengal as the Company's Establishment of the respective 
Presidencies makes them independent of each other. 

The Bo.ard are of Opinion that too great Respect cannot l)e paid to every 
Establishment made by Our Hon'ble Masters, but in the px’esent circumstances, 
if «sver it appears to them that the great Law of necessity must overrule all 
oth'er.s, and as tin; necessity of keeping wliat the Company have is evidently 
and infinitely the Superior Consideration, the Board are unanimously of Opinioiu 
that the I'roops now to be sent to Bengal he kep^t under tlieir own Power. 
And as this is thought by the Board a justification sufficient for their Conduct 
in the present measures, they decline corroborating it with the Company’s de- 
claration at the loss of Madras, wlion they declared that none of the Gentlemen 
of this Presidency remain’d in their Service after the loss of the Place. This 
consideration as equals only to the Gentlemen of Bengal, the Board do not pre- 
tend to determine on. 

I'he above reasons make it appear Conclusive to the Board that the present 
Exjiedition lie put under the Command of an Officer in the Service of the Com- 
pany ; and ibis is thought to be made more materially ner*ssary as thereby the 
Steps which in case of the expected Success may be thought proper to be taken 
for the beniifit of the Company's Interest will be indisputably placed in the 
Power of tlieir Servants who will be subject to our Orders. 

Another consideration that'evinces the necessity of putting the Expedition 
under the Command of one of the Company’s Officers is, that in ease the Nabob 
should not l>y Treaty make ample Reparation for the immense Daniage.s the 
Company have sustain’d ‘by his Violences, it is the Intention of the Board to re- 
imburse ,the Company as far as possible by Reprisals. But as the Board are 
uncertain whether the Laws direct any and M’hat distrilmtion of things ac- 
quired by Anna, The Duty they owe the Company demands that a Matter of 
such Impovtaiuuj be not left in doubt and liable to Contest when they may have 
it ih their Power to secure the proi^erty of such Acquisitiaas to the Company 
by employing their own Officers and Troops. 

It is therefore thought from the foregoing Reasons absolutely necessary 
to employ the Compjiiiys Officers & Troops. 

The number of Troops necesavy to be sent being now taken under consi- 
dmatiou. 

Agreed that Six hundred Rank Jfe File be sent and One hundred of the 
Train. 

And as Colonel Clive has before offer’d his Services, be is now desired on 
many Considerations to accept the Command which he very readily does. 

Agreed that Mr. Smith (one of the members of this Board) and Mr. John, 
Walsh be join’d with Colonel Clive as Deputy from this Board for Conducting 
the Expedition, And that Mr. Maunsell accompany them to assist under their 
Directions. 

Mr. Smith being present accept the charge with alacrity. 

, The Board then having taken under Consideration the Instructions and 
Powers necessary to be given to Messrs. Clive, Smith & Walsh. After mntdi 
Debate, in Avhich the retaining the Troops of the Expedition under our 
Command was the * Basis of tlie Arguments, It is agreed that the Powers 
and Iu,structions so to Jie given be as follows. 

First . — That the Gentlemen at Calcutta ho desired by us to form a Plan of 
it Treaty which the Deputys be directed to abide by the tenour of, and make 
the Basis of their Correspondence and transactions with the Nabob. 

Secondly . — That Colonel Clive be directed to proceed to all such Hostilitys 
as be thinks will most likely bring the Nabob to those terms untill he has had 
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Mie supcf'ss to do so, Or uniill he find utterly untill impracticable, Or lie is re- 
called by us. 

Tlurdli/. — That the Depntys he desired lo roeeive :nid Mller.d to Ihe Advier 
of the Gentletncii at Benj'al, to the same maturely, and if tliey think 

proper to (h'viate from it in any riispect that (hey have (he Tower so to do, but 
on Assiyniu^ llcasons to us to be transmitted to the Company. 

FourthJt/. — That the Depuiys he dirt'cted to re-establish the (i(‘ntlem(*n of 
Beng-al in Calcutta as soon as bis suceesses shall rendm* it proper, and tliat tbey 
do u'h(Mi the TIaee is in a Sutlieient Slate of 8i'eiuity put tbase Gentlemen in 
Tosscssion of all such part of tho^ Corajiany’s Elfects as sb.all remain with 
Hbem, and lx; of no further use to them.

SiK, — Wo have reeeiv’d the favour of your Letter dated the 20“* Instantt 
enelosing Copy of the Deliberations of the Council of War of the same day, to 
which you have been pleased to refer ris. ^ 

Wc have a very sincere sense of your readiness to assist the Company's 
Affairs express’d by your Consent to let tlK? Regiment proceed to Bengal. 

But as the intention of warring with the Nabob of Bengal is by no means 
•the only object of our Considerations in sending our Troops there. So these other 
Considerations have determined Us to tliink that there is now an absolute 
u(!cessity of putting all the Troops which we may seVid under an Officer in tlic 
Service of the Company, who we know will implicitly obey the Orders he may;, 
receive from Us. 

The first consideration that has lead Us to this 'Determination is, that the 
Situation of our Affairs and the future circumstances with which they are 
threatened make it absolutely necessary that Whatever Troops may now be 
sent do remain under our own Command, So as tliat wo may bo certain of their 
returning to us at the very first warning witlmut attention to any ll«?])i’esenta- 
tions by whomsoever made. The Company’s ijctters by the Sliips just arrived 
convince us of the necessity of this Resolution. Now Sir to you we can only 
make Requesst, our own Offletu’ Ave know we c:in certainly command. In Times 
of such critical Importan<*e, We beg you Avill permit Us, with all deference, to 
determine to be at an absolute Certainty on the Rower of recalling the Troox)s 
we. may send. 

The Second Consideration that evinces to us the necessity of putting this Ex- 
pedition under the Command of one of our own Offic(U“s is that our Intentions 
are in case the Nabob will not hy Treaty make ample Reparation for tin? 
itumenso Damages the Company have sustained hy his Violences, We say it is 
our intention then to reimburse the Company as well as we can hy wliatiivrr 
R/e*prisals Ave shall be able to make. We can in this Considtu'ation likewise 
only make, requests to you, but, as wc do not pretend to l)e competent Jtidges 
of the LaAvs in such Cases Wc m:iy venture to say that Ave b<;lievo there are 
no regular ones, we shall run the risque of incurring the severest Displeasure of 
Cur Masters siiould avo, Avhen Ave could keep it in our own PoAver to reim- 
burse the Losses they have sustained with the acquisitions made by the Troops 
whom their money is to maintain, should we, Ave say, put the jiroperty of 
those acquisitions into any manner of Doubt or Contests. 

Permit us Sir at the same time to acquaint you that it Avill give ns a par- 
ticular Satisfaction, if you shall think proper to let any part of JJis Majesty’s 
Regiment bo join’d to our Troops on this Expedition, provided they are coin* 
manded by an Officer who by his Rank can serve under tlie Command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Clive, whom wo lia'vo appointed to the Command of this 
Expedition. 

We arc necessitated in behalf of the Welfare of this Expedition & of the 
East India Company’s Affairs to request of you to permit llis Majesty’s Train 
of Artillery, with Captain Hislop’s Command to proceed witli Colonel Clive, as 
the success of this Expedition will in the greatest measuns depend on the Ser- 
t ice ef the Artillery, of which our own Store is not sufficient by. the Disap- 
pointment of those intended for us by the Dodingion, & the Avhole of a largo 
Train of Artillery sent to Bombay and detained hitherto by Mr. Bourcluer. 

• We have the Honour to acquaint you that Ave have in the Garrison Eiglit 
6-Pounders & expect several more from Mr. Bourchier by the first conveyance 
Avhich 'will ho ready to replace those, we now request of you, and which are 
already embarked on the Marlboro. 

Permit us to request as the lateness of the Season now makes every hour 
of Consequence to be favour’d* with an immediate answer to this address.

Nabob’s Duan who eommanded the Van of the Army Writing Mr. Watts a 
Letter that He might go out with great safety, that no Harm shon’d happen, 
and that He wou’d introduce him to the Nalx/b, upon this Wi; thought })ro})er 
to send the Surgeon of the Faidory to the Duan and ho gave him the' same 
assuraijces and smit him hack with a consid(!:ial)lc I’erson & a present of 
lleetle (w‘'‘ is esteimied a f)ledg(5 of Eaitli) to accompany the Chief to the 
Nabob. Accordingly, Agreeable to the Unanimous O[»iiiion of the (jenllenu'u of 
the Faclory and Odleer of the Garrison, the Chief went and was introduccul to 
the Nabob, who immediately Order'd him into Coutinernent, and insisted oii 
his giving an obligation that in Fifteim Days Time the Gentlemen of Calcutta 
shoiid level what Neiv Works they had raised, deliver up tlic Nabob’s Tenants 
who had lltal for protection tliere, and that if i,t con’d he proved that we had 
falsified the Company’s Dustuk by giveing them to those that had no right to 
them. We shou’d pay hack what the Government htid sulVered by Loss of 
Dustuk. The Chief being in their hands was obliged tO sign this. They tlum told 
] I iin that his signing was of no Consetpieneo without the rest of thp Couneil 
(accordingly upon tlio Surgeon’s returning to the Factory and ae(]uainting ^les.s' 
Collet & ilatson that it was necessary they sliou’d go to the Cluef in (irder to 
make an End of the Alfair, they went and wen? detained Prisoners, nothing 
more being said about the (Jhligation the Chief had signed). The Chief solemnly 
Asserts that he told the Surgeon to let Aless" Collet &■ Palson know He did 
not think it adviseable for them to quit the Factory. The next Day Wee were 
order’d to deliver uji Our Cannon & Ammunition iv ''*we complied with in hopes 
entirely to pacify the Nabob. Tin; Army then drew ()TV from the Factory. iMr. 
Datson was sent back to the Factory & Mess'"' Wa’tts & Collet kci)t prisoTu'rs 
in the Camp, w*’’ then bent its March towards Calcutta We h.'vve* since beard 
all the Godowns at Cossimbuzar were sealed up with the Nabob’^s Seal, and the 
Soldiers remaining in tlio Factory carried Prisoners to ^luxadabad. 

As the Chief’s going out of tin; Factory nniy perhaps ap|)ear oxtraoro'inary 
AVe think it necessary to give Our Reasons for takiiig sxndi.a stiq) — it has h’een 
always Customary in Bengal for the Chiefs of tluj Subordinates to visit tlie 
Nabobs of the Previnco, and AVe had great reason to believe, that on paying this 
visit W (5 sliou’d he able to accomnnxlate Matters and prevent his Aiavcluto 
Calcutta. If AA"o had refused, our Factory must inevitably hav(j fallen into ilioir 
hands with all the Company’s EU'eets outstanding in Bengali, Our Garrison 
being in no Condition to make a defenee against ;>o largo a Force, Our Factory, 
lieing surrounded, on Three sides by Houses which Overlooked Our Bastions & 
some not thirty yai'ds from the Bastion most of our Guns were Hfiney -Combed 
& Carriages rotten though wo had repeatedly Indented to Calcutta for new ones. 
Our Garrison consisted of about 50 Soldiers most of which , were Black Porte- 
gueze — AA’'e had about 80 Maunds of Powder, hut few or no Shot or Granades. 
We might possibly ivith this Force have held out 3 or 4*Days which wou’d not 
have prevented the Consequence that have since happen’d, and AA’e undoulitedly 
shou’d have bticn blamed for having commenced a War with the Government 
and AA'o are very sensible had the Gentlemen of Calcutta thought projier to treat. 
Affairs might have been accommodated even when the Nabob was on his

Our u^'iDost Efforts have been employed to dispatch to you sooner the 
Intelligence of the Capture of Calcutta by the Mc/ors acting under Orders of 
Souragge Dowla, New Nabob, Avhieh Account we doubt not will hAve reached 
you before this can possibly arrive by mean's of Paitamars from tlje Slirooffs or 
Foreign Nations. A Narrative of this unhap{)y event will he in our opinion 
faithfully related to you by Mr Charles Manningham which we have not time 
to commit at present to writing. The above Gentleman AVe depute to your 
Honour it'* on the United East India Company’s behalf & require from his ro 
presentation that you wdll support us W'itli the whole foi'ce you can obtain on 
your Coast, Military and Marine, together with a sufficient quantity of Am- 
munition, Cannon and all other AVarliko Stoi’es, Military and Marine, whidi 
may enable us to reestablish Ourselves in these Provinces, wjiich w^e esteem of 
the most Essential Consequence to the East India Company and Trade of India 
in general. It is highly proper to represtmt td your Honour &“* that the 
English here were establish’d by Patent from tlie Grand Mogull under whoso 
Orders all Subahs shou’d he dependant. But as your Honour &'* are well 
acquainted that this province was overcome by Ally verde Cawn, wdio mantaiuod 
his Conquest by force of Arms so was it possessed by his Grandson, who assumed 
the Title of Scutage Doula. AVherefore further to fav 9 ur^ our Cause and just

We art? at present endeavouring to open a 
Correspondence with the Principal Men, whom we an* inform’d tho Nabob 
attends to, in hopes to bring on a Treaty untill we c,an obtain succour, and that 
wo may in some measure be relieved from our present Distress, being in the 
utmost want of all necessarys of Life, and strfct orders issued by the Govern- 
ment not to supply us with any provisions. The Dutch and French are also 
prohibited giving us any assistance. Their situation appears very precarious, 
and we ar<! told the French have wrote for a large lleinfoi-cemcnt from Pondi- 
cherry. Our Dct<*rmination is to keep the Diver untill VV^e are informed of 
your Honour Resolutions, and in case w'c are not able to procure any favour 
fri'irn the Government or shouM he pcrsccyited by the*Eneray so as to be oblig’d 
to stand out to Sea we shfill prociced to Vi'ijgajoatam, this we think proper to 
mention as it may be necessary that the Ships in their way to the B:iy call there 
for Intelligcnt!e, which wo shall lodge there if we are able to procure any Oon- 
veyanecis, for the Ingratitude of our immediate servmits has been sneh, that 
we are drove to tlio n(?cessity of doing every individual office for ours<dves, nor 
have been able to procure a Pattamar or a Persian Writer, and it is with tho 
uttm)st difficulty w»i have hitherto kept together a sufficient number of Lascars 
to work our Shi[)s, and arc dayly apprehensive they will quit us the first Occa- 
sion. We have desired the Gerttlenum atVi7iaga[>atain to provide & hold in readiness 
what pi’ovisions of every kind they are able to proeui*e to he put on Board the 
Vossells coming down hither.* We request your Honour & '* to I’opresent a full 
state of all the occurrences to Rear-Admiral Watson, the Commander in Chief 
of his Majesty’s Squadron, and entreat his Aid and Assistance with the Elect 
which Wo hopii may he able to proceed hither.

Half an hour after avc marehed with our Battallion consisting of 500 Europeansi 
bank A ITle, 800 Seapoys, Six ]i'ield Pieces and a llowit/au’ Avith 70 of tin? 
Train, and the ahoA^e mentioned Sijamon, the one half of Avhieh Avere Ei\i])loye(l 
in drawing the Guns & carrying Ammunition, and the other carried Arms, At 
Ineak of day Ave arriA'ed (dose to tho Nabob’s Camp, before avo were Challeng’d 
Avlu'ii AVO roe(dv<id a brisk Eire from Several Quarters Avhieh Avas returm'd liy 
our adA'aneiid Seapoys, tlie Enemy on this rctrcati'd, and avo enter’d tlndr Camp 
without further llesistanee, & pursued our march for some time undisturbcsl, 
hut ujion our approaching' nearer to tho Gmitor of the Nabob’s Camp & 
Quarters, our Battallion Avas briskly charged by a Body of 500 Horse, almost 
Avithin Ileach of Bayonet, and they avoi'c receiA'cd with so much Coolness & 
such a regular Eire, that few of them Escaped; after this tho whole Army began 
to encompass ns in great Bodies, so W'c Avert? obliged to keeji up a constant Eire 
of Artillery and Musquetry to keep the Elncmy at a distance. VV^e rnareli’d thro’ 
the whole Cam]) which took up full two Hours, several charges Avero made 
upon our Rear by tho Horse but not Avith equal courage to thrs lirst, about 11 
o’Clook we arrived at the Eort, and in the afternoon set out for Camp, which we 
reached by 7 in the Evening. 


An unlucky Eogg prevented our Attack upon the Nabob’s Head Quarters, 
which if successful! Avould have made the action much more decisi vi?, ho\vev<‘r, 
ns it Avas, they suffer’d A-ery considerably, tho Seamen & Sekpoys in the Rear 
^listroying every thing wliirdi the Van had passed ; The Nabobs army corisistfd 
of 20,000 Horse and 30,000 foot with 25 pieces of Oanuou, and by tlu! best 
Account 1,300 were kill’d, & Avounded 22 officers, including offic(;rs some Of 
Avhicih are of great distinction, upAvards of 500, were counted on the spot Avil h -It 
Elephants and a number of Camels, Cattle, &c. 

The IjOss on our Side amounted to 27 killed in tlie Battallion and 70 
Avounded, 12 Seamen killed & 66 Avoanded. 


The apprehension of another Attack was so great that the Enemy kept up 
a Constant Fire of great Guns & Small Arms all night, and the next day 
decamped, the Nabob sending a Messenger at the same time Avith olltas to 
treat.

ourse'vos seeuro of Id.s i; 

Tenour of his Conduet made it evident to us be never d('signed to abide by the 
, T('rms of that Treaty,, and that be would again make an Att('m])t upon our 
Settlement, if wt^ g:ivo him Room to hope for Suecress l)y S(mding away any 
part ot our Por(.‘e. The Capture of Chandernagore by no means secured vis from 
nil Attempts of the Prenob, as a very considerable Body of their Ihiropeans and 
Sirapoys had escaped us, and w'cro joined at Cossimhuzar under AP- Law. 
Tliose wm wore well iiifornu'd were actually in the Nabob’s Pay, who r('fus(;d 
to deliver them up. Monsieur Pussy’s march tow'ards these provinces was 
likewise generally talk’d of and expected, it being past all Doubt the Nabob 
had w'roto him very pressing Letters to eomc, with promises of Assistance. 
Thus eiroumstanced, you must agree w'ith us it would have been very imju'u- 
dent iu us to have divided our P’oree, an<l left ourselves oneo more exposed to 
the Attcunpls of an implaealvle and rovengefull Enemy. Such a proceeding 
wouhl have (fudangor’d the Loss ofull the Advantagi's and Privileflges acvjuiroil 
by the Treaty of Peaeo, and liave I'eiKhwed the ElVorts you made for our Re- 
Establishment only an expensive Undertaking to our .Emjiloyers. 

AYe fully intended however to vromply with your Instructions for return- 
ing })art of your Troops as soon as we estcu-m’d ourselvv^s getting on a Solid 
Pooling, and AVere under no further Apprehensions from the Government, and 
had llopv's of sending you some of the Detnehmeut from your presidency by 
the Slops hound thither in September from hence, hut have been o1>]ig<‘d en- 
tirely to lay asidiv . all tlioughts of parting w ith one single Hau in order to 
support the Revolution efTev'tval in the Government of these provinces by the 
Assistance of our Troops, & to preserve the ailvantages obtained by placing 
t,he Sw'iiy iu the ILiuds of the present Subah. 

Por the particulars of this Transaction w'o hog Leave to refer you to the 
enclosed Letter for the ilou’'''’ the Secret Committee in England whitdi w'e 
send opim for ytiur Perusal. You will thereiu see tlui necessity we w’cre under 
ol I)f‘eaki7ig with Serhja’DowTa and setting up another in his .Room, and the 
Translate of the Treaty made with .Taffer Aly Khan, the present Nabob, trans- 
mitted to your Board will show you how beneficial tliis Measure has proved to 
our Employers. The Preservation of the advantages obtained by this Revolu- 
tion for the Company, mu»st ho acknowledged of the utmost importance, & 
such as merits the Attention of their servants in general as well as ours in 
}*artieulai'. Wo are tliercforo pv'rsuaded you will not only think us justiliablo 



in the Resolution we have taken to keep the Troops sent us from youp Coast, 
hut that you will further co-operato with us tor the Interest of our lion*''*- 
Masters hy not detaining any of tho Recruits or ]\filitary Stor(;s designtal for 
this rrosidcncy. This we arc necessitated to demand from the unsettled 
state of things at present in the pj:ovinces, tho new Suh;>h not being so firmly 
('stahlish‘‘ but that some Disturbance arc expected as soon as the Rains are 
over, from the IS’orthward. M’’- Law having got into the Territorh's of the 
Ts’^abob of Onde, who threatens to r('vengo Serja Dowhi’s Deatli, and as wo are 
])Ound both by Tr(;aty and our own Int(;rest to assist JaiVer Aly Kliaii to the utmost 
of our powt'i'S, it may bci nec(‘ssary to take the Field in October to o])pose tlie 
threatened Invasion, whielvwill leave us unguarded in Calcutta itself nnh'ss you, 
OenthMuen, a(a[uii'sce in the Retpiest now made for detaining mme of our 

Recruits. Add to his Men by Si<?kness and long Marches, bissides 

what may fall (should they be obliged to engage the above mentioned Nabob 
assisted by M" Law his party) must very shortly reduce the number of our 
Europeans too coiisid<;rably, to maintain the Respect wo have a{;quired, if you 
keep onv Recruits. AVe flatter ourselves therefore, that as we both act for the 
same Masters and have the same Interest at Heart, namely tho Company’s, 
whicdi we think cannot bo of so much Consequence in any other ])art of India 
as it is now of in Rengal, that you will give us all the Assistance in your power 
to su[)i)()rt their Rcjputation in these parts and pr(‘scrv«5 the valuable acquisitions 
wo have so happily procaircd for tliom, but wdiich inay ho wia'sted from them 
unless we maintain a rospeetahh; J3ody of Troops, which w’ill likewise he necess- 
ary to obtain a Confirmation from Delhi of tho Grants made hy JatTer Aly 
Khan. Yon may dcqicml upon it, Gentlemen, that tho Instant we find our- 
selves in a Slate of Security and Tranquillity, wo shall return you every Man 
we can s[)arc in Cast.' your Exigencies require it.,,

tulation at Fort D’ Orleans; thoollicers. Civil and Military, Company’s Serv'ants 
and Inhaintants made Rrisoners at the Capture of it will be sent to your Settle- 
ment on the .Marlbrd, and such other Vossiik W'l'. can procure for them 
1)etween tins and tlu; month of January ; on their Arrival Ave request you will 
find them Conveyances to Fondicherry. 

The Packet for the Secret Committee in England wo request you will 
forA\ ard to Euroj)e by the first opportunity. AY^c are preparing the Deligent 
Schooner to carry home one copy of these advices, and shall send another by 
Marlhru, who will bo dispatched to your place the Beginning of next month.

Ti-anslation of a Letter from Coll. (Jlivk to Iuooutskat Maixatauray & Mahrajah 

SkROOI'OIIUND. 

It is with great pleasure I find you so ready to make use of your Interest 
Avith the Nabob to come into Terms of Accomodation, & to settle the Troubles 
of this Country. 

It would be but repeating to you Avhat you have heard from all Mouths, 
the Devastation & Ruin committed by Scraja Dowlat on the English. It 
would be unfolding a Tale too horrible to rejxoat if I was to relate to you Iho 
horrid Cruelties inflicted upon an unfortunate people to whom the Nabob in a 
great part owes tho Riches & Grandeur of his Province : no less than 120

People, tlio greatest, part of wliom were Gentlemen of Family and Distinction, 
bein;' put to an ignominious Death in one Niglit, & in such a manner as was 
incbnsistjint with the character of a man of Courage of Humanity ; such as I 
have always heard the Nabob represented to be, and for this Iteason I believe 
it must have been done Mnthout his knowledge. 

Under these Circumstances how can you expect Wc should any longer defer 
our Tlcscntrocnt, did wc not send many .Letters to the Nabob in Expectation 
that he would have sent ansAvers thereto, and complied with our just Deirftmds ? 
Did we not wait many Days at E’ulta without committing Hostilities ? Did 
not the Governor of Hudjee Budjee first declare War agaiust the English by 
firing upon the King’s Ship ? What could we do hut* resent such Treatment. 

Notwithstanding these just Reasons of Complaint you will find us ready 
to conclude sucli a Peace as I think both for the Ipterest of tluj Nabob and*oC 
the Company, to which purpose I send you enclosed tlie Proposals ou wliich 
wc are willing to treat. 

As you are a man of Sense you will easily see the justice of our Demands, 
and use your Interest with the Nabob to induce him to comply with them. 
In so doing you will get the Name of a Patriot, and prevent the Country from 
being made a Scene of Ruiri and Destruction. 

You should consider that the English are a great Nation, and that a 
King reigns over them not itfferior in Power to the Padcha himsidf. 

What Resentment will not his Imperial Majc'sty (express when he conu's 
to hoar of the Death of so many of his faithful subjects. 

Yoxi should likewiso consider that the great Commander of bis Majesties 
Ships is sent to represent him in Person, and that 1 have the sanui jiowcr as 
the King of England’s Officer* and have my Commission signed by liis own 
Hand. 

* I hope you will not esteem me vain in telling you we have bad as poworfull 
Enemics^to deal with on the Coast of Cormamhdl, & been attended with 
succciss. * The like may happen here, however 1 hoj)c thcNal)ob will not reduce 
us to the crvnd Necessity of trying our Strength, for after all success depends 
upon God alone, who will aid and assist the Injured. 
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To the Hon’li>le the Court of Directors for Affairs of- the Unitod Coinj)aiiy of Merchants 

of England trading to the East Indies. 

May it please Youii Uonouiis, — 

• It is with tlio utmost Conecri^i Wp now inform you that Fort IVilliani 
was taken tho 20“' of Juno by tlie Nabob of Jhiiigal, Grandson of Alii Verdi 
Cavvn wlio died last April. Tlio first Rise of tbese Troubles are as follows. 

Some time after bis coming to the Government he sent one Narran Sing, 
Ilrotber to Hogeram, whois Nabob of Cutlaek and Commander of the S])ys 
(which in this Country*is a eoiisiderahlc post) lo Calcutta where ho arrived pri- 
vately and in Disguise will) a Letter from the Nabob to the Governor, which 
the Governour did not think proper to receive as it was presented in sueh a 
Way, but turned Narran Sin.^ with Disgrace out of the place. The Chief of Cos- 
simi)u/ar being apprehensive tliat this might occasion some Trouble wrote to 
the Durbar Olficers to prevent any Complaint being made to tho Nabob, anil the 
Affair Avas seemingly hushed up, but f<;w Days avcit. elapsed Avheu ho sent for 
our Yact|U(;cl and told him he luiavd they Avero making Fortifications 
and digging a Ditch round Calcutta, and insisted that we should level our New 
AVovks and fill up the Ditch. Upon the A^aequeels returning from the Durbar, 
aud acquainting the Cliief with what the Nabob said, he wrote to him tliat he 
had not heard of any New Fortificat ions being raised or Ditch dug, and that we 
Avero apprehensive that our Fnoinies for thi'ir own lucrative Advantages 
had raised these Reports. To this Letter he returned no Answer, but scuta 
Perwanuah to Calcutta ordci-in" them to desist from fortifying, and to level 
what new A^orks they had begun. He then marched to the Northward and 
gave out he Avas going to Patna. On his arriA'al at Rajamaul ho received tbe 
Governour’s Answer, atwliich he was greatly irsenced, and immediately ordered 
a Party of Horse and Gun Aten upon our Factory, and returned back himself 
with the greatest FiXia'dilion, Avitli his whole Army, Avhivch encamped round our 
Factory, and according to the most moderate Computation consisted of 10,000 
Horse and 20,000 R.ajepouts and other Gun Hen with a large Train of Artillery, 
and then doniandedtho Chief to oome out and sec him. The Nabob’s Duan who 
commanded the A^an of the Army Avriting the Chief the Lidter, that he might 
come out with great Safety, that no harm should happen, and that he would in- 
t,roduc•l^ him to the Nabob. Upon this we thought proper to send the Surgeon 
of the Factory to the Duan, aud ho gave him the same Assnva.nces, aud sent him 
hack with a considerable Person, and a present of Heetle (which is estceraod a 
Pledge of Faith), to accompany tbe Chief to the Duan avIio Avas to introduce 
him to the Nabob ; Accordingly agreeable to the Unanimous Opinion of the 
Gentlemen of tbe Factory and Officer of the Garrison tbe Chief went and Avas 
presented by the Duan to the Nabob, who immediately ordered him into confine- 
ment, and insisted on his giving an Obligation that in 15 Days Time the 
Gentlemen of Calcutta should Level what New AA'orksthcy had raiscal, deliver 
up the Nabob’s Tenants Avho had fled for Protection there, and that if it could 
be proved AA'ehad falsified the Company’s Dustucks by giving them to those that 
had no right to them. Wo should pay back what the Government had sulfered 
by loss of Duties. The Chief being in their Haiids was obliged to sign this. 
They then told him that Ills signing was of no Consequenco without the Rest 
of the Council, accordingly upon tho Surgeons returning to the Factory with a 
Eunuch of the' Nabobs and two or three other, who acquainted Mess'* Collet 
and Batson that it was necessary they should go to the Chief and make an hind 
of the Affair, they Avent and AA'ere detained Prisoners, nothing more being said 
about the Obligation the Chief bad sign’d. The next Day Ave Avero ordered to de- 
liver up our Ammunition and Cannon, which upon Mature Deliberation Ave 
tbou"lit jiroper to comply with, in Hopes to entirely pacify the Nabob and pre* 
ventliis March to Calcutta. Tho Army then droAV off from tho I’actoiw. 
AP Batson was sent back to the Factory, and Mess” Watts and Collet kept 
Prisoners in the Camp, the Nabob then bent his March towards Calcutta, having 
ordered all the Godowns at Cossimbuzar to be sealed with his Seal, and tho 
Soldiers to be carried Prisoners to Muxadavad. 
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As the Chief, ^oing-out^ of the Factor^', aiul rifterwards delivering up the 
Crumoii :uid Aimnunitiun, may* perluips appear to Your Honours extraordiiuirv 
\Ve think it, lu’i'i'ssury to ^dve 9 ur Heasons for t:ikin!> such .Steps. Jt has heeii 
always customary in JJengiil for the Chiefs of Subordinates to visit the Nabobs 
of Mie Frovince, and \\’<^ liad ^reat Reason to^believo that on iiayinff this Visit 
We sliould be able to aeeominodate matters and prevent his Marcli to Calcutta 
Had We attempted to resist Our Factory must inevitably have fallen into their 
^ Hands, we beitii^ in no condition to make a Def(.Mice ai^ainst so larj«-e a Force- 
Uur Factory hein" surrounded on. three Sides by Houses wbieh overlooked our 
Fastions, some not iJO Yards from onr Ikistions: most of our Q-iins wore houev- 
eoiubed, and Cairia;^es r«)iteu tbou^b Ave bad repeatedly indented to Calcutta 
for new' (Jiu's. OnrCarri.sou consisted 6f about 50 Soldiers, most of which 
were Fortui’ee.so. \Ye liad about 80 Mauuds of Fowder but few or no Shot'dr 
Crauades. We mii'lit possibly with tliis Force Imvo held out 3 or d days 
Avliich Avould not have prevented tin; Conseqiumcos that have since happened,* 
hut oven snp|n.>sini? Ave had been able to resist the (lovornment Wcaro Humblv 
of Opinion it would have been Madness in us to have attmnpted it Avl>en so 
itroat a part of your Honours Estate amounting to many Lacks of Rujiees Avas 
dispersed over the whole Country which Avould have Ijeen iiuuuHjiately seized 
and you mii^bt justly liaA'c Ijlamed us for eommeneinj^ a War Avith the GoA'eru- 
ment and beiii!^ the Oci.-iasion of so immense a Loss. TlicElb'ets in our Factory 
not beir.i^ near so considerable as the Money Goods and Dcbt.s avo bad Out- 
standing', all which with the Aloney and Goods at the several Auriings Avould 
have he(m savt'd had the Goveruour and Council tliought jiroper to* come to 
any Terms with the Nabob. .We thereforij hope (thougli unfottunato) vour 
Honours will up[trovo off and think the Steps wi) took the most prudent, tho’ by 
unthinking men Aviio sec alTairs^but iu one Light Ave may j)ossil>ly he hfamed. * 

The h(?st Account We can get of the taking Fort William, bVe lining (h(>n 
prisoners in the Oam]i, is that two Days before the Place \v:\s delivered im tin* 
Ghvi-rnour Mess'^”- Mauningham, Ih-ankland, and .Maekett with the Commaiuhint 
George Miuehin, Captain Alexander Grant, and 8 or U of the? Junior Servants 
Avith part of the MUitary quitted the Fort and retin'd on hoard their Ships, 
but Avith such Frccipitatioii that aa'c lieard they h;iv<‘ saved nothing beloivdrvr (,> 
the Company not e\'eu their ]jo(dvs and Papers or H.. ignis Phirmaund. "Alctss' ■ 
Peaikes, Hollwell, Eyre and Raillie Avith the rc'st of the Conniany’s .Servants 
and Military remaimrd in the Fort. Ent when the Goian'iionr, <*fcea.* were ‘'■om*, 
the Soldiers got to llieir liipuirs and AYiue under no Command, 50 of the 
.Soldiers that AA'ere Dutch deserted that Niglit, After which all AA'as Tumult, 
Disorder and Confusion Avhieh we imagine oecasioued tlu; Gentlemen to hoist 
a i-■lag of '.rruee in Order lo capitulate. This opportunity the Moors took to 
rush iu upon t*h<Mn, applied Ladders to the Walls which they scaled and wei’e 
soon in iiossesshpi of the Fort. Most o*f the Gcnth-men, Omcers an<l .Soldiers were 
e.in-ied Prisoners to the Nahoh, who ordered them into the Rlaek Hole where 
out of. liG, One hundred and twenty three AA’ere found dead the next Morn- 
ing,-sii])posed to he suiroeahal by the Clo.seness of the Place. Afoss’^" Hoivvell, 
Court, Burdett, and VVaicolt and Ensign Avm-e put in Irons and carried Prisoner.s 
to Muxadavad, of Avhom Ave liaA'c since lieard nothing. AVc are persuaded this 
dismal Catastrophey of your Honours Estate in Ii(*ugal being plundered, your 
Settlements lost, your Servants destroyed and ruined with some Hundred Vhou- 
sands of Calcutta liiliabilants might have been preveuted had tlie GoA’ernour 
and Council thought proper tojiavo eompromisial Matters for a sum of Money. 
And as a Proof, the Nabob touched notluug at Cossimhuzar hut the warlike 
Stores or at any of the otlicr Factorys or Aurungs till lie had taken Calcutta, 
lloydulul), the Nabob’s Dium and avIio commanded the Van of the Army like- 
Avisc frequeully sent for the Chief, Avhile lie Avas prisoner in the Camp, and told 
him smiling that Wo must pay a Crorc of Hupees, and whoa the Chief assur’d 
him the Com|)aiiy’s wlpihj Estate did not amount to that sura ho then ask’d 
him il tliov utiuld p iy -0 Lack ot ivupee.s, to Avhich the Chief aiisAA’crcd again 
yiat the Company’s annual Trade to Bengal Avas not more than the Demand he 
made. 'I'he Duan then de.sirod to know Avhat they could alTord to pay, to Avhich 
he rcply’d he had no powevs to treat, hut if the Duan Avould permit him to 
AATitc to Calcutta he should them bo able to inform him, this Request the Duan 
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absolutely refused, luit told liiui if any proiiosnls of Aecomniodation were made 
first from Calcutta bo ini^ht then \vritt‘ as often as lie ])leased. A\'e beinj^ 
surrounded & strictly watelu'd Ni^bt and Day by ilie Nabob’s People, we liad 
no Op[>ortunity of Writing to Calcutta till wo were opposite to ilugbley, 
Avbere we got permission to w'ritij to the Dnbdi Directors for some Provisions, 
to wbom we sent a Letter to be forwardtal to Calcutta wiu'rcin we wrote that 
if the Governour and Couueil would send a proper Person to the Camp or 
.>nij) 0 \ver us to act, we llattcred ourselves that even then tlu5 Dispute with tlie • 
Nabob might Iks finished for a Sum of Money. This Letter the Dutch 
Directors assure us was delivered to M" Drake along with a Letter of bis 
own, and wc arc well inffirmod an answer was wrote, importing that after the 
Disgrace the Company had. sulTm-M at Cossimbuzar by the taking of their 
I’i'a’ctory and imprisoning their Servants, they were resolved not to come to any 
^\grcement. 

Ceja ^Vazoed, a consideralile Merchant and one who has groat Influence 
w ith tl'io Nabob, bis Duan also told us that be was sent by bis M.astcr four 
times to Calcittta to persuade the Gentleman to pay a Sum of moni'y and 
pacify the Naladi, but without LtlV-ct, ami 1 he last Time Avas tbreateiual to be 
iis<m1 ill if be came again on the same Errand ; from the above Proofs there 
ajipcars to ns the greatest moral Centainty that i*be Nabob never intended to 
drive the English out of liis Province but would Ijav^e been satjslicd with a sum 
of Money, llis Treatment of ibo Eri^mdi and l)ut<di after the Taking of Cal- 
cutta is a corroboratory Cii'cumstaneo. Of each of wbom be dtaunnacd Twenty 
Lack of llupecs, and on tlu'ir representing to him that their Trade in bis pro- 
vince <lid not amount to that sum but tliat they were willing to make the 
l*i*esent which was usually given on a Siibab’s first coming to the Government, 
lie appeared so incensed that bo order’d tim Tlionsaud M(,*n into the Dutch 
Town with Dii'cclioiis to demolish and plunder the Houses and Peojile on the 
first Signal. He then demanded their Guns, Aminunition and (.’olours but was 
at last pacify’d with a jm'sent of Four Hundred and Fifty 'I'housand Siee*a 
Itupees. The Freneb wi'ro threatened and tiasated much in the samn Manner, 
and were obliged to pay Three Hundred 'riiousand Siecas ; this Account we can 
adirm to be true as we- liad it from the Gentlemen tbemselves. 

Wc ai*e infornu'd that Mr. llicbavd Becher, Chief, Council of Di\^cea 
were suvon ruled by the Nabob’s Forrtes and obliged to surrender tb<'mselv(‘s 
Prisoners .and are now in tlic French Factory there, tin; Freiudi Chi(*f having 
fiassed bis Word for their Appearance. All the Company’s Effects and Money 
bi'ing seized lor the Nabob’s 

Mr. P('t('r Aniyatt, Chief at Luekypore, escaped on Board a Sloop and has 
saved about 60,000 Uu])e('s in Money and Goods of your Honours’ Esiatr;, .Mr. 
I'liomas Boddam has likewise saved froiiT Bfillasore about 0,0(f0 lliijieo.s, lliey 
arc now with ilr. Drake, and the rest o*f the Gentlemen whd are on board 
Country Ships at Fultab. ^ 

Enclosed is a letter from Mr. Drake a)id the Gentlemen Irelow with Our 
answer. We did not think it adviseable to act as we were of Opinion that the 
Gentlemen who bad deserted the Fort bad by that Step abdicated their Several 
Stations in the Company’s Service and bad not Power to inrleinnifyo ns if ymir 
Honours should not approve of the Measures they might dirc'ct us to take, .and 
We are of Ojiinion that as they bad wrote to the Goveriiour and Council of 
Madrass for Assistance, and as AVo bad since wrotti an Account of the taking of 
Calcutta, I think it more adviseable to wait till we’ have Answ'ers from Matlrass,* 
and are well informed wdiat Measures ihe Governour and Council there may be 
able to take to re-establish the Hou’ble Company’s Affairs in Bengal, then 
meanly to return into a ruined aiid open Town which the Nabob may possibly 
consent to in Hoj)cs of still further Plunder on the Arrival of any of your 
Honour’s Ships, as We think he is not to be trusted after Affairs have gone the 
Length the}’’ have. 

Enclosed is a Translate of the Nabob’s Letter to tbo Hon’ble George Pigot. 
Esq™, on which wo must beg Leave to remark that the Chief of Cossimbnzar 
wrote a Letter to the Nabob that he was pei'suadcd Mr. Drake would deliver up 
Rojebullub’s Son and Wealth, who is tiiie Ferson Hie Nabob means in his .Letter, 
whenever he thought proper to demand him, at which as the Chief was assured 



from Coja Wazeod wlio delivered the Letter tliat the Nabob seemed then satis- 
fied. \Vliethor the Nabob applied afterwards to Calcutta for tho Delivery of 
this ^lan w<i cannot say. 

Since writing tho above Mr. Gray Jun'' one of your Honour’s Servants has 
given us an Account of the Attack and taking of Cahaitta, he being present the 
whole Lime, wliich we now enclose, and here w^e must bog Leave to inform your 
Honours that Mr. William Mackett’s Intentions was not to leave tho Fort, 
but his Wife having miscarried the night before, ho thought it incumbent on 
him to see her safe on board a Ship, when he wanted to return hut would get 
no Conveyance though We are informed he offered a Thousand Rupees for a Boat. 
Enetos’d is an Account of the Company’s Servants 'tind Officers on board the 
Ships at Fullah. 

Wo have since tbe above received another letter from the Gentlemen at 
Fultali which wo now enclose with onr Answer thereto. We hope your 
Honours will not blame our Conduct in this Affair, as what we have done was 
to the best of our Judgment and we flatter ourselves their Protest will liavc no 
Weight with your Honours, as we think they may vvith raoi’e Propriety bo 
charged with what Damages and Wrongs both have and may ensue by tho 
Deprivation of tho Company’s Privileges as contained in the Royal Phirmauud, 
And We are «)f opinion that the immediate Possession of Calcutta in its present 
ruin’d Condition (lan be of no Service to the Company, neither do wo think it 
adviscable or safe to trust any of the Company’s Effects there till a sufficient 
Force arrives to defend the Place against the Nabob in Case be should think 
proper to attack it again. We being of Opinion as we mentioned before that 
no Trust or Confidence can be reposed in liira. 

AVe were rclo.ased by the Nabob at Hugbley on his Return from tbo Tak- 
ing of Calcutta, and wore delivefed to the French Governour of Cbandernagore, 
from w'liom the Nabob took a receipt for us, and ordered him to send us safe to 
Madrass. We h.avo received here tbo most humane Treatment, and have now 
no Soldiers and Sailors in their Hospital who are all supplied witli Diet and 
C loath ingt 

AVc assure your Honours that the above Account relating to Ourselves and 
our Transactions is in every particular true and just, and what regards the Tak- 
ing pf Calcutta is from tho host Information we could get, in which we have 
taken particular Care not to be deceived or biass’d by Favour or Prejudice. 
AVe hope from your Candour that you will make Allowances For us as Men and 
consequently falliable for any Errors in Judgment wo may h.ave committed. 
AVe being conscious of having acted as Faitlifull Servants, what wo thought 
most for the Interest of the* ILou’ble Company therefore Hatter Ourselves we 
shall meet with your Future Favour, We being entirely ruined haviug lost 
every Thing evtfn to our Cloaths and*Neoes.sarys,

On the I?"* of June the Enemy Attack’d the Redoubt at Perrins, about 
Noon and at 3 O’clock in the Afternoon 40 Men wdth 2 Field Pieces were sent 
to the ‘Assistance of thHt Place wlicre, in the Engagement, the Moors from be- 
hind the Trees & Bushes killed 2 Europeans, one of whom w as Ralph Thoresyy, 
^About 8 O'clock an 18 Pounders came out to Perrins, and the 2 Field Pieces with 
tho Reinforcement that had been sent in the Afternoon went back to their 
former Stations. In the Night Lieut‘ Pacard who had the Command at 
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Perrins, Sallied out upon, the Enemy & having drove them their Guna, 
Spiked up 1 of thei^, and brought dway some Atnmunition. 

On the 18^'* about 9 O’clock in the Moriiing ‘our Outworks wore attaclvcd.^ 
Small Parties were dispatched to the Tops of some of the Higliost Houses from 
thence, to annoy the Enemy on thc^r Approach. Among.st those Mess" Charles 
Smith, and Robert Wilkinson had the misfortune to he killed. Mou“' La Uonne, 
who with a small Party* was posted at the Gait bravely defended it for Six' 
Hours, till himself and most of his Menbeius wounded, they were Obliged to 
retire within the Battery at the Court House. In the Evening, the Enemy 
killing & Wounding sever/il of -our Men .surrounding us on all Si(le.s, We 
were Ord«n‘cd to retreat from Our Outworks (after having spiked up our Gufts) 
and take po.ssession of tin; Church, Mr. Cruttenden’s, Eyres and the Company’s 
Houses, which AVe quietly kppt all Night. 

The Enemy On the Morning of the 19“* advanced upon us & still surround- 
ing us killed and wounded some of our Mon. AVo wore Order’d to retire from 
the Church and Houses w(‘ had taken possession 'of the Night before, & come 
within the Port. The Ladies and Wounded Men were sent on ho’rd tiu; Ships. 
The Governour Al‘(!S.s" Mauuingham, Kranl<laud, Alacketf, Command' Minclnn 
Cap' Alex' Grant, AftfSB” Cruttenden, Alapletoft, Sumner, Billers, O’Hard, Rider 
Tooke, Senior Ellis, Vassmer, Orr, Ijoycestcr, Charltdn, with Sfweral of the Mili- 
tary & Militia lied on Board the Ships and went dpwn the River, which greatly 
dispirited our Mtm. lnim<?diatcly.upon tho jG«>vernour going off, Air. llolwcll 
was unanimously chosen in liis room (Air. Pearkoij who w’as liis Senior in 
Council* delivering him up the Charge of the factory till the Troubles should 
ceas(?). Tl»e now Governour made a Publick Declaration of his detesting Air. 
Drake's base Plight, at the same time encouragingAhe Alilitary to hold out the 
Si(‘ge, with a promisci 6f 3 Chests of the CompAny*s Treasure containing 2,100 
Rap‘ among them if they could keep the place. But ujuni ,so many of the 
Principal Officcr.s leaving u.s, the Soldiers could not hq hindered from breaking 
ill to the Rooms of those that were gone & taking from tlieucx? what W'ine dr 
Spirits came in tlteir Way, by which getting drunk they began to ho mutinous 
Sc unruly. lu lho Night a Corporal and 5G Aleu, most of them Dutch deserted 
ns and w(?ut over the Walls to the Enemy. 

' Next Alorning tho Enemy having got possession of the Top of tjie phurch 
Sl Houses round the Port, from tlience gall’d Our Alcn with their Small Arms, 
killing Several of them, (among whom was Cap' Smith) and wounding many 
of our Olhcers. The Church comnlhnded otir Walls in such a manner tliat the 
Aten could not stand to tlie Guns, and the Oflicers were 01)1 iged to go about 
and present Cock’d Pistoles at tlic Soldiei;s to make them mount tlie Walls 
which were almost deserted, but they, whenever they were out of Sight, Skulk’d 
& would not get up. About Noon the Gttvernour & Council th«ught it propel 
to write to the Nabob & Duan demanding Truce and accommodation, hnt had 
no answer returned. The Ship P^’ince George which had hitlun'to lay’u before 
Perrins (from whence our forces had been some Time xVithdrawn) xvas Order’d 
down abreast of the Port, but in the AVay unluckily a’an ashore by the 
misconduct of the Pilot Prancis Morris, and was taken by the Aloors. About 1* 
O’clock in the Afternoon, the Enemy call’d out to us not to Two, in Consequence 
of which the Governour shoxved a Flag of Truce and gave Orders for us ifot to 
lire, upon wlueU the Enemy in vast numbers came under our Walls & at once 
set fire to tho AVindows which were stopt up witli Cotton Bales, began to breake 
open the Port Gate & Scaled our Walls on all Sides. This put ifs in the utmost 
confusion. Some rushed out at the Gate towards tho Riv<!r to take possession 
of a Boat that lay half in and half out of the Water, and in an Instant it wa,s so . 
laden that it was impossJLble to get it oflP. In the mean time the Aloors" sur- 
rounded & showed them signs of Quarter^ upon which they delivered themsel ves 
up. Some of them went to the Nabob himself, and even by'htfh pardoned, ati3 
others, Avhilat the Enemy were busy about the plunder,* got into a BoatA:) went 
down the River to .the Ships at that Time lying of Surmon’s Gardens. ,But 
most of those rempiincd in the Port wore put into the Black Hole to the Number 
of 146 of whom 123 were Miserably Suffocated by the Heat, occasioned by so 
many being Shut tip in so Small a Place. Among those that unhappily suffered 
were Atess” Eyre, Baiilie, Coales, t)umbleton, J.^nK8, lliVeley, Law, Jebb, Garse,

Valicotirt, TJellamy, Sen' Drake, Byng, Dalrymplo, P. Johnston, Street, Stephen, 
& Edward Page, CUvul, Dod, Torriano, Kuaptdn, Ballard, Cap*^layton,'\yithering. 
ton, Buchanan, Lineh, Hays, Simpson, Blagg, Bishop, Paefird, Bellamy, Ensg" 
Scott & Weddorhurn. Among those tliat had been in the Black Hole, hut came 
out alive were Mess™ lIohv(ill," Court, Burdet't and Ensign SValcot who were sent 
up to Muxadavad in Irons, & Mess™ Cooke and Lushington who . got down 
to the ships. 

At the Tinm the Port was taken there was not above the Number of 20 
Men upon the t^lls. The greatest part of the Soldiers were drunk, and those 
that were sober w^ere quite fatigued with Continual hard Duty and want ota 
regular Distribution of Provisions. ,

might hemiisinformed in regard to the Governour & Couimjls not making any 
proposals to the Nabob for sm Accommodation, Mr. Watts therefore went to see 
Sereo Babhoo, Coja Waxecd’s Duanat Chinehura, and enquired of him w'hat Ho 
knew of the matter, to which ho i*eplycd that he was down sev'eral Times in 
Calcutta, and that the last 'J'imo ^Hh was th(ii*e He told the Governour the Nabob 
was marching down, to which lie answered that the sooner he- came the bettor, 
and that he would make another Nabob, with other harsh expressions Tie was 
ashamed to mention. 'VV^hen the Nabob was at Hannah Ghat, which is about 
Two Days IMarch from Hughteyi.Coia Wazeed, llis maslcj' wrote him immetliately 
to go to Calcutta, that ho went as far as Bamagur, hut there received a message 
from his Gomifstah in Calcutta not by any means to proceed for Ommichund 
v'as confined, and he would he so likewise oh His arrival, ou which advi<;o ho 
returned to Hughloy, that when the Nabob was at Banhabuzar, Scree Babhoo 
was in ^ie C amp from whence Tie wrote to Mr. Drake cnclositig tlio Form of a 
Letter to the Nabob for the Governour to get wrote fair & sign, which the 
Governour accordingly did, hut this Letter did not arrive till the Nabob was at 
Mr^ Kollsall’s Gardens ; and Hostilities had been tlwm commenced at Tanais Fort,* 

Scree Babhoo delivered the Letter hut it was too late, and the Nabob tlien 
too Incensed to reply to it. ^ 

. 2. Seree Babhoo also informed M' Watts that W Drake at Fulta have 
WToie to M'^Bisdom, the Dutch Directore at Cliinehura, and enclosed him Letters 
for Coja Wazeed, Monickehund, Hoy dullub & Golamllossein Cawn,desiringtheir 
Interest with the Nabob to he admitted again into Calcutta; upon M' Bisdom’s 
Receipt of tliese Letters Ho 8<?nt to Coja Wazeed to desire a Couferenee to whicji 
Coja Wazeed answered, that the Nabob might at this Time take umbrage at^ 
any private Meeting, therefore requested He would s(;nd some Person of Trust 
to him to let him know what he had to impart. Accordingly M' Bisdom sent his 
.Secretary*with the "Letters .for the fore Mentioned. Person, and who also ac> 
qnainted Coja Wazeed with the desire the English had of being re-established 
in Calcutta, to whieh Coja Wazeed replyed, that as the Letters were wrote in 
English and only signed they would have no Force, the^e^(Kre it was necessary 
for to have them Tran8ljite<? into Persians and semt down to M**’ Drake to have 
his seal put tp them ^whon lie would deliver them to the yefpective People, 
except Golara Hosseiu Cawu, who is turned out of the Province. Sereo Bablido 
•said He had Orders from his Master Coja Wazeed to tell jVp Watts to writn 
to ill' Drake tliat He would deliver bis Letter Agreeable to His desire, hut l3e 
imagined if the Nabob did, so far Comply with* His request to admit tho 
English into Caikiatta, it would not ho upon better terms than the Portugeese & 

, prussions Trade on, which is to pay Duties and Hire Houses & Ware Hpu^ 
for thdfnselves & Goods, lie likewise says that We must not Expect to be ,|>^t 
inter possession of Fort William again, and that Seree Babhoo from 33tis 
ingenuously told M' Watts that.the only method to ro-estabKsh CalouttA 
Creditable Terms would he to proceed to Madrass and there Concert in eiastt^ 
-with the Governour &Qounci!, and to return with strength sufficient t<> enfp^<| 
any Petitions We hlid ta make. * : 



3. We must beg leave to observe here that Coja Wazced’s Opinion ontively 
coincides with what W.e have already wrote you. 

4. We must 'beg Iieave further to remark to your Honours that in our Letted 
to M' Drake Dated the 8"' July, We wrote them as follows “ Had your 
« Honours thought proper to treat before the Nabob readied Calcutta,* We 
« pretty certain a sum of money would have made all Easy, prevented 
» the Ix)s8 of the Settlement and the ruined of many Thousands, and Wo wn-oto, 
“ to your Honours &™, to that purpose when we Were olT Hughley, the only oppor-* 
« tunitj We had while in the Camp, and are informed the letter came to hand ” 
"to which in their Answer they made 'no reply, therefore, if they had made ^ny 
application they should have acquainted us that Wo were wrongly informed, 
which as they did not*, it appears to us a Tacil> confessiou that they made none 
at least before it was too late.

1. The present melancholly sitjtation of your Allairs in Bengal will 
appear a very suQicieut Apology for our not addressing yon in the usual 
hn'in of yoiir Council, some artj killed, some Prisoners and those wlio remain 
.retired with M" Drake; wo know not well whether you have been doubtless 
long since luformed of Ali Verde Khan having named Seir Rajah Dowlat his 
Successor to this Province iu prejudice of his Nephew's Newages Mahmud 
Khan. & Sahih Ham, The-formor ofwhioh had his residonco at Mu-vadavad, 'I'he 
Latter inProoneau Country of whichhe was Nabob. The Succession of Seir Dow- 
lat notwithstanding this Preference was greatly doubted, his Creditors wore Rich 
and powerful, both men of niuch more experience in Life, the one .esteemed of 
Abilities greatly superior. Fortune howover had adopted hinf «fe took Care to 
pave his Avay to that Point Of Grandeur to which ho is now arrived. In De* 
♦comber last died Newages Mahmud Khan,«a few months after the Nabob of 
Proonean, & on the 9 of April Ali Verdi Khan breathed his last. The Widow, 
of Newages for some Time inaintained a faint Shew of Opposition to. the suc- 
cession of Seir Raja Dowlat in favour of a Boy named Murjidel Dowlat, Nephew 
to Seir Rajah Dowlat, & who had been adopted by her late husband. But 
deserted By her adherents she was necessitated to drop it & to Claim the Protec- 
tion of Seir l[lajaU Dowlat at this Time firmly established. Kissendas, Sou 
to> Rajabullub,. who had long acted as Prime Minister to Newages Mabniud 
Khan is said to have retired to Calcutta in March last with immense riches 
‘ of his Fathers & of the Widow of his late niastor. Tlie protection granted to this. 
Han & the refusal of delivering him up when demanded is universally behoved . 
to be the Cause of all our Mi8rortttne.s. Um1}rage ta*ken at some New Works of 
Fortification which were carriying on at Calcutta & artful Insinuations to the# 
Nabob that the English were putting themselves in a State fo make war upon 
him may bo the Pretences. Onthe SS'"* of May the ’Factory at Cossknbuzai^ 
was Invested by a Body .of about 600 men. Ttom that Time, tiU the 8"* of j^^une 
fresh Forces were daUy arriving, when the Niitnber is said to have consisted 
of 60,000. Tha,t day the Nabob Seir Baja Dowlat likewise arrived with a large . 
Body of Horse, the Bear of liis Army . The ^day ed! following he is said to p 
have dispatched a Messenger tO Si* ‘l^atts td dignify hiS desire of a Oonfnrenpe ; , 
whdv h|m. - This was; Cotoplyed 
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thfin lie was made Prisoner «fe' the messenger returned to the Pactcry for 
Collet »& Batson, the only two Gentlemen in Cpanoil at that time at 
Cossirahuzar. He told them tlicir Presence was necessary to undersign a Paper 
to which M*' Watts had set his Xame & which without tlveirs would not be 
valid. Tliose two Gentlemen likewise wait'd on the Nabob. The latter was 
immediately made Prisoner & the i’()rtner sent back to the Paetory with Orders 
to the OfUoer \yl\o commanded to deliver it up to whoever the Nabob should 
appoint to take possession of it wdth Guns ammuntion His Orders were 
conformed to & the Nabob took jmssession of it the 6“*. This done Orders wore 
issued for the March of the Army towards Calcutta. For the* Particnlai's of* 
tl»e' Siege of that Place & Fort Willi.n.m wo must beg l(>avo to refer your 
Honours to some of those Gcutlemen who continued .in the Fort till it w'ys 
taken. The Accounts wa? have vary much and are difficult to reconcile, all agree 
in this tliai many Bravo men have died miserably, whose Lives might have 
been saved by the smallest degree of good Conduct & Resolution in their 
Loader.s.

1.. As it is probable a vessel may he dispaWthcal for Europe by the Presi- 
(lent ifc Council of Fort S‘ Gcxirge or some other Nation settled on the Christ 
and a Convi'yanec offering from hence to VizagaiKitam. We think it onr Duty 
to give Your Honours some A(;eount of an Event \vhi(;h must he of the utmost 
(consequence to your trade. It is with the greatest concm-n AV^e lind ourselvavs 
under the rmeossity of transmitting your Honours such Disagreeable new’s, tVI:/ 
shall beg leave to coniine ourselves to Generals fo’r the present referring to a 
future Address for the particulars of the Affair. 

2. Upon the Receipt of your Packett by the Delaicar Wc thought it nccp&~ 
sary to put ourselves in the best posture of defence wc; could, &for tliat putpo.se 
gave directions to have the laue of Guns towards the River repaired & strength- 
ened. While wc were carrying on this work a Pei'wonnah, arrived from the 
Nabob Surajud Dowla (who had succeeded to the Government upon the Death 
of Aly Ver do Qawn) forbidding ns to Erect any new Works, or dig a Ditch 
which he was informed we were doing. 

3. As w'O esteemed this a very unreasonable prohibition, The President 

nuide the following reply by the approbation and consent of the Board. 'I'hat we 
'W(ire not erecting any new Fortifications, but only* Repairing onr AVharf whielt 
had been much damaged by the Freshes, and that he had been misinformed iu 
regard to the Ditch, having dug none since the Invasion of the Marattbes 
which had been executed by the r(?quest3 of our Inhabitants and with the 
approbation of Aly Ai'’er de Cawn himself; That wo had received advice of there * 
being a likelihood of a rupture betw'ecn the French «& us, & as they had disre- 
gardqd the neutrality of tlie, Moguls Dominions in the i'asfwar by attacking Afad- 
rass, We were under some apprehensions of their making some attempt upon our 
Settlement should there he a Declaration of war between the two Nations, for 
which reason we thought it necessary to be upon our Guard Sc make our place 
as defensible as wp could. •

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4. Tlie Nabob was at that Time encamped at Rajamaul, & the Gentlemen 
at Cossimbuzar a few days after informed us That he was mucli incensed at the 
foregoinj? leply & had ordered their Factory to be Invested with a party of 
llorsernen. 'I’liis was confirmed in a second Letter from them with advice that 
a large llody of 'rroops were a(3tually placed upon tliem,& that more were daily 
expected, for which Reason tlujy desired a reinforcement of Military and a 
supply of stores. Another Letter from those Gentlemen advised us that Troous 
were daily station’d on them, Ti»at tlie Nabob himself was returning from 
Rajamaul, That a Train of Artillery was ordered to be planted against them, & 
that he threatened to attack their Factory as soon as ho arrived. In this Letter 
.they requested us to Complain against TTuknmbeg liis Duan, for their Fxtor. 
tions of late years, a.s (hey look’d u|)on them to be the investigators of these dis* 
turhances.

5. Upon the Receipt of this Letter, ‘VVe transmitted them a blank Arasdass 
for them to insert tlio Complaint against Hukumbeg & his Duan, as they who 
were on the Spot must bo the best J udges what to wu-ite, and directed them to 
remonstrate in that Arasda.ss the injury done us in Surrounding our Factory 
upon so frivolous & unju.st a prertenco; the falsity of which he might I)e satis^ 
fied of by sending a person to Examine Report, the works we Aven; Carivin*’' 
on. \?e likewise order’d tkoin to endeavour all in their Power to Accomodate 
the matter, hut on no Ac(!ount to mention the demolition of any works; That 
in the present situation of A'ifairs we thought it inore adviseablc to Sooth the 
Nabob than to provoke him, which sending up a reinforcennent might occasion 
& tlKwefonj we thought it best to defer tlie supply they had requested, & 
Directed them That in case the Nabob carried matter’s to extremity &, attack’d 
their Factory to make tlie best defence they could till the Waters rose, and 
then to'/etrcJkt Avith their Garrwon to Calcutta. ’ 


6. Two other Letters arrived from M'- Watts & his Council with intelligence 
fa further number of ^Troops having surrounded their factory, (liat the, 
’ ob Avas daily expected at Muxadavad, Avhen it wms imagined they avouM 
ally .be attack’d. In the former of these Letters they informed us tliat ouc

7. This Letter AA^as taken into consideration by the Board & for many 
.strong rojaspns it A\as judged more adviseahle to promi.se the Demolition o’f 
tho.se work.s than hazard a rupture with the Nabol) at a Juncture that we were 
so little [)repared for it. Accordingly an Arassdass was wrote to that Effect & 
Triplicate of it forAA'arded to the Chief & Council at Cossimimzar for them to 
get deliv<*red. Tliese Letters Moss™- Watts & Collet acquaint us were not 
received Avhile the Factory remained in our Hands. 

8. On the 7"* June Ave rccciAaMi tlie disagreeable News of Cossimhuznr 
Factory being DeliAxwed up to the Nabob, avIio had made M’- Watts a Prisoner 
upon his going to Visit them, that the Nabob on his arrival before Cossimbuzar 
demanded the Chief to come out & see him, tho Nabob’s Duan, Avho Commanded 
the Van of the Army, Ai'riting the Chief a Letter that he Might come out with 
great .safety, that he Avould introduce him to the Nabob. Upon this it was 
tbought proper to send the Surgeon of the Factory to the Duan, who returned 
& assured tlie Chief he might go out with great Security ; from these a.ssurances 
<<0 the Paohowterah Droogah for Collectm’ of the Customs being sent by the 
Duan to tlie Chief with a present of Beetle & to conduct him to the Duan tv ho 
was to introduce him to the Nabob, he by the advice & opinion of all the 
OentEuien of the Fa'ctofy and Officer of the Garrison wont & was by tne 
Duan presented to tho Nabob, Avho ordered him into confinement, & forced 
him to sign a Muchulka to the following purport ; That we should give no 
protection to the King’s subjects ; That We should destroy any new Fortifloa* 
tions wo had raised & fill up, the neAv Ditch, and that if it could be proved, We 
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had granted Dustacks to any Persons that were not Entitled to them, tlie Loss 
sustained by tlie Government in tho Custom ’ should be Tnado good by the 
Company. These Letters likewise informed us the Nabob inteiuW to inarch 
to Calcutta with his \vhote Army Avhich noAv amounted to 60,000 Men, besides 
ft very largo Train of Artillery. 

9. Upon The Receipt of this Intelligence, Wc thought it expedient to put 
our Town (which ff^as extremely open towards the Laiui) in t lie, best posture 
of Defence we could by throwing up such outworks as the shortness of our 
Time would admit of, conformable to I’lans laid before us for that purpose, * 

' which was accordingly executed. Tlie Militia were likewise SuininonM Sc 

TrainM, and everything ih onr pow^er prepared to sustain our attack iu ivise.

10. The K)*” of June the A^an of his Army appear’d before the Redoubt 
at Perrins, and about one in* the afternoon attempted to force a passage that way 
in the Town, hut were bravely Hcpulsed by the Parly stationed there, uumhors 
of them being killed, Wbicli made them decamp iu tho Night from thence, 
and Enter the Town from the eastward, at which quarter it was not iu our 
power to proyent their getting in. On the morning of the IS"' Tlujy licgnn tho 
attack of our Lines, and after a very warn\ fire the whole Day, One of our 
Ratteries were obliged to Retreat; which made it Mccessary to recall the rest 
that They might not lx* tait olf by tlie Ruemy iu tlu; Rear. 

11. The next morning they commenced a lirisk tire upon the Fort which 
they continued the whole Bay and great part of Sunday tlie 20"’; And having 
gained pos.sessiou of tho several Houses near the Factory arid the Cliureli, They 
destroyed a gri'at many of our Ollieers & private Men, who hi*ing harassM out 
with continual Duty Sc the Enemy overpowering us with their nurnbiu-s, the 
\^^•.llls were sealed on the Evening of the 20'^ and tho Port surrender’d upon 
|)i'omiso of their civil Treatment of the Prisoners. 

12. AVe have now given your Honours a summary relation of tho Nabob’s 

proceedings at Cossimbuzar, bis March against Calcutta, the attack and capture 
of that Pj.'ice. • 

13. There heing some Country Vessels in the River, such of the Tuhahitants 
as could escape liaA^e been coiitined in tliem & sulTered tlie greatest dt'stross, 
most of tliem having lost ovei'y thing tlity had & scarce sav’d the CloMtlis,on 
their hacks, which has induced us to take the liberty of maintaining them 
at Your Honour’s exiieueo, which we Hatter ourselves will not be disapproved 
of, MTien it is considered hoAv general the Calamity has been, & wbat num- 
bers bad it not in their poAver to subsist tliemsidves by any means whatever. 

IT. Our^emaining here so long has been owing to our Judging it abso- 
lutely necessary to keep the River in order to re-establish ours<di-es in tlx’se 
Provim;es, for which purpose wc liave jipplied to the President & Council 
of Port S’ George to assist us Avith all tlie Force they can possibly spare from 
the Calls of their own Coasts, & have deputed Charles Manninghain Efiq“' to 
sati.sfye them of the necessity of exerting thcniselves on this occasion for .re- 
covering your Honours Settlements, Rights & PriA'iledges iu these Provinces. 

As yet we have received no Answer from those Gentlemen tho’ AVe daily expect 
one, and AA’e hope they will not refuse or delay sending us down a considerr 
able Body nf Troops as scon as they received our Letter, upon that head; as 
their ai’rival at this Juncture AA’Ould Enable us to Re-Establish your Honours 
in all the Priviledges & Immunities of the Royal Phermaund, the Country 
being involved in troubles by the appointment o*f another Snhah from Dilly 
who is Joined by some Royal Troops & several consuleiahle Jummadars that 
have deserted Surajud DowTa. There is likewise an Invasion expected from the 
Mavrattoes as soon as tho Rliins take off, & by the intelligence Ave have received 
from Cossimbuzar the Nabob is greatly embarassed. 

15. AVe have likewise applied to the President and Council of Bombay 
for a supply of Troops, and in case Tliase tw'o Presideneys givM us the necessary 
assistance, YV’e may hope^n a short time to acquaint your Honours of our 
being Re settled ujion a secure and respectable footing. 

16. 'I'bo Gentlemen at Luckipore and Bulratygnrry liaA-e safely Avitbdrawn 
their Factories pursuant to our Orders & brought away all their Alilitary 
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stwos with what Cash and Elipcts were laying in llieir respective Factories. 
Those at Dacca could not do tlie same for want of conveyances, all their Boats 
being seized by the Nabob of that Place, but were obliged to suiTcndev after 
tlujy heard of the Loss of Fort William. 

17. By the next conveyances Wc shall, transmit your ITono^i’s Copy s of 
our Proceedings since the Loss of Calcutta, with the Cash Account & what 
other Papers arc material ; and arc with tlic greatest llespccu

1, On a late perusal of your Fulta Consultation on the .luly I find 
myself called upon (amongs^ others of the surviving Members of tho Council 
of War held in Calcutta tho 18'*’ of June last) to attest the assertion of 
Mess”* Maiiningham & Frankland touching their being ordered by that Council 
of War “ To Embark the European Women On Board the Dodaly and llili' 
pence with a Dotaclimeut of 30 Men to Guard the said Ships, with directions 
to move the Dodaly clear of the small Craft with which she was encumbered 
aud of the Enemy’s Fire.” Most sorry I am Gentlemen to fmdmywdf obliged 
to speak on a subject so very disagreeable* to my Memory, but the whole 
prowedings of that Council .’ipf)earing to my conception of so extraordinary 
a nature joined to the consideration of My minute and dissent in Council 
the less August last (against any allowance being made the owners of the 

'Dodaly for her Loss and Damages) that I cannot remain silent without 
inepring my Own Censure as well as the imputation from you of much in- 
justice ill my Minute above referred to. 'J'hus far I thought it necessary to 
apologize forgiving you trouble at this Juncture, %nd shall with your Leave 
proceed to speak with that strict regard W'hich every Gentleman owes to truth 
not only to the particulars^ 1 am Called on by those Gentlemen to attest but 
to the whole proc<-*edings of that Council of the 14)'** July, and consider the de- 
, fence Mess'” Manningham & Frankland there make foj deprivingthe Company’s 
Forts, Effects & Garrison of the Succour of that Ship, and then submit the Jus- 
tice of my said Minute and dissent to the determination of yourselves and my 
Uon’blc Employers. ' 
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2. That the European Women was Ordorod’to bo Embarlcod by the Council 
of War of the. 18"' is true, but that Moss’’^ Manninii^ham and Frank land should 
embark them was no part of the Order, those Gentlejnen tendered themselves for 
that Service to which none Objected publiekly thou^di Myself with many Others 
thought their Stations, both civil 'and Military, were of such Importance as 
might well have excused tliem from that Service. 

3.. That there was any particmlar Order relative to tlio Dili (fence. I do not re- 
member and think 1 can trucly Attest tin; cont rary to. Mrs. Drake, ]Mrs. Mapletof t 
Mrs. Coates iSb Mrs. IVedderburn witli their Faniily’s being Embarked on Board 
that V'essel was purely tins result of my own Advice to them imagining the Dodthf 
would be extreamly crowded, and they had my Order to be received on Board, the 
shij) being under my directions. 

'I. That a det achment * of 30 Men was Ordered for the Defence of those 
Ships I do not remember and should certainly have objected to any such mea- 
sure had it been proposed whilst I was in the Council of War as it certainly 
was botti iinprudent & noodle.ss. Im])nidont it w'onld have b'cen a considcrahle 
w'oakcoing a Fatigued Garrison who Iiad haredy a redief for duty, and needless 
whilst the Shi 2 )s remained under tin* cover of onr h'ort. 

5. That tho.se Gtmtiemen had directions to r.imove tlie Doddhj clear of the 
small craft wdtli \Adiich .she was encuinhcred .and of tbe Enemy’s Fire are asser- 
tions to me totally New, and t can truely attest whs no part of the Order of the 
Council of IVar, nor know I from what (Quarter siudi directions went, hut if she 
really was eiuminbered Avith small Craft, there would surely have heeu more 
pvoj)ri(‘ty iu moving tliem than her oAvn on sujipbsition that jivopricty was not 
attended to. let surely whatcA'er directions those Gentlenieu had, ditl not, nor 
could imply thattliey AAcre to remove her low ‘is Mr. JMargass’s IIousi', a Sta- 
tion whore she was more exposed to the Fiunny’s Fire had they taken the Y\dvan- 
tage, <leprived of tlie Beuetit of our Guns and small Anns, and rendei'cd useless 
as to the Detenee or Succour of the Setthnuent, and coAtvnry to Mr. IVTanning*- 
liam’s exjn'css Fromise to me that I should not Stir from under the Cover of tlie 
Fort, 

0, Touching the otlier part of the charge laid against those Gentlemen hy 
the b'olony as a just Ohjeet ion to Mr. Manningham being sent to the Presidency 
of Fort S' (»eorg<!, «/V., that of tlieir refusing joining the Councils when sent tor, 
1 can form no Judgment further than I can Collect from the defence of those 
Gentlemen as entm-od in the Consultation of tlie 14"‘ July, being a stranger to 
the nature of Ibe Ordi'rs tbe President sent by Captain "Wedderburn and subse- 
quently by Mr. Holme for their return to the Fort. I Avas myself hut just come 
in from the center Battery when th(i Council of "War in tlic evening of the 18"* 
Avas ealhxl, and having been the p receed in g^ Night and day exhausted with con- 
tinued fatigued Avithout rest or J'’ood, as soon as the Council of Broke uj) 
I retired in hopes of getting a little repose not doubting but the Resolution of 
it AA'onld haA’'e lieen strictly obey’d, whicli Avere That the European Womeuj Tlio 
Comiiany’s Treasure, and I think their essential Book-s & Papers should be em- 
barked that Night on Bo.ard tbe Dodaly, but wbetber this last Avas entered on 
the Minutes of that Council, I cannot bepossitive, but perfectly recollect a dis- 
course 1 had Avith Mr. Manningham on the projiriety of it just as the Council 
Broke up, and indeed I ever thouglit unlill I joined your Councils here, that both 
tbe Treasm'e and Books had been embarked, antf hero I cannot omit remarking 
that better no reason at all had been given for the neglect of a me;isuro of sucti 
importance to the Comjiany than That whicli staiufs on the Consultation of the* 
A ugusr. But it is tinAc I come to consider the I’h'as made use of Viy Mess’'" Man- 
ningham & Frankland for their not returning to the Port: AVliich arc that “a 
little efier One in the morning Mr. Lindsay came on Board and informed them 
lie left a Generaf Assembly sitting, That the Cajitain of the Artllbn’y had re- 
pork?d there Avas not Two days ammunition,’ That inapy of tlie Military & 
Militia Avere in Liquor and Mutinous, That it was the unanimous opinion the Fort 
was not Ttmablo, That a retreat was resolved on, That Mr. Ilolwcll was strenuoui 
of its being made immediately and op 2 >osed by Mr. Baillie particularly, That tbe 
whole of the common Peoide were in confinsion, and that nothing AA'as determined 
on.” "Without, Gentlemen, my Entering particularly into the Merit of these Pleas, 
let U8 consider the weight of these Gentlemen's seats in Council and their impor. 
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tance as l)oaring the Names and Authority, Fit;ld Offieers and Col"‘ & Lieu'- Colonei 
of the Mililia, and I think an ipipartial Eye will at first sight pronounce that there 
was not One of tlui Ideas Urged by them in defences of their not returning into the 
Eort, hut sliould have urged Their Immediate rejoining Our Councils, though they 
had no Orders from the President for that Pur‘j)ose. In place of waiting On Board 
For the detatchment and removing tlie Dodaly a second Time that Night as low as 
GoviTulpfua?, runit\g that Sliip and the Latlies on Board into Ten Times the 
Bisque from the Enemy, they ought rather to have returned with the Ship on 
the Elood under our Guns, to have Favoured tho Embarkation of the Cotn})any’s 
Bqoks & Treasure, (which they knew were not on Jloard) and the Ketreat of 
the Garrison. Air. Lindsay informed tlsein tho Council was siting, That our 
Councils were divided, and that when tic left the Fort all was in confusion, nothing 
determined on, which was J ruo, the Council not breaking up untill near 1 in 
the morning, without any thing being resolved on, but dt'siring the retreat with- 
out, iu my .rudgment, a sitigh; rcvison being urged in defence of. The presence, 
weight and authority of those Gentlemen might have made our Councils unani- 
mous, or hav(i given a Happy majority for a General retreat, have prevented the 
Unhappy defection of the Fn'sident, tho Otfieers and part of the Garrison the 
Tiext morning, and have been the cause of saving the Puhlick and private property 
lodged in the Fort as avcU as the Lives of many who fell a Miserable Sacrifice 
by our Retreat being cut olT,. tho ])rimary c.ause of which I must still attribute 
to the Retreat of the Ship to Mr. Alargass’s House and Govindpore on the Night 
of th<; 18'’* without order or tho knowledge of any one in the Garrison. It was 
Urged I know «fc asserhul hj'^ Afv. Frankland in Council the August when I on- 
teved my Minuter and dissent to the payment of tho ^odaly*s Loss & Damages, 
tl\at those G«mtlemen had Orders for moving the Ship down, and I ht-.g Leave to 
remind you tliat I asked thtf President touehing this Assertion who iu your 
pretuinco declared, lie neither gave such Orders Jior knew of any such being 
given — therefore on the .whole I lioj)e I stand vindicated in your Judgment for 
such my dissent, as it is to me not a litthi astonishing liow the (Gentlemen e.)m ' 
jjosing that Council of the It,”' July couhl Unanimously on the Defeueo hefrjve 
them pronounce it as tludr Opinion, That those Gcntlenwai hail cleared Them* 
sclv'es of the Cl arg(^ laid against Thom in That Letter signed as I am infer. mnl 
by t'lc Greatest part of the Colony.

. 1, Immediately on Aly being released from My Imprisonment and Fetters 
at Muxadavad, 1 addressed yotir iwo Presidencys of Bombay and Fort S' George, 
on the subject of the Loss of your Possessions in these parts, under D.ate 
.the 17”’ July last, and agam on my Arrival at Hughly, under Date the 
II*^’ August, when I duely forwarded to them, duplicates of those I dispatched 
from Muxadavad, and requested the advices I gave there might be transmitted to 
you by the most expeditious conveyance ; and at the same time referred to a 
particular Narrative of the causes, and various accidents, whiiJli brought on the 
Heavy Loss you have sustained ; Tliis I promise to forward as soou as my 
Health would enable ihe.‘ The slow recovery of my Sight, miach Impaired by 
the Sliock and Injury My Nerves suffered that Fatal Niglit in the Black Hole, and 
from being exposed to the Sun on My Passage to Muxadavad, must plead my 
Pardon for your not receiving the Narrative I promised, by the ship dispatched, 
I understand sometime this montli, from your Presidency of Fort S' George, 
and by which I am sensible you will receive many Different Narratives and 
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Accounts of the Causes of our Misfortunes ; leaviiii? those to Your Impartial 
Consideration.— I now sit down to discharge this part of my Duty, Humbly in- 
treating you will believe me determined to |)ay tlie strictest regard to the 
truth, to the best of my knowledge ; and that 1 will not, Ity any representation, 
either in reasoning or’ Facts, eiuh'avour to mislead your Judgments, or in- 
fluence them cither in Favour of my.self, or to the Disfavour of any One Else, 
furthey than justice to myself, and the State and Nature of Things* will make 
it unavoidable; Shunning, as much as possible, any reju'tition of matters already 
transmitted you in my Lottens of the 17^’’ July, & T”’ of August last, which 
I re(iuest may he k(‘pt in your View, ;is I do not lind any C.ause to retract any 
essential part of ttiem. 

• • 2. Mahahut Jung (better knowoi by the Name of Ally A^erdy Cawu) 
Demising on th<5 9"' of April last, w'as sucei'cded in tin; (Jovernment of the 
Suba Ship by his Grand Sou Surajud Dowla, without opposition, exe.epting from 
the young Deguin, Relect of Shaav Amet Jung, IJnele of Sunajud Dowla. This 
I’rineess, foreseeing Her Liberty and the Inunense VVe.alth of her lately do 
ceased Ifushand, would Fall a Sacriliee to the New Suba, had meditated for .some 
time the raising another to the Suba Sliip, and wdth this View retired, before 
the Death of the Old Suba, to Her Palace, (some distance from the City) n.anted 
Mnotee (i(H'l, with Rajliulloh, the Devvan of the itito Husband, Nazzur Aly 
Cawn, and Otliers the MostFaithfull of Her Otlicersaiul Domestieks ; where She 
Fortifyed herself, and raised some Troops to oppose the Succession of Her 
Nephew’. AVhen the dispute was near coming to extremity, tlm old Regum, Helo(;t 
of Ally V<‘rdy Cawn, inb'rposed with Her mediation, by Aviiieh, and the pro- 
mises of Surnjud Dowla, tliat (he Princess should remain in full possession and 
Security of Life, Liberty, and Property, She w.as prov.ailed on to disband IL.'r 
'troops,* Suhiiiitted to the Ranishinent from the Provinces, of Na/.zur Aiy Cuavu, 
and Two other Otricers, and returned to the City ; where She w.as no sooner arrived 
than She was mad(! a prisoma’, and her Pallacc and Possessions seized and eon- 
tiscated to the Suha’s Use. 

3. I'he New Suba having, on his Succession to the Government, sent a 
Heerpaw and Advice tluweof, to Shoeut J ung, His Cousin, tlui Nabob of Purraiu’a ; 
this Latter vvturnod the Seorpaw, an<l disavowed Submission to Him as Suba 
of Hie Provinces; asserting His Government to be left by Ally Vtevdy Cawn in- 
lepeudant of Him. This occasioned the resentment of Surajnd Dowla, \vlio 
resolved to riulnce Him by Foriro; and after be liad laid the storm the young 
Begum bad attempted to raise against Him, He immediately marched against 
Sbocut Jung Avitb a Strong Army, wliich bad been raised by the old Suba, as 
foreseeing the difliculties His Grandson would b;;ve to eneounder after His 
Death. Here 1 must leave the Suba on His March, and Go Baej< in point of 
rime to matters no less necessary to Investigate tin' real Cansce of His .subse- 
()uent March to Calcutta. ; wdiich is so blended with .some incidents attending 
the late Change of Government al Muxadavad, that it Is iiupossihlo to give :,v 
distinct view of the <Jne, without a sliort recital of the other. 

•1. On the death of Shaw^ Omet Jung, (more generally known by the name 
of Newxit Mahomet Cawn) and during the Life of the Old Sulia, Surajud 
Dowla, AVho luul in Effect the reins of the Government in His hands long before 
the Decease of his Grand Father, seized on Rajbullob above mentioned, , the 
Chief jM inister of Shaw Omet Jung, and by imprisonment and other de.spotic 
and severe Methods, endeavoured to Force from Him a confession and disco- 
very of Shaw Omet Jung’s Riches; but the Minister, Faith full to Ilis decc.ascd 
M.a*stcr, could not be brought to any confession Injurious to the Interest of 
His surviving Family, and after a few Days SufferingE:, obttiined Ijibeit^r by 
the Intercession of the young Begum, wdtb Her Fatlicr and .Mother, Ally 
Verdy Cawn and His Begum: but Rajbullob being sensible the resolution lie 
bad Sluwvn for the Interest of the Family of His deceased Master, (between 
w'hom and Surajud Dowda there bad been a long Hatred and animosity) would 
never bo forgiven by Surajud Dowla, thought it incumbent on him to provide 
as well as he could for the Safety of Ilimsolf. And in resentment for Hie Usage 
Ho had Unjustly received for His Integrity to the young Begum, readily entered 
into Her Councils to Oppose the Succession ; and finding the Death of the old 
Suba was near at Hand, and recollecting His own Family and Greatest part of 
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his Woaltli woi*c exposed to Danger at Dac5ca, llis first care was to draw tliem 
to n pla<'e of S(?eui'ity ; In order to wliich he applyed to Mr. VV''atts, Your Chief 
at Cossiuibuzar, telling Him llis family were going from Dacca to Worship 
at Jaggeruaut, and should take Calcutta in th<; AVay ; requesting at the same 
time, that they might there find a proper Reception. Mr. M’atts accordingly 
wrote the President, and I think to Mr. Alanningliam, to much the same eirect, 
thes(‘ L(dters arrived during the ah.scnce of your President at Pallasoce, and 
much about the time that Kissendass, the Eldest Son of Hfijluillob, and the 
Family reached Calcutta, from Dacca; at least I know no Otherwise, for on the 
Evening I think, of the llV’Mareh, My people at the A^yiter side Cbowkeys brought 
me Intelligence, that llajbnllob’s Family, Avas an ived from Dacca, and that they 
had receiA'ed Orders from Mr. jManningham for Iheir Admit tance, who liavijA^ 
occasion to Summon a Council the next morning, foi; the despatch of the Negrnis 
supplys, showed mo Mr.AYatt’s Letter to the President, who likeivise coinmunieatcd 
the same to me on liis Ikctnrn to the Settlement. This Lc/tter, I now understand, 
the President has Lost amongst the rest of llis Papers ; though I t>fton, since the 
comincmeement of our Troubles, as Tie must reeolhnrt-, urged to llim the neces- 
sity of pr(!serving it iii Uis own and our Y'indication : however, as I had twice 
pcni.sed it, and had since occasion enough to retain in My Memory the first im- 
jwession 1 had received of it, I can venture to assert, it was near the following 
purport : 

“That he, Mr. W.atts, had been applyed to by Rajbullob, the Chula 
“ Begum’s Dewan, Avbo advised Him that Hi.s Family bdt Dacca 
“with intention to go to AVorsbij) at Jaggernaut, .and should take 
“ Calcutta on llis way, and requested lie would Avrite to the Goviu’- 
“nour touching their reception there, and that they miglit be sup- 
“ jdyed with Boats, or aught else they might haA'c occasion for on 
“their expedition ; That in compliance Avith Baibulloh’s intimation 
“ and re(juest, lit; wrote, and recommended llis Family being rcciMved 
“ Avith all possible respect and regard, not only on account of his 
. “inllueuco Avith the Chuta Begum, hut as Ills power at Dacca 
“ might be of the utmost consequence to Our llon’ble Master’s A (fairs 
“ there.. ” 

lu consequence of this recommendatory Lidter, and tlie reasons urged by 
JMr! Watts, they AVi're reeeiATd in the Setthunent, and treated AAuth all possible 
regard. Avliethm* Mr. AVatts kncAV, or can ho supposed to have judged, that 
liajhulloh’s Family going to Jaggernaut to AA-orship, was a pretence only to 
facilitate iheir Obtaining a Protection iii Calcutta, I cannot say; but I rccrjllcct 
the President’.s communicating to me another Letter he recemxl from Mr. Waits, 
about the Time the Death of the Old SubaAV^as deemed inevitable, Avlicrein He 
advised it Exp.ulicnt, “ That Kissendass, and the rest of Bajhulloh’s Family 
“should have. i.»o long(!r Protection iii Calcutta, as it Av.as very uncertain what a 
“ turn things Avould t.ake after the demise of the Suha.” The President will, I doubt 
not, do rnc the justice of acknowledging I enforced this salutary advice, and 
pressed more than o,neo the distnissiou of this Family, foreseeing they would be 
demanded ; and Air. Maniiingham and Mystdf had many uneasy conferences on 
the proteclion being continued to them, fearing it might he productive of 
Troublesome cousequonee.s, and possibly embroil us with the Ncav Go\'ernment, 
should they remain in tlve Settlement untill the 8 uba’s decease. AYhy the Presi- 
dent delayed t heir dismission, I am at a Loss to account for ; but certain it is, had 
thi'y hc'on obligtal to Quit Place, a Handle AA'ould have been taken away 
from Many, Who have hceu too ready to urge and maintain the protevction given 
to this Family as the greatest, nay, the Sole caus<? that drew bn us the Suba’s 
resoutmeut; Avhieh I doubt not of couAuncing Your Hon’ble Court is very distant 
from the Truth. Their dismission AA’ouId hoAA'ever, haA'e saved us from a mo.st 
ditlieult situat ion which AA^e prcAsently fell into ; for We no sooner received advice 
of the fleatli of Ally Aha-dy CtiAvn, than AAhj had notice also of the stand made 
against Surajud Do^vla’s succession, by the young Begum and Her party, of 
^ Avhich Rajhullol) aa'us the Chief Minister and Favourato of His Mistress, so 
that it hecfunc at that Juncture a Dangerous Step to the Company’s Interest 
to turn His Family out of the Settlement, the more especially as for some Days 
advices from all Quarters were in favour of the Begum s Party. Notwithstand- 
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expected every moment to be attacked, and the Suba was on Ins IMarch 

in;^ wliicb, as the New Sul)a had been proclaimed in the City, tliC! I’residenfc wrote 
the usual congratulalory Letter to ULin, which was favourably Keccived. 

5. Hero it ])eenme noedfull to recite, that some little Time before tlu; old 
Suba’s Heath, the President receivwl a private l.etter from Mr. AVatts to tin* 
followint? ljurport ; “ That there was a multirude. of tdie Goverumout Spys ai 
‘‘Calcutta; that the small strenu-thof its fortifications & Garrison, and the easy 
“eaptrfre of it, were the Pnbliek Discoiirse. of tlu; City and Durbar; and that it 
“ behooved Mr. Drake to be upon JJ is Guard, and by some means prevent the Gov- 
“ ernnmnt Spy-s brin^inf.;' daily intelligence to the Durbar of tbc weak situation of 
“ tlie Place”. This Letter tli?) President cornmunieated to me, and ^ave me orders, 
to make a Strict empiiry after such as 'ini^ht justly be suspected, and that liad 
nb'real call of Business in the Pku'e ; and also tliat I would issue Orders to tin- 
st'vcral Chowkeys, to admit none to l.aiid, or be rnlmitted into the Town witluvut 
his Ord<a’.s. Tbeso Instructions I immediately obeyed, and several Snspei ted 
Persons w<n-e, in eonsequonee of them, turned out of tlie Place, ‘.ind none ad- 
mitted without a strict examination. 

0. On llajbullob’s withdrawing* himself, with the young Begum, (o 
ALootio Gecl, Surajml Dowla dispritclaal Narrau Sing, Brother to llajarani, the 
Pouzdaar of Midnaporc, to Calcutta, with a perwanvah, the contents of which 
were to demand Jvissendass & his Family to be delivered up hef;we<“n S & !) 
on the Evening of, 1 think, the IP'' of April. Tiv^ President being at. lianisirt, 
and Mr. Man ninghara at his Country Residenee, Omvehund came and advised 
mo ihat Narran Sing had got, in th<* disgui.se of a Europeaji dress, into tiie 
Sottloment, and had theSulia’.s JVrwaimali to dc^nand llajbulloh’s Family, and 
was at his Ilouse asking, me whevlwr I would admit hi.s bringing bim to visit 
m(> ? As bo bad got Enterance into tbc Plaqe, I tbonglit it adviseable to se(‘ 
him, and Oiuyehniul brought Jiim accordingly in aliout half an hour. I received 
liiin with the r'cspect due to a brother of Bajaram, an OtTiccr in mucli (rust 
and coiiriilenec n ith both the late and prc.sent Suha"; he tendenal me his Pev- 
wannah, but I excused myself from receiving it, as it was addressed to the 
Govcrmmr, W ho t told him would he iu Town in the morning, on'uhich he 
took his leave w('ll .satisfied. In the morning early I sent for the Jemmanldaar 
of iho Chowkey wIkwo Narrau Sing l/inded, and was g(nng to Punish him for 
ailmiting any one iu tlje Stittlemcnt without Oiahws, when Ite informed me tliat 
Narrau Sing came in the disguis(‘. of a common Bengali Ikkar ; that he opposed 
Ills Landing, luit that soon afttu’ Omyehund’s Servants (?a.ine to him with a 
messuage signifying tliat he was a relation of his house, and that he miglit 
admit him. Soon after, on Advise that the Pre.sid(mt was returned to Towii, 1 
uaiti'd oil him with the I'Cport of this Transaxdioii, and found witli him 
Me.ss'*’ ATanningharn <fc P'ranklaiul ; we were all a good float ein harassed how 
to act on this oee.asion, the same reasons that before forbid Mid Family being 
turned ovtt of the Place, after the Suba’s l5eath, subsisted oquallj’'^ strong against 
delivering tliem uj), as tbc contest was yet uudf'cided belween Sqrajiid 
Dowla and the young Begum. Tins result at last of .Our deli!)erations wa.s, .that 
as Naran Sing had Stole like a Thief and a Spy into the Settlement, not like 
one in the Pnhlick Character he protended, and as hearing the Saba’s Order.s) 
the President .should not receive him or his Pcrwann.'ih ; which re.solution 
was put in execution, and the President sent One, of his Chuhdaars to him, 
with Orders to quit the Settlement, which he did ; and instantly J.eUers Avere 
dispatched to Mr. Watts to advise tliom of the Affair, with In.structioius to guard 
against any 111 coiusequcnces Avhich might arrisc B’om it. 

7. The foregoing is, Ilon’ble Sirs, a faithfull Naralive of f lie Protf^ction given 
to Kissondass, the son and Family of llajhullob, which has been Industroii.sly 
and inalieiously by some, and Erroneously by others, circulated as tlie Principal 
Cau.se of tlie Loss of Your Settlements in Bengali ; an Event which I will soon 
demonstrate, had a much deeper and more reiriotp Foundation ; for on Your 
Chief at CossimVmzav making a jiroper Representation of tliis alfair at t,ho 
Durbar, it hai’dly occasioned any Emotion or Displeasure iu the Suba, nor ever 
had a Place in any of the subsequent Complaints forwarded to us, thi‘ough the 
Channel of that Subordinate. 

8. The Probability of a Breach with Franco had been the .subject of Dis- 
course for some time, befoi'C it w^is confirmed to us by the arrival of Your

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Lf'tter cm tlie Delmoar ; and abont the same tiiiie we Iteeeived the Xews of the 
takiui' G^nia* hy. Ilis ilajcsfj^’s Squadron, both boeame the subject of much 
ispiM'ulution .at ihe llurbar, whei’e the Military and Naval strength of the 
linglish in India were Greatly Exaggerated, and no small pains taken to 
instill a dread of it into the Govt'rnment ; and if tlte Agents for the Ereneh East 
India Company (whose Garrison afChandana^oro did not, at tliis fieriod, amount 
to oO Men) wert; not at the Bottom of these Keporls, it is at least, I hope, no 
Broach of Charity Ic) eoncdndi*, they used every means in their power to confirm 
them; at least such was Our Information, when it was eonlidontly asserted in 
tile Durbar at Muxadavad, and gained l)olief, that the English had Sixteen 
Sliip.s of IVar, and a Sti'ong Laud Force coming to Bengali. 

9. On the Hee<'i])t of Your Letter hy the Velau'trr, AVe began to j>nt t\|e 
Scdtlonumt into as good a posture of defence, as AV'e could ; and as the Paraj)et 
and Embrazur<,‘S, as well as the Gnu Carriages ol the Line to the AVestward 
of the I\>rfc, was mneli out of Bepair, they beeamc the tirst OI)jeet of Our 
attention; a number of Workmen were em])loyed, and I believe the Parapet 
and Ernhruznros (the gr(?atcst. part of which we were Obliged to pull down) 
more than half run up, when the President was 8uv})rizaal with a Perwannah 
from the Suha, to the following purport: 

“That he had been ihforined We were Building a Wall, and Digging a 
“ Large Ditch round the Town of Calcutta : that he did not iippi-ove of our 
“carrying on these Works without his permission: and ordered Mi‘, Drake to 
“desist immediately, and destroy what he had already done.” 

10. Tlnv Ercneh having strengthened tludr Port, hy an Additional Bastion, 
which at tliis Tiun; they had eomploat(‘d. Deceived, at t lie sami? juncture avo did, 
a Pervvaimah to the lik(^ (‘Ifcet ; both of them having be en disjiatidied hy th(! 
8uha, as he was oji his Alareh against the Purranea Nabob; and the answer 
to tlumi ri'ached the Saba on the same Day at Ivajmahnl, a City about 'I'lirc-e 
Days marcli from Muxadavad ; and tlie Freueh, hy the Comi»h*tion of tluar 
liastion, being enabled to desist immediatidy, answennl him aeeordiugly ; assur- 
ing him at the saiiAo Tiiiu', tliat they had Built no New AVorks, and had only 
Diqiaircd One of their Bastions which had been Injnred liy Lightening ; with 
which answer he appeared satisfyed. 

. 11. 'riu' llcply your Jh'esid{mt retuimcd to the Snba’s Perwanuah, was, to 
the best of my romeml)ranee, as follows: — 

“Tliat flu^ Snha had been mis-iri formed in respect to our Dehuilding a 
“ W'all round our Town, and that we had dug no Ditch siueo 
“ tln^ Invasion of the Murottoos, at which Time we cxetmted such 
a Work at the particular request of our Inliahitauts, and with 
“ the knowledge and approbation of Ally Veixiy Cawn ; that, in 
“ the late AYar between Our Nation and the ]'’ren<di, they had 
“ attacked and taken the Town of Madrass, eontrai'y to the 
“ Neutrality AYe expected would have b(;cn preserved in the 
“ MoguH’s Dominions ; and that there being at present great ap- 
“ pearanco of another AA^ar l)etwe('n the Two Crowns, We were 
“ under some a])prebensions they would act in the same manner 
“ in Bengali ; to prevent which AYe were only repairing our Line 
“of Guns to the AA^ater side 

It is fruitless now to Avish this answ'er had ])een debated in Council before 
it, Atas sent, where I think much impropriety would have appeared in it, as the 
Avhoh' of it had a 'rendeney to confirm the Suha in a belief t>f those insinua- 
tiotjs, AAdiieh had been already conveyed to him, that the AAhar between us and 
tlu' Frmieh would prol)al)ly ho brought into Bengali, besides its carrying a 
tacit redeetion ou the Suba’s Powoi* or Avill to protect us. The consequence Avas 
adequate, for he AA'as miurli enraged at the Doceipt of it, and immediately 
Gnlerecl your Factory at Cossimbuzar to be inAuisted; wdiieh was accordingly 
done ou the 22”‘' Alay, by Roy Dullob, of Avliieh AYe received Advice from the 
Gentlemen tlierc, the and several other subsequent Letters, informing us of 
additional Foi'ces being added on the Factory, from Time to Time, and that they

12. On tbe First adv ice received from, the G(‘ntlcni(‘n at Cossinibuzar, 
We forwarded to them (Jopy of I'n^sidt'iit’s answer to the Nabob's IVrwanuah, 
and in onr s«;veral l)ispatch()s reecy amended them to use every Salutary means 
in tlv'ir power to put a Stop to Urn Su])a’s llcsenl meat, and obtain a currcatcy to 
our Business, (which was now obstnictod at every Subordinate and Aurung). *VV"o 
diiectcvl them to assure tbe Suba Wo were carrying on no New AVorks ; that* 
ATe had dug no Ditch that our Enemies bad mis-represented us ; that, if be 
gave no Credit to our Ass(‘rtions, AVe intreatt'd be would send aijy one be 
could eonfide in to inspect them, and wrote the Siiba repeated Letters to*tbe 
like purpose. AV'e also gave tlie Gentlemen instructions to rennonstrate and <‘x- 
poMulate Strongly against this hard Tia-atmont, and to endeavour and trace 
out, if possible, whether one or other of the European Nations was not at tbe 
Bottom of it, with Intent to embroil tlui Company’s Affairs, and benodt those 
of their Employers, and to use all means of knowing from bis Alinisters if 
the Suba’s Intention was to extort a sum of mon(‘,y from us (eonformablo to 
the unjust and unusual Aletbod of bis Pn'decossors ;) witliall giving tluau possi- 
tive orders to make! no concession, or give an}' promises touching the Dcnioli- 
tion of our Fortiilcutioji. * 

1 : 3 . Thus, UonM)le Sirs, yoTi sec us reduced to the ueccssity, nitbor of re.sis- 
tiug the Aibiti'ary Orders of tb<^ Suba, or of aba)idoning and Jcavingo])cn your 
I'residoncy to the Mercy of tin* French contrary to your Orders, and ini imation to 
us b}' the Dclauutr ; for to all our remonstrances AVc could receive no Satisfaction 
from tbe Genllcmen at Cos.siml)u/ar, but Avas still advised, the Suba insisted 
on our demolishing our New AV'orks, (wbeu in fact AV'e bad made none) and 
till up a Dil l'll Wc bad uevor dug. * 

l-L Lndcr Date, .1 think, the 1' of June, AVe ri'coivcd a liCtter from yonr 
Chief and Council at Cossimbiizar, advising, that lloy» Doolob liad tol l Doctor 
Eortb, that tlie Suba’s llesentmcnt was caused only by tbe Draw Bridge and 
AA^orks we bad built at Baagi»u/,ar, and tbe Octagon which Af.r, Ivelsall bad 
rebuilt in His Garden ; and that if we would write tlie Suba AVe would demo- 
li?,b those AVorks, tin; I’orces would be immediately withdrawn: and tbe Gentle- 
men likewise euforeiug this as a noeessary & effectual expedient to put, an 
end to tbe ’rroubles, we in full Council took it into considerafiou ; and relli'ct- 
ing on tbe heavy Loss and disadvantage you Avould Sustain in your liivest- 
iiieiit, by the continuance of the stoppage by your Business, and judging those 
AA’orks and Di'aw Bridge at Bangbuzar, so far detatched, asto be of little use in 
the defonec of tbe Flace against a European Euestiy, Wo unanimously deler- 
luined and agreed, to Fromiso tlic Demolition of them, and the Octogan at Mr. 
Kelsall’s Garden ; and to that purport, as aootliing a Letter as could be indited 
was instantly drawn up, to the Suba, fnlm tbe Ib'esident, and enclosed to Mr, 
AA'atts and bis Council, to whom AA"c also wrote, advising tlieui of onr compli- 
ance and rcadyness to demolisli those AVorks which had given him disploasun*. 
Trill! ii'ates of this Arassdass and Letter AVe dispatciuMl 'in four hours, to 
arrive in thirty six hours ; and Ordered a Large Eeward to the Cossids if they 
arrived in the Time. 

15. AA'e received another Short Letter under the same Date, r\z' the' 1'* 
June, vv herein the Gentlemen informed us, the Forces on their Factory amounted 
to 12,000, with a Train of Artillery, and that positive Orders were arrived to 
attack it, requesting they might he re-inforced with a Hundred Aieu, cm whiclf 
u Council was summoned, their request taken into consideration, and the five Cap- 
tains callial in, and desired to give their opinion, whether it was impossible tliis 
rc-inforcement could be tiirown into the Place ? They withdrew, and after debat- 
ing it amongst themselves, gave us their Opinion in writing, declaring the thing 
impracticable, and that the I'^orce the Gentlemen had, in. the Fort was, ii.i their 
judgments, sufficient to defend it against the Troops brought, against thmn. . 
This Opinion We immediately despatched to them, directing them if they were 
attacked, to make as good a defeucc as tliey could ; and when they found they 
could defend tlic Factory no Longer, to make the best I’ctreat in their Power : 
hut I believe neither this Letter, nor some of our^ preceding ones, reached the 
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(reatlomt'tj, f lic Su]):i haviui' Tor some Days cut olf all corrcspontlenco between 
us, a plain Indication tbat an accommodation was not the mark he aimed at. 

10. On Iho 0*’* of Juno Wc had a rumour of Cossimhuzar heiiu; taken Jjy 
tiio Nabob, '.vbicli was eontirmed to us the 7‘'‘ by a Letter from Mr. iVlatlunv 
Collet, your second at tbat Factory; which, according to my best recollection, 
<'X|uessed as follows ;• — 

“ 'that upon tln^ Nabob’s repeated Orders to bis Generals to attack tlu^ 
“Factory, unless the Chief went in Ftwson to him, Mr. AVatfs, by 
“ tlic advice of Ids Council, thought it more adviscaldc to go to the 
“ Nabob, than Risque Involving tlio Company in a AA^ar with the 
. “Government; tliat be accordingly did So on the 2'“* J une, and on 

“coining into liis presence \Vas made a Prisoner, and Orders sent 
“ for Mr. Collet, (and I think .Mr. liaison) to attend him ; likewise'tb 
“ sign, jointly with Mr. AA''atl.s, a Machulka, which Order tliey obeyed ; 
“ hut in place of being set at LilHwfy, upon signing the Maeluilka 
“ I'eqniiod, Mr. Collet was somt hack to the Factory, with directions 
“ to deliver it up to Roy Dooloh, winch ho was obliged to comply 
“ with, and wa.s then giving up the Account of the Camion, Ammu- 
“idtion, and Military Stores; that the Factory was not Plundered, 
“and that the .Nabob was determined to march to Calcutta with 
“ ids 'whole .i\.rmy, estimated then at o0,000 Alen, he.sidt.'s a large 
“Train of Artillery.” 

'I'Ue Reasons which swayed Mr. Wyatts to quit Ids Government at such a Junc- 
ture. as that, and trust liiniseli* in the leinds of the Suha, (on W'ho.'se Charactor 
nr Principles no reasonable Failli could he had) without any proper Security, 
Hostage, or safe Guard for his person ; or those Avhich urged Mr. Collet to 
follow Ids examplt*, when he knew Ids Chief was made a prisoner, and that 
» onseipiently the Trust, Command, and Governniont of tlie Factory, Fort, and 
Garrison, devolved upon himself ; or why this your Settlement was thus given 
iq), without a Single St roke being struck fiir it, I am Totally a Stranger to, anil 
can only hope for their Saki.'s and the Honour of tlieir Counti'y, tliey have, or 
will justify the Conduct to you in those partieailars. 1 will not .subscribe, to 
the Opinion of our Five Captains, ns already recited, and say their Force \va8 
sutlieient to resist and did'inid the Place for any long time against tlie Snha’.s 
Army; hut had it been Defended at all, lie could not have attacked and taken 
it, without tho Ijoss of Time, and many cf Ids people, and proliahly some of 
his Principal Officers. A stroke of thi.s kind might have had Happy Conse- 
quences to Your Affairs; it might have inclined the Suha to an aceommodation, 
by cooling still more the Zeal of Ids Afinisters, Gcueral.s, Oflieers and Peojde, 
who allmost to a Man AVi're averse to this expedition, and attcmjit again.st tlie 
English, as •knowing tho eons(;qneneo would he as fatal to his Country as to 
ns, thougli he sneeeeded in it. A defence of only 24 hours would, in its con- 
sequence.s, have I’ctardcd, in all prolialdlity, his Alarcli to Calcutta for many Days, 
and would have been a point gained to us of Hie utmost importance, by having 
more ’rime for the com])letion of umiiy Requisites, when for A\ant of it Ave 
AV(!re oliliged wholey to neglect, or remained unlinislied at the Time Ave Avere 
actually luA'ested. A di*t.ention of his Army before Cossimhuzar for two or 
three days, would have brought on dirty rainy 'VVeathei* in his March toward.s 
Ais, and Ineommodcd 1dm greatly, as avcII in the Passage of Ids Troops and 
Camion, as in the /Attack of our Settlement; whereas, by the ea'sy possession he 
acquired of Cossimhuzar, he was enabled to March against us AA'itliout Loss of 
.'rinn*, or Oli.struetioii from the AA’^eather, Avhich afforded not a drop of rain 
during hb march aud attack of Calcutta ; hut on the 21®'’, at night, Avldlst I aaus 
Pi’i^^oncr in the (^amp, it rained heavily, and dirty AVeatlier snecetsded for many 
Days after, during w'hieh his Musketry, being all rnateh-locks, would have been 
ri'iulevcd in a manner n.s('less. AAu^ should also have had an important succour, 
in the arrival before the Fort, of the Success Qalleyyi\\Q Speedicell, and Bombay 
Frigate ; the.se vessels ‘haVing passed Tanners the 10'^'' /‘■i 20'*’, and joined the 
Dod'/ly aud the re.st of our Fleet about Govindpore, after tb(?y fell doAvn from 
the Ftn t, though hefore it was surrendered. Many more are tho advantages I could 
luiinnerate, Avhich would have resulted from the smallest defence and resistance 
made; at Cossimhuzar, and earn only regret noAV it’s not havung been done ; repeat- 
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ing tny liopes, the Gentlemen in trust there will you sufficient reasons 

why it was not done. Tlunr Ti^atment could hardly have hetm worse had Ihey 
hccii obstinate in its defence ; they themselves hein*^ continued Prisoners in the 
Suha^s Camp, under many hardships, untill, I tliink, the latter (‘ud of June; tlieii* 
.Elfeots Plundered, and the Gentlemen at the Pactory, oig. Mess'- 11 ngit, M’atts, & 
Cfiianihers, with the ndiole Garrisoit, put in irons, and sent to tin; tanmnon prison 
at Muxadavad ; the Pate JMess'^ Palson, ^'kes, Hastings, and Marriott, would 
have undergone, had not lu(?kily the tw’o former made their escape, and ihe 
two latter been at the Anrungs, 

17. On Cossimhnzar being invested, We wrote to the several Snhovdinati s, 
and to all our Gornast.ahs at the several Aurungs, advising tlunn of lli(> tSulTa’s 
])roee(Hlings, and to bo upon their Guard, and hold themsc'lvcs in readyiu'ss lo 
relfeat with the Company’s elTeets, & and on intelligcmee of the eapture of 
the Plac;e, and the Suha’s March to Calcutta, VV’e s«mt thmn orders to witlulraw, 
and joiu us with all expedition, lint thescr orders werii too lab', ('xca-pting your 
Pactory at liUciky pore, as I have already intimated in my lliettor of the 17"' 
•Tilly. M r. Jioddom, your Chief at Pal lasoro, receivi'd our ordi'vs in tim<^ to with- 
tlraw^ himself, the few 8c)ldi<'rs he had tlu're, and abtiut t5,()(l0 Hs. of ymir elTects ; 
the remainder, to the amount of about -Tb, 000 ; remain yi't sequestered, and Sfonr 
Pactory House in part only demolishi'd at ItaUasorcj hut iiulirnivignrry, by its 
situation, having escaped the Govi'rnmiMit’s notice, and hv the ])riident eonduet 
of -Mr. John llristow^, (left llesidcnf at liallasorc* by Mr. lioddom) is si ill vi’tain- 
c<l. Myself and Mr. Poddom \vere dis])ateii(‘d to take a formal ])oss('ssion of it 
the 18"' Septcmlier, and to negof iate other matt ers, which will Ijo I ratismittofl 
on the face of our Pulta consultations ; arid we liave thonglit it neei'ssary to 
nominate liulramgurry your I’ri'sidiMicy, being divest(?(l of every other jiossc's- 
Mon you had in tlicsi* Ihovinec^s. Hut to resume viy Narrative : Hi spat I’hes w t're 
likewise forwarded express to Homhay, P<jrt S' George, and V'izng ipat nm, the* 
of J une, for a rein forc'i.'ment of 'I'roops, stores and siu'irour.s Demanded 
of ilu^ Pri'uch & Diiteh Si t tlenumts on this itivev; tlic^ suei*«*ss of w hieh last 
Negotirition you have likewise in my said l..etter of the 17"‘ fluly. Th<; militia 
'vevc under Arms, for the first time the* 7'’‘‘ June, something to<i late, I am afraid 
you W'ill say, to ho of much serviea,*, just coming to action. 

IS. 1 nrn now, Hon’hlc Sirs, come closer to the unravelling the real ean.ses 
whiedi stimulated the Suba to tlie lengths he has pi’ocec*ded against Us. How' far 
my conjectuvi's and assertions will he supported by probable system of Polilicks 
in him, and by the tenoui* of his Avholc condind, *e*oiiskleied togethe'i*, I 
humhiy admit to your jndgiiu*nts. And first, I wdll heg leave to remark on the 
Throe, Artiedcs e'ontained in the; .Machulka, (or ohligalion w'ith a penalty annexed) 
w'hicTi your Chief and Counedl w ere obliged to sign in the Suba’s Camp, w licn 
Ijcfox’o Cossimhuzar ; The Terms of which were, vig . — 

“That Aid should not [n’otoc-t the Kang’s subjects. — Th.at’Ave should neit 
‘‘ mis-uso the; liberty' of our Dustieks, hj' e;oveving tin; trade ed' 
“ the Natives Merchants. — and that Aid should refund and nnjke* 
“ good w'hatever sum it should be; proved tlie King had been 
“ de'fraudcd in the Hcvemues and Dutys by this praetka; ; and that 
“ wo should demolish our Portilications.” 

Those, Ilon’ble Sirs, arc the ^nirport of the tlii‘e;o Artk;le;s of the Alachulka, 
however they may have varyed the w'ording of it, hy not having it before me. 
Had the Suha any intention of being satisfyt;d Avith our coiicessfon to these* 
Article's, he certainly would ha\'o rested here ; your Chief, Council, Poi*t, and' 
Garrison of Oossiinhuzar was in'his possc.ssie)n ; the Geutleincn had signoel and 
executeel the obligation demanded of them ; ho kncAV their signing it was not 
valid or liinding Avithout our Approv'al ; and if ho had ever inclined to an accom- 
modation, he Avonld have transmitted the terms they had coraplye*d with, 
and at least have desisted untill our rcjily could hav^ reached him, in pjace of 
cutting off, for some days, the means of all correspondence or intelligence be- 
tw'een us and your Factory ; and marching directly against us, AA'ithoiit ever 
replying to, or taking notice of many Arassdasscs received from ns: hut the 
truth is, his jealousy of the independent power of the Europeans in his coun- 
try was at this juncture confirmed, w'hich he wa^ determined to reduce ; and

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b('in” sensible ours was the fnosi, formidable to him, wo bocanio the iirst 
objeeis of bis ruinous rolitieks. To support this rny conelusion, I must licre 
nder to three Letters which Wazoed’s Gomastah in my Presmice read yoiir Pre. 
sident, (Copys of which, I belfeve, is in ^Ir. Drake’s possession) addressed to .his 
master AV'az(;cd, from thoSuba, all three to the l)est of my remembraneo bearin'*^ 
date in May last. In cacdi of tlies(', “ He avows his intention to reduce the 
])i>\ver of the Jin^lisli, forbids his interforinp^ on their beliaif, a.s.s<‘rting his hav- 
ing long intended it, and sweans hy God and His prophets, tliat he will drive 
them oiit of tin; Country, unhvss tlioy are sati.sfy(al to Hade in it on the footin'* 
they did in Jallief Cawn’s 'rime”; (hy which lie meant before the time tiie 
Hon’hle (.’ompany oblaiiK'd their Phirinaund.) Your Fort at Cossimhuzar 
(esteemed by all Judga'S more regular an,d tcjiable tban that of Fort AVilliain) 
near bis Capital, apjH'ared too dangerous a bold, at a time he was inljv.- 
enced to believe our strength in India was four tii^es more formidable tban it 
really was; and that w<‘. wcu'C on the hive of a French \Far, which wouhl b(.' 
probably brought into his Country: Consistent with this was his expression 
of rosontnu'iit , at Hajanial, on receipt of Your Pre.sidcnt’s Letter:** AVho shall 
dare to think of eommeneing hostilitie.s in my Country, or prosurne to 
imagine 1 have not Fow»?r to protect them ? ” and it was current in tlie mouths 
of all degrees, when t was at Muxadavad, that Mahabut Jung had long medi- 
taiod to desi roy the Jun'ts aivd Garrisons «)f thoi Europeans, and to I'cduee their 
trade on the l''«)oling of the ..Vrmenians. And here t hopii it will not lie di^emed 
im])ortinen(, if I recite, verbatim, the last discourse and Council wdiich Mahabut 
Jung gave liis grandson, a few days before bis death; and which 1 had from 
vei-y gootl authority’' at Muxadavad, aft»‘f my nJeasement, 

“ My Tjife has la'en a life of \Yar and Stratagem : for what have T fouglit, 
‘* to what have my Councils tt'udi'd, hut to securi! you, my son, a 
“ (|ui(d: succession IL my Suhadary ? ]\Iy fears for you have for 
“ many'' days robed me of .sleep. I pei’ceived who had power 
“to give you trouble after 1 am gone hence. ’Hossein Cooley 
“ Can n by bis reputation, Wisdom, Courage and AlTeetion to Sbavi 
• “ Jung, and bis bouse I feared would obstruct your Govern* 

“ rnent. H is power is no moi-e. Aronickchund Dcuvan, whose Councils 
“ might have, beem your dangerous Enemy', I liave taken him to 
“ favour. Keef)iM view the ])0\ver the European Nalioivs have in tin: 
“ Country'. 'I'his fear I would also have freed you from, if God had 
“ hMigthened my days. — Tlie vvork, m\' son, must now he your ; 'riieir 
“ M arsaiul I’plitieks in the Tideuga Country' .should keepyani waking: 
“on pretence of ])rivato contests Ixdween their Kings, they havaj 
“ S(‘i/.('d and divided the country' of the King and the Good.s of jus 
IVophe hetween them; think not to weak(*n all Tlivee together, the 
“ power of tin*. English is. Great; they have* lately eou(]ucre«l Angrin, 
“and possesst'd themsc'lves of his country; I'oduco them first; the 
“others will give y'ou little trouble, when .vou have reduced them. 

’ “ 8ulTer t'luau not, my son, to have Fortifications or Soldiers: if you 

“ do, the Count'ry is not yours.” 

19. TIow consisteut the Siiba has boon in his adherence to this last Couti- 
eil of his Grand- Father, AV^'o have woefully' felt ; l>ut that we were not soh'ly 
tlie .objects of bis resentment and designs, is evident : His Porvraunah to the 
Freneli was dispatched the same day with ours : when lie marebod against u.s. 
Tie sent Perwannabs to both French and Dutch, Avith orders to provide, and 
ioin him Avilh Ships, Afeu, and Ammunition, to attack to by AYater, whilst he 
attacked us hy land ; They refused; in comsequcnce of their refusal, bo invested 
their several Furls and Factorys, and demanded an exorbitant Sum from each. 
The French Avero glad to aeeoimnodate matters for the payment of three Lack 
and half of llupees ; the Dutch for Four Lack.s and a Half, after Imving had, 
(those last) for a day and half, a body' of tljo Suba’s Troops in their settlement, 
Availing orders to attacl* itj and a Alan stationed Avitli an Axe in bis liaiids to 
out doAvn ih(‘ir Flagg Statf Colours. The French had not money to pay the 
Alulet laid on tliem, but gained Roy Doolob to become their Security : the 
Dutch Avere reduced to immediate payment; and both did then, and have over 
.since have been obliged to endure the most audacious and exasperating insults. 
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from the lowest peon in the service of the Government. Thai, there was tin’s 
dilTerence in the sum e.vorted from them has heon accounted for, (how juslly 1 will 
not say,) hy the supplys 'of Ammunition eivon the Suha privat('ly hy tiu) Agents 
for the Treiudi at Chanderna^ore. 'J'lu; thint^, I (»wever, was ver.ifyed hy Iwo of 
our Spys, who hrou< 4 ht us intelli^cnee, that the Treucli, hy iii^ht, crossed over 
200 Chests of Powder to ilie Suha^s Army, then layiu" near Banka Bazar. 

20. Still consistent with the last advice of Mahahut Jung, he ap])ear( (l at 
llajatmil satisfyed with the Answer from the Freneh Dirccleur ; though no one ^ 
cati imagine his intelligenee was such, that he was really im])os('d on as to the* 
prct(MK*e of re])airing the damage they had sustained by lightening ; hc! inani- 
fesled snlTieiently his rosi'nf.mcni A intentions against both French and Dnti’h ; 
hut there time Avas not come ; it was n()i his Imsinoss to have the three N.alions 
tPx'ueonntcu’ at once, hut to compromise, at tlic prt'seut, for as much as hc cimld 
tret from tlicra; hut that the Freiudi were, and still arc, the m!Xt. obp'ct of liis 
Arms, will not admit of doubt, no more than that ho would have procecdc.al 
immediately against them, had not his advices from his Court obliged liiui to 
proceed against Sluxuit Jung, tlu; Pnrranea Nal)ol>, as an object more important ; 
for when I Avas luiec conducttal into his ]>resene(', after the surrender ot the 
Fort, allmost his first quest ion to me was, “ Will ye all engage to joi'n mo 
rejaiust the Freneh”? Ade(|Uate has Ixsni the conduct. ol the tjovernment to 
another part of IMalmhiit Jung's advice; for though liherly of iradt‘ is granted 
to the Banes and Prussi.ans, yet th(\v are proliil)it'i‘d F'ortitleations or Garrisons. 
And in further proof of tlio resolutions of the Government to divest the Fiiro- 
peans of their Forts and Gnrri.sons, and that A\ e wen; the ohjoets ot his policy, 
and not of his resentnumt only (from eilherx)ne particular privah; <a)ursc or 
other, that may ho transmitted yon) 1 may justly add, the appiehensions ol the 
French and J)ut<di themselves, who, on* tin; tirst a)>[n’oaoh of our troubles, 
s(mt. strenuous dispatches to their Principals ' at Batavia and Pondicherry, 
for the most expeditions supplvs of ]\len, A minunitions, &ca., and 1 doubt not 
hut. it will he soon their turn to regn't the having w quietly given us up.a 
sncrilice, nnh'ss the Suba should bo A'auquishod iji his present expedition 
agaii^st Shoeut Jung. 

21. The 3rd fust ant, (N’ot^emher) a Ihwwannah arrived to the Dutch from 
file Suha’s Camp— demanding them to join him against us, Avitli threatenings 
if they refused; and the saui<» day a Pcrwannali reached the ^Frowcdi Factory, 
purp<jrting that he Avas informed they were carrying on their Fortifications, and 
that if tliey <lid not immediately desist, he would pass tlirougU tlio Dutch 
I'actory and Sotthmient, and Avitirtheir (the Dutch) Soldiers distroy their Fort, 
and drive theni out of the Country, as he had done tlic English ; aiAdtlui Govern- 
ment ha\'e already obliged tlu'. Frencli to take do\rn their Colours erected on 
their Bounds. 

22. I believe, ITon’hle Sirs, it Avill hy tJns appear clearly evident to you, tliat 
the GoA'crning principle in tho Suha was I'olitieal, anti the real ohjeet of his 
proceedings the demolition of your Forts and Garrisons, as his demands a'»l\A%ays 
expressed; not that I AA'ill be hard enough to over {sic), he had no conenrrnig 
subordinate causes, tliat had a special colour ot resentment; and this reflection 
leads me to consider the other Two Artitdes of the Machiilka, as their being insert- 
ed carry the appearance of conqilaint, though never before urged by him in any 
of his demands, as transmitted us by your Servants at Cossimhuzar. 

23. Tliat tile abuse of Dnstielcn should bo one cause .of comiilaint, I am 
not surprized; at the face of your consultations, jvi^t heloro tho di.spatch of your 
lo.st years Ships, Avill give you, ITon’hlc Sirs, my Sentiments of tlie ill use inade oT 
this indulgence to your Servants; my TMinute and Alotion on this subject Ayas, 
after the dispatch of your Ships, taken into consideration, and such remedys & 
ehoeks resolved on, as Avere judged miglit put a stop to the abuse. 

21. That we should not protect the King’s subjects, is an Article will bear a 
mucli larger discussion. This prohibition, in Ibc ext enli it tnigbt have bccn-varrycd 
by the Government, wbeneA'cr they Avere inclined to obstruct your business or 
jilundcr your Merebauts, would have rendered your trade most precarious; had 
the Article been explained so as to prohibit our giving protection to those who 
AA'cro actually Servants to the Government, or others not born in or for a term 
of years settled under cur colours, it avouU, I tbink, have carryed notliing unjust 
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or nnrcnsonfiblo in it; hut that hj’ no moans was the real intontion of it. Tlie 
Artiolo hail a latitude iu expression, that would include your Mejchants and 
fnhahitants vvdnuicvor the Suha or Ids IMinistors wore pleased to call on them • 
a call they would never fail in, on some pretcMico or other, whenever they liad 
got any tidug worth taking ; so that in irutli, it would have been as impo*ssihlo 
for us, oonsistont with your interests, to hav'c suhserihed to this Article, as to 
the other, regarding the demolition of your Fortilieatioiis ; and the most hivour- 
ahle terms iuKuided for us (which I could with the. utmost diligenca learn 
•wlnm at Aluxadavad) were, that if he had paid an im])lieit obedience to the 
Suha’s eomuiands, hy drdivering our Forts, and dismission of o.ur (larrisons w{‘ 
should tlien have i>eeu j)ormitt('d to trade, on jjayitug Arnu'jiian Ihitys; admiU 
tind: Fou/,daar into your Settlement on flic part of the C]overnment,*and relin- 
quishing to them all Dulys of Consulage, llevcnues, — Terms seandaloits a.!xl 

injurious to your Honour as M'ell as eomineree ; Tprrns which avo could never 
have suhmited to, even if we liad received no alia rni from the side of France 
without sacrili/ing the rigids of your Phirmaund, giving up ewry part of our 
Trust, and breaking through your repeated standing (Jrders for more than 
thirty years past. 

25. Thus, lloii’hle Sirs, it will appear to you, that submission could iiot 
have been paid, hy ns to Tw o Artieh s f)f I ho Alachulka, executed l)y vour Chiet 
and Council of Cossimhn/al-, and that we had many months bc-lWe, gnartlod 
against (as mueb as in us lay) the comj)laint laid in tlic Third ; if the Hoiirmrs 
and Conseienec's of Mon w'oro to he inlluenced hy eh('*d<s tbc! nuist binding and 
solemn : hnt it is plain the Two Artich's of Complaint wer<> at the last inserted* 
to give a colouring for enforcing-' the 'riurd (and only one tin; Suba nntill the;! 
insisted on, and luul n;:illy in view). I am sensible, no small pains will I.)e taken 
to throw- the rise of your misfortunes here, on every eause hut the right. 

20. From the npj)earanee of the Suha’.s better to Go\ ('rnour Pigott, Your 
President secuns to b(> solely culpable iu draAving on bis r(\s('ntnu-JiV bid 
neither justice or ])rol)ahility will justify the conelusion. Aiigry In? cej-tainly 
Avas, at the terms of his T/dter; but had not bis r(;seidments hi'en much deeper 
founded,* the terms of this I^etter, or the error of one of Your Servants 
(vould never of itself have provoked him, or can vindicate tlie erin-l d(‘slrue! 
tion both I’ublick and Privab.*, attending his proecedings wluch fell e(inallv 
hea,V(!y, as well on tlie Na tive, Subjects of the Mogulls as on. yourselves and l.V; 
and the immense plunder of Caletdla wo know-, was one no" sm;dl .suixirdinate 
motive (instilled into him hy tAvo or three harpys in coidideiuic about him) for 
bis mareli against us, at a time when he was ra[)aeiously pluudoring Avhi'rever 
he eoidd; amassing Wealth to enable him eitlier to buy" at Court Ins eoidirm- 
alion in the Suba Ship, or bec?p such a standing Force on Foot, as '.yould secur<'! 
it to him, ijbspiti' of any opposition or orders from thence. 


27. Th:d, Alaitors might have been aceommodatc'd Avitb the Suba, for a 
Sum of Moiu-y*; as aa-ii.s eibaded by the Freneli and .Dutch, lam likewis<; sensible 
will strongly allcdged against us; but by whomsoever it ii^, I will he bold to 
say,, they arc either ignonu.d, of the chain of Politicks and circumstaiuajs Avhicdi 
inlluenced and led him on, or never reasoned or thought upon them. 'I’he 
Suba’s whole eonduet opposes this allegation ; bis Ministers Avere by our 
Orders soumb'd on the alternative, and your ( hief and Council of Cossimbuzar 
advised us that be bad deelar('d Money Avas not the thing he aa anted Imt that 
Ave should de.sist from our Fortiiieatious, au^ destroy our New Works* &ea. 

2'^. The I’roteefion graub'd the Family of llajbullob, (of which 1 liaA-e 
fdready given a faithful account) Avill, I also know, be urged with eircum- 
stanees wdiieli noA-er existed, as matter of heavy complaint against us, tbouir'h 
the Suba never (that eaine to our knoAvledge.) made complaint about it. I Avail 
not vindicate the protect loii being continued to them, untill the decease of the 
Old Suba ; I ha\-o already, and I think justly condemned it; but (this excepted) 
I Avill Jiopo, the cireuivst;^ine<‘.s attouding and urging it, will bo sufficient to 
extenuate that jvart of our conduct. 


20. f am informed it has been cruelly asserted, and published by the 
French that tlie bringing dow n the Nabob and bis Army, and tho desertion of 
the Fort, &ca., had been long ;} concerted sclieme, the Presidents and the rest of 
the Gentlemen of Council Avho Avent olT in the Shipping, and mention in proof 
as a corroborating circumstance, myself and the other Gentlemen of Council 
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being left a sacrnfice bcbind, (avIio tliey say lisod gem'raHy lo ojtpdse tlu'ir 
moasuros) with this furthei* addition that they had cinharked and earryed otf 
with them the groateat -part of tl»e wealth of the Settlcnn nt. lIowev<‘V liltlt; 
right these Gentlemen liave to expect from me a vindication of their conduct 
vet here common justice to mankind forbids my silence, and urg<'.s mo to 
dtd’end t1u?m from a ebargo, of wlftcb I from my heart bedievo to be lujniiioiislp 
false, not only as to the act, but iLc iuleution ; nor would I even repeat a Libel 
so scandalous and untrue, bad I not received informal ioti that some of Your, 
own Servants had forwai-dcd from Your Subordinates (for want, of a better) the* 
Publiek Nan’alive the Freneh in Bengali sent lo their Su]>erior.«, of the Capture 
of Port William; in wliioh* Narrative I hear the above eruel charge has a place 
in near the same terms I have laicited it, with many otlicr causes assierned for 
this misfortune, equally void of probability or trutli. 

30. It will by some, I doubt not, be represented to you, that Omycbutid 
was at the bottom of all the Suba’s Councils and proceedings against ns; the 
part h(; really acted under co\er, in this allair is ditlicult to distinguish and 
point out ; tliat ho was mueh chagrined at tluj little influence lie had in the 
settlement for a few years last past, is not certain ; in ap})iieations lotlie Dtirhar 
(wherein he usually was the acting person between the C^unpaiiy and tin*. 
Government) little use had been made of Idm, [lossjl.'Iy more had l)een hetCu*. — 
Be this as it will, it is most sure, lie had no general w<-ight in tlio place for 
tliese Lour or Live years Ix'yond Avliat his ^f('allh gava^ him, so that his 
Naiiio and Ilcputatiou hi*eainc lessened in the eye of tin; Goveiunn'tU, as well 
as in Calcutta. Liqiual at this, and impl.-icahlo in his j-esent incuts, it iS not 
improbnhie he Avorked with some instruments* of the Durbar, to eiiilnoil us 
in such manner as would make his mediation ami assist a nee necessary, and 
thereby ivgain his credit and influence Avith, both ; lilllo imagining things 
would go the. length they did ; in which it must have Ixaui most evideni to him, 
llis own larg’e possessions Avould he equally the Suhu’s jirey a\ it li yours; that 
he advisiid the dispatch of Narrau Sing, to demand *l{aibnllol)’s I'ainily, aftd 
introduced liim into the settlement, Avill not 1 think admit of doubt,, no more 
tli.iu that -be deeply resented bis being turiu'd out of it again, llis muh'aA'onrs 
wiib Wazeed, to mitigate things, \vlieu be really found they were coming to 
«'xtreniit.ies, Avas I believe siiiecre enough uutill bis imjirisonment by the I’lcsi- 
(lent, an act of his power and sole autliorily, for which the [»ret(>nee made* use 
of wa.s, ill my judgment, by no means sultiei(‘nt ; tin; eorresjiondenee d(‘teet<'d 
betweem him and llajaram Uarkarah, (the Subu’s Head Spy) Avhieh was read 
in the preseuco of many of us, contained in our opinions nothing to vindie.ate 
it, nor bad your President even the cons('nt or afijirobat ion of his Council for 
this step, or that I remember, CA'cr required it. * On bis iinprisonnient, his' 
Head Jemmautdaar, Jaggewnant Singh stabed himself, and .s((l fire to liis 
il aster’s house, and some of his AYomen (utber Imtehored themselves, or were 
buteliered by others in the family, Avhieh became a scene of mVieh liorror and 
('onfusion. It ean hardly* be doubted that Omyclmnd became desperate Jn - his 
resentments, and it is probable enough be expedited the mareh of tin* Suba's 
Artuy, then advanced, 1 think, as far as Banknbazar; ami it'is likeAvise probable 
tliat lie then sent him the real state • of the Port & Garrison, and aftt'rwards 
might (i\s has been generally suspected) from Time to Time, have giviui him 
inteiligence ; hut this is all conj(?cture ; aag only knoAV, that his demmautdaar 
just now mentioned, surviving of the Wound he had given himself, was put 
upon bis horse, and joined the Sulia, Avhom lie informed of the transaelions 
relating to his master’s impri-somueul ; and when the Enemy aams repulsed at 
Baagbazar, be led the Van of the Array to the Eastward and directed iIumu the 
avenues by* w'hich they entered the next (hiy. 

31. From others, I belicA'P, you will be told, that the dismission of your 
Dadney Merchants w;as one cause of our misfortunes, arising from tlu'ir en- 
deavours at the Durbar»to embroil your affairs at thoi Awrungs, as (xmd ujL'.fi'd by 
your oAvn Gomastahs, hoping tluTcby^to g(*tthe Dadney re-assumed, and th^^m- 
selves re-instated ; nay some I have been informed have been hardy enough 
to urge and assert that the large increase of your lioA^enue Zemindary Avaa 
another very principal cause, which drew the Suba’s attent ion on the Settle- 
ment, though themselves, your President & Council, and I believe the greatest 
part of the Subadaary^ as well.as my Hon’ble Master know the credits of that 
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I)ranc1i was only increased, w'ithout any innovations wade hs the branch itself; 
hut, to its loss and disadvantage. Many more crauses and reasons eqoallv 
substantial will, I doubt not, bo assigned and transmitted to you by such busy 
and very short sighted Polititaans as these : strangers to tlie real ones they 
think they sliall not appear ol' any importapee, unless they assign some, no 
matter liovv incongruous ; l)Ut yon Aviil have now materials enough hefoie you 
to form vour own judgments. I tl’.ink my eonelusions on every cause' that can 
he alledged for the extraordinary and unprecedented conduct of the Suha, have 
facts and probability to suf)port them : to you, llon’hle Sirs, 1 humbly submit 
them, with this one c.onclusion more, that your situation in those Provinces on 
a ivn-estahlislnucnt will he such as to admit of only fwo Alternatives; that you 
must in future, eilJicr keo)^ such a Fortification and (larrison, as will at all times 
be sulUeicnt to force your 'J'radc against the opposition and extortions of flic 
bJovernnumt ; or reduce your Commerce to the "^footing oX the Prussians & 
l>anes, i^c.,. wit bout Forts and (larrisons at all, and on imyment of the lowest 
Dutys that can he sti{iulaled.- — The inniiuriilics anil priviledges granted you in 
your i’hirm.'uinds, you tied runv arc of no validity without a Military expeneo 
(more, I fear, than equivalent) to put them in force; hut on this subject it will 
he ihy duty, to givi*t you my simtiiuents on another occasion more at large, 
whilst at prefft'iit I lesump tlic tiuvail of niy Narrative', broke oQ‘ at th<i 
surri'iuler of your Fort & Factory of Cossimhuzar ; the easy captini! of whicli, 
eoncurring with his intentions beyond his cxpcidations, not only gave the 
linishing strokes to his reso1ve.s, hut expi'dilcd and facilitated his march to 
Calcutta; which leads me to a consideration of the immediate causes of its 
sudden reiluctiou, most need full to he known to my Llon’hle Mastc'rs: the 
Uocks and Quick Sands on which we. have unhni>pily struck and sjilit, being 
fairly and camlidly laid down, ipay pn'vcnt .‘i second Wreck of your Fstate and 
I rad(‘. 

32, These causes I will beg lettve to investigate under Tlirec Cctioval

33. To the First Article of my first General ifead, it will not become me to 
add* much more than 1 have set forth in my Letter before you of the 17“' July, 
addvissed from IMuxadavad to your other two Presidencys of Ihunhay and 
Port S' Gcorgi'. The Nature and Extent of the Power giv'en to tlie Committee of 
Fortifications, Mess’’*' Drake, TVatls, Scot, A Manningliam, wo have ever been 
,k<'pt strangers to ; hut 1 will venture to conelude, tliat bad the Money which 
was fxpeiided on the lledouht. Drawbridge, erected at and that 

which was meditated to he spent onJ;he Circuit of Ditch Vieyond our Ihuinds, 
ns also that wliich was disbutsod on the Jiatterys, raised on the Snha’s 
apjiroach, ht.*en timely appropriated to the demolition of the Houses round us, 
to hat(‘ given a pro})er Esplanade to the Northward, Eiistward and Southward 
of your Eort, the. sinking a Ditch round it well Palisaded, it had been 
employinl to a more important^ use and purpose, and have been a sufficient 
discouragement to the Gov<‘rnment to liave prevented any project or liopes of 
.attacking it, with any prohahility of success. — I am sensible it will he xirged,the 
Government would have nevm’ sufi'ered these Measures, a reasoning eco JPott 
h'avio will not invalidate my conclusion ; for had it been thought of, or carryed 
into execution, at the commencement of .the Old Suba’s sickness, when every 
thing at thes Durbar was in confusion, and both partys there employed on their 
. own schemes & designs, the Work miglit have been effected without any let 


or hindrance, a Perwannah might possibly have reached us, to Prohibit our pro- 
ceedings, but no Troops could have been sent a^^ainst us, wliilst the attentions of 
the clashing interests at the Suba’s Court were taken up in securing each 
their oiwn safety on kis «demise. What, might have been done during that 
favourable interval is sufficiently evident from the allmost inconceivable 


,4 useless works vvhieh we accomi>lishcd during the space of a days only ; 
and the same plea which your President urged in his Letter to the Suha, 
subsisted equally at the beginning of tbe Old Suba’s sickness, w’hen he had 


reason enough to he allarmcd by the approach of a W^ at with Prance. The 
ruinous state of the Line to the Westxvard of the Fcrt, had been a reproaeti 
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to your seltloment., and to every tUitig bearing the nfline of Fortifications for 
more timn Tno. years, and was in strong and just (I will not say very decent) 
terms represented in a Letter to tbe Board, l>y Mr, Jasper Ijeigli Jones, the 
Captain of your Train, I think in April or .May 1755, but no* steps taken to 
repair it untill wo had reason hourly to expect the Enemy at our doors. The 
whole 1‘kistcrly Curtain had boeu^for many years in so ruinous a condition as 
not to hoar a Gun ; one we fired from it, a three or four ro«mder, as 1 reineni- 
hcr, w'llicl) ntade its way through the terrace, Throngli this Curtain from the 
Erlncipfil Gat(> to* the North East Bastion, were slrindv out five or six large 
Windows, so many hreaches ready made for the hnemy, in a tpiarter too 
where we were most liable ‘to be attaclj^ed ; and sum up the whole, the Jietv 

Godowns to the Southward had rendered vonr Two Soutlierlv Baalion’s nsidess 

•• • 

td each other, and to the whole Southerly Face of the ]'\)rt, whicdi could not be 
llankctj^ by a single Gun fr(/m <.‘ither Bastion : — From a eonsideration of tlies<*. 
circumsiancea, joint'd to the incumhrant^e of the Church and Mouses round us, 
anti the other wants and disadvantages luentioned in my Ijcttor of the 17*'“ 
July, it is self (.evident, the place could nt>t have’ held out an hour against a 
Eun)pean Enemy, ^ ' 

Jit. *rhc State of your Garrision comes next unthu* vicAV ; a subject on 
which I coultl wn’sli my duty to your Service wwuld ])erniit my silence, as 
trtiihs disagrecabhi tt) nu; in the recital, and" very utiplcasing to you to hear, 
must nvise frtjm the smallest scrutiny made in it. It is most irksome to a 
benevolent mind, to rel)earse the faults Avliieh may ho jv^stly charged even 
against the Liv ing, much more so against the Dead, h(oome so in a great 
mcasuro by there own errors, and want of kdowlcdgo in the du|,ys of their 
profession ; hut the edioice and appointment of eommanding Olfieers iji your 
Garrison, is now hocome so important a eonsidevation to tlie well being of your 
Service, tliat none who would have any claim to your favour or would bo 
deemed faitlirull to the trust you have reposed iti them, can be vindicated in 
eoucoaling the truth from you. ‘ • 

H5. Your Five Commanding Officers Avore, Commandant Menehin, Captains 
Clayton, Buchanan, XVitherington, & Grant; each of these Gentlemen (Captain 
Clayton ('\ceptcd) had seen service, cither in Europe or on the Coromandel Coast : 
touc-hiug the Military capacity of our Commandant, I am a stranger. I can only 
say wc were unluippy in his keeping it to himself, if he had any ; as neifher 
I, nor I believe any one else, was witness to any part of his conduct, that 
spoke or bore tluj appearance of his Ix'ing the commanding Military Ofiiccr in 
the Garrison. AV'hether this proceeded from liimself, or his not being properly 
supported in his rank, I cannot say; but such, .1 have heard, has been his 
allegation and phai for his Supine remissnos, at a juncture which required the 
exertion of , every quality he could have fiecn maslcr of. Your President, I 
remember, spoke to me more than once witii much uneasy ness, at the begin* 
ning of our troubles, on the indoleiuu} of the Couimaiidant, and seemed to think 
of breaking him; had this measnrti been curryed into execution, it had been 
better for the service, and, I think, for that Genllorrtan tno ; the disgrace would 
have been less, I believe, in the opinion of all mankind, than that which falls 
on hina by his quiting the F'ort and thirrison in the manner ho did, Avhilst 
he bore the character of the Commanding Otliccr in it ; but the mischief was, 
we could not li^ive stoped here ; the next Giuvtlerncn in Command to him had 
never seen any Service, and I am sorry to say, demonstrated liis Avant of the 
most essential requisites of a Soldier, llad botli these Gentlemen been set aside, 
and the next in Command preferred to the Commandantship, it AAa)uld hav'e 
jvromised a happier issue for them and us ; and most assuredly, this AA'as no time . 
to have regarded terms or egremouy. Remission or a deficiency of Military 
knowledge in Commanders; wher^ coming to action, are equally fatal in their 
consequences, and are ever the parents of neglects, confusion and disorders; and 
Troops, I believe, are hardly ever known to do theis tkity,^ unless where they 
have an opinion of, as well as love for their Commanders. That neither w'as tbe 
ease, with regard to the two Gentlemen above immtioned, I believe tbe whole 
settlement can witness with me ; and they were in no higher degree of esteem 
AA'ith their Subalterns than with their Soldiers, ^’ho preloring Cap‘^ Buchanan, 
who Ava's next in Command to them, would have obviated all the disadvantages 
Ave laboured under in this particular ; a Gentleman whose character as a man, 
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und a Soldier, tlesorvod aljottqr fato than tho unhappy one which hordl him, 
V)v the errors and misconduct of. others : the vacant Coinpanys sv.ould have been 
iilled up witli those, we hqd p)od reason to think (and udio indeed proved 
themselves) Brave Otlicers. — The next in CornrTmnd to Cap* Buchanan, in the 
Ihatallion, would then have been Captain Grant; a Gentleman who had, durinji^ 
his slay in the gavrisori, remarkably exerted Iiimself in every duty which 
could have ht'cn expected from him, and demonstrated no want of eitlnn* spirit 
or Military Skill, hut much the contrary, however l)oth may have sulTth’od in 
the eye of the World by his qui ting the Fort with yoim President and for 
want of an opportunity of vindicating his eondnet by a proper enqniry being 
made into it. The Ca[)tnin of yonr Train was a lAborions, active Officer, hut 
eoufused; and would, I believe, have haO f<>w objt'ctions either to his character, 
diligence or conduct, had wo Ix^en fortunate in having any ComniaMder^iFi- 
Chief to have had a proper eye over hi»n, and taken (jure that lie did hj^s duty. 
Hero wo had a fatal i^istance of a remissness in Command ; for that we had 
neither a sufficiency of Anutrunition, nor that good, was doubtless ns much 
the fault of those above him*, (whose duty it was to have inspected his conduct) 
as his ; hut as this poor Gentleman IVll a ^sae.riliee, as well to Jus own, as to the 
errors of others, they should be touched as lightly .as possible. 

3o. Thus, Ilon'ble Sir, I have givim you as faitlifnll a i)ietnre of tlie Comman- 
ders of your Five Companys ;is rcan draw, or as I hope can be drawnby any 
one else: T'broc of them my 'w retell cd comp.anions in the Black Hole, perisbsod 
there, as did also all your Brave Subalterns (Ihisign AValcot and Carstairs 
exce{)ted) whore t wilL leave tlunn, and proceeds to consider yonr Troops in 
Garrison; consisting, as ajrcady jnentioned in my Lidterof the. 1 7'’' -July, by the 
Muster llolls laid before us, about the O'" or 8"' of June, of 1 io in the Balailion, 
and To of the Train, Ollicers included, and in hotli, only (50 Jhiropean. AW:* wore 
taught to believe, that there were at all your Suhonlinaies, at h'ast 200 Alen, the 
best of our Garrison, at Cossimbuzar 100, at Dacca atiout tO, at Lneklporc 
30 and Ballasore about t*ho same number; but it is certain the nninbers there 
barely execoded One hundred: AV bet her two liuudred ought to liave been 
there or not, I am not master enough of the subject to di'clare ; so am obli'jrcd 
hereto refer to your President, for your further satisfaction ; who (or in his 
absence yonr second) had allways the in-qic .'tion of the llolls and mustering the 
peo^de. Of th(?se liandfnll of Troops in G.arrison, tlune wm’c not live who h;id 
ever, I believe, seen a Musket fired in anger. H.ad the Militia of the place hoi ii 
(agreeable to your Orders I” (toJol/fftm, Anno-lTol) regularly trained to Arms, 
they might at this juncture hav<‘ bcmi a most .scasomihle siqiply : hot this cs.^ential 
regulation, I am sorry to .say, was totally negkjctctl, so that when avc came to 
action, there were hardly miy amongst the Armenian and Portugnee.'^e Inhabi- 
tants, and Ifnt^ few amoTigst tile European Alilitia, who knew tlic right from 
the wrong end of their pieces. From tlio Militia, about 05, chielly Tairopeans, 
ontered Volunteers in the Batallion, (most of them your own covenant Servants) 
in whose ju.st praise, t can hardly say enough. TTiey sustained every liard.ship of 
duty greatly beyond the Military themselves; their address in tho use of 
their Arms was astonishing, the short time there was to train them considered; 
and though their bravery may have been oqualhal, T am sure it has not been 
exceeded, by any set of men whatever. A considerable body of thtjso, Avi're on 
the Saturday morning relieved from duty, and were gone ori hoard the Ships to 
deposit their Papers, or on other occasions relative to their private affairs; as 
were likewise on the like call, many of the Militia, with Four of their Officers, 
to AVit, the Reverend Mr. 'TVIapletol’t, Captain l.icutcnanfc Henry AA^edde^r* 
burn, LieuP of the First Company, and Ensigns Sumner, & Charles Douglas, all 
of them Gentlemen who had failed in no part of- duty, cither as Officers or 
Soldiers, in the defence of the place; so that therfi ,is no I’ouson to doubt the 
veracity of their own assertion, in which titey are joined by the Volunteers : 
“ That they h.ad no intention, hut to return to the diTence of the place, untill 
“ they saw your President, Commandant Menchin, Cap* Grant and Mr. Mackett, 
“ quit it (Mess’" Manningham & Erankland having quitted it befpre) and 
'** a General retreat rumoured:” and indeed, immediately after, all means of 
returning were cut otf from them, by the falling down of every Ship, Vessell, & 
Boat. Thus, Hon’ble Sirs, You see our Garrkson, small ay it was, reduced & 
weakened, both in it’s strength, Officers and Councils, in a very important 



(It’grco, to the (lislionrtpoiu" those wlio staved, ancl encourngem(?Mtof the Enemy ; 
and when it is eonsideicd, tliose reiuainirirt;, includiri”’ Olhcers, Volunteers, 
Soldiers and Militia, did not exceed one hundred, and sev<uity Men; and that 
of these there wore 2."> killed, and about 70 wounded, heforc Noon the 20' *, and 
the w'hole exhausted of their strength, hy continual duty and action, & pnr 
|X!:ople of the Train reduced to 14 (Ally ; it would not, I hoj)e, have been wondered 
at, liad we surrendered Your Eoit without parley or capit ulation, thoui^h it is 
certaiu'AVc sliould not have surrendered ourst'lv'es, had not our own People 
forced the Western (iatc durini^ the parh'y ; for having' no (h^pendi'nce on the 
clemency of the- Enemy wai had to deal with, we had meditated, in ease the 
S' George, with Her Boats ‘faiU.-d us, tin; forcing a lletroat that Night, throygh 
the Southerly Barrier hy the liiver •Side, and have marcluM.! luitill we came 
uAdiH* cover of the Ships, then lying below Surinans Garden; imagining the 
Enemy Avould ho too much employed on the plunder of the Fori, to have 
molested us greatly in our retreat. 

37. On my sceond General head I shall have little to say. That we had 
not powder snllieimit, and tliat we liad, not good; that we had hardly any 
Shells fitt(*d, or Fuzes fitted to tlunn ; tliat tliero was hardly a carriage, that 
would hear a guu ; that the 50 line Canon you sent out throe years ago l8 k.- 
24-1 h% lay neglecti'd under yonv walls; ami that wi# were deficient in allinost 
every kind of Military Stores, are all truths, will not admit of disjmte ; hut who 
is ])rojH‘iiy aeeonntahle for tlu'se def«*ets, or um'rer whose immediate care and 
ins])i!(!tion thi;y were, or ought to have h<;en, must, llou’ble Sirs, he determined 
hy yourselves. 

38. I am come now to my third and hist Cleneral head, our own errors; 
a suh,ieet, T am sorry to deelaro, too fruitfull of mattei-, theugh bearing great 
extenuation, when it is (xmsidered, we liad in truth no Military head to guide 
us ; and that .1 may bo as Hitlc tedious as possible, I will wave the ndiearsal of our 
smalli'i' ('rrors, ami k(x*p to those most capital one . tvliioh variously, in my 
judgmeut, eontrihutod to t he loss of your Setthnneiit, and were the causes oi 
emharassing and pi’ev«'nling our general retreat, with tlu* puhiiek and Jirivate 
eirccts deposited in your Fort; and shall reeiti* these in order of time as tlu'y 
happened, that if due lietxl be paid to them, the like misfortune may he avuiil- 
ed in futuiv;. 

39. Our first capital maor was, the neglecting taking possession of Tanners 
Fort, on our provisions being prohibited the Settlement, and when there was 
no Forc<; or Troops there to have opposed ns ; this nieasuie in our first Gouncil 
of M^'ars, £ moved and urged, with every .argument in my power, should he done 
with 25 or 30 Men, and a party of Huxiri'ie.s, jind. that a Battery of six Guns 
should be immialiately erected tlieni towards the Northward or Laud side. In 
this motion 1 was strongly seeoiidcd by*Mou‘*' La Beauine, niVl I think Cap* 
Grant only, and eousequeutly it was over-rlihal. The utility 1. thought evident. 
It would have secured provisions from the other side of tlie Ri\er, or the Suba 
must have devided his forces ; it would have seeuretl tlu; retreat of our *Ship- 
ing, it might have het^n a ndreat to ourselve.s, or if at last 'drove from it,' we 
had it still in our power to destroy it, in .such wdse as to have roudenxl it u.se- 
les.s, and prevented its proving a trouhlc.spaie thorn in (mr sides, which it may 
possibly yet he, if over we advance again to retake your Settlement, as .our 
Ships must pass within allinost Fistol shot of it. Gentlemou saw the utility of 
this measure loo late; our Ships were sent down to attempfe the po.ss<?ssion of it ; 
a great deal of ammunition was fruitle.ssly throwi.* away against it; our Siu|)s 
received n7uch damage, and were obliged to mak<; an inglorious retreat, to th<7 
no small oneouragomfiit of the Enemy and oiii' disgrace ; and to sum u}i*all 
the misfortunes attending this error, our Ships in their llight, with that jiart 
of the colony, who left the Fort, were, from the fire th(*y Avere oliliged to sus- 
tain from this Fort, and the little order observed amongst themselves, thrOAvn 
into such confusion that several ran ashore, and som^i, tUe rieliost in tile lleet 
f(dl into the Euemy*s hands, and Avere plundered. 

40. Our second capital error, Avith our small and un-traiued Garrison, was, 
I conceive, the I’aising the thrc?e ad vamped Posts and Batteries to the North- 
Avartl, Eastward, Southward, and at the Jail, whieli answertid no purpose, 1>ut ex- 
hausting, harassing, & destroying the few people we had. If we, in place of thLs 
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itieasuro, had kept our Force more united, withdrawn Ficcard and his partv 
fr<iin Ihirii’ljuznr, and taken possession with our Musketry of the Church, tije 
Cornpanys, Mess’’* Cruttendon’s, Eyre’s, and Omychund’s Houses, the Enemy 
e«)uld not have approached us without inftnilo loss, and with hardly any pos- 
sibility of success. From these Posts, close under the cover of our Guns, our 
troops could hardl}' have been attacked, muc'h less dislodged, as we had sulfi- 
cient proofs alterwards when the out- posts were withdi’avvn ; or if there had ap. 

peared .a necessity for .abandoning them, tin; retreat to the Fort was secure* 

eoiisidcrahly loss than half the number of troops station’d at the out-posts* 
1 suflieient for this service, and this important consequence 

liad (ollowcd, a regular relief for duty, of Avhich we had none, as things Avere 
unnappily <'onduct“d, nor Avouhl that Infinite confusion and disorder in the 
rort have ensued, whieh did. On withdrawing these Uatteries, the Fort had h(M.^n 
in a inainwr let t defeneoless for the sufiyiort of theci, and little heuelited hv 
th(? r<;tiii*n o( troops, fat igued and hardly able to stand. — You have, Ilon’hle Sirs, 
an exact plan ol Your Settlement, and of every house in it, on inspection of 
Av Inch, you will, at one A'iew, see the in-utility of those three principal out- 
y'usts. that to llie nortliward was ercided to d('fend the pass between the 
corner ol Mi'. Grithths’ Mouse, and the river side ; a precaution totally useless, 
as A oil will jiTid Mr. GrifTlf h’s hon.se, Your Salt Petve Godowns, and the whole 
-stiei't A\en; commanded hy the Guns on the North East Bastion Avithin less 
Mian Musket shot of Your Fort. That to the Ea.stAvard, as the Court. House, 
You Anil tlnd commanded hy the Battery over the Eastern Gate, & 
iiom the old & New South-East B.astions AA'ithin Musket shot. That 
to the South Avard was not indeed commanded hy any Gnu from the 
.1' or,, but .li(>Id Pieces adAmnccd a few paces Avithout, your Eastern Gate, 
wouul not only liaA'c commanded that, hut the other two principal avenues to 
tlie it the Battery on the Gate, and the N. Bastion had not been deemed 

a sninoient defence against the approach of the Enemy, and had they advaneod 
by tluA diieli to the southward of the Burying Ground, and up the avenue he- 
A ^ ITouso, or penetrated through tho Burying Ground, we 


Had the disposition I have mentioned. h(‘en made, and the Walls 
of the IjoII Haag and those opposite the Company’s House levelled, it is more 
tiiau proliable the Snha at la.st Avoukl have heen obliged to retreat Avith his 
ariny; lor it is ]>]airi he had none with him capable of erecting any Battery 
that eouhl haA^e hurt us, (that whieh did us most damage being our own IS 
1 )s turned against ns from tho Court House), and with their small arms, there 
Al as hardly a possibility of approaching near enough to haA'e affected us. — ^^y 
eonelusions, Hrai’iile Sirs, are on this head, the vo.sult of reason, and a late fatal 
experience, and not of Art, for Iain no Soldier; but cannot help thinking 
sucti would h,a. VO heeu the salutary deposit ion, liad we heen hajijiy enough to 
1 • ^ J'l. our head, or a Chief (I!ommauding Oftieer in any degree 

skilled in the art of defence; hut, in place of it, lines AAmre formed, Avhich re* 
quiicd ten times the number of jVfcn to defend : Lucky avo were in having an 
Enemy A\iio h.ad ns little skill and address in the attack, as we in the dc- 
tenoe, and much less resolution, or on the night of the 16”* or 17“’, they might 
have entered at four different posts, and cut off the retreat to the Fort of 
each of the Ha'c advanced Balten'es (including Bang Bascar and the Jail), for 
not. a Gun could li.aA'o heen fired to cover their retreat, hut must have been 
equally leA'ellod at our OAvn troops, as at the Enemy. In the AA'enuo between 
^ -r* , Oinychund’s Houses, We .sunk a ditch and threw np a Bank Avithin, 

A\ neb ])ost, for want of people, was trusted to the Guard of 4 Pykes only. 

1 C importauco of this will appear in a moment, (from the Plan of your Settle- 
nu'nt bmore you,) tbrongh which the Enemy might have thrown ten thousand 
^ i en into the xory centre of onr lines, before, or as soon a.s we could have known 

matter. In tlu! AA'enuo North of the Court House Tank Mas 
.mol fier diteh sunk, AA’hieh, from Mie same cause, W'ns little better defended 
ii'/' Prom the ftbnth East angle of the Park, to the Corner of Mr. 

j.i.sceli s Hoiis{>, Avas a third, defendend hy a Corporal and 6 Mon. Tha 4“’ Avas at 
iio entrance into the sijiiare, the lessor Tank, hy Mr, Putham’s House, and do- 
• nded hy a detatehment from tho South Advanced Batteiy; at neither of 
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these four immediate posts were planted a single Cannon, and might have 
been forced in the night, without the loss of fen men to the Enemy, and the 
neglect of it cost them some thousands. I am the more particular on this suh- 
jeet, in proof of the error I have here censured, b'eeause, from the plan before 
you, you will he convinced, from the situalion of those posts that the forcing 
any one of them in the night, would Inive intereepted the retreat to the Eort 
of the Troops stationed at all the advanced Batteries, and ca\ised the im- 
mediate surrender of the Fort ; and points out, not only the danger, and in- 
utility of these Batterys, hut the impr«)pnety of forming an extent of lino 
we had not Men to dehuul. And to eompleat our blunders in engineeriug, a 
trench was sunk through Your Bark, from North to South, within little more 
than half M uskett shot of yoiu* Bastions, the earth of whi<*h proved (aftor’tho 
advanctid Bal lories norc withdrawn) a secure! breast work to the Enemy, and 
from whenee they did us the greatest injury with their Small Arms. We were, 
it is plain Engineers in theory only, with the additional misfortune, that those 
in superiour Command either had no judgmmil in the direction, or did not 
chuso to show it, AA'hilst others who had probably better, could not with pro- 
priety irderfere ; to ubieh I may add, we bad neither time for projection or 
Execution ; ami still further proof, we should have remained satisfy(xl iu 
occupying the Ifnuses round us, and trusted to our Eort only. 

41. A third error, and which I esteem a capital one, was the neglecting 
to attack the rear of that Body of Troo[>s which supported the Eiicmys Center 
in their attack of the Jail tlic lb*''. This Body consisted of 5,000 chosen YIen 
and Olliifcrs. The Troops that d(‘fe7idcd tins Post sustained the Enemys attack 
for some time in tlie ojicn road, h(^forc the Ja*il, with two Field pieces and 
their small Arms; hut being entirely open to the Ihiomy, and having some killed 
and several wounded, they were obliged at las^ to retreat under cover into the 
Jail with their Field pieces, having before ])repared two Amhrazurcs for them 
in the wall, which commanded the Avenue through which the enemy Avas 
advancing, and the Post Avas ohstinutely and gallantly defended for a gr(!»t 
Avhilo, under tlie cohimuiid of Mons’’' Le Bcaume and lilnsign Carstairs. Euring 
the attack of this Post, ajul just after the Troops retreated into the* Jail, avc 
projeete<l at the centre adA'aneed Battery, the attacking the Enemy in the rear, 
Avilli 25 or 30 YJou ajid 2 Field Pieces, to he marched from the North Battery, 
AA hilst wo advanced two more from our Post, Avitli all our Infantry and Ylilitia, 
and joined the Troops at the Jail to make one general sally and attack on 
liunn in front, Avliilst the didachmcnt from the Northward fell on the rear 
liy order of Captain Clayton, Avho Commanded at the G(mtre advanced Battery. 
1 Avrote strenuously to tlic President, to let him knoAv our intentions, and to 
requc'st he Avould instantly order tho detatehmeii't, Avitli a couple of Field 
Pieces, to advance into the middle Bond on the Enemy’s roar ; io which avo 
r('eeived answer, that “ it Avas im])ossilde, thercj Avere not Men to send.*’ 
The error 1 censure on this ijieident, is the not suliieicmtly Considering the 
importance of it, and the Troops that might have been without dangev or 
ineouvenieiu'C detatehod on this Service) had the North advanced Battery been 
divested entirely of tho Ylusketry station’d there, and Avitli’the A'oluntoers sent 
out, the Post Avould hare run no risque, Avhilst there remained only a single 
Officer, and people of the 'I'rtiin sufficient to attend the Battery ; or on the march 
of the detachment, (if it had been judged necessary) that Battery might have 
been re-inforced with a detachment of the Militia from the Fort, as Ours Juid 
been the 17"’ at Night, under Ensign Charles Douglas, Avheu Captain Clayton 
Avas ordered on a Piquet of 50 men, to secure the retreat. Lieutenant Blagg, 
and the Troops from Baaghuzar ; or some People might have been draughted 
off from the South advanced Batterry, AA'hich had not once been (or Avas liliely 
to be) attacked; tho misfortune of this neglect will best appear from theallmost 
certain consequences which would have attended the carrying it into execution. 
There was no impediment that could have obstructed the detatchrnent arriving 
directly close on tho back of the Enemy, Aviio woula have been between tAvo 
Fires, without hardly a possibility of a tithe of the whole body escaping a 
repulse and slaughter, which, I am convinced, VAould huA'c struck such a panick 
into the Enemy, as, in all humane probability, had obliged the Suba to have 
retreated, and droped his designs against us. — Toilchicg the error, I am far from 
blaming Your President I only regret bis misfortune of having no Commanding 
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MiJit.'iry OfTu’er near liim, who 'could have seen at first si^ht, and convinced 
liiin ())■ tlio important nsc this sally would have been to the Service. 

12. The al)audonlu|> the Center Advanced Battery, at the Court House, 
has l>y some been asserted as the cause of the loss of the Fort, and conse- 
(|uently comes under the head of our errors, and requiriis consideration in the 
4"‘ I’kioe, tlie more so as I am convinced much stress will he laid on this cause, 
by those who are totally strangers to the situation of things at that Battery, 
or the reasons which made it need full to abandon it. — This Post was comn'iaudcd 
by Captain Clayton as eldest Captain (next to the Cornraandant), myself as 
Captain of the First Company of AJilitia, was stationed undin* him. At this 
Battery, with a deta<*hinont of the Militia, wo bad on the whole, including 
OlHccrs, Batallion volunteers. Militia, and Train, about 90 Men and lo Buxer- 
ries, 2 Six founders ^tonrited on tlie Battery, 2 Field Pieixt.s, and 2 EighWeu 
Pou n lie rs.— From the most sup<?rlicial view of this Post, it was evident, to any 
capacity, tliat the Enemy would never venture to make an open attack against 
it ; our luuskotry, for this reason, became useless at the Battery ; the manifest and 
only serviei' that could ho made of them, was stationing them in the houses round 
us which commanded the Battery, and the lesser avennes leading to it; hut this 
very Important step not seeming to be attended to by Captain Clayton, Myself 
and Captain llimry Weddi'rlmrn, my Lieutenant, took the liberty to represent 
to him, the utility and absolute necessary of this measure. Piqued, I fear, that 
a tiling so obvious did not occur to himself, he reply ed, there was not mini 
enougji ; he would not wealveii his Post; though ibis most certainly was 
the only means of sti-cngthiming it. Often ns we urged it, he })ersisted in Ins 
error; the eonsoquenec was natural ; the Enemy benefiting themselves by our 
neglect , took possession of every house round ns, and of the Play House also, after 
the dail was aliandoneil in the afternoon, and from thence by half past 1< in the 
afternoon, were breaking out several loopholes bearing on our Battery. About 
this time the ICnemy bad forced the. Pass by Mr. Pulliam's House, and bad got in 
m iltit iides ivitliin our liiTos. They had obliged the iletaebnient from Captain 
Pnehanan’s Post, under LiimP Blagg, to retreat to the South Battery. Tliey laid 
also obliged tlie Guard by "Mr. LaseclPs House (vvbicli we bad re-inroroed with 2 
Serjeants 29 men) to retire, and wore seemingly advancing to attack our i^)st 
in (lank, throngli the Loll Bang, and intercept our retreat, but having lirougbt 
one of the IS Ponnilersto bear upon ibern, and sweep the whole Easterly side of 
I be h'sser (ireat 'I'ank, we sloped their carreer with much slaughter; the Fort 
at the same lime keiqiiug a warm lire upon tliein from tlie Bastions, 'rims 
eireumslaiieeil, Captain Clavton ordered me (I think about 5 afternoon) to go 
don n io tlic Fort, and represent the state of the Batteiy, and receive orders, 
whet her the force should be \Vithilravvn or maintained. The orders were to with- 
draw if, imiliediatoly, and spike up the Cannon wo could not bring olV. I 
rctunteil willi these orders, ami, lo'^' iny astonishment, found the 2 Eighteen 
Ponudors, and 1 of the six Pounders on the Battery spiked up, and the Post in 
>neh confusion as bars all description, 'rbero was notbingeould have prevented 
our .hiiogiiig olV the cannon-, and making the mo.st regular and soldier-like re- 
treat , had we beim eommanded by an Dflieer of resolution and judgment ; but 
as it was, onr retreat bad more the appearance of a confused rout, bringing off 
onlv one I'ield Piece, anil fbe cannon spiked with so little art, that they were 
easiK drilled and f nrnr d against us. The orders for withdrawing this Post eireum- 
staneeil ?is it tlicii was, eanyedtbe utmost ])ropriety with it (the'Enemy having 
then made lodgmenls in the Tlieatre and Houses close nmnil ns), for though 
niib onr Cannon ami CohornShells advanced without tlie Batteiy, wo dis- 
lodged tlio laiemy from two of the Houses, to wit, Mr, Bourebiors, and that for- 
luerlv I'l lonuing to Mr. Turfs; yet, in an liour more, not a Man could have ap- 
jieaivd on tlie iiatlevy, or stired in or out of the Court House, without lieing a 
dead mark to the f'hiemy ; to say notliing ol our People liaving been needlessly 
fatigued ami harassed, h) such a degree, tliat I believe, in two hours more not 
a man of us would have had strength enough to have walked to the Fort. On 
the orders being issued for abandoning our Post, precipitate orders were sent 
to Ca])tain Puiehaunan, and Captain J,ieuP Smith, immediately to w itlidraw from 
the ot lier tw o advaneed Batteries, and spike up their Gannon. The rea.sons pleaded 
and urged in defence for this hasty step, was “the absolute necessity of doing 
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“ it as soon as the Center Jiattery was withdrauni”. To this I ain obliged to 
ohjeet, as a reason very insufficient : if any reasons at all subsisbal, for their 
being erected and maintained prior to the withdrawing the emiter Jiattery, 
they subsisted as much, if not ninro afterwards; at least, there was no cause in 
nature for the order for spiking up the cannon. TIve South Advanced Battery had 
never been attacked, tlie Northerly bad, in the morning, and repulsed tlio Eueiny ; 
the only circumstance to be appreJiendcjd, w as the kdreat of tlio Troops beiiig 
cut off, which w^as easily guarded against, as W'e knew' the Enemy was within 
our lines. A reserve liatttwy had been throw'n up cross the ])rincipnl South 
Avenue, just opposite to tiie Company’s House, and close under the cover of the 
Guns from the tw'o Southerly Bastions, wdth intention that Captain Biudiamni’s 
Cginmand should retire to it with Ills Cannon, in ease lie w'as obliged to ri;i ire 
from the advanced Battery at tlui Bridge ; hut this was never thought of. At this 
reserve Battery they could not liavc been attacked, without iulinito loss to tin; 
J';n(‘my ; rmr fianked from the outrenchmeut <;ut through the Bark or Loll 
Bang, Avhieh, in its whole length, was scoured Viy our Small Arms from tlie 
Church ; tliat and Mr. Jjyre’s House being talam iiossession of on ahandoning 
the centre Battery, w'hich likewise secured the retreat of Cap‘ Lieut' Smith’s 
connnand ; so that tlu;re could h(^ no reason for ipiitling either of those Bosts 
in the preeijiitate manner th(;y w(“re, which was the cause of inlinitc; confusion 
amongst ourselvc!s, and of no small micouragemont to the Lnemy, and proves a 
su))port to the eonsnre I think I have justly passaal on oiir 2"'* Cajiital Error, 
that it had been a happy incidimt if these Out Bosts had never heim thought 
of. 1 inu''t not quit this suhj(;ct, without doing jiartienlar justice to Lieut'- Blagg 
and .10 of our Volunteers, (8 of them your eovimanti'd servants) nh., Mess'“ 
LaW', Ellis, 'L’ookc, N. Drake, Clia* Smith, Wilkinson, Dod, Jvnaitton, William 
I’arkc'V and MackphersoJi ; the.se Genth'meu w’ere detatelied from Cap'- Bucha- 
nan’s Bust, to sustain a sergeant and 10 Men posted in Mr. (.ioddard’s Housi', to 
defend tlie Post at Mr. Bulhain’s, and tlircw themselves into Captain Miue.hin’s 
House, from the top of which they made a great slnugliter of the haiemy ; anVl 
wlieii that Post was forced, tin; serjeant and his Men made a preeijiitale vidreat; 
to the Battery, without once tliinking of the Gentlenum posted at Cajdaiu 
iMinehin’s, where tlnise had a long & hloodv (•oiitliet with nvimlu'r of tin- 
LiK-my, most uncquall, and at last forced a n'treat, glorious to tln'insi.dvi's, 
but with the loss of two of their small detatchment ; ric.^ ^Mijss’^'* Smith' & 
Wilkinson, wholly mistake was scfiarated from the body; tin* lirst refused 
qnai'tcr, and killed 5 of the Enemy before he fell; the either called for quarter, 
Iiul was denyed it, and cut to pieces. 

■13. I have now brought you, ITon’hle Sirs, to the Jiftli and last act of our 
tragedy of errors, which brought on as fatal and melaneheilly a e-atastroplie, 

1 believe, as (‘ver the annals of any people, or colony of pc'ople,' sutl’ered sineui 
the days of Adam; to wit, the Governour, Mess'" Manuinglmm, P’ranklarul, 
Mackett, the Principle Otficers, and aconsielerahle part of the eolemy, ahandoning 
Your Port, ElTeets and Garrison, Avith the Ships and. Vessel Is, w hendiy Ihi; re- 
treat of those who remained were to all intents and jmrposes eutolT, to tlie niini- 
ber of about 170 Persons, and left a sacrifieo to an exaspei-ated and merciless 
Enemy; amongst those, four of your Council, a great number of your prinei|)al 
and valuable Covenanted Servants, Three Military Captains, Several Com- 
manders of Ships, 8 or 0 Commissioned Otficers, many of the princijial Inhabi- 
tant.«, and others. Our proeetdings in this-distressfull sitiuitiou, I liave in few 
words summed up in my Letter of the 17"* Ju'ty from the capital of the. 
Province, which I beg leave to repeat here, lest that Letter by any accident. 

should not have reached you. 

• 

“Mr. Pearkes Avaviug his right of seniority, He, with the Gentlemen of 
Council, in Council with the unanimous approval of the Gentlemen 
in the service, the Garrison and Inhabitants, elected me their 
Governour & administrator of your Afi'airs during the troubles, 
and suspended your late President, andMt'ss'"’* M anningham, Frank - 
laud, and Mackett, from your service, for this hreueh of trust; a.s 
also the Military Officers who aecompariyed them.” 

In my IjCtter above referred to, I indiscrirnately lilamcd the whole who hrol 
left us, in which I. may well he excused, for I had it not then in my power to 
Juake the just distinctions and exceptions I have here already done ; for, in truth, 
lUP. D. 
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it oaii be ineinnbent only on your Governour, and Conimander-in-Chief, and the 
(ientleni(;ii of Council, and the OlRcers who accompauyed him in this defection, 
to vin(li(!atc, if possible, this piece of conduct ; nor can it be wondered, that those; 
neither in trust or command, should quit a cause, where those who bore the 
highest distinctions in both, deserted it: That the i^ovt was not tenable, is a 
truth cannot ho contradicted, a»iy more than that a general retreat, with all 
ElYcots, pnhliek and private, might, with ease, have been cilecled, bad those on 
Avliora it rested, done their duty. When I mention a General lictroat, 1 would 
be undor,stot)d to mean no more than of the European Inhabitants, the Garrison 
and their Eamilys ; as for the multitude of others which were (by an infatuation 
jiot to bo accounted for) admitod into the Fort, to tllie number of 0,000 at least, 
th(‘y must have Injen abandoned ; they would have sutl'ered nothing by being 
loft behind, and liavo caused much embarrassment and distress to the W'hdle 
by being embarked. As I have before done justice 'to the Officers of Militia ami 
others, who wer(; embarked without (I am convinced) having any intention 
to abandon the Eort, I must in this place likewise render justice, to the best of 
my kuow'ledg(> and information, to the character of one of your Board, Mr, 
William Mackett: This Gentleman had the Command of the 2"'* Company of 
Militia, and on the 17'^ at Night went to see his lady (and children) on Board 
the Dodaly where, aho-ut? 11 at night, he left her dangerously ill as sh<; 
was and returned to the Fort, (hough the strongest persuasives, I am well 
informed, were used to detaifi him on Board. Could any consideration or plea 
V)cen ])i’evalent enongh to shake that of honour, the situation of this Gontlc- 
mc'u’s Family, joined to those persuasions, would have swayed his stay ; but lu; 
returned to the duty, his honour called him, and with the consent and ap- 
probation of M'" Mackett. Early on the morning of the 19‘", the President, klr, 
M;u;kett, the llovcrend Mr. .^lapletoft, myself and others Avere employed in 
cuting open the bales of Cotton, and filling it in Baggs, to carry upon the 
Para])cts ; then (E recollect) Mr. Mackett intimated to mo the unhapjiy condi- 
tion he left his lady fii the preceding night, and expressed his desire and 
intentiop to stop on Board for fiA'e minutes, to see her: that this was the sole 
motive of his going without any design of abandoning the Fort, J am iu my 
sentiments convinced of; and is, I think, proved by the Avbolo of bis behaviour 
during the Siege, and his return to the Fort from the Dodafi/ the ]n’ece(liug 
night. With equal I pleasure I would orahrace any, even probable, appearance 
to justify the conduct of your other Servants in higher trust; against whom I 
with moia; real conee]-ii say, the charge lyes too heavy & obvious to admit of 
extenuation. The proof, and supporting this charge, I could wish a task imposed 
on any body else ; hut none unluckily, but myself is eciuall to it, as none can he 
so Avell acquainted Avith 'tlie circumstances attending it; and hoAvever galling 
the reincrnhivince of my oAvn chains, sufferings & losses may be, they shall 
not inlluenee, me to devi.ate from. truth, though such reraemliranet; may urge 
me to terms of seeming bitterness, hardly unavoidable, Avhen those sufferings 
i-an ‘he attributed to naugl>t but the unaecountablo conduct I am now 
iJirpeachiiig — a eopduct w'hicb (hoAvever . palliated by a thousand IriA'olous 
reasons) will justly l.ay Your President, & Mess’’'* Mauningham & Franklaud 
open to the censure of Breach of Trust, of the highest imprudence and 
inconsistence, and prove them strangers to the very dictates of humanity. 

4t. In what degree either of the above named Gentlemen, may appear less 
culpable than the others, or really are so, is not my business to determine; this, 
,Hon*blc Sirs, I Avill leave to Your judgment & sentence, AAdiilst I give you a.s 
faithfull a statement of the fjicts, as is in my power; that, Mess" Manningharn’s 
A/* Frankland’s falling dowm from the Fort with the Dodaly^ and refusing to 
return to it, and join our Councils the night of the 18*’’, though more than once 
summoned, to it by Your President, Avere the primary causes, all the confusion 
that ensued, will, 1 thiuk, hardly admit of contest : the defence those Gentlemen 
make ‘to exculpate tlleniselves, stand on the face of the FuHa Consultations 
of the 1 1"’ July last, and are roplyed to by me, on my return from Ballasoro, in 
f a r.etter to the Board at Fulta, under date the 26“' of October last, Copy of 
Avhieh I hereunto annex ; the departure of the Dodaiy (of Avliicb those Gentle- 
men Avore j)art Owners) and their I’cfusal to rotuim, w'ore the cause of jealousies 
and fears, which otherw ise woiild never haA"e existed ; and the Garrison are well 
Aundicated iu their conclusions, (that when Gentlemen, who bore the most dis- 
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tiiiguishcd characters both civil and Military, liad quitted & refused to return 
to their trust, and duty, every man was providing for himself the best he 
could. The Captain of the Dodnly exculpates himself, hy producing from Your 
President an oi'der of the IS*" June, purporting, that he should obey all such 
orders as he should receive from himself or Mr. Manningham ; and these 
Gentlemen take the advantage ot this order, to prove their power, and extenuate 
their departing with tlie Ship ; a Power which devolved to Mr. Manningham 
for quite another purpose, an<l cannot bo wrested, Avith either truth or propritd.v\ 
to the purpose it is now produced to .serve, as Your Presid(mt can well witness. Tin* 
inspection and necessary orders to he issued in matters ndativo to the marine, was 
offered and undertaken by Mr, Manningham, to ease tin; President and not with 
the intention that he should he thereby empowered to distress him and the garrison 
with the defection of that Ship, and of quiting a trust udiicli opened the way, 
and was I believe, in sorno measure, the cause of Your President (juiting Viis 
trust also on the succeeding morning, though I offer it not in snfTicieut vindi- 
cation of a conduct not to be vindicated, in one who bore the character of 


Governour & Commander-in-Chief of Your Port & Garrison. That things Avero in 


tlic utmost confusion I admit; That no proper oithn*, rule or command aa'us 
observed, is most true ; That the proceedings of Mess” Manningliam & Prank- 
laud AA*ere suspicious atid allarming, X grant ; but on Avhom Avill all this refl(;ct 
and recoil ? Had, on the first refusal these Gentlemen made to join our Councils 
at this important juncture, the Ship been romatidcd ba(?k, under tlie coA’^er of 
onr Guns, and a detatebment sent to bring them to tlieir «lufy, in place of their 
Ixnng sudered to Avait for one to defend the Ship from the hazard they them- 
selves had hrouglit her into, without orders hr knoAAdedge of any on<; in tin* 
Garrison, the measure would have spoke the Commander & Gove.rnour-in-Cliief ; 
a thous.und mischiefs had hetni avoided, nor he himself reduced the next day 
to the unhapply dilemma AA'hieh at last ended in his folloAving their oxam[>h*, 
to the dostruetion of those left l)ehind ; and with the knoAvlodge, that neitlier tin* 
Company’s Treasure, Books, or e.ssential Papers were embarked, no mon; thuu 
the imuKiuse ])ro|>orf.y then depovsitod in the Port, consisting of your own 
eifeet.s, and of a multitude of others, left mi.scrahle and indigent l)y the desertion ; 
in having all means cut off from them of saving it, and Avith those A^cry Sliips 
Avliich Avere einj)]oyed and destined for its preservation. ITortitiulo is not giv(m 
tij every one ; and I may most justly plead excuse for any failure arising from 
our want of ^Military knowledge; it could not be expeefed from us, hut every 
act of common prudence Avill : if the lives of so many brave and valuabU; 
]Nreu, AA’ho perished hy this conduct, merited no regal’d, these Gimtlemen own 


sujiport witii their employers depended on their having a regard to tlieir 
litleets entrusted to their charge; as Treasurers, it was ineumbeut chiefly on 
them to sec th.at the Treasure aa.'is embarked; this aa'iis a measure judged 
eligible in a Council of "VYar, before the Port was judged not tenable, and suro 
ought immediately to have been carryed into execution. That Coolys could not 
be obtaiueebto carry that and the Compuny’s books off, as alledgial on tlye, i'a«*e 
of the Pulta Consultafion, must appear to every body then in Garrison, and 
indeed to the Avhole world, a pretence to palliate a needless paniek, disorder 
and neglect. That many Effects AA’ere tliat night (irnharked, is a truth known 
to every body ; and on suppositions there Avas not a coolcy in t!u; Fort, a single 
to paz could have Embarked the last years Books, the consultation, and tin- 
essential papers. But it must appear a fact beyond contradietion, that these, and 
everything else, Avcre sacriticed & abandoned +0 the consideration ot these 
GentlemeiYs own safety, though that no ways endangered, but from the stefis 
taken to secure it ; for had wo been joined in our Councils, and the Ships 
continued under the protection of our Guns, or brought back, and any the 
least command exerted, we had it our povA'ca* to leave the Suba the bare Avails 
of your Port, only Avithout a Gun in it that could have been of any n.'^c to 
him, or injury to us or the Shipping. Ifad aac remameil united in onr force, 
and any proper spirit sheAvn, and examples made, what could have been 
apprehended from a few drunken Butch Soldiers, or a bnv Seditious annnigst 
the rabble of’ the Militia ; the President, Council, Officer, Gentlemen in the. 


Service, Yolunteers, & principal inhahitants, were surely more than equall to 
quell any tumult that ooAild liave been raised by those, to have obstructed an 
orderly lietreat with every thing of value deposited in the Port. Had tliis been 
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(lono with proper cooIqcss & resolution, &. the whole Colony proceotleJ as early 
in Auf^ust as the IHeet could push out to li'ort S*^ Ooorifo, with the Effects, 
]mbliek and private, immense had been the ijuin to both ; there pro 2 >(‘r jneasures 
might liavc beiin expeditiously consulted and ado 2 )i(!d, for the re-establishment 
of tlio Settlement; and tVie remains of our shat tei-ed and distressed Colony 
would liavo met r(‘i)osc and sludttir : this st.** 2 > would have bi'cn eligil.)le, even 
m the wretched circumstances tlusy retired ; but the misfortune is, errors are 
fniitfull, and generally beget one another ; the i)a.nick which first seized the 
frentlcmcn in Command, never lost its intluemso ; the little saved was, in the 
gi'noral confusion, lost at Tanners and Kuzhudgea : and in place of continning 
I lioir route to Fort SKTCorge, the alternative of residing at Fulta was determined 
on, ami such advices forwarded to that I’fesidency by Mr. Manninginmi, as made 
it a case! of ncee.ssity to nmiain there, under suidi disadvantages and distres’ses 
.I.S I believe hardly ever a wretched ^leoplo labom’ed, and at an immense 
i':v)>enco to yourselves in supporting the Colony, and Freight of Ships for 
tlu'iv recoiffion and defence; part of your exjience, indeed, daily lessened, by 
the multitudes of deaths here, which has ]>vov<hI a grave to a large iiortiou of 
the Colony, and to more than half the detachment and Officers, sent under 
Major Jvillpatriek ; all which might have been avoided by a prudent procedure 
to Mndrass, as above. Why this was not dune, in i)reference to tin? advices sent, 
uul our miserable residence here, I am a stranger, and have not yet rtx!civ(?d 
or heard one tolerable reason *to sujiport the measure. It has been alledged, tlic 
(|uitting the lliver would have been giving up the cause ; liail this been done it. 
would have been only giving up a cause already lost, and wliieli they them- 
selves had first abandoned : The Fleet quitting the lliver, would have lulled 
the .Enemy into a security which Avould greatly have facilitated the re-taking 
Your Settlement; whereas oun residence in it have kept them on the allarm, 
and 2 )r(?paralion.s arc made for the defence of it, which probably would nm t'r 
hoeii thought of. Nor is it possible, in my conception, to account for this strange 
frt;rsoveran<M' in misia’v,' lieavey charge to yourselves, but from thesi! tw(. 
motiv'es, phich swayed the Councils of those Ccntlemcn who hail quitted yonr 
Fort, Garrison ■k, ElVecis, whilst they bore the first characters of (Command in 
it. Conscious and self condemned of a conduct not to be vindicated, it biii.vimi' 
necessary that om* of tludr own body should be ilisjiatehial to give the lir.st. 
imyfressioM of it ; liad they jirociMaled with the Colony, a hundred mouths would 
have bemi open to report their conduct .as well as their own. This, llon’hU' 
Sirs, must, 1 think, have been the principle they acted on, to allow them tlie 
sliadow of consisteriei' ; if the Gentlemen support their remaining in the lliver 
I'rfim other own jn'obahle reasons, I will In? the ffi’st to retract my sentiments ; 
not my smitinnmts alone, but that of near the wdi ole Colony. .More, I think, I 
need not say* iif. support of my charge against these Gentlemen ; that they 
justly ineurr tip? censure of itreach .of Trust, have aided with the highest im- 
prudi'iiec, and been eonsistiait in nothing but errors, from the lirst moment 
iliey Meditated .abandoning yoUr Fort in the m.aniicr they did; it wmiains only 
tliat I prov'c they njiglit safely hav<? retrieved this unhappy stej). hy a return to 
it with all the Shijis, and that, by tliis neglect, they not only further merit tlie 
cr-nsme I bnva? already passed on them, but that of being strangers also to the 
very dictates of humanitv. 

15. The Doihihf (with Mess'* Manningham & Frankland) and some other 
vessell.s, fell down ti\c Eiver tlie IS*'* at Night. Your President, with the re.st of 
l h(! Ships, vessell.s and Boats, followed them tlie 19"', about Nine in llic forenoon, 
fln'y lay' in .sight of our Fort, and Flagg Hying, untill the 20"'. About Eleven 
forenoon snw’the S'' (ieorge, our last resource was aground, and could not come 
down to our Sue<?our, and heard us engaged with the enemy during all this 
pmiod. — Tliey knew the desperate state they had left and abandoned us in ; 
without all po.ssil)iUty or means to escape or retreat; and this their own doing: 
J'luw \V(M*e siMisihJe, wc had not ammunition to defend the Fort two days, or, 
if we had, that our strength, with continued fatigued, watching, and action, was 
Mxhausfed, and that we were reduced to the wi*etchcd alternatives of either 
s ic-ilici^ig our lin's, hy resolving to dye svv'ord in hand, or sui’rendcr (mrselves ro 
an enraged and inereiless iiinemj’^ ; and yet neither Shij), Vessell, or Boat was sent 
to favour our retreat, enquire what was our fat*', or whether we existed, or 
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hail peris^hed. To palliate Una (I hidievo, unequalled in Iminnnily,) llie danq-er of 
retnvnio^ with the Shipa*has been, 1 hear^alledgod, — Cap*' Ginntj^in his letter to 
us, ill vpidioatioii of liiiusolf, the y0‘'‘ August, assorts, l>e more than oixro urged 
your Tirosident to movo up with all the 81ii]?s Yuid Sloops biil’ore the b’ort, 
onee iiij the presence of Cap'- Young, Counnaudor of the who represented 

it ns .}* dayg’erous attempt. 1 submit it to you, Ifon’blo Sirs, to determine, 
wliotber your President ought tob.avo remained satisfyoA with att answer of tltis 
kind, ov whether the Shlps'*wonld have run greater risque in moving up to the 
Fort, tjian they did in moving down from it; or if there aetually had been danger’ 
in tho; attempt, of tv hieh there was -not even the shadow, whilst wo remained 
in possession of tiio Fort, was the preservation of Jhe lives of so many brave 
and v.^luesible men as wove cooped u[), in it’, with your treasure, elViads, ho'oks, 
ofi such small estimation with these Gmttlemen, as not to luerit om‘ 
attempt to relrieve them, though even this attempt had heou nttCudiMl with 
danger? Kut it has been urged, that they were at no certainty whetln'r wo 
were in possession of Jtho Fort, or not, and by some conjeidured, that avo 
had surrendered, or the phice taken by. assault, .ami that the Flagg was 
only kept Hying by the Fhiejqiy to decoy the Fleet hack!! — But if ihe.'-e 
Avere the doubts Avhifdi actuated them, Avhy' did they not satisfy thern.selves ? 
A single Sloop or Poat sent up in the- niglit of tlie lO"', might have hailed 
us on the Bastions, witliout risque, even had the pltnie’ been in ])osse.ssion of tlic 
Fviemy, the einitrary of whicli linn'' tvotild have homt asoiudainod in, and the 
Fleet might have maved up that night. Tliis motionavould have jmt fresh s|>irjts 
in us, and given dismay to tlie Bneiny, already not iX little* disheartened h^v the 
nun^hers slain in. the day when (iis!<idged from the honses lonnd us, and otlier- 
ways, particularly by our Shells and Cannon at Lady llussells and the Court 
House. Had the Shi [is moved up, and our F’orees re-united, and part of the .am mu- 
nition on hoard tfiem'dis-emharked for the .service of the Fort, the Suha at last 
might have been (jhliged to retreat with his army', or' at worst* tin? etfects 
miglit have been sliipped off the ■iO‘'’,*even in the faee of the Fncmy, witliout 
having power to obstruct it, and. a general retreat been juade. of • t he whole 
Garrison, as glorious to ourselves, afl circumstaiiees eoiibidercd, as a Victory 
would have been; the Gentlemen. would then have found a platt ready forracil, 
to till? minutest circumstance, fora general i%tvcat, that woeld have been attended 
with no disorder, confusion^ or difliculty, if projier ri'.solution and Giimmand h.atl 
appeared : Had your Presi(lent,,as was encumbent on him, hoisted his Flagg on 
board the Dodalij, of which he was likewise partovvni’r, and movi’d up evi'n the 
20'\ not a Vlan or Vossell but would have followed him, and he. would thou 
have been early enough to hava*, given a new face to things; but, in place 
of that, rendered himself totally inoxcusahle, by not only* quilting us 
himself, but in letting olhcr.s, .and amongst them some of the Ollicers of 
the Militia tlTen on ho.’ird tlie Dodah/, that Jthe retreat ivas general ; thereby cool- 
ing the resolutions and endeavours of those who. were returiiing to us, ;ind li.arl 
never once entcrtaiuocl a thought of quitting the Pori:. The Avant of boats ha,s 
been anotlicr ca.use alledged for a generfil retreat^not being practicable. ■■'Wen* 
there any grounds for this assertion, Avhere did the fimlt Ij-e ? Though therit* 
might have been few Boats .at the Crane Gat, Avhen the President went off, yet- 
it is a known truth, 'that the Wharf to the right .and left were lined 
with ihepi, and «that not one of them stirred ffom, the shore, uiitill imme- 
diately after he put off, Avhen they all rowed cross the Iliver, most of them with 
grain on hoard ; _aiid this desertion occasioned by neglect of the obvious 
mcaspre of having ,a sufficient guard over tlnuu. .But to rflivi.-ite every 
oxoiise that can possibly be urged against the facilily • Avilh Avliicdn we 
could have m ado the retreat gentral, I will .suppose there liad not a Country 
Boat existed, those belonging to the Ships, and tluj small .or^ i, brought close in 
.shore, Avould have been amply sufficient to have ombar&wdil’tlie effects, garri.son, 
and their faniilys, which Ave had not at all disjiaired ol etfdf>ting, even witli 
the S*- Qcorge^s 3 or ’4 Bo.at8, {liad slie happily camo^loWn to pur succour) and 
the assistance of Captain Witheringcon’s l^innace then lying at tjic Crane. But, 
in short, Hon*ble Sirs, it is not to be W'onderetl fxi, that, in a«papick such as here 
evidently jlbsse^cd those in tlie chief. eSmmaud and dirjjjction, means thqmost 
obvious should either not occurr, or he neglected ; nor that handles, the most 
weak and ini probable, should be_laid hold of, to extenuate the conduct resulting 
112 PYD. , 
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from it. As such I think myself justifyed,iu treating every reason advanced ia 
vindication of tliese Gentlemen quiting your Fort, in the manner tliey^id, and 
not returning, when they had it so demonstrable in their power, and /thereby 
losing the moans of saving Your Treasure, Books, & EfFeets ; by presoryitt" the 
lives of the’ many gallant worthy men, who persisted in tlieiv defence” and 
thus foil a sacriflsce ; of preventing the feak's of tlio fatherless ehildrtm and 
widows, left destitute ffhd uuhaj)py, as well as those of tho many jkaronts and 
ndations, deprived thus of the oi'nament« of their farnilys, in the miTserable ‘

40. This subjeet, Ilou’ble Sirs, disagreeable as it is, I must not quit," 
without speaking to ati aspersion whieli has l)oen spread in the Fleet, and I doubt 
not clsewbore, “That those who were left liohind, and some of tlie principal of 
'■* them intended going, had not the means of doing it heen cut off from them 
“and so made a virtue of lU'cessity,’’ This asscHioa I will venture to terra 
bold as well as base, being founded on Lire conjeeture only of some,' with 
impotent hopes to reduce otliers-on a level 'with themselves; the intentions 
of the heart are imjrenetrablo but to the breast it dwells in, therefore I can only 
say, I solemnly believe that not a- man loft in the Fort had any Intention or 
design of qiiiting it, hut, in a general retreat, nor could apglit be discovered 
in their behaviour, that either did then or could siirco “^ive" me cause to alter 
my sentiments. As to myself, against wiiom I don’t question but this slandor is 
cikii'fly aimed; it has he<'n alsrf as audaciously said, that I w\as not only privy 
t ) your Fresidrjiit’s going away, hut was to have gone with him ; of both he has 
honourably and publickly actjuited me; my knowing myself free from this 
•scandalous iiuputation of intending to quit Your Fort (otlicrvvi.se than in a 
•general r<'treaf;) is not enough, it is my duty to convince my llon’ble Masters 
likewise, that sm.'h eould not he any design ; if it had, rny ifiotives were superiour, 
tile mi'atis equally in my power, and the retliHM.ion les.s, in projim-tion to the 
less Command and trust- invested in “me. These Gentlemen declare they 
cinharkcil no private elFects belonging either* to thomsolves or eonstituenls. 
Abe Dilfijeiuu' now lying at my Gat, I sent Ordetrs the ls'>‘ afternoon from tlie 
ont'Batiitn-y, to funhark my Cash, mate, e.ssential l’apej>.s, and .some Jewells, and 
111 till to the value of about J'^ifty to Fifty-t vo Thousand Areot hupees, which 
was done by my own people, my servants having before brought me w’ord 
every Cooly in tho setMemeut was employed in emptying the Uice Boaks at 
the Faidoiy, so that they (*ould not get people to carry them to the Fort, where 
mo.st ])eople’s valuable effects were deposited. My Goilowns being unfortunately 
full of lu'avy and cumbersome Goods, tliero Avas no po.ssibility ftf emharkino- 
them, or depositing them in tlie Fort, though my house .so far detalehed as 
surely to be one of the first posses.sed and plundered by the Enemy, which so 
happened, liail my intentions been to abandon the settlement, the temptation 
...was great, and still giefttcr, a.s the Avhole remains of my fortune then in 
.Calcutta Avas embarked, the rnians in rny oaaui hands, the‘ve.ssell under no 
command hut my own, without any possibility of my being obstructed the 
whole Night of the 18''', or the morning of the I'.P. If such had been my design*, 

1 might have laid liold of the pretence to accomp.auy Mrs. l.>rake, and the’ 
Eadys embarked on Board the JJUigetfce, about eleven the Night of the 18**', 
or afterwards, whftn T reque.sted and sent Mous' Le Bcaumo, With threo of my 
Servants to ertibark on hoard that Vessell, for the greater security of lieFand 
tlie ladie.s. Siieh were the opportunies, and such vvere the temptatipns I had to 
have quitted Your Fort, hut the thought never entered my breast, wor tliat it 
eould enter the hi-oast of any one else, with the certainty there was of the 
retreat being general the sneeonding Night ; That I noil htw did go nor liad’ 
a sentiment that tarulereil to it, I am still happy in; notwithstanding 
all my sufferings ; and though with this reflection, that I had gone, I had in all 
^humane probalfility save^. the. above remains of my Fortune, which fpll a 
]>rey to the En'erny the at Budligoa, wilhont any one friendly, hnmane 

or salutary step being taken by the Fleet, or tho,se who commanded in it to 
preserve her : the Officer on board, having AA'oighed in the general rout, hhd. 
accompanied the other Ships without my orders or ’knowledge. As to p^i^’ 
having made “a virtue of necessity,” these GenUemen should be^ the last’ 
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reproach us, or take an advantage even in expi’es'sioif of the necessity they Imcl 
reduced us to ;*that any has assimicd a virtue from it, I do not believe ; ue did 
^ur duty and no moie, in defending your propenty as long as was in our }>r)wer, 
which eertaiuly is a virtue comparatively co)isideri’d, to those ndu> did uot do 
theirduty. « 

47. Thus, l.Ion’ble Sirs, I’ Wave with strict 'truth to the utmost of iny 
knowledge and rcmeiubjlypee, traced out and laid before you, the causes and 
varidus capital errors, which caused the loss. of “your I’resideuey and your 
Settlements in the Provinces. Necessary as it has been, I am sensibh* by wliat l 
felt myself, on this sul)ject, how unpleasing to you, therefore will not give you- 
further pain, than in the 'n<ldition of a few linos, explaining tli^ maimer yoiir 
Port w'^as surrendered, on which 1 had*! have in my Letters from Muxadavad 
ahd Ilnghley been rather too short. 

48. Having been much pressed at dilTereiit times on the 20th, by the 
Gonllemcn of Couaeil and others, to throw out a Flagg of Truce, I opposed it . 
as much as possible, foreseeing the little utility would arise from it, considering 
the Enemy we had to deal with, and that they were* as perfectly .‘lequuinted 
with our distressed situation, as we ourselves; howcvi’r, to quiet the minds of 
everybody as rnucb'as in my jioner 1 caused a L(‘ttcr to bo wrote t he 20"', 
early ia tbe_ morning, by -Omyebund, who was lefjt a prisoyu'j* in the Fort, to 
liaja Moniek Chund to the following ])nrpoit. — “That, as he and his house 
had allways been a friend and tenant to the Pnglisb, we hoped to experience 
it on this oceasioii, and that be would use bis ii^tlnence with the 8iil)a, to order 
his Troops to eoase bostilitii's ; that wc were ready to obey his commands, and 
jiersisted only in defending tlie Fort, in i>i;eservation of onrlivi^s & honours.” At 
this period I was at no certainty of the Suba’s being’ at the Siege, and all the hopes 
1 had from this Letter, ov-;i Flagg of Truce, was to amuse uutill the George 
came down, and that we might have the night to make our general retreat in. 
About noon, as 1 before observed, the Enemy was I’epulsed from tln.^ attacks tliey 
made tlii-s day to the Noi'tbward, and a cc.ssation on b6th sides ensued for more 
than two hours, and not one of the Enemy were to be seen ; the Gentlemen of 
Council, OHicer,s and 1 nliabitanls, still jin'ssing m<‘, 1 was prevailed on to 
consent to a Flagg of Truce being thrown t>ut heforo dark. A.bont 1 afteiaioon, 
word was brought ine that some of the Enemy was advaneing w ith ,a Flagg in 
his hand, and eulleli ns to cease liring, and that W'^e sbouhl have, quarter if- wc; 
surrendered : this was judged a favourable juncture to answ'or it with a Flagg of 
T'imeo; aeeordii\^ly I repaired with the Flagg on the original S. E. Bastion, ^vh(‘re- 
Captain Buidiannan w'as then posted, and -ordered tiring to cease. I bad alctlor 
prepared ^vitb mo, addrcjsed to Hoy ‘Doolnl), the General of bis Forces, “ imfiort- 
ing an overture to cease hostilities, untill the Suba could be wrote to, and bis 
pleasure know'n. ” This Lettm* I throw o.tcr the ramparts, .and hoisted the 
Flagg of Truce on the lta.stion, the Letter was taken uji by the person who - 
advanced with the Flagg, wlio retired with it: soon aft#r, multitudes of the 
Enemy came out of their hiding places r’ound us, and flocked under the .walLs ; 

a short parley ensued, J d«‘manded a Truce to Uostilitk*s, untiil the Suba’S pleasure 
could 1)0 knowm; *to which I was answered by one of jfiis Officeva from below,' 
tliat the Suha was thei'c, and hi.» ploa.sure w^as' that we .should imniediatidy 
strike our colours and surrender the Fort, and ourselves, and that we should 
have quarter, I was going to reply, wTien at thatirtstant IVF. William Baillie, 
standing near I'fie; was slightly wounded by a Muskett ball from the Ihicmy, on 
the side of his head, and word wa.s brought me tliat tney were attempf ing 
to force S.‘ "iV, Barrier, and w^ero cuting at the Eastern Gate. On being ascer- 
taiued of this, I ordered Uaptain. Buchanan to point a cannon from the Bastion, 
which flanked the Ea.stern Curtain and told them^to withdraAV from the W alls 
or I* would instantly fire amongst them ; they withdrew', and I immediately took 
ilowji jbhe Flagg of Truce, and steped to the Parade to issue orders for a general 
discharge of our Cannon and small Arms. The nnmqer I arrived there, paptain 
Dickson, (who now commands the hiv&lg Qrabh at present in your service) and 
jueijb after ’him Ensign Walcot came running to me i]^d told me 'the Western Gate 
was forced bf our owm p^ple and betrayed. I instantly sent Ensign Walcot 
with orders to see if there was no possibility of ^curing it again ; he returned and 
told me it was impossibJe, for tlje Locks and Boi^ vcere forced olf. On thi.s I 
returned to Captain Buchaiian’s Post, hnd found some of the Enemys colours 
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planted on the BastioiK 1 a^cd him how he came to suffer It ; He replytjd 
he found farther resistance was \'ain, for that the moment I had jcft him, advice 
was i)rouijht Jiini of the W'^estern Gate beini» hctrnycd, atid rcturjiin*' inystdf I 
saw below multitudes of the Enemy, who had ntered that way, and others who 
had seahid by the S. W. Itastion, and tl»e new (iodowns, — that Bastion and the 
I?arrif*r, as I afterwards learnt, bavin*; been, deserted at the time the ^^’estern 
Gat<5 was foretal. To IIm; first Jenunautdaar who se;iled at the Bastion I ad- 
vaneed, and delivered my , Pistols; he told mo to order instantly the Colpurs to 
he cut down; T replyed, I would give no such orders,, they were marched to the 
Fort, and might order it themselves; he demanded ray sword, .1 refused to give 
it, hut in presence of the Snha, on which the Jeminautdaar carry ed it to tho^ 
rant parts, opposite to whore the Snha ,vvas below, witlund; the Walls, from 
thence X made him the customary 8alaam, and delivered' my sword to If js 
Jemmautdaar ; the Suha from liis Litter returned niy Sal<aajnj, and moved round 
to the Nortliward and entered the Port liy tlie small Western Gate. I had three 
interviews* with him tliat evening, one in Durbar. At lirst he expressed much 
rt;scntmcnt at our presumption, in defending the X’ort against Ids Army with so 
few men, asked why 1 did not run awary witli my Governour, (&'"* seemed much 
disappointed and dissatisfyed at the 8um found in the Treasury, asked mo many 
questions on this subject, to all which I made the best rc|)lys tliat occurred, and 
in the eonelusiondie assiued’ me on the AVord of a .soldier that no harm should 
eome to me, Avhieh ho repeated more than onee. 'Ihe consequence proved how 
little regard was paid to tliis assurance, for I was with tlie rest of my fellow 
sufferers, about 8 at night cr-ainpd into the Black' Hole Prison, and passed a night 
of horrors I will not attempt to describe, as they bar all description. On the Ensu- 
ing morning, the (21st June) I a as taken out from amongst the dead, and again 
carryed hefore, the Suha more-dead than alive; he spemed little affected, I told 
him the miserable catastrophe of my companions; he answered me by sayed he 
was well informed there was an immense tiiaisura huryed or setM'<!tte(] in the 
Fort, and tliat I was privy to it, and commanded me to point out where* it*A\as 
Ifid, if I e.xpocted favonv’(oiiGof his .lemmautdaavs had told mo on the way the 
cause of ruy being sent for, & advised me to make a full discovery, or tliat J .should 
be shot of from the mouth of a Cannon the next half hour). .1 u»ged every thing 
possible against the information lie had received, or that if such a thing had 
been done, 1 was totally a stranger to it; ; hut all I could .sqy seenu d to gain no 
credit witli the Suha, who oi'di'rod me a prisoner, under charge of one of His 
Generals, Mhir Modun, and witli me Mess'" Court, IValcot &> Ilurdet, as intimated 
in my Letter from Aluxaduvad, to Avhicli l.(Otter f bi'g leave to refer for the ac- 
count of our subsequent sufferings, and to subscribe myself, with the rao.st perfect 
pe.speet and Duty,

In your Wareliouso was found a considerable quantity of Expout Goods, w'ith 
which we purpose to dispatch home the DeUticar some time this month if 
possible. “We shall likewise endeavour to return the W<dpole Sc Marihio' Vo 
Port S‘ G<K)i"e with as much Salt Petro as wc can procure to he di.s[)ateh- 
cd home from thence. 

3. That this important iutelli<:yencc may reach you as early as possil)lo wo 
are preparin'^ tlui Sif reen sloop to protaxid to Pni^land with it, & hope to get her 
away from lu*uee in eight or ten days. Py lier aud the Delmon)' we shall

As IMr. LTolwell in his Letter to the Court of Directoi’s of the of 
Nov' last, has arraigned my condizet in regard to the loss of Cossim' Fac- 
tory, 1 must beg l<%ive to rejily in a few linc.s. Sc set him right in some 
particulars which he has mis-represented. He says, ho wonders why Mr. 
Batson Sc I, w'ould trust our.seU'es in the camp, when wi! knew Mr. AVatls was a 
prisoner, to which I reply that wdien we Avere scut for as it was told us to finish 
the dispute Avith the Nabob we did not know Jlr. IVatts was prisoner, anymore 
than that he was detained, till Ave arrived to sign the Machulka, tho* on our 
arrm\l in tho Camp it was neither pi'esoutcd, nor luentioued to us, nor did 
we ever sign it or sec it, not withstanding llr. llolwcll’s aflirinaf igu tliat AA'e did. 
Again he says that I wrote Horn Cossim'- t h.at T wa.s obliged to deliver up the 
Pactoiy — 1 Avrote that t he next d.ay after IVIr. AV'atts, Mr, Jl.'ft.son, .self, went to 
the C.amp, Ave were told on the road by Boy Dooluij t hat the NahoV) insisted on 
having our Cannon Sc ammunition, hut that nothing <dse should he touched. 
We stop’d for some time, & after consulting together agreed to deliver them, 
(for reasons \ve have already given our Hou’IjIo Masters in Mr. VYutts & my 
Li'tter from Candernagore). The pcrsoii pitched on to deliver them was my- 
self, & I was sent with a Guard of the Nabob’s t o the Factory for that purpose. 
On my arrival at the E’aetory Gate, I told tin; OlTicer he mu.st deliver up the 
Cannon & ammunition to the person who AA'as eornq to receive them ; he accord- 
ingly set about it and many of the Cannon weic taken out when Mr. J3atson. 
was .scut hack to tho Factory, aud I was carried again to tho Camp, so that 
during my stay neither tho Keys of tho Gates of the Godowns, or of the Coinpy, 
Treasure Averc either delivered or demanded, so that I could not write what 
never happened, that I delmwed up the Factory. 

In regard to Mr, HoIaa'cU’s insisting so much that wo ought to have made 
some defence tho* never so little-, I shall reply that had wo imagined tho Gen- 
tlemen of Calcutta wen? determined to go to^the extremities tliey did, & not 
come to terms ^nth the Nabob, it might have been right for us to have sacri- 
ficed ourselves to prolong their fate ; hut as we evnehuled that money was the 
only thing wanted tho* it Avas never expressly dem.^nded, nor indeed is it ever 
at first. But some fault is found with our conduct, & money afterwards quiets 
all, (for as to Alliverde Cawn’s last dying speech to his Nephew, I look on it as a

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spocious fa])lo), 1 say judging it as, we tliouglit it more prudent to net as we 
did than go to blows, Avhieli bad Ave donOiV& alVairs afterwards been compromised 
witli tbe Nabob by tlic Calcutta Gentlemen, I believe 1 need not say who won. 'd 
have been tbe first to have accus(;d us of rashly & imprudently involving the 
Comp^'^ A ITairs. 

Since Mr. ITolwell has been so kind as to wish wn may be able to vindicate 
ourselves, T must say 1 wish lie may be as able, so that neither his eon'seiencf; 
or the world may accuse him of aefing sitice the first rise of those unhappy 
troubles otherwise than for the Comp'”' Interest. I thank God I ean lay my 
hand on juy heart without accusing myself of any mal[iraelioe or deceit thro’ 
this whole alVair. If 1 have errbl in judgment 1 readily subuiit to the censure 
of my employers iC of the whole world, Mr. Ilolwell exc<;pled. * ’

request eaus(;d me to publish for my accusers, and to place up at every Ship’s 
mast at Fulta, and at the most publiek place on shore, tlie following advertise- 
ment, that I migbtf' have knowledge of what by tbo public was laid to my 
charge, and time to resiiorul to false accusations, and to acknowledge all trutlus 
in such accusations contained, wliich t purpose by replying to the vague 
asserstioris and chimeras of sonuA brains fruitfull at invention and credulous 
to idle tales. Let it here be premised that such parts of their Letters or minutes 
I do not speak too are by mo acknowledg’d as facts. Advertisment to the late 
inhabitants of Calcutta and otliors under tbe protection of the English Flagg 
at Fulta and on lioard Shijis anchor’d there. 

Whoroas it; has boon my leoucst to the Gontlomon of Conncil that they will be pleased 
jointly or 6<^parii.toly to artjuant me publiekly of the censure that in their judgment 1 merit 
hy the late misfortune that ba.s befell our Settlement of (Jaleuttu, and wbich they have

3. It may not be insutlfcient to remark that I called for and minuted 
in Council the Dec'' last that every Geiitleman Avonld lay before the Hoard 
such advices as they had separately transmitted to the Presidencies of Madrass 
j3omh.ay, or to Europe sinee tlio 20“’ June, last, wlu<;h has been the conseipience 
of the ai)ove nientioned Letters being laid lielore hs, & to Avbich my answer 
will bo sot fovtli, as I liave rang’d them, further ob.servi?ig that some an; screen’d, 
So I natui'ally conclude they are. too full of asj)cr.sions and false weak rellec- 
lions to be ex}K)sed to tin* perusal of the S('cretary at onr Board, but intended 
to gloss over tlio part the authors thereof have noted to the prejudice of 
some of their fellow servants, giving them no opportunity of vindit'ating tlu.'ir 
characters bidore conclusion is had thereon hv the Court of Directors, a Pro- 
co'oding which in itself sliou’d obviate wluit in tbo.se Letters carry the face 
of scandal aspersion and rotloction. 

I. Beferring to Mr. Becher’s Letter under (hWe the 20“' Nov’' last, tlvat 
Gentleman condemns my conduct in that I gratitcd protection or admitted 
into t.’alcutta Kes.sondas9, that I refus’d to receive the Nabob’s Perw.-fniiah, and 
in.sull.ed the messenger. The assuming to mysc,lf such an autltority to act without 
t he advice or ac(iuainting my Council thereof. My not nsiivg proper means to 
accomodate matters when 1 found the Nabob irritated, and not securing on 
Imard the Ships the Company’s Books, papers, and Treasure, and finally aban- 
doning the Port in the manner I did: To all which accusations [ reply that the 
ndmis.sion of Ki.sstmdass into Calcutta was permitted by Mr, Maniiingh.ain in 
T>iy .absence on a vi.sit to BalJasore, whore I went after the Di.spalch of our last 
liuropean Ship that Season the 0“' of March, and returned the 21"^ of said month. 
Kissendass I think arrivc'd here the 10“' and he or some of his people intro- 
duced a Letter from Mr. IVatts to Mr. Mahningham, witli one enclosed lor my- 
self untler a flying seal, to tlie following purport, as far as niy rornc'mbranoe 
loads me : That an application had been made to him by Haj:ibullob (jvbo is 
father to Kissendass) requesting we w'ou’d admitt. him Rajabullob’s Parnily 
into Calcutta for the sj)aco of two months untill ono of the 'women was brought 
to bed, & able to proceed on her journey to Jaggerriaut Pagad, & strenuously 
recommended we would not refuse that rt;quest as llajahullob was likely to 
hold great posts in the Government, and might from such favour shewn bis 
family be insti'umental of giving a uninterrupted currency to onr business at 
Dacca and its dcpendances, which recommendatiojv from Mr. Watts, who then 
was so nearly situated to the Durbar of MuxiMavad, di*ew a grant from Mx. 
Manningham to admitt Kissendass, his Family So nttoudants into our bounds. 1 
think Mess'"" Pranklaud and llolwell are able to testifye that such a Letter 'was' 
penned by Mr. Watts, nor wovild I bo understood to throw any blame on Mr. 
Manningham for liaving bad regard thereto. Had I been present on Kissendass 
So bis arrival I shou’d certainly have adhered to so sfrong a recommendatory 
Letter from our Oliief at Cossimbuzar, nor w'as any Disturbance surmi.se'd would 
happen on account of that 3?amily's residence here, or on any other account 
untill about the 16“* of April, when a PcrwAnn.ah arrived said to contain an 
immediate demand from the Nabob of Rajabullob’s Family and Wealths, which 
leads me to answ'cr Mr. Bechcr’s second aceusatiftn, that I refus’d to receive the 
said Perwannah and insulted the messenger j that the Perwannah was refus’d to 
bo received by Mess" Manningham, llolwell, and myself is a fact, and the 
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Mcssongev was ortlerofl out of tho liound, ouv then reasons that induced ua to 
net, were, tliat this Me<sei)”(?r or rather Spy caino into our hounds in disguise, 
& his first foot on sliore Avas at Omychund’s House, w'ho received him privately, 
and a Perwannali for liiinsidf teudin;^ as wo learnt to this purport that lu; 
Ornychund was to interest himself to obtain the immediate didivory of llaia 
J’luliuh’s Sons and Family to Narrandass ]>rother to Rajeram, the Nabobs head 
Spy. This first arbitrary and unusual proceeding of the New Nabob before 
his Ii;ivin£? adAUsM our Presidemy (as lias ever been customary crj chain^e of 
(Jovernment) of his succession to the Government, causM a suspicion that the 
said Perwannali had been wrote without liis c.onsent or knowledge, and not at 
that time liaving had any intelligence from Mr. Watts that such a person had 
been dispatched by the Nabob, ji-ined with the fear Omiehund shewed on the 
occasion, determin’d us to reji'ct the Perwanuab (t/hieli Mr. JManningham. or 
myself never had a sight of), and to order Narrandass instantly out of our 
hounds, and if that Gentleman & Mr. Holwell will recollect, I think they must 
aekno\vl(*dg(!, I then produced Mr. AV'att’s his original letter recommending in 
most strenuous terms the rcecfition of that family into our Settlement, Avith two 
or three others certifying how useful the retaining llajahulloh in our 
interest would be, Avho Avas likc:ly to hold great posts in the Government, at the 
same in.stant I Avas required by tliose Gentlemen to acquaint Mr. Watts of the 
edandestine inaunor where! y Narrandas.s stole into our bounds, of our refusal 
to rcceiA'o the Perwaiinah, and his being ordered to quit our settlement, to 
wliieh Mr. AVatts reply’d that our Vacqueel had represented to the Chief l)ux*bar 
Ollicers the Avholc that had. liappeiuid, and that the reply thereto Avas that Ave 
.surely liad aright to dismiss suoli people out of our bounds. It is Avith regret 
T mention not having Mr. AVatts his Letters to produce, Imt I appeal to Mr. 
Maiiuingham, Frankland and Howell to whom I commuuieatiul at dilTorent 
times iiie purport of those letters, AA'hother eircuuistauces to he gathered 
therefrom Avero not implying that Ilajahullob Avould be taken into 
favour again, and advising rather shoAviug civility to hi.s family than any 
Avavs to iirsti'css tluMii, giving his opinion that wc shou’d be cautions and 
not let thorn leave Calcutta. One Loiter did imply to give them warning to 
depart, as the space of time his father had applyed f(.>r their residence here, was 
nigh 'dajis’d, that AA'as soon eontradi<;ted, ami 1 call on Mr. AVatls to declare, 
Avhctlier 1 did not frequently express I was appvehensiv'e that family’s resi- 
dence here AAmu’d bring tho Com[)any*s affairs into trouble, and Avhether 1 over 
shewed any disinclination to their quitting tlie hounds or submitting to the 
delivery of them had tho Nabob openly reijuiretl it; further Mr. AVatts Avrote 
mo he had acquainted the principal men at IVluxadavad that I should have 
no objeclions to deliver Kissendass, but that he thought I should not consent 
to the giving u]l of hi.s AA^omen, nor AVou’d that be in.sistod on. To the blame 
.Mr. Jleeher is pleased to east on me for assuming to myself tho sole authority 
of acting without the consent or advice of my council in tlie protection 
graxited Kissendass and tho dismission of the messenger Avho brought the 
Perwanuah for the immediate delivery of him and liis family, I must beg 
leave to refer io part thereof to my reply to his foregoing aoeusatiou against 
niy eonduet, Avherein it will appear beyond contradiction that I assumed 
no })ower of acting by arbitrary Avill, I could wish the Perwannali had not 
been refusVd but in publick Council wbicli sat that veiy morning, and the 
(.Icntlemen were assembled in the Consultation room before Mr. Manningham 
& Holwell quitted my aparlrnent, and wefe all w'cll acquainted with the 
steps wo liad taken, but not one member of the Hoard opened his mouth to 
speak thereon, which w'a.s their duty to do, had they then imagined evil 
consequences would bo the attendant on that proceeding, which leads mo to 
remark that no Gentlemen of Council can excuse himself for that silence as I 
tlr’nk I shall ho supported, in declaring I never attempted to bridle their 
tongues. 1 further am led Vo think that Mr. Bechcr, who was in Calcutta from 
the latter end of Feb^'^ to the heginning of April, though not obliged to attend 
«ur Councils when his absence from liis cliiefship at Dacca on account bis own 
concerns Avas permitted, might then have set forth his apprehensions that such 
onr Proceedings Avere wrong, which any slight intimation of, to, or at the Board, 
Avonld have saved me many an unhap])y reflection on. Avhat my character has 
since suffered from after thiuking men : AVhat availed it me or either 
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to be admitted and kept our town, but to hold in g‘f)od corrosjtondent'o and 
barnaony People wdio then had great iidlucnec at the Pui-])ni‘, th(a-el)y to 
promote tlie interest of our employers, ami to aet according tt) the Chief of 
Cossimbu/.ar his roeommeudation, who has always betm sup])osed a coiupt'teiit 
judge bow^ to hold the gi'eat nien in favour at the Diirbnr. Eviui had any letter 
jnivate. or general IVotn Cossimhu/ar intimated as far os oven an appreiumsioti 
t hat tho protecting Kissendass would he likely to draw on the Nahoh’s auger, ‘ 
I dar<^ averr (dtlier of those two (JeutltmuMi would have commuuicated the same 
in publick Council. I ansv.'(n- 1 .should for my self, and 1 ;un sure liberty of 
speeeh and writing has too mvieh prevailtvl in this Setthunent not to adVuilt 
iUfrom any penson wlio then thought the Company’s interest was injured. 

I should fall into the sanre error Avith after conjctM ures, if I ask why tho 
Centlemon of Cossimhuzar did not at any time inform us it was a wrong 
proceeding to continue llajabulloh’s Family Avitli us. If they thought so, it 
was their duty to liavc set forth the Nabob was irritated thereat, aud at the 
dismi.ssion of the Spy; but far otherwise no mention AA'as (-ver made to us 
from that Factory of any timhrage the Nabob took on. t hat aeeouut, not awcu 
the name of any of Kaja lUilluh’s Family appeared in their Gemwal Lctlers. 
The n(;\t accusatioji Mr. Ihadu'v is ])lensed to alUVlge .against me, tliongh I 
thinlv it may be deemed railier a general blann? on tlie Avhob.! Board, is that 
I di<l not use proper means to aeeomodate matters Avhen I found the N.ahoh 
irritated. 1 Avould ask Mr. .Oecher if he h.as hitherto madt^ an einjuii'y oi’ from 
his e('riaiu knowledge can give the Board intcdligeneo what mol hods Avero 
pursued to hinder the Nahoh’s appro.aeli & to patdlyc^ his ungoveiaiahlc passion 
and premidilrded resolution to extirpate the English from his dominions. 

1 shall not therefore immediately enten* hor<* a didail of tlio.se jueasnrcs, but 
Hiink they pi-omi.sed to he tin; most effcetual means t.ho.si^ Alomhovs iiro.sent 
could take aud J do coujeetui'e Avill be uoaa’ so by them acknowledged, as the 
aj.'pearama? and eiroumslanees of every matter tlien presented itself to us. 

5. JMy not securing on board the Slii[)s the Com|)any’s Books, Papers 
.t Treasui-e, is another ullogation laid to my charge by Mr. Beclier, T should 
think Mr. JhHdu‘i'’s time in the Company’s Service might IntA'G leavjit him that 
the different hrancdics of tlio Coinjciny’s employ Avas allotted according as 
t.licir Servants stood in rank or Avere appointed by the Board, and eonld Avish 
he liud licen present to liave sh(3Avn a calmness of mind in such our then 
situation ; m<*n are apt to retlcet Avho liave not hc<m engaged in the enter- 
prise ndleeted on, thoroforc! I conclude all such speak to promote their OAVn 
interest and to be exculpated from orrons, that if tiic'y had lauai |)res».*nt they 
intimate wou’d liavc altered the .scene of actiim, by such inlimation. implying 
faults to otbor doors tiiat deserve not the least consideration to obviate. 

I do say that, unless every man in his o/Tk'O appointed attends to Avhat 
concerns that Office or tho ord»*rs issued thereto, it is impos.sil)lo and 
impracticable during a town is besieged, for a (.lovernour to see that every 
order is fultilled, who l)a.s liis Avhole thoughts engaged and his time taken 
up in Military Orders and Operations, not to mention the constant aiiplieat ion 
and addresses from different (Quarters, that I am sure will be allow’d afforded 
me not time to take the rest that simple uatuve requirtal, Avherehy 
my only aud 'great error was committed in leaving the Fort, for wliieh 
action I hope in turn to moderate men’s passions Avhen they give due 
reflection to our then avow’d situation. I can scarce admitt that an order 
was minuted to secure tlie Company’s Books and Papers, hoAV(?ver such a 
step I do admitt to have been highly nece.ssary, and tliat the Aecomptant 
Bub Aecomptant and their assistants should have attended and put in exe- 
tmtion such order. Why shou’d the whole blame fall on me but Avitli sinis- 
ter view's to deprive me of a station they knoAv not Avba will inherit ; but to 
which station all are grasping at, and in Avliicli 1 affirm to have acted wilhout 
any pecuniary advantages but with an attachment to the Company’s Interest 
that I hope they may find in my sucees.sors aa honisocA'er my omployer.s may 
please immediately to appoint if my enemy's assertions bear down mal ten's of 
facts which I have and shall record before the close of this .Letter. That the 
Treasure was order’d to be ship’d as a certainty, and to the best of my remem- 
brance the whole ballance cou’d not exceed Eighty thousand Rupees, and that 
112 f: D. 
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in scattcrod money receiv’d account Outcrys &*■*. not packed. Tlui order let nio 
m(*ntioii was not po-ssed untill tlio .18"' Juno after .sunset. The Treasurv 
.Banyan was not to bo found, nor I believe no one se(! him the wliole dav, 
ireitlicr could I on inquiry dnd the Sub Treasurer who was on his duty and 
Station as Volunteer, the other two Treasurt^f^s I believe thought no more of 
the order, at least they replycd thfit I should see it put in execution, which 
would have been performed could I have got Cooleys Avhen 1 called for them 
that night. But perplexity, Avant of sleep and hai'ras.sed almost to distractiou 
made m(i void of mature thoughts. I aelenowlodgod it as a truth other w ise 
though I Avas sole Treasurer remaining in th(^ Fort 'uext morning I sliou’d have 
recoHeeted it Avas my duty to see it shipp’d olT and to have remained tliere un- 
till the [)lae.(! had been in possession of the Moors or a general retreat e.ssay.’d 
the night of the 10"’ .1 une as had been agreed on at about two in the morning. 
To jiisiJfyo my quitting the Garrison I shall not ath^rapt. Contrary thereto I 
Avith as much fervency as any one c.an do blame myself for that incousidcr- 
ato action, whereby I acknowledge that charge of ^Ir. Beclnws against me to 
carry a truth I e.au in no ways vindicate, but circumstances may alleviate that 
action and set at nought the many false representations dispurs’d and trans- 
mitted to Europe. Fatigued in body by continual luirassmeut for tAvo days and 
nights without any proper I'efreshmeut of sleep, 1 still kept up and Avitli ^less''* 
ilolwell, Baillie and others Av;cnt through the Factory ill the morning of the

make answer for (piittiug the .Eaetory (which 1 solemnly declare ne\xr <mtercd 
x^y thoughts uutill tlui luomcnt my confus’d ideas huvry’d me oil' shore). Im- 
])atient to know and be an eye; witness of eAmry cv(Mit that might happ(.ni I re- 
fus’d the- solicitation of Mr. Ilolwell and many others to go to rest (who plainly 
saAV I con’d scarce support my own AA'eight for want of sloop, nor iudoed 
could I any longer keep actiA'e), then about eight in the morning avIicu I took 
my,.seat on a Chest heloAV stairs & slumbered for about an hour, avIicu walking 
to & fro a man astonish’d me, who had charge of tlio delivery of the powder, 
by wisp<!ring in my ear that the whole that was good Wiis deliAO>red upon the 
sev'eral curtains and l)asti(ms. This knowledge caused my first perplc.xily, 
liowever I stiil kept musing and observing scA^eral persons flocking into the 
passage l(,?ading to the Iiack Gate (where no orders given were to he Inward 
through the, crowds of Bortugeese Avomcn and siiveral of our Black Militia who 
Averc [u-essing to get oil shore, whichonany then did, carryingaway the boats lay- 
ing at tlie Wharf). I went to seek fbr an Officer and met Lieutenant Talbot to 
Avhoni I gave orders to ha\'e that Gate shntt, but he return’d and told me lie 
did not know in Avhose possession the keys were. At that time there Ava.s a 
.strong rumour that the enemy Avas attempting to force ovir Southerly Barrier 
wliich would give them possession of the whole part of our Factory, by the 
Water Side. On Avhich I proceeded with Lieutenant Talbot, and desired he Avould 
cndeaAmur to get two Gnus manned wliUdi Avere placed to defend the Southerly 
and Northerly Barrier, but vain AA'cre iny elTorts, for he did not return during 
the time I staid on shore, which was I believe untill half an hour past ten in 
the forenoon, Avhen pcrceiviirg the Ships and Vessels dropping down the River 
Avithout orders, and several persons had then quitted the Factory, my imagina- 
tion suggested it wouM be impossible to make a general retreat. The method 
propo.scd for so doing being frustrated by the de.scrtion of our boats intended 
for that purpose in ease of necessity as had been agreed on, therefore it then 
appeared to me justifiable and necessary to provide for my own safety, as I 
then thought my longer stay could be of no service, which I did by going on 
board of a small Bounsway the only boat then remaining at the Wharf except 
' a large Budgrow Avhich Avas fulhof people who made therein there escape, 

0. To the Chief & Council’s Letter from Dacca, addressed to the Hon’ble 
Court of Direotoi's, under date the 12th July 1756, I remark that those Gentle- 
men have signed to a paragrapli expressing it is universally believed the pro- 
tection granted to Kissendass Mas the cause of all our misfortunes. However 
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throat tl»o censure of that act is supported 1)y the event uhielv hnppoiM to our 
Colony, no ohjeciion ever appeared iu Council to his vesidonce hov, and -when 
lie was admitted his father tlien was h<dd in great esteeju hy. Alii verdieawn, 
and after his death it was matter of gn.‘at doubt whitln'r the party he espous’d 
wou’d not got the uj)per hand of Sourageed Doulet, in which «;ase tin* dismis- 
sion of Kissendass was an apparent consequence that tlui Company’s alVairs 
.vould .he embroiled, therefore tlie detaining him was a medium wliennvitli we 
imagin’d to exti’icate ourselv'^es from trouble, for had h(5 heeii demanded after* 
Sonrageed Doulet had persuaded the Begum of Nowai'vis ?kfah weed Caw n to lay 
aside the oyiiKXsition she was< forming against him in favour of her hushanil’s 
ado])t<’d sou, or as I have said before, had wo had notice from any quarter :tTter 
the Nabob was firmly established, tl»at his anger was occasioned by our huhrme; 
that man from him, tve certainly shou’d not have been so daring to dispuh^ liis 
commands in that point. Anotlier part of that letter contradicts Ah-. Bcelier’s 
allegation hiamiug me for not using proper means to aceommodate mat ters 
when T found the Nabob was irritated; as 1 have spoke to that })(>int be- 
fore, I am only liero to notice the contradicliion tlius set tortli, that they can 
hardly credit my refusing to listen to any terms of accommodation. I am- now 
come to answer those Geuthmicn’s Letters to the President and Council of Port 
S' George, dated the 13'''July last, as to those points which carry not vcraciiy, 
or hear any degree of circumspection, for (lie least consideration surely would 
have withixdd tlieir sfasaly j'e.solulion to dispatoli so suddenly an account of 
the taking of JAn't William w'hich they received from the French, ajid to 
averr they see no reason to doubt the auth(mtici.ty Ihcniof. I couM wish I had 
been able <o have obtained a copy of so scandalous a lihell as it has l)een re- 
pr(;sented, hut as it does not app<’ar, I can only answer thereto by rcjicating the 
sense of some former Avonls, that it is too fiMl of aspersions to !)e.ar being 
brought to light at this Pioard, jsnd intended to prejudice most of vwr chamc- 
h'rs ; to go further tiicy say I tore the Perwannah t)iat was sent lo dmnand 
Kissendass and thianv it in. the face of the bearer: I protest 1 iiev«‘r saw' tl*e 
Icth'r nor the person that brought it, and call on Air. llf)hvcll, as 1 coidd on Air. 
Alanningham if lie was liere, lo assert that to their certain know ledge 1 relate 


truth ; If men are thus to be attacked on such sliglit foundations as licarsay 
it is dillicult, very dillicult to wipe o(F the stain that hidden evil repen ts convey, 
such is t lu.^ addition tViat. corndudes there wore gn\'it riches ctiriy’d oil' by my 
self and others. It is a known fact I had not shi})p’<l or brought with me 
whcrewithall to purchase a n>eal of rice unless the cloaths on my hack or the 
buckles of my shoi;s could have served to obtain some small provision. 
DilTcrent was the scene I had experienced, no sl'.ift of linen for eight days 
untill relieved by one of onr Pilots, and the dock was my hod, tlip coniiiis of 
a hatchway my pillow', my sustenance vice half mixed witlf ))addy, ISlaIn 
starved animals that hunger reduced me to eat, treble that ti«.ie witli lliver 
muddy w'ater for rny drink to quench my thirst. 


7. The icnour of Air. Poarks his minute of the I.®* Dec' is 


ch icily answer’d 


to already, I have this addition to make which supports wh'at I have already 
said, that every Alemher of the Hoard had free iil)(>rty of their tongues and 
Air. Pearks was the man (though he may think I have a short memory) that, 
extolled the proceeding of turning Narrandass from the Settlement, and told me 
W'itli that joy he expresses himscif W'hen in his opinion any point is rightly 
executed that we had the praise of every oue in the settlement for so doing. 

8. I shall now' set forth the errors in Aless" Watts & Collet their Letter to 


the Court of Directors, under dated the 16”‘ J uly 1766, and beg your patience for ^ 
the remarks I shall give thereon. Let it be observed tliose Gentlemen positi\h’ly 
declare I did not receive the Perw'annah sent by Narrandass, the manner that, 
was used in turning liim out of this place, cannot have the interprctatif)n of 
disgrace, the Orders given w’ere to the Ccntiuells not to lejb him into the Factory, 
and to my Chubdars to see that lu; departed the bounds w'hich he immediately 
did convey’ed in the Palankeen he came in and with the parade of his or 
rather Omichund’s Peons before him. Air. AVatts might have added that the inti- 
mation of liis having been turned away came from me when he sent the Nac- 
qnall and wrote to the Durbar Oflioers thereon if ’he had recollected I had not 
l''<»en advised from him that such a man had been dispatched by the Nabob, 
How those Gentlemen can assert so glaring a falsity that Coja A\ azecd’s Duan 
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was threaten’d to belli us’d, is as astonishing as their positiveness, that ho was 
sent to persuade us to pay a sum of money ; The errands ho came on were to 
in;ike known the purport ot’ some Letters his Master had received from the 
Nabob, sotting t’r)rtli his utmost indignation and wrath, to persuade us, his 
Master Avou’d interfere and acoommodate matters, if we wou’d givm him a sane- 
tio7i, Avhioh was readily assented to, at the same time ho intimated to us that 
we should coutinuo to strengthen ours(dvcs with the utmost dispatch, for that 
tie; Nabob dismissed those from his presence who had dared to ph^ad in our 
belialf, which was intimating to us the liigh inllucncc Coja Wazecd had with 
Sonragecd Doulct, to whom he garc Power to makoi uj) matters as he shou’d 
thiirtv best, intimating that bo well knew \ve wci’e incapacitated to pay a sum 
above three or four Lack of Llupees, .tliougb hd. nu; hen; repeat there was np 
iiiiimatioir that montjy was ro<|uired front us. The X-etter Mess" Watts & Collet 
wrote us from th(5 ojtpositfi side of Ilughley earnc to our bands, but did not 
iinpl^' that the dispute with the Nabob might be linished for a sum of money. 
Their expression was that they llattored thernselces if a ])roper person was sent 
from Cahmtta, affairs might be oompromised, or if we thought proper to seiiil 
proposals to them ; to vvlii(;li we roplyod tliat as w<; had left it to Ooja Wazeed 
to aeeomntod.'ite matters with the Nabob on our l>ohalf, we were of opinion it 
was unnocoss:»ry to send another person, that it was impossible for us to make 
any proposals to the Nabob as wei were at a loss to know bis dronands. Let us 
now ijoiishlor of bow little use those Ceutlernen cou’d be towards mitigating 
our affairs when they were tlujiuselves obliged to obtain Coja ’Wazecd’s intere.st 
for tlicir rideasement. • 


0. Though the task assigtuid, or rather every Member of this Hoard their 
duty in one r(;sf>ee.t or other, to be respondents to Mr. Itol well’s L(‘tter of the 30"' 
Nov'', <lelivered hci’c to bo sent by f luj first conveyance to the IIon’l)le Court of 
Directors. It has not ytd, boon intimated to me by any one Member that they 
intended a rejdication thewito ; lama»na7:cd at their taciturnity, whose employ- 
meutsareiAot in any degree to be spoken oif comparatively to the [>rescnt atten- 
tion reijuired in my station for th<i future emolument of my employers, and 
in sueli station hourly engaged iti giving ord(‘rs, directions, and lisUmning to 
th (5 opinions of every one wlm has to offer their soJitimonts ou mea.sures to be 
pursvK'd; neA^erthelcss I had ratiier bo wanting in a respect I owe sepai'ate 
correspoiideuts tlian not find liosuro to make piiblick answer to such part of 
Mr. Ifolwell’s Letter, which uim<)st points I shall reply to I think to have the 
voice of the lioard and of the Settlement, if I call’d ou them to affirm I have 
made fruo aiisu'er. 


10. To compl<}at ray premiss’d reply Mr. Ttolwell’s Letter calls my atten- 
tion, Avhieh iS to be transmitted by the first eonveyauce to the Iloti’hlo Court 
of Dir(!ctors. As that Geutleruau has touched on some points whereto I have 
already e.vplain^d myself, it will eurliiil my repeated remarks on those heads 
wliieii.he so vehemently censures to rny projudieo and injury. The acrimony Ik? 
makes use of against his other superiours in the Service I do suppose will bo by 
those Cfentlomeu noiLe’d, I shall only remark whereon that his accusations are 
confined to them only and not to inferiour Covenanted Servants, therefore I hurry 
to proceed giving a reply to part of bis assertion contained in the 11“' and 28“' 
paragraph of his Letter, and am not a little surprized that Ids memory shou’d 
not make him recollect an addition which he might with a safe conscience 
have added thereto, namely that aau! h.ad no surmize of any disturb.ance about 
Kissemlass untill after Alliverd’e Cawn’s death. For instance the truth thereof, 
the first cause of any apprehensions that trouble would ensure on the protec- 
tion* ho liad obtained was after dismission of Narrandasa I think the 15“* 
or 10"* of April ; how he can then a.ssert, that I shew’d him a Letter from Mr. 
AV.'itts, sotting forth it would he expedient that Raja Bullub’s Family shou’d 
have no hmgi'r proteotiipi in Calcutta aimnt the time the death of the Old Nabob 
was deetu’d iuevitablo, mu^t appear an ill told tale, since Narrandass Avaa not 
sent from Muxadavad untill iSouragecd Doulet was seated in the Government, 
'^and furtlier if Mr. llohvell was not setting liimself up for the standard of truth, 
in his long recital of affairs be miglit have covered that reflection on my actions 
by mentioning he h.ad seen Letters of a lattiw date cautioning against that 
family being allowed privately to quit our bounds. I do aeknoAvledge Avith biin 
tliat that f.amily having had residcuce here involved us with difficulties how

I firmly deny any ex- 
pression of mine that could he inti'rproted that there was a general retreat, 
the most I said was that I ditl imagine those wfiu’d follow wlio could get olT 
shove, and notwithstanding the yiositivoness assujned by Mr. H<)lw<‘ll to the 
Aa*jt;'ieit.y of what he has set forth, I am an (uit ire stranger to any one person 
having had a design to return hack whom T found on board tlie Dodahj. T^iis 
my assertion let it bo deemM a truth, and that \ have not waver’d from that 
principle knowingly or wilfully in the course of this Letter or in the Nari'a- 
tivo I present with it, both intended for tl;o perusal of my Emyiloycrs, not

Ilolwell has Avrotc on that sulijcct, I must Ix'g leave thro’ your ehanncll 
to cojuey my reasons for the said opinion to our Hon’blo Ernployei'S. The 
first, admitting Kissendass^ & his wealth into Calcutta I look on as a very 
Avrong step. Mr. Watt’s L(*tter oven supi>osiug it to have been Avorded as in 
Mr Jlolweirs address was not in my. opinion reason sutlieicnt. Could it ever be 
imagined the Qovernment would penmit tbe English to protect or screen from 
justice a man Avho had been in so considerable a post, as Naib or .Deputy to the 
iNahV.) of Dacca. Surely the Nabob ha.s a right to call his subjects to an 
account without our interfering, & how the Comyiany’s interest Avas anyway 
concerned I can’t find out; as to his inlluence at Dacca, I am to observe, that 
at the tiuAo Mr. Watts wrote his'Letter, Raja Bulluh’s Family Avere entirely out 
of the GoAcriiment of D.acca, that Avhilc they had the management they were 
very oppressive to tlie Com[)any & their Servants. So that .tarn sure the Com- 
pany owed them no ohlig.ation on- account of their behaviour at Dacca, nor do 
I helicA'^e it to haA'c been in their poAA'er at the time Kissendass Avas recciA’’ed in 
Calcutta to have been of any raateriall prejudice to the Company’s Affairs at 
th.-it I’actory. I must also dilfer in opinion Avith Mr. Ho] well as to the proba- 
bility of the IJegum’s party getting the better of Sur Haja Doula, that there 
was noA'cr niucrh likelihood of it I am convinced, So remember Avhen Mess” 
.lenUs, R(iveley So Luav came from Co.ssinibu/.Ar ii\ March last, they did not 
seem tf> wiakc tlu'.leastr dQuht, hut that Sur Raja Doula Avould succeed to the 
Suhaship with little or no dilliculty, & this wais the general opinion as far .as 
jirorae to tny knoAAiedge, & inde<«l I do not believe the liegum had even aboA'c 
.*5 or 4,000 Men in her party or pay. So amongst them very few or none of 
couse(|ueuce,. those shut up in ,an unfort ifyed place, while Sur Rnja Doula had 
in his command in the city at least 30,000 men. So that it does not appear to 
have bct'n essential to the Company’s Interest to gain the fi’iendehip of Raja 
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Bullul) & tlio IJogum’s party at the j'roat. risquo of tho Siiha’s ilisploasuro. I 
think it. would have Ix'eii more in eharacter if tho-^i* (^eiith'ineii had dt*. !iru‘d iuter- 
feriug in either party, witli which neither could in reason liave been onViKh'd, 
they would have followed the constant practieo of the Ihesidmit &Conncill of 
liengall who have allway.s prudontly thought it tlieir hussiness to carry <Jtv tin? 
Company’s alfairs & remain neuter in any disputes in tlx' Government, this 
they «(a’tainly ought to hav(} doin', & I owu Air, llolwcH’s reasons for aeting 
otlu^rwise are no way convincing to me, nor tlo I tliiiik will to any impartiail 
persou. One wrong step hc’ing taken naturally occasions otheis, Kissendass 
not being sent out of Cafcuita, the reiteipt of l\rr. AVatts’ [..etter advisiicj.the 
necessity of his dismission appear.s very cxtr.aordinary, hut as I am a //ranger 
to the reason assigned for it, 1 can say not hing further on the subject than that 
it appears to me to have beou highly necessary to ha\a; complied with what 
Mr. AVatts recommeiulod & would have l)een a stej) towards returning (he 
error before committed. 1 must now beg h?ave to make some remarks on the 
insult oll'enal to the Nahob’.s nn'ssenger, Rajaram’s brotlu'r, a man as Air.

Ifolwidl us he rcpnweuts, At 
tell him that jSarrau Sing came into the place in a Christian dres.s, I do not 
doubt, & think it easily accounted for. Oinicfmnd had I hidieva; be»'u instru-

all likelihood this was the time lie wrote the l.ethu’s to C’oja Wazecd whicli Mr, 
Holwcll siqtjioses ilie Governour to have in liis possession. That he must liave 
been greavly iiiceiisial sonu* how or other is certain, he had proceeded as far as 
Rajaimilagaiiist the I’lirnea Nahoh, who he, must have looked on a.s a compeliior 
for his Suhadarry, yet he waved his rescaitinciit against liim and inarcliod 
hack directly to atlrn k the Fnglisli, this does not appearlike a premeditated desi''!! 
hut rather a sudden gust of passion. What provenred you Gontlemeu fnim 
using ])i()pcr means to niolify him while on liis march I do not know, unless 
it proeeedi'd fruu sever.all of you being unaeqiiainted Avith tlie provoealiou 
given, SI) tliat you. might he at a loss wh.at to judge of tlu; Nabob’s. aet ions and 
those few who iiait hecu coneenwd in. it took great caution to prcA'ent its being 
made puhliidc from a conviction I presume that they had .acted wrong, (dso 
I. can’t any Avay account why the alTair of Kissendass and tho iMessenger were 
never laid before the (Jouneill, as it certainly would have enabled them to form 
Ji h(‘Uer judgment of the Nahah’s actions, that money would have salisfved 
hkn 1 uni persuaihal. D. is the custom vjiLli the Government there to make 
exorbitant (hniiamls, Init it is very seldom tho mono}’- will not accommodate 
ruatti'i's, ttie Nal.ad) certainly was greatly irritated, hut still .1 thinke he iiiiglit 
have been ])aeify’d by a few lacks of R.upi'es, besides his IRinisters arc all 
vennll, I do not (louht but they might have been bought over to our 
iutcKcst and prohahly have stopt tho Nabob’s rcsenim(*nt, hut this is a step 
Avhieh 1 believe never Avas attempted, hut instead of it I am infoniied you 
talked big even refused the uu'diati iu of Coja Wazeed when otferod. I iTave 
heard it aih’gi'd that money could not. ho paid as lieing contrirA' to th(' 
Company’s positive orders, f uAust beg l(>ave to as.sert the contrary, to the hivst 
of iiiy reiiicmhrance the last orders from the Court of Directors on that suh- 
jeet, are in *aM.swer to the payment of near 200,000 after our bussiness had 
been stopt six uionths. If I am noC Mistaken the Court approv'Cil of tliat pay- 
nu'iit, as there* a pjx.'ared an absolute’ necessity for it, and only gave a caution 
agaiiiifit complying with the Nabob’s exactions wliilo it could be avoided. 
Sui'cly if ever tbere AVas an absolute ncccs.sity it aauis on the Ihte o(a*.asion, the 
Gov(>ruient bad iicVer before gone greater lengths tiiau stopping business and 
juitting some forces on our subordinate Factories, but here 0<Wsimbuzar aauis 
taken, our Goiitlenien made prisoners, & the Nabob’s urniy marebing to Calcutta, 
&, yi't no step taken to prevent, his vengeance, tho’ Calcutta Avas in a ido- 
feiieeless situation liaA'ing neither men or ammunition to resist a poAverfuU 
Army, hesiiUis tho subordinate Factories and daily a^aiiiadiension of a French 
War ought to have had greftit weight Avith you G’orirlornen in promoting an 
accommodation if po.ssihle, bitt they seem to liave been below your notice. Cer- 
tainly reason Avould liave dictated as the most eligible method to have given 
Avay ho the times, tried suhmiKssion or payment of moiu'y, after whii.'h it Avould 
have h(‘e.n very proper to have Avrote to tlm Admiral! & Presideneies for a'ssis- 
taiiee, & Avliim you had Force sufTioient., laid hold on a favonrahle.ojiportunity 
to demdnd i*estitutiou of the money trstorted from you, and some security not 
to he ns('d so in future ; how much more eligible this would have been than 
Uie fighting system 1 think will appear to cA’-ory reasonable man who considers 
the state of Fort William, the Town of Calcutta, &ca, I shall there4'ore say no 
rmfiij. I can say no more on tliat subject. I think what 1 have already nj(>ntion- 
ed Avill make it ajipear that the English had given Snr Raja Doula suHicient 
jnovocation to make him their Enemy without any need of bis Grand FaUier’s 
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adviro. Mr. ITohrell will excuse me if I do not admifct Allivcwdc Cawu's snecc 
as goimiric till hotter proofs arc brought to support it tluin aiiv I hay (5 y€ 
seen, such .advici? if really given it is reasonalile to imagine bad few or*n 
witnesses, so that it appears very improbable Mr. llolwell in his <ii.strcs.sed 
situation at Muxadavad should hayc t)een able to unravell the mAsterries of 
the Cabinet & explore a .secret noA'cr yet known to any one but him.seir. I ccin’t 
agree AV.ith Mr. llolwell that 8ur Itaja Doula’s actions wane entirely consistent 
AAotli the advice said to be giAum him by his Grand Fathi'r that ap])ears to me 
to AAairn him to bo on his guard against the immeh as well ns us, tlioy have 
had their share in the trouMes on the Coast so that their .Forlifb'ations ought 
not to luiA'C been permitted them any njore than ours, & never (‘onld fhe^.-a'nha 
have a better opportunity of redueing thenj to his own terms than after 

ho had conquered the English, Avhen ho snrrouiuled them with his victorious 
Army, & they Avoi'e even in a Avorso situation lor defence, than Fort William, 
It is true the demand was for them to levell their Eortiti eat ions, hut on a 
proper representation &■ agrerung to pay 3 Lacks or 3’-, the whole dispute was 
accommodated in 48 hours, this I think never Avonld have happened bad lie had 
a design to veduee tlie threi' Etno[icaii Nations to the same fooling as- Ar- 
meiiiari.s & other Merchants, for J ivill A'cniure to a.ssert lliat he miirhtrin 4hrce 
or four days have lieen in xiosscssioii of both Ereiieh’& Duteli EactorTes. So that 
I can’t see how it would ha,v(^ interfered Avifh hi.s intended o.xfK’dition against 
the Pnrnea Nabob, as I think he did not s<.-t out on that expedition till Octo.

knowhalge assiirted nothing but as it really bajipoued, but if I linve inadvertent- 
ly eommiltod any (UTors I .shall be very ri?ady to aekuowh^dge & eoruMd. them 
as soon as they are pointed out ; my only design is to acquaint our Iton’ble 
Ihnployers witdi what appears to me to have been (.isseutiall causes of our 
misJ‘ortu.iu?s & such actions as can never be justifyed, I submit the wboh', 1 1 
their eoiisideration & with Re.spoct.

111 my Lc.'tters from Fulta of August tho 15”* & September the 10'", 1750, 
I oudeaAmured tp represent to you in few words as possible tho cruel situation 
your afTairs. were then in, in this part of India. 1 have mnv tlie pleasuro to con- 
gratulate your Honours on the agreeable change which has since Iiappened 
and on the prospect there now is of soon seeing every thing ro-settled. 

I will refer your Honours to Colonel Olivo for returns and .Farticular.Ji in 
all your Military Aifairs as ho has here now the Chief Oomtnand and has under- 
taken to inform you of every thing. 

What was dono since I last had the honour of, writing to you, and 
before tho arrival of the Squadron, Avas little more than in keeping up a* corre- 
spondence with some principal people in the Country ; Avhich an.svAUTcd almo.st 
all our intentions in gaining of time & bavin "'provisions supplyed to us while 
Ave Avere obliged to remain inactive, but of this Avith the particulars of all our 
transactions you will have an exact account m the General Letters. Your 
Honours are to bo the sole judges of our conduct, and l am hopeful you won’t 
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<111(1 ihrit Wi; havcivcted amiss. Omi thing wliicli T ;im sum of is that many of your 
Sorvanls hi'rn seem to have yoiu* intmaist truely at heart and Avonhl do to the 
utmost of their powca* to prouioU; it. I can answer for myself at least, as I am 
persuadtal that' no man in tJiis way could go further ; aud I am also well con- 
vineed so far as f am able to judge, from what I have yet seen that there are 
others and in partioular yoLir llon’ble President here who is p(.irfectly attached 
to your ini (‘rest. 

I received the Commission yon were ph.iased to honour one 'wdih as a 
very great mark of your favour & esteem, and shall do every thing in my 
])Ovv('r to make you ever think that you have not hpstowed it unworthily, tho' 
I. s^'Ust own it gives nu' some eoneerii to observe that you should have thoughi 
propel so much more to have lessened my allowamses tlian what yon liad 
ever doin' to any former Major in Bengal, s(a that you hava^ left me little more 
than barely my Ma jor’s pay which is bat five shillings a day more than that of 
a private Captain, tho’ 1 liave to support the rank of third in Council and 
Commander of the Mmigal Troops. 

I am not greatly interesli'd nor desirous of extraordinary allowances ))arti- 
eularly at a time like this; but what has hern given to olhers in tlie same 
station before me 1 think in some measure is hut my right and due as X hope 
you will never lind that’ I have done or will do less for your service than any 
whom you have formerly employ(«l; aud I (‘an assure Y'^our ITouours that the 
C2u() which I still hopiA you will or<h;r to ho payd me, is not any e.^traordinary 
sum for one who would support as ho ought the eharaeter of the station in 
which you liave placed me, foi;, you must be very sensible that it is entirely 
out of * my way to do anytliing on Trade or to enjoy any post which might 
bring mo any other advantages, as all tVie Civil Conncellors can. Sotliat I hope 
your Honours will be jilciasod to consider of this as also of tho refjiu^st which 
I made to you iu my^ last eoiujcrning getting me a. Brevet from His Majesty; 
which may’’ lik(uvise prpvc for the henelit of your !S(n*vice, if you can think 
t*lmt from my I'xperameo in tho Country & my attachment to your interest, 
I might, some time or oiher he of more use to yon in having tin; Command, 
than one of e(|ual rank in His Maj<?sty’s Stu'vice without those advantages. 

I have suffeivd greatly in my health since I last had the honour of 
addj'ossing yon by fatigues &, bad aeeoiumodation, whicdi has all'oett?d my 
Wounds so much that the Doctors have strongly advised iny going home. 
llow<;ver while I am at all ahio I am resolved not to leave tlio Country at a 
lime like this, tlio’ 1 thought it ii(}C(A.ssary to lot your honours know so much, 
least 1 should he ohllgod to (juit before even I can be honoured with an 
answer to this; which I will certainly wait for if my health will permit,

11. Tluj French settled at Chandornagoro havuig made proposals to 
Admii'al Watson for a ncnitrality within the Ganges whieli the Admiral had 
not aecopterl. We thought it oitr duly (upon receiving private advice from Mr. 
lioddaniof l£is Majesty’s Declaration of War) to repve.seut the benefit a Treaty 
of Neutrality wouhl he of to the Company ^Community by talcing away any 
pretonee rfor a junction of that Nation with the Nabob : a junction Avhich 
would prove very d('trimonial to our measures if perraitted to take place,. Mr. 
Watson was accordingly address’d to upon that suhje'ct. A few days .after tlie 
Admiral made ns the three following I’ropositions regarding the French settled 
here and rcipuvsted our sentiments, which of the three would be the most 
eligiM ' for the interest of the Company . in our present circumstances. The 
first was' “ For a simple Treaty of Neutrality with the Freneli within thp 
“ Ganges & if so, when to he eoneluded, whether now, or .some time before 
“ his Departure. The second for a Treaty of Neutrality joined w ith a League 
“ oifensive & defensive against the Suba if it could he elteeled, if not a delVm- 
“sive League only.”

Id. These propositions wore duly weighed by us & the result of our 
deliberation w'as, That a Treaty of SiiU[)lo Neutrality with the French within 
the Ganges to continue duvjng the course of the pri'sent war subsisting 
between the Crown of Great Britain & Fran<^^', war to lie [irefered to the other 
tw'o Propositions, & that ihi' sooner such a Treaty was concluded tin; better. 
This opinion we transmitted in vriting to the Admiral. 

To. Our reasons for this opinion Averc chiefly .thos<‘, Ily concluding such 
a Treaty of Neutrality, wo prevented tluiir assisting the 8ul)a in any shape 
against us; si'cured our own Settlement (at prcsmit hut ill ]>repan*d to with- 
stand an Buropeau Enemy) from any apprehen.sions of it’s being at tack’d by 
them, and Averc thereby left at liberty to prosecute tlie war against the 
Nabob Aviih more vigour. It will likew’ise give the Settlement, an opportunity 
of reeuvoring it’s Trade sliould wc be able short, ly to put an end to the 
troubles.

J.1'. By a letter of the l.'Uli Nov’ from the Si'leet Committee at Fort S‘“ 
George Ave expect to he re-infoi'c’d from Bombay Avith .oOO j\r<m. Upon the 
arrival of their troops & those embarked on the Cnwberlancf, we. hojio to he 
maided to act in the Field, & if successful iu one decisive Battle to end these 
troubles upon terms botb lionorable &, advantageous to the Company in a 
short time. That tlu; Nabob is uneasy & ajiprehensive of the cousefpionces of 
the war he h^s brought upon himself, we liave good reason to believe from 
a Letter of Coja Wazeod’s to Col. .CliA’^e, & the mediation they have desired 
the French to .undertake in order to aceommedate matters. The Di'in'* we 
verbally madi? the b^rmieh deputies Avere in substanee : To have restitution 
for our losses and satisfaction for tli(5 damages & charges sustain’d in conse- 
quence of the Suha’s violences, To have permission to erect such Fortifica- 
tions as Ave might think propin* in Avhateviw part of the Country aa^j chuse to 
settle a Factory, and to be allow’d a Mint in Calcutta. The.so demands Avere 
forwarded by the Fnmeh to Cojfi AVazeed by whose answer there is great room 
to imagine there will Vie little ditficulty made to any of the articles except the 
Mint; and Avc Ihittm. ourselves that Ave shall not only compel the Nabob to 
make restitution & rejiaratiou* for the ])rivato & puhllck losses sustained by 
the Europeans, but likewise enact a more punctual obedience to the tenouv of 
'our I’hivmaund, & claim such an increase of our Revenues, & sueli Immunities 
for our Commerce as to render this Sctllemcnt more beneficial to the Company 
than it has been since it’s first ostablisbment. 


15. To pr(?serve suqli aii ac([uisition of Priviledges & Indulgeneos as we 
may Ixi’cnabled to make tile Suba consent to, & to secure for Trade in these 
Dominions, it Avill be essentially necessary to erect a strong Fortification & 
■tnaiutain a rcspeetable Military ‘Force, a proportion of which charge maybe 
liorno by the Inhabitants. For this purpose it null be proper to assess every 
Black Alerchant or Resident Avitliin our bounds according to bis abilities for 
the support &■ expence of a body of Troops consisting of Europeans & 
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Seepoys ; fliKl to raise the Ground llent of such Houses as are situated vvitliiu 
the fortifications for -the dishurseineut of thatcliargo. Both of thos<; methods 
wo imagine will bo readily assented to by th(> liuropi-aus Su Natives, will enable 
the Company to keep the Government within bounds at an easy expence, & 
put an end to the continual extortions & venal piactiees of the Daibar. Terms 
so benclicial & desirable wc doubt not will be highly satisfactory. We must 
tlieVetdro' recommend it to you Hon’blo Sirs to send ns out an able f ngineer 
to ])lan a strong & regular f ortifieation, & give us permission to execute that' 
plan immediately. We must likewise repeat that it n:ill lu; ])rop<'r to keep up 
a large Military li’orco, & ixaiuest you will send ns out by the first opportunity 
a considerable body of disciplin’d Tik)0|is if possilih;, with positive o'^lefs to 
the. Gentlemeu at iladrass not to detain them upon that Coast on any'^account 
whatever. ♦ 


16. Military Stores of all kinds will be wanted with good Artillery Ollicers, 
which Company is now under the command of Ma jor Killpatriek.

10. Having recited a d<‘t.ail of our transactions w’o are ne.\t to n'quest 
your permission to make some observations ou the extraordinary eondiiet of 
the Select Committee at Fort S’ George in tlie course of t he Bxpt'ditiou they 
have sot on foot to recover your Bossc'ssions, lilstsites, Bights A Bii\ ihidge.s in 
Bengali. 'i'h(»se G(!atlemen have authorised A empowa'red Col. Clive to act as 
Commander-in-Chiof of the .Land Forces to he employed on this Expeditif)n.

A Co l>ere A in direct opposition to the tenonr of the Coinmisaion 
wc havfi ree'd this Season) is so unwarrantaWe that wc cannot avoid taking 
notice of it, as an cucroachmeut upon the Bights A 'J'rust invested in us‘ by 
our Employorsi ‘ 


21. Their motive for empow’cring Col, Clive to cscc'uib wiiartjver Fians of 
Military Operations he may judge most ctFieacious, to eoinpel the Suhi to terms, 
A to conclude such Treaties as he may think most for the Comj)any’s lntere;»t, 
is so extremely weak A insulfieieiit that avo have been obliged to require, of 
Col. Clive, to comply with & follow all Orders he may r(?ccivc from this Com- 
mittee. respecting any Plans of Military Oj)eratious, A on no ace' to croneliuhj 
any- Treaty of Peace "Or Accommodation w'ithout, oAir absent and approlvation. 
We doubt not, Hon'ble Sirs you will concur with us in thinking it strange 
that a greater confidence should be put in a siqgle person (totally unaequaint- 
ing.w’ith the nature of the Country A Government), for pro.seciuting A finish- 
ing these disputes than iu us, the Gov. A C" ost.‘>l)li.shed hcr'e by tlie Hon’blc 
Company. As wc are of opinion this proceeding of your Servants at Madrass 
may prove a prejudice rather than benefit to the Compauy*s affairs should 
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(,’(,•1.. Clivo deviate from our directions, w e have protested against anv mis- 
earriai^es tliat may hafjpeii l.»y lodupng such an extrav'agant power m the 
Colonel. 

22. Cousii>iiinn' so large a sum of Money as 4,00,000 Us. & all the iMilitary 
Stores singly to Col. Clive without suhjeeting^his, the Pay Ataster’s or Commis- 
sary Aee - to any insjicetion or controul of our Board, is a latitude the Com- 
• j)any linva,' not even eonO.'rr’d upon their Gov. & C" at this place, ’Whether 
th(‘y are warranted for such an extraordinary step or not, you are the best 
judges Tlon’hle Sirs, We t-an only say, it is a treatincnt very unhandsome &. 
dififu'enl, and what wo are not conscious of having merited from those 
Cjicntleii.e“n. 

2:h Their Orders to Col. Clivo to return witlvhis Troops in case of heiu;^ 
rceall’d and sulnuilting to his judgment what numl)er of men may he 
necessary for our defence, is lilonvise partial and void of regard to the Com- 
pany’s inten'st. How im portant a rc-cstahlishment in these Provinces must he to 
our limployers tliey cannot he ignorant; to leave that unfinished, to Forego the 
hopes of obtaining reparation for Your heavy losses and satisfaction for the 
eliarges ineurr’doii this occasion, merely because the French may attack their 
poss(rssions on that Coast', is? in our opinion far from ef>nsistent' with tin; true 
interest of tin; Company. AVo must also remark that though they have been 
pl(;as’d to give Col. Clive these dire<:tions, the number of Troops s<*ut under 
his Command witli thos(‘ which arrived with Major Killpatrick do not exceed if 
eapjal, tlie number of Recruits (\esigued for this JTosideney & detained on tlu;ir 
Coast. 

2l(. A\ e hav(' requir’d of Col. Clive to recede from the Independant Power 
given him by tin; Hci<‘et Committc(; at ’Fort S' George, subject hirnst'lf to the 
Orders of this Pre'sidemey ; hut he lias refus’d to surrender that authority. 
'Wt; must leave it to you,, ilon’hh; Sirs, to lake proper notice of so injurious a 
eon<luct in your Servants on the Coast. 

25. Since writing thus far the Admiral has received an answer from tin; 
Nabob to his Letter ..A has wrote another to di'sire he would listen to the jwo- 
posals he would receive fro)u us.

1. Air. ilolwell iu his addn;ss to Your Honours having in many parts of 
his Letter arraigned my conduct, self defence obliges me to reply to the several 
particular.Sx and to point out whore he has been mistaken. 

2« In the 4"* Paragra^di of his letter ho relates a very plausible story of 
llajabulluh’s being seized on his Alaster Newangees Mahmud Cawn’s death & 
^during the life of Allverdi CaAvn and was by Surajud Houlet imprisoned, who 
by severe methods endeavoured io force a confession and discovery of Npw- 
augees Alabmud Cawn’s riches, and then, launches out into a panegyrick on the 
faith fullnc.ss of Kajahulluh to his deceased Alaster; whore Air. Ilolwell picked 
up this piece of intelligence I am at a loss to know, for neither I or ho believe 
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nny of t.lio Genilomcii of Cos.sitn1)iiz:ix* over he ird of his hoiii^ imprisoned tili 
after th(! old Nabob’s Di-ath ; on tbo contrary Rajabnllnb was daily employed in 
<dviin 4 an aecouni of No\\'any:oe9 Mahnunl (Pawn’s riches to Uk' old Nabot), 
and m^ver rcHunvod any ch<ick till about a few days berorc lie xvlien on 

the information of Surajud Boujet of Newan^ees Mahmud Cawu’s lloi'um or 
W ifes raisivn^ forces for us, he was sent for and spolce to severely ; on whicli he 
veturiictl to Ids Mistress at Mootee Jhpel, w'herc she was raising- forces as mueli 
to preserve the lib; of her Gallant Meir, Nusserally, as her riches which she 
expected will ho syi/.ed on her father’s diaith. Mr. Ifolwell then proei'cds and 
arg'ues extroiiK'ly well for IVtjabnllub, after which he vent ures to assert upon 
lucinory alone what I can with the san\c or more ec'rtainty alllrm I never 
wl^at t. wrote T can venture to say ivas only to tiie following- pur[)(>>i/ viz., 
to jMr. Itranningb-.im.” , 


That Rajabnllnh’s son’s W'lfe was t;iken ill on her way to .Taggcrnant, 
“ t lu.n-ofore llajahulluh dcsircMl sliomii;ht he admitdal into Cahaitta 
“ for a month till she was hrone,-lit to bed as she was ready to lie 


in, T had complied with hisintereessiou to write to the Govornonr 
as llajalmllub had been usefnll to us and might be more so.”- 


What [ wrote to tdie Gevernonr was enclosed nudcr»a living Sr-al to Mr. iMan- 
ningham, and was to the same jinrport, only thearliide of her Ix'ing ready to lie 
in was ondtteil, hut I in the most solemn manner'detjlan^ 1h;it I never wrote to 
supply her with bi)ats, neither did I know till about the tiine of tlu' old 
Suba’s death th.at ever Itajalmllnh’s Son or wc;ilth were admitisal into Calcut ta. 
If 1 had hi'on ae([iiaiut('d with that I should liave been immediately alarnusl, 
and the monn-nt f snspected any ill consoipicnce.s might attend lln^ Governonr’s 
ki-eping llajahullnh’s Son or wealth in C.alcuttac I did a.s Mr. llolwell mentions 
slesire the Governouv to turn the.m out of the place. I neva-r heard fr am tin? 
move niiderstandiug peo])le about the Dnrbai*, that Newaiiget'S Mahmud Cawn’s 
llegnm would ever get the b'dter, and tlio Genlhmaen of Uossimbn/.ar wci’o 
uu(l<'r so little apprehensions of any alteratioti in the Government by hc-r means, 
l.liat I do not remember woevc'r nuMitioned the alTair to Calcutta; therefore I 
cannot conceive from what ([uurter Mr. llolwidl could get this inbdligeiuto. 


3. With laggard to Mr. Hol well’s 5”* Paragraph of his Letter I acknowledge 
to have wrote to the purport he mentions, hut what salutary end it: could 
anstver altrouting so conshlcrable .a pewson as Narrain Sing aft('r knowing and 
v«‘eeiving him wit It res]ieet, and refusing the Nabob’s Letter which (hmianded 
Kissendass and his wealth t cannot conceive, without tlierc wei-c some hiddtm 
cau.^esand motives which do not appear at present. The moment 1. Avas acquainted 
vsnth the alfair I. dreaded tlie conso(iuen(;e.s of afrontimr so eejisiderahlc a 
Servant of a young tnan intoxieab’d with Power and AVealtli, anil whoexpttcted 
an implicit ohedumoe to his w'ill. I therefore immediately applii'd to all the 
grt'at men about the Nabob to prevent Narang Sing’s comjxlairiiug, and the 
atfair was seemingly bushed up ; hut possibly when the Nahoh marched to 
llajainaul where he received the Govcruonr’.s Letter which .so much incensed 
him, Narain Sing who Avas then Avith him niiglit take the opportunity to rc- 
pr(?sent his own ill treatment. I must hert; i-emark tliat when Mr. MoIaa'cII 
found lunisolf cinbara.ssod boAV to act I am surprised be sbonhl not [iroposc 
to the Governor the asking the advice and assistance of the rest ot the Oouueil, 
Avhy they did not or why they assumed a power of aeting by tlienisvdves, a 
Power no Avays dxdogatcd to them, must aj)pear extraordinary to every impartial 
judge. I ruAist liore again observ'c that the Aitmost elforts ot Isevvang(!Cs 
Mahmud Cawu’s Begum Avas to preserve her Gallant and AV'ealth, neither xvas 
it ever imagined that a loose abandoned old Wotnan Avould bo able to stand in 
competition for the Government with Surajud Doulet. 

4. The 7"' Paragraph of Mr. Tlolwell’s Letter reqijiros no Answer. In the S'” 
ho mentions that the taking of Gayreo by his Majesty’s Squadron, and the 
Naval Strength of the English in India, Avas.tbe occasion of much speculation 
at the Durhar, this tho* I resided at Cossimbuzar and had constant intercourse 
with the most considerable Durbar Officers I nevnr hear<l ot, anti I am confident 
from the many conversations I have had with them, that scarce any but a few 
Merchants knew who Angria was & even those who had heard of his name. 
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nienlioned him with tho Titmost coutt'ni])t as a needy robber. I likewise never 
heard (hat ourhavini' Sixteen Ships of War and a stroug.land l!\)rco eomiri'’- to 
13oni;al, ever j'ained belief at' the Durbar, & any person who knows the nature 
of these Eastern People, how incurious & indolent they arc, must he sensible 
how little they trouble themselves with occurrences & alTairs that happen 
b('yound their own Province. 

5. In answer to the 9“* 10^'' vt 11>’' Paragraphs I must say it mig]it have 
been possiWy better if we had answered the Nabob’s Perwannab as politickly 
as the Ereiudi did. 


y 6. With regard to the Letters montifmed in the*12‘'’ Paragraph few reached 
us, Vki t iu relation to enquiring of the Nabob’s Ministers whether his intentions 
wore to extort a sum of money from ns never did. r 

7. The Letter of tlio 1"' of J uno mentions not Iloydullub one of the Nabob’s 
Ministers hut only a Jemmadar of his who might very j^robably be mistaken 
in his intolHgenco ; however in the cireumstanccs we. were in, we thought it 
incumbent on us to transmit every particular we hoard. 


. 8 . The small i-csistanee they wore able to make in Calcutta where their 
nuui])ers and all kinds of Military Stores were above ten times more than 
what wo bad besides the •advantage of Shipping to red ire to, proves I think 
evidently how greatly the five Captains were imstakcn in their opinion of the 
defoncibleness of Cossimlmzar. Our whole Garrison according to our .Muster 
Holls consisted of only .51 or 52 Men, Six of which Avere Sick, and of the re- 
imiinder there were not al)ove twenty .Ein:opoans, and those most undisciplined 
Dutch Men, the rest being T'opassos on whom little, or no dependanee could be 
put ; witli tliis Forep w<5 li:id orders to resist an Army of thirty thousand Men 
Avho had possession of all the houses round us Avhich commanded the Last ions, 
and after avu could defend tlu! place no longer aa'c AA'cre to make the best 
retreat in om* poAver, a retreat of above a hundre<l JMilcs overland througli an. 
iSnerny’s Country, and in the face of so large an Army, for neither boats or 
dandy^s e/mld Ave expect to procure in those circumstances, or if we could, the 
.River Avas too shallow to proirecd doAAUi against -so large a Force, it being in 


many places not above two feet detq). This Ltdter we never roeeiv(;d, if we 
hadj Avo should ha a'o submitted to the directions there given notwitiistandine 
the apparent jircpostorousuess of them. 


9. In Mr. Colh't's and my Letter to Your Honours I liav(i given my reasoM.s 
for going out of the Factory, Avhi(di Avas by the advice and consent of all the 
Gentlemen of the Factory and Ofilecr of the Garrison, and aa'Iiou I found 
myself detaiiUMl in Camp and the Surgeon returned to the Factory, I told him 
that tho’ L did not know Avliat might ho 'the consequence yet I did not think 
it advisable fdr Mess'" Collet &, Raison* to (piit tlu; Factory ; but the mci^sage 
not being deli'A'ered they came to Camp, Avhen I told them the message I haf]|, 
sent, ami that L was sorry to see them there. Mr. Hoi well then proceeds and 
wishe.s for our sakes and, the honour of our Country that aa'o may . he able 
to jnstifye our conduct in not fighting, in answer to Avhich I must ask Mr. 
Ilolwell Avhy ho did nol, continue to defend the Factory Avhou at the time of 
(lie delivering of it nj) he had live times the number of Men avo had at Cos- 
simhuzar. I term it delivining of it tip, from tho account I rccciA-cd from Mr. 
George, Gray, .Junior, a Young Gentleman of sense and spirit, Avlio showed his 
account to many of his fellow suihrrers Avho were then in tlu', French Hospital 
at Chandernagore, & avIua all’owod the account to he just, & I deidarc solemnly 
I never once heard of tlin betraying of the Rack Gate to the Enemy tho’ there 
Avere above 80 Mmi of dilferent degrees iu the French Hospital (till. Mr. 
IIoIavcU returned from Muxadavad wlio then told that story). Mr. Gray’s &ea, 
account of tho alTair is as folloAvs ; — “Soon about noon the Governonr & Coun- 


“ cil tliought proper to.Avrite to tho Nabob & Duan demanding a Truce & an 
‘ aecoilimodation hut fiad no answer returned. About 4 O’clock tho Enemy 


“ called out to us not to fire, upon which tlie Governonr showed a flag of Truce, 
and gave orders for us not to •fire ; upon Avhieh the Enemy in vast numbers 
‘"c.'une under the Walls and at once set lire to the 'VYindoAA’^s whicdi Avere- stopt 
“*A.ip Avith Cotton Rales, began to break open the Fort Gate, and scaled our Walls 
” on all sides; this j)nt us into the utmost confusion, some rushed out at the Gat-e 
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“ towards tlie River and others were snrroundcd'by the Moors who showed them 
“sii^ns of (Quarter, upon which they delivered themselves up.” To tliis I must 
here add that one C’oi'poral assured me that when tlie JMoors in numbers 
came under the Walls In? had his match ready to* tire a Rlanek.Gun 071 them, 
by which he must have destroyed many, hut Mr. Ilolwell took tin? maicli out 
of his hand and extinguished it it^ a tub of Water. This is a Circumstance I 
should never have thought, of mentioning had not Mr. Ilolwell laboured so 
much to arraign my conduct by artfully endeavouring to prove that one 
day’s defence of (k)ssimbuzar might liave saved Calcutta, and in ord«?r to do this* 
lie calls the Heavens to his assistance & makes it rainy, dirty Wcatli(?r for 
s(!veral days after the trikir^g of the Place, to tins I answ(?r and ai»pcal to every 
inhabitant of Calcutta for the truth of. wliat I assewt that exec|)t one s.hower 
on the 2 "'^ night after the place was taken, it was in general clear ft'ud dry 
Weatlier for many days I think to the beginning of July. 

10. In answer to the last part of the 1G"‘ Paragraph I am infonned from 
some of the Genllemcn that sull’ered at Cossimbuzar, that their ill treatment 
was owing entirely to the otUeer shooting himself Avhicli mnde the M<K)rs ap- 
prehend if they Avere left fre <7 they miglit make; some desperate attempt. Mr. 
ilolwtdl’s laboured endeavours tluough 5 sljoets of paper to set iny conduct in 
the Avorst point of light might induce me to retaliate pn him the same method 
of reasoning by saying if he had defended Port William to the last extrcmily, 
not hoisted the h’lag of Truce Avhieh the Moors, might take for a Plag of sur- 
render or one of their OAvn, and not sulTered numbers to come under the Walls 
Avhich gave them an op|)ortunity to scale and take the place, or if when the Moors 
enh'red the place every on<? had used his endeavours to escape ifc had not been 
colIe<*ted tog(“ther, many might liave escaped that suffered, or if you had defended 
the Port till night you ha<l a mueli lietter prosja^ct of making a I’ctreat Avith 
your numbers to Jungaraul Avhor<> the Shi})s lay, then we had from Cossim- 
huzar Avhere tin? distance w’as five times more, and our numbers live times less. 

11. Mr. UolAvell in tbe translation be gives o'f tlie Maehulka be aaus 
obliged to sign has not only as he terms it varied the Avords hut likewise the 
sense of it, what 1 signed to Avas, that in fifteen day’s time the (Jcntlemeu of 
Calcutta should IcA-el Avhat New Works they had begun, deliver up the Nabob’s 
sub'p'cts who had tied for protection there, and that if it could be proved that 
Ave had falsiticd the Company’s Dusticks by giving them to those who ha*d no 
right to them Ave should pay hack Avhat the Government had sutfered by loss 
of dutys ; this Maehulka or Obligation I alone .signed to and not the Council. 

12. IVliat Arrassdassos Averc wrote from Calcutta to the Nabob the Gentle- 

men best know, hut by what Roydullub the Nahoh’ji I’rimo Minister ansAvered 
Avhen I desired leaA'c to Avrite to Calcutta it appears they ncA’er reached him, 
for Roj'dulluh told me if any yirojiosals of*ic<‘Oinraodation were made first from 
Calcutta I might Avritc as often as I pleased, but till then positiv,ely refused me, 
and there is gn?at reason to heliovo that they had no thouglits of an accom- 
modation when they paid no attention to our Letter fronr llughley, wherein 
Mr. Collet and I A\*rote that if the Governour & Council would send a prinper 
person to the camp or empower us to act, wo Hattcred ourselvt's that oven then 
the dispute with the Nabob might lie finish’d for a sum of Money, to this tho* 
AA*e never read it, wo were informed an ansAver was wrote, importing that after 
the disgrace the Company had suffered by the taking of tVieir Pactory at Cos- 
simbuzar and imprisoning their Servants they were resolved not to come to 
any agreement. • 

13. The last dying speech of Mahuhut Jung or Alliverdi Cawn to liis 
Grandson neither ho, or I believe any of the Gentlemen of tho Pactory ever ‘ 
heard of, neither have I since from any of the Country People ; it seems an imi- 
tation of the speech of Lew'is tho XIV to his Grandson, and appears as 
Mr. Collet aptly terms it only a specious fable. 'Jj^hat the Nabob ncA'er 
intended to drive the English out of his dominions* or proposed demdlishing 
tho European Fortifications and that hi.s whole end and aim was money 
alone is I tliink sufficiently demonstrated h/ his behaviour to the Prench 
and Dutch, on his return to Ilughly with his Victorious Army, who were 
in a most defenceless state, and from whom "lie demanded twenty Lacks 
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or Two Millions of llupoos, ih<nr Guns, Ammunition, and Iho deraolisliiiifp of 
their l<’orti(ications, but was at last paciliod witli four hundred & fifty thousand 
Itupeos from the latter, and tiiree liundred.and fifty thousand from the foruur 
whieh is ai?renal)]e to the proj»ortioti S:, payment of the two Nations, the Fjvmeli 
ever ])ayin^ less then either the Duteh or Us ; that duriti”; his stay at Ilu^hU v 
which was seven or eii^ht days, he mig'.it liave tul«m Imtli places is certaiii 
and that he had no Enemy immediateiy to proceed aitainst is as undonbti^d* 
for he did not, nor could not pass his Forces over the, i^reat river Gans:,ais into 
the Purnca country till the rains were over, and tin; waters fallen. Some of 
the most sensible among the French have told luo that th(;y ro2)resent(‘fl to th(‘ 
N^bob that they could not think of staying in tbeVamntry or carrying on any 
busrriv?s with seemrity without Fortifications, and that if the Nabob had 
persistr-^i in Ids demand, the remedy they then Avould have had, was to luwe 
thrown their gates opem to him and desired leave to rot,iro w'ith their elfecfs. 
From tlie natural paeifick disjwsition of the Dutch there is reason to believe 
they would have acted with equal prudence. 

11'. M r. Jlohvell having dedivered in his Letter hut a (wo days before we 
left Fulta, and our attention having been since taken up in the several measures 
necessary to he pursued for tlu; future sahdy of Your Honour’s Settlement 
possibly I may have omittejl on any particulars which may in future occur 
and oblige mo to trouble you w'ith another address. 

15. I am sensible of the great advantage Mr. Holwadl mustgriinin quitting-- 
India at this critical juuoture and returning to Eur(q)i; by the opportunity lie 
will have of pleading his cause personally before yon, but 1 flatter myself no 
determination will ho made to my prejudice from any alh-gations of his, 
without heaving luy defence, wdicn I hope I sliall be able to oljviatc any ohjecl 
tions made to my conduct. .

1. Triplicgte of our Letter from Fulta under date 16th September we now 
inclose in this Packet, You will therein see the misfortunes whieh have be- 
falled your Settlement of Fort William and its Subordinates, the miserys and 
hardships we underwent by remaining in the River so many months confined 
to a f(;w Shijjs and V'essels, and the stefis we pursued to obtain a Re-establish- 
ment in these Provinces with restitution of the heavy losses your Honours and 
the private Inhabitants of Calcutta have sutTered. In that Letter we (iromised 
you the })articu]ars of the Siege when ive next addressed you, hut upon second 
i;onsidcralion we lind it impmcticahle to form a Narrative that will be assented 
to by all the Members of the Board wdio ivoro concern’d in these transactions. 
We must tlierofore beg leovo to refer your Honours to the several addresses 
those Gentlemen have separately made you thro* tlu; channel of this Board : 
They are transmitted iii this Packet and to your candour we submit our con- 
duct, without any further comment. 


2. AVe havealreadi’ apjjrizcd Your Honours of the distress of your Servants, 
and thf; Inhabitants of Calcutta whieh made it necessary for us to allow them 
a suhsistanco at your oxpencc. In this allow'anco we have been as frugal as 
possible, and we Halter ourselv(?s (he extra charges incurred by this means 
will not he esteemed unreasonable. Should w'c he fortunate enough to succeed 
in our operations against the ^ubah, (w'hicli we have not the least doubt of) 
we shall take care to see you reimbursed the amount of that expence. 
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3. By the face of our Proceed in f^.s while at Biilta, Yoar Honours will 

ohsex've, wo took the Ships Doddalj/^ Fort IFUlhon, Sp^edioe/t, and TJorft/, and 
Nitncy (irabi* into your service on the most reasonable terms we couhl ; this avc 
were necessitated to do for the accommodation of the Inh ibitahts and Military, 
the security of your EITects fi’om any attenipta of the Moors, and to lade the 
Stores we purchased for the usSb of* the Military, &c. W(' foiuid it JxcfM'ssary 

likewise to freight the Success Qalley tor an Hospital Ship, numbers of our 
Alilitaj'y being sick, and the unAvholesomc damps of the ground at Eultah 
rendering it dangerous to send them ashore. 

4. The Board having yudged it expedient to appoint a Secret Committee 
for I'cceiving all Intelligence relating to the Nabob’s motions and cop; .;Vfing 
njeasurcs for our rc-cstablishmcnt, a copy of their transactions ii.-' likewise 
forwai’ded by this conveyance for your perusal. 

5. The Stdeot Committee appointed in your Commands of the 1 1"’ Feb’ 
1750 will advise of Avhatever may he x’elativc; to tlie trust reposed in them. 
The numl)er of Members in that Committiio has been inereas(‘d by the addition 
of the Alajor nnd Mr. Holwell wbieh was moved for by our President in our 
Consultation of tlie 10 "' Dec', to which day’s Proceedings and tluit of the -0" 
wo beg leavedo refer Your Honours for our sevei"i)^ opinions. 

6. That Commitlee will inform you what efforts have been made by 
your Servants at Fort S’ G<?orge for the recoA'cvy.of Fort AVilliam and tlm re- 
establishment of the non’bl(5 Company in thes<* Provinces. AVe can only 
acquaint Your Honours that in consequence of what M*^ Pigot and bis Council 
wrote us by the Kitty's Fisher Sloop of AV'ar,’AA^e ordered all our Pilot Sloops 
to wait the arrival of the Squadron in the Road, and <leputed Atess'' VYatts 
and Ik'cher to give the Admiral as full an accoijnt of the state of the Country 
at that time as our Intelligence enabled us to do. 


7. Admiral AVatson arrived at Fulta on the 11"* Dec/ AAuth the Tiger, Man 
of AAmr, h(i was soon aftt;v joined by the Salishary amV Fridgicu ler. Upon the'hie 
Ships and the Wulpole, with two Country Vessels freightial as I’ransports, 
Colonel Clive arrived from Fort S’ (Jeorge withjmrtof the Troops sent under his 
Command, and after refresliing the Military and Seamen, th(‘. Svpiadrou moved 
up tlu5 Riven* on the 2b"‘ Den*/. Two daj's after Buz Budgea (a pl:u:e of ijreat. 
strength) was attacked by the Admiral’s Ships and about eight in tlie even- 
ing carried by assaults. From tbenec Mr. AVatsou procec'ded to'.?ards Tannali, 
and having dismountcel their (lims both there and at a Hatteiy erecttul opposite 
to it, lu^ brought liis Squadnm before Fort AVilliam ou the 2'"^ Jatiuary and 
retook tlie place in less than two hours. 

8. The next day avc Availed upon Mr. AA^atson in the Fort, Avho delivered 
OA'er that, the AjUUs and Military Stores, ibo Town and ElTects fhund therein to 
us as Your Honour’s Repr(;sputativcs on behalf of the respective Proprietors. 
AVe arc now making the Fort as defensible as our time Avill admit of, to jxrovent 
a second capture should the Nabob attack it again. To do this it is imme- 
diabdy necessary to level several of the Houses near Ibe Fort, they ha ve ()eon 
pointed out by Colonel Clive and Mr. Barker, and valued by Mess'’ Becher, 
Colonel Raitb and Beaumont. This expence Avill not bo very considerable, 
and is a charge which cannot bo avoided. 


9. Sensible of the importance it must be of to your affairs to bo early 
informed of our re-possession, avo applied to Admiral AA'^at.son bofoi*e he left 
Fulta for the King's Fisher Sloop of AVar to carry ‘that intelligence to Europe, 
but as he could not spare that Vessel for the reasons aasigmal in bis answer 
entered after our Consultation of the Dee', avc determined to forwai'd these 
advices by the Syren Sloop, and have given the Command of her to Mr. Jones 
at the recommendation of Admiral AA’atson. 


10. As we esteemed it necessary to publish the ^jeatjons of our bringing so 
large a Force into these Provinces before Ave attempted any further acts of 
hostility, we have exhibited a manifesto of our injuries and complaints, 
with a Declaration of AVar against the Sabah of these Provinces till ample 
restitution bo made for the pubiick and private losses, and satisfaction given 
for the charges incurred by his violent proceedings. Copies of that manifesto 
were sent to the French and Dutch to prevent any suspicion that we migbt 
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intend their hurt or prejudice. Enclos’d in this Packet we send a Copy likewise 
for your perusal. 

11. We have the pleasure to acquaint your Honours, that we had the 
"ood fortune to ‘find a lar^e quantity of Export Goods in your Cottah, which 
\vc are now ovubalin", and hope to send the Delatvar away almost fully laden 
hy the 10"' of next Month. Particulars of wViat Stores, &o., has been found 
will ho transmitted hy the I'felaioar. 

12. Some private property has likewise b(?en found in the place, and 
Noti<m has hecii given for all persons who have claims to any Effects left in 
tlu> Port or Town to .send in tlieir demands to the Sub Aecomptant who has our 
orthif^^to deliver it upon a receipt being .given by the claimant to he resj)onsi- 
hJ*i for'- -he .said Elfects or their amount, in case it should be contested apd 


awarded to another. 


13. The inconveniences we cxperiencetl at the Siege of Calcutta from the 
prodigious numbers of Portugeese women who were admitted for security 
into the Fort, the very little or no service whieh that race of people are of to 
the Settlement, added to the prospect we had of a War with France (in which 
case • we had reason to suppo.se they would refuse to take up arms against an 
Enemy of their own religion) (shou’d we he attacked) induced- us upon our 
return to interdict the publick exercise of the llornan Catholiok Religion, and 
to forbid the residence of then’ Pi’iests in our bounds. 

I t. Our Chaplains having both demised Mr. Gerwas Pellamy in the Black 
Ifole and ]S[r. Roh'^^ Mapletoft of a hwer at Fulta, we have appointed the 
Ilovorend Mr. Cobbe our Chapl’ain till your pleasure is known, with the usual 
Salary and Allowances annex’d to that benefice. He was Chaplain to the Kent, 
wTuoh Station he has cpiittcd to serve your Honours, and he appears to us very 
worthy of your favour. 

lo. We were under a necessity during our stay at Fulta to dispose of tlie 
Bullion to Mr. Bisdoin, sent us hy the Pi'esident & Council of Fort S' George, 
at a low qite to procure rupees, for our curnmt oxpenees ; but wc can assure 
your Honours we used our utmost endeavours to obtain a higher price wliich 
the unsettled face of things made impracticable. 

^16. Most of tlie Military and Artillery Ollicers xipon our P^stahlishment 
being dead, several Promotions wawe made by us, for the particulars of w hich 
we beg leave to refer your Honours to our Consultations, wherein you will 
ob.serve Mr. Dugald Campbell had a Captain’s Commission granted him, in 
consequeneo of your recommeuda lion of that Gentlemen. He was since nn- 
lortunately killed at th(5 .taking of Buj Budgea, AVe liave given the Com- 
pany vacant. by his death to John Fraiser Esq’’- 

17. The Shi p^ freighted for your Service were all ordered to be unload('d» 
and will be discliarged as soon as that is finished. 

IS. The Gentlemen at Bombay have indtmted for 500 Tonns of Salt Petre, 
and' tlie Gov(‘rnoui\and Council of Fort S'" Georg(3 have wrote for the JValpole 
and Marlbr:i' to ho njtmned from hence with as largo a quantity of that 
article as we can [>rocure, to do tliis and for our current expences they have 
made us a consignment of only 88,000 Rupees out of the remittance they 
have niceived this Season for the use of our Presidency. This Proceeding of 
your Servants upon the Choromantlel Coast will render it difficult for us to 
comply with the above mentioned indents. Mb': shall endeavour nevertheless to 
purchase as much Salt Petre as wu? can, hy giving Inteiest Notes for the 
ampimt, and have wrote in the most pres.sing manner to Mr. Pigot and his 
Council for a speedy supply of money, without which it ivill ho impossible 
either to attempt the provision of au Investment the ensuing Season or even 
to defray the necessary charges of our Military Servant’s M’agea &c. must 

take t.)ie liberty to represent to your Honours how prejudicial this deficiency 
in tho consignments from Aladrass may prove to your affairs in these Provinces 
at this time, it being impossible j[wo a ro afraid) to borrow money at interest, 
and as impossible to carry on the “Vt’orka neeessary for our defence and the 
Operations in tlie. Field againot the Subah, ivithout money, besides which we 
may lose many favourable opportunities of purchasing Goods proper for your 
use, by the want of ready Casli to pay for them, all which inconveniences the 
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Gentlemen upon that Coast must have been awarte of, and their conduct there- 
fore the more inexcusable. 

19. "NVe shall now reply to such parts of your Honour’s 'General Letter 
this season, as we have it in our power to answer in our present Situation, 
many parts of .vvhich we are obliged to leave unanswered from the loss of all 
our Papers, Books, Consultations and Accompts. 

20. We shall pay a due regard to the orders contained in the 14"' Para- 
graph of your Letter 'ijP' Walpole, and protest against such Commanders as may 
loiter or delay the time after receiving our first dispatehes. 

21. The Accomptaut has been directed to state and Accompt Current 
between the Company and every Europe Ship agreeable to your direetion-s, 
wh,ich shall be tmnsmitted in tlie Packetts of the rc.spcctivc Ships. ,• 

22. The President and Council at ^Madrass have landed all the Copper ana’ 
Woollcu Goods designed for this Place, should a favourable turn of a Hairs 
open any ])rospect of selling those articles, wo shall desire tliem to forward 
hither such a pvo])ortiou as wo judge cun be dis])ose<l of, and in that case we 
shall observe your directions, for causing the several sorts of Copper to ho put 
up to sale distinctly. 

23. The house and ground your Honours mention to has'e been bought 
by Colonel Scott, was purchased at bis death by Cap"' John Biicbanan, of whom 
we bought the Mills for making Powder for the sum of 4,000 liupeos, and 
took tlio provision of that article into onr own hands on your account, allow- 
iog Cap‘ Buchanan a gratuity to supervise and give the necessary ordtu’s for 
incorporating and working the ingredicmts agroe<‘j,blo to tin; llule.s received last 
Season, by which measure avc slnjuld not only have been supplied with better 
Gun Powder than we could purchase of any persons av ho made it for sale, hut 
found it likewise turn out considerably cheaper ; ’which method we shall always 
adopt for the future. 

21. Your Honours having required our reasons, vn?ry explicitly for th^ 
dilTeroncc of our opinion touching Govindram Metro’s purcliaso of the Farms, 
while ho held the OlUce of Black Zemindar, we shall endeavour to explain the 
seeming contradiction of our Resolution in Council the 30"‘ Jan. an<l the I’emark 
Avo made in onr Letter of the of Fch’^ following. Metre having been ordered 
to lay a statement of the profits he had ma<lo on the Farms he y)urch‘used 
during his being in your servii'o, the majority of the Board Avere of opijiion, 
ho ought to refund the amount of such prolits, not because those Farms were 
purchased in a cland<;stiue manner, the contrary of Avliich was evident, but 
because you liad perem])torily ordered it, and therefore directed him to repay 
the sum of R4785-11-3, but at the same time avo thought it incumhont on us 
to do him the justice to acquaint your Honours that Ave could see no reason 
to think he })urchas(;d those Farms .in a’ fraudulent manner.* T'his avo can 
assure you to be trutli, and you Avill observe in our Proceedings of the 30"‘ Jan. 
that it is only oaid. Metre should be accountable for the profits he has made on 
the Farms by him held, hut not by him held in a clandestine and fraudulent 
mannev’. We llatter ourselves this explanation Avill prove s’atisfactory, and us 
your Honours seem to acquit him of paying that mone-y, if \vc do not think 
him guilty of acting fraudulently in the purchase, we shall not demaud it of 
him any more. . • • 

• 25. Major James Killpatrick has received your Honour’s Commission and 
desires to return his humble thanks for the favour you have shoAvn liim. As 
lie has desired to receive his Pay of 15 S. day instead of the salary you liav.“ 
appointed him of 250£ ann : avo have consented to that alteration of your 
directions. 

26. We have directed the Collector of Consulage to advertise your Orders 
relating to the Ship])ing off Goods for Exportation, and the Import duty to he 
levied in future on Goods which have not paid any Qusioms at your oth,er Set- 
tlements in India, to take place from the of May next. "We have indulged tin; 
Colony with a dispensation of all kinds of Duty (the Export Duty on Grain 
excepted) and provisions, &c., till the last of liecember next eusuin" from a 
consideration of the distress which the Inhabitaut.s labour under at present, 
which we hope your Honours will approve of.

oO. The iixronvenience and little utility of having any ])art of our Military 
force dotheh’d :»t. .Subordinates has boon so mueb felt and experience’d by us 
in our late misfortuiu's, that we tak<‘, upon ns to recommend to your Honours 
never to maintain a (jarrison up the Country, or liav'c any nmneroiis Factory's 
or Buildings which may require a large ex])enee of repairs; should we find if. 
neci'csary to base some Iluropeans at Cossirnhuziar, Dacca or other Aurungs, 
a few' of the 8('rvants at each w'ill airswer llie end as well and put the Company 
to little or no elianje either in Durbar Presents or otherwise.

I addressM you from Fort S' George under date of the 11“‘ October, 
& how I have the i>lcasure to write you from Bengali & congratulate you on 
your being, in re-possession of Fort William and on tho taking & demolishing 
of Hughley. 

The enclos’d Copies of my advices to the Select Committo of Fort 8‘ 
George, together with tho accompanying Journal of Military Transactions & 
Return of the Forces with me, will fully inform you of all our Proceedings as 
well as our i)rescnt Strength & Situation of Affairs. 

You will perceive Gentlemen that what with the terrible mortality in 
Major Kill Patrick’s party at Fulta, 2-10 Europeans ahsent’oii tho Cumberland, & 
not above half the iutcuded number of Seapoys sent mo from tlio Coast, the 
Force with mo is vastly short of what I had room to expect, & will not admit 
of my carrylug on an offensive War a|*ainst tho Nabob till I am joyned either 
l>y the CttmberlUnd’s Mon or the expected reinforcement from Boml)ay, How- 
ever by the Situation of our Camp & some Batteries wo have erected I am 
([uite in a condition to act defensively against his whole Army. 

ji’ort William is already in a very tolerable state of defence. The Ditch 
is finished, & in few days a Glacis will be completed with an Esplanade of 
near 150 yards. The inclosed Plan will inform you what other works will be 
added, on the whole I may venture to assure you that in eigiit or ten days it 
will bo out of all danger from the Moors. 

The Gentleman of tho Comrnitte® of Fort St George on advice of the War 
with France immediately dispatched Letters to me directing my return to the 
Coast as early as possible with what Troops cou’d he spared, which considering 
the reinforcement from Bombay they hoped would he near as many as I 
brought with me. Further advices from them datal 2’"* & 11“' December men- 
tion ilons', Pussy’s having set out from Hyderabad the 16“* Nov' & advanced 
towards the Sea Coast with about 1,000 men, having left 100 with Salabut 
Jung. They conclude his destiuation is for Pondicherry, there to join other 
Troops expected from the Islands, & make up a formidable Force for action in 
the Curnatiek, therefore urging my return wdtli as many Troops as possible 
both of tho Madrass & Bombhy Detachments for that all scheme of action in 
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must be dropt. for the present, & our whole Force bent against the 
eollceted strength of the French on tbo Coast. 

I have no account myself from the Chief of Viz:i<i:ipa1;an, Imt l)y ]Mr, 
Pocock’s I^etter to Mr. 'Watson &, the information of Jjicut* lluniboltl arrived 
from thence, I understand that Mens'' Eus.sy gav(‘ <mt that lie Avas eomiiig to 
settle the affairs of this Province, hut that hy the direction of his mareh lie 
seemed' bare a design on Vizagapatam and the PniglisJi Setth merit in that; 
neighhonrliood. That when he was within about (> days march of \'i/,ai;:ai)atam 
heard of the Cumherland'ft arrival there. In* detach’d Mens' Law avith about 
800 Phiropeans to Mazulipatam to defend it against arry attfanpts iroju jbat 
Ship, as it is supposed, & lie himself halted wdtli the n-st of Iris Army consist- 
iifg as it is thought of about 4 or .5 hundred Europearrs <fc a very Jargn Black 
]''orce, both Foot and lloi’sc. Tlio aceidejit therefore of the Cwnherlamrs 
falling in with Vizagapatam, has saved your Xortheni Settlcmeu.t for the 
present, which I fear on her coming away must fall a sacrifice to tlie siipcn-i- 
oriiy of the French Forces in that quarter. 

All circumstances concur to make me wish a speedy accommodation in this 
province both w'ith the Nabob and French, & it is my ardent desire to be able 
to embark for the Coast this month with some of.the Troops, Init it is hardly 
to be expected that matters will bo sufficiently settled to admit of it. The Ad- 
miral declares he is ready to stay till September if your alTairs require it, and 
it w ill bo impossibh' for me to retui n without the Squadron. Indeed T am my- 
self so sensible of the consequence which the Trade of this Province is to the 
Company, that I think I ought not on any aei^ount to draw' olf part of the 
Troojis, udiilo a fair prospect remains of a speedy and advantageous eonela.siou 
of alTfiirs cither hy Force of Arms or a Treaty. AVlionever wo ridurii 1 will cn- 
(ieavour to prevail on the Admiral to call at V'izagajiatam to know the state 
of the Coast, & whether our Services wall be necessary in that ntiiglibour- 
hood. * ^ 

A second cfTcv has been made to the French of a nouvralit.y in th^' 
(ianges, and without the condition we formerly insisted mion, their joining ns 
against the Nabob; as yet w'c have had no answer from them, but I think the 
proposition too advantageous for them to deeliiio, unless indeed tlie Gentlemen 
of Cbandornagore shou’d not bo vested with Powers to enter into engagements 
of such a nature, wdiich I somewhat suspect. 

As to the Nabob a Treaty is now on foot wdth him, but I cannot yet Judge 
how sincere he i.s in his intention towards a Peace. ]J.c has wi’otc to t he Ad- 
miral, and I am informed ho dispatclicd a Letter to me, but as yet I liave not 
received it ; however I liavc lieard from .several of Ids groat Men,, & all their 
Letters intimate the Nabob’s desire of .an accommodation wd'tli tho Fnglisli. 
Nevertheless his Troops advam;o slowly towards us, & ho himself is within 30 
miles on tlio other side of ilio lUvci', .fc hourly expected to cross it. JJis force 
consists of 30,000 men, Horse A. Foot, if we may trust our Inteliigeiiec \vluch 
indeed has all along proved very defective. It is possible bis* design may be Only 
to amuse us w'ith a Treaty for some particular cuds, but a few days luust bring 
that to light. By tlie Delmoar, if not by this Convoyam.'e, I shall be able to 
waito W'ith more certainty on tins subject. Inclosed 1 send, Translate of a 
la'ttcr I have received from .Tuggut Seat’s Vakeel w'ho nccompany’s the Nabob, 
also copy of my answer to him, & of a Letter I desir’d him to deliver tho Nabob, 
by the tenour of which you will observe I am endeavouring to see if any good 
elfects can be reaped from a moderate conduct. 

The Nabob of Prunea was unluckily cut off, & his Country subjected just ‘ 
before our arrival here. The only competitor that is now' likely to rise against 
Surajah Boulct is the Nabob of Cnttack, who it’s said set out about two months 
ago to bring tho Morattoes in the Province, and is now ^xpoeted back : it is not 
improbable tho Nabob is under some alarm from that quarter. * 

The Gentlemen of the Select Committee hero have left the oorrespondenco 
and negotiations with tho Nabob fo bo trartsacted by the Admiral and me 
jointly. All propo-sitions they make w'ill bcj attemitul to, & for my part you may 
he assured Gentlemen that, notwithstanding my Independant Command, I sliall 
endeavour to maintain a perfect harmony with them, & act througliout if pos.si- 
112 F. D. 
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bio with their participation. They thought proper some time ago to demand a 
surrender of my Commission as Commaudor-iu-Chief, & that I wou’d put myself 
uxider tlioir orders, which I loohed upon myself as obliged to refuse in justice 
to those wlio liad intrusted me with such Towers. However I rt;prcseuted to 
them what I had often declared at the Coui\,cil Board, and what indeed the 
whohi tenour of my conduct had confirmed, that I had no intentions of making 
use of my Independant Towers unless tliey reduced me to it by necessiity, for 
■we had but one common iutiwest to pursue, which was that of the Company, 
and as long as that was k(,‘pt in view they wou’d always find me ready to follow 
their instructions. * 

*lt will be minocessary for me to ex-plain the sorrovrs of the late unhappy 
Ipss of XUalcutia, or make any observations on the conduct of your Servants 
before or during the troubles. Their own Letters, pu'blick & private, will lay open 
the whole. I shall therefore spai’o myself the invidious task. 

1 request the favour of you Gentleman to consider that I have a large 
Army near me, and am tak.m up with many Civil as well as Military avocations 
and hope therefore, you’ll excuse me if my advices arc not so complete as you 
might t.xj.ect. You may nevertheless be assured that no one has a wnrmor 

zeal o-v a more constant attention for your Service,

‘I. My last address washy the Syren Sloop dated T‘ instant, when 1 
ac([uainted you that my Eorec being far short of what I expected I was 
only in a condition to act on the defensive, that the Nabob was advancing 
towards us, and at the same time had made some overtures for an accommoda- 
tion, and that the Situatioii of AlTairs on the Coast and the pressing Instances 
of the Gentlemen of Tort S* George for our return, made mo earnestly wash 
to conclude a Peace in this Province, as speedily as possible. 

On the lV'^.ins‘ Ltdters came in fvom the Nabob proposing to restoi’o our 
Settlement, & make some reparation for the Elhicts taken, and desiring proper 
persons to he sent, to confer with him on the sul.ject ; at the same time the 
van 'of his Army appeai*’d|ih'sight, and passed along towards Calcutta just with- 
out reach of the Cannou of our Battery to the Eastward. 

3. Coja Tatrus an Armenian wdm brought the Nabob’s Letters assured me 
that, the Nabob had by his own mouth promised to wait at a place called Gauge 
where ho then Avas, till the Conference Avas over, and I dirocUy wrote him 
testifying iny satisfaction at his pacifick intentions, and that t\vo Gentleman 
Arou’d he deputed immediately to treaty Avith him. As it Avas of great 
consequence to know the Nabob’s real design without loss of time 
' I dispatched Mess''*' Walsh and Serafton to him in the next morning, who after 
travelling the best part of the Avay to Qange were informed that^ the Nabob 
had passed on to Dum Dumnia, on which they followed him, & running through 
the rear of his Army ca^ro up with him in the town of Calcutta itself. On their 
admiltAuce to the Nabob tiiey represented that as they expected to have met 
him at Gangc in a favourable disposition towards a Peace with the English, they 
could not hut ho greatly surprized in finding him entered in an hostile manner 
into their v^cry City, and that unless ho would manifest some desire of a Peace 
by withdraAving bis Troops from the neighbourhood of Calcutta, they could not 
<mtcT upon the business they came about. The Nabob refused to comply with 
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their proposition, & treating? them with no small liaughtincss they took their 
leave & returned to me late in the evoniii". ' 

4. As I now plainly porecnvcd he only moaiit to amuse us, tli.at the little 
opposition he had received served rather to state his hopes than inelino him to 
moderate measures, 1 determined* to attack him the next morninj*- hefore dav 
hroak. while two-thirds of his Army wore still cnearapod without the Moral (os 
Ditch, for when they had once passed and got into the streets of tlie town, it 
would he too lati? to attempt it, iVuother pressiut^ reason f()r tiu’ imivualiate ex- 
ecution of this enterprize, notwithstanding tluj smallness of my Kovee, was the 
sudden distress we found ou’rs(dves in upon the approaeli of tln^ Nahoh’s Ar,mv, 
by a general desertion of oiir worhnum,' coolies «St servants, the breaking ui) of 
our markets and no provisions to h<i had hut what was supplied from the Foi;> 
])y water, iii Avhiedi couditioii wo. could not have (iontiniu'd long, but must have 
retreated into the Fort with disgrace. I the lefore desired Admiral Watson to 
assist me Avith live or six hundred Seamen, princi [tally for draAviiig the Avtille.rv 
& carrying Ammunition, whiedi he readily complied Avith, and about 3 in the 
morning I marcjhed out Avitli nearly my wliole Fore(i, leaving only a few 
Europeans with 200 New raised llucksarees to guard our Cam[).' About 0 avc 
entered the Enemies’ Camp in a thick Fog& crosstab it. in about two hours'with 
eousiderahlc execution. Had tlie Fog (deared up as it usually does about 8 O’clock 
Avhen AVC Averc <mtive Master of the Camps withoii.t the Ditch, the action must 
have been decisive; instead of which it thickened and occasioned our mi.staking 
the way. 1 avoid troubling you with the particulars of this undertaking asth(?y 
are fully set down in my Joui-nal of Military Occiirrencc.s. 


5. The next day being the (>"' the Nabob decamped ami lannoved to Diim 
Dumma, & the Armenians w'as again stmt to mo Avith a Letter frmn Ruugeet 
Roy desiring if we iiu'ant I'eace to transmit our proposals to the Nabob who 
AVMS inclined to comply Avith them. Accordingly the Select Committee was con- 
sulted & the Articles agreed on and forAvardeil, hut tluf Nabob proposing to sign 
them in an ewasivo manner, a second Copy Avassent to him to execute in posit uni 
terms, which he did, at least what Averc deem’d tantaulount, and immediately 
set forward to Muxadavad Avith all his Forces. 


(). Just at thLstimo he had received adAoce that the Afghans had defeated 
the JJognl, & their J.iCader had seized the GoAmrnnumt assuming the titiV of 
Ahniud Shaw ShahaAvu Shah : orders Avere immediahdy issued for cf)ijis for this 
].vovince to ho struck in the name of the now I3mi)eror, & the Nabob it, is sup- 
posed is hurrying to his i’rontiers to make an alliance with bis neighbor tlm 
Nabob of Lucknap ore, sometimes called Owd, for their mutual Support in the 
present disturb’d state of the Empire. 

7. I have little to observe on the tc^ms obtained from the' Nabob except 
that they, arc both honoi-able & advantageous for the Company. .The Gjants of 
a Mint & the Villages hitherto detained from us are very eonsidcrahh;, and the 
abolishing the Duties lately exacted by the Chowkies, as well as cimfirming tlie 
free transportation of Goods without Customs of any kind, -it the rest of the 
Friviledgos of the Royal Fhirmaund are no small point.s gained. 

8. The Nabob caused inventories to be taken of the Goods found at the 
out Settlement & Aurungs, and they are to be deliverd up accordingly. ' He 
intimated privately his intentions of paying three Lack of Rupe(‘s in consi- 
deration of the Company’s other Losses, as to ample restitution for Avbat was 
plunder’d by his Army at Calcutta, it could not wMl be expected of him as he 
says himself in one of his Letters. 

I 

9. The jealousies instilled into him by the French Agents made it ueci's- 
sary for us to conclude the Treaty with him out of hand, as well to convince him 
of our moderate views, which he seem'd to doubt, as to prevent his imiou \A'ith 
the IT’cuch which was then strongly pushed on. As he.mAst now be conviiaced ot 
the consequence wo are of to his affairs and ox his advantfige & security in a 
firm & close alliance with us, Ave may hope the /Treaty will bo complied w'ith to 
our satisfaction, and that he will not be averse even to granting any furtliei- 
reasonable priviledges that may be required of ’him in future by the Qenthj- 
mcn here. 
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10. Mr. Watts sot out the 17'^'* to attend the NahoVs Durbar & press hiui 
So the speedy execution of the.sevoral points of the Treaty on his part, and some 
Gentlemen are* likewise gone to the different subordinates to receive tbe effects 
to be delivered over to them. 

11. The French having given no answer tb the offers of a Neutrality we made 
them, Ave AA'er<i in hopes to have prevailed on tin; Nabob to .suffer us to attack 

• Chaudernagorc, since he had solemnly declared in his Letters that Ifc would 
esteem our enemies as his and assist us Avith Forces against thorn Avhenever atc 
required it. Kungeot Roy Avas first discoursed with on the subject upon his 
arrival Avith pre.sonts from the Nabob on the conefusion of liLs Treaty, but I 
liave rqasoii to think avc met Avith no ddA^ocate in him in regard to this jAoint. 
Omiclmnd accompany(;d him back to tbe Durbar, & had particular instructi<5ns 
to sound tbe Nabob on tlic subject, lie returned Avith a Letter from the 
Nabob in which be desired us to furnish him AAuth 25 Artillery Men, and refer’d 
us to Omiebund for some particulars he bad ordered him to impart ; Avhich 
were that he had been iuformM that Mens' Bussy with large Army wa.s 
coming & tliat some French jMen of W^ar were likcAvisc expected, that he desired 
Ave Avould prevent the Frencli from entering his kingdouA by Laud or "Water. 
As this vA'as construed in s/^)me measure a permission for attacking the Fnmch 
in Chfindernagore, a proper answer was Avrote to tbe Nabob, & Mr. "Watts accorn- 
panyod by Omiclmnd Avas sent to urge the point. The next Day b<‘ing tlui 18'’’ 
the Army crossed the river & encamped o]»posite to Barnagul <& this day I 
intended to have began my march toAA'ards Cliandernagore, the large Ship’s were 
to have followed the 25"' before which it Avould he dangerous for them tc 
move on account of the irregular & rap’d tides. Wo were iu expeetation of 
receiving very soon further en^muragcinent from Mr. Watts for attempting the 
onterprize, but yesterday arrived Lettens from the Nabob ab,solut<'ly forbitl- 
iug ho.slilities against the French and declaring that be shou’d cunsich'r all 
attempts against them ‘as a violation of the Treaty, A that be Avould assist 
them in such case with bis utmost Force. At the snrno time came in a 
request from tbe Gov' A C" of Cbandernagore for a neutv.ility Avilliiii tlu* 
Ganges, Avbich tlio Select Committee taking into consideration tliougbt it 
adviscable to accede to rather than risfiue a rupture Avith tluj Nnl)ol). Ac- 
cordiugly an ansAA'cr was n^turned them that if tlu^y vviU’e duly iinjiovvercd to 
conclu(l(! sucli an net, & could get it guaranteed by tbe Nabob \vc Avould e.ome 
into it on our part. I wrote at the same tinie to the Nabob acquainting liirn of 
our submission to his orders, but that if by this means the Freueb slionld luwe- 
aftcr bo in such a state as to disturb his Country be must lay the blame on 
himself. 

12. AlToperations therefore .arc now oA’^er, & I may hope in few days to 
take ray passage for the Coast with ♦the Satisfaction of having left your affairs 
AV(!ll re-established and a general tranquility in the province. My joy Avill be 
eomjllete if I am so happy as to find my conduct throughout has been such as 
to tuerit your approbation.’ 

13. Since I had the honour to address you last I have had no further 
advices from Fort S' George, nor lias the Cuuthcrland appeared, nor any of 
thc'Troops Ave expected from Boml)ay ; lean tlierefore return Avith very feAv 
men to the Coast. The importance of this colony is such that I cannot con- 
clude Ix'tter than by .rycomuieuding to your Honours in the sti'ongest manner 
io send but as large a Military Force as you conveniently can for its protection.

1. Enclosed we transmit you Duplicate of our addrosss by Mr. Ilohvoll who 
returned to Europe on the Syren Sloop which vesstd we boix; has s:il’ely 
imported in England hofore the airival of these advices. Ey this Eaeket W(*. 
send one copy of our Proceedings, Jx^tters, &c., for your perusal. 

2. Since the dispatch of the Syreti the Nabob’s Forces approacdiod to the 
outskirts of our town, contiary to a promise he had made the Colonel. Mess’^” 
Walsh and Scrafton waited on liim in Oinichund’s Garden, hut being reeeivf'd 
wit’ll inditVerence giving no satisfactory answ(‘ra to the jiroposals they made 
liim, the Colonel on the morning of the Gth Instant heat up his cuiarters, 
marched thro’ his Camp <aud, kill’d a grcjit number of men. The loss on our 
sidii was not i neons ide ruble. We have reason to imagine the consti’rnation this 
all'air oc*c.asioned both in tlio Nabob and his Army induc’d him to sue for an 
accommodation by the intervention of Hoy Iliingcet, Juggerscat’s V’ackcel. Tlio 
artieles of the Treaty wa have (•oncloded with him are forwarded in the General 
Packet & are sueli as we Hatter ourselves will prove satisfactory, tlu^ advant.-i- 
ges resulting to the Comp^ being more th.an sufficient to recompense tlio heavy 
Foss & Charges they liave sutVered. Whether greater concessions might notliavc 
lieeu obtained if demanded, we will not protend to determine. 

3. As some particulars were omitted to ho apply’d for, we Inivo dis- 
patehed Mr. Watts to the Durh:ir at Muxadavad to endeavour the obtaining them, 
and to ex|)laia some Articles which at present seem liable to he open to evasion. 

-t. yVs the Freneli Doj[)uties when in Calcutta h.ad declin’d the Tender we 
made them of our iulluence with the Admiral to. consent to a Neutrality within 
tin* Gangi's, We thought it. incumbent on us, upon the conclusion of the Treaty 
of l’<‘;vc<.' with tlie Nahoh to recommend the attack of Chandernagore by Sea & 
Land, u liich we were given to understand could not lie disagreeahlc totho 
Nahoh, ifc accordingly ordered Mr. "Watts to touch on th.at suhj(.*et at the Dur- 
bar, a ikI obtain if possible his permission to expel that nation out 'of their 
settli'inents hi Bengali. 

.5. For this end llio Admiral and Colonel coiua.'rtcd measures to attack 
rhaTulernagore by si'a and Land, and our Troops have crossed the Riviu', hut 
} C'ti’iday arrived throe Letters fi*om the Nahoh to Admiral AVatsou, Colonel 
Cliv<* and ."Hajor Killipatrick forbidding them to commit hostilities within his 
dominions, to prt,*vcnt wliich and procure peace and quiet loins Country ho had 
so readily consented to the late Treaty. float the same time declar’d he should 
esteem an attack of the French settled hero to he an opmi &> direct^violation of 
the late Treaty, <fc in that case ho must in- Honor & Duty to his King assist 
them with hi.s Forces. . 

G. Yesterday we likewise rec’d a Icttei* from the Director &C" of Cliandor- 
nagore renewing their x>i’oposals for a Neutrality within the Ganges. 

Upon taking this affair under cousidci*atlon we have thought it advise- 
able not to hazard a second rupture with the Nabob, as the CompHny’.s A tfairs 
are far from being set tled hero or well situated on the Coast. In cotisof juence of 
1 his determination we have directed Mr. Watts to forbear making a uy men- 
tion of tliat subject at the Durbar, & have wu’cte to the French Directors & C 
that wo have no objectioa to treat with their Deputies for a solid N-mtiality,. 
if they are authorized to conclude one, & will apply to the Suha to guarantee 
tlie said Treaty. 

7. When Mr. Watts went up to Muxadavad we sent with him 15 Artil- 
lery men at the Nabobs particular request. From the purport of his Letters to 
the Admiral & Colonel, wo have I’cason to think he is vvfiliug not only to live 
in a good understanding with us, hut to engage in a Jji^age offensive and de- 
fensive. It has been likewise hinted to ‘the Colonid, that he w'ould jiay the 
charges of maintaining 500 Europeans in Gafrison, on condition ho sliould 
he assi<<ted when he was invaded by foreign Encn'y.s or disturb’d by intestine 
troubles. Whether liis sincerity herein may ho* depended on vvo cannot 
yet pretend to determine. Wo must however beg leave to observe that a 
e^trong Garrison in future at this Settlement will he absolutely necessary to 
ll2f. I>.

Could I have obtaiiieda perusall of Air. Drake's Letter of the 2 t'’‘ January 
bcd’oi’o the dispatch of the Europe Ships for the s(‘ason, it should not have gone 
home without an answer. I often applit d for it but never eould get it till 
the 17"‘ Instant, tbo’ it has been minuted on our Consultations as delivered in 
th(^ 31"^ January. I think Mr. Drake should not bc’i so sevci’c in eensuiang 
people for blaming tlieir fellow Stuwants & not giving them an opportunity to 
answer, as that is the method ho has himself followed on tlie present oeeasion. 

I have explained my sentiments so fully on tin; su *j<'ct of Kisscnulass Si. 
Ilop'ram’s Brotlter iu my answer to part of Atr. 11 ol well's Lott<u' that I see no 
reason to enlarge, but to observe that Mr. Drakes being absent when Kissendass 
was admitted no way (‘xeillpates him, as on his return to Calcutta (l»y his own 
account three days after bis admission) he might Jiave ordered him to retire. 
As to his assertion that it was as much the duty of the Gentlemen in Couneill 
as liis to point out any thing that occurred to them for the btmefit of the 
Conipany he is certainly right, hut Gent” must he acquainted with tin; 
motives for actions before they can judge whether they will prove bciudiciall 
or otheruise. Others may answer for themselves how far they were acquainted 
with the reasions for admitting Kissendass & insulting the Messenger. I declare 
lhat tho’ 1 was, as Mr. Drake says, in Calcutta when Kissendass arrived & some 
days after, I was a perfect stranger to every Iransaetion in Couneill, & indeed 
tho Gentlemen concerned in those actions took care to keep the rest of the 
Cojincill in the dark' about *-hem, for what I’eason they themselves can best tell. 
1 left Calcutta the 6"' of April &. arrived at Dacca the 1"‘ May, tluwe I first 
In’ai'd of the refusal! to receive the purwannah demauJing Kissendass & his 
wealth & turning the messenger out of the hounds, every Gent" then at 
Dacca can voueli for my exju’cssing ray disapprobation of those actions as 
unwarrantable Sc likely to involve the Company’s .:V,n‘air.s ; but as I then looked 
«m them as acts of the ‘whole Couneill & being unacquainted with tlie motives, 
I can’t see I eould with any propriety have intermeddled, so that Mr. Drake 
, will (weiise me if I do not account myself one of his after thinkers, indeed it 
appears to me litth; thought was requisite. Could it twer be imagined any Prince 
would siilTer a sett of Mej’chanls to jwoteet from him any of his subject 
much less a man who had enjoyed a considerable pest under the Government, 
or would tamely put up witli the insult to his messenger. Surely notwith- 
staxuliug Mr. Drake’s representation, the refusing to receive a Letter from 
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tlie SviV):v of the province, & turning the Messbuger away will he consi rued an 
insult the whole world. Mr. Drake says I accuse him solely of assum- 
ing an arbitrary authority in the above actions, if my words convey that 
meaning I lieg his pardon as it was not any design but to aceusf^ him, 
Mess’’" Alauniugliam & ilolvvell, of assuming such an authority. Mr. Drake asks 
me whether I have hitherto made an enquiry or from any certain knowledge 
can give the Jioaril intelligeueo what methods were ])ursiuMl to liindcr the 
Nabob’s anproaeli & to pacify his ungovernable passion, in answer to which I 
arn to acajuaint Mr. Drake that I have made the host itKpiiry I possibly (;oula,

2. Y^ou will observe in our above mentioned Letter we advised of have 
ing wrote the Ei'eiu‘11 that wo had no objection to treat with them for a Neu- 
trality .within the Gauges it they were authorized to conclude one. In con- 
scipienee of this, the Deputies from the Director & Council at Chander- 
nagore arrived at Calcutta. The questions w'e judged it necessary previously 
to ask, with their Answers in writing annex’d are enclosed in this Packet for 
your observation. When the w-liole was ncar«ettle<l, and the Treaty metho- 
dized & engross’d, we transmitted a Copy of our Proceedings herein to Admiral 
TVatson, & requested his conlirinatiou of the Neutmiity agreeable to the 6"' 
Articles of the Treaty. Copy of hi.s Uoply we likewise enclose hy which you 
will observe he refused his assent to the Neutrality for reasous sot forth in his 
Letter. 

3. then address’d Mr. Watson a second time, & urged him to confirm 
tlie Treaty w hich we esteem’d the most beneficial 8t(?p tliat could bo taken 
for the Company’s alfairs in these Provinces : but if he persisted in refusing 
that confirmation, we then made it our ri?quest tliat he would assist us w'itli 
his Squadron to attack Chandernagore immediately, as our Avaiting till answ'ers 
arrived from I’ondichcrry, without concluding any thing decisively, would 
prove very prejudicialto the Company’s ,A.fi’air.s in general, but more particularly 
so on the Coast, wliere it vva.s rbsolulcly necessary some of the Troops Should 
return as soon a.s pe.ssihle.

7. In our former Lottbrs we omitted to itiform your Honours that tho 
cxlraovdinary good holiaviour of your Junior Servants during the Su)g(^ of 
Calcutta, and their great forwardness to lend their as.sistaneo for tho* retaki)ig 
of it, induc(!d us to give several of them Conimissions on our Fstahlishment. 
.Mr. \V Ellis was one of them, and has had tlie misfortune to lose his leg in 
the skirinish of Ihcj f)"’ I’chruary, his gallant behaviour both before and upon 
that occasion <’ntitles him to your llojiour’s notice, and wc heg’ leave to re- 
oonunend him as very Avorthy of your favoni’, especially as the unfort unat(^ 
eiicumstanee ahoA'C mentioned may ])ossihly oblige bim to return to .Ihiropc. 
Mr. W’" Tooko was wounded at Chatidernagoiv, and died the 21"' Mareli.

Ho^•OUA;llLE, — 

I addressed you fully hy the Delmoar the 22'"’ February, and by a Con- 
veyance which offered for Russorah I wrote a short Letter dated Ol'" March, 
just to acquaint you witli the talcing of Chandernagore, and enclose Copihs of 
my advices to Fort S’ George of the 3'”'’ & SO"' of March, of which fV(?sh Copi^'s 
are now transmitted, as. they contain eircumstanthil accounts of my Proi'ocdiugs 
to tbe time tlioy reach. 

2. I continue encamped about a mile to tho northward of Chandernag’ore, • 

to which ground I found it necessary to move to put a stop to the disor<lcrs 
among the military by the too easy procuranco of Arrack in the town, ami at 
the same time I intended by this small advance northwards to strike some awe 
into the Nabob and facilitate our bussinoss at the Djirllar. » 

3. Under pretence of being engaged on a hunting party, which lasted some 
days, he w'as very delatory in answering our (Unnauds, both with respect to the 
French Subordinates and the Articles of our ’Freaty, which remained uncomplied 
with, and Avliat Letters at last came, seemed in great measure trilling and evasive ; 
however I baA'e since w'rote to him in very strong terms, to which I have 
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liilhfiTo vecived no answer, bufc‘Mr. AVatts’ Letters give me hopes that matters 
will he c'oneliided to your satisfaetion ; possibly he fore tliis despateh is closed 
I may l)e able to give you an ru’^oount of it. 

4. The Nabob in some of bis Letters bad started a difficulty as to driving 
fhe I'^’ench out of tlu‘ province, on account of tlio injury it Avould be to the 
Mogul’s revenues. Upon which tlie Select Cmhmittce agreed that if tin; Frimeh 
Subordinates were delivered uj) to us, the English Company would aniuiallv 
i'lakii good to tl)(5 Circar tb(‘ loss of Custom on the French Trade, so long a*s 
tliey should be. kept out of Hie Country. Ihd'ore the Nabob was ac(|nainted with 
tlii.s resolution, anothm* ditlicnlty was started about the debts owing by the 
French to hi.s Subjects, whicVi 1 liave like.vvisc evidcavouivd to obviate by an otter 
of half oi' what in.ay be found at tlieir Subonlinates, it have recommended to Mr. 
4Vatts to coin|)romi.se the ruatfer as wcdl as be could, for I am entirely of opiiiibu 
I tiat tin; wlioh' proiierty 1 be l^'rencli may at present have, is no ways a e.onsidcra- 
tion for infernipting the great work of rooting them entirely'^ out of Uongal, 
I must take tlie liljerty to refer you to my Hook of Country Letters for a more 
I 'articular account of what has jiassed on these matters. Those from the Nabob 
will in great nnaisurc discover how weak &• capricious a Prince we liave to deal 
with. Tluj spring of ino.-^t f»f his actions seems to lie fear, and the l'’rench and 
their ' Agents well knowing In’s \v<‘akne.ss have given no small interruption to 
our busim.'s.s liy ri'pnrts of a l<'rench Siiuadron & Hussy’s Army. 

r>. Hy tlie Nabob’s delatory conduct I have been prev'cnted from putting 
Ibe'li'oops into Quarters which 1 had fully intended to have dom^ by this time, 
to pn-veni tlie heavy exiienec )iOf Hafta ami other (Tiarges attending a C.atni).

yvwincsday, the Letter from Roger Drake, Esq., Peter Godfrey, Esq., Jones Roymond, 
September ^ Voync, Esq.,Kind Christopher Burrow, Esq., the Secret Committee of 
the East India Company, dated the ,13th February 1756, and received per ships 
. Walpole and Chesterfield, read — * 

By the 3rd paragraph it is observed that this Committee are invested with 
the power of “ transacting affairs, and taking such measures as shall best con- 
" duce to the Protection and Preservation of the Company’s Estate, Rights and 
“ Priviledges, and to correspond and act in concert with the Select Committees 
“ at Bengali and at Bombay, for the General and particular Protection- of the 
“ Cornjiany's Trade, Possessions and Rights wherever and whenever they may be 
“ in danger. The powers of the Committee never having been before so fully 
" explained, it was imagined that they extendcxl only to Negotiations with the 
“ Princes of the Country and P'oreign European Nations, and to the Operations 
“ of the Troops in the Field. For this reason, the Conduct of the Intended Expe- 
“ ditlon to Berigall has unto thi.s time been had under the Deliberation of the 
“ whole Council,” but it now appears beyomj doubt that it ought to have fallen 
under the Management of this Committee and that the future Direction of it 
.should be referred hither, 

» ^ 

Ordered that the paragraph before mentioned of the Secret Committee’s 
LcUer be l.aid before the President and Council, togiUher with the aliovo Opinion. 

The Council having accordingly met, came to the following Resolution : — 

“ I’hat the Transactions for Re-establishing the Company in thev'Rights 
” and Priviledges at Bengali do properly fall under the Direction of the Select 
" Commiite by virtue of the foregoing paragraph,” That it be therefore referred 
to tl'.e said Committee to do therein as they shall think proper, and that they 
be fully informed of the steps that have already Ijeen taken. 

The President then acquaints the Committee that the Last Determination 
of the Council concerning this F.xpcc(ition was that the whole squadron should 
proceed with six hundred men Rank and File, and the Detachhient of His Majes- 
ty’s Artillery under the Command of Captain Hislop with the Guns, &c., 
thereunto belonging, the whole commanded ’by Colonel Clive, under the 
General Dlrccti(m of Commissaries appointed with full powers for the Conduct 
of the Treaties to be made with the Nabob of Bengali, or of the operations 
of the Forces against him, which Commissaries so appointed were Colonel Clive, 
Mr. John Smith and Mr. John Walsh. * 

And that a letter conformably to the said Resolutions w'as wrote to Cqlonel 
Adlei'cron but no answer yet received.

Charles* Watson, Esq., Hear Admiral of the and Geor^o Pocock, "Esq., 
Eear Admiral of the IFhile , likcAvisc present at the rc(iuost of the Conitnittr^e. 

Eisooursc bcin" had coneernin" the intended expedition to Bengal Mr. 
Watson I'ccommends that it Ixs condvicted in all respects like that ti> Gheria. 

It is tf) be obserA’’ed in regard to the expedition to Gheria ; Pii’.st, that Mr. 
Watson and Atr. Pocoek wore joined Avith Colonel Clive and Mr. lloiigU in a 
Comniission for the eouduct of the expedition ; ,and, secondly, that OA'^erything 
taken at Gljeria ev('n to tlie guns and amm\inition Avas appropriated to the 
benelit of the captors, although the Company AA^as at the Avholeexpence of fitting 
out the armament and also of repairing the damage done to His Majesty’s shi^ws. 

How far the Genthninm at Bomhay avoi’o right to consent to snch terms the! 
Committee do not take nf>on them to determine, but they procnnul to olVor to 
Air. AV^atson’s consi<levation several reasons why the pnisent intended ex[:c(U* 
tion to Ikmgal ought not to be conducted in the same manner. 

With regard to the first point (the powers to be given Air. AVatson) the 
Committee represent to Air. W'atson that the present expedition to Bengal is 
intended for the re-establishment of the Company’s ancient sidtlenients in 
that province, upon the former or, if possible, a better footing ; that this lUAist 
be done by treaty with the Nabob, and that this .treaty Avhich regards only 
the Company’.s rights and priviledges can pro{)erly he condu(;te<J by none but 
the Company’s representatives at Bonga*l. The military parfof the expedi- 
tion, by the success of Avbich it. is hoped the Nabob will be b>;onght to enter 
upon such a trtiaty, should undoubtedly be conducted by .a Council of AVar 
comxAosed of ofiicers of the sea or land forces, or both, according to the 
nature of the undertaking ; but the civil part such as the making of treaties 
for the re-estahlishment of the Company’s rights and priviledges, and the 
regulating the affairs of their foianer settlements, the Committee judge, can 
belong only to the ciaTI servants of the Company. 

Mr. AVatson then desired to know plainly Avhat powers ho Avas tv9 be vested 
with, and what services we should request of hin^ 1.o perform upon the pre.sent 
expedition ; to which the Committee answered that the powers he Inid from Ills 
Atajesty were quite sullicicut; and that they should only request of him tojper-, 
form such services as may be recommended to him by the Company’s representa- 
tives in Bengal. 

AVith regard to the second point (the distribution of captures), it is to be 
considerd, that the present expedition to Beng.sl is ijltcd out, like ti)at to Gheria, 
at the vast and sole expence of the Company, but with different vicAvs ; that to 
Gheria was to root out a robber aa'Iio had Jong infested the .seas and so to 
give a future security to their trade, and by the capture of his places to 
acquire neAV possessions to themselves. This to Bengal is intended for the 
reeovei^ of the ancient settlements, rights and priviledges of tho East India 
Gohtp^ny which have suddenly been wrested from them, and to reimburse by 

v'-.; VlftSlE. ^ 



reprisals, if all other means prove ineffectual, the iminenae loss they have so 
recently sustained in their own property. The Committee therefore think 
thcnisijlves obliged to exert their utmost ellorts to 8ecui,*e to the Company the 
immediate p<JSsession of their t:)\vn settlements that may bo I’otakon, and sueh 
portion of the reprisals that may bo niad(! upon the Moors as llis Majesty shall 
ho pleaH<;d to adjudge to thorn. Aooordiu^ly the Committee now deliver to 
INlr. Watson in writing the representations resolved on last Committee as 
follows : — 

1st . — yVs it may he supposed that one or more of the men-of-war will he 
•sent before Calcutta, ajid the Moors driven out hy her cannon, it is requested 
of Mr. "VVafson that he will land Colomd Clive with’ the Company's troops or a 
]iart of tliem to take possession again of .that settlement, and whatever may be 
found within tlie Company’s limits as usually understood, from Terrin’s Garden 
down to Surrnan’s Garden, for tlie solo hemdit of the Company ; which request 
it is hoped will ho thought rcasoriabh'. as the Company have sulfered an ira* 
incnsc loss, and are to be at the whole oxpence of the expedition. 

2nd . — Should it bo judged proper hy the Company’s representatives after 
the taking of Calcutta to request the assistama.* of the squadron to attack 
Ilughley or any other Moors’ town, or to raakt^ reprisals in the river u{>on 
Moors’ vessels, it is hopejl it will not be thought unreasonable that Commis- 
saries be appointed on both sides to dispose of tlic prize’s that may be so taken, 
their produce to be deposited until it shall be determined by llis Majesty 
in what manner it should be distributed. A gratuity to be giveui for the 
]>resent at tiie discretion of the Council of War to the petty olfieers and 
private men, and to be deducted out of the portion which may be allotted to 
them. 

Mr. AVatson assur’d the Committee that for bis own part he was ready to 
give up all private advantages for the good of the Company and the publiek, 
l>ut as every man. in the squadron was also concern’d, the proposals must be 
l:lid bofoi’o a Council of War, which he would summou immediately and coin- 
municut(j,thoir detcrininatioii wdtliout loss of time. 

Mr. Watson then enquired of the Committee wdiat number of men was 
intended to be sent on the ex})editiou to Bengal ; in answ’cr to w liich the 
Conunittet> informed him their design was to send fonr hundred military ratdc 
and tile, and one buridia'd i;raii\, b(;side.s the detachment of the regiment now 
«m board the Squadron consisting of about twm hundred men; but in case that 
<ietaehm(mt did not ])roceed, then that it was their intention to send six 
hiindinul military rank and lilo, and one hundred train, and further that it 
was designed to send as many seapoys as conveyances could bo found for. 

IVIr. Watspn acquaints ilu; Committee that the five hundred Europeans 
only eoidd he distributed on board tl\e several ships of the Squadron, over and 
above the detaidnnent of the regiment. 

Agreed to (nnhavk tiic Jiuropeaus on His Majesty’s ships, and to send by 
the Company’s ships Marlhorowjh and Woipole all tiie seapoys they can take 
on board, and to make use of any future conveyance.s that may oner for the 
embarkation of more seapoys. 

.Tin; Committee then I’cqucsted of Mr. Watson to land the detachment of 
the regimput in case api»Hcation shoul^l be made to him by the Company’s 
representatives at Bengal, which he readily promises, wdth the proviso that 
he shall himsidf see an absblute necessity for their service on shore, and is 
nssur*d that they shall he re-ernbarked upon his call. 

‘ Lastly, the Committee debate with Mr. AA’'atson ix)nccrning the regulation 
of the Councils of War that may he found necessary to bo held in Bengal, and 
the J?recedeney of the several officers, in order to prevent future altercations on 
that liead wdue.h might •interrupt the service; accordingly the following articles 
w(!re formed iu concert and wdth the unanimous consent of Admiral Watson, 
Admiral Pocock, Colonel Clive and the whole Committee : — 

1st . — It is proposed that at all Councils of War held on board His 
Majesty’s Ships, the Commanding Officer of the ships shall preside and call to 
,his assistance such other Captains of the squadron, as he shall see proper, 
together with Colonel Clive and any other Field Officer, 



PwJ. — That at all Councils of War hold on Shore, Colonel Clive shall 
preside and call to his assistanois sueli Th'ld oHieers as he shall seo proper, 
together Avith the Captains of siicdi part of the S(juadron as are employed on 
the Joint service. This is understood to be in the al)sence of an}' i'lag olUeer. 

The two articles being deliver’d to Mr. M'atsoii in Avi'itin^, lui acquainted 
the Committee he should lay them» before the Council of War; and then 

Admiral Watson and Admiral Po<;ock withdrew.

The President thirther acquaints the Comm il t('o that the Cowles foi' .the 
mortgaged countries of seven Magannins and Alanhaimmgulum expiring the 
31st July last. Ini has made the ne<*essary enquiries in order to get the most 
advantageous otters for the new Cowles, and tliat *;it length Alnhammad Ayar 
Cnwn Inul ottered ninet(‘en thousand (ID, 000) Pagodas for one year’s rent of the 
seven Mauunmins, and thivt(!en thon.sand ( 13, tHtO) Pagodas for om; year’s rent of 
Alannamungnlnm, which, although one thousand Pagodas less for each Cowlo 
than heftu’ti, are nevertheless, the President repitisents, the best otters that can he 
got, and he desires the opinion of the Committee whether they should lui 
accepted.

Mr. Warren .Hastings, one of the Hon*l)le Comjvany’s covenanted servants 
at Cossimbazar and now detained at that jilace hy the Kaboh, Avrites Majia* 
]vili<atric1v to tlu^ following purport: That Snraja DoAA'lali is no longer Snbali of 
Bengal, Avbieli is conferred upon tlie King of Delly’s eah’st son ; (liat the Nalmh 
of Purnca (Sou kat Jung) lias rcceiv'od a Phirinauml from the King investing 
binv with the Nahohship of Bengal, Boliar and Orissa under his son, and gn-at 
])reparations are making ».t Aluxadabad fora AA^ar Avith Purnca in eonseijuenee 
of the. foregoing appointments; that the Nabob of Benares lias sent (J,00(i 
horsemen to 'the assistance of Soukat Jung; that most of the Rajas Avho.se 
territories lie .near Purnca have deserted Suraja DoAvJah, and that on the 
25)th^of last month a letter arrived from the Hutch Chief at Patna with advice 
that the King Avith his sou and Nazir Avas upon his march this Avay at the head 
ol a. formidable aruiy, having crossed tlie Rii’er Jumna twenty days before Avith 
an intention, tirst, to re.duee these provinces to his olMalicmce and afterwards to 
visit all the otlier parts of bis dominions ; that the Alorrattas likewise are expected 
soon, it being reported they have imprisoned the person scut to pay them 
their annual elnmt, Avitli AYhich they are not contented, and tbat Mizzah 
Sallah, tlie Nahob of Cultaek, lias joined them. That the Nabob begins to be 
•much troubled at the im pending dangers, and bis Jumnidars seem not verv 
inclinable to serve him Avith that zeal wbicb his jiresent desperiite cireumstanco 
require against their King, as they may expect to be tiwated like rebi^ls, most 
of tlio principal of them liaving a great part of their fortunes, and some their 
families at Delly. 'Jdiat notwithstanding all this, Suraja Howlah is raising a 
great ^rmy, and extorting as mueli money as he can get from the Bajas and 
other jieojile that are so ubfortunatc as to lie under his ])o\ver, not sparing the 
Europeans. 

The above is the substance of Mr. Hastings’ information upon which 
wc beg leave to make the following remarks : First, that the wdxole of it is not 
athrmed by that gentleman to bo matter of fact, and that in all probability 
great part of it may be no more than a report raised by the enemies of

Tliat his letters were of the 19th, 20th, and :a.st from tlie Covei-nor and Couiieil' 
of C)irui(lorna‘^'(n-e and several other f,mntleiuon, that he was usini>-his endeavonrs 
^ to the Duvhar to save pur lives and honor; lie advises us to coiim to as speedy a 
vesoluti<.m, tcllinij us that 1)ra.V('i-y hecomes tcuun-ity and inipindcnee when 
a propoit. Taking this ulfair into our most seiions consiihu-atioii! 
we. are uiiauimously of opinion that there is no reason to doubt the truth Of 
tliis m'vvs.

As to j;-,e .situation of our factory it stands in a large town snrrounded 
■with mimhers of Imu.ses from which tlu'v miglit ;ninuy us with ea.nnon aU'.l 
small arms. Tlie faefory i.s little hotter than a comt.Mou'hoa.so .snrrouuded with 
a thin brick wait, one-half of it not above 9 ITet high. Our garrison euiisists of 
a I jieutci! ii n t., loin- hevjeaiit.s, three Coiporal.s and iiinttam Fluropi'an soldiens he* 
sides thirty-four hl.-iek Christians, and sixty Jiuxierie.s. As to the ia.st we have 
.little to expe(.d, from them, as they have almost all demanded leave to quit us. 
Our piiovisions may last three weeLs or a month, hut if we ‘are attacked our 
limmunitiou will soon he expended and our men exhausted with fatiijiie, as avc 
have so few tlu'y must I'C almost always on duty. Our factory is at the distance 
of near a quarter of a mile from the river. The passage Ivy water to Calcutta 
from fourteen to twenty d.ays.

William is taken, and that Ave can’t expect the least assistance or reinforcement 
from the Gentlemen Who are c.sc aped iu their .ship.s, it doe.s not appear to us 
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that our attempting to (hjfend ourselves can bft of the least advantage to 
onr employers, and would ratlun* be an act of rashness than hravery. A^u'eed 
thereforci that W(j endeavour to procure the Ix'st terms possible by means of the 
French and surrender our factory. 

Observing numbers of armed men all around us. ordered our garrison to 
keep under arms and a strict watch to prevent a surprize. ”

The Consultation of the 27tli read, approved and signed. 

This morning Monsicnir Fleurin, the Fren<*h second, came to our fajgorv 
to aecjuaintus that he had been with Busharut Khan, our Nabob, endeavouring 
to procure us the most favourable terms he cot^ld, but all that be was able to 
obtain was, that the factory should he delivered up directly, the soldiers lay 
dowjx their arms, and be carried juisoners to the Nabob, the ladies go out. Ili 
]»alank<‘ens to the French h\actory, the pnlankt^ens not to b(! st'arched on 
Monsieur Flcuriids giving his M'ord that notliing slioukl lx? in them but tin* 
cloaths the ladies had on. As to the Child', &c , Company’s siu'vants the Nabob 
demanded tluit they slionhl be lirst brought to him, and afterwanls go to the 
French Factory, Monsieur Couvtin giving his parole to tliti Nabob that we s1ia.ll 
ivait the oi’ders of Suraja Dowlali in regard to our future fate. Taking these 
proposals into consideration, we think them very hard. But as Monsr. Fleurin 
assures us that viny little alteration ‘can 'be e.vpeided, agreed .that wc beg 
Monsr. Fleurin to endeavour to save ns rlio disgrace of going to tlie Durbar, 
and obtain permission tlint we go directly to tlic Freneb, also that the sohliers 
may not be ill used. This be promises to endeavour to obtahi and to return "iu 
the afti^rnoou. 

The 28th June in the afternoon Monsr. Fleurin returned and ae(]uninted 
us he had obtained permission for the Gentlemen to go to the Fremdi Factia-y 
witliout going tt> the Durbar, and that the Nabob bad promised tlie* soldiers 
sbonhl not be ill-used or put in irons. AVe the^ gave .our paroles to tin; 
.French Chief, gave uyi our military ymsoners to the Nabob’s people, and are ' 
now with sorrowful hearts leaving our factory biung permitted to eany oJV 
nothing 1)ut the eloaths upon our Ixaeks, having still this snt.isCaetioTi left that 
■we have to our utmost discharged our duty to our llonourable employers.

20. We bad resolved to return the Delatear to you in July last with about 
two hundred Tons of Saltpett'e, the remains of her Cargo in bale.s, and accord- 
ingly her loading was far. advanced when on the 13“' of that month we received 
tho unexpetrted advices from tlie President and Council of Port Williahi that* 
Ifahol) Sirajud Dowlah, the Grandson and successor of Alliverdi Khan, the 
old Subah of Bengal, who died some months before, had possessed himself of 
your Port and Pactory at Cossimbazar; Whatever miglit be liis real motives 
for this conduct, his pretended ones are thus related. The Gentlemen at 
Calcutta “upon advice from us of the critical situation of Affairs betwetui our 
Nation and the Piench having thought it necessary to repair and strengthen 
the L-inc of Guns toAvards the River, The President, Mr. l)rako, shortly aRer 
received a T*<irwannah from the Nabob signify trig ttiat ho had been informed 
they were about fortifying Calcuthi with a Wal^ and a Ditch which he dis- 
approved, and insisted on their destroying the works and filling up the Ditch. 
In answer to this Purwannah Mr. Drake wrote the Nabob that ho had been 
misinformed in regard to the Works carrying on "at Calcutta, for tliey, had dug 
no ditch since the Inva.sion of the Morattas, and were oijly repairing their 
Wharf toAvards tho River which had received cpnsidorable damairo. Upon 
roc<Mpt of this hdter the Nabob expressed great anger and immediately gave 
orders for Investing Cossimbazar, against which place he accomplished his 
designs in the foiloAvirig manner as avo are informed ’lAy Alessr* Watts and* 
Collett, tho Chief and Second of that Sottlonieut. The Nabob upon receipt of 
the ahovometitioned Uetten* immediately ordered a Guard up the Factory of 
four liundred Horse wliich he daily increased txntill tho place was surrounded 
Ijy his Avhole Army consisting upon a moderate Conxputation of 10,000 Horses 
and 20,000 Ragepout Gun- Men with a, large Train of Artillery, and tltfcn 
demanded that M'" Watts should go out to him, his Dunn at the same time 
assuring M' Watts that he might go out of the Port' with safety, that no harm 
should happen to him and tliat he would introduce him to the Nabob. Upon 
these assurances, and it having been alvA'ays a custom in Rengal for the Chiefs 
of the Subordinates to visit the Nabobs on such ocesfsions, the Gentlemen of 
tho Pactory were upanimously of opinion that the Cliief sli^^uld go out ; he 
accordingly went and was introduced to th^ Nabob, Avho immediately ordered 
him into confinement and insisted on his giving an Obligation that in fifteen 
days time the Gentlemen of Calcutta should level Avhat ncAA- works they had 
raised, deliver up the Nabob's Tenants Avho had fled for protection there, and that 
if it could he proved the Company's Dustucks had been falsified by granting tliem 
to those who had no right to tliem, all the loss the Government had sustained 
thereby should be repaid. This obligation the Cliief being in their hands was 
obliged to sign, but as they drd not esteem his signing alone sufiiciently bind- 
ing, they insisted* that the rest of the Council should sign it also, ujion* which 
the Surgeon of the Factory who had accompanied tli'» Chief .was sent to Mess'* 
Collett and Batson in tho Pactory to acquaint them that it was necessary they 
should go out to the Chief to put an end to the affair j M'- Watts avers that he 
told the Surgeon to acquaint Mess" Collett and Batson that he did not think 
it advisable for them to leave the Port, whether ho AI' Watts or 

delivered the message does not appear tons, but Mess" Collett tind Batsou did 
go and were also detained by the Nabob as 1‘risoners. , Tlie next day the Can- 
non and Ammunition were delivered up to the Nabob, and he took possession 
of the Port without opposition; and hai'ing ordered all the Company’s Efiects to 
he carefully sealed up, AU Batson was sent hack to the lory, hut Aless" 
Watts and Collett kept Prisoners in the Camp and the Garrison of Cossimbazar 
sent f.o’^rluxadabad, the Nabob's Capital. The easy acquisition of this Settle- 
ses V D. ’• 



ment no doubt inspired the Nabob with sanguine Notions of greater Conquests 
which possibly might be facilitated by the Artillery, Ammunition, and War- 
like Stores- he found there. -The news of the loss of this’ Settlement reached us 
the July at a time when we had just been alarmed hy the arrival of a 
Sloo]) from the French Islands with the intelligcrnce of a large Armament from 
France intended for "these parts, so that w'c did not think it safe any of tbQ 
Ships of Force belonging to the Squadron should leave the Coast , and as it appear- 
ed necessary that a reinforcement should be immediately sent down to the Gen- 
tlemen of Calcutta, agreeable to the pressing request they made us for the 
protection of that Settlement, We had no means of Transporting a S'lflicient 
number of men and Stores, hut by one of your Oliina Ships which were then 
lying ill the Road, or the Defmonr, the' latter aiipeared by far the more eligible. 

• We accordingly immediately set about' landing the. Bales that had been alreudy 
sent on hoard her with part of the Salt Petre, which being cornplcated as well 
as the frabarkatjon of tlie Stores and Troops for Bengal consisting of two com- 
plete Companies of Europeans under the command of Major Kilpatrick witli 
two good Train Offioersf and some Field Pieces, Captain Winter received his 
Dispatches and sailed the 20“* July. We had entertained hopes that the heavy 
rains which begin at that season of the year wmuld have jirevcnted the Nabob 
from making any immediate attack upon Calcutta, or would have rendered such 
an attempt fruitless, in wliich case we did and do believe that such a reinforce- 
ment under the Command of such an exp«^rienced Otfieer would have he<»n sufti- 
cieut to protect Calcutta iu case of further attempts ; yet some tinie after 
receiving another letter from the Gentlemen at llengal pressing us iu 
the .strongest manner to ' send them at least five hundred men, wc 
resolved, (allho* our own apprehensions of danger here were not quite 
dissipated) to send them a further reinforcement of one hundred ami fifty men 
on the Bridgroater^ twenty-Qun Ship, which Admiral Waison at our request 
cohsentetd to sfiare from the Squadron for this service. But on the 10“* of 
" August when the Troo'ps were on the pqint of embarking, we received a letter 
from Mess" Watts and Collet (whom tlie Nabob bad set at liberty and sent 
to Oan^ernagoi’e) acquainting us of the loss of Calcutta; Tlie manner of its 
attack and defence ha§ not j et been transmitted to the President and Council ; 
we have indeed some pasdicubirs from other hands, the substance of which is, 
tbat after the surrender ^Cossirabazar on the 4“* of June, the Nabob imme- 
diately sot forward with his whole Army for Calcutta, and on the 17“' June 
began the attack upon the advanced Posts wliich wore defended for some time, 
but the People being overpowered hy numbers were drove from them one by 
one, so that hy the 18“*^ at night the Nabob was in possession of them all, and 
our parties retired into the Fort and the houses which almost adjoin and over- 
look its ^5*5^3 ; ' These being nttac,ked the morning of tho•19‘^ the parties were 
withdrawninto’the Port. It is said tliat a Consultation was held in the night 
of the 18“' in which it was the general opinion that the place was not tenable, 
but it does not appear that any means whatever were then concerted for a 
letreat. Messrs< Manniugham and Frankland were sent the evening of the 18‘** 
to conduct the European Ladies on board the Ships in the River. The 19^** in 
the forenoon kP Drake quitt<;d the Fort which threw the Garrison into such 
disorder that all who could save themselves by a. precipitate flight, the rest 
liavin^ no other resourse shut themselves up in the Fort, amongst whom were 
Mess" Pearkes, Holwoll, Eyre, and Bailie of Council. Many others of the 
Civil servants below Cofmcil, and most of the Military Officers, but what 
number of Military and others we do not know, but guess about two hundr^ 
«in all. These having chosen Holwoll for their Chief defended the Fort till 
the afternoon of the next day, altho* they were very much galled by the 
Euemy’s fire from the adjacent houses. The besieged being hy this time much 
fatigued hoisted a flag of Truce hoping thereby to gain a little respite ; some 
accc/unts say the Na\)ob consented to a Truce but suddenly broke it and scaled 
the Walls ; others tell us that whilst the besieged were in parley with the 
Enemy, one of the Gates was betrayed to the Nabob, be that as it may, the 
besieged found themselves overpowered when they least expected it. In the 
first confusion two or three of ihe Company’s servants and some others got tbeir 
Liberty, the rest were altogether to the number of 146 persons thruw into a 



godown, where for want of air, 12^ of them miserably perished in one night : 
M* Holwell being one of those who survived, was tho next day put in Irons 
and sent to Muxadabhd witli M' Court and some otliers. .4.fter this sticcess 
your Factory at Dacca was summoned to summder to the NalK)b’, and your ser- 
vants there write us that finding they could expect no relief from any qiiaifter 
• Calcutta being lost and that all the resistance they couldhnake would be there- 
fore vain, they delivered up the Gentlemen and Eifects to the Nabob’s OlUcers 
on th(f 28“* of dune, having first obtained permission to retire on their, 
Parcjles to the French Factory. Your Servants at Luckipore and Ballasore were 
somewhat more fortunate, leaving made tlieir escape with ofiects to the value of, ‘ 
the first about sixty thousand, the second about four thousand Rupees ; Rut 
we cannot hitherto leai’n that the least *thiug has been saved from Calcutta on 
ydur account, not even thp Rooks and Papers, so precipitate and irregular was 
the flight, that many of those who escaped we hear are even destitute of neces- 
sary cloathing on hoard the ships, which by the last accounts., remained in the 
River off Fulta. After the,, capture of Calcutta the Nabob turned his 
thoughts to our neighbours, the French at Chanderhagore and the Dutch at 
Hughly,. demanding large sums of money of tlu^m, and threatening destruction 
in ca^q of failure, but whether thro’ better policy or better fortune flu'y 
found means to appease him and liavo purchased a ^present Peace, the Dutch 
for four lacks and an half; the French for three lacks of Sicca Rupees. 
Whether the Nabob had from the beginning determined on the total expulsion 
of the English and if so what could have given him cause for such a Resolu- 
tion, or whether Affairs might not have been accommodated hy the way of 
Negociation and a sum of money, are subjects vfo hsave to be treated of when 
we are better acquainted wiili facts, at present we can only say that the Nabob 
has made heavy compiaints of the fradulent use .of dustucks and that persons 
have been protected wlio had accounts to settle with tlio Government. It 
remains now that we inform Your Uonours of the steps we have taken towards 
recovering Your Rights. On the ,first intelirgonee of the lo.ss of Calcutta, 
judging how much your affairs at home must be effected by the reeeit of such 
News only, we tliought that if it were possible to give you at tho same time 
advice the retaking of that Settlement, the ill effects of the first might in 
some measure ho pnwonted, we therefore re<iuested of Admiral Watson* to 
spare the Fifty and Twenty Gun Ships on which we intended to have ‘em- 
barked about two hundred and forty Europeans Avith a proper Train, and these 
joined to the Detachment before sent on the Delmcar we judged might have 
formed a body sutficieut to retake Calcutta. But on reflecting that the expenee 
of tho E.xpedition would he cerbiin, that the bare possession of the W’alls of 
Calcutta, or perhaps only the ground whereon those* VValls stood (for Ave were 
not then certain whether the Nabob had not demolished ’thttin) could be of 
little use, that the Nabob being a* Young Man of imj>etuous temper, cruel, 
obstinate, big with new Honours, immense riches, and unexp'ected success; 
surrounded in his Darbar with Men of the same disposition, little could he 
expected from him hut what might bo acquired hy the fwree of Arms. And 
therefore that to bring him to any advantageous terms, a Force would he necessary 
not only to retake Calcutta but also reduce Hughley and even attempt his Capital 
of Muxadabad, or face him in the Field untill he consent to reinstate you in all 
your Privjledges of Trade. At the same time receiving letters from the Presi- . 
dent and Council acquainting us that they had deputed M’' Manuitigham to lay 
before us a full state of affairs and requesting a rauoh'larger Force than we thought 
it prudent at that time to spare, All these considerations induced us to alter that 
plan and resblve to send down at once a Force sufficient for the abovcmenticned • 
purposes, but as we judged it w'ould have been imprudent at that time to part 
with so largo a part of our Military considering the critical state of affairs in 
Europe at the departure of your China Sliips, we determined therefore to wait the 
arrival of the Coast and Bay Ship.s (which Ships wc wanted also for Traasports) 
and in the mean time to prepare every thing for the intended ExfMjdition. We 
communicated our intention to Admiral Watson, and requested that in case 
upon receipt of the then expected advices froi^ England it should not appear 
necessary to desist from attetapting the recovery of your Settlements in Bengal 
he would proceed down with the whole Squadron, to which he readily consented^ 
and preparations were accordingly made for embarking His Majesty’s whofe 
Regiment and Train, having requested of Col. Adlercron to undertake this Ex- 
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podition. Upon the amval of*the Chesterfield and Walpole ^vom England as we 
found that war had not been declared with France and the season being thon 
so far advanced as to leave ua butiittle room to apprehend any danger from 
the French hero. even should they receive a large reinforcement as their Troops 
w'ould in all probability not be able to undertake anything of consequence *till 
January, We resol ved4herefore to undertake, t}io Expedition, with this alteration,, 
that instead of employing U is Majesty’s Troops in it, we judged it more for 
your interest to send your own under the Command of Lieut.-Col. Clive wlio 
readily offered his services on this occasion. We beg leave at present to deferr 
' giving you all the reasons which Aveighed with us first to request the King’s 
Land Forces to proceed on the Expedition and then* to resolve on sending ybur 
own. These as w^ell as the many difficulties that have occurred in every measure 
. ve havd concerted will fully appear to you by our Consultions which sliall wait 
on you by the Chesterfield. Thus far the advices received, and measures taken 
in regard to your Affairs in Bengal have fallen under the direction of the whole 
Board. 'But your ILonours having been pleased in a letter to the Secret Com- 
mittee received by the Ohesterfield and Walpole to. direct that they are to 
correspond and act in concert with a Secret Commitee at Bengal for tlie general 
and particular pi’otection of your Trade, Bights, and Possessions ; from the receipt, 
of that Letter all further treasures concerning the Expedition for the recovery 
of your Bights have accordingly been concerted by the said Committee to whom 
therefore we beg leave to refqr for Particulars.

Extract from General Letter to England fiom Fort St^ George, dated 13th October 1756. 


We had resolved to return he Drlatvar to you in July last with about two 
hundred tons of saltpetre, the remainder of her Cargoe in Hales, and aceordingly 
her loading was far advanced when the 13th of that month We roceiv!;d the uh- 
expected Advices from the iVesident and Council of Fort William that Nabob 
Seerajet Dowlah, the grandson and successor of Alliverde Khan, the old Suhah 
of Bengal, who died some months before, had posscscd Itimsclf of your Fort and 
Fit,ctory at Cossiimbazar ; Whatever miglit be bis real Motives fur this’Condiv:l, 
his pretended ones are thus related. The Gentlemen at Calcutta upon Advices 
from us of the Critical Situation of Affairs beiwi^en our N.iti,ori and the I'Yench 
having thought it necessary to repair and strengthen the Line of Guns towards 
the River, the President Mr. Dralo; shortly after received a l^erwannah from the 
Nabob signifying that he had been informed they were about fortifying • Cal- 
cutta with a Wall and a Ditch which he disapproved, and insisted on their de- 
stroying the Works and filling up the Ditch. In answer to this Perwannah Mr. 
Drake wrote the Nabob that he had been misin.fonncd in regard to the W'ork 
carrying on at Calcutta, for they had dug no Ditch since the Invasion of the 
Morattoes and were only repairing their Wharf fowards the River which had re. 
ceived considerable damage. Upon receipt of this letter the Nabob expressed 
great Anger and immediately gave Or<lers for Investing Cossiimbazar, against 
which Place he accomplished his Designs in the following manner, as we are 
informed by Messrs. Watts and Collett, the Chief and Second of that Settlement. 
The Nabob upon receipt of the ahoyp-mentioned Letter immediately orderea' a 
Guard upon the Factory of four hundred Horse which he daily increased until the 
Place was surroumled by liis whole Army consisting upon a moderate computa- 
tion of 10,000 Horse, and 20,000 Ragepout Gun Men with a large Train of Artil- 
lery, and then demanded that Mr. Watts should go out to him, his Duan M tlio 
same time assuring Mr. Watts that he might go out of the Fort with safety, that 
no harm should happen to him, and that he would introduce him to the Nabob. 
Upon these Assurances, and it having been always a Custom in Beng.d for the 
Cliiefs of the subordinates to visit the Nabobs on such occasions, the Gentlemen 
of the Factory were unanimously of opinion that the Chief should go out, he 
accordingly went, and was introduced to The Nabob, who immediately ordered 
him into Confinement, and insisted on his giving an obligation’ that in fifteen 
days’ time the Gentlemen of Calcutta should level what new Works they had 
raised, deliver up the Nabob’s Tena,nts who had lied f6r protection there, and that 
if it could be proved the Company’s Dusticks had been falsified by granting 
them to those who had no right to them, all the Loss the Government had sus- 
tained thereby should be repaid. This Obligation the Chief, being in their 
hands, was obliged to sign ; but as they did not esteem his signing hlone suffi- 
ciently binding, they insisted that the rest of the /UouncU should sign it also, 
upon which the Surgeon of the Factory, who had accompanied the Chief, was 
sent to Messrs. Collet and Batson in the Factory to acquaint them that it 'was 
necessary they should go out to the Chief to put an end to the Affair: Mr. Watts 
avers that he told the Surgeon to acquaint Messrs. Collet and Batson that he 

did not think it adviseable for them to leave the Fort, whether he r— ~Mr. 

Watts or delivered the Messuage does not appear to us, but — - ■ Messrs. 
Collet and Batson did go, and were also detained by the Nabab as Pri.soners. 
The next day the Cannon and Ammunition were cj^elivert:d up to the Nabob, and 
he took possession of the Fort without opposition ; and having ordered all the 
Company’s Effects to be carefully sealed up, Mr. Batson was sent back to the 



Factory, but Messrs. Watts ;-^nd Collett kept Prisoners in the Camp, and the 
Garrison of Cossumbazar sent to Muxadabad, the Nabob's Capital. The easy 
acquisition of this Settlement np doubt inspired the Nabob-with sanguine notions 
of greater Conquests, which possibly might be facilitated by the Artillery, Am- 
munition, and Warlike Stores he found there. The- News of the loss of this 
Settlement reached us the 13th July at a time*when we had just been alarmed 
by the arrival of a Sloop from the French Islands with the Intelligence of a large 
Armament from France intended for these Parts, so that we did not think it safe 
any of tlie Ships of Force belonging to the Squadron should leave the Coast ; and 
as it appeared n(messary that a Reinforcement shoultl be immediately sent down 
to the Gentlemen of Calcutta, agreeable to the pressing Request they made us 
for the protection of that Settlement, we had no means of Transporting a suMt- 
cient number of Men and Stores, but by one of your China Ships which were then 
lying in tJie Roadpor the Delaivar^ the latter appeared by far the more eligible; 
we accordingly immediately set about landing the Bales that had been already 
sent on board her, with part of the Saltpetre, which being compleated as well as 
the Fmbarkation of the Stores and Troops for Bengal, consisting of two com- 
pleate Companies of Europe,ins under the Command of Major Kilpatrick, with 
two good Train Officers and some Field Pieces, Captain Winter received his Dis- 
patches .and sailed the 20th July. We had entertained hopes that the heavy 
Rains which begin at that Season of the Year would have prevented the Nabob 
from making any immediate attack upon Calcutta or would have rendered such 
an attempt fruitless, in which case we did and do believe that such a Reinforce- 
ment under the Command of sveh an experienced Officer would have been suffi- 
cient to protect Calcutta in case of further attempts ; yet some time after 
receiving another Letter from the Gentlemen at Bengal pressing us in the 
strongest manner to .send them at least five hundred Mon, we resolved (although 
our own apprehensions of Danger here were not quite dissipated) to send them 
a furtlier Reinforcement of one hundred and fifty men on the Bridgwater, Twenty- 
gun. ship, wliich Admiral Watson at our request consented to spare from the 
S<iua*dron for this service. But on the 16th of August when the Troops were on 
the point of embarking, we received a Letter from Messrs. Watts and Colles 
(whom the Nabob had set at liberty and sent to Chandernagore) acquainting us 
of the loss of Calcutta. The manner of its Attack and -Defence has not yet 
been transmitted to the President and Council ; we have indeed some particulars 
from other hapds. the substance of which is, that after the surrender of 
Cossumbazar on the 4th of June the. Nabob immediately set forward with his 
whole Army for Calcutta, and, on the I7lh June, began the Attack upon the 
advanced Posts, which were defended for some time, but the People being over- 
powered by number.s were drove from them one by one, so that by the i8th at 
night the Nabob was in possession of them all, and our Parlies retired into the 
Fort, and the Mouses which almost adjoin and overlook its Walls, these being 
at tacked the morning of the 19th the Parties were withdrawn into the Fort. It 
is Slid that a Consultation was held in Ihe night of the i8th, in which it was the 
general opinion that the Pl£fL*e was not tenable, but it does not appear that any 
uK^ans whatever were then concerted for a Retreat. Messrs. Manningham and 
Frankland were sent the evening of the 18th to conduct the European Ladies on 
board the Ships in the River. The 19th in the forenoon Mr. Drake quitted the 
Fort, which threw’ the Garrison into such disorder that all who could saved 
tiu-msel'/es by a precipittf*. flight, the rest having no other resourse shut them- 
selves up in the Fort, amongst whom were Messrs. Pearkes, Holwell, Eyfe, and 
^Bailie of Council many others of the Civil Servants below Council, and most 
of the Military Officers, but wfcat number of Military and others we do not know, 
but guess about two hundred in all : these having chosen Mr, Holwell for their 
Chief defended the fort till the afternoon of the next day, although they were very 



much galled by the Enemy’s Fire from the adjacjont Houses, the Besieged being 
by this time much fatigued, hoisted a Flag of Truce, hoping thereby to gain a little 
respite. Some accounts say the Nabob consented to a Truce but suddenly broke 
it and scaled the Walls. Others tell us that whilst the Besieged were in parley 
with the Enemy, one of the Gates was betrayed to the Nabob ; be that as it may, 
the Besieged found themselves cAverpowered when they least expected it. In 
the first confusion two or three of the Company’s Servants and some others got 
their liberty, the rest were altogether to the number of 146 persons thur.st into'a 
Godown, where fot' want of Air, 123 of them miserable perished in one Night. Mr. 
Holwell being one of those* wlio survived was the next day put in Irons and sent 
to Muxadabad with Mr. Court and somd others. After this success your F.ictory 
at Dacca was summoned to surrender to the N.ibob ; and your servants there 
write us that finding they could expect no relief from any quarter, Calcutta being 
lost, and that all the Resistance they could make would be therefore -vain, they 
delivered up the Settlement and Effects to the Nabob’s Officers on the 28th of 
June, having first obtained permission to retire on their Paroles to the French 
hactory. Your servants at Luekipore and’ Ballasorc were somewhat more fortun. 
ate, having made their escape with effects to the value of, the first about' sixty 
thousand, the second about four thousand rupet^s ; but we cannot hitherto learn 
that the least thing has been saved from Calcutta, your Account, not even the 
Books and Papers ; so precipilate and irregular was the Flight that many of those 
who escaped we hear are even destitute of necessary Clothing on board the 
Ships, which by the last accounts remained in the river off of Fulta. After the 
capture of Calcutta the iNabob turned his thoughts to our neighbours, the 
french at Chandernagore, and the Dutch at Hugly, demanding large sums of 
money of them, and threatening Destruction in case of Failure, but wb»;ther through 
better Policy or belter Fortune they' found means to appease him, and have pur- 
chased a present Peace, the Dutch for four lacks and a half, the French for 
three lacks of sicc.’i rupees. Whether the Nabob had from the beginning deter- 
mined on the total expulsion of the English, and, if so, what could have given 
him cause for such a Resolution, or whether affairs might not have been accommo- 
dated by the way of negociation and a sum of money, are subjects that we leave 
to be treated of when we are better acquainted with facts. At present we can 
only say that the Nabob has made heavy complaints of the fraudulent use of 
Dusticks, and that persons have been protected ‘who had accounts to settle 
with the Government. It remains now that wc inform Your Honpur^ of the Steps 
we have taken towards recovering your R’ghts. On the first Intelligence of the 
loss of Calcutta, judging how much your .affairs at Home must be affected by 
the receipt of such News only we thought that if it were posible to give you at 
the same lime advice of the retaking of that Settlement,* the ill effects of the 
first might in some measure be prevented, we therefore requested of Admiral 
Watson to spare the fifty and twenty gun ships, on which we intended to have 
embarked about twm hundred and forty Europeans with a proper train, and these 
joined to the Detachment before sent’ on the Deiawar we judged might have 
formed a body sufficient to retake Calcutta. But Un reflecting that the Expence 
of the Expedition would be certain, that the bare possession of the Walls of Cal- 
cutta, or perhaps only the ground whereon those walls stood (for \ve were not 
then certain whether the Nabab had not demolished them) could be of little use, 
that the Nabob being a young man of an impetuous temper, cruel, obstinate, 
big with new Honours, immense Riches, and unexpected Success, surrounded 
in his Durbar with men of the same disposition, little could be expected from 
him but what might be acquired by the force of Arms ; and therefore that to 
bring him to any advantageous Terms a Force woidd be necessary not only to re- 
take Calcutta but also to reduce Hugly and even attempt his Capital of Muxa- 
dabad, or face him in the Field until he consent to reinstate you in all your 



Priviled^^es of 'I'radc; at the satrie time recf'iving Letters from the President and 
Council, acquainting us that they had deputed Mr. Manningbam to lay before 
us a full stale of Affairs, and requesting a much larger Force than we thought 
'‘it prudent at that time to spare. All these considerations induced us to alter 
that Plan and resolve to send down at once a Force sufficient for the above- 
nitmtioned purposes; but as we judged it wouW have been imprudent at that 
time to part with so large a part of our Military, considering the critical state 
of Affairs in Europe and the departure of your China ships, we determined there- 
f6re to wait the arrival of the Coast and Bay Ships (which Ships we wanted also 
for Transports), and in the meantime to prepare everything for the intended 
expedition. We communicated our interftion to Admiral Watson and requested 
thAt in case upon r(;ceipt of the then expected Advices from England it shoilld 
not appear necessary to desist from attempting the recovery of your .Settlements 
in Bengal,* he wouifl proceed down with the vvhole Squadron, to which he readily 
consented, ;tnd preparations were accordingly made for embarking His Majesty’s 
whole Keg incut and Train, having requested of Colonel Aldercron to undertake 
this Expedition. Upon tin; arrival of the Chesterfield Walpole from England, 
as we' found that war h.ivi rtot been declared with France, and the season being 
then so far advanced as to leave us but little room to apprehend any danger 
from the French here, even shduld they receive a large Reinforcement, .as their 
troops would in all probability not be able to undertake anything of con.sequence 
till January, we resolved therefore to undertake the Expedition, with this altera- 
tion, that instead of employing His Majesty’s Troops in it, we jutlged it more 
for your interest to send your4 own under the Comm.and of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Clive, who readily offered his services on this occasion. We beg leave at present 
to^ defer giving you all the reasons which weighed with us, first, to request the 
King’s land forces to proceed on the expedkion and then to resolve on sending 
your own ;* these as w(dl as the many difirculties that have ocrmrred in (-very 
measure we have concerted will fidly appear to you by our Consultations which 
shall wait on you by the Chesterjicld. Thus far the Advices received, and 
Measures taken in regard to your Affairs in Bengal have fallen under the Direction 
of the whole Board ; but Your Honours having been pleased in a letter to 
the Secret Committee received by the Chesterfield and Walpole to direct that 
they are to Correspond and act in Concert with a Secret Committee at Bengal 
for the general and particulaV protection of your Trade, Rights, and Possessions ; 
from the Rect’ip/. of that letter all further Measures concerning the Expedition for 
the recovery of jour Rights have accordingly been concerted by the said Com* 
mittee, to whom therefore we beg Ictive to refer for Particulars.

Extract from General Letter to England fro^ Fort St. George, dated 21st November 1756. 


The IValpole and Marllo sailed the i6th Oclober with Military and Stores 
for Bengal, in company with His Majesty’s Squadron. 

* * * *' sp . * 

Your Ship Prince George was agreeable to Our Directions sent to Bengal 
where We are sorry to say she met no better Fate than the rest of your Property 
there. After the Governor had left the Fort, the Gcmleincn who remained in it 
thought that ship might be of some Assistance, and therefore ordered her to be 
brought up to the Fort, and it was accordingly attempted, but in the hurry and 
confusion being run aground, she was seized and burnt by the Moors. 


Having given Your Honours a full account in Our Address of the 13th 
October of our Transactions in regard to the Troubles in Btingal, we have only to 
beg Your Honours will be pleased to be referred fora more explicit Account of 
our Motives and Resolutions, to the Minutes of Consultation which we had ex- 
tracted so far as they relate to the Bengal Affairs, that they may be laid 
before you distinct from other business. <• 


Mr, Clive arrived from Bombay the 35th May and took his scat at the 
Board as Second-in-Council, and shortly after proceeded to Fort St. D.avid to 
take upon him the Deputy Government of that Settlement agreeable to your 
appointment; his presence being necessary at-the Presidency on account of the 
Expedition We were setting on foot for Bengal, he returned here in August, 
and the Command-in-Chief of the Land Force sent on that Expedition b^ing 
committed to him, he accordingly proceeded to Bengal with the Squadron the 
i6th October.

Mr. Starke having delivered over the charge of the Settlement of Fort St. 
David to Mr. Clive returned to the Presidency in August, and shortly after his 
arrival addressed a Letter to the Board, signifying that as Your Honours had been 
pleased to superseed him by appointing Colonel Clive to the Deputy Government 
of Fort St. David, he imagined his conduct had not been so satisfactory as he 
wished to make it, and therefore requested leave to resign the, service. 


Although Major Kilpatrick had resigned intending to have taken hisPassage 
to England on the Delawar, yet, upon receiving the News of fhe loss of Cassimbazar 
We looked upon him as the propercst Person to serve you in the command of the 
Detachment We were then sending down ; We no sooner proposed it to him, but 
he with the greatest chearfullness declared himself ready and willing td serve 
you whenever it might be thought nedtessary. Since his Departure for Bengal 
We have received and forwarded to him the Co#imission you have been pleaged 
to grant him as Major of Bengal. 

When We had under consideration the sending down the above Detachment, 
Colonel Lawrence, desirous of exerting himself w'hcnever the service may require, 
offered to take the command of it, but when We considered the unhealthyness 
of the Bengal climate at that season, his time of life and .state of health. We 
thought the chance of his surviving it greatly against him, and therefore desired 
he would w’aive his motion. He again offered his service when the grand Ex- 
pedition was on foot, but for the same reasons added to others which will appear 
on our Minutes of Consultation We desired he w’ould decline it ; and in case of a 
war w'ith France, he is to take the command in your garrison of Fort St. Davd 
during Colonel Clive’s absence.

No. 1.] To Hajah Manickchund, December lofcb, 175G. 

Upon ray arrival in tlifrse parts from Madrass, I was informed that you had 
sliown a great friendship and regard for the English Comjiany, for which I 
write to return you thanks, I doubt not but as you liave hitherto profess’d a 
desire to serve the Company, you will at this time, when their affairs inO.H 
require it, retain the same disposition in their favour. 


No. 2.] Rajah Manickcubnd to Colonkl Clivjb, Decemocr UJjO. 

Your obliging and friendly letter I have? receiv’d, which has given me the 
greatest satisfaction. Your great abilities and dignity 1 was before WiiIl in- 
formed of, and I sincerely rejoice to hear of your safe arrival in these parts. 
You tell mo that you have heard of my regard and friendly inclinations for the 
welfare of the English Company : had there been another man among the 
English possess’d of your qualifications, their affairs would never have been in 
|he condition to which they are now reduced. , The causes of the misfortunes 
which had befallen the Company’s settlements yon will learn from their former 
agents. My conduct in them you must have already known, as well as my 
disposition for peace and quiet which I have solely in view. Your letter has 
determined me more than ever irr the same sentiments, and in ray desire of 
serving the Company which I shall continue to do to the utmost of my powey. 
Eadakisson Mullick, a man of trust whom I have sent to you, AviJl impart to 
you some further particulars wliich I recommend to your attentive njonsidera- 
tion, &c,, of which you will make such use as will he most agreeable to the 
interest of the Company. To appease dlssentions and to settle trouldes are the 
duties of a groat man : to raise combustions is the part of mean and had. dis- 
posilious. 


No. 3.] To Rajah Manickchvnd, Det-enibcr 21st, 1756. 

I have receiv’d your friendly letter, and been very jiavticularly acquainted 
by Kadakissen of your intention to siirvo the* Company in the advice you oift'r 
to terminate overything in a peaceable manner. I send you by Eadakissmi 3 
letters to the Nabob Siraja Dowla, one fmm Salabut Jung, one^from (he Gov- 
ernor of Chinapatam, and one from myself; copy of the latter I enclose to you. 
After reading these letters it will he the Naboh*.s own fault if the troubles «f this 
country shoiild begin again, and, he worse than ever'. 1 shall he very ready to 
listen to such terms as are consistent with the welfare, honor, and reputation of 
the Company and English nation, and I make no doubt, agreeably to the promi.se 
you have often made, that your interest will not be wanting at Court to settle 
all these things in a peaceable way, which will gain you great honor. Write 
me often of your health. 

No. 4.3 Rajaq Manickohcnd to Colonel Clive, Decembor 23rd, 1756. 

I have had the pleasure to receive your most friendly letter. To hear you 
are in good health gives me the sincerest pleasure. Your sending a copy of your 
address to the Nabob enclos’d in your letter to me for my perusal I e,stecra as 
ai\ instance of your friendship. Finding in it many improper expres.sions, and 
concluding that by sending me the copy of the letter you wish to know my senti- 
ments upon it, I have, therefore, made some alterations in it and return it entrust* 
ed to Radakissen Mullick, who will deliver it to you. You will write your letter 
after that form, and despatch it again to me, and Twill forward it to the Nabob. 
You write that you are desirous of peaceable measures. I likewise desire it, as 
noting is better than peace to take away every cause of ill-will or contention. 



This is the part of a good man. For the rest you will be inform’d from Rada, 
kissen of my further sentiments. You write besides that you send thnjtj letters 
for the Nabob, one from yourself, one from Diephad Doula, one from Alii 
Verdi Cawn. Two of these I have receiv’d, but that from Alii Verdi Cawn is 
missing; perhaps by some mistake it may not have been sent. This I have 
thought proper to advise you of. I hope you will continue to inform me of 
your health, and look upon me as your real well-wisher. 


Copy of a form of a Letter from Colonbl Cijvb to the Nabob sent by Manickchosb enclos’d 

in the foregoing letter. 

The Sacred and Godlike Prince, the Nabab Salabat Jung Bahador, His 
l^xcellency of tho Rank of Ameers Allivordi Cawn Bahador, the Prin(5e of Arcot, 
and TIis Excellency the Governor of Chinapatam, have wrote to you upon the 
subject of our alfairs, which you will understand from their letters. You may 
already have heard that there are foi'ces arrived in Bengali, and such as both in 
valour and experience never came into the country before. I hope you will 
consider this, and that by doing good to the English you will do good to and 
estziblish the trade of your own country. Thus far let us obtain your favour 
that tho English may obtain restitution of all their losses at Calcutta, Cossim. 
ba/ar, and their other factories, and that by your favour they may again be ad- 
mitted to remain in your dominions and to trade as formtjrly ; that your lenity 
to your subjects may be known through the world, and your people may bless 
your Government, under w'liich they enjoy so much happiness and tranquility. 
In war God is the disposer of victory, but there must be a loss of soldiers on 
both sides, and the whole nation must be involved in the calamity. It is the 
praise of great men to behave with generosity and forgiveness to those who 
have offended them. 


No. 5.3 To Rajah Manickchond, Pccembcr 25tb, 1756. 

I have rcc**. your letter with the form enclos’d for a letter to the Nabob. I 
.am very sensible of your friendship aud kind intentions in sending me the latter 
which I have read, but am sorry, consistently with my duty to the Company 
or their honour, I cannot accept of your advice in writing to tho Nabob a letter 
(touch’d in such a style, which, however proper it might have been before the 
taking of Calcutta, w'ould but ill-suit with the present time, when we are 
come to demand satisfaction for the injuries done us by the Nabob, not to en- 
treat his favour, and with a force which we think sulUoient to vindicate our 
claim.

Salabat Jung, the Nabob of Arcot and the Governor of Gliinapatam have 
wrote to Your Excellency about our affairs, the Nabob of Ai'cot’s letter is gone 
by a former conveyance. This note I send you by the means of Rajah Manick- 
cliund. Your Excellency will hear from others what force is come to Bengali^ 
such a force was never seen .before in yonr province. When Your Excellency 
comes to hear all these things and to consider seriously of them, I hope you 
will have so great a regard for yourself, for us, and for the trade of your province, 
as to give the Company full satisfaction for all the losses they have lately sus- 
tained by the taking of Gossimbazar, Calcutta, and all other factories belong- 
ing to the English in Bengali. 

I know you are a grqat Prince and a great warrior. I likewise for these ten 
years past have been constantly fighting in these parts, and it has pleased God 
^Almighty always to make mo successful!, the like success may attend me ih 
Bengali, it may attend Your Excellency. Why should the soldiers on either 
side run the risque of war, when all things may be made up in a friendly 
manner by restoring to the Company and to the poor inhabitants what they

It gives me great pleasure to liear by your vackt'el that you are in health ; 
at the same time I canuot help expressing my coucern for your being so great 
a sufferer in these parts. 

Your sufferings cannot be greater than those of the English ; however 
(thank God) there is now a prospect of gaining ample satisfaction for all our 
losses. 

Your vaekeel will be able to inform you what great things the English have 
done in other parts, and I am hopefull the force we have brought will enable, 
us to do the like here, especially if we are so fortunate as to have your assist- 
ance. 

I shall always be ready to enter into any proposals that may bo for your 
service, and beg you will fully explain to me what you think is proper to be 
done to that end.

It is a long time since I had the pleasure of hearing from you and of Icjarn- 
in" the nows of your health which has given me great concern. 

From the past proceedings you must be sensible that we are not difllcient 
in courage, nor do we want the strongest incitements to it from the injuries we 
have receiv’d. Your good sense and knowledge will make it unnecessary to 
observe that what has happen’d hitherto is vei*y trifling, and that we cannot rest 
satisfied with the bare walls of Calcutta. We are come hither for satisfaction 
and redress of our wrongs, and I hope you wall continue to shew yourself that 
friend to the English, which you have be<m so long esteemed, in making use of 
vour interest, and that of your friends that we may obtain justice. I need not 
repeat our demands, which you are already well actiuainted with. Should the 
Nabob refuse to listen to the terms we have proposed, it w'ill occasion the 
utmost trouble in his country, and produce a terrible scone of confusion. Nor 
can it but be hurtfull to the Nabob himself, for victory depends not on numbers 
but the will of Providence. A wise and prudent man such as you arc should 
endeavour beforehand to prevent things from coming to such extreinitios as may 
induce fresh enemies to rise up against the Nabob, wlioni the dread of his 
power now keeps quiet. 

I shall be glad to know whether the letters which were sent to the Nabob 
arrived or not, no answer having been made to any of them. 


To JcGGAT Seat, January 8tb, 1757. 

As you are a very great merchant and a man of much deputation and 
interest with the Nabob, I write you this letter of friendship that you= may 
endeavour to settle all affairs for your Master’s interest, ,your own, and“the 
Company’s. You must have heard that we have shewn no want of courage on 
the Cormandel Coast, and we have much stronger reasons to exert ourselves 
upon this occasion when we have been so much injured by the Nabob. I depend 
upon your using your interest and endeavour to prevail upon the Nabob to 
give us satisfaction for our losses, by Which means you will prevent the pro- 
vince from being ruined.

Sometime before that I w'rote the Major a letter with many particulars, and 
desired him to give you a perusal of it, but as I have never receiv’d any answer 
I apprehend tliat letter miscarried. I have always harbour’d in my breast 
a particular regard for the English Company, for which reason and for the in- 
terest and benefit of your nation settled here, I have desu'ed Mr. Renault, the 
Lirector of CUandemagore, to endeavour accomodating matters between the 
Nabob and the English. Mr, Renault will inform you more particularly. Please 
to couside'r and Aveigh with yourself wliat the consequence of a 'continuance of 
the present differences may b'l to the Company’s affairs and their future welfare, 
and whether it would not be more for their interest to put an end to these 
troubles by an amicable 'composition. When you have maturely consider’d 
upon this, let mo have your answer and proposals as expeditiously as possible, 
and you may assure yourself I shall not be wanting in my endeavours in eon-, 
junction Avith Juggat Seat to adjust matters as much for the good and advantage 
of the English Company and their servants as we can.

I have receiv’d the letter which you did me the honour to write, and have 
communicatiid the contents to the Governor and Council of Calcutta. 



It is with great pleasure I find you so ready to make use your interest with 
the Nabob to come into terms of accomodation, and to settle the troubles of 
this country. It would be but repeating to you what you have heanl //vjw all 
mouths, the devastation and ruin committed by Siraja Doula on the English. 
It would be unfolding a talc too horrible to repeat if I was to relate to yoii the 
horrid cruelties and barbarities inflicted upon an unfortunate people to whom 
the Nabob in a groat part owes the riches and grandeur of his province. No 
less than 120 people, the greatest part of whom were gentlemen of family and 
distinction being put to an ignominious death in one night, and in such a.’ 
manner as was (juite inconsistent witli the character of a man of courage or 
humanity, such as I have always heard the Nabob represented to be, and for 
this reason I believe it must have been done witliout his knowledge, linder 
fliese circumstances liow can you expect we should any longer defer our resent- 
ment. Did we not send many letters to the Nabob in expectation that hv, 
would have sent answers thereto and complied with our just dmnands ? Did we 
not wait many days at Fulta without committing hostilities? Did , not the 
Governor of lliidjhudgo first declare war against tlie English by firing upon 
the King’s ships ? What could we do but resent suefi treatment! Notwith- 
standing these just reasons of complaint you will find us ready to conclude 
such a peace as I thiuk both for the interest of the Nalioh and of tlie Company, 
to which purpose I send you enclos’d proposals cu which wo are willing to 
treat. As you arc a man of sense, you will easily see the justice of our 
demands, and use your interest with the Nabob to induce him to comply with 
them. In so doing you will get the name of a patriot and prevent the country 
frorti being made a scene of ruin and destruction. You should consider that 
the English are a great nation, and that a King reigns over them not inferior 
in poivcr to the I’adsha himself. What resentment will not His Imperial 
Majesty express when he comes to hear of the death of so many of his faithful 
subjects ? You should likewise consider that the great Commandca' of Iiis 
Majesty’s sliif) is sent to represent him in person, and that I have the 
same power, ns the King of England’s ofiieer, and have my commission signea 
by his own hand. I hope you will not think me vain in telling you that 
we have had as powerful enemies as the Nabob to d(\al with upon the 
Coast of Corraandel and been attended with success ; the like may happen here. 
However I ho })0 the Nabob wdll not reduce us to the cruel necessity of trying 
our sti'eugth, for after all success depends upon God alone, who will aid and 
assist the injured. 


No. 15,] To CoJA VVazid, January 21st, 1757. 

I have receiv’d both your letters and I do assure' you I look upon you as 
a good fri(*nd and well-wisher to the English, and shall always ho glad of an 
opportunity of doing you all the service ..in my ])ower. It was with great 
concern I heard of your losses at Hughley, which I know must oe very consi- 
derable, but I do assure you what was done there w^as not meant against you, 
but again.st tlie city of Huglilcy^ in revenge for the ruin of Cal.<;utta. You know 
very well with w’hat barbarous circumstances the d(‘struction of that place 
was attended, and it was resolved before we left Chinapatam that that city 
should fall a sacrifice. 

The letter you mention to have wrote to Major Kilpatrick neither" he 
nor I have seen, so believe it must have miscarried. 

You have doubtless heard of what we have dene upon the Coast of Cor- 
mandel. "What numerous and powerful! enemies we have always had to en- ' 
counter, and yet we have been constantly successful!, which will load you .to 
consider, of the fatal consequences that may attend a war in this country, esj)e- 
cially if any other enemy sliould rise up and join us against the Nabob, which 
it will be in his power to prevent by listening to our proposals, which I enclose 
for your perusal ; and I hope you null use your interest with the Nabob to* 
induce him to comply with them, and bring this matter to a happy conclusion, 
and the Nabob shall find the English his friends instead of enemies, ready to 
join him and fight for him against all the disturbers of his country. 

I cannot upon many accounts approve of the intervention of the French 
in tliese affairs. Your integrity and friendship I can . safely rely on, and beg 
that you and the Seats will be mediators between. the Nabob and us. 
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No. I 6.3 Proposals to the N^ibob enclosed in the two foregoing letters. 

If<t . — That the Nabob cause satisfaction to be made to the Company, to the 
English and all other inhabitants under their protection, for all the losses they 
Ijuve sustained by the captures of Calcutta, Cossimbazar, and all their other out- 
settleminits ; that he cause restitution to be made of all goods, effects, mereban- 
dize, &o., seiz’d at the different aurungs. , 

2nd . — That he put the Company in full possession of all the countries, 
villages, priviledges, &c., granted them by the Royal phirmaund. 

Brd , — That he suffer the English to secure and fortify themselves in their 
own possessions in such manner as not to be liable to the like misfortunes in 
future. 

4th . — That he suffer the Company to erect a Mint in Calcutta, endow’d 
with thti same priviledges with the Mint at Muxadavad, and that if the rupees 
of Calcutta he of equal weight and fineness with those of Muxadavad they may 
pass current without any deduction of batta. 


No. 17.] CojA Wazid to Coc,ONBl, CuvB, January 2J»th, 1757. 

Your obliging favour and the paper containing your proposals arrived 
together with your letter to»the Seat s by the means of the French Director. Tiie 
purport I have duly consider’d. For what you are so kind as to write concern- 
ing my losses and the destruction of my house at llughlcy 1 can assure you 
I have no concern upon that account, hut am very well satisfied as these acci- 
dents and acts of violence are, unavoidable betwixt enemies. Ent where they 
happen amongst friends they must be ascribed to the u'ill of Providence : these 
evils will in the end be changed to good. I thank God I have never deviated 
in any one instance from those sentiments of friendship I have always profess’d 
for the English. Demand of any of the Company’s agents that are with you, 
adjure them by the name of the Prophet Jesus to declare whether I have ever 
injured the Company in any respect w'hatsoever, or whether I have not always 
favored and befriended them whenever it lay in my power. I have ever been 
their friend and w'ell- wisher, and the great trouble and concern I have had 
lately in their affairs God best knows. I have done everything in my power, 
and- beyond that I am not accountable. In w'hatever manner 1 act 1 find myself 
involved in the greatest difficulties, for to give you my own opinion in the way 
of friendship, I run the risque of having my intentions misconstrued, and of 
urging anything that may be disagreeable to your sentiments. If I write any- 
thing as from the Nabob it may be a means of occasioning the entire turn of 
your affairs, and my endeavours be thus render’d ineffectual. In such a case I 
am at a losg how to act : you are a man of experience and prudence Weigh 
w'ell this affair dnd write me wdiat you think the most proper expedient to be 
taken. I shall never he wanting in'doiti^ everything to the best of my power, 
that my character may suffer no imputation. For other matters I recommend 
you to the Director’s letter. Upon receipt of his answer whatever may bo 
necessary for your* information I will write you. 


Roy Runokbt to Colo.vki. Clivb, January 2Stb, IT.*)?. 

Juggat Scat. Mahtab Ray, and Maraja Scroop Chund, my masters, have sent 
me in their stead to attend t,he Nabob, and I am now with him in his camp. 
Coja Petruse is arrived here and from his discourse it appears that the Nabob 
is a stranger to your demands, and that you are equally unacquainted with the 
Nabob’s pleasure. If you listen to the advices of such people as would per- 
suade you to violent and hostile measures, the consequence will bo the ruin of 
the country, the lives of many people, the stoppage of the Company’s business 
and tjie trade of other merchants. For this reason it is I write to you if your 
intentions are to establish the trade of the Company on its former footing* 
send a person of trust and confidence with an address to the Nabob in com- 
pany with Coja Petruse, and when we are acquainted with your demands, my- 
self and Raja Doolubram, *who is at the head of the Nabob’s affairs, will lajjr 
them before the Nabob, and endeavour to prevail upon him to grant you resW 
tution of the Company’s factory at Cossimbassar and elsewhere. This will be 



the general good of the country, for the advantage of the Company's affairs, 
for the benefit of every trading man (who must suffer by these troubles) and 
will give my masters. particular satisfaction. Whatever service I can be of to 
your affairs I shall look upon in the same right with my own concerns, and 
therefore I troulde you with tliis letter as a mark of my good intention for your 
cause. What else is necessary for your information you will know from Coja 
Petruse. The letter which you Xvrote for my masters I have forwarded to 
Muxadjvvad. Tli(5 Nabob this morning sent you a perwannah, for which reason 
I have not applied for another, as soon as your address to tlie Nabob arrives’ 
I w'ill acquaint you W'ith his answer. 


, Omiciiuxd to Colonel Cltvk, January 28th, 1757. 

God be prais’d that Calcutta is again restored to its former splendor by 
your happy arrival. Most fortunate is their lot who serve you, but bow un- 
happy is mine who am secluded from your presence by my confinemeiit which 
you must he acquainted with. I liope that wdien I sli&dl have the honour to be 
call’d to attend you I shall be able to find means to pro<;ure my liberty. i\t 
present I understand I lie under your displeasure by means of some evil persons 
who have misreported me to you. Hut I doubt not of being able to wipe off, this 
stain. I have made it the subject of my constant flevotioiis that God would 
bring back my masters into the country. God has granted my prayers. How 
little I am deserving of blame will bo evident wlien I aj)pear before you and 
tb<;n I shall have justice done me. A man W'ho can wish ill to those from 
whom he receives his bread will be branded wdth ignominy in the world. How 
can he hope for success or happiness. God grant that I may get free from my 
confinement that I may throw myself at your feet and lay my whole conduct 
before you, who will grant me justice, and then I shall be deliver’d from all my 
misfortunes.

To tlie Narou, &c., January SOtli, 1757. 

I wrote Your Excellency a letter some time ago to w'hich you have not yet 
been ])l<*ascd to send me an answer. No doubt Your Excellency has been in- 
formed that I am Commander-in-Chief of the land forces, and that I am tlie 
King of England’s officer. In future the Admiral and I shall addrovss Your Excel- 
lency jointly in all affairs relating to the interest and welfare of the Company, 
and in a day or two shall send you som<5 proposals, the purport of which will he 
to settle peace in your dominions, and to request some favoui’s of Your Excel- 
lency for the benefit of the Company. • 

Your Excellency well knows what great hardships and immwise losses the 
English have suffered through your displeasure. As you are a great soldier you 
must be likewise a man of great justice, for the one is insepperable from" the 
other; and I am sure your goodness and equity as weft as affection for your poor 
unhappy subjects will induce you to give the Company satisfaction for their 
losses. Though I have been a soldier many years, and it lias pleas’d Providence 
always to bless me with success on the Coast, 1 had much rather the Company 
sltould be indebted to your generosity for the restitution of their affairs than 
to the force of arms. 

I hope Your ExcA'llency will weigh and consider this affair, and h.v your 
.kindness to the English make them your friends instead of your enemies, by 
which means you shall always find them ready to join and support you against 
all such as dare to disturb the peace of your province. 


To Bungicbt Rot, January 30tb, 1757. 

I have receiv’d your letter by Coja Petruse. Your conduct in endeavour- 
ing to settle peace in the province shews you to be a man of sense, acting for 
the interest of trade, the Nabob, and the Company. I have wrote a letter to the 
Nabob, which ought to give him. satisfaction, and persuade him to consent to 
the proposal which the Admiral and myself shall make him in a day or two. 
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We shall sctid Coja Fetruse and a trusty person with them. If these proposals 
are not consented I can call God to witness it will not bo my fault that the 
province be ruined, as I had rather owe the success and vvelfare of the Company 
to the Nabob’s justice, so am I determined if that justice be denied mo to 
establish the English by force of arms, or fall a sacrifice to the Nabob’s dis- 
pleasure, wliich ought not to have fallen on a whole nation for the sake of any 
private injury. 

I have receiv’d no letter yet from the Nabob which has given nje much 
concern, as ho has wrote to the Admiral. 


Naijob to CoLONKL Clitk, January SOtb, 1757, 

The letter you wrote me I have received and take proper notice of iho 
contents. You write that you desire to have matters accomodated and to live in 
good understanding with me. To have reparation for the Company’s losses assure 
yourself I will make no scruple of complying wdth the demand, I find it is 
both our intentions that measures for the Company’s losses, the country’s good, 
and the safedy of the inhabitants should be pursued. Therefore send a person 
of entire trust and confideiuie witli orders and power to treat upon these 
alfai’’s. You may send such a person without being under any apprelieusions of 
bis safety. You may deijehd upon my giving a curronc*y to the Company’s 
business’at all their factories upon its former footing. I make no doubt things 
will be soon accomodated upon your sending such a person. The manner and 
time of restoring the Company’s losses shall he settled : this I liop<; you Avill 
agree to. I know you are a soldier and as such I should chuse to be your 
frientl. If j'ou are willing to make up these troubles and will live in friendship 
witti mo I shall never be wanting on my part to forw'ard your Company’s busi- 
ness, and to shew their servants my favour upon all occasions. To render 
justi< 5 C and to study the good of my country and tenants are what 1 am desir- 
Ims of. Tliis is what I have always had at heart: for this reason God has 
always bloss’d mo with success. 


From tlu! Nabob to Colonel Ci.ive, Fehiuary Jst, 1757. 

Your plundering Ilughloy was not like merchants. Many goods have been 
destroy’d and lost. I am likewise arrived at Ilughloy and purpose to march 
forwards. Now if you want to have tlie trade of the country and the Company’s 
business I’ostored to its former currency, send a person of trust to me who may 
confer with me upon these matters. I will allow you the same freedom in 
Calcutta and your other factories as you enjoy’d formerly, if you are willing to 
trade again m the country, and make peace with me. As soon as this eonfcrenco 
is finished I wjll restore to you all your h»S9es. You know very well that wliat 
plunder falls into the. hands of soldiers in war cannot be I’osioi’cd. Jlut let 
there be peace and frioadsbip between us, and I will certainly allow you some- 
thing in consideration of those losses. You too have the priuciples of religion 
to guide you. You know peace is bettor than war. Whether the Company’s 
business shall fiorish or fall is in your own power : therefore I have sent you 
these two words to prevent further trouble. 


Ronoket Roy to Colon bl Clive, February Ist, 1767. 

Your favour in answer to my letter I have receiv’d, the particulars likewise 
w’bich you imparted to Coja Petruse I am acquainted with. Your address to 
the Nabob I have deliver’d, the answer to it you will receive from Coja Petruse. 
The Nabob express’d great satisfaction in reading your address. I hope you will 
send a‘ person of trust *liither with your proposals. By God’s assistance I will 
get that business transacted with the Nabob and send you advice of it. On the 
^success of this alfair the quiet of the country, the currency of the Company’s 
business and the freedom of trade in general depend, and tlie flames of war will 
be extinguished. I have never been nor ever will be wanting in doing what 
lies in my power for the service of the Company. Your messenger return^ 
xvith a chubdar and a dusticb which will be delivered to you when the 
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person whom you shall send arrives. I 'shall have the charge of his introduc- 
tion to the Nabob and his dismission. Do not apprehend that any of the people 
about the Nabob will do anything to the prejudice of your allairs. I shall 
exert myself as far as in my power in your business as a thing that will be 
most acceptable to my masters, Juggat Seat and Maliarajah, and I hope with 
success. Coja Potruse arriving late, three perwannahs were sent to him hy 
Kallichuvn Jiammon to bo delivered with you, which by this time he must have 
done. Other particulars you will learn from Coja Pctruso himself, Pcrwanuahs 
have been already sent to three gentlemen. I must trouble you to a(;quaint me. 
if there is a necessity for sending another perwannah, or /or my writing to any 
other person, and it shall be done. 


• To the Nahod, February 3rd, 1757. 

The two letters which Your Excellency favour'd me with I have received 
which gave me much pleasure. You ask whether we chuse to have war or 
peace. My inclinations arij rather to obtain peace from your favour; none but 
had mini can wish for war : my views arc rjuite for the reverse : nothing can 
equal the jileasure which I received from the favourable sentiments expressed 
in Your Excellency's letter. 1 thank (iod that I have found you so graciously 
iuclined. I shall send a relation of my own and 'anbtlier person tomorrow 
morning to confer with Your Excellency about our affairs, who will fully ex- 
plain to you my inclinations, and may advise mc'in return of your pleasure. 
The proposals they shall make to you I hope Avill meet Avilh your concurrence. 
I esteem Your Excellency in the place of my father and mother, and myself as 
your son, and should think myself happy to lay dowu my life for tlie preserva- 
tion of yours. 


The N.auob to Coionel Clive, February 3rd, 1757. 

This place being unfit for encamping my army, for this reason my forces 
liave marched forward and arc encamped in Omichund's garden. Lot. not this 
give you any uneasiness. Your business is with me. Rost contented and send 
me your relation and the other person Avhom you shall depute to settle affairs 
with mo .‘IS soon as possible. I swear hy God and his prophet tl»at no evil 
shall happen to them. Let them fairly represent your demands to me, and I 
will grant them, I have given orders to all the Jomaidars that they commence 
no disturbance. Do not you be under any apprehension on this account but 
send away the deputies to me with safety. 


Runoket Rot to Colonel Clive, Febnun-y 3ril, 1757. • 

The address which you wrote this' day ‘to the Nabob by Coja Petruse is 
arrived: the answer you will receive from Coja Petruse. The Nabob has, stmt 
you a present of turnips and flowers by the same person. The Commanders 
of the army encamped this day in Omichund's garden. I hope you are untler 
no apprehension on this account. Rest satisfied and send a^A^ay the two 
deputies, but do not insist upon any great point Avhich I cannot venture to lay 
before the Nabob. My vioAV is to get a free currency for the Company's trade 
and that of other merchants. Eor this pur|>ose 1 am now Avith the Nabob. I 
have constantly addressed him upon this subject and have disposed the Nabob 
to comply with your demauds.

As soon as you are at liberty to come to 
nui you shall have justice done you : if you can obtain permission come Avith- 
out fear.

I thought that the English were always faithfull to their words and agree- 
ments, for Avhich reason 1 interposed in your alfairs with the Nabob and dismiss’d 
your de{)uties Avho could not properly settle the business on which they 
catne, tluhefore I wrote to you desiring that you Avould send a paper containing 
your demands Avbich I would prevail upon the Nabob to sigu. The Nabob 
agrees to give you bfiek Calcutta Avith all the priviledges, the phirmaund, and 
AAdiatevcr goods you lost at Cossimhazar or elsewhere, and will grant you permis- 
sion to eoinsiccas in your Mint at Calcutta or Allenagur, and that you may make 
what fortilicatious you think proper in Calcutta. Your conduct yesterday 
morning gryatly annoy<;d me and put me to sliarao before the Nabob, Wh.at 
pass’d between tiie Nabob and myself Coja Petruse will inform you : what has 
Ijappen’d Avill .occasion no dilTercnco hi this affair. If you want to accommodate 
matters send a letter to the Nabob with your propos.als, and I will get them 
signed and send them hack to you, Avith a sirpah, elephant, and jewells. After 
this the Nabob will decamp and march to Muxadavad. If you think war 
nec(5ssary acquaint, me sincendy Avith your intentions, and I will acquit myself 
of any further trouble in these affairs. 


To the Nabob. 

I sent two gentlemen to treat with you about a peace at Nahohgunge, 
where, by your letters and the promise from your own mouth to Coja Petruse, I 
ex])eeted they would have met you, instead of Avhich they found you in Calcutta. 
This action sufficiently slsews you meant only to amuse me, hut did I want 
further evidence- your firing in your march upon my people, your burning 
the toyn, and the disrespect shewn to ray deputies, put it out of all doubt that 
you intended to carry on the war. I therefore made a tour through your 
camp to shew you what I was capable of effecting. I cautiously hurt none but 
those that oppose me. If you still think meanly of my • * * « • 

of a soldier, that I shall shortly receive a supply of English soldiers equal to my 
present number. If these should not he suMcient for to procure us satisfactiqp 
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from you, let me further assure you that when the great King of England shall 
have heard of the treatment his subjects have rec'*. in this kingdom he will 
most certainly send forces suflieiont to destroy the whole proviiuio if satisfac- 
tion cannot he had fi*om your own justice. I lioiio you will again consider of 
the matter and x’esolve to comply with my reasonable demands. jVI'y regard for 
your people, for my own nation, and for mankind in general makes rati wish for 
peace. If we must contiuuc in war I call ail men to witness that it is not luy 
fault. 


To the Naboh, t'cbruiiry 7ll>, 1757. 

The proposals I have enclos’d in this letter for Your lixeollency’s pevusal- 
I am come into this country for peace and not for war Avhieh will evidently 
appear from these proposals. I hope Your l?xcelleijcy w ill rt'clify them in the 
most solemn manner, j)uttiiig your hand and seal to tluun as likewise tin* hands 
and seiils of your principal ollicers.

I further thought you Avould have placed 
that contidenco iri* us to believe that our principle in diking their settlement 
was to prevent the troubles which I foresee will ariso*in your province.

Several days are past since I wrote you two* letters upon a subject very 
interesting to your Excellency as well as to me, and 1 thought the irnportahee 
of it would have induced you to have sent an ansnmr to them immediately. My 
surprise therefore is very great not to have heard from you, and I cannot

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help thinking something very extraorflinory must Ibe the occasion of it. I can- 
not doubt but your Excellency has wrote to me, and apprehend, some enemies to 
your Excellency as well as to me, have prevented the letter from reaching me. 
I am still the more confirm’d in this opinion by not having heard for many days 
from Mr. Watts. I receive daily reports that your Excellency does not intend 
to perform the articles of the treaty to which I give no credit and look on the 
propagators ns common enemies to us both. However I am not a little concerned 
to find none of the articles yet fulfill’d. Your Excellency no doubt has too 
great a regard for your honour, and to the solemn asseverations y6u have 
made, to think of violating the treaty. Before this peace was concluded I ac- 
quainted you that more ships and more men were daily expected. I have now the 
pleasure to inform you that they are arrived. All this is for your Excellency’s 
advantage, as there is &c. a lasting peace concluded between your Excellency 
apd the English. Your Excellency may be well assured that as long as the 
terms of the treaty are fulfill’d on your side, our forces, as we have solemnly 
declared, shall be employed in your service. 


No. 61.] From the Nauob, March 4th, 1757. 

Your friendly letter upon the occasion of your affairs with the French I 
have receiv’d and taken due notice of the cofthmts. I shall never give any 
assistance to the French. If in defiance of all former customs they ever 
attempt to ocea.sion any disturbance in the King’s dominions, I will punish 
them for it, and put a stop to their commerce in this country. Upon my being 
informed of your intention of attacking the French factory, I wrote to you 
what was necessary upon that occasion. The forces which I sent that w^ay were 
for the protection of y® royal territories, not for the assistance of the French. 
It has given me y® utmost SYitisfaction that you have wisely consider’d and 
reflected upon what I wrote you, and that you have a due regard to the estab- 
lish’d customs in desisting from your designs against the French. I have like- 
wise wrote to the French and made use of all necessary means to engage them 
to conser\fc to make peace with you, which I make no doubt of their complying 
with. I shall send a trusty person for both your agreements which I will 
preserve among my own papers. Be assured I have nothing in view but the 
pr6ip'»ting the good and peace of the English Company, nor will I ever do any- 
thing that may be in the least prejudicial to them. Upon this head you may 
rest perfectly satisfied. Be you likewise as faithful to your engagements. 
Give no credit to y“ information of mean and ignorant persons. Whenever you 
have occasion to write anything concerning your affairs write to me and I will 
always return you a decisive answer. 

Wrote in the Nabob’s own hand. The advanced forces of the now King are 
endeavouring to tnake an erruption into Bengali, and I propose marching to 
Aminabad. If you will join with me upon this occasion and go with me, I will 
allovy you every month during the time that you continue with me one laakh 
of rupees fertile maintenance of your army. W’^rite me speedily an answer to 
this. 

No. 62.] To the Nabob, March 7th, 17.57. 

The jetter which you did me the honour to write to me I have receiv’d. 
I was very inclinable to enter into a neutrality with the French, but I found 
upon endeavouring to treat with them, they had no powers to make a peace 
with us till it was confirm’d at Fondicherry, which could not be effected in less 
than three months. It gave me great concern to find you so strongly insist on 
the neutrality with the French, which is attended with all the advantages on 
their side and most prejudicial to us. What we agree to will be immediately 
binding, but what they agree to w'ill he of no signification till ratified by y® 
Gov<*r?.<>r of Pondicherry, and wdiilst all our forces are employ’d in assisting 
you against your enemies, Monsr.

^settlement. In the last war between us and the French, the Nabob of Arcot 
order’d the English arid French not to commit hostilities in hisdominions.'anda 
neutrality was agreed on, which was faithfully observed on our parts. But the 
I’rencli when they w'ero strongest attack’d and took from us Ghinapatam : thia 
you must have heard of. How can we put any confidence or reliance in their 
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agreonaent to a noutrality. To give you d convincing proof of my sincerity, by 
the time you receive this letter, I shall be as far bn the way as Chandernagore, 
where I will wait, without committing any hostilities against the Prench, till I 
receive your letter, which I hope will be satisfactory. If -your Excellency will 
but seriously consider that by going to Patna with you I svibmit 'every thing to 
your pleasure, it can*t leave you the least doubt of my intention of sharing 
with you your good or bad fortune. By the blessing of God you will over- 
come all your enemies.

• To Ni ncomab, Pliousdar^s Naibat Iliighley, March 8th, 1757. 


I am now in peace and friendship with the Nabob, and agreeable to lii.s 
desire am marching with my army to join him at Muxadabad. I write thi.s 
that you may not be allarm’d at ray approach. Best assunxl that I have given 
the strictest orders that no person in my army shall in any wise molest your 
tennants, and that any one that shall be found guilty of any offence, towards 
them shall be punished in the severest manner. Bo you on your part give orders 
to all the tennants within your jurisdiction to attend with a bazar to furnish 
luy army with plenty of provisions. 


No. 64.] To Nuncomab., Marcli 10th, 1757, 

I have receiv’d your letter and have consider'^d the contents as also what 
has been communicated to me by Kistnarain Bose. 1 desire always to hear of 
your welfare and shall always bo ready to show you all the favour in my power. 
Bo it known to all tlie tennants, merchants, and other inhabitants of the city 
of Ilughley — 1 have been told that you are t<;rrified at the approach of pay 
army, and have many of you (juitted your habitations, and the few tliat remain 
are inclin’d to do the same. 1 am now in peace and alliance with the Nabob. 
It i.s thert'fore I aviite you this, that you may be at ease and stay with youir 
familys and elTects in your habitations. It is not the intention of any of my 
army to molest you. Be then without fear. * 


No, 65-3 Translation of the Nabob's Letter to the Admiral and Colonel, Mareh 8tli, 175^. 

The- letter which you wrote to me some time ago I have reply’d to. My 
answer you will consider and write me. Whatever may bo nt'cessary thereupon, 
I remain firm to my agreement. As the Mutsedios have had leave to be absent 
upon account of the Holie Festival, I have not had time to look at any papers, 
but shall do it, and then whatever I have sign’d to, I will put iij execution. 
Your Extiellency must know that to look oVer all the papers \^iir require ten or 
fifteen days. Of what consequence i& fhat. ’ Our family has ever been noted for ;i 
strict adherence to their engagements. Be satisfied entirely with respect t/j my 
intentions. From the confidence I repose in your Excellency's friendshij) anil 
honour, I hope you wull join with mo in preventing the Afghan forces from 
entering the province and assist me to terminate this aflair. What shall 1 
write more. 

P.S . — In the Nabob’s own hand. Rest satisfied in every particular, what 1 
have written I have never in any respect deviated from. • 

P.S, — Included — Your Excellency may be perfectly assured tliat if any 
enemy commit hostilities against you, I swear by God an'd bis prophet, that I * 
will every way assist you to the utmost of my povtrer. I have never favour’d 
the French with the value of one cowrie. The forces I sent were for the use of 
the Phousdar of Hughley and not with any design t<> assist the French. What 
power have the French to fight against you. This I hope frotr^your Excellency 
that you will uot act contrary to former customs in committing hostilities! upon 
a rival within my dominions.

I have rec’d. your obliging letter. I have always t^steem’d Coja Wazid 
as a very good and just man. If our correspondence has been drop't lately, it is

from the Nabob’s favour, in wiiicli Coja Wazid has been their friend as rmich 
as lay in his power, always preferring their interest to ours.

No. 71. ] To Nokoomab, March 16th, 1757. 

The many deceitfull wicked measures that the French have takep to 
endeavour to deprive me of the Nabob’s favour (tho* I thank God they have 
proved in vain, since His Excellency’s friendship towards me is daily increasing) 
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lias Ion" made me look on them as enemies to the English. But I could nc 
longer stifle my v(*scntment when I found that notwitlistamling the danger 
they were in from me, they dared to oppose the freedom of tlu? IDuglisli trade 
on th Ganges by seizing a boat witli an English dustuek and under English 
colours that was passing by their town.

No. 76. ] From the Nabob, March 15th, 1757. 

I have often before wrote to you that you should not make war with the 
I'rench. I am steady to my agreement and have therefore paid Mr. Watts 
3 lack of rupees, and have given to Mr. Watts the perwannahs necessary 
for the trade of all your factorys as his letters will inform you. It was for the 
good of my subjects and of my country that I have made peace. If war is 
still to subsist how can my country flourish. It is not proper that you should 
ever fight in the river. Let there be peace between you in some manner, and 
I shall be very well pleas’d, if not I shall be displeas’d. Since the Sactorys 
have subsisted, there never was any war in the river. If you persist in making 
war, I shall from thence conclude you have no intention of trading in this 
country and that you seek fora pretence to raise troubles, I send Mutramul to 
yoii whom I have great confidence in. He shall settle peace between you and 
the French. By this you will know it must be done. 

In his own hand. It is proper you should look on this country as your 
own, and not make war in the river. 


No. 77.] From Nuncomah, March ISth, 1757. 

I have had the pleasure to receive the letter you sent mo by Kistnarain 
Bo“e. I have wrote the Nabob agreeable to your letter, and whatever else I 
thought proper on the occasion. Mntramull is now arrived from the Nabob's 
presence with perwannahs to you. lie does not know where your army is 
encamp’d, I therefore write you this that you may send a person to conduct 
him to you with the Nabob’s perwannahs. When you have had a conference 
with hiin, whatever you write me I will write accordingly to the Nabob.

This change must proceed 
from y® councils of wicked and self-interested men, who are not actuated 
by any zc^al for your welfare, but in the advice they give seek their own profit. 
It shocks me to tliink what falsities my enemies make use of to deprive me of 
your favour. God is my judge that I will he firm and steady to my promises, 
ai^d that I shall be always ready to support you with my life and all the forces 
I have against all the enemies of your Government. There is not a man in your 
Durbar who is more sincere and zealous in his attachment to your interest and 
welfare than myself.

ShcAV Aletnv your i’t;.seuiment and takt; e;ire 
that Rogi'r Drake by syieaking scAcrely to him he do not fall into sueli errors 
again. 1 hope, in God you will never find me false to my pronnse. 1 have 
spoke and explain’d to Mr. AV’^atts a number of particulars that his letters will 
acquaint you wdth. • * “

No. 111.] From the Nabob to Colonel Clive, Ajnil -itb. Rec’k Aj>iil 8tb, 1757. •* 

• 

I received your letters and observe what you desire in re’gard to the Freheh 
factories and their goods. I address you seeing you are a man of Avi.sdom and 
knowledge, and well ac<iuairited with the customs and trade of the Avorld, and 
you must know that the Ifrencdi, by the permission and phirmaundof tlie Jving, 
have built theii; several faelories and carried on their trade in this 'kingdom. 
I eaimot therefore, without hurting rny character and exposing myself to 
trouble hereafter, deliver up their goods and factories unless I* haiai a Avritten* 
order from them for so doing, and I’m {lersuaded that from your friendsliip 
for me you Av’d never be glad at any thing Avhere my fame would suffer,* as 
I, on my own part, am eA'ifer desirous of promoting your good. 

Mr. Rennault, the French Governor, being in your poAve?;, if you could get 
from him a paper under his own hand and seal to this purpose, that, of his 
own will and jdeasuro he thereby gave up to the Eifglish Company’s servants 
and empowered them to feceivo all the factories, money, and goods belonging 
to the French Company without any hindrandb from the Nabob’s peofile and 
would send this to me, I, should lie secure by tluit from any trouble hereafter 
on that account. But it is absolutely necessary you come to some agreement 
about the King’s duties arising on the French trade, for this reason that there 
may be no loss to the King. 1 shall then bo able to answer to his servanls, 
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tlifit in order to make good th(^ King’s* duties jujcriiing from tlie Prench trade, 
1 had delivered u_[> tlicir factories into the possession of the English. 


No. 112.] To the Nabob, April 8tli, 1757, at Nii.vcoaiim^s desire, 

I had tho honor of your Execlloncy’s letter, wherein you observe that as 
the French had by the King’s })hirniaund built their several factories in this 
kingdom you could not without injuring your character deliver up their factories 
and goods unless you had a written order from them ; but that if I would 
send you an order frorn^Ir. llimnault you would have no trouble afterwards to 
apjA'rj^licnd on this aeeouut. That it was also necessary to come to sqme agree- 
ment for making good the duties ariidng on the French trade. All the 
Eijiropt'ans agreeable to the King’s phirinaund hare settled their several factories 
in tho dilfei'cnt provinces of the Empire. 

'i he French and we are almost continual at war together. In any 'of the 
provinces wlnm any place belonging to the French has been taken by the 
Englisli, or if the French possessed themselves of any place of ours, the Gover- 
nor of that province never olfered to detain tlie subordinate factories or goods 
belonging to cither, nor ever required a written order for their delivery. Now 
that I have granted terms to Mr. Eennanlt, and that he is under my protection, 
it is contrary to our custom after this ever to use violences, and without it how 
would he ever of his own will , and pleasure write to desire you to deliver up his 
master’s property. Weigh the justice of this in your •)vvn mind. Notwith- 
standing we Itave received the French so low, you eontrai*y to your own interest 
and to the Treaty you have made that my enemies should be yours still support 
and encourage them. But should you think it would hurt your character to 
deliver up the Fi-ench factories.and goods, your Excellency has only to signify 
to me your approbation and I’ll march up and take them. 

Yoti must he sensible there never will bii peace and soemrity in your pro- 
vince while the French continue in it, as they will ever he raisitig disturb- 
ances which must end in the ruin of your country and its inhabitants. On 
the first intimation that you stood in need of my as.sistance your Highness 
can’t forget how ready I was to obey your commands, and to set out to join you 
against your enemies. How different is your conduct in protecting my enemies 
from your professions of favour and kindness to me. Ghandernagore being 
their chief settlement, to which all their other factories are subordinate, 
I expect(>d after having taken it and made their Governor prisoner that you 
would have delivered the I’est into my hands, and till such times as the 
factories and goods belong to the French are delivered into my hands, what- 
ever we have hitherto done will avail us but little, and therefore your Highness 
will consiihu* ivell that I will not do things by halves. I never have nor shall 
deviate from the articles of my agreement, .and I am far from desiring the King’s 
revenue.s should he less(>uod. To prevent this I shall consult with the Admiral, 
Goveruour, and Council, and write you the result. "What else I had to say I’ve 
told to Nuncomar, ivho w’ill communicate it to you. 

No. 113.] To the Nabob, April lOtb, 1757. 

1 wrc,to your Excellency a day or two ago wdiferein I represented to your 
Excellency how contrary it is to thd custom of a European nation to force 
Mr Renuault to do what is disagreeable or hurtful to his Company and their 
affairs. As you are a man of gr<*at sense you will at once see the unreasonable- 
ness of tins request, and be satisfied with my engaging to make good to your 
Excellency the King’s customs arising on the Freneh trade, and taking care 
that the empire suffer nothing by the taking of Ghandernagore, and the deli- 
very of the French the^ factories and eflbcts. This I promise to do as long as 
they are kept out of the country. 

I went to Calcutta yesterday on purpose to settle this matter with the 
Governour, Admiral, and Council, and to convince you how much I have your 
reputation and interest at hea.rt. I thank God this business is done, and your 
Excellency may be easy on that account. 

It gives mo great concern to find there is so much delay in fulfilling the 
articles of peace. It is a long time since your Excellency promised to fulfill 
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overytliing in fifteen days-; £\vice that thVie is passed, and most of the iiiatorinl 
articles as far from being put into execution afs ever, livery day I receive 
complaints on tliis subject. I therefore take the liberty of putting down in 
Meriting what parts of the Treaty so solemnly •sworn to, I desire may bo com- 
plied with. . * * . 

Ist. That the guns and ammunition taken at Gossimbazar and the other 
subordinates be restored. ^ 

Hud, Purwaunahs through the country, especially at Dacca, for the currency 
of our business. ^ 

3rd. Purwaunahs for the currency of siccas coined at Calcutta alias 
Alenagur. , *• . ^ ' 

4ih. Purwannahs for the thirty-ei^ht A-illages. 

Gth. Purwannahs for returning everything taken at the dilferent, aurungs 
arid faclories. » 

I now call upon your Excellency in the name of God and his Prophet tc 
fulfill the articles, and I further call upon your Excellcn(?y uj the mogt sincere 
manner to put an entire confidence in the English, ^and to believe they Avill 
never forsake, you. Things are come to such a pass now that the French must 
be expellM your province, or the English can msver be assuianl of friimdship. 

1 conclude this letter with declaring before God and his Prophet .Tosus, that if 
you will comply with the contents of this letter and'be a true friend td the 
English, that I will in all respects act conformable to your wish and join you 
against your enemies. 

No, 114.] From the Nabob to Cor.oNKT. Ci.iVE, April 6di. Rec**. April 10th, 1757. 

I have received successively your several letters and rejoice to hear that 
you are well. You expwiss in your letters your iittentious that our agreeiiTdnt 
should be more deeply rooted, and desire that conformable to the articles I would 
speedily selthj every thing regarding our factories and the clearance of our 
business. That I would deliver up .to you all the French Company’s factories 
wit h their goods; that you heard that all who ran away from thence wove coming 
to enter into my service, on wluch account you were suspicious of my favouring 
them, and that I bad no intentions of continuing in friendship with the Englj^sli, 
because having before Avrotc to desire your assistance I bad now forbid your 
‘^‘orning. By the goodness of Gnd the Treaty, as it ouglit, continues firm on each 
of our sides, and will become more and more so every day. Rest satisfied that 
Avhat regards the business of your factories shall be soon settled. "VVe will never 
recede tVorn our agreement. 1 have already wrote you fully as to the P’rencli 
factories and their goods. Lest my letter should hav« miscarried I now enclose 
you a e.opy of it. Be assured if your answer is agreeable I’ll act avicording to 
what I wrote. You are wise and discerning, tell me for wbftt *eud should I 
entertain in my pay any of the Frenclr desefters, or what service .could 1 hope 
from them. Wicked men report these falsities to you. I beg you will i>ijver 
believe Avhat such men say. 

At the time I wrote for your assistance I had then anotAer affair in view. 
Should I ever have such business iu view again. I’ll certainly write to you 
for your forces, and hope you’ll act accordingly. 

Ilaving occasion for timbers and teak planks, being informed there are such 
as I want in Chajidernagore, reflecting that there is no difference betNvixt us, 

’t is with freedom I write to desire you’ll send me 25 whole timbers and 
200 teak plank, and at the same time their invoice that I may pay the amount * 
to Mr. Watts. By doing so you’ll afford me much satisfaction. . , 


No. 115.1 From the Nabob to CoLOJTKi. Cmvk, April 1 1th. Rec'*, April l-lfch, 1757. , 

1 have received your agreeable letter wherMn you profess your sincere 
regard and friendship, your firmness to your agreement and desire of assisting 
me, that I would not listen to the malicious insinuations of wicked men. That 
you have received not one-tenth part of what was taken at Calcutta, and request- 
ing that I would inquire and try to recover this money, &o., or else send those 
who had received it to you. The news of your health and attachment to the 

j a 
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Treaty affords mo mucli plcasuvo. I .nevor attoml' to malioions sforios, and am 
true and slondy to my np:ro«‘mont, nor will 1 over recede from what J and iny 
Dowari have hotli seal’d. Itut in it there is nothing regarding the demands you 
make on others. If it had been so, I would (certainly have actf'd eonforinably. 
It becomes you a soldier of so gn'at braverv and generositv to take care nothing 
should be superadded to the articles agreed on, that I may have no cause to be 
displeased, _ I <d)serve wbat Nuncoinar lias wi^pte by your desire concerning the 
Fremdi goods. It is niiieh for my advantage, but the .french Coin[)auy being 
indi'hted to my subjects lacks of rupees, should I do so as Nuneomar has wrote 
what answer sliall I make to the just demands of these their cretfitors. 


NV). 116.] From Goi.oxki. Clivk to 1.1ii» Naboh, «l:i1ed April 15th, 1757. 

I have been favoured with, your Excellency’s two letters of the dth and 
nth of April, in my last I acquainted you with the sev<?ral articles of the 
Treaty you made with us still unexecuted, wliieh I desired might he speedily 
executed, ami I ho|)e it is in great measure by this time. I likewise informed 
you that I had got the Admiral, (iovernour, and Council to consent that incase 
you delivered up tlie EreijLch, their factories and elTects, we should engage to 
make good the King’s customs arising on their ti’ade, and take care that the 
empire sutfen'd no loss by t}ie taking ot Chandernagore, and its subordinate 
settlements as long as the French should he kejit out of your country. Your 
Exeelleuey’s eompliauce in this matter Avill give the English a certain proof of 
tlui siuei'iity of your fri(nid.shi)>, and attach to you a set of people faithful in 
their alliances, and ready to light your cause against all enemies whatever. I 
ha7;e talk<'d seriou.sly with Nuneomar concerning the debts due from tlie Fi'cnch 
to your subjects. In war we <;anuot he supposed to ho answerable, for the debts 
our enemies have contrnot<‘d, tlie half you so generously decline may he. applied 
to that purpo.se, and IMr. Watts will he enipowcred to scdtle this matter. I am 
not a little surprizixl however that any dilllculty about these; eirccts should have 
prevented l.hose persons whoeaea])e{l from hence being delivered into my bands. 
Let, nte only assure you that if you ]iermit tluun tc) go to Patna, tli(;y will 
eevtainly join your (meiuies the vciy first opportunity. Think well of this and 
let them he ])ut into my hands, as 1 before desired you, and they shall never do 
mischief. The French geutUuniui whom I had pen-mitted to retire to Chinehnra, 
and to whom f had shewn much kindness, ahu.sed tliis ftivour hv encouraging 
tlie <;s(*ape of the soldiers, and common people, and providing them moans of 
going to Cossimbazar, an^l cominitting besides many other wrong practiee.s. I 
therefore surrounded Cliinchurii with my troops to prevent their escape, and 
demaiulod of l:ho Dutch Direciorc that they should lie deli%'ered up to m<‘, which 
accordingly ^vas done. To ymt it eiVeetu’dly out of the power of these French 
gentlemen to hurt us again, I have sent Mr. Kennault and his Council to 
Calcutta, and the other gentlemen to live at Chandernagore. under luy eye. 

With regard to my requesc about the momy and goods, Mimickehnud and 
others secretly plundered at Calcutta should be d(divered up to the English. 
I UTU pi'rl'ectly sensible that this is uot directly included in the Treaty, but I 
bad heard that you were calling Manickchund to an account for what money 
and goods he had clandestinely taken to himself in.stead ot bringing them to 
the account of the Circar. 

Your Exeelleney, who is endued with great good sense and strict justice, 
must allow that though Manickchund was uufaitltful to the Circar yet the loss 
in fact was to the English. Your justice can only decide in our behalf. We 
repiait tha.t wo have no absolute claim on you thro’ the Treaty. Be assured 
we shall always abide by that, and never require, more, than our right. Those 
who break through ,f!uch a solemn 'J'reaty as that which is made between your 
Excellency and the English must never expect to be successful in their under- 
takings. 

In a paper opart. — I shall he very happy if we have, any timbers and 
plank lit for your purpose, r I liave desired Nuncronuir to send some of bis people 
to look at wbat we have got, and to take whatever they may find proper for 
your service. 
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No. 117.] I'Vom Ihe NabohJ daleif April l^th. Uecd. April 15lhj 17:»7. 

I thank God I continue still fum to Avhatever I’ve signed and agreed, as to 
all the ^oods and money r('ccivod by me from Cossimi)azar, Dacca, and the 
aur'uniies, 1 have ijivoi orders to the Seats house lor the jtaynient ot the money 
to Mr. Watts, and directed the vaeqneel to deliver the snoods out of the inacra/ines. 
Wliat little remains still undelivered 1 have defcrivd returnini^, till 1 have a 
discharjj^e in tull. •• 

I jlesire that you will forward to Mr. Witts a receipt Avrotc acoordinj? to 
the (!opy I sent him and sign’d hy the Company, yourself, and tlio Couru^l, 
having your respective seals annexed, Avriting him at the same time to deliver 
the receipt into the K.in<r’'S coxiuting-huuse and xecoiA^e ■^the r(‘st of the goiyds. 
It hecomes you also to mlhi'ie strictly to Avhalever you liave agreed anil .■;W'oru 
tq on your part. ’I'he articles you havt* signed thost^ I haA'o by me,^aiKl those 
1 siii’ixtal you haA'O got. I tVieiefoi'i; 'trust that you will neither hy the insiuria- 
tioiis xior instance of self-int.ex'(*sted men write any thing which is not conform- 
able to oiir Treaty, as it must he hurtful to it and to ox;r frieiiil^ship, and 
besides voxi need not expect 1 Avill pay .'iiiy observance to it.

Jteing sciisihh' how much tlie good of soeii'ty and the happiness of Manick- 
chnnd is promoted by the beneiils of trade, it has over been my desire that it 
should Houvisli and be secured from danger eveil in the midst of wax’. As a )iroof 
of it our great hankers on the Coast have aeeornpatiyM our e:arnp, and eavried 
on their husiness securely during the Avai*. Now' that Ave are again hlest^,)*ith 
peace in the jirovhiec, it is becoming the eharaeter of .such men as a'ou, who 
have I’aised their fame so high to study and ])xxx\sue every xnethod to rejiairlxy 
the cnpourngeminxt of tr:ul<‘, t Ui? danpige and misfortunes snlTcred hy this eountTy 
fi‘om the late troubles, and as you havxi long been iix friciulship Avith the Jing- 
lish I could heartily Avish for the coutinuaiure of it jxs formerly, that, you Avoxxld 
send A^onr Goinaslah to Calcutta to carry on the husiness as usual, Avlu're he 
might cA^M* be assured of my faA'our and pi'oteetion. I hope- you now are 
tiurroxxglilv. satistied of our peaeexihlc intentions, and that xmr only desii*e is to 
extend Our Commeree moie than ever. AVe therefore hope yon will show' your 
coniidenee in ns and returix Bi'jenaxih, your former Gomastaii, to llugley.

Jinglish, and 1 dai’O 
sav uuMi of vour discernment Avill show him hoAv mixeli his inleri'st and fame, as 
well as the* peace and pi’osperity x)f his /subjects are coneeKiied, tli.-it it should 
continue ever inviolate. T hopx' yoxnrill give us all the assistance you can in 
<»ctting oxxr business made eh‘ai% and xisOre the Nabob 1 shall always bo ready 
to servtj him Axdth my Avholc army. 

No. 120.] From tins Nabob to Cobnoki, ('i.ivk, April l ltli. Him-'* April 17t>i, 17.j7. 

Yotxr letters in relation to tin* French goods anti their factories, that you 
were fax from desiring there should he any loss to the King, have reached me. 
I have observed the contents. For your sati.sfaelion, and in observance of this, 
that vour enemies are mine and mine yoxirs, 1 have ordered Mr. Laxv axid his 
people out f)l' ix'ky Snbnship, and have Avrote expressly to my N'aibsand Fhousdars 
never to suffer these people, whom 1 have turned o\xt, to reside in any partql' my 
provdnee" I am ever ready to assist you, and should the Freneh wdth a small 
or larwe army ever come into this kingdom Avith a design to light, you, I swear 
before God and his Frophets that Avheimver you Avrite, mxself with my forces 
Avill ioin A'ou. 13e assured of this, 1 look xipon Avhatever Inis passed bef w'een us 
hy letter, and everything wc have agreed and signed, to be A'ery tkin. 1 observe 
Whatever you have written concerning the French factories and goods. The 
French ore indebted to my subjects facks of rupees. If I act as you de.sire 
what juxsAver can I give to their laAvful creditors. Do yoxi who are my Avell- 
Avisher and friend consider this well, and write me that 1 mfty act accordingly. 
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I have wrote before and now repeat it, tkat you regard the Company's 
business you will beware from the irfstance and persuasion of self-interested 
men wdio desire to break the peace of requiring of me any more than what 
we liave agreed to, as 1 will not listen to it. Should tliis not displease you, 
as you have the agreement by you, let whatever you write be. conformable to it. 
You will learn from Mr. Watts what has passed betw'cen us in private. 

In the Nabob’s own l:and — If you design to keep the peace you will write 
me nothing w ithout consulting the articles of Treaty. 


Wo. 121.] From Cou>nbl Clivb to tlie Nabob, April 20th, 1757. 

■ ...I had the honour of your favour of the 14tb, wherein you tell me that 
for my satisfaction and in observance that your enemies were mine and mine 
yours, you liad ordered Mr. Law and his attendants to quit your country ahd 
ha’d wrote expressly to all your Naihs and Phousdars never to suffer them, 
whom you had turned out, to settle in any place in your Subaship, and that 
should the French' ever enter this kingdom with a small or large force with an 
intention to light me, you took God to witness, upon my writing to you, you 
would with your array come to my assistance ; this I might rest assured of. 

That should you act conformable to w'hat I requested regarding the French 
factories and goods, what answer could you give to your subjects, their law'ful 
creditors to whom they owed lacks of rux)ees. This you desired I would consider 
well, and w’ritc you. I am attached with my heart and soul to your kindness, 
knowing well that your enemies are mine and mine yours. Put yet your 
Highness not delivering up Mr. Law and bis people to me, and suffering them 
to go away is not very kind. Although I hold Mr. Law in very little consider- 
ation, yet nevertheless it could never be for your good to set my enemies, bow- 
ever..inconsidcrable, at liberty, for be assured that should either the Mahratas 
or rattans, as th<jy are now meditating, or any other enemies invade your 
ctfuntry, they will <;ertainly join them against you. I must therefore request 
your Excelhmcy will allow mo to send a part of my forces after them to taki’i 
them prisoners, or else that your Excellency will do it yourself. I must further 
desire you will remember the conditions on which we promised to make good 
the King's duties arising on the French trade, Averc " that you delivered into 
our bands all the French, their factories and effects, and while they were kept 
out of your kingdom.” I have spoken fully to Nuncomar in regard to the 
affair of the French creditors. Please to let mo know whatever he has wrote 
you that X may be satisfied whether he has wi*ote you as I desii'ed or not. 

It is universally known that conquerors are never answerable for the debts 
of the vanquished. I wrote you before tb.at the half which you of your justice 
and generosity declined might be set aside for this purpose, and that there 
might on this account be no delay, I had directed Mr. Watts to settle this 
affair. Though the French effects wer* -worth lacks of rupees I would not 
I'cgard them, but I will ncA'er consent that one European among them shall 
get aWay: Depend upon this. Y’'et if they will agree to terms no barm shall 
be done them. God is witness I am steady to Avliat I have agreed to. It gives 
me great concern you are yet diffident of it. I am well persuaded your 
Highness will assist me, and you may ever depend upon my friendship and 
service. 

I hope your Highness will be so kind as to fulfill the articles of agreement 
as soon as possible, as I can’t in justice to the Company and honour to my 
King return to Calcutta till they liave been complied with. This occasions a 
loss to you as well as to the OomjKiny. I pay no regard to what bad men 
would insinuate, neither do you, for w'hat may be said to you by those who 
desire to embroil affairs, defer fulfilling the agreement. When all the goods and 
money has been delivered to Mr. Watts, the discharge in full you desire shall 
be sent him to be aelivered to you. 


-No. 122. ] From the Nabob to CotoNiL Cmvb, April ISth. Rec'‘ April Elst, 1767. 

Your obliging letter, desiring the restitution of the guns, &c., taken by mo 
at Cossimbazar and the other factories, and purwannahs for the currency of 
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the Company’s business as formerly, for coining siccjis in Calcutta 4^1enagur, 
ami for the thirty-eight villages, that I should return all the money and goods 
taken by me at your laetories and the aurunges, I have received and observe 
its contents. 

Having occasion for fifty large cannon I shall look upon it as a mark of 
your friendship if you’ll send them to me, else agree to iH?c:eive the value of 
the guns hiken in Cossimbazar ; iJut if you ’ll do neither, write me tliat I may 
retui’u them to Mr. Watts. The purwanuahs for the currency of the Com- 
pany’s business as usual \V(5re delivered Mr. Watts before tlie receipt of yoifr 
letter. It is a .wonder to mo you have not as yet received advice of this. I 
have also now sent the puru^annahs for the Mint in Calcutta. 

Regai-ding the thirty-eight villages, the Jemidars, the rnniali now drawing 
nc^i’j tit present are all busyed in collecting their rents. God willing when the 
Pimiah is over. I’ll give orders td all the Jemidars’ vac(|ueel8 about this 
businessk You are to pay the value and satisfy the Jemidars for whatever 
villages you take, and for such villages a purwannah shall be given, seeing in 
the phirmaund it is mentioned you must satisfy the Jemidars. 1 am firm and 
steady to my Treaty and inwer will depart from it. 

Mr. Law I have put out of the city, and have wrote expressly to my 
Naih at Patna to turn him and his attendants out qC the boundaries o,f his 
Subaship, and that he shall riot suffer them to stay in any place within it. If 
anybody represents this affair to you in a different light don’t believe him. 

Translation of the Message sent by the Nabob to Mil. Watts by Runobet Roy and Mkrr 

Bakiiuk, wrote in Persians from iheir mouth. 

Por your satisfaction I have turned the Prench out of Muxadabad, and 
Avrote an order to llajaram Karaini Bahador, *my Naib at Patna, to tuVn 
them out of his bounds. If aftisr this your troo]>s shonld come to fight them 
the peace and avtieh's we have agreed to will no longer subsist. If you will 
hear now to Avhat these two men shall say to vou ’tis Well ; if not depart from 
IieiKie.

Purrimo and other Hircaras brought us by w^ord of mouth this new's from 
Cuttack that the Goveniour^ of the Port Bambatty and Ramagee Pundit* 
wrote to Taungee* and his mother and four brothers wlio stay at Piinah with 
a design to fight Balagct?*; that Rajaram® was with the Nabob’s forces at 
Balh'isoro. Taungee and his mother wrote them back, that if the Nabob’s 
troops were at Ballasorc it Avas very Avell. We neither want the fort of Bara- 
batty, mor the Subaship. ’Tis the clioutj we want. Sadrirtliul Khan, the 
Nabob’s vacqueel, has given them answer, and wrote the Governour of Bara- 
batty if any of the Maiiratlas Avrite to you to deliver up the fort to them 
do it, seeing there are great troubles about here, no less tlian 11,000 soldiers 
and Tellingis belonging to the Jiiiglish being come to Ballasore with an intent 
to take the country. But should they offer any violence to the Nabob’s 
subjects I will chastise them as they deserve. Everybody about Ballasorc 
trembles for the Nabob’s army. 


No. 123.3 From Coja Waziu to Colonel Clive, datpd 14tl) April. Rec** April 21st, 1757. 

I returned before this an answer to your friendly letter which I question 
not you received. I have now according to your request, and in consequence 
of your favour and friendship, sent to you Sudasliew, who will acquaint you 
with everything. I am certain hip will meet with from you all the kindness 
great and leading men are wont to show. I hope you Avill hear attentively 
whatever Sudashew tells you, and let me have the . pleasure of j^our answer 
speedily. ^

You may rest satisfied he shall 
ever nuM;t with my favour and protection, and should you yourself ever have 
any desire or intention t5 return to Hughb'y I do assure you that you may 
ever depend upon my friendship and readiness to assi.st you whenever it lies in 
my power, and that it will give rao the greatest pleasure to see you soon again 
among us. 


No. 125.*] From Colonel Clivb to Mouhn Lall, April 23rd, 1707. 

The Nabob’s late proceedings and his message to Mr. Watts with many 
other p£wtit!ulars surprize mo much, and. have given me great eoneern. It appears 
to me as if this rich and fair country was to feid the fatal elfects and de.sola- 
tion of Avar; for my own part 1 have in all my letters endeavoured to convince 
the Nabob of the sincorivy of my intentions, but if he will j)ut no conlideuce 
in them he must ansAver tlic consequences. Your great abilities and the great 
faA'or you enjoy Avith the Nabob have induced me to Avrite my sentiments that 
if possible his or our ruin may be preA'cntcd, for the fate of one of us it must be 
if the Avar b<;gins again. If Avheu the Nabob Avas before Calcutta 1 AAas abh^ 
to encounter his army, I am not the less so now that my army is become 
strong again. Let me, requestiit as a mark of your friendship that I may now 
fight for the Nabob and not against him ; to fight for him is A\diat I desir^ 
above all other considerations.^ Remember that where confidence is wanting there 
can be neither peace nor friendship. Our A"ae.queel being turned away and the 
threatening message sent to Mr. Watts has ])ut me upon rny guard, and I am 
.assembling all my forces in order to march your way, if the Nabob bo rc.solved 
to set aside all his former pi-omises and break through bis agreement. 

In the Colonel’s own hand. — As the Nabob gives groat attention to what 
you say 1 desire you Avill give him such adA'iee as is consistent Avitli his honor 
and the good of his country. In so doing you Avill gain the character of a 
faithful servant and make the English your friends. 


Till) Naisou’s letter to Noncomar, April S.’lrcl, 1757. 

Health to the honourable Nuncornar. I have received the letter you wrote 
mo. I observe and approve of the paius^you have taken to collect tlui King’.s 
revenues, your endeavours for the safety hud Avell-beiug of the province, and 
the answer you have made to Colonel Clive. 

The arti(;les Of ngreefnent with the English Company are complied with, the 
money and goods belonging to the English factories at Gossimbazar and Dacca 
that Avere taken have been all returned to Mr. Watts, and the pnrAA’annabs for 
the currency of the Company’s business, agreeable to Mr. Watts’ own desire, 
together AA'ith the purwannah for tlie Mint at Calcutta, have been all deliA’ered, 
which tha Colonel must have been acquainted with by Mr. AVatts. Regarding 
the cannon I have wrote bcifore to the Colonel ; on his ausAA’er this affair will 
also be settled. 

Although there is no mention of the Calcutta affairs in the Treaty, yet for 
the Colonel’s satisfaction I have got Manickchund’s pa{)ers. His and the Com- 
pany’s Mutsiddies sent by Mr. AVatts arc now »examinin.g them Avith the Com- 
pany’s papc|P ; Avhen f Ijis is o\'er that business will also he settled. On my part 
there hov(;r will be any deviation from the agreement. 

Concerning the French the case is this : It is not the custom of the head 
of the kingdom of Hindostan^ to bind and deliver up the w'eak because by so 
doing I should have a bad name through the whole world. Nevertheless I have 
turned Mr. Law aAA'ay’from hence, and AV'rote expressly Avherever I have any 
authority that they should not suffer them to abide there, but seud them to th^ 

. other side of the lliAcr Carramuasscr.

No. 126.] Prom CotoNEL Clive to the Nabob, April 24th, 1757. 

I have received with "reat satisfaction yonr Excellency’s letter desirinj' fifty 
pieces of cannon to ho furnished you, and acquaint inar me that after the Puniah 
is over you will giv^^ orders about the thirty-eight villages on our satisfying? the 
Jemidars agreeable to what is expressed in our phirmuund, and assuring me that 
you remain firm and steady to tlm Treaty and never will depart from it, and 
that you have put lM.r. Law oiu; of Miixadavad, and wrote to your Kail) at 
l^atna Ih) turn him and his attendants out of the boundaries of your Subaship, 
and not to suffer thorn to stay in any place therein. 

T have likewise received from Mr. Watts a Persian w);iting containing the^ 
message you sent him by llungeet Hoy and Meer Bakhur, as taken froni.+ iieir 
own mouths, also a copy of llajaranr Sing’s letter to your Excellency which 
yem dcsu’cd might he transmitted me. I don’t well understand the rm^ining /)f 
Hajaram Sing’s letter, hut must imagine from the falsities, he would make 
your Highness believe that lie designs to disturb our peace and friendship. I 
declare *wo have no more than 60 men at Ballasore and no forces have arrived 
but those 1 informed you of. *' 

I am son-y to find by the message to Mr. Watts and other particulars 
which have come to my cars that your Exccllciu.’y liarhours some displeasure 
against the English : as I set a great value on your .friendship any decrease I 
perceive in it gives mo the highest ijoncern. I cau solemnly swi'ar th.at I bear 
the l)(*st intentions towards you and your Oovernnv'ut. My readiness to under- 
take a long march to assist you against your enemies, and indeed all my actions 
ought to have convinced you of this. VVhat passed before the Treaty is entirely 
forgot on our parts, niui I jiersuade myself froih your Excellency’s good sense 
and justice tliat it is the sirne with you. 

1 liave made no use of the large army under «iy command but to ho at^+Vie 
French. T shall not on any account he the first to break the peace with your 
Excclleney. But if you think proper to begin hostilities against us, I shall 
not at all he appndu'usivo for the consequences. God forbid that any dillerenct? 
should arise again hctwi'en us, it shall not he my fault. It is in your power 
to have u.s for iirm friends or formidable enemies. 

If I have so often desired the French to be delivered up to us, it was as 
much to s(!curc the ]»‘aco of your country as to benefit the Company’s ti^illc. 
Should you he still resolved not to send them to us I shall depend upon your 
word that they are expelled out of your Subaship. 

It will he best that your Excellency be supplied wuth the fifty cannon you 
desire from this place or Calcutta as those of Cossirnhazar will be w^anted for the 
fortifications of that place, and I hope you will order them to bo ilelivered to 
Mr. WattvS. It w ill be your E.xccllency*s fault if you do not receive signal proofs 
of the friendship of the English in this as ^^eli as any other ocv3a»iofis you may 
have for it. , . • 

I think it necessary to acquaint' you that I now send one officer, four or 
five soldk'rs and twenty Tellingees to Cossimbazar to bring away some of* 'the 
money and effects we have there. ’ * • 

In the Colonel’s own hand — Your behaviour to our Yacqueel has given mo 
great uneasiness ; however that is over and forgotten. Trust me and I will bo 
faithful unto you to the last, but remember that if you have given ear to my 
enemies and are resolved to break through the articles of agreement,* you will 
become responsifilo for all the blood that Shall be spilt, and all the mischief that 
shall be done. *

nl-Mumoluk Seraja Dowlah Bahader. Ily but Jung, 27th of the Moon Kajab 
in the 3rd year of Alumgeer’s reign. 
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All Mutsiddies who now are or hereafter may ho employed in the King’s 
hnsiness, all Chovvdries, Kauoongoes, and others within the lieaven, the 8uba> 
ship of Bengal, Behar, and Oriza. Know ye that the English Company’s servants 
shall at all their factories and at all the aurunges buy And sell the Company’s 
goods and merchandize without any let or hindrance from- you, and according 
to the royal jdurinaund ye shall demand nothing from them. All the purwau- 
naha which have been issued forbidding t'^e levying any dutys, customs, or 
ahwal (presents on particular occasions) and for the currency of sicca rupees 
coined iu Alenagur, Calcutta, through all the Subaships under my jurisdiction, 
their copies and the copy of this pnrwannah if sealed by the Kazi’s seal shall 
ho doomed valid, and you shall act conformah'e to them. By the royal 
pii>maundand Ilusbul Ilulvkum wbieii the English now possess forty biggas of 
ground are granted them wherever they shall build a factory. I therefore write 
you thai in whatever place they shall as formerly l)uilda factory you shall give 
them forty biggas of ground for that purpose, and be assisting to them injill their 
alfairs. All tliis you will strictly observe.

M unsur ul Mumuluk Siraja Jfowla Bahadar, Ilyhut Jung, dated the 1st of th<;

To the Protectors of the* High and Lofty. 

The great among Merchants tlie English Company on whom may the 
King’s favour ever rest. 

From the 1st day of the Moon Shahan the beginning of tlio 4th year of 
the reign of Aalumgoer. New siecas being now' begun to he struelc for this 
year in all the mints. Bo you also sot up a mint in Alenagur Cahjutta, and 
there continue to coin into Alenagur Calcutta siecas, all your gold and silver 
wh’hdi comes iu, and provided they be made eipial in weight and lineness to those 
coined at IMuxadavad, they shall then pass current in the King’s treasury, and 
nobody shall make any ohjc'cdion to them on account of batta. But ye shall 
not coin siecas for any other people. 


No. 127.] From the Nabob to Cobonet. Ci.ivb, April 26th, 1757. 

I received with pleasure your agreeable letter. You desire iu it that I ivould 
fulfil the articles of agreement. As I am a well-wisher to mankind I remain 
unalhn'ably firm to ray Treaty. There neither is nor shall be any deviation from 
it on my side. The articles of the agreement with the Company are all com- 
plied with. Whatever goods and money belonging to the Company were taken 
by me at Cossimhazar ami Baeca have been delivered hack to Mr. Watts. The 
si?veral purwaiinahs for the currency of the Company’s busiuess, which are 
wrote agreeable to Mr. Watts’s desire, together with that foi* erecting a mint in 
Calcutta Alenagur hav'o been also put into his hands of which you have no 
doubt been informed by his lett<?r. I wrote you before in regard to the cannon 
and shall act to this conformable to your ansvver. 

Though in the articles nothing is mentioned relative to the Calcutta affairs, 
for your satisfaction however I have got from Manickchuud the Calcutta 
accounts. His Mutsiddies and tliose sent on the part of the Company are now 
examining them with the Company’s papers : when this is finished that busi- 
ness v’ill be likewise Shttlcd. Whatever broadcloth and etc. small articles have 
been taken for my use shall be paid for at the current price when Mr. Watts 
lays that before me. 

As to what you have wrote concerning Mr. Law*, that it was very improper 
to .set him at liberty, and tiiat they would join with my enemies against me, 
therefore your forces would follow them, and you desired they might meet 
with no opposition from mo. It is not the custom of Hindustan to bind and 



deliver up to their enemies the weak, wlui have hedg’d their protection. I have 
turned Mr. Law out of my dominions, llow should he ever dare to join W'ith 
jny enemies or yours, yet should this ever happen while I have such a man as 
you for my friend and assistant, God willing, hy joining toget;her wc should 
punish him as he dhserved. It is neither proper nor adviseable for you to send 
forces after Mr, Law. Seeing the Zemidars of 13<djar Subaship arcs very quarrel- 
some and mischievous, should they have any ditferenee with you, it would have 
a vt;ry ]jad appearance and occasion the ruin and devastation of the province. 
As a friend I have faithfully acquainted you Avith this. Regai'ding the Frenoli 
factoi'ies the alfair. stands thus. Their creditors are constantly applying to- 
me for their debts. It is not the custom, neither does it become judges to shut* 
their ears ag.ainst the just demands of tjhose who apply to tlu'm. You yourself 
ca/ne to this part on the comjilaints of your Company’s servants. Con^uhn* this 
Avithin yourself, and then judge fairly. Munseram, when he arrives, Avill explain 
these things separately to you. 

By the favour of God peace has been agreed upon ‘hetAvixt Achmud 
Shah Abdaliy and me. By repcxited advices I am informed of his returning hy 
continued marches from Delhi towards his own country, and that ho had got 
as far as Paniput and Suniput. As I took upon Ahdally's returning at his 
time in the light of a victory, for your pleasure and satisfatdiou I h;um ac- 
quainted yon with it. It is very improper to send forces after the French. I 
liave this dny had advice that Mr. Law Avas got beyond the hills, and was 
continuing his march with all expedition. By* tlic time your forces could 
arrive at Muxadavad they Avill be past the Carnmnasser. You can neither 
expect nor Avill you gain any advantage hy sending the troops, except that of 
distressing the kingdon, and the consequence, if yon take this step, Avill be the 
breaking the Treaty. 


From tho Nabok to Colonel Clive, enclosed in the former. ^ 

As the Treaty Avas solemnly sworn to, and the articles sign'd hy both 
parties, I have therefore no such designs, neither do I desire, Avhilc *I possibly 
can avoid it, to break the Treaty on my side. You desired Nuncoinar to write 
that you intended to march this Avay, and that you had already sent 600 cht)iee 
soldiers and 500 Tellingis. lie adds that your troops were continually going 
into Uugley, whi(;h occasioned much disturbance, and loss to tho inhabitants. 
This is no Avays Avarranted by the agreement. 

As by your army marching this Avay the Treaty must be infringed and 
the kingdom suli'er. On this ac<;ount I write you, ^ so that if you do send an 
army this way, it is you who break the Treaty, and I am Idamele.ss. I have 
directed my Generals, when they received uccounts of your haviug’ begun your 
march, to set out to meet you. ... 


From Muttehmut. to B.\boo Sauiu, enclosed in letfer from Mil. Watts. 

The news of this place I baAm Avroto you before, I have just now further 
learned that 11 boats are gone loaded with cannon, ammunition, and muskets 
to Cossimhazar. Tavo Tellingis AA'^ere going by land fi*om them. I learned that 
600 choice Soldiers and 600 Tellingis will set out for that ydace this night, and 
1 hear there are 3 — sepoys assembled at Cossimb 9 .zar. 1 therefore write you 
it is very necessary to be upon your guard, and to send spys wlio may bring you* 
certain intelligence. As you are a man of sense. I trust you will make l;,his 
known to the Nabob, that he may order a strong guard at his door, Avho may be 
ready with their arms night and day, and send some Hircaras to me. 1 am 
very attentive to my business ; nothing passes but I inform you of it. AboA^'e 
all keep a strict eye on Gossimbazar, as soldiers and seayioys are going tb^t Avay 
daily. ’Tis my duty to acquaint you and I constantly write you what liap- 
pens. You will send an Hireara to Raja Dulub Ram Babadar that he may bo 
also on his guard. Seeing it is projier all should he on the watch and prepared 
and not negligent, it is good to be watchful ; you tvill request the Nabob not to 
tbink himself too secure. I shall continue to advise you of what may further 
occur.

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Ncncosiau’s letter te tlie Naboh. enclosed in a letter from Mr. "VVatts, April 23rd, 1757. 

Yesterday the 22nd April, at midnight, the Colonel’s Munshie came to me 
and IMutteramul, and told us the Colonel called .us for some business. As I 
suppose it Avas to talk about the Erench affair, and therefore I returned the 
Munshie this answer that I was not then at leisure being occupied about 
your business, but would come wlnm that was tlnished. The Colonel being 
informed of this by his Munshie s(int again another person to me and ^^lutter- 
amul, an hour before day, who told us the Colonel, &c., were come out and 
then standing in tin; plain ; that he had something which he must tell me and 
desired I would step thci’c for a moment. I’inding it impossible to avoid go- 
inj^j't.as ho might put a bad construction on it, Mutteramul and I therefore 
went and found the Colonel, Major Roger Drake and others of the Calcuj^ta 
Council 'standing all together, and observing the whole army and artillery 
(which were drawn up in Chandernagoro plain to the north of Toldarigy 
(jardcti) go through their exercise. They spent 2^- hours in this amusement. 
Asking leave after tins ,to go away ho desix'ed us to go along Avith him for a 
little Avhile to the garden. Having got there and in private he then told us 
you Imd contradicted all the favour you had professed for them, and had used 
A’^ery harsh expressions to Mr. "Watts and the "Vacqueel, and told t hem plainly to 
come no more into your j)rcs:‘-nce, by which it appears to mo tliei I^abob has boon 
listening to my enemies. I shall therefore begin my march tomorrow towards 
the Nabob, and do you acquaint him of it. As Muttci’amul and I AA^ere quite 
ignorant of what had y)assed betwixt you and Mr. Watts, according to my 
weak understanding 1 made this reply — that in every purvvannah received by 
me your kindness for them seemed to increase daily. AVhy should he proc(?cd so 
liastily. God willing, Avhatever the Nabob said he Avould do for you Avill lu? 
sociiifullilled ; though wc repeated this again and again, yet he seemed far from 
being convinced. We afterwards told him that Ave had ad<lressed you in regard 
to this affair, that your answer \A^)uld arrive in a few days Avith \vhi<;h we 
AVould acquaint him, and till this answer^ arrived hegg’d he’d not bo uneasy, 
nor give place to malicious insinuations to your prejudice. This was the dis- 
course Avc had, and I have therefore Avrote you, as it was proper and fit you 
should be informed of it, and hope speedily for your answer. 


No. 128. J From Coi.onkl Cuvk to tlie Nabob, April 30tb, 1757. 

I have received the favour of your Excellency’s hitter by Mnnseram. I 
forth Avith sent for Nuneornar and Mutteramul, tliat for vour satisfaction I 
migVit prove" bf/fovc Munscrain the falsity of what they had Avvoto you concern- 
ing the march of my army. 1 having heard that your Excellency was dis- 
pleased at something I had A\Tote, that you had tore my letter, and had turned 
our V'acqueel out of your presence, and ordered Meer jatfer to march against 
me'. It Avas on this account I called Nuncomar and told him as I imagined 
from these proceedings you had an intention to break the Treaty, I simuhl 
therefore be on my guard and prepare for the Avorst. i3ut I never entertained 
the .least thought of moving your Av'ay unless I sheuld be. obliged to it. Your 
Highness informing me of several of the particulars of Nuncomar’s letter I 
esteem as a proof of your friendship. 1 am extremely glad that I have now an 
opportunity of satisfying yo(i as to the falsity of Avhat has been wrote you, and 
to convince you of that, and at the same time of the sincerity of my intentions, 
I have ordered that my troops shall in a day or two retire into garrison, the 
major paid to Calcutta and the rest to Chandernagore. 

Your Excellency has fulfilled most of the r.rticles of our agreement. Those 
yet remaining I hope., will be also complied with soon, and that you will, 
confon'hablc to the Treaty^ and agreeable to wliat you have wrote me, finish the 
affair of the thirty-eight villages Avhen the Puniah is over. 

I have just now received a letter from Mr. Watts that Roy Dulub has 
stopt some boats Avitb 5 soldiers, 20 seapoys and some ammunition going to 
Cossimbazar. This has given me much concern : the smallness of the force must 
convince you I would have no bad intentions, besides I acquainted you iu 
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my last letter with my reasons for sonding’them, which w'as to bring doAvn some 
of the money and goods from Cossinibazar in rfrdcr lo carry on our trade 
again. If you would not listen to my enemies, you shall liud tlie English the 
most faithful people in your province. Nuncoinar wi’ote I was seeding 500 
soldiers and 500 Telhngis. By this time you are couvincfMl of the' falsity of this 
report; whenever 1 send anytliing Avithout acquainting you of it, tlnaiyou may 
believe I am not your friend, but «ot before. However to satisfy you and con- 
vince you 1 am determined to abide by your agreement. 1 have ordered all my 
army into garrison. If your Excellency has occasion for the cannon of Cossim; 
bazar you may keep them. 


No. 129. ] From Colonel Clive to thu Nabob, May 2nd, 17;)7. 

Erom w'hat I have wrote yonr Highness in my hast, and from the advieee 
you musi haA''e had from Munseram, avIio has seen every thing, I arn jiersuaded 
you are fully satisfied of the falsity of what has been wroj^c you from iliis 
quarter. That your Highness may have no longer any suspicions or doubt of 
the truth of what I liave often declared to you — tliat 1 clesirc nothing so much 
as to live in peace and friendship with you, and to make yonr kingdom 
flourish by extending onr trade, I liavo oi’deiyd the; greatest part of my army 
fo Calcutta, and the rest to Chandernagore, and 1 expect to hear your Excel- 
lency has ordered your troops to return to Muxadavad. It has given me great 
concern to hear your Excellency had given so gre.atr credit to false informers and 
my enemies as to insist on searching our factory at Cossimbazar. What you 
discoveriid there will he a sulTlcicnt proof how little reason you had to suspect 
us of any such underliaud practices. I know not what may bo the custom in 
this country, hut I assure your Highness I am above acting so false a part. 
My resolution once taken I act openly and fafrly. Your Excellency n>ust 
perceive there nevtu* can be that mutual confidence and cordial friendship be- 
twixt us, which is so greatly to be desired for the good and prosperity of both, 
while you will believe whatever is tohl to my prejudice by nuni void of charae* 
ter and truth. I have, therefore, long wished that a person of truth, W'isdom, 
and reputation from your Highness might remain Avith me, w'ho being made 
.«icn.sil)le of the goodness of my intentions and fairness of my actions, might 
thoroughly conv'ince you, that it is my desire and aim that tlic English shpuld 
ever possess your favour and friendship, and be ahvays regarded and depended on 
by you as your firmest support, AA'^hichthey will oA'er prove while your Highness 
trusts to them. 


No. 130. 3 From Colonel Clive to the Nabob, May Uh, 17.57. 

Munseram has been with me and the .Admiral; he will iifforrayour Excel- 
lency of what he knows. I have desfred hini only to tell the truth which is all 
I expect from him. 

I almost despair of enjoying your •Excellency’s friendship while you listen 
to the idle stories and falsities of men of mean extraction. Eor my own part I 
despise tliem, being persuaded that for tho sake of a few rupees they will say 
whatever they are bid. If a man of family and good name Avas near mo, you 
then would soon be convinced of the English truth and justice. 

Yesterday *my army broke up their camp ; more than half is gone to 
Calcutta, the rest remain at Chandernagore. Cj^leutta is become a place of 
such misery since your army almost destroyed it, that tlicre is not room for 
more soldiers without endangering their lives by siqkness. However, further, to 
satisfy yon, I shall order doAim to Calcutta all my field cannon. I expect to hc.ar 
that your army has retired likewise to Muxadavad, and that you have been as 
expeditious in perfonning A\'hat J^ou promised as I have. . 

I hear you have stopt Captain Grant. This surely is not an act qf your 
friendship or agreeable to the articles of agreement.* When your Excellency 
gave lip Cossimbazar with its guns, &e., you could not expect it should neither 
have guns or ammunition in it for its defence. *I am sure this was not so in y our 
grandfather’s time, neither did you find it in that Condition when you obliged 
Mr. Watts to deliver it to you. I shall reside at the Preneh gardens, a very 
convenient and pleasant house to tho southward of Chandernagore.

I have received with pleasure your friendly letter, and observe its contents. 
The Nabob, my master, is firm to the peace and Treaty he concluded with you, 
in conformity to which he has given the Sunnud andPurwanrjabs for the currency 
of the Cornpany^s business as formerly, through all the districts under his authori- 
ty, and he has also caused to be delivered to Mr. Watts all the goods and effects 
taken by him atCossimbazar and Dacca and the aurunges. The other accounts 
being settled ; Avhatcver goods appear by the papers yet remaining shall be de- 
livered to Mr. Watts. Uy the goodness of God there neither has nor shall be the 
_ smallest deviation from wliat he has agreed to, Kest satisfied of this. Nor 
he.lievc otherwise what may bo wrote to you or told you by wicked men who 
make mountains of mole-hills. Continue you also steady on your part, and 
leaving, as many of your men as is pro])cr at Chandernagore return with *1116 
rest to Calcutta, and there carry on your trade. As your staying at this time 
with your army about Uugley will occasion great doubts and suspicions in the 
minds of the country people, and hinder them from labouring the ground to 
the detriment of the King’s revimuos arising thereon, and it will likewise give 
room for malicious people to invent falsities and stories against you. This you 
will please to consider well. I have just seen Mr. Watts : he will acquaint you 
of what past betwixt us. 

You may ever depimd upon my assistance in everything that may regard 
the Company’s ti*ade, while you remain sincere in your actions and carry on 
the Company's business fairly. 


Trunsliitioii of a cojiy of Purwannah unrler Mohun Lai. Pahad,vh.’.s seal directed to Jusseku 
Ki! VN at Dacca, inclosed hi a letter from Mr. Waits. 

■ The English Vacqueel having represented to the Nahol) tliat in vii’tue of 
his purwannah for the restoring the English Company at Dacca, and for the 
currency of their husiness, the English had dispatched goods from thence 
to Calcutta, hut that several of tho.se who sought to evade and pay no regard 
to this purwannah had stopt them, and would not suffer them to protjoed in 
expectation thereby of getting something. Eurther tliat on this account all 
buying and selling in the circumjacent places continued yet stopt. As it is 
extremely wrong aft(M' receiving the Nabob’s purwannah and what 1 wrote you 
that anything should be stopt, I, therefore, again positively write you on the 
receipt of this, that you acquaint all your people that none of them shall 
molest or impede the English Company in their buying, selling, bringing, or 
carrying away their goods. That their business go on as formerly, and ail of 
you be assisting to them inany atfairs wdiicb may come hefon; you. Should any 
more complaints be ever brought mo on this head, look ye to the conse- 
quences. ' " ’ 

Xo. il32.] From JuooAr Seat to Colonel Ci-ivb. Rec'* May 9tb, 1757. 

It was with the highest pleasure I received your obliging letter desiring 
me to send Dejenaiit to carry on the business of our house, and assuring me 
that after bis arrival, we should have evident proofs of tlie favour and assistance 
you promised to show him for our former friendship. I am well convinced I 
may depend upon your favour, but the case is this. Bejenaut, on the breaking 
out of the troubles, left liugley, and staid at a small distance from it. When 
the Na1)ob went there he called him and sent him back to Muxadavad, where 
he has brought all his family. Zuhrah (Venus) is now set and the time is inaus- 
picious for 2 months 15 days to set out from home to go about any good work, 
but God willing, when the time is lucky I will send him and acquaint you there- 
\A ith. I hope you will continue to favour me with accounts of your good 
health. 


No. 133.] From tbe Nabob to Colonel Clive. Rec^ May 9tb, 1757. 

Understanding from Omichund that you are very well pleased and satis- 
fied with Mr. Pearkes, one of the Company's Councillors at Calcutta, who stays 
with you, I participate in your pleasure on this account, and have therefora 
sent by HazarimuU a dress and a horse for him, which it would be agreeable 
to me if you yourself would deliver to him. 
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No. 1340 From Colonel Clive to the ISAfion, May Hth, Ho?, 

It is with great concern I daily hear of your Excellency infringing the 
Treaty. These reports arc confirmed to me by «your stopping the Comjuiny’s 
treasure and goods coming from their factory at Oossimbazar. If the Thiglish 
are your enemies you are in the right to forbid the. currency of their trade 
and frc<i passage through your coijjitry, and if after the n-eeipt of tins you 
persevere iu stopping tlurin, I shall look upon it os a d(!claration that you do 
not chuse the English for your friends, the more so that after the most solemn 
promise of withdrawing your army as soon as I ordered mine into quarters, 
yours still continues iu the field to the great deh’iment of, the trade and ruin 
of your country, for the consequences must be, if they continue iu camp ny?.ny 
days longer, that my troops must again* take the field. Your Excellency has 
taicen no notice of many letters lhave lat<dy wrote you expressing the strongest 
inclinations to peace and friendship. Were you as anxious to see the trade 
of your* country flourish as I am, you vvould bo more desirous of peace, and 
your subjects lx; happy. 

In a paper apart. — I hear a report of the Mahrattas liaving a design to 
enter the country. Your Excellency may he assured of my best endeavours to 
prevent their cominy, and that if yon fulfill the Tx’caty with the English you 
shall always find me your friend. , 


No. 135.] From the Nacoij to Colonei. Ci.ivb, May 10th, Roe‘* M.ay Kith, 1757. 

The intrepid Sheik Amr-ul-la, who has servcjl mo for many years, in whom 
I have great confidence, 1 have, now i>rom<)ted to ho Naih of the llughjy 
district, and he will arrive there very soon. You will speak to him as Avliat 
may coiurern tlie Company’s business in that (plarter. I have talki'd to him 
mys(;lf on tl»is head, and he will act accordingly. 


No. 136>1 From Colonel Clive to the N.Anox, May ilOth, 17.'>7. , 

Mr. Scrafton, the bearer of this, will comniuni(;atc some particnlars of 
o-rcat cons(M|uence. Kemember 1 tcdl you once more if you persist inmistrust- 
Tug the English you must be in secret tlu;ir eueinies, and have not forgiven 
them what h.as happened at Calcutta and Chandornagon;. The miseries tlu'y 
sufi'er’d by their expulsion from Calcutta no pen can describe, and ivliat they 
(lid for the recovery of their losses is no more than what you yourself Avould 
have done, in the* like case. I make this last elfort to obtain your confldemu; 
and good opinion, and to convince you, it is for my iu^'rest to assist you ag-ainst 
all your enemies whatever, for witliout peace there can he no trgdft and with- 
out trade Hu; Europeans cannot subsist, or ’your dominions flourish. Though 
you promised to ivithdraAV your forces' they still remain in the Gold, the eonse- 
quenees of which are the great mcndiauts of Muxadavad will not come; down 
to Calcutta, or trust tlieir money and olTects abroad, neither dare wc trust rjur 
money to the auruuges or carry on our investments. The navigation of the 
Ganges is entirely at an end, your jieople seize and make prisoners everybody 
(fither going up or coming down. If you liavo the trade of your country at 
heart, "consider w^ell of these things, and do not drive tho English j^o the 'sad 
necessity of believing you are determined to destroy them whenever you have 
an opportunity. » 

0. 137.] From the Nahob to Colonel Clive, May 17th, Uec^. May ^.‘hd, 1757. * 

I firmly adhere to whatevfjr I have agreed to. Neither have I nor will I 
ever deviate from it. I c(msider*your enemies as mine, and at.any time should 
you want my assistance, on your advising me I will send it, and should JL ever 
liave occasion for your army I shall demand your assistance. 

By the favour and goodness of God Alxlally is returning by continued 
inarches to his own country. We have been in peace with the Mahiattocs 
these seven years past, and we are in strict friendshi'p with them. They are very 
sincere in their contracts and will never break their agreement. 1 have their 
Treaty ratified and scaled on their part and they have mine. They will never 
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depart from this Treaty or ever como this way, whoever told you that- news 
told you an untruth. My troops continue at Plassy aud Daodpoore, because in 
the city the inhabitants suffer greatly from tbem, the most of my forces 
remain without the city. Yovi may with great confidence continue to carry 
on your trade ; none will ever make any opposition to it. What I have wrote 
I will stand by, and request you will always (sonsult that when you write me. 
As our business is only this to observe j),i,»nctually whatever we have agreed 
to, it cannot concern you whether 1 withdraw my army or keep them in the 
field. You may very safely carry on your trade. 


xJ'lj 138.] From the Nadob to Cot.onki, Clivb, dated May 20th, Rcc**. 24th, 1757- 

You are endued with great sense and a mature judgment* Consider then 
within yourself why, unless I dc-sired to see you again carry on the trade of 
your Company in my kingdom, do I, agreeable to your articles, restore* to them 
all their goods, etea., sei:sed by me in their factories. Never, never conjecture that 
I will retract from my, agreement, aud renew the war from any insinuations 
of self-interested and designing men. Shutllingand insincerity is a most shame- 
ful stain in a soldier, and no less unbecoming is it in men of birth and fortune 
to recede without cause from the contracts they h.avc made. This however 
is most certain that till such lime as I receive a disidiarge witness’d by you 
and tJic Admiral for such articles of the agreement as I have fulfilled, anil 
while you decline carrying on your trade as you used to do, men will ever be 
represouting things to your imsjudice. 


No. 139.] From the Nabob to Colonbi, CtiVK, ilated May 21st, Kec-i. 24th, M.iy, 1757. 

Everything taken by me at the different factories has been delivered to Mr. 
Watts; a little only remain^ which I have set aside and reserved till I shall 
..receive a discharge in full. Yet notwithstanding this Mr. Watts refuses to give 
me an aci|uittance importing that he has received in full every thing taken by 
me. Ort- this account I address you, seeing that after articles had been agreeil 
and signed to, and agreeable thereto, I have returned all the money and goods, 
tho refusing to give me an acquittance is contrary to the rules and practice 
of tVade. Till such time as this arrives, and the Company’s hiisiness goes on as 
formerly, hoAV can I rely on the Ti*eaty, or trust in your friendship. Be judge of 
this yourself and speedily send mo a discharge in f ull under the Company’s Seal 
and the Seals of tho Council, attested by you and tlie Admiral. By this I shall 
perceive your intentions arc sincere aud your friendship well I'ooted. 


No. 140.] From Mohun Lal to Coi.onbi. Clivk, dat-ed May 21 st, Rec"*. May 24tli, 1767. 

Agreeable to the Treaty made with the Nabob >vhatevor was taken hy him 
has been delivereii to Mr. Watts, tho amount of the things expended for the 
Nabob’s use only excepted, which Mr. Watts Avon’t consent to receive at the bazar 
price, nor will he give a discharge acknowledging his having received in full 
Avhatever was taken by the Nabob. But as you desire the good of the whole and 
the satisfaction of both parties, I am certain this is not agreeable to..your intentions. 
I therefore write you to desire you will send quickly a general discharge acknow- 
ledging your having received evi'ry thing seized by the Nabob at all the factories 
ami aurunges under the Seals of the Company and the Council, and attested hy 
you and Admiral Watson as in the articles of agreement, and immediately write to 
Mr. Watts to receive the amount of the goods at the current price. Would you 
act thus, and as forraely carry on the Com})any*s business, these disputes Avould 
beat an end, and the Nabob will bo convinced of the sincerity of your friendship 
and that you will stand by him, which will alford him great satisfaction. 


No. 141*] From Colonel Clivk to the Nabob, May 25th, 1767. 

I have received your Excellency’s several letters. By this time I hope Mri. 
Sevaftou has been with you, and that you are thoroughly convinced of the Ehgliih 
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friendship and our resolution’ to abide by our agreement. I have already said 
as much as can be said about withdrawing your rfrmy, and that we can carry 
on no trade wdiile the navigation of the river is obstructed. Your own mer- 
chants at Muxadavad will neither come here nor trust their money abroad Avhile 
your army continues encamped on the banks of the river, very wisely eonjexdur- 
ingthei'e can be no safety for trade as long as we mistrust one another. I ]ait 
an entire confidence in your Exeelleucy wdien agreeable to your rcijucst I with- 
draw all my forces and returned the most of them to Calcutta. Had you put the 
like confidence in me by w^ithdrawing your army also agreeable to your promisi*, 
all suspicious had been at an end. 

I observe what you wjyte about sending you a recs»ipt in full under tb*- 
Beals of the Company jind the Conneil attested by the Admiral and me f>r all 
that was taken by you at our dilferent factories and aurunges. As your Execd- 
leuey has always ])rofessed yoursidf a great lover of justice, your Ji)xcplleney 
cannot \n reason desire us to give an acquit tance for tlio whole wdion only part 
has bccu received. It is certain there an? several hicks of ru 4 ,iees yet /iue not 
only on tlie Calcutta aciamnt, hut on tliat of Cosjimbazar, l)a<?c!a, and the 
fiurungs. lEow'ever, agvc<\able to your desire I will get an acijuittancc propiady 
signed and scaled, which shall he sent to Mr. AVatts with ordi'rs to deliver it to 
your Excellency as soon as these accounts are fully settled, in which I llattm* 
myself there wdll he no delay. • 

I cannot help ri'iiiiuding your Exeidlency that though the Pimiah is long 
since ovesr 1 do not find that any uieasurt's an? taken for putting ns in possession 
of the thirty -eight villages. Nor do 1 hear that Mr. Law is far advanced on his 
route towards the Caruimiass<?r. Arour Exeelle/icy will give the English an 
cfV(‘ctual proof of the sincerity of your friendship by fulfilling these points of 
your promise.

The intrepid Sheikh Amr-nl-la, Vf ho is now firmly established tliePhousdar 
of J lugliley, representing that niilcss Coja AV’azeed, wTio is my friend and the? ehiet 
man in tliat part of theeounti’v, aeemnpanied him, the business there? Avould not 
go on as it ouglit, nor tlu? ydace ever llourish. 1 have on these considerations sjent 
iiim also and charged him w ith many jiarticulars, wTiicli he Avillcorumuuieaio to 
you by w'ord of mouth. 1 am persuaded you will act according to wdiat he shall 
represent to you. You may coutidcntly rely on me in every respect, and carry 
on the Company’s business depending on my assistairce in every thing regarding 
trade. 


No. 143.1 Prom Coj.v Waz-eed to Colonki, Cl^vb, May lleo'*. .May ^Sth, 1757. 

1 have had the pleasure of your letter. Se.veral affairs witlt whiidr I have 
been occujiied has hindered me till now from answering it. It must be allowed 
YOU have in no respect violated the Treaty, nor has the Nabob *any otlu'r vunv but 
that the Treaty may on both sides be strictly adhered to, and the Company’s 
trade prosper. As I perceive that w icked and self-interested men desire above 
all things to set you at varianct; witli the Nabob, and use every mc.anjs to 
hinder a sincere friendship and reconciliation hetwdxt you, I liavc«thoi’eforo 
aoreeable to Avhat you have wrote, and by’the Nabob’s order set out for Hugh'y, 
hoping soon to liave the pleasure of meeting yCu, and.of laying before you , 
many particulars, by Avhich 1 trust you will iu CA'^ery degree be satisfied, and 
that your friendship for the Nabob and his kindness for you shall increase 
daily.

I have received your letter by Muteramul. I am very much obliged to 
your Excellency for sending Coja Wazecd here! We iiavo all talked together, 
and I make no doubt but everything will be settled to our mutual satisfaction, 
and that your country will flourish in the same manner as it did under your 
grandfather.

I am now well assured, and it appears plainly to me and by what IStr. 
SeraTtoa has told me that mischievous people have hitherto been endeavouring

Kajah Duluh Itam, to the redoubtable Meer Mahmud Jalfor Khan, and toMe(*r 
Muddun to return hither with their armies as soon as possiblt?, and they will 
accordingly be witli me speedily.

But I am 
much surprised to find by Mr. Watts’ letter that tbo alfair does not dra w to a 
conclusion; in the meantime the season for our business is passing. 1 hope 
your Excellency will take this into consideration.

I am arrived at Boggle- 
pore..at a great expence Avherefore I cannot move at present, but I send my

write you to desire you Avill let me know the cause of the rupture hetweeu the 
Nabob and the English, and what has the Nabob .sent to me for. I hope you 
will oblige me in ansAvenng these particulars. M ons. Sin fray is going there. 
If you havo any orders Cor him send for him, and acejuaint him Avith them, and 
you will oblige me. 


■ From Mir/a Sallee to Coja Wazkku. (No date.) 

I have received a purwannah to the following effect : — ** That th(3 distin- 
guished of the Empire, the sword of riches, the victorious in war Mons. 
Bnssy is coming to assist Mons. Ronnault, the Governour of Chandernagore. 
That I am not to oppose the passage of Mons. Bnssy’s forces, that I must go 
out to meet him, and show him respect, and send him your way.” As yet 1 
bear nothing of liis eorning tJiis Avay, but agreeable to the Nabob’s order I have 
\Arote to all the Jemidars and Thannadars on that side of the comitry, that if 
"Mons. Bnssy should march this way not to impede their coming, and to give 
tiu'i immediate advice of his* coming that I may go to meet him, court his 
friendship, and send him that way. 

No. 147.] From Colonel Clive to Sheikh Ame-ul-la, June 12th, 1757. 

I am now marching to Muxadavad in order to see tho articles of the 
Treaty complied with which liave been long delayed. Keep yourself quiet in 
llugley and nobody shall mohist you, but if you make the least stir depend 
on it I shall send people to destroy your toAvn. Behave as a friend to the 
Euglish, and you Avill find them such to you. Do not interfere, but wait the 
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event whether our difference's with the Nabob are to be settled in an amicable 
manner or by a battle. 


Ko. 148.] From Shbtkh Amr.ol-la to Colonel CLivE,'dateil and rec**. June 12th, 1757.

Your letter, in which you Avrite me that Ihe Naboli delaying the execution 
of the Treaty you are marching to iVluxadavad, and that I should not 
leave Hugley I liave received anff aju ae»|uaiutcd with the particulars. While 
I was mear the Nabob I saw nothing, Imt what he spok(5 the most friendly 
intentions towards the English, and earnestly desires to linish the Treaty witli 
them, and it is only the great importan<?e of affairs that has occasioned thy 
delay, it is not propei* tliat on the misrepresentation of’ bad men you sliouid 
take such an immediate resolution to march to Muxadavad. Am soon as'your 
letter aiTived I dispatched it to the Nabob by express eossids. By the blessing 
of God you will soon have :m answ(n\ Belay your inar<*h till you have an 
answerTrom the Ih’esencc. I am here for the N.ahoh’s business agreeal)le to 
his orders. The Nabob Avhon he sent mo here ordered m'e to do nothing to 
dissatisfy you. Whatever you order 1 am ready to obey. 


JfO. 149.] From Colonel Clive to Sheikh Amr-ul-la, Juikj TlLli, 1757. 

I have reeeived your answer to my letter, hut do not find it so clear and 
express as I expected, thiTCfore I write you agaiirthat 1 send a ship to Hiighley, 
If vou oppose the passagi^ of our boats or supplys coining io us, or commit any 
otlier hostilities, 1 shall destroy Jlughley. It is, necessary that you should give 
me a clear answer to my letter of yi'sterday that I may act accordingly. 


No. 150. ] From Colonel Clive to the Nabob, June 13th, 1757. 

It was in consideration of the fame of your great character as being tlie 
greatest Prince, the greatest Nabob, and the greatest soldier in the Hindustan 
ilhupire. that I was induced to enter into a 'Ireaty of Peace with yiAt in hopes 
the Company’s business would inerense and llourisli ; and therefore it was I past 
bv the loss of many erores taken in the plunder of Calcutta, and was satiiAlhal 
w'ith what vou agreed to restore me. The event lias been that 1 lind you ‘ha ve 
not been true. to your Treaty, It has given me great vexation that having 
had a thing of so great consequence in your iiower .as our friimdshii) you 
should have neglected it, and not have known the true value of it. It was 
agreed between us that your enemies should he min«^ and mine yours. AVh<*n 
vonv P-xcellene.y called me to your assistance against the Pattans, I swear 
before God that it was my tirra intcntioij to assist you witli inywholc force, 
and that I esteemed it the gre.atc!jt,happiness to have such an opportunity of 
testifying the sincerity of my friendship for you. AVliereas yftur Excellency 
chose* your friends from among my enemies as evidomtly appears front’ this. 
'J’hat we have certain knowledge from* Dekkan of tlie lettnr.s- you have Avrot'C to 
our cuemy Mons. Bussy. I refer you to the copies of your own letters. If 
you do not chuso to shew me your copies, I will wait on you with those 1 have. 
You have often assured me that you had sent Mons. Law tvith his people, out 
of your country over the Carumnasser, whereas tliey are still by yow orders at 
Bagglepore, and they receive a monthly allowance from you of 10,000 rupees, 
as an instance of which they received a bill for .1 ug'gut Sea^t’s House at Ra jahmul. 
for 10,000 and continue to receive the same monthly. What you liave wrote 
to him and his answ'cr I am well acquainted ivith*. You have discouraged*the 
Company’s business beyond what I am able to exjiress, but 1 AAill touch only 
on a few particulars. Four mpnths are elapsed since the Treaty, and many 
times that you have fixed on for the full execution of tl\e Trdaty passed by, yet 
very little advance is made towards fulfilling it. Of the great suras phid into 
vour Treasury taken in Calcutta you do not consent to pay me above a fifth part, 
find yet expect I should send you a full discharge. You promised to pay a 
further sum of gold mohurs, oven desired a receipt as if you intended to pay it 
immediately, and as a further proof you ordered .Juggut Seat to pay the sum 
intended in silver; it was then deferred till the ships were gone. The papers 
relating to theso things Omiehund now has, and now you deny the whole, and 
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Omichund is sent down under pretence of having deceived us in the whole 
affair, and that you never made any such promise. It is not the money that 
gives me concern hut to see you deviate so fr(‘qnently from yoxir word. You 
well know what mistrust you have shewn the English and the troubles you have 
given them. You hav(; aetcused us of sending to Cossimbazar quantities of 
ammunition, of liaving a lai’ge force concealed there with some trcjacherous 
design, and ovam threatened, if we did not comply with liaving our factory 
examined, you would immediately break the peace. The English have Jieen ill 
us''d in. their passage to Cossimbazar, and even Inam stop! and forbid going there. 
You have shamefully driven our vaequccl from your j)res(aiee. How can I bear 
t'h,e w<nght of so many injuries. It is therefore the- sentiments of all who have 
the e^iarge of the Company’s affairs that 1 go to Oossimhazar, put our disputes 
to arhitrjifion Ind^ire .luggut Seat, Rajah Mohun Lai, Alcer Jaffer Khan, Raj^h 
Roy Duluf), Aleer Murdun and the rest of your grc'at men, and if it shall appear 
that I have drwiated from the Treaty I bind myself to give up all my demands. 
But if it shall appear your Excellency has d<*viated from it, I siiall demand satis- 
faction for all our losses, and all the charges of the navy and army. The rains 
hoing daily encreasing, and it is taking a great deal of time to receive your 
answer, I tlierefore find it necessary to wait on you immediately, and if you will 
place coiiLldenco in me no harm shall come from it.

But am always ready to appear as a fri<iud. I am here on the Nabob’s account. 
I gave a jiarlieular answer to your letter yesterday, and I now repeat it that I 
shall not stir from lienee, nor oppose the passage of your boats or people.

I am now advanced as far as Niasaway and hope; to bo at Niuldea in a day 
or two. Place the utmost reliance on my friendship. 


Translation of a letter from MoiiuN to Coja Wazeeu. 

T’he Nabob is performing and has performed whatever he agreed to with 
the English. Nevertheless the English are not yot (tarrying on their business. 
I don’t understand the reason of this. If the English wdll not have confidence 
in us how are wc to place in them. If it for fear of the French they don’t 
carry on tlieir trade, they can only eofne in by sea. Let them stop their 
passage by sending out their lighting ships, and earry on their Company’s busi- 
ness and attend to trade. Then we can be satisfied of their good intentions. 
At all events try every way to find out the Colonel’s intentions, and write me 
immediately that wo may act accordingly. All that was taken from all their 
faidorys has been restored, except 6 hifcks and some thousands of rupees that 
,was paid in by Manickebuneb, which we cannot pay at once. Endeavour to. per- 
suade the Colonel to be satisfied with receiving orders for that sum on the 
aurunges, for in the end they must trade, and send gomastahs to the aurunges 
they may receive it at those aurunges. Give it out for Button, and for carrying 
on their trade, this will give great pleasure to the Nabob * *. The Nabob 

will be greatly pleased jto have them receive the balance at the aurunges. Send 
their gomastahs and carry on their Company’s business. Use your best endea- 
vours to persuade the Cplonel to this. 

No. 153.] From Cot-onbl Cuvb to Mohi'n Lal, Niasaway, June ISth, 1757. 

Your letter to Ceja Wazeed confirms me in the opinion I had entertained 
of the Nabob’s disposition towards the English, and I am convinced of the just*

'I'he alTairs witli Maniekehund also 
were settling as fast as could hex Notwithstanding this Mr. Watts, and the 
rest of the Council at Cossimhazar going to the Cardens on the 2 >roteueo of a 
party of pleasure, liavc retired from tlieneo in*tho niglit, which appears to he 
don(! with a very dcc(dtful design and intention to break tlic 'J'reaty. Eor 
certainly without yo\ir oi'ders and directions Mr. AVatts crould ncvi^r l),\v<j 
acted in this manner.

I received your obliging letter the 28th of the Moon Ramazan on Thursday in 
the 4th year in the afternoon, at which I was extremely pleased. I understand that 
you marched the 25th agreeable to your contract. I bjroke the claim of service. 
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On tho news of your coming the Nabob was mucti intimidated, and requested 
at such a juncture I would stand his friend. On my part, agreeable to the cir- 
cumstances of the times, I thought it adviseable to acquiesce with his request, 
but what we have agreed on must be done. I have fixed the first day of the 
moon for my march. God willing I shall arrive. I ho|ro till wo meet you 
will write mo of your health, and what else occurs, as I will you. You will take 
care to send trusty people that our secret m?y not be divulged. 


No. 161. ] From Coi.ONKT. Cmvk to Jafvkii Ai-f-V Khan, Pattloe, June 18tb, 1757. 

' I have received your lett(U' which has given me the ytmost satisfaction 
aftei the great pain I have sullered by your silence. I have sent a party to 
possess tlnunselves of Cutwan fort .and town, and shall move with my avItoIr 
army there tomorrow. I laditive I shall march from th(in<‘e the next (lay and 
hope to be at Moncurra in two days, but my motions Avill in a great'measure 
depend on the advices I receive from you. AVrite mo what you intend to do 
and what is proper for me to do. On mutual intolligonce (h'pentls tho success 
of our affairs, so write me daily and Cully. If I meet the Nabob’s .army, wliat 
part will you act, and liow am I to act. This you may be assunal of that I 
Avill attack the Nabob within 2-4 hours after 1 come in sight of his army. Of 
all things take care of yourself that you he not undone by treachery before 
my arrival.

I wrote you yesterday that I should march to Cutwan, and aijcordingly 
am now arrived there with my Avholo force, the fort having been taken l)y 
the detachnient I sent against it. It gives me great concern that in ;ill'air of 
so much consequence to yourself in particular that 3’ou do not ex(u’t yourself 
more. So long as I have been on my march yon have not given nu; Ihe least 
fnformation what measures it is necessary for mo to take, nor do I know what 
is going forward at Muxadavad. Surely it is in your pow<'V to send me news 
daily ; it must bo moi’C diflicult for me to ])r(>cure trusfy }m>ssengors than you ; 
hoAVcver the hearer of this is a sensible intolligeut man, and in whom I have 
great confidence. Let me know your sentiments freedy by him. I shall wait 
hero till I have propen* encourageimmt to proceed. I think it absolutely ntNJcs- 
sary that j'ou should join my army as soon as possible. Consider the Nabob 
will eiKU’caso in strength daily. Come over to me at places or any other place 
you judge proper, with what forco you liav^o. Even a 1,000 horse will he sulfi- 
cient, and 1 will engage to march immediately with you to Muxadavad. I 
prefer conquering by open fore-c. 

No. 163. ] From Jaffeu Au.y Kuan to Coi.onei. Cmve, Juno 19t,h, 1757. 

Health, &c., to Sahhut Jung Bhadve, the day of the Eadc. Your note 
from Colsannie is ‘arrived. I have perused the contents. Tomorrow the day 
of the Eacle by the blc’s-sing of God I shall march. I shall have my tent fixed 
to the right or left of the army. I have hitherto been afraid to send you 
intelligence. After I am arrived in the army mutual intelligence Avill be 
easier, b\i% here the Nabob has fixed eho(iu(',ys on all the roads. Your letters 
come too open to me. I hope that till our afi'airs arc pubJiekly declared you 
Avill he very careful. 


Transl.ition of a letter from Jafpeb Ally Khan to Mirza Anavar Beg, Jane 19th, 

1757. 

I thank God that •you aie safe and still alive. The Har Morahs are look- 
ing out for you. Your iserA'unts and letters are continually coming in to me. 
There are choqueys all round ; for God’s sake don’t continue to do so. Monday 
and Tuesday it was in agitation to destroy me. The guns and fire arrows were 
all ready against mo and the people were in arms day and night. Mr. Watte’ 
ncAA's was known early on Monday. This startled the Nabob ; he thought it 
absolutely necessary I should be soothed ; he came to me himself. On Thurs- 



day eve the Hughley letter a/rivinl* that tl;ey wore marched. I was to he with 
him. On three coiiditious I cotisented to it. Quo I would not enter into his 
service ; 2ndly, I would not visit him ; lastly, I would not take post in the army. 
I sent lum word it he agrt^ed to tiiese ttnaus 1 was ready. As he wanted me he 
consented.

In full ‘reliance, of the sacredncss of his oath, 
I put my army into quarters and quietly waited the execution of the Treaty. 
But c*er a month was pas,sed without the least provocation on my part I found 
that he was entered into engagements with our bitter (meniies, the French, to 
drive us again from his province. Self-preservation obliged me to march 
towards his capital to demand justice of him. He seonuMl my friendship and met 
mo Avith a numerous army on thfiplainsof Placis, Avhere by tlu*. Divine assistance 
I gained a most comploat victory over him, ami followed liim till night sheltered 
him from further pursuit. All his cannon, camp, ajid baggage fell into my 
liauds, and in two days I niached the capital where by the consent and approba- 
tion of all tlic great men, IHeer .Mahmud Jaifer Cawn Ihihadre, was dcclaie’d 
Nabob of Bengal, Beliar, and Orissa. .As ho is a V(?ry brave and good m.fii and 
universally belov^ed, I hope by tlui blessing of God tlu'se provinces Avyi flourish 
under his Government, and he Avill be as able as he is willing to pay you Ihe 
customnry chout. The great friendship that subsists h(;tw<.*cn your Kxeelloncy 
and the English and the strict engag(;ments wo liav(! entmKal into -Avith the 
Nabob, induces me to olTer myself as mediator hj recommend fricmdship 
between you. It appears that Mohahut Jung agreeable to yonr writing paid 
the chout to Il.'igo Gcc Bossala and Siraja Doula fo Jannugee. I have’ re- 
presented to the Nabob that it Avill he ]n’oper for him. to ])ay it to whomsoever 
you direct.

enemy in a battle fought the 2Urd of the last month on tlie plains of Placis.

As Siraja Doula, regardless of the engagements ho liod entered into ivith 
the Englivsh, and of the oath Avhich he had swoi*e by God and his Prophet, had 
concerted measures in conjunction with the French to drive us again out of hi.s 
country, I theyefore inarched against him, and on the plains of Placis, God 
blessed mo Avith victory. His cannon, camp, and baggage fell into my hands 
and my victorious army pursued him to Muxau’avad, whore not being able* 
to stand his gi’ound he fled towards Purneo, where the c3hoquey8 endeavoured to 
stop him ; he resisting, was slain by thorn. By tlfe consent and approbation of 
all the great men, Meer Mahmud Jaifer Cawn, w^as declared Nabob, and has been 
acknoAvledged as such to the universal joy of all that have heard it. The English 
have entered into a Treaty, whereby they have solemnly sworn to assist him 
against all his enemies with their whole force. I therefore recommend it to 
you to acquire his favour by a ready obedience to his commands, and tliat you 
give orders that he be proclaimed and acknowledged throughout the province 
under your Government. As it is an article of the Treaty between us that 
His Excellency's enemies shall he mine and ours his, I therefore expect that 
you will use your best endeavours to seize and deliver up to me Mens. Law 
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and all the French and their servants in the province under your command, by 
which you will acquire my friendship.'

great town and crores collected in it. Ho was succeeded by Siraja Dowla, 
who oven before he had received the royal phirmaund, declared war against 
the English ; and regardless of the representations of Jaggat Seat and Mm'ajah 
Scroop Chund, and of the petition presented him 1)y tlie English Govinnour, 
he marched with a numerous army against Cf^lcutta. The linglish, who as 
merchants were destitute of all implements of war, were easily defeated and 
Siraja I)owla took and plundered Calcutta the 20th June IT-lfl and all the 
great men and other Englishmen that fell into’ his hands Aveie by his orders 
suffocated in one night. Admiral Charles AVatson and myself, both servants to 
the King of England, came to revenge these injuries with a powerful jrnxy. 
AVe repossessed ourselves of the ruins of Calcutta and a few days after drove his 
people from llngliloy. Siraja Dowla ju’iding himself in the number of his 
troops came down with a great army .against Calcutta which by the blessing 
of God I defeated the 6th of Eebrnary 1757. But reflecting how injurious 
war would he to your Majesty’s dominions, and that it was proper* to live in 
love and friendship with tlie Sulxahs of these provinces, I made peace witli 
him and agreed to certain articles in favour of the Company, to the perform- 
ance of which he swore by God and liis Prophet, and a few days after broke his 
oath and joiiuKl with the enemies of the English to destroy them. 1 marched 
my forces towards Muxadavad to demand the fulfllling tlxe Treaty, and wrote to 
him several times in a friendly way to desire he would comply with the 
articles he had entered into. He scorned my fripndsliip and met me with a 
numerous army on the plains of Placis, over whitdx 1, (by tiie Idessing of God) 
obtaijted a complcat victory, the 23rd J.nno 1757- lie re.treatAd ito tin; oily 
nor stopp<*d there, hut continued his,fliglit»and was killed by his servants who 
followed him to demand their pay. In the end, by the consent of all the 
great men of the city, Jaffer Cawu Bahadre succeeded him, a man ju?;t and 
merciful as Ins predecessor was wicke’d and cruel. He thend'ore heseeelu's J'our 
Majesty that you will grant him a sunnud for tin; Suhaship of tlieso tliree 
provinces. 1 have joined him with 25,000 matchless sepoys, and if it please 
God there shall be nothing wanting to make the country flourish and the. sub- 
jects happy. J kept ray army out of the city nor permitted them *to plunder 
the least thing. I am always ready with my life to obey your Majesty’s 
commands.

The destruction of Calcutta by Siraja Howla and the eVuel death of all ' 
our great men is known to the Avhole world and h.'js undoubl<'dly becii repre- 
sented to your Excellency. To revenge these injuries myself and Admiral 
Charles AA^tson, servants to the King of England and commanders of his 
forces came into this country with an army and retook the ruins of Calcutta. A 
few days after we drove Siraja Dowla’s people from llugley. But I alvvays 
expressed a strong desire for peace. He priding himself in the number of his. 
forces came down against me, but, by the blessing of God, I defeated his 
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nrmy the .“3tli of I'chniaiy 1757, Imt rt>flocting liovf prejudicial war would Tjo 
to Ills Ataji'sl y’s dominions, and' that it was proper to live in friendship with 
the iS 111 tail, I made peace with iiim, and he swore before (iod and hisVi'Ophet to 
certain articles in favour of tlie Company. A few day^ after he meditated by a 
union with the enemies of the Eiij'lish to driv(^ them attain from his country, 
and broke bis I'reaty. To procure the execution of the Treaty I marched w'ith 
my forces touards bis capital. I wrote him several times on terms of friend- 
shiii to <l(\sire bis coinplianci? with it, but In; scornin'^ my friendship met mo 
mi Ijic [ilaiiis of IMacds witli a nunu'rous army. There likewise by the blessing 
of. (dod I (‘ntiri'iy defeated him. He fled to tlie city nor stopt there but con- 
tiilnimr Ivis llieiit was- killed. In the end Mecr Mahmud dalTer Cawn was 
di'chired liis siicci'ssor with the consent of all the great men, a man good, hi*avo, 
and inereiful as his jiredeecssor was wickt'il and cruel. He is in hopes by your 
faviAir to obtain the ISunnud for tlieso j»rovinc(*s. I have joined the Cawn with 
25,0(10 matcliless sepoys. Ily the blessing of God tlu'rc will he no cnde;^ivom’s 
s])ar('d to niakc tlui /.‘-ounivy tlourish. My army halted Avithout the city and 
no OIK' lias liad cause of , complaint. 1 have wrote these ])artieulnvs to His 
Majesty and have hopes that yoiiv Excndltmcy, who boars the burden of bis 
alVairs, will pri'sent my )iu<mble address, and tliat my rcipiest will be approved, 
and that i shall receive a gracious Ehirmaiuul and llusbul Hookum.

The last time I wrote you I was in bopi's ere this to have bad the pleasure 
cl’ einbraeing you in Areot. My luairt has long desired to be Avitb you, but 
J’r(I\ ifienee has ki'jit mo boro for glorious jiurjiose.s, and that pleasure is ri.'si'rved 
to a. more! distant time. 1 before wrote you I bad made peace with Siroja 
Dywla on moderab^ terms in hopes to gain bis confidence ami friendship, and 
that tlie Coihjiany’s trade might lie immedihlely ro-eslablislu'd ; but regardless 
of onr gemvous and friendly conduct towards him, and the soloma oath Ih‘ 
bad taken, he meditated by a conjunction with our old enemies the Ereneh, to 
drive us again f]-om bis country, and . Avrotc repeated lettm-s to inviio Mons''. 
Ihissy'for ibe pnrjiose. 1 gave him frequent warnings of the ill eonseipuaiees of 
this conduct, but be still persisting, we w*ere necessit.ated once more to try the 
chance of war. Accordingly, on the Hith June, having a.ssembled onr forcais, 
I began my juarcli towards his capital, and on the 2.‘Jrd June at day-hrenk his 
whole army, eoiisi.sting of 100,000 raeti, appeared in sight on the extensive plains 
of I’hteis. The battle immhdiately b<*gan, and at -t in tlu* evening God declared 
for us, and .thi^ vast army was entiridy defeated. Many of bis priiunpal 
oniccrs and 4',000 hien were left on tijc field of battle. 40 pieces of cannon and 
all his earn}) and baggage fell into onr b.'uuls, and in a few days Siraja Dowla 
was ki*ll('d by them t liat pursued them. Nothing now preve^ited me possessing 
jny>clf of M uxadaw.id with its immense wealth in revenge for the injuries of 
Calcutta, but 1 c.imc Tiot to this country to destroy it. I encamped without 
the city and left it to the great men to choose a succe.ssor who declaivd them- 
solvi's in favour of Jailer Ally Cawn, a very brave and good man, who has 
since been ainivmvsally and with joy acknowledged tbi’ougla>ut these provinces. 
Eesides the many advantages and honour the Company will Tcccivc by this 
ha jipy event, I have also the .pleasure to accpiaiut you that there is not in all 
tb<'s(‘ provinces one Freuchmau but what is juy prisoner, and 1 hope they have 
for<cvcr lo.st all footing in Eengal. All the great men here testify their esteem 
for me, and have wrote to Court to obtain for me a great title and a 6,000 
Mansnb,* which 1 hope to receive shortly. The great desire I bavo to see you 
clucks the joy ol* this vast imeeess. Ifow bap*iiy slinll I be if the Corapany*8 
alfairs will admit of my ri^uruing shortly to the Coast, for there is nothing in 
this worhl that I desiro more than to light in your cause, and to have an oppor- 
unity of giving j’oii daily proofs qf the sincere friendship and respect 1 bear you.

Chund and Roy Duluh. Whethci* your suspicions of Mahmud Ami Cawn are 
justly founded or not, I can he no judge, hut Ramnarain’s conduct must never- 
theless deserve your resentment, and I can only repeat what I have so oftim re- 
presented to you, that unless you chastise some of these troatrherous and turhu- ’ 
lent dispositions, every pctty»lla jah will dare disobedience. ’ I esteem it my duty* 
always to give your Excellency sueh, advice as my mind suggests to ho for 
your honour and prosperily, and he assured you will ahvays tind me ready to 
expose my life in your service. Dilhur Jung wall wait on you and explain M^aihr 
Coote.’s Ipt ters to you. lie w'ill be ready to consult w ith you and obey your orders 
in all military affairs, and Major Coote will continue at Patna. nr return just as 
you tlnnk tit to direct, and I. repeat by writing wh;it I have often had the 
honour to rejircsent to your Excellency, that there is an absolute necessity for 
your taking tlio field as soon as the season will admit. • I understand there are 
already several Rajahs who are raising forces with a dcisign to refuse paying 
the revenues. Your future happiness di^pends on great measun; on your 
exerting yourself at first, and showing them that you are in a condition to 
chastise any one that shall incur your disjileasure.’ I shall he with you myself 
shortly. I have ordered our army into different parts, and intend to return to 
Chandernagore to prepare everything to accompany your Excellency when the 
season will permit the armies to take the field, and with tlie blessing of God 
you will lie as much the terror of your enemies you are beloved by your 
subjects. * 


No. 208. ] Prom the Nabob to Colombl Clive. No date. Ilcc'*. 25t.h August 1757. • 

I received your letter ■with an account of your health and hap^iincss in 
which you write me to consider of many affairs, and after the rai»is that it is 
absolutely necessary to punish the disobedient for tliis reason that Avitliput 
exerting it is very difficult to get any business done to our satisfaction. You 
write that you have directed your army in all places to prepare materials for 
war, that they may join me after the rains all which I am acquainted with. 
I rejoice at your health and hapjiiness, your setting your heart on the finishing 
my affairs has greatly increased my friendship ; what you have considered on is 
right : please God you arrive here and 1 have the happiness of meeting you : 
wiiat we shall then agree on according to the times must he dqne» I hope till 
I see you. You will frequently advise me Of your health. 


No. 209. ] From the Nabob to Colonel Cli,vb. No date. Rec‘'. zVugijst, 26th, 1757. 

The melancholy news of the Admiral’s death was communicated to me by 
your and Omar Beg’s letter. I have not words to express my grief on the 
occasion. It is our duty to submit with cheerfulness. I recommend it to you 
not to be too much affected at this unhappy event, hut to inspire the gentle- 
men and inhabitants of Calcutta with chnfidence. God preserve you and all 
the Chiefs in health. I have answered Admiral Poeock’s letters.

Affairs stand thus at present. * 

Everybody is desirous to quarrel with you that they may jjartake of the 
Paddums {i.e., Paddum is a hundred crore) of* Muxaduvad. I have wrote to 
everybody that Meet Jaffer Cawn, the Subah is a* great soldier and a Saiad. 
But your reputation is lost by the Fringees having defeated you. Therefore 
they all cry out they are no soldiers in. Bengal and there’s great riches, let us 
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ciitor and possess oui’selvt's of it. I wrotef tliem for answer that Omar B(‘j> 
wont in behalf of Moor ,Talfe,r Caw a and entered into a treaty Avith them to 
hrin;^ them ai^aiiist Siraja Uouhi. Meer JafQr and they are one. It is neeos- 
s:ivy the Nahoh should shew himself a soldier, should bo free of his treasures, 
for it is not soldiery atom* that will do it, nor with money oii,ly. Have no rej^ard 
tr) its heioij the ruins, V)ut.let him come to Patna and enlist the. soldiers of this

There is no such ties of friendship subsisting between us that I shall hide 
lothing from you ; the Nabob’s, yours, and my interest are all one. 

You have already Ivicn informed that the French have had ten ships 
arrived. Whether they are ships of force I cannot certainly learn ; if they are 
they‘ must havfe bitought a gi'eat many men witli them. Mons. Bussy may perhaps 
endeavour to conclude an alliance with 8huja-ud-Doula and come this w'ay. The 
intejligcnce I have receiA'ed from Mr. Watts makes it necessary to give to tho 
Nabob of Owd sAveet Avords till our Nabob has taken the field and arrived at 
Patna. He may then conclude a peace with Shuja-ud-Doula on more advantage- 
ous terms than he possibly can at Muxada^^ad. 

The Hiudostan Empire appears to me in so unsettled a condition that it 
would bo great folly in tho Nabob to make any eonsiilerablc presents till he 
knows AvUo is uppermost and holds tlm reign of Government. • 

I have just now received tho agreeable news that Salabut .Tung is sur- 
< rounded by his younger brother, Nizam Ally Cawn, and in great danger of 
being taken prisoner, and that Mons. Bussy is gone with lus Avholc force to 
assist him.

It is with great pleasure I hear that Eajaram is endeavouring to obtain your 
Excellency’s pardon by a full Submission, and that Raranarain intends to wait 
upon you at Muxadavad. To see y» 'u reign in perfect peace and security possess- 
ing the love and respect of all your subjects is my constant wish and the object 
of my whole endeavours. Foreign enemies will never then dare to invade your 
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kingdoms.^ I have not aa yet had a pjtrtieular account of the force that the 
French ships have brought It tnay possibly ho.large. Should they enter into 
an alliance with Shuja-ud-Doula troubles might arise and alVairs grow serious, 
especially if the Jiehar' and Mitlnaporo cc^untries were not settled. This 
I imagine can be easier and better effected by gentle means thaji'by foi’cc. I am 
busy in sending away the French of Chandernagorobto the const, and in jnn’par- 
ing myself to accompany you a^fter tlic rains in your march to the. northward. 
The fate of the linglish is twisted with yours like two threads : one cannot be 
broke without the other, and by being thus united w'c become strong. 

Since writing the above 1 have certain information that Sahil)ut dufig’s 
younger brother, Kizam Aljy Cawn, has rebelled against.him, and is supported 
by the Mahrattas and many of the principal men of Deccan. Snlabut dung 
wrote prcssingly for Mons^ Bnssy to* come to his assistance* wht> aecofdingly 
n^arched towards Hydrabad. In all appearance Salahut Jung and the Fr<y:icii 
will super.

All these things'ruake 
it necessary that you should take the field as soon as possible, and exert yourself 
in an extraordinary manner. Y'^ou know I am always ready to assist you tvith *jty 
force and advice. It is with much concern I he.ar that Caddom Ilossein Cawn 
and Golam Caddem llussoul have not shewn that courage and ’fidelity for 
your sorvie<’ as they ought. Whenever you find any of your .T<^midars wanting 
either in fidelty or courage >ou should always turii them out of your service. I 
would advise you not to delay a moment in sending forces under a. good Jhrnidar 
to put an end to this rebcdlion. 1 have ordered Captairi Crant with a detach- 
ment of militarj’ sepoys and cannon to he in readiness to assist and join wln)m- 
soever you may think proper to send into tliat country. 

I have always looked iipon you in the light of my father, and often told 
you how* necessary it is to make as many friends as* possible, and gain the love 
and affection of your Jemidars and soldicj;s. Now* that troubles arc coming on 
and that you must march to the jiiprth, you should leave no enemies behind 
you. F'or that I’eason 1 would have you make matters with Jbv^ram llircJirrah. 
He has wrote me a letter that he is your slave and ready to obey your«^>rders, 
begs that he may have your favour ahd protection and enjoy his posts as before, 
and will pay you one lack of rupees. I w'ould have you by all means make matters 
up with him for the present. 

If you value your own safety and honor in all things follow the advice of 
the Seats and ^voy Dullub Ham and all will end well. •

Please to 
write immediately to Captain Grant to join Coddum llossein Cawn with that 
number.

I wrote you a few days ago to enquire after your liealth, and to communi- 
cate my sen,timents to you about Rajaram, your taking the tield in order to 
settle peace, and fully establish yourself Subah of these provinces, since whush 
have pot had the pleasure of receiving an answer. 

From our tirst meeting together on the plains of Plains when w’e got the 
hotter of our enemies, my heart entertained the warmest friendship for you. 
From that instant I looked on your interest and mine as one. Our connections 
and inclinations have h(‘en since so strengthened by our several meetings at 
Muxadavad that nothing in this world can set them aside. 

It gave me infinite pleasure to hoar from Mr. Watts that you and Roy 
Dulub had sworn together a second time and your son likewise. When I heard 
these things my heart was glad with joy, and it reminded me of our meeting 
at .1 uggat Seat*s, when you, myself. Hoy Dtfluh, and the Seats all agreed to stand 
by aiv.l support each other. I then coneludcid we had cemented a friendsliip 
that .could never b'* broke, and that all the force of Indostan could never dis- 
turb the peace of this country, or injure Jatfer Ally Cawn Subah of these 
provinces. While your enemies see this friendship firm between us they will 
not dare to raise disturbances, and your power shall be as great as Maliabut 
Jung's. Afl 1 am accustomed to look on myself as your son, I shall think it 
my duty to give you my advice on all. occasions having no interest separate 
from yours. If these thing? fall out contrary to your expectations the fault 
is not mine. Your health and happiness is the best news I can bear. What

I ha vt? before 
answered you on Ra jartim’s affair. , Omar Beg Cawn Bahadre, 1 .suppose*, has 
acquainted you w'itb the particulars of that affair, *I now* w’ritc you, Sir, tliat 
when Mr. Watts was here I discoursed with him on this subject, and 1 told 
him if you would take it on yourself that the lint! should be forthcoming, or if 
be would give proper security for the payment of it, or for bis apyearaii'ce at 
Court, then I would release his brother.and nepbcAV, but Mr. Watts would not 
consent to any of these propositions, but noAV I^have granted the sunnxid and 
khilaut to one of my greatest officers which is publickly known, and ho is actually* 
on his march. Reflect then, Sir, what an affront I should put on him and how 
displeased he would be with me should I now displace him, and how* liglit and 
variable my conduct will appear, and how .it may affect my affairs hereafter, and 
he is one from whose conduct Lhave great expectations in future. But I Imve 
a great regard for your opinion and advice. While I was reading your Iqttermy

To the V"izu;r that he AA.ouid h;m; him get 
the revimues from Reckan Purvcl ard the Ghauts aa liich ho promised him ;md 
send it ininu;diately ; that he hears the Vizii'r is assemhling llu; JVIahrattas to 
go aud Tiiake Avar Avith him; and that if he does (-oitk', by the blessing of God 
he Avill eoino and heat them. The Vizier Avent to Paggoimutrou anil IVlulhar 
llaoand informed them of the contents of tliese letters, and carried tla; Chuhdar 
Avithhim. In Icav days the Chuhdar recoiv^cd his answers, and tlic ]\lahaiaf ta 
Chiefs sent people Avith liirn to prevent his being stopt on the road. The Vizier 
consulted Mulhar Rao about his answer to Achmud Ca\Am Abdally.

M'e are at a loss to con- 
jecture what motives could have urged you to, this irregular conduct, lieing no 
way conscious of having merited so much diffideiwe friim you, gentlemen, and 
we think our unhappy situation deserved a very dilferont treatment. 

We must in the last place ob ject to the supi'riority you have assumed hi 
directing Colonel Clive to rctumi with his troops from* heuco when you shall

Cahaitta ; a superiority we can iKiver submit to, as we esteem ourselves eom-

detained at. your rresidency, which were destined by the Ilon’hle Company

'I’hat you have deviated from tlui orders of our employers wlierein they strielly 
direct" ti»a' no money shall he disbursed without the consimt and appvohationVf 
tlu^ Hoard, and that all aceounts shall he suhniitteil to the ins[)eclioii of a Com- 
mittee aj)pointed for that purpose, and that you have acted very d('roga*tory to 
the true interest of the Uon’hle Covn|)any in several ])aiticulars, all whieh we 
shall represent in our advie(\s to the Ilon’hle tin; Court of l)ire(!tors, ami doubt 
not they will do us and themsedves the Justice to take notice of a conduct, so 
new and d(;s 2 >oti(dv. 

Captain Finley having agia'ed to bring dow'ii a.s many imm on his v'ossel 
as he can aceonunoilato upon terms to Ixi agreed on with you, we beg leave to 
recommend tbc assisting of that geuth'man in the sale of bis cargo, and re- 
turning his v('ss('l to us as soon as jK>s.sibh.f with troops. 

Bofon> we eonclnde this letter, permit us Gentlemen, to second the request 
made in our trenerai letter for an ample and speedy supj)ly t)f money, as the 
n<‘gle<d of it may bo very j)reju(lieial to our alTairs, cireumstaneod as wo are at 
pn'sent.

of her. 




T in*. K(‘nf, Ttfijor and Tt'olpole arrived at Ingerlee, 12tb of December, and 
at Fulta tlie loth, but the Cinnberlandt Salisbury and Bridyu'aler having 
fallen in with Point Balinirabs to leeward of the shoal, were obliged to put to 
s<‘a again, by which aeeideut. the SaUsfmry and lirklyicater did not reach Fulta 
till the 22ml Decemlxo’, and the Cumberland has not ns yet Ijoen heard of. 

The Pro! (‘('tor, Jjaiiwlnn, Show and Boneftu Ketch arrived in the i*iver 
about tlu'' same time with the earliest of the lleet. By the two former I 
received original and duplicate of your favor of the 27th October. 

After jimling so few elTeetive Euro2)eans at Fulta who (volunteers includ- 
ed) did not. amount to more than one hundred, my disapjiointraent on finding 
the small numl)(‘r (jf scapoys that had been embarked on the Protector and 
Kapwiiiy was very great.

write, boli( 5 ve me, I am often iuierrupied, and therefore I persuade mysidf you 
will excuse this hasfy scrawl, all 1 will say the great ships got up here‘eontrary 
to my expectal.ion, indeed the necessity of making a speedy push made! me 
resolve to try, 1 accordingly did,* And th'ank God, have s\jeceeded.

Ofi tlie 10th of January 1757 Ix'tweeh 3 and 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
the troops rendi'/.vouzed on hoard a inooi"s-ship wc had taken possession of in 
tlie morning, anil lay moori’d near the Bridgwater, and about one mile to the 
southward of Ilughley Fort. At 4 o’clock the Bridgioater and 
dropped u]i \Vith the ilood, till about half-an-hour after, wlien being oppo.site to, 
and 1 ess than musket shot .from the I’ort, she anchored and begun to can- 
nonade, which the enenjy sm’artly returned with botli gri'at guns and small 
arms. And while she Avas dropping up several single shot were exclianged 
\)etwcen the Fori, and her; soon after the Bridgwater weighed, the King Fisher 
fincliored near tlu" same place, in order to cover the troops who accompanied 
by 70 seanu'ii immediately landed, and possessed themselves of a merchant’s 
Iiouse; upon which the* King Fisher moved upon above the Brid-gwater 
and (‘ngagod the Fort, and 'tlio Thunder Bomb wlio about this time was placed 
at a proper distance began to bombard the south-east bastion, which had a 
good ("tfect, and greatly alai'n^ed the moors who were not accustomed to being 
jattaeked in that manner. 

Till' troops finding no opposition marched about two hundred yards to an« 
other house, and then on tow^ards the Eoi't, l^ut that being surrounded with 
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houses, no guifl''- to duwt. u^, and ouv men raueli exposed to ninskid iy iVoni 
those houses, it was thereroro judged pijoper to letiirn to tlie second lioiiso be- 
fore mentioned, and wait till tluj Hriihjxcater and Kluf/s Fisher had nnuh' a 
br(\ach, or by mc'ans of reconnoitring or taking n prisonei' na; could g('t inform- 
ation of the properest place to make an attack. In the meantime tlie seamen 
and seapoj'S were employed seiting fire to the town.. 

The houses we had now made our quart(‘rs had a large garden and a good 
substantial wall to it, with tvta5 gates, one towards the k’ort, on wlucii wc 
mounted two three-pounders (sent on shore from the Jiridijicater), tlie other 
faciug the river, which was guarded by seepoys. • ^ 

At 8 o’clock a jirisoqcr was brought in and bis Jile ])romiscd him, on 
condition ho would guide us to the Fort. At 9 o’clock more seamen wma* lamfcM 
which increased the luimher of them to aho'ut loO, soon afli r C'nptain Coote of 
C^domd Aldoreon’s lleginumt, Idoutenant Lul widge of the Sitlisburif and Lieute- 
nant llayter of the Kinf/s Fisher, taking with them the prisoner, went to re- 
eonnoflre, and returned again heiwciai lO and 11 o’clock, informing Afa jor Kill- 
patriek, who commaiuh'd the liand Forces, that they luul examined several parts 
of the Fort and found it in gcvK'ral so much crowded with houses and hlaek 
people’s huts, that in their ojiinion the host part for storming was tin; south- 
east bastion Avhere the liriih/ioater had a1n*ady made a small hreaidi. As 
soon as this intelligenen came, the sealing laddins wi're smit for, fmt the vessel 
they were on Vioard of being some distance down the river and the eldi tide 
made Avhieh must necessarily priivent their arriving soon, ilu! siddicrs were 
ordered to rest on their arms, and permitted to n'dii'esh tliemsid vi'S. ]\lajor Kill- 
patriede then desired Lumh'nant Lutwidge and jnysclf to go on hoard tin? Ilridif- 
water, consult with Cajitain Smith, and take !i view' of tin? hreai?h from tin? ship, 
which having done, and Captain Smith of opinion that slimning was ])ra<-f ie.ahle, 
wc agrersl that tin? Hridrf water and KitKfs Fishier should continne a hi isk live 
at that part of the Fort till they wer«? called to from theshor(?to cease, and then 
returned to our quarters, and acquainted the Major with what had passed, who 
ordered a ])arty of seapoys to l)e ready to make a false aita(?k towards the soutb- 
w'l'st ])ait of tin? Fort. By tins time it xvas past 1 in tin? morning, and 
when we got to the lireacb between 2 and 3, at wbicb timt? tin? false 
attack was made, and tin? seamen who marcln'd in front with tin? scaling lad- 
ders placed them, and mounted the breaeli, next to them followial the seapoys, 
then the King’s troops, and after them the Company’s. Tin? Fort was-cmlen d 
without much difllculty, though many of the imemy’s men were in it and mi- 
de.avourd to make a stand, but were obliged to retire after a littJi' skirmish in 
wdiicli they wounded several of our ])eople. Here we found 2U gnus 1‘rom 
24-ponndcrs downwards Avith a quantity of amrnunjtion. * 

Since our taking irugldey aa'c baA'e burnt and destroyed their magazines of 

corn, Avliieli extended two miles, and (?ntifely destroytrd the city, •

W'hat passed hetwoeu them, 
I make no doubt, but Mr. ’W'alsb wdll by this. same opportunity send you a 
particular account. As soon as he had left the Nabob, ht? returni'd to our camp 
and acquainted the Colonel Avith the Nalioh’s situation ; tin? Colonel sent him 
immediately to me to beg tlio .Issistanec of 500 seamen, and, he Avoukl atta(?k his 
camp the same night, or very early the n(?xt morniilg, seeing the n(i(?essify of 
this I granted his request, the seara(?n AA’cre sent fiim a fcAV hours aftta*. In 
the morning of the 5th instant, about 3 o’eioek, the Colonel marched from his 
own camp, and attacked tlie Nabob’s. The inwlosed is Captain Warrick’s ac- 
count of the action, avIio commanded the body of seamen.

Oii the Ith Eehrnnry f757 at 10 in the evening, I received Admiral IVat- 
son’s orders to take upon tlu' command of a detachment of sailors to join Colo- 
nel CHa'c in ordc'i- to drive and force the Nabob out of his camp.

5, whfai our troops iu the Aain were charged by the enemy’s horse in their camp, 
hut ili<T. not se( ui to retard our march, and by tin; time our r<; tr guard was 
I'liteis'd the engageineut hecaine gimeral from hedgt'S and hush(;s on Aihich 
AVi; playetl, our artillery defending the riglit and Ji-ft of our army, all tho way 
tlirougli the earn)), iu Avhieh we found many derul men and horses. Here our 
men A^cre diverted hy killing their bullocks, camels, and Avhat liorscs were left, in 
our march, Avhieh avc eontiuued Avith great rapidity, driving the eiu'uiy before 
irs, till they had" lodged themselves in a tope near Alcter’s gardens behind the 
hetlgH's ; from lienee thcy’iletaehed a large h.oijy of horse Avitli tAVo cannon to 
tlu* cross-road of tlu; BuuLtlow Avhi<‘h avc soon dislodged with our field pieces 
after I'ei’eiving a hiw shot, and from hence marched into the Fort,

In tho lettiM- AA'e had the honour to Avrite you the 13th October last, wc 
raontioued many reasons which induced us to invest Colonel CliA'^e \\ ith such 
authority. Wo shall here rccapithlate those reasons with some concurring cir- 
.*eumslaueos, leaving it then to our Hon’blo Masters to judge of our conduct, in 
supjiort of Avhioh we can at least aA'cr that we were guided iu every step by 
nothing hut a hearty zeal for their service. , 
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After strn^-ling with many dittienltios in order to put tlio expcdiUouupoii

ance of Admiral V/atso.n, hut we imagine nothing but the most absolute neces- 
sity will determine him today the rains in the river. 

Admiral I’ocock remained at Vizagapatam until the 5th instant, when, 
having received no orders from Mr. Watson, he sailed for this place and ancliored 
here the 2lst. Mr. Bussy’s hrmy being very near to Vizagapatam, the Provin- 
cial Chief appli(;d to Mr. Pooock for sixty men of the detachment ho had on 
hoard of Coiupany’s troops, which number was accordingly landed, and the re- 
maining 70 we had/rcceived on shore hero. Mi*. Pocock seeing by your letter 
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t<) ns, that it was ]\tr. AA atsou’s dcsin^ lie should pvot’ond to Culpop, has resolved 
to sail f(u- that plaec iu two or three days^ hut we sliall detain the jnen that are 
landed Jier(^ ; you are acquaiutod by oiir last hdhu- of our neeessitics, and of 
the reinforcement arrived qt Pondicherry, to wliieh is to he achh^d the loss of 
jiearly 100 sailors, which Avill go on hoard the Oim/Oa'lcmd.

Gentlemen,* — Sirico my dispatch of tho .^rd instant, I am favored with 
j'our Idtters of the 21s£ ai^^l 2St h .lY’lrraary with the duplicates and triplicates 
per the Ships Sally and JJetscy Schooner. 

I actpiaintod j'ou that the luuitrality with the Prench was not likely to be 
concluded. I continued emsampod on the same ground, and the 7th instant 
received a Icdter from the Nabob, desiring me to join him against the Alfgans, 
the van of Avhoso army was attempting an irruption into his province. Accord- 
ingly I began my drarch the next morning, and thinking it a convenient oppor- 
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t'.unity to prevail on him tQ sutT«r us to take Chandornngore, I wrote him word 
of our havi))^ eiKieavoreil to conclude a ncutKility with the French, but that 
the J3ii<'ctois and Council were not invested with proper })owcrs for that purpose ; 
that whilst we weie enj^ag^ed at, a distance, assisting him ai^ainst his enemies, 
the h rencli, joined by JNlr. Hussy, might make an at.tem)>t on CaUaitta ; and that 
therefore 1 should wait off (yhandcrnaijoia! in lutpes of r<‘C(*iving his leave to at- 
tack it. Accoidingly the 11th I ♦aicamped at the l)ack of it W'ithin a mile of tin* 
Fort, and the I2tlj the AdtuiraJ rc(;('iving a letter from the Nabob, the purport 
of which was, tliat we might aid as w'e pleased wdlh l■es)>ect to the Fnuich, and 
having intelligeiiCt> at the sainc Lime that the ti-oops he had sent to their assi-s- 
tance were w ithdraw'u, I^suinnioncd the j)laee to siUTtmdc)* that niuht, hut re- 
ceived no answer. The next morning 1 atta<-ked their western battery which 
they defended very briskly the whwic (la>% hut at night abandoned iC A de- 
tachnu'ut I sent about noon to the southward, took ])ost iii a. garden ni.'av the 
Fort, and within some ot their hatterie.s. Tlie loss they had sustiiined at Un^ 
western battery, atid the apprehensions of their retreat Iteirig cut off by our 
detachment, made them likewise desert that night all the lyorks to the soiitli- 
ward, among the rest a strong lialf moon on tlic*, river side mounting heavy 
mettle, and a l)at1ei'y of 8 guns playing dow'ti the Channeh both which must 
have annoyial our ships gre.atly in their passage ’up. The battcrii-s to the 
northward were; all ([uitted at the same time. 

On tlu! 10th the King’s ships got to the Prussian garden about a mile from 
the Fort, hot it w'as the 28rd helore they attemptial to ])ass tin? vessels which 
had been sunk hy the eiunny oppo.si(e to the hallbmoon. ’ They wi'ighed at day- 
break, and in less than an hour w<aa‘ aVu'eavt of tluf Fort. A 18 inch mortar 
of ours w'itli several (Jochorns ami Iloyals had playi'd incessantly the w hoh* night, 
and when the ships weighed wo opened two hat lories vi'ry near the w-alls, one 
of d pieei's of oaimon, the otlua* of 8, all four rrtid twenty pound(U'.s, and k<*pt a 
eontinnal discharge of musketry from the adjaeemt houses. Jn short' tlu; lire 
from tlu; ships ami tlu; shoi’o’was so gro.at that tliey capilulated in three hours. 
Copy of the terms granted them ia inclosed. You will observe the surrend^'i* is 
made to Admiral Watson, but common report will he just in pubiiijbing how 
gre:it a share the land forces had in this eomiuost. ' 

’J’luna; were about 500 Europeans in the Fort, 250 si'apoys .and 100 tppasses, 
mustiz(‘, Ac., bearing arms. Of the Europeaiis about 125 have given tbeir parole 
of honor, 800 siek and. w'cll are piTsouers, and the I’cst were either kilhrd in the ^ 
siege, or made th(;ir e.scaiJO. 

I cannot at present give you an aeeount to vvh.at value has 1)(;en hiken. 
TheFrejieh Company had no great stock of nua’chandize rcjuaining, havdng sold 
olV most of tlu'ir imports, and even their iav(;stm('/it for Europe, to pay bIT in 
part tlu; large debts they had eontraetetj. With r»;s}>eet to, the Artillery .and 
ammunition we found, I cannot as yet transmit you the » Inventory, hut they 
were not iudilferently furnished! ’ There is likewtse a very (vue Marine Arsenal 
wc.dl stoi'ked. In short, nothing could have hajtpeued nn)r(‘ se.asonablp* for the 
c.xpeditiou.s re-establishmetit of Calcutta than the reduetiyn of Chandeiaiagore. 
It was (;ertainly a large, rich .and thriving colony, and the loss of it is an unex- 
pressahh; blow to the Frcnek Company. 

I h.avo the ple<asure to acquaint yon tliat tlu; Nabob has wrole me ..a letter 
of congratulation on our success; and that this enterprise, so far from enraging 
him, lias served to attach him more llrinly tq ns. 1 am now using all my 
endeavours to pi*evail on him to deliver up (A* sutler us to seize the French 
and their property at .all their out settlements, in ordfer eirectually to root them 
out of this province, if possible. * • * 

I should before li.avo mentioned that during the .siege I r<;eeived letters 
from the N<aboh acquainting mo th.at he had aearommodated matters whjh 
Aehmed Shaw, the Alfglian, and therefore desiring we wohld stop our marcliras 
he had no further occasion for our assistan(;e, »lle has fuHlllejl lAost of the 
Articles of the Treaty made with us. The three lack of rupe(;s are already paid 
and goods and money to a considerable amoMnt delivered up to us at our several 
subordinates, and I make little doubt but that all his engagements will be 
duly executed. On the whole, I may affirm to you that tlie Company's affairs 
in this Province wear a very prosperous face. 
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By tlio Belspy Sclionner, who called at Baodamalaiika, we have irfoma- 
tlon that Monsieur Bussy had lost 200 Kuropoans, besides many Blacks in lak- 
ni«? sonic Hnjairs Fort in that 'ucMjrhboarhood. If this news he true, he will 
lind it difllcult enough to mawtain himself in Golyoudah without dctachin<j 
either to the nortlnvard or the southward. 

Tiie season now is so ^ very far advanced that the voyage to Madras, if to 
ho circcted at all, must he long and painful to the troops. I ilierofort? think it 
most advisable to remain with tlicm till August,; hy which time allmattci’s mav 
he completely linislied in this Kingdom, and I may thtm return to yoif with 
a eoi\siderable body of nu'ii. 

• Inclosed is a journal of military operations, with a retuVii of all the forces 

under my eoinmand. You will observe I have been joined not only liy tlie 
Bombay dela<‘hinent, but by the fout companies of seapoys from tiie Betsey 
and SaUy, and the King’s troops from the Cumberland. " 

• As we have laam a good deal unsettled of late, what with marching and 
tin' sif'gt? and some of iny assistants have been indisposed, I must, del’er'^send- 
ing my lyiiruary llollsand Accounts. They shall he fofwarded overland wirli 
tliose (d‘ March. I propose'in a few days striking oil’ all batta, and retnmehing 
every artieh' of expemse T jiossibly can. 

The Kioff Fisher Sloop is on lier ilispatcli to Europe, by whom I am about 
to aciinaiiit the Secret CommittCl^ of our success, and the happy situation of 
their all'iirs in Bengal. ‘

of a hiittery to the north-west of Chandernagore Fort, which was abaudom.al 
by the French. 

March uth , 1757 Captain (Lieutenant) Edjerfon with four s(»rg('ants, four corporals, one 
drum, nine privates and 2Ji topasses from Bombay arrived at Camp. 

At" 6 o’el()ek' tliis morning the deelanition of M’’ar with France was i’ead in 
Camp. Immediately aftm- Major Killp.-il'riek with half the troi>ps was ordered to 
advanc(^ to tlie post wdiieli the tGrenadiers had takam possi'ssion of the uisht 
hi’fore in .sight of this battery; and within a hundred yards of the north-Avest 
iKistion of the Fort W'as auothmv from which tlie (memy played dowm an avenue 
Avith two Held pieces and musketry, but did little execution on account 
o.f tin' too great distance. Soon after some scajioj's were ordered to advance 
under cover on eaeH side the avenue with an intimtion of flanking the enemy’s 
battery, the King’s and Coinpiiny's Grenadiers followed to sustain them. On per- 
eeiAang our |teopi(' aj.)proa.ch they' began a sni;irt lire, notwithstanding we gained 
groiiml, and took possession of some. Itoiises within fifty yards. A eontiiiual fire 
was kept up on both sides for a eonsblerablo time, in which tin? enemy lost 
■Several men, one sergeant and four Europeans we found dead and buried them. 
Captain Sin w'as ordered with two hundred Europeans and some Companies of 
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scapoys to roconnoitro tlio battoiu's to.the west ward and sontliward of the Town, 

(tliough wo had no particular iiiloi’riaati('n of the ('nomy’s situation that could 
1)0 depended on, we had been told that tlnw had fortilied all the avenues of the 
town which lead to the l^oit), and if possible to take possession of tlieni, but on 
a nearer apjiroacb they were found too wadi maintained to be diiaa-tly stormed, 
so, by tb(‘ direction of a s'\iide si'ut bini, be marched to tlie soutinvard, liavin" 
one volunteer wounded, and aboi^it G o’clock in tlie evening lodired himself in 
the Prussian gardens close to the river sid<*, liere when tlie ('nemy ])eireived 
him, they began a cannonadement from a half moon battery 909 yards south- 
ward of the Port, wliieh eontiiiued (without doing any execution) till d.trk. 

Tb(i attack on the nortb-wist battery eontinued likewise till dark, during, 
wbieli time llu^ enemy’s volunteers and otlaa’ Europeans sallied out on an ad- 
vanced party of the King’s Grenadiers, who soon repulsed tluan with co/isidcr- 
ablc loss; on our sidir was only two Grenadiei’s wounded, and Mr. Took', a voluiv 
leer, reyrived a shot through bis body, of which he soon after died. Wc had 
besides si’Veral seapoys killed and wounded in this skirmish. 

At night a detacliiiftmt of the troojis were left to inaintaiii the. post w'e got tsth March 1767 
possession of, and the resfreturned to Camp. 

At day-break we found the enemy had spiked up their guns, abandoned all 
their out-works, and rcliix'd to the Port; upon which, xvc took possession of 
them and invested the place by occujiyingall the h(',u.ses within a hundred' yards 
of the Port, and the same evening began to bombard the place from live small 
mortars and a Coe horn. 

This evening the 13-iiu‘li mortar began to play njion llie I’ort, and several leth. 
small parties by way of alerts advanced nmler the walls to k('ep the emmiy 
constantly awake; from this time to the 20tli we were employed, xvliilst the 
ships were moving up, in erecting one 5 gun llattery of 21 pounders, and 
one of 3 of the same calibre, bombarding the Port'at the same time, and keeping 
up a constant fire of musketry all rounil the place from the tops of the houses. 

Th(! ships came to an ancl’or olf tln^ I’russian g.irden.s a mih^ and a half 
distant from the Port, while they sent* up boats to sound the ))asasag(', xvhere tlu' 
enemy had sunk sonn' vessels to prevent their approach. This day 2()0 st'apoys 
arrived liere from Madras. 

W^o had now eouiph'ted our two Batieiies, one of which xvas within a 22nd. 

Immlred and the other a hundred and eighty yards of the south-east liastion ; 
the 3 gun battery was designed to piny on a mini one of (heirs elo.se under the 
walls of the Port and tin? southern Hank of the north-east haslion, which could 
ebielly annoy the sliips whilst coming up to the at1.nek; our three gnu battery 
liad been one of theirs which we had revi'rscd. 


The enemy havimr di.seovered wlna-e we were ens.-ting our live gun battery, 
and seeing guns moimted on the other, kept a w.inn lire on holll, by whieh 
they knoelo'd down many adjac'.mt houses, and by the, fall 'if a verandah two 
A.rlillery olficersand two Matrosses ai'ere wounded, and some lasvars and coolies 
buried in the ruins. • ' 

Upon lindiiig that the enemy <illemptod to dismount -the guns ot .our 
nearest battery, wc immediately threw in a number of .sand hags into tin' ein- 
hra/aires, and kept such a tire oC musketry from behind them t hat lh<! gnus of 
the south-east bastion could no longer play on our battery. At, niglik we 
completed our batteries, and ready to 0 ])en them on the ships moviivj up. At 
0 in the evening the King’s troops cmliarked on board tlie SfjiitidroJi. 

Before daylight all the troops were ordered* lo the Batterii's, and took 2 ; 
possession of all houses that overlookt'd the bastion ol the Port. 

At 0 o’clock we penreived tlic ship.s unih'r vvaV) and as soon as they ormie 
within reach of tlie enemy’s guns we opened both our hatteries and began an 
incessant lire, of musketry Irom all i|uarters, as well as from a tield piece, and a 
howitzer; this made it very dilln^ult for them to stand to tliew guns, especially • 
at the mud battery on the water side, from whicl^ the ships expected the 
greatest mischief. 

Aliont a quarter before seven the Tijgfir* who h'd eame^ to her station 
opposite to tlie eastern face of the north-east bastion, and the Kent soon alter, 
Opposite to the eastern face of the soutli-cast ha.stion. The Sali^hueij followed.

I am inucli obliged to you (lOutlenK'.n, for your congratulation.s on the 
success of llis Majesty’s Squadron, wliicb I hope will in some (IngriM! he the 
means of establishing the Comjiany in this Province on betier terms than ever 
they yet have? had. The pre.sent circumstances of the Nabob make.< it appear 
very probable that he will be greatly attached to tlje interest of the English ; 
at least thus far may be depended on, so long as bur troops can be of use to . 
him no doubt but rvo may bo assured of his friendship ‘and good ofllces. The 
alarm he has lately had from the Affglians who is said have taken the Mbgul ’ 
prisoner, and are marching towards these provinces, has made him apply for 
the assistance of our troops, tvj^ich he has been promised, provided he will ^ 
grant his consent to our attacking the French, w'hieh sQme times ago, when it* 
was resolved it should be undertaken, bp signified his dislike of such proceed- 
ings, and was determined to join with the French against us. However now • 
ho wants our assistance, his protection of our»enemys begins to decline, and 
by all that can be leanit from him be seems inclifieablc to favor the expedition, 
which is so fair an opening that the neutrality which has been long debated 
upon here, is now no longer talked of; but this day I haA^e received an appU- 
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cation from the Committee to assist with the squad/’on in endeavouring to take 
and reduce Cliandcrnagore, which service! shall readily undertake the moment 
the pilots will jxiove the large 'ships which I expect will be the day after to 
morrow. The Colonel is already near Chandernagpro with the view of har- 
rassing the enemy, and driving away all their coolies which will I suppose in 
some measure distress them. 

In your letter of the 21st February you seem to place some dependence on 
the directions you have sent to Colonel Clive td return to the Coast before the 
season is too late w'ith as many troops as can ho spared from the defence or 
Calcutta, aVid also in the request you have made to me to provide for the se- 
j;qrity of their passage. , ■ . 

You must he sensible from the present situation of affairs in this Pro- 
vince, it is utterly impossible to pari wit!\ a man ; hut if that was not the case, 
it ijj alror.dy too late for the sepiadron to got out of the river this season, aifd 
a's I fmd I am under a necessity of remaining here now till August or Septem- 
ber, I haves thought it necessary, in order to get to Bombay as soon as possible, 
when I leave Ibis place, to send Caplain James of i\w, Jlncevgc to .Madras to- 
gether with a sketch for all the provisions asul stoiass lodged there for the use 
of -tlie squadron, and I must d(ssire you'll give Captain James all the assistance 
you possibly can in shipping them off.

Since the dispattdi of those advices we have pfb- 
crired a copy Avith a jierusal of your instructions ; Copy of wliieli we think 
sliould liave liecu transmitted to us from the Committee. * ^ 

For tlio reasons given in that letter supported by .a Commission received 
from the Honorable Company this season (to the tenor of which 'we think 
tlieir conduct diametrieaJly opposite), aa'c tliink it our'diity to require us as 
follows. 

That you recede from ,thc independent Powers given you by the Com- 
mittee of Fort St. George as Commander-in-Cliief of their* land Forces, and 
subject yourself to tlm orders of this Presidency. 

TTiat you strictly conip'iy with .and follow whatever plans of Military 
Operations the Select Committed of Fort William may judge ).roper to point 
out, and that you do not think of making any TVeaty of Peaco or accommod.a- 
tion with the Suhali without tl;ieir coiicarieiice and approbation. 

Tliat you remain in Bengal with the Troops under your command till 
Honorahlo and advantageous terras can he obtained from the Suhah, and tliat 
when eireumstaiices will admit of your, leaving us, the number of men 
necessa}-y for our defence he snlnnitlcd to our dctiwrai nation, in Avhieh we shall 
give duo attention to the Exigences of the Gentlemen at Fort St. George. 

Wo aro.further of opinion that your Muster Rolls, Victuallers, Paymasters 
and Commissaries accounts should be laid before our Committee of Accounts 
to be inspected and jmssed agreeable to the Honorable Company’s direetiuiis. 

We must likewise demand the attested copies of the Phirniaund and 
the orders to the Suhahs, and other oflicers to comply with the tenor 
of grants, .and in the last place avc think it necessary to require that such part 
of file Military Stores as are not immediately wanuid in the Camp, witli the 
cash consigned sjngly to you, ho submitted to our directions. 

These, Sir, arc the demands we think it our iluty to make, and hope to find 
you (upon mature consideration) incliucabre' to comply with them. But if 
eontra’ry to our expectation (and we think in violation of our rights) you are 
determined to abidv? by the .Independant powers given you by the Select Com- 
mittee of Fort St. George, 

Wo must not only rejn-csent to our Honorahlo Masters such a refusal on 
your part as an infriugraent of the authority they have invested in us, hut must 
e,\'culpate hursclves from .any bad epnsequcnces attending it,' by protesting 
against you uud the said Select Committee. ”

The" juuetion of the delaehment 
she* had on board anil the troo[)s which sailed from Bombay the latter end of 
Octobi'r 'will, we hope, have enabled you to give the Nabob sueli a j) roof of your 
force as may incline liim to hearken to terms of aceommodatioii. 

For the’ necessity of your returning to the coast as soon as possible with 
all the troops that eau he sjiari'd is urged to us by many calls for assist amre. 
M' Bussy is at the head of a French .Vrmv' in the neighbourhood of our North- 
ern $ettlernimts which are ineafiahle of the least defence. ^lahofor Cawon 
appears in open rebellion in the I’inivelly Country, where we have sent 
Cap//' CaillVmd to join Llsoon Cawn, but the party he is to carry with him from 
Triehinopoly is so inconsidi'rahle that wc cannot tlatter ourselves witli th(> 
hopes he wilBhe ahlt> to do more than pri'si'rve the country in our liands. To 
dispossess them of fhe Fivrt of Madiuv. will wo fear require a larger force wliich 
we are unable to"sparo, for by the arrival of two sliips at I'ondieherry, the 
numhef's of the EriMieh must <'\'cetsl ours, .and although we have, done our en- 
deavors to pri'-veuPiiost ilities in this provinee, yet we cannot expect the French 
will remain inactiv.^ if tliey receiv^e any further supplies as it is said they d.aily 
expect. 

We tlujrefore think it necessary to repeat our former orders .that you may 
return here before tlu; season is too late, leaving as many troops 'as you judge 
necessary for the defence of ‘Calcutta. 

AYc hope the Bombay Detachment with the men you found at Bengal 
and 'sea])oys will sulllee for this service, and that you W'ill be .able to bring back 
nearly tin; same Force .as you carrird with you. 

, AYe are embarked on the Shifi Sally .and the Hetny Schooner four hundred 
seapoys, in w'hom are ‘included all those who received the bounty money in

Sir, ‘ 

Throe 4ays after the date of my last lottor of the 1.T'' Oct" 1756, * T saihxl 
from Madrass, with his Idajcsty^s ships Cninherland ^ Ttjaei% Sattslmr^ 

and Briugwatpr^ Marlborough and IVnlfyoie iTidianion and Blaze Vivp ship, 
''irhich last seeing, I should have no occasion for, I sent to Uoinhriy with direc- 
tions for her l>eing put out of Ooniinissiou and sold. T etulen voiir’d Co make the 
best my way to llallasore Road, hut meeting with trilling winds, and strong 
Southerly Currents, we were three weeks driving to the S<)uthw'‘, till wc got, 
into the liattitude of 6^ 30' N"' and them had jiot niad(^ mf)re than fou'r llegn'cs 
Rasting. This had tjie ap])earance <)f having a long ’passage, wliieh with the 
number of men we ha<l on board might have proved a very unfortunate cir- 
cumstance. 

lly our getting to the Eastward as much as pcvssihle, we l^egari fo meet 
with the Nortli East Trade, which not being s<d* in, provecl variable and s<jnally, 
tho* never blowing (uiougli to expect any had coviscqueme from it, but T found 
our ships wore in no coiiditiou to heal agnyist a Monsoon, 'fhe Suli-sburi/ 
(which I look’d upon to he the least defeelive of any ship in the squadron) on 
tlio 13'^' Nov" n)ad<? thc^ Signal of distress, haviitg s])rung a li'ak in Inn* wooden 
ends, and made so much water, that after four Jiours pumping, it liad gainM 
something U[)on them. I scut her all the assistanee in uiy power, and stopt her 
li'ak as much as possible, but ov('n then she rnruh^ upwanls of four feet every 
hour, which oblig’d bin* to carry an,ens\ sail, 'whereby our passage was greajly 
retarded. 'J'his unlucky accident made nn? (loul)tful whraJier the Expedition 
would not he overset, as, had she beef) obligM to hi'ar away, anothci* sliip must 
have gone with her, and that would have taken so much fonre from the 
Squadron, that I should havi! esteemed thi’! remaining part [Jivx'eeiling to*" ho of 
very little or no service. However, her leak not increasing, we all contain’d to- 
geth(.*r, and ^oii the 2^ Decern" ; about nine o’clook at night, t he C amherland 
unexpectedly struck upoji a ahoal olT Point Palmiras, hut luckily got olT again 
without receiving any damage. She immediately made the signal for dangf'r, 
and soon after, to anchor, whicli I repeated, and came to in eight fathgins. 
The m^xt morning we found the Kent within tluj Point, the rest of the ships 
were to TA>ewa.rd among the shoals, however they all got eJear*of them that 
evening, but were not able to get round the Point,* exia^pt tlie Tyger and 
lf \ilpole. On tlu^ 5^^* of December, I anchorM in RallasoiE Rend, and tlm 
Tyger and JP^ulpole soon after. There T met with Mess"* Watts and Peech<>r, 
deputed to me fiv)m the Governoi>and Council, to acquaint me with the\state 
of tlieir affairs, which wer <3 in so bad a situation as to require immediate 
assistance. 1 consulted the IHlots about carrying tlie Kent and Tgger ovi’ir the 
Braces, who were of opinion it miglit be done with safety during the Springs, 
and, if I wou/d permit them, they would take charge' of the ships lip the River 
to Fulta. The tides serving I weigh'd tlie Decern" and ])roceeded over the 
Braces. The 1 -V*’ I arriv'd at Fulta, where the GA)vernor and Gfuineil and late - 
Inhabitants of Calcutta had retired to since the loss of Fort William and all, 
their other settlements, with as many of their ships and vessels as had escaped 
falling into the hands of the Moors. I also found tliere the Kingsjisher, who I 
dispa’ eh*d from Madrass, some ♦time before the Squadron saiPd, w ith advices ' 
to M" Drake of my preparing to come to his assistance^ * ^ 

After having consulted with the Governor and ‘^Council, saw there was 
a iiPC€\ssity for a stronger force than the fifty ^un ship and frigates to proceed 
up the River, as the enemy, not thinking the !:ort .3 of Tanna and Jiusbudgia to 
be a sufiicient defence, were raising new works on the banks of the River, 
which they had been employed about for some time. Hearing this, I thought 
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it most adviseable fo proceed as soon as possible, but the Springs then coming 
on, the Pilots would not take charge of the ships till they were orer. In the 
mean time I wrote to the Nabob, a copy of which I herewith inclose, and made 
such preparations as were necessary for my procei^ding. ^ , 

By the 25‘'’ the tides began to slacken, when the Bridgxoaler join*’ me, and 
the next day the iSaiis/^Mry. ^ The Pilots then acquainting miftof it’s being a pro- 
per tim(5 to move up, and having receiv’d no answer from the Nai)ob, I gave 
ordei*s for emhavking the troops the 28‘\ aw|j 'sail'd .the same day with the 
Kent, Tyger, Salnhnnj, Bridg^oater Vini. Kingfisher Sloi»p. The next aftetnoou 
Col‘ Cliye was landed in order to march to Bushudgia to make an attack by 
land, at the, same time Ui§ Squadron was to ap|K?ar hel'ore the place.* The 30"‘ 
about eight o’clock in the morning the Sqnadrt^n anchor’d and began to can- 
nonade, at half past eight I order’d the King’s troops to land to support tho 
Colonel,* who, from the reports T receiv’d, I had great reason to believe w'a^ 
engag'd with tho enemy. A little before nine they joind him, hut the action 
was then over, tho enenvy having retired with loss. Wc soon after heard* they 
march back with great haste to Calcutta, But the Govorivor of Bu.sl)udgia con- 
tinued in tiie fort and dcfeifded it. The Colonel was ilL provided with Cannon, 
and all sorts of Military stores, and was unacquainted witlTtho situation of the 
enemy, having taken no prisoners to inform him, or indeed could get any intel- 
ligence to be depended upon. Tho Moors in their usual way fir’d from’beliind 
the bushes, it was therehwe impossible to know exactly when they retreated, 
but by accounts they eertaiuly had encamp’d not far olf, which they broke up 
with tlie •utmost expedition ; In tliis skirmish were kill’d an Ensign and eleven 
Private men, and about twenty sljghtly wounded. 

Tlie ships soon silenced the enemy’s fire ; hut we had occasion for most part 
of the day to fire som(? guns to keep them from firhtg on our troops who wt'rc 
lodg’d near their walls with an intention to storm before night ; but that being put 
olT, at seven o’clock in the tivening 1 order'* about a hundred .seamen on shore un- 
der the command of Cnpt“ King, and at half an ho'ivr after eight the body of the 
fort.was on fire, and immcidiately after I receiv’d the agreeable news of the 
])lace heipg our own. The moment the seamen, soldiers, and sc:q)oys enter’d, 
the few pcopic who were left in the tort ran out, and wo \v(?re so unlucky as 
not to take a man. Captain Campbell one of the Company’s Captains lost his 
lift! after he was in the fort, and about four of the Kings soldiers were wotind- 
ed M'hile«ihey lay under the walls. This fort was extremely well situated for 
* d(!ft:ncc, and had the advantage of a wet ditch round it, hut Avas badly provided 
with cannon, as we found only eighteen guns, from twenty four pounders 
downw''*, and about forty barrels of ])ovvder Avith ball in proportion. 

€>n the 1'* Jany the Kent and Ti/ger anchord hetAA'oen Tanna Fort and a 
battery opposite, botli AA'hich places the enemy abandon’d as the ships ap- 
proach’d. In those' aa;c found about forty guns, some twenty four pounders, and 
all mounted on good carriages, most of them the Company’s. Wc also found 
8om»! povyder'and hall. 

Tij the night, I- sent the .boats mann’d and arm’d up the river, to sot fire to 
a sliip and some vessels that lay under a fort, Avliieb Avas executed without 
opposition. ’Pliat was a necessary piece of service-, as I heard they were fill’d 
with cpmbustibles in order to he set on fire when the ebb made, to burn our 
.ship.s. 

The next morning early, ^igreeahlo to the Colonel’s request, I landed the 
Company’s troops, aa'Iao immerliately began their march to Calcutta. The Kent 
and Tyger soon after Avei'gh’d and proceeded up the JliAajr together with the 
twenty gun ship and sloop, which last had directions when I should anelvor ofl‘ 
Calcutta, to pass mo and the Tyger, and anchor above, where they saw they 
♦rould most annoy the enemy. As there was no. necessity for more than tw*e 
ships at Calcutta, and the keeping Tanna fort was of some consequence, I 
thought proper to leave the Salisbury there, as a guard ship to prevent the 
enemy from regaining it and the battery opposite. 

■ The Tyger being the leading ship, at forty minutes after nine o’clock the 
- enemy began to fire upon her from their batteries below Calcutta, irhich they 
desert ed as we approach’d. At twenty minutes past ten, the Tyger anchor’d 



abreast tbe line of f^uns at Calcutta, at half an hour after ten tjie Kent anclior’d, 
and both ships made a very warm fire, in so mnch that the enemy were soon 
drove their guns and presently after run out of the fort * Capt“ Coote 

with the King s troops and an officer from tbe enti.T’d the fort a little 

before eleven, but tbe flight of the enemy was so sudden that only two or three 
poor ignorant, fellowr were taken. I garrison’d the plac» that'day with the 
King s troops and appointed Capt“ Coote to take the command. The lu'xt day 
I deliver’d it up to the Compar^y’s representatives with all the elfee^s found 
within their hounds. Here we found four mortars ninety one guns of diflerent 
sizes and a considerable quantity of all kinds of ammunition : We have 
suffered very little fi*om the enemy in our masts, yards and ris;ging, aud have* 
lost very few. The inclos’d is an abstract of all the men kill’d and wounded -it 
the several attacks, 

> 

The Governor and Council being now in possession of their principal settle- 
ment, determin’d for the yiohsncies they had received from tlu' Nabob and bis 
subjects, to declare war against bini, and to publish the same (hronghont all 
tlie country,, and wrote qie a letter desiring I would do the same in the name of 
TIis Majesity, which I accordingly did. A copy of tludr letter and my Declar- 
ation I herewith inclose. Tlie misfortune of ncitlier the Cumherland nor 
Morlhorough being arriv’d, made it quite impossible for any enterprise to ho un- 
dertaken by land, and it vv'as absolutely necessary to ]msh the enemy before they 
had time to recover fiavm tlieiv panniek. Accordingly -an expedition wa.?« pro- 
])()s’d against Hughley, to be executed by the twenty gun ship and sloop, tljo 
Ijoats of the squadron nianu’d and arm’<l, assitvfjcd "by all tin; King’s troo[)s 
amounting to one bundr<id and seventy, the Company’s Grenadiers and two 
hundred seapoys, wdiich were to be landed under the command of Ma jor Kill- 
patrick. Several sloops were procur’d to embark them, and tlien? ])cing a 
jjroper vessel for carrying two mortars, which being judg'd of groat consequence 
to the success of tlie expedition, the Committee ofh'ri.'d her to go upoh this 
service, if I would appoint a proper officer to take the command of her. I 
neeordingly gave my first lieutenant, M’ Warrick a commission as Captain, 
and appointed a Lieutenant and Surgeon to her, which I hope their Jjordshipa 
will approve of. ' 

Everything being prepared the troops were embark’d tbe 5'*' ins* and all, 
proceeded up the river under the command of Capt“ Smith of his Mai'* ‘Ship 
Bridgwater, who by not having a good Pilot grounded before ho got two l.vignes 
above me, where he lay forty eight hours in great danger, hut got olf without 
r<*(!eiving much damage, and by tbe assistance of a Dutcli Pilot, who he took on 
lioard in bis passage up, be proceeded agreeable to his orders. 

On the ll"' I receiv’d the agreeable news of -our being in possession of 
llugbley. Por tbe particulars of tin? attack, I beg leave to ref<*r their Lord- 
ships to the iiicdos’d account of Capt" King^'s, who eotnm:md(Mj party of seamen 
ashore, and by whom I now take tba opportunity of sending my dispatches, 
and beg leave to recommend him to their Lordships favour. 

The Bridgwater* s grounding in going up, oceasiqned great delay, by which 
means the enemy had time to carry off most of their effects, and the Dutch* did 
not scruple to receive them under their protection, as widl as several of their 
principal Inhabitants. I represented this proceeding to M' Bisdom the CJbief 
of Chincura, tb which I receiv’d nothing but evasive and equivocal answers. 
As I was extremely unwilling to have a tnisunderstanding with any Europian 
power, r sent my captain up to him, with a letter credit in the usual form, 
to explain such matt<?i*s as could not .so readily he settled by letter. To this be 
made me no reply, neither did be make any answev to two lettem w'rote to him 
from Capf Speke while at at Chincura, and by my authority, and one frem 
Capt" Smith. 

Their behaviour altogether has been so very partial in favour of our enemy, - 
that I should do an injustice to myself in passing it ever without taking some 
notice of it. 

After I receiv’d Captain King’s account of tbq attack upon the Fort, I had 
for several days news brought me of our progress in burning and d^troying 
the City of Hughley, also of setting fire to their granaries, and siore houses of 



salt, which were sftuatod on the banka of each side the river, and extended 
near two miles in length. The destroying th&se gmnaries will be of great pre- 
judice to ther Nab*»b, as they contaioi’d a store for the subsistanco of his army 
while it is in this part of the country. 

This serviefe being done, and nothing else to* undertfike either with the 
ships or boats, I orderd Cal^t Smith and the sloop to come down and join me. 

On the 12^’’ ins‘ I receiv’d His Majcisty’s ■T)«H!lf\ration of War agaipst the 
.French King, which was transmitted from the Din-ctors of the East India 
Confpaity f)y land to Bussero, from thence to Governor liourchier at Homljay, 
.Avjio actpiaints mo thefe came by the same conveyance puhlick letters for me, 
wliieh 1 hear lie has sent by one of, the three ships coming here from thence 
with Five hundred troops, but neither of them are yet arrived, when they dp, 
they will«h() a very cf)nsiderablo reinforcement to the little army here, and 1 
liope I shall see them before 1 am oblig'd to leave the river. , 

Notwithstanding ou^ success, the Compiny’s affairs hero, arts yet on a 
very precarious footing,* and nothing hut a lasting ' advantageous peace can 
possibly fr(;e them fronr ruin. From this relleetion, T wrote a letter to the 
Committee, offering proposals relating to our coiuluci wdth the French, a Copy 
of which I herewith inclose, with an extract of their answer, which I hope 
Avill justily me, if I enter into a neutrality w'ith the Fremrlii in tlm Ganges as 
it was ohs<‘rv'd last war, and especially as \vc arc now aliviady embroil’d w ith 
the country government, whoVould be too pi>vverful for us by land if joiiid hy 
tlui Frejich, and particularly 5^> wlien 1 leave the Iliver, tliereforo I think a 
neutrality witl» the French must he observed in the Ganges. If it could he 
with ?i league offensive and didensive against the Nabob, no doubt but be might 
be brcyight to terms the sooneV; and this I propos’d to the French soon after 
the taking C.alcutta, upon their application to me to eriter into a simple neu- 
trality, hut they excus'd themselves as tliey wer??*not in a condition to join with 
us against the Nabob, whose resentment they much fearM. 

0(1 the 20*'* Jauy the Ifarfborofiffh arrived here with hotw(?en tlireo and 
four Jiundn'd seapoya and all the Field Train. About the same time I reiMuv’d 
a lette# from M*” Po(( 0 <^k ac^qiiainling me that he had us’d his utmost efforts to 
get roifiid point Falmiras, hut his provisions and water being .almost expended, 
and his people very sickly, he was at last oblig’d to bear up for Vizakapatam, 
where he arriv’d the IF'* D(?cem’. As timre are near three hundred troops on 
h' the Curfibf:rland, I tlionght it proper to send M’ Poeock orders to make the 
best of his way to Bengal, ■end pro{;ecd up tin? River as high as Kedgaree, and 
to disembark the troops without loss of time, and send them to Calcutta, it 
being at this'critie;il juncture of the utmost importance our land fcrce should 
be augmeuted. , ' • #

A’few days a^go an application was made to both the French and Dutch, 
from two of the principal jjeople about the' Nabob’s <’ourt, with views of bring- 
ing about a peace; and tho* it did not come immediately from the Nabob iiini- 
wdf, y»>t it ik supposed, it was done by his authurily. By tho opportunity of 
the Delawttr I may ho able to acquaint their Lordsliips what will be the issue 
of this seeming inclination on tlieir sid/j for pc'aee : But since this application 
was made, I have receiv'd a^lettcr from the Nabob, a copy of which f liere- 
* with inclose together wRh ray answer. What will 1x5 the event I cant pretend 
. to $ay, hut I am afraid I shall be under the necessity of continuing longer 
here than I would chusc to tlo, as I must not think of leaving them till suck 
time they are in a state of security against any insults from the country 
“ power; tho’ I am afraid my stay will bo attended with very disagreeable, if 
not batjj consequences tt> tho squadron, all our ships being in a bad condition, 
and our men very sickly.* We have already lost more since wo have been in 
the River than in a whole year before. This is but a melancholly oircurnstance 
in a French W ar considering how short the ships are of their proper comple- 
ment, and the impossibility of getting men here;

Captain Kino’s Account of the taking Hnglilcy 

On the 10“’ January 1757 between three and four o’clock in the’ afternoon, 
the troops rendezvous’d onboard a Moors ship wo* bad taken possession of in 
the morning and lay moor’d near the Bridgwater^' and. about one mile to the 
southward of Hugbley Port. At 4 the Bridgwater weigh’d and drop’d up with 
the flood till about half an hour after, when being opposite to, and less tlian 
musket shot from the Fort, She anchor’d & began to cannonade, wdiich the 
enemy smartly return d with both great guni^ & small arms : and while she 
was dropping up several single shot were exchanged between the fort and her. 
Soon after the Bridgwater weigh’d tho Kingafisher anchor’d near the same 
place, in order to cover the troops, who accompanied by 70 seamen immcxlijitely 
binded, and possessed themselves of a merchantjS house; upon which the Kinqa- 
Jiaher moved up above the Bridgwater and engaged the fort ; and tho Thunder 
Ilomb, who about this time yvns placed at a proper distance, began to bombard 
the S. E’' Bastion which had a good effect, and greatly alarm’d the Moors, who 
were not accustom’d to being attack’d in that manner. ' 

Tho trbops finding no opposition,, march’d about two hundred ’yards to 
another house, and then on towards the fort, but that being surrounded with 
bouses, no guide to direct us, and our men much exposed to mbskettry from 
those houses, it was therefore judged proper to return to the seco’ad house 
before mention’d, and wait till tho Bridgwater and Kingafisher had made a ’ 
Breach, or by means of reconoitring, or taking a prisoner, we could get certain 
information of the properest place to make an attack : in the meantime the 
seamen & seapois were employ’d setting fire to the^town. ' 

The house we had now made our quarters had a large garden, and a good 
substantial wall round it, with two gates, one towards the^ort, at which w-e 
mounted two three pounders, ^nt ashore from th6 Bridgwater) the other 
facing the river which was guarded by Seapois. 

At 8 o’clock a prisoner was brought in & his life promised him on. condi- 
tion ho would guide us to the fort. At 9 o’clock more seamen w'ere landed 
which increased the number .of them to about 130. Soon after. Captain Coote 
of Colonel Adlercron’s Regiment, Lieutenant Lutwidge of the’ Salisbury, & 
Lieut* Haytw of the Kingafisher taking with them the prisoner, w'ent to re- 
conoitre, and returned ag^in betw€»n 10 & 11 o’clock informing Major 
Killpatrick, who commanded the land forces, .that they bad examin’d several 
parts of the fort, and found it in general so much crowded with houses & black 
peoples hutts, that in their opinion the best part for storming was the »8. E» 
Bastion, where the Bridgwater had already made a small breach. As soon as 
this intelligence came, the scaling ladders were sent for, but the vessel they 
were on board of, being some distance down the Rive', an4 tbo ebb tide made, 
which must necessarily prevent their arriving soon, the soldiers weiac order’d 
to rest on their arms, & permitted to refresh themselves. Major Killpatrick 
then desir’d Lieutenant Lutwidge and myself to go on board the Bridgwater 
consult with Captain Smith, and take a view *of the breach from the ship,

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which having done, and Captain Smitli joining in’ opinion that storming was 
practicable, We agreed that the Bridpieater & Kingtfiaher should continue a 
brisk fire at that part of the tort, till they were call’d to from the shore to 
cease ; and then, return’d to our quarters, and acquainted the Major with what 
had passed, who‘ order’d a party of seapois to be ready to make a false attack 
towards the S. W‘ part of the fort. By this time it was past one in the morn* 
Ing, and wdien we got to the breach between two.and three; at which time the 
false attack was made, and the seamen who marhhed in front with the ladders, 
placed them .and mounted the breach, next to them the seapois, thenjthe King’s 
troops, and after them the cornpanys. . 

• ' The fort was cnterd wdthout much difficulty tho’ many of the enemies 
men wore in it, who endeavour’d tb make a stand, but were obliged to retire, 
after a litth?^ skirmish, in which they wounded several of our people. ’ 

“ Ilero we found 20 gnns from 21 pounders downwards with a quantity of 
ammunition.

Sin, 

Soon after the date of- my last letter of 21**’ Feb^ dispatches arrived from 

Watts, the second in council of Calcutta, who is attending the Nabob’s 
Court at Muxadavad. By his letters the Nabob appear’d not so strongly 
attach’d to the French interest^ as we had reason to apprehend w'hen I address’d 
you last. No pains was spared to improve this alteration from the resolution 
he had bofore taken, and the circumstance of some troubles approaching the 
northern part of liis kingdom by the Afghans, who it was said had chose a 
person named Abdallah to be their general, and that he had taken Delly and 
made the Mogul prisoner, and had coin’d money in his own name, tho appre- 
hensions the Nabob was under from this sudden revolution in the Empire made 
him very sollicitous to bo reinforced by our troops, who he offered great rewards 
to for their service. But I represented to him how imprudent it would he to 
send all our force from our garrison, to march with him a considerables disfance 
into the country, and leave behind us our enemies the French, who agreeable, 
U) bis desire, i bad lieen eudesavouring to enter into a neutrality with, but upon 
diseoverihg, (when the business was near concluded), that they M’^cre not v<isted 
with pi’oper {)ow(?rs to make such a treaty, I declined entering any farther into 
a negotiation of that nature .with people who hail no authority to do it; and that 
t made no tloubt, he perceived the uprightness of my intention in endeavouring 
to comply with what he had recommended relating to the business of a neutrality, 
and that lie was too reason.able to expect I could assist him with tho forces he 
required till such time we had reduced the French, so as to leave no enemy 
behind us. This wrought- such an effect on the Nabob, that tho* he could not 
he brought to give his full consent in writing to our attacking the French, yet 
he explained his sense of tlic matter suflicient to ho understood he would not 
interfere, or know of any thing done between us and them. 

As I had not totally given over the thoughts of attacking Chandeniagor, 
I kept the squadron in readiness to proceed up the River whenever the Pilots 
would take, charge of the ships ; and upon receiving such favourable bints from 
tho Nabob I fix’d the time for sailing. .Be foi’e that came, tho Bombay troops 
arriv’d at Calcutta, amounting to three hundred men and march’d directly to 
♦he camp to join Col‘ Clive, w‘ho by this reinforcement had with him 700 
Europeans and 1,000 Blacks. Immediately after he was join’d by the Bombay 
Detachment, be march’d to Cliandernagoro, where he had not been long, before 
ho took possession of all the enemy’s out-posts, except one redoubt, situated 
oetweeu the River side and the walls of the fort, wherein were mounted eight 
cannon, 24) |)ound’’",'Tour of which pointed down the river. Two days before I 
sailed, an officer of tho Cumberland brought me letters from Pooock, 
acquainting me of his arrival at Ballasore Road. Had this happened a few 
days sooner, tho reinforcement of her seamen, & the troops she had on board 
, would have been a very considerable advantage to us, but there was no waiting 
three or four days without losing the opportunity of the Neapes, and before 
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the proper time of tides would have offer’d again great changes might liave 
happened by the artful iosinuations of the PrenoJi at the Naliob’s court. 1 
resolv’d therefore to proceed with the few m^n I had, and sail’d the 15“’ ins* 
with the Kent, Tyger and Saliabttry. The twenty gun ship and sloop, I oi’der’d 
up the River some days befcnro to cover the boats attending on the camp. On 
the 18“' I anchor’d about two miles below Chan’denagor and observ’d the 
Prench had done every thing in.tjidir power to obstruct our passage up, by 
sinking two ships, a ketch, a sno\v, a hulk & a vessel without masts all directly 
in the channel within gun shot of the fort, and laying two booms mooi’ed with 
chains aerosfj the River. This caus’d some delay, till the booms wore cut adriftt 
and I could discover by souAding in the night a proper ‘channel to pass thr-#’, 
which the Pilots found out, without, being at the trouble of weighing any of 
th<j vessels, as I expected wo should have been oblig’d to do; hut bofofo this 
could be suffunently known to venture thro’ M’ Pocock came up to /ne in. his 
boat, apd hoisted his flag on board the Tyger. On the 23*’ at six o’clock in the 
morning, I weigh’d and sail’d up in the following (irder the Tyger, Kent 
and Salispttry. At ton Vninutes after six the enemy began td’fire fronl the re- 
doubt, Avhich was abapdoued as soon as the leading ship got a breast of it. At 
three quarters after six, the ships Avere placed, Avlioh 1 caus’d the signal to h(' 
made for engaging, Avbich continu’d very briskly on both sides till a quarter 
past nine. The enemy then waved over their walls a f^ag of truce, and desir’d 
to capitulate. I have inclosed a copy of the articles they proi)os’d with iny 
answers, which the Governor and Council agreed to and signed within the time 
prescribed them. In consequence of which I sent Capt" liJitham (of the Tyger) 
ashore to rtajcdvo t.hc keys and take possession (’>f the fort. I beg leave to con- 
gratulate their Lordships on the suec<?ss of His Majesty’s arms on this oecasion. 

Col* Clive march’d in with the King’s troops,about live in the afternoon- 
’I'here were in the fort 1,200 men of which were 500 Europeans and 700 iSIaeks* 
183 pieces of cannon from 2'.l< .p’’” downwards, three small mortars, and a con- 
siderable quantity of ammunition. , , 

Besides the ships and vessels sunk hcloAv to stop the channel up, th^y sunk 
and run ashore five large ships above thc,fort, and we have taken four sloops 
and a snow. The enemy had kill’d in the fort 40 men and 70 Avoutulod. ^ Wc 
also have suffei*cd in some degree, the Kent liad 19 men killed and 49 wquhder, 
the Tyger 13 killed and 50 Avounded. Among the mirnher killed was my first 
lieutenant M.’ Sam’ Pnrreau, and the Master of the Tyger. Among tl>c 
AA-^ounded was M’ Pocock slightly hurt, Capt" Sixjko and his son by the same 
cannon hall, the latter had his log shot off, M’ Rawlins Hey my third Lieute- 
nant had his thigh much shatter’d, and is in groat, danger, M’ Stanton my 
fourth Lieuten* slightly AVOunded by splinters, but the greater part of the 
wounded have sulYcred much, being hurt*chietly by cannon* shot several of 
them cannot possibly recover. 1 ipy.st do this justice 'to all the officers and 
men in general, to say, agreeable to their usual bravery, tho’y behav’d. with 
great spirit and resolution on this occasion, as did also the land forces Avho 
kept a good and constant fire the whole time from two batteries of four ‘and 
two guns, they had raised very near the fort. 

I am fearful the Kent has’ suffered so much in her Imll, I shall be under 
a necessity of leaving her behind, it being I believe impossible to repair her, 
which their Lhrdships will better judge of by the inclos’d account of her 
defects. Those of the Tyger may he repair’d the;rfe being some masts and a 
quantity of other naval stores at this place. 

Since by being here, the Nabob has acquainted me, he has made a peace 
with his enemies, and that he shall now have no occasion for the assistance of 
our troops, so that how they will be employ’d the remaining part of this sum- 
mer, is not yet determin’d. The ships natist infallably renAain here now till. 
August, when. I shall endeavour to proceed to Bom|^ay with all tlie dispatch 
jiossible, without calling at Madrass, haAdng sent for the provisions and stores 
belonging to the squadron to be brought here. » 

By the arrival of the Bombay ships, I receiv’d their Lordships order of 
the 18*" May 1756 with tw'elve copies of His Maj* Declaration of War against 
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France, -which I have deliver’d ajyreeable. to (heir direction to the several C«pt* 
under ray command with orders accordingly. 

Their Lordships order for.my returning home the latter end of this year, 
is irapossiblo fpr me to comply with, hut I hope to get away from Bombay, 
time enough to arrive in -England in August or Sepf 1758, and tho* my stay 
will he something longer than they expected, I hope my proceedings in the 
circumstances I have been under,, will mee't with their liordships approbation. '• 

By letters from the Committee at Fort S‘ George, I am inform’d* of the 
Tritaws alrrival at Anjingo on the coast of Malabar the 27'** Decern' last, and 
landed a packett from the Fast India Cmnpany for^ their governor ‘and council 
at Port S‘ George, but no account where she went to from thence. I suppose 
she iscgono to Bombay and it’s very probable I may not see her till June or 
July, which makes me \ineasy, as I imagine her Capt" is charg’d with orders *of 
dome consequence for me. 

An opportunity immediately offering by a sloop going from b^nce to 
Busseroj 1 take the chanpe of these letter’s arriving safe, as 1 imagine the most 
earljr notice of this inteUigenee at home may be of sbino^ consequence to our 
affairs in this part of the world.

1. We have given you Ticcount of the state of these provinces and 
our transactions to- the 26*’’ erf March, triplicate of which advices were for- 
warded hy His Majesty’s Sloop of War, the Kiuff Fisher. 

• 2. This letter is purposely to acquaint you of a happy revolution * in the 
Government of this kingdthn in favour of Jaflir Ally ICliait, of the part Ave,toolc 
in this affair, and our motives for it,, and of the advantages obtained by espous- 
uig the present Suhah’s cause and placing the sway id his Hands. ’ 

3. On the first Of May Colonel Clive laid before us two letters he . had 
reeeiv^ld from Mr. Watts dated the 26”‘ and 28‘" of April in which after 
some observations on the strangeness of the Nabob’s heljaviour, and that all 
degrees of people were persuaded he would break with us upon tlie first favour- 
able opportunity, ho .proceeds to inform the Colonel (hat Jafiir Ally Khan had 
sent for Coja Petruse and given him .to understand that most of tho Nabob’s 
principal officers were tired of his Government & *ready to desert him and 
set up another if wo would countenance & support tlie tsonfedcraoy with the 
assistance of our troops. J’hat if we appi*oved of this Scheme ho desired our 
Demands of what Monies, Lands, would, induce; us to engage in the 
llusiucss. _ In the last of the above mentioned’ letters M*" Watts repeats his 
apprehensions of tho Nabob’s Design to break tho Treaty ho made with us, 
urges a speedy answer might be sent to Jaflir Ally Khan’s proposal* dud gives 
it as his opinion the project was feasible and m.iglit be executed ivithout much 
Difficulty. * 

4i. Asa proposition of this Importance required our most serious Considera- 
tion, we accordingly debated 'mat ur,ely the Consequences of embracing this gif or, 
and whether it should he accepted or declined. After a long Consultation in 
which every Reason for and against the Scheme was collected and deliberately 
argued on, it was tho unanimous Sense of the Committee that a Revolution 
in the Government (whatever hands it fell into) would he advantageous* to the 
Rnglish ; that there eould be no Hurt in trying to effect it, as our go<il under- 
standing witji Seraja Dowla was extremely precarious, and a Rupture with him' 
universally expected as soon as the Squadron and Army left us, and that by 
joining Jaffir Ally Khan to supplant him, wo should obtain in all probability 
very beneficial Terms for the Company as well as live free of any Apprehensions 
from the Country Government. Rut as those general Reasons would not’ have 
justified our embarking tho Company in vsuch an undertakhag & hazarding a 
Breach with Seraja Dowla after concluditsg the peace .we did, wo think it neces- 
sary to i’ecite at lai’go our Motives 'for engaging in a Confederacy to change tho 
Government, and doubt not they will bo esteem’d sufficient by our Bniployers 
to vindicate our Proceedings. , , ’ • 

6. Pirst, it was evident to us from the whole Tonour of .the Nabob’s Beha- 
viour since the Peace, That wer could not possibly rely o nhis Friendship, and that 
the Treaty made with him would soon be violated when once he thought’ himself 
suj^rior to us. ’in strength, his Delay in performing the Agreement, many of the 
Articles being at that time as far from bein^ compleated as at first, the 
Evasion of giving us any Satisfaction for the Loises suffer’d by our Inhabitants, 
thro’ Mouickchund’s Means, tho small sum of Money 'which was pretended to 
be given Credit for in his Sircarry, being scarce a tenth part of the Loss 
sustained by the European’s alone; with several other parts of his Conduct 
were so many convincing prooi^ that his Friendship was uusincore and tl»«t 
he could not abide by his Treaty which the Exigency of* his Situation alcme 
inclined him to make. * 

6. Secondly, there was the greatest Reason to imagine he w'as an utter 
Enemy to the English and privately endeavouring to bring in the French with 
promises of joining them against us. We were confirmed in this Opinion from 
the Great aversion he sliow’d to our molesting the French at Chandernagore

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his espousing and |)A)teeting Monsieur Law and his'party, after that place was 
taken, his keeping them in this Part ; <md the (;ertain intelligence wc have 
r<‘eeived from all quarters of hi? writing frequently to Moiis*^ Hussy sending 
. him large presents, and inviting him to mareh ttiis V\*ay : Tins was so notorious 
that it was puhlie‘kly talkcsd of and known, his Cossids p;issing almost daily 
thro’ Ballasoro, and but a few days before some Elephants and Seerpaws arrived 
at that place within passage to Mohs'" Bossy’s' Qan'p. 


7. Lastly, there was great room to think '^lio did not mean w'dl by the 

Orders, ho had given to fortifye Cutwah, and the removing of Suffras Cawn’s 
FaVnily from Da<^ca into I’ooranea ; The Interruptions our’ Boats and People 
met- with in their way to Oossimhuzar contrary t(f the Treaty of Peace, with 
many actions of the same Nature which put it beyond all doubt tiuit his Bislike 
and Jealmisie of our Nation was rooted, and that he a^ouUI not miss any 
tuniiyiof mining our AlTairs and exterpating tlio English out of his Country : 
It was tliercfore but common prudence to prevent our ov\'n Ruin, whicll,could 
not b(5 don(j so elfectually any other AVay than by divesting the Nabob of the 
power of blirting us. • , * ’ • 

8. Another Inducement to undertake this Affair was the universal Hatred 

of all Sorts and Conditions of Men to Seraja Dowln, the affeclion of his Army 
alienated from him by his'ill usage of the O dicers, and a Revolution so generally 
wish’d fbr, that it is probfible it Avould be attempted (and perhaps successfully) 
even without our Assistaueo in which (;ase it would havo availed us but little, 
wliereas by eountenancing tlie , Confederacy and supiiorting it witb our whole 
Force we might make our own Tbrms, benefit our Employers both by present 
and futui'C advantages, do a general Good, procure souk' sai/isfactimi to the 
Inhabitanls of our Colony for their heavy Losses in the Capture, establish the 
Tranquillity of the Country, fine? by that Cleans (qien a greater Currency than 
ever to o'ur Business, and lastly cut oil the Expectation of the F’rencb and keep 
them totally out of these Dominions. . 

, 9 . Motives so intiu'osling and founded upon the primi'. Law of Self preserv- 
ation di^termined us to (unbrairc the proposal made by Jatlxr Aly Khan ^n'ovidisd 
adequate Terius were granted in Considei’ation of entoi ing into a. fresh War 
with tlu; Nabob, whose Conscipunu^e must liavo proved very detrimental to our 
AlTaii’s, i( the'Suec OSS of it had not been answerable to our Expectations. Ac- 
,cordingly after some consideration the following DcMiiands were esteemed equi- 
table and reasonable to bo ask'd. Viz’. That our Phirmauiul and tlm Priviledgos 
acquinaf by the Treaty with Seraja Dowla b(', conlirmed and punctually com- 
ply’d witli ; That Restitution be made of the Comjiany’s Avliole Loss, and tin? 
Loss pf the* European Inhabitants of Calcutta; That our Bomids be aug- 
mented ; That we liave Liberty to fortifye Cossimbuzar ; That an Olfensivc 
and Defensive AUidneo be made again.it all Enemies of both ])artics, as well 
European^ as others,* and that the Erciich bo not permitted to ro-sottle in these 
provinces; That Hie Moors do not fortifye wiihin 'I’vveuty Miles of the River 
Side front 1 1 uglily (hnvn to Ingollies; And that the Revenues of a certain 
Tract of Laml he made over and assigned to us in Cousidi'ration of our main- 
taining a good Bo(ly of Troops. These Terms were accordingly transmitted to 
JM*" Watts to get .Jatflr Aly Klian to assent to them. 


10. On the 17"' IMay Colonel Clive laid before us a Letter from M' Watts 
with such Art'ieles of Agreement as Jaffir Aly Khan’s Conrulent had assured 
him would bo aeeeprod of, and requesting that if tliey were aixproved of by the 
Admiral and Committee tlu^y might bo engrossed in Cypfu?r, signed and scaled 
by them, and rctunuid to him to get them executed by Jaffir Aly Khan. As 
those Articles were greatly moi’e advantageous for the Company than the Terms 
wc had demanded there could he no object ion to thmn on our part. They xvere 
accordingly approved of and ordered to be engrossed with some Alterations 
relh.ting to the Satisfaction of private Sufferers. The substance of them you 
will find ih the translate of the Persian Treaty herewith transmitted for your 
Observation. 

11. Ill order to prevent the least Suspicion ,of ivhat wo were doing, our 
Troops svere Ordered into Quarters, part of them in Calcutta and part in Chander- 
nagore, and the Nabob wrote to (agreeable to JatBr Aly Khan’s Advice) 
recall ins Army encamp’d at Plasscy and Duudpere. 
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advflnooc? thus far, it was next jiulied proper to obtain 
if possihlo ti poisonal Conference hetwepn »Ja(Tir ^ly ICIiati and 'some I'crson of 
Trust and Coiilidenee on our part. To elTeet tjiis without allarinin^ the Nabob’s 
suspieions, it was ^irOposed for the Colonel to send the Nabob a Letter by 
Scratton s Hands aijquaintins^ him that he had an affair of Coiise(p.ienoe to coni- 
Tuunieate by whieli Means M' Scrafton niii^ht ha^e an o])])oitunity of seeincf 
.laifir Aly Jvhun and.oonler w*i{.l^ lliin on the plan of Ojieralions for executins^ 
our p^’ojeet, to assure liiru of <i<ir Attaehnieut to his Interest, and to use his 
Endeavours to get sueli Security as could ivell ho giveu without discovering the 

Scheme. . ‘ •

13. On the 19"‘ May lbe Treaty being engrossed in the manner !M/ ^S’atts 
had request'd, it was signed aud se.'iliug by tlie Admiral and the Members of 
file Committee. • ’ • 

l.t. Erom that Time till the 11*’’ June, the Colonel received several Letters 
from J.vl'’ Watts conlirraing us in the Opinion avc had conceived of the Nabob’s 
writing to. Mons^ Hussy to march this Way aud (*xt<n*pate,tbe English. These 
Lettorstikewi.se gave a .Detail of the ])rogress of our' negotiation witli JafRr Aly 
K.Huu, who on the 5'* ult'“'’ sigmsl, scaled and solenmlly swore in the presence of 
M’ Watts, to abide by the Ti-eaty he had made with the English, and to per- 
form ])unetnally the agreement on his part, as soon a.'i lie was in Tossi.'ssion of 
the Subahslup. » . * 

15. IVIirza Omar Beg on the 11"' ultimo arrived at the Ereiiclv (Jardons 
where wc assomhled a Committee had the Tn^aty ih Persian (‘xceaited by 
Jatlir Aly Khan delm’rod us by the above mentioned person, a\ ho gaiai us the 
greatest Assurance of his Friendship and Esteem for ti e English • that there 
w'onld he viny little Dillieiilty in etfectiug a Change of Oovernment, an<l that wo 
might depend upon it, .lalfir Aly Khan would be punctual in performing evt'ry 
Article of his Agreement. * 

30. M'' IVatts, his Letters all urging the immediate Mareli of our Troops 
towards Muxadavad, and the Committee for many Heasons judging it bsS^t to 
lose no Time, as this appeared the most favourable Conjecture wo eonjd have to 
succeed in our linterpriso, and as a Debiy might not only produce a ]3i.seovery of 
our Conhuleracy and consequently the ruin of our I'roject, but would, greatly 
diminish our strength, while the Nabob w’ould have Time to aughn'iihlds army 
by calling in hi.s Troops from all Quarters and <mlisting others, it Was there-, 
fore re.soJvod to set out immediately, and on the 13"' of June our Troop.s began 
their March. 

17. On the 10"' or 20"' June Cutwali Town and Fort (a Stron.g jjlace) ivas 
taken by onr Troop.s, Avhere the Colonel remained two or three Days to ge>, somo 
Advi(!e or Letter from Jatfir Aly Khan, haAung received hut pue on liis Way uj). 
Tlje 20"‘ .Tuiu! we had the pleasure to receive a Lettfu* fromjiim ’with tho news 
of a compleat Victory obtained river Sora.fa Uowla in* the plpins of -Plassy, his 
whole Army and liimself being fled, and wo in po.s.scssion of his Caihp, prdnanee, 
<fe'. That Jaflir Aly Khan, Iloydooluh and Lnttor Caw'n had observed a Neiitj-ality 
during tlie engagement and were with the Colonel’ at the Time of writing of* 
his Letter. 

• ^ • 

18. On the 29"' wc received the agreeahlo Nows of Jaflir Aly. Khan’s 
being in posst^ssion of.the City and Kila of Muxadavad, that Sor-^ja Dowla had 
withdrawn privately, but it was not dbubted Avould lie soon taktm, and that 
Mohirnloll was prisoner at the City. InaLcttenof the 30"' .Tune Colonel Clive 
acquainted us of his having seated Jaflir Aly Khan in the Mussnud, and that 
he had received the Homages of his Zemindars and people as Subah of tlve 
jirovinces of Bengal, Bahar and Orissa. 

19. We now beg leave tp congratulate you Ilou’ble Sirs, and the Coai* 
pauy on our Success in this important Biisiness and tjio lkip)>y change of Gov* 
ernment establish’d in these Dominions so fortunately and speedily.* Our .riOs.s 
has been but- very trifling, not above 20 J3uropeans being kill’d and wounded. 

20. The advantages of the Treaty made ivith the present Naholi are too 
apparent to want any Commdnt, if the Terms are punctually compliqd with, 
which we have not the least Henson to doubt. But wc must take the Liberty 
to recommend to your serioui| Coi^sidoration, the pres&ivation of the Grants 
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and priviledges aequUrcd by this Revolution, which can be done only by keeping 
up a large Body, of Troops in the Counti^. As it is the Company's Interest to 
exert themselves on this Occasion, wo make no Doubt you will immeduitely enlist 
and send out a sufficient Number of Recruits tamak« a respectable Garrison in 
'Bengali, which should consist of a Body of two tliousand Europeans at least, 
which Expences we tliink will be overpaid by the Advantages of our Acquisi- 
tions. We flatter ourselves ther(?fore you wUl not on any Account neglect the 
sending such a body of Europeans as avc have fhfjntioncd to be necessary. This 
we are of opinion null he the only method of preventing in future the Encroach- 
mepts of' the ^Jountry Govern fnent, to make our Friendship and Alliance courjied, 
to carry on oiir Trade on the securest Footing, and to, oppose the Re-settlement 
the French in those ])rovinees. , 

21. 'Upon examining the Treasury, Roydoolub petended there was but ont; 
Crore, pnd fVfty J.aaeks of Rupees in Ballarice. This obliged Colonel Clive to 
go to the City himself in order to he near the Nabob. This Letter of the -30“* 
ultimo informs us to put nu End to all lleart-hiu'nings and Jealousies between 
us and the Nabob, Its agree4 to refer the Affair fo Juggu treat’s Arbitration, that 
the Nabob and he accordingly went there and after som'o Consideration Juggut- 
seat desired the Colonel Avohld not insist immediately on the full^ payment of 
the sums stipulated in thq Treaty, hut that half should he made good without 
Delay iq Money and Jewels, the other half to be paid in three years at three 
annual and equal paymCnta These T(‘rms the Colonel consented to as they 
were better than ho expected, considering the Lowness of the Nabob’s Treasury. 
Since whicdi we learn' that o^ie-third in Specie of the whole was actually 
embarking on Boats for Calcutta. ‘ 

22. But as the bad consequences of deferring the payment of any part of 
the money appeared to us too evident to bt; allowed of if it could be avoided, 
wo have zvroto the Colonel our ^Jentiments thereon and desired the Gentlemen 
of the Select Committee who are at Muxadavad to use their best endeavours to 
obtain immediate payment, but if that is not to’*bo done, to got some good 
Seoul ity from the Nabob to abide by his Contract, that for our parts wo should 
prefer .Tuggutjseat’s engaging to see it punctually made good, and next to that 
Security a Mortgage of such Lands contiguous to Calcutta whose Revenues will 
be equal to tbq sum to be rcc<Hved by us annually. 

23. IJiaving given you, Hon'ble Sirs, a very particular Detail of our Trans- 
ftctions since engaging in the Confederacy to set up Jaffir Aly Khan, wo have 
llpnson to flatter ourselves you will approve of our Conduct thro' the whole 
of this nice but necessary step. 

24. M' Manniugham is gone up to Muxadavad to assist in hast’ning the 

Compfetion of the 'freaty and settling such Matters as relate to the mercantile 
part of it. , ‘ ^ 

26. By a Lj;tter 'from'Colonel Clitc dated ;tho 30"’ June late at Night, we 
learnt that Swaja Dow la was taken, and by another Letter of the 4"* Instant, 
vve are infhrmed of bis being cut-off by Jaffir Aly Khan’s Son and others. 

26. Tranquillity being establish’d by tbfe Change we have boon advised of 
People’s Miiids^raoro at- Ease, and no Apprehensions of Trouble from the Govern- 
ment remaining Wo have begun the purchase of this Year’s Investment by 
sending Money to the different Aurungs, and hope with the assistance of the 
(joods received from Seraja Dowla at our'Subordiuatra and Aurungs to be able 
to send the Company a handsolqo Return from this Presidency. 

27. As the sum of money to be received from the Nabob, even if Juggut- 
seat’s Determination is to stand -good will greatly exceed our Demands for the 
Investment, we purpose to advertise that all Interest Notes will be discharged 
upon being tendered, and that in Case the proprietors do not sue for payment be- 
fore the Day of OQtober,,next, the Interest-will cease from that Day. This will 
ease the Company of a very heavy Burden, and we hope will prove, very agree- 
able News. In this place we must bog Leave to remark that by Juggutseat’s 
Determination the Company are to receive for three years successively the Sum 
of Sixteen Laacks and two-thirdJ^' of Rupees in' Specie which wdth the sale of your 
annual Imports and tlie Amounts of Bills of Exchange that we shall be under 
a Necessity of granting .will be full sufficient, we imagine, for the respective in-

Cannon supported hy their Avholo Army, and continued to play on us Aej;y 
briskly for several Hours durihg AAdiich -our Situation Ava^s of the utmost Sm* 
vice to us, being Lodged in a largo Grove surroui^ded with good Alyd Banks. 
To succeed in an attempt on their Cannon Avas next to irapossiblc^ as they were 
planted in a manner round us, and at a cousiilevabhi Distance from (.>ach other, 
vA'o therefore remained quiet in our Post in expixitation of a Successful!

They made Several Attempts 
to bring but their Canncm,hut our advanced Field pieces pl.'lyed so warmly and 
wt llnipon them that they were always drove hack. ^The IJorse exposing tliem- 
s('lv(‘s a good deal on tliis Occassiofi many of them wore killed, .& among tlie 
nst four or five Olfieevs of the first distinction, by which the whole Army 
being visibly dispirited aud thrown into some Confusion we AV(n*tj encouraged 
to Storm both the Eminence and the Angle of their Camp, w hich wero*«riied 
at the same Instant \Vitfi little rr no loss, though tho^ Latter was. divfcndod 
(exclusive of Blacks) hy 40 French and 2 Pieces of Cannon, and- the former by 
a larure Body of Blacks bot^i Foot and Horse. . On this a general Rout ensiu'd 
and We pursued the Enemy Six miles, passing upvvards of 40 Pieces of Cannon 
they had ahandoned, with on Infinite Numher of llaidcarics and Carriages filled 
with Bagage of all kind. it'Crajs'. Dowla escaped on a Camel, and reaching Muxa- 
davad emdy the next Morning dispatched away what Ji'wels and Treasure he 
conveniently could, and he himself followed at Midnight with only two or three 
attendants. , 

It’s computed there were killM of the Enemy about 500. Our Loss 
amounted to only 22 Killed and 50 Wounded and those chietly Blacks. During 
tlio Warmest Part- of the aotioiitwe observed a large Body of Troops hovering 
on our Right, who prov(.'d to ho our Friends, but as they novea* dis<*ov(Mcd 
tluan.selvcs by any Signal wliatover we frecpmntly ^fii’ed on them to make them 
kei'pjboir Distance. When the Battle was, over the.v sent, a congratulatory 
Message and encani])M in our Ncigh1)onibood that Niglit. 4'h<^ next, nunning 
Jalfir Ally Khan paid iw; a vi»it and express’d much Gratiliule for the Service 
done him, assuring me in the most Soletnn Manner that he would faithfully 
perforiif his Engagements to th<; J'lnglish. He then [)ro('eedcd to the City 
which hc^veached some Hours before S<>ra|:.i l)f>w]a left it. 

As immediately on Seraja Dowla’s I'liglit Jaflir Ally Kban Hound him- 
self in peaceable possession of tlui Pal:uu> and City, f encamped without to pre- 
vent t he Inhabitants frmn hoiug plundered or disturhod, fii-st at Maudipoor aud 
after\\’ard.s at the Fiamcli Fac|ory at Sydahad. However I sent forward Messrs. 
Watts Walsh to enquire into The State of the Treasury and inform me 
wlint was transactirfg at the Palace. Dy their Representations I soon found it 
necessary .for me td bo present on many Aceounts. Accordingly tlio 29"' I 
entered the City ^Vltb a Guard of 200 Eui’opoans and 300 Seepoy.s and took up 
my Quarfers in a Spacious House and Garden near the Pahuje. Tim same 
Evening I waited on Jatlir -Ally Kh.an .wbo rtd’used Seetting himself on the 
IMusniui till placed^oii it by me, which done, he received Homage as Nabob 
from all' bis Oourtiers. The next morning he returned my visit, when after 
a gobd deal of Discourse on the Situation of his Affairs I ^'ecommended 
to him to consult Juggutscat on all Occasions, wdio a Man‘of sense and 
by far of the greatest jjroperty among all bis subjects, would give him the best 
advice for .std.tling the IvingdonV in peace and Security. On this he propos’d 
that we should immediately set out 'I’ogether to visit him, Which being complied 
with, Solmuu Engagements were enter’d into by the three Pax'ties for a Strict 
Union and mutual Support of each others Interest. Juggatseat then undertook 
te use his whole Interest at Delhi, which is certainly very considerable, to 
get the Nabob acknowledged by the Mogul and bur Late Grants confirmed, 
likewise pvocure for us any other Phirmaunds wc miglit have occasion for.

I ought to observe that the French I spoke of in the Action were some 
Fugitives from Chandernagoro “who had asscpibled at Sydabad. It was by 
'their Advices and indccfd by their Hands that the English Factory at Cossim- 
bazar was burned and destroyed 'after our Gentlemen Ifud quitted it on the 
lloncw'al of the Troubles. . - 

Tlic present Nabob has every appearance^ of being firmly and durably 
Seated on the Throne. The whole Country has quietly submitted to him, and 
oven the apprehension of an Inroad from the side of Delhi is vanished. So tl>at 
this great Jlovolution,' sd happily brouglit about, «.Seems comjdca't in every 
lt(’speets, I p(;rsuade myself the Importaneo of your Po(S8es.sions now in Bengal 
will det(^rmiuo you to send out not only a 'large and e.arly supply of Troops and 
good officers, but of capable young Gentlemen for the Civil Branches of your 
Bu.sin< •ss. , 

I shall shortly have ‘an opportunity of writing by an Express Vessel in- 
tended to ‘he dispafc'chcd from Calcutta. But for fearmf accidents' I Jforward 
these Advices by Way of Bombay.

That we might not bo dis.appointcd of a large Investment this Season 
by trusting entirely to the Purchases of our Gomastahs, we have resoWed to 
receive iu pur Ooit^h any Goods offered us for ready mopey if equal in Quality 
to what our Gomasfahs prdvidc. . * 

15. As wo were prevented by our unhappy Situation fhst year from send- 
in’g your honours the usual t^uantith'S of Goods annually forwarded from lienee, 
as we flatter ourselves the Loss of Chandernagore will have a good efft'ct in tho 
Company's Sales, We tlAnk if for the Interest of our Employers not to contine 
ourselves too closely to the Orders contained in the List of Investments 
JV al/iolff in respect to ic Goods to he sent home, as it was not jiossihle for your 
Honours then to fori'seo tlie ahAvo mentiouiid Circumstanct's. Wo hope our 
Conduct therefore will not ho disapproved of should we exceed your Orders, As

which Contract wo have empowered him to make, as we esteem it extremely 
reasonable. When tjio other Servafits set out Patna we shall transmit a 
L<ist'of In’'|{;estment for that factory & direct them to procure the Sprtments of 
Goods wrote f»r this Season by your Honours. 

19. The Select Committee^,^whbse Province it is, will inform your Honours 
ji>i the Particulars of the Revolutions in the Government of these Provinces, by 
what means effected, & the share We had in those Transactions.

20. The Coungoe’s Man'hcing arrived to make a Survey of the Districts 
PcrguTinah, Villages, Towns, tV., to be. granted ns by the Nabob, We have 
ordered Captain Kobert Barker to attend him in his Survc}', & moivO a rough 
Plah of th© Course of the Lake, its Depths, &c®., that v;e may he able to ascer- 
tain and determine the itoundaries of the Tr-rritory to be granted ns, 'from 
which Survey & Plan when cotupleated& pcrrccted. We flatter ourselves many 
advantages will arise to the .Trade of this Seftlemcnt. 

2^. Asa fresh Treaty with the present Suhah is drawing np to he recipro- 
cally executed by him & us, the Select Committee requested this Board Avould 
consider any amendmf;nts or alterations in the arijUdes of. the former Treaty 
for the’ advantage of the Company. In consequenpe of this Request we have 
recommended to those Gentlemen at Muxadavad to have the Treaty signed by 
the Nabob’s Son as well as himself, & that it specify it’s flinding to his Succes- 
sors & Heirs.

We have desired the Gentlemen at Muxadavad* to have the above rricntioned 
Matchulka and Prohibitiou made null and void as we arc not restrained in thos6 
Particulars by the Phirmam\d. 

23. Upon the Arrival of People from Muxadayad for coining our Mi/ncy, 
We appointed the President M' Erankland & M' Boddam a (Qommittec to 
make an Assay of the Coinage of the dUTerent Species of Bullion, & report to 
the Board how an hundred ounces of each Species will turn out iu Sicca’s of 
equal AVeight & fineness of those stamped at Aluxadavad, & what the charges 
will be of Coinage, &'®, that we might establish our Mint upon a solid' footing.* 
Hitherto thiit Committee has made no Report, hut some Rupees have been 
stamped & sent up to Muxadavad for Trial, where they have been approved of. 
We purpose to establish our Mint upon the same looting with thati,of Madrass. 

2k M' AA'atls having procured a Perwannah for onr resettling at Patna 
without any Extra Expences to the Durbar Officers, we thought it the most 
favourable Juncture we could have for 'ostablishing, that, Eaetory, & by that 
means securing a Provision of Petre which at this Time we judged of the utmost 
Importance. Accordingly Mess™ Pearkes, Batson & Billers were ordored to 
proceed to transmitt us advice of the State of the m.arkcts there in o]‘dcr to 
Broad Cloth, Copper, Lead, & IronJ & t<r inform us’ if SaltPetre was procurable 
& upon what Terms. M’ Pearkes sot out immediately & is now .at Patna, the 
other Gentlemen waited till tlie Disturbances then in agitation Avere Settled, 
and will proceed to Patna in a few days. . 

26. As the large Sums of Money -Jve shall receive from the Nabob with 
what will be paid into the Treasury for Bills of ■»I?lxchange will be more than 
sufficient for our Occasions for this year, AA'e think it Avould he imprudent to 
encrcase your Honour’s Risque at this Settlement which is as yet in no Posture* 
to resist an European Force. We have therefore wrote to the other Presiden- 
cies to send no Money or Bullion to this Place till they hear further from us., 

26. Having purchased a parcel of Redwood of the Gaptors of Chand,or» 

nagore, we have desired the President Sc C® of Fort» S‘ George to send* us none 
of that Article if they are necessitated to pay freight for havihg it brought 
hither. * 

27. We must not omit that wo have desired* ihe Gentlemen at Muxadavad 
to get the annual Pescash made payable for the luture at Muxadavad instead 
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of iriiglilpy, & to pai the Pcseash for the p'roceeding year that no Trouble may 
bo given in future onVbat Pretence. « 

2iS. The President laid before us in tho /nontjii of March a Letter from 
him to the lion’hle the Hecrot Committee in England advising of Captain 
Hrohi(*r’s being ordei'cd to repair to this Settlement iVs lay* a Plan for erecting 
Fortifications as might secui'c it from the Attempts of an European Enemy, and 
dirc(5tiug a standing Committee to he formed ^or procuring JMaterials on the 
Cheapest Tergis and carr> iug on the iPorks with Economy. In eonserfuence

In the mean time wo have ordered all the bouses to the South- 
ward of the Old Dock to be survey’d Sc valued by six Appraisers — Throe on 
behajf of the Company Sc three to be chosen by tliffi proprietor of every bouse 
survey’d, an Umpire to bo eleidod to determine the Valuation if they can’t agree 
among tllemeelves. By the foregoing method wc Hatter ourselves all Cause of

Force or wdiat Number of Troops they have brought. 

2. As we judged it highly imprudent to send the Marlbro' to Fort S' George 
after receiving such Nows, have altered her Appointment and shall lade her 
for Europe compleatly from hence to be dispatch’d early in the Season. 

3. About tbc middle of August wo sent eight hundred (800) Bags of Petre 

to Fort S*. George on the Ilermaidt ono of our Pilot Sloops which has been 
obliged to put back by stress of Weather after having got into the Latitude of 
IS*"' North. The advices she carried being of the utmost importance we have 
freighted Syrian Sloop to carry them to tho Coast, and have given tlic Owners a 
Gratuitv of two thousand (2,000) Rupees for so doing. Tho Marlbro' Packet 
is likewise forwarded to the Coast on the Watson Sloop which we have taken 
up on that account for the same Sum. . ' • 

4. By these Vessels we write to the Governor and Council of Fort S*

tution is freigbted for that purpose, we have allowed the Owner’s Forty Thousand 
(40,006) Arcot Rupees for carrying them, and. have indemnify ’d them- in the 
amount of fort}’ five Thousand (45,000) Current Rupees should tho ship, be 
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taTcen. by tlio^ French in he?- jPnssage lo Poudicheri'y or detivif&d by tlieni 
utter her Arrival, thore,^ these were the only Terms wo coi^Id prevail on the 
Owners to send the Ship' for, and as wfs think it of the/trnost Consequence to 
keep the French tmliof C^engay,.and judged this to be one Material Step to pre- 
vent their getting a Footing boro, we hope what vvo have done will meet with 
with your Approbation. . , *

Notvviths'tanding the Precautions which I, acquainted you in my last oP 
llio 22ud August were taken for preserving the Military in Health by> quarter- 
ing the greatest part at Cossitubuzar and Charidcrnagore, I am sorry to inform 
you that a iterrible mortality luis reigned among them, and that many of the 
Survivors arc so reduced by Illness as to be Still incapable of Duty. WO’havo 
likewise lost several Ofl.icers and among tbo Rest Major Killpatrit^k, wlfo acquired 
much deserved Reputation in his Eortg course of Service in India. The Stpiad- 
von has suffered no loss than the Land Forces, indeed the Sickness Jiis been 
general not only with the English hut the French and Dutch an(?^oven tlie 
Natives. The enclosed Return will give you the particulars of our Loss a.i 
well as acquaint you witli the small P’orcc I have at present in tjjie Field. Of 
the Detacbment of King's Troops not .above Twenty I*rivatf?s were tit for 
Duty, Avben wo; marched therefore at M* Pocock's pressing Iiuitance, I left 
the whole behind to be embarked on board the* Squadron. Of the M:»drass 
Detachment there remained about 150, Effective Train kielutled, ISo 'that the - 
Troops now with nu; are for the greatest Part coyiposed of foreign Desertcu's 
and Topasses entertained on the Bengal Establish merit. I^oux)ver the present 
P’ace of Affdirs seems fortunately to require but little Service from»our Arms, 
Political Negotiations are likelv to be more neecssai’y.

. 2. In laying open the State of this Government I am concerned to men- 
tion that the present Nabol>is a Pidnce of little Capacity, Und ifot at all bli;ss’d 
with the Talent of gaining the Love and Confidence of his principal * Officers. 
His mismaupgemcni tlirew the Country into great Confusion iiuilic Space of a 
few months, and might have proved of fatal Consequence to himstdf, but for our 
kAown attachment lo him ; no less than three Rebellions were ou Foot at tlu; ^ 
same Time ; one at Midnapore headed by Rajah Ramj another in Purhnea under 
Oudul Sing, and" the third at Patna under Raranarran, all which may ire \cfy 
well attributed to the Nabob’s Own Imprudence. Rajah Ram’s Uvo Bi;others 
after being invited to Muxadavad were imprison’d which was quite sufiicyint 
to deter him from surreudring himself as he intended ; Meor Azisso was^ap- 
pojnted to the Government of Purhnea to the genrral Satisfaction of,tbe People, 
‘but soon laid aside for Coddum Hussan Cawn, a Rclatioiv it*9 TVue of the 
Nabob, but a* tyrannical rapacious Fellow and odious to the last Degree to tlio 
Purhneans, as for Ramnarran* after be had maAb his Submission and th^ Nabob 
had sworn to continue him in his Government, apparent Measures were taken 
.for his Overthrow. 
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3. The rxime Minister Iloy Dulup Eanj, who yy&a one of the Chief Instru- 
ments of the Nab.obs had receiA'ed in Return solemn Assurances of continu- 
ing his Duan was susjpbcted to be engrossing the Power in his Hands, and rather 
to have cnoouraged the three Ilebeilions than oi?jdeav9ured> to suppress them, 
it is very certain that Hoy Hulup had a powerfull party in the State, and more 
than probable that .he took Measures to strengthen it, according to the Common 
Policy of all Duans. However this raighthe, the Nabob’s Jealousy of him was 
carried.to sueli a Height that Surajah Holaw’s xlrothcr,' a young Lad and al- 
most an Ideot. Avas suddenly cut otf on a Surmize of Hoy Dulup’s intendmg tr> 
make him Nabob,* and having sent his oavji Biothor to Chaudernagore to engf\ge 
mo in the H jsign, which is altogether groundless. Roy Hulup no sooner 
knew of this sudden Execution and the Motive for it, than he began immediate- 
ly to fear, for his own Life and open Hostilities might possibly have ensued if 
we had not been a Clieek lo e'ach party. The Nabob who at this Time was en-* 
camped in the Neighbourhood' of Muxadavad Accorapanyed by a Detachment 
of our I’roops, excuses bimself from any Knowledge of ilie Transaction and laj's 
the wliole Blame on his -son wlio was left in the Governmjjnt of the City ; but 
many Circumstances induce us to believe otherwise, Roy Hulup on a pretence 
of (Sickness was still at Muiadavad having a large Body of his own Troops with 
liim as is usual in these Governments, but it isnotimiwobablc the Chief Reason 
for his remaining behind was a View to his own safety. Affairs were in this 
situation w hen I arrived at Mur;adavad. I would willingly have engaged Roy 
Hulup to accompany me to the Nabob that I might have eil'ected a Reconcilia- 
tion b<‘twccu them, but his Illness not admitting him to sett out immediately, 
I could only assure him of my Projection, and engage his promise to follow me 
as soon as possible.

4. The 3"^’ Instant our Army came up with the Nabob’s at Fothappoor near 

Ilajahmall, where w:e still continue encamp’d chiefly to wait the Minister’s 
Arriviil. • 

6. I should have acquainted you that some Hays before I sett out from 
Chandternagove, Rajah Ram the Midnapore Rebel, came and delivered himself 
up to me Oil promise of the Nabob’s Pardon and our Protection. This first un- 
linked the Chain of the three Rebellions, she Chiefs of which had held a Corre- 
spondence and ,\verc connected together. Rajah Ram’s Submission may lx? 
deem’d a vbry fortunate Event in all Respects, for his good Sens(?, long Experi- 
eacoin the affairs of this Government, and the great Influence ho lias iu the 
Country would have made him as dangerous an Enemy to the Nabob as ho i.s 
now au useful Friend to us. 

(5. Upon our Approacli and some of the Nabob’s Troops having passed 
the RiVep ipto the Purhnea Country, the Rebels of that Country quitted 
’ their Inti’enchinents and dispersed, butf«oine of their Chiefs were overtaken and 
made Prisoners. So that two of tlio Rebellions are effectually quelled, and the 
third is in fair V^ ayof being jicaceably accommodated with Hamqarran. 

7. If it is in my Power to bring about tho thorough Reconciliation which I 

intend between thvj Nabob and Roy Hulup alt domestick Troubles may be fully 
yiut an End to in thi^ Country. As for any Apprehensions of a foreign Enemy, 
they are ,iiot very strong at present; The Vizier with the assistance of tho Ma- 
rottoes drove Najib Cawn, the ’Aughwan Buxio, out of Delhi, hut the latter 
being reinforced by a large Body of Patans who are the Augliwahs that have 
settled for some Time in Indoi^tan, is against making Head in the Neighbour- 
hood of Delhi, and Avill he joined by Soojah Howla, the Nabob of Ou(l, So that 
all the Powers from whom any Hanger might lie expected, are too much en- 
gaged among themselves to bend their Thoughts this Way for the Present. Tho 
Nabob’s Confirmation is not yet procured at Delhi, hor can I judge when it will. 
TJn., Hitficulty is in the price. . 

' 8. I hfive waited for lloy 4 jDulup*s Arrival with great Impatience as no Dur- 
bar business can be transacted without him, and we have some Points to seltle 
of great Consequence to Your Intei-est. We have allready had too mucli occa- 
.sion to ohsorVe the Difficulties attending every application for M.oney to the 
Durbar, and foresee tliey will encreaso as the Nabob grows stronger and w e
